£iU  (invented  by  the  Tories)  has  been  scouted  by  the  Ministers, 
Biid  is  now  abandoiud, — Success  to  them  I 

We  may  nowpref)sre  to  look  out  for  our  Represenlativf^,  or 
rather,  let  theiie  Re|>re4f  ntatives  look  out  lor  iih.     We  should  like 
to  see  and  know,  their  qiialifi cations,  ait  given  Irom  thoir  owci  li|is, 
or  as  afforded   by  their  own  artigAs,   before  presuming  to   imposp 
t^nditions  upon  them  which  must  vary  according  to  circumstances.

The  Duke  of  Wellingloa  made  a  parade  of  his  person  in  the  City  of  Lob- 
doa  oa  die  18th,  io  the  hope  that  the  annirersary  of  Waterloo  would  pro« 
care  for  hia  some  si^^  or  favoar,  which  might  he  represented  as  proofs 


thoa  that  the  **  little  Isaac"  race  of  oblitioians,  **  roflfuish  but  devtlisb  keen/' 
are  erer  plotting  themseWes  into  diflELoultiee  and  disasters.  Most  uufortu* 
tiate  it  is  that  men  of  this  sort»  beset  with  flatterers  and  parasites,  and 
besotted  with  self-coooeit,  will  never  believe  themselves  in  bad  odour  with 
the  multitude  till  dettd  do^s  and  oats  brin^  oonviution  to  their  noses.  Tliey 
jFo  home  wiser  and  dirtier  men ;  bilt  their  assailants  are  depraved  by  tm 
iiidulj^enoe  in  their  savage  passions.  This  taut  is  a  yery  evA  tfonseeueoee^ 
and  we  pot  it  to  the  worshipful  Mr.  Roe,  whether  the  Duke  of  WelHogtMi

the  neocKsity  for  constant  preparation  against  assault  or  a««a««iuatWn  iu 
the  best  guarded  and  most  peaceable  quarter  of  the  metropolis  ?  A  miu$ 
who  uses  iron  blinds  at  home,  and  puts  his  mausioii  in  a  mttttM  itf  s^jfe, 
should  not  make  a  sortie  into  the  streets  without  a  mask,  fioiwiiUkUiU^

nuisance ! 

We  sincere^  grieved  to  hear  of  the  brutal  assault  on  the  King :  not 
that  we  have  any  particular  love  for  the  King ;  but  it  ahoeked  us  to  hear 
that  an  aged  man  had  beeu  struck  on  the  head  by  a  stoue,  and  that  a 
magistrate  had  been  treated  with  wanton  indignity.  Members  of  Ptirli*- 
ment,  however,  cannot  find  terms  to  express  their  abhorrence  of  this  out- 
rage, and  declare  it  of  such  unique  malignity,  that  they  question  whether 
there  is  another  man  in  our  twenty  millions  capable  of  the  same  deed. 
Why,  take  away  Lord  Winchelsea's  title  and  fortune,  his  leg,  and  his  bread, 
and  let  him  feel,  at  the  neglect  of  an  appeal  for  redress,  the  thirst  for 
mortal  vengeance,  which,  in  the  presence  oi  the  Bishops,  he  avowed  him- 
self to  have  towards  an  anonymous  slanderer  of  a  hij^h  and  mighty  person- 
age ;  and  might  we  not  suppose  his  fierce  passions,  in  that  helpless  state, 
capable  of  transporting  him  to  a  similar  excess?  We  have  made  an 
instance  of  this  nobleman,  not  because  we  think  more  harshly  of  him  than 
of  those  who  let  his  expression  of  sanguinary  desires  pass  without  rebuke ; 
but,  as  the  vindictive  sentiment,  and  proneness  to  violent  indulgence  of  it, 
in  one  otherwise  of  an  estimable  disposition,  exemplifies  the  hold  of  the 
very  vice  on  the  best  of  the  higher  orders,  which  is  so  execrated  in  the 
worst  of  the  lowest  classes. 

We  hear  many  edifying  things  said  about  exciting  the  passions  of  the 
poor,  and  directing  their  resentments  against  alleged  causes  of  their 
sufferings ;  but  how  much  more  base  and  how  much  more  dangerous  ia  it 
to  vilify  the  populace,  and  sharpen  the  sword  against  them,  and  olanour 
Ibr  execution.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  it  is  more  perilous  to  instigate 
the  strong,  than  to  instigate  the  weak,  to  violence ;  and  the  poor  are  the 
weak,  the  ruling  power  the  strong.  Which  is  more  likely  to  suffer  by 
malignant  misrepresentation  of  their  purposes,  the  unarmed,  unorganised 
mob,  with  the  sword  ever  ready  to  fall  suspended  over  their  heads,  or  the 
great,  surrounded  by  all  the  powers  of  wealth  and  of  the  state  ?  Had 
iEsop  livdd  in  our  time,  he  would  have  made  his  wolf  complain  that  the 
aheep  were  excited  against  hiui,  and  insist  that  his  tooth  must  avenge  ita 
defamation. 

What  eternal  tirades  have  we  heard  against  Lord  Milton's  constitutional 
resolution  to  resist  taxation  for  which  the  representative  authority  waa 
waatiog;  but  no  word  of  reprobation  has  been  applied  to  the  Duke  of 
Newcastle's  call  upon  the  anti-reformers  to  take  up  arms  against  the  peo- 

Sle.  Sir  Robert  Peel  saw  nothing  amiss  in  this  appeal  to  force ;  and  we 
inched  at  brayings  which  were  not  exactly  the  brayings  of  the  trumpet. 
It  18  the  secret  conscionsness  that  the  people  have  wrongs,  which  makes 
instigation  to  violence  dreaded.  Which  or  us  has  feared  the  Newcaatle 
rebellion,  or  called  for  the  law  to  be  put  upon  the  brayer  of  sedition ;  and 
which  of  the  faction  did  not  tremble  at  the  resolutions  of  the  Birmingham 
and  other  Unions,  because  they  were  bottomed  on  justice  ?  It  is  the 
wrong  that  rendera  the  forcible  seizure  of  redress  probable ;  and  where 
wrongs  do  not  exist,  attempts  at  excitement  are  treated  with  the  contempt 
of  which  his  Grace  of  Newcastle  has  had  experience. 


THE  MAN  OF  THE  SWORD. 

AT  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Political  Union,  a  letter  from  the 
Prince  de  la  Moskowa,  son  of  Marshal  Ney,  to  the  Chairman,  was  read 
to  the  assembly.  The  Prince  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  Union  for  the 
opinion,  set  forth  in  their  solemn  dechuration,*  on  the  public  oo|iduct  oithe 
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Duke  of  WeHingtou :— "  The  maa,"  he  twyn,  ''who,  to  {^ratify  a  bloods 
thiraty  vengeanoe*  (against  him  who  alwayv  fought  aticordiug  to  the  iioblent 
law*  of  warfare),  could  refuse  to  save  my  father,  wheu  it  Jay  iu  his  }H>wer, 
from  hia  marderers,  must  be  unworthy  of  the  coulideuce  of  every  f^eueroua 
|/eople."  It  waa  moved  that  the  letter  should  be  entered  upou  the  records 
oftae  Union,  and  that  a  silver  medal,  with  the  inscription,  "Presented 
by  the  Birmingham  Political  Union  to.  the  son  of  I^ey,^'  be  presented 
to  the  writer;  also  that  he  be  elected  a  member  of  the  Birmingham  Poli- 
tical Union.

Conjures  the  wand'ring  Mara,  and  maJcea  Uiem  ttaod 
Like  wouder-wounded  l|^rers  ?" 

Son K  consolation  is  to  be  extracted  from  most  misfortunes ;  and  tliere  is 
ooasfort  in  finding  that  the  greatest  enormities  of  which  human  nature  is 
capable  have  been  perpetrated  without  producing  the  slightest  mischief, 
and  aa  if  ordained  only  to  give  Sir  F.  Burdett  occasion  to  air  bis  vocabu^ 
lary  of  Tirtaous  vituperation  of  the  wicked  and  praise  of  the  great.  Let 
H  be  written,  that  in  1832  atrocity  reached  its  utmost  height.  Dennis 
CoHios,  a  discharged  pensioner,  threw  a  stone  at  the  King;  the  rabble  of 
Holbom  biased,  hooted,  and  pelted  the  Duke  of  Wellington ;  Tom  Tlutmb 
waa  played  at  the'Coborg;  the  Queen  was  libelled; — yet,  after  all,  the 
•King,  toe  Queen,  and  tbe  Duke,  are  safe  and  sound — a  remaricable  proof 
of  the  dedine  of  the  power  of  mischief  in  its  utmost  virulence. 

CoHioa  (whom  posterity  will  confound  with  the  author  of  the  "  Ode  on 
tbe  Passions'*)  should  be  a  warning  to  all  punctilious  people.  He  threw 
•  stone  at  the  King  because  his  Majesty  had  not  answered  bis  letter,  and 
•ot,  as  pretended,  because  Mr.  Hume  had  referred  to  the  physical  force, 
itoe  what  oomea  of  too  strict  notions  of  politeness — the  fanaticism  of  good 
breeding  I 

6ir  Franoia  Burdett  consolingly  remarks,  that  any  country  might  have 
^vea  birth  to  Coltins ;  but  should  it  have  produced  the  stone  ?  Pride,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  to  be  extracted  from  the  stoutness  of  the  King's  hat,  which  so 
■oMy  resbted  the  traitoroua  blow.  No  otheP  country  could  have  produced 
•ttflfa  a  bat  It  was  a  truly  British  beaver,  and  conaoles  us  for  a  Collins. 
It  la  esoellent,  that  when  nature  produoea  such  a  monster,  the  hatter  pro* 
daees  a  hat  of  a  virtue  to  render  harmless  his  wickedness.  The  dignity 
•I  the  Crown  was  never  more  worthily  defended. 

Sir  Fnmois  Burdett  said  many  fine  things  in  praise  of  the  Duke  of 
Weilii^gtim,  whose  naose  our  grandchildren  are  to  hear  with  an  overflowing 
IMing  of  mtitude— donbtJess  as  tbe  man  who  knew  of  a  way  to  make 
iMr  graflmthers  quiet,  which  wa^  their  said  grandfiithers  would  not 
^amit  him  to  try  on  their  dear  bodiea.  We  have  not  the  least  olgeolion 
to  any  feeUflff  of'^oor  grandchildren — ^nay,  they  may  have  the  Duke  for  a 
Ifinister  and  Sir  F.  Burdett  for  a  Member  for  Westminster,  without 
diatariniig  our  reat,  where  the  tax  gatherer  ceaaes  from  calling.

We  confess  that*  of 
the  two,  the  act  of  drawing  a  carriage  appears  to  us  the  more  debasing.  The  aimple 
truth  is,  they  entertain  strong  political  feelingSy  and  express  them  as  they  would  not 
do  if  they  were  better  tauffht." 

If  the  raifians  who  threw  dead  dogs  aad  dead  cats  at  the  Duke,  were  in 
tbo  station  of,  Sir  F.  Burdett,  they  would  throw  upon  the  objects  of  their 
dislike  precisely  the  extravagantly  abusive  terms  which  Sir  F.  Burdett 
heaps  upon  them ;  and  if  S>r  P.  Burdett  were,  on  the  other  hand,  as  one 
of  them,  he  would  flin<^  dirt  instead  of  foul  epithets. 

It  is  pleasant  to  see  a  statesman  rebuking  excesses  in  the  most  passionate 
terms,  and  with  the  most  exaggerated  repres(!ntations.

DR.  M*LEOD'S  GAELIC  SERMON. 

.Wb  have  at  last  perusod  the  translation  sent  ua  by  an  mteened  Corre» 
•pendent  of  the  Gaelic  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr*  Norman  M'Leod 
of  Campsie,  in  Glasgow,  n  few  weeks  ago.     It  is,  on  the  whole,  a  precious 
production.— » We  mean,  that  it  is  precious  only  for  its  high  aristocratical 
qualities*    There  cannot  be  the  least  doubt  that  Dr.  Norman  M*Leod  is 
»a  advocate  for  the  "  divine  right  of  Kings,"  and  that  be  regards  the 
English  Bishops  with  "  bowek  of  lov«."    In  the  outset  of  his  Sermon, 
which  we  can  only  stightly  notice  after  all,  be  refers  with  exultation  "  to 
past  times,  when  wo  were  frequently  called  on  to  give  thankt  to  God  for 
vwerr  victory  bestowed  on  our  numerous  armies  on  sea  and  land,— -when 
tho  King  went  along  with  the  nohUity  of  the  laud  to  the  house  of  God, 
and  sang  a  new  song  to  the  Lord,  who  did  great  things  in  their  behalfi'^^ 
But  he  says  that  "  the  abominable  sins  of  Britain  hath  now  provoked  the 
Lord  to  lift  the  rod  over  us,"— ;>the  plain  English  of  which  is,  that  the 
Lord  was  not  provoked  at  us,  when  we  were  at  war,  slaughtering  thoaa- 
ands  of  our  feUow  creatures,  to  set  up  these  bloody  Tyrants,  the  Buurbons^ 
ia  France;  but  that  the  Lord  is  now  provoked  against  us  because  we  aro 
9%  peace  with  the  world,  and  desirous  of  securing  the  blessings  of  Liberty 
for  ourselves  and  our  children  I— The  Doctor  sajrs  that  **  we  have  more  to 
answer  for  than  any  people  on  the  face  of  the  earth."— Perhaps  we  have. 
•Witness  the  National  Debt,  to  which,  however,  the  Doctor  never  makes 
the. most  distant  allusion.    But  he  contends  that  we  have  received  ^  ^pi* 
ritual  benefits  in  a  measure  that  was  not  given  to  any  other  people."-*- 
Spiritual  benefits !— Where  are  they,  and  what  are  they  ?    To  be  sure  we 
can  read  the  Bible,  and  go  to  Church  by  paying  for  it,  but  no  thaaks  to 
the  Clergy  for  that ;— thanks  only  to  the  People  themselves ;  but  see  how 
the  Doctor  himself,  by  a  piece  of  Gaelic  blarney,  beautiful,  no  doubt,  in 
the  original,  biinhB  the  above  question.    **  I  do  not  speak  (says  be)  of  the 
wall  of  defenee  by  which  the  Lord  surrounded  us  ,*^-4he  strong  batwarke 
over  which  an  enemv  in  our  time  did  not  come.— ^ I  do  not  speak  of  tho 
safety  he  voachsafed  to  ns,  and  the  shade  or  shelter  we  found  from  aU 
tribulation  and  bloody   rebellious   Revolutions  which  overcame  other 
countries. — I  do  not  speak  of  the  victorious  course  in  which  he  guided  us 
in  every  way. — I  do  not  speak  of  our  greatness  or  the  value  and  extent  of 
<*  meroaotile  dealings,  so  that  there  is  not  a  place  or  harbour  in  the 
\  where  any  thing  is  tQ  bebad,  or  any  thing  to  be  disposed  of,-  where 
ihipf  are  not  ssen,  and  our  red  bamners  ftoaSng  in  the  wind,— I  A^not 
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qp^  •f  tbemvlUtnde,  ibe  kardikood,  and  the  vakmrMmu 
■M  land.— >1  will  even  past  over,  vitbwU  speakiBf  (for  I  have  sot  tiiM) 
of  mtrjuU  knot  andfam(m»  statutes^  neither  will  f  speak  of  the  giarp  emd 
beuuijf  of  our  Ciyil  and  Religioos  Liberty  that  our  forefatiien  eained  to 
oa  hj  their  hearts'  blood ;  but  1  will  pass  them  at  this  time,  and  let  me 
Tmiad  ywL  that  we  are  the  proper  objects  of  the  kind  proTidenee  of  God 
in  a  anore  worthy  maoDer  concerning  omr  spiritual  ben^U  ; — these  are  so 
freat  and  so  moabley  that  it  is  not  known  how  to  relate  them.*' — Ah ! 
Doctor,  this  was  a  sly  way  for  you  to  get  off;  bat  we  stick  to  our  pre- 
yiom  qaestioD,  and  challeDge  you  to  am»wer  iL — Is  Church  patronage  one 
of  oar  spiritual  benefits? — Is  the  going  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly  at 
Edinbargb,  and  yoting  for  the  Corn  Laws,  to  harrass  the  people  and 
enrich  the  Clergy,  one  of  those  **jtut  laws  SLndfantcms  statutes"  to  which 
jott  refer  ?^ls  tne  voting  in  the  General  Afwerobly,  against  the  plainest 
dictates  of  reason  and  justice;  against  the  inherent  right  ol  the  people  to 
choose  their  own  pastor  whom  they  pa^,  another  of  the  '*  beauties  of  our 
civil  and  religious  liberty  that  our  forefathers  earned  to  us  by  their  hearts' 
Mood  ?**  But,  Doctor^  we  must  be  a  little  more  close  with  you  on  this 
point,  and  we  therefore  now  ask  you,  whether,  since  this  very  sermon  of 
yours  was  published  in  Gaelic,  you  did  not  trip  in  to  Edinburgh,  with 
yoar  friend  Principal  Macfariane,  of  Glasgow  College,  and  there,  in  the 
General  Assembly,  by  your  conduct  and  your  vote,  proclaim  virtually  to 
the  world,  your  deci^d  hostility  against  **  spiritual  benefits"  to  the 
Deople  ?  Pray,  Doctor,  what  was  your  vote  on  the  overture  about  Calls  ? 
Was  it  not  (wairut  the  people  ?*-Was  it  not  in  favour  of  that  atrocious 
and  disgraceful  system  existing  in  the  Church  of  Scotland,  whereby  a 
Patron,  after,  perhaps,  putting  into  his  pocket  one  or  two  thousand 
poonds  by  the  sale  of  his  patronage,  gets  some  brainless,  senseless  sumph, 
obnoxious  to  the  people,  inducted  into  the  pulpit  by  force  of  bayonets,  as 
baa  fometimes  happened — ^haa  it  not.  Doctor,  in  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
to  your  own  knowledge  ?  And,  pray.  Reverend  Sir,  do  you  call  this  * 
amSther  of  the  "glories  and  beauties  of  our  civil  and  religions  liberty  ?*' — 
Fy,  Doctor,  fy  I  You  may  be  a  very  good  and  a  very  amiable  man  (and 
we  don't  doubt  it),  but  positively,  Doctor,  you  are  at  iault  here ;  and  this 
wicked  publication  of  ours  takes  leave  to  tell  you  so,  in  the  plainest 
tennt  possible. 

But  the  Doctor  must  needs  have  a  sly  hit  in  Gaelic  at  the  Reform  Bill. 
"  We  hear  much  (says  he)  of  reforming  the  governing  laws  of  the  conn* 
try,  especially  the  laws  for  electing  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Perhaps  this  is  necessary  (perhaps //)t  but  it  is  not  easy  to  sa]^,  when 
people  begin  to  change  and  alter,  when  they  will  stop/'  (No,  verily ;  but 
what,  ff  the  change  is  all  for  the  better  ?»■<  there's  the  rub.")  ^  Then  the 
Rev.  Divine  gets  into  lamentations,  and  says,  '*  Sorrowful  it  will  prove  to 
as  if  it  is  in  our  time  that  this  building  will  come  to  the  ground/*— 
(Query,  What  building  ?  The  old  wall  at  Gatton  is  to  the  ground  al- 
ready I)  **  How  many  hands  (continues  the  Doctor)  were  at  the  rearing 
of  it ! — and  how  elegant  it  is  I  (Cormption  I  there  is  a  name  for  you— 
elegant  /)  but  it  will  hanpen  with  the  strire  that  is  about  this  matter  as 
6m  tees  proper."  And  so  we  doubt  not  it  will ;  but  why,  then,  should 
the  Rev.  Father  be  "  sarrowJuT*  about  a  thing  which  he  declares  "  God 
will  dispose  of,  as  he  sees  proper  ?" 

However,  all  Reformers,  we  suppose,  are  devils. — For,  according  to  the 
predictiooa  of  this  Rev.  Divine,  '*  their  next  endeavour  will  be  to  uproot 
tha  estabHihed  Chorch,  and  if  they  suooeed  in  that,  tltey  will  rise  against 
tha  Sabbath,  md  they  wiU  eorne^  step  by  step^  to  bwn  the  Bible  r^^)\4 
wives  and  children  may  be  akomed  at  thia  anovneiattoii,  br*^  -^^  —^ 
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hardly  remiud  our  readers,  that  it  is  jtuit  of  a  piece  with  the  old  cantiui^ 
siaug  that  used  to  be  crammed  down  the  throats  of  our  ancestors  many 
years  ago,  whenever  any  national  improvement  was  projected. — Church 
and  State  are  in  danger,— so  said  the  Priests.  But  that  cry  won't  do  any 
longer. — It  is  threadbare.  The  People  know  their  rights,  and  knowinff 
will  maintain  them.  They  will,  we  hope,  soon  *'  uproof*  the  rank  and 
gross  carrvptions  in  the  established  Church.  But  if  any  thing  is  to  be 
Uwmed  about  it,  the  Bible,  we  trust,  will  escape,  while  the  teinds,  the 
parsonages,  and  the  vicarages,  will  only  be  placed  in  jeonardy  by  the  cou- 
flagration  \  The  Sabbath,  iu  the  sublime  words  of  the  Poet,  will  remain. 
tiU 

■  ■       **  Wrapt  in  fire  the  realms  of  etber  glow, 
And  Heaven *i  last  thunder  shakes  the  world  below.** 

The  Doctor  becomes  a  little  more  explicit,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
figurative,  towards  the  end  of  his  discourse — all,  too,  for  the  sake  of  the 
establishment>— "  It  is  possible  (says  he)  for  those  who  have  the  guidance 
of  the  kingdom  to  cast  out  the  Church — to  throw  her  ovori>oard,  if  God, 
in  his  wrath,  permits  them  so  to  do.    They  may  throw  her  out,  thinking* 
that  she  is  an  useless  heavy  load,  and  in  nopes  that  the  ship  should  be 
lightened  and  sail  better  without  her  ; — let  them  throw  her  out,  but  she 
will  not  ^iuk  even  in  the  most  raging  sea,  for  yet  a  little  while  and  they 
will  understand  that  it  is  not  an  useless  weight  with  which  they  parted, 
but  precious  stones  {drones  f),  which  was  bud  on  her  bottom  by  a  hand 
of  knowledge  to  steady  the  ship,  and  to  give  her  weight  in  the  confusion 
of  the  waves; — let  them  put  her  out,  but  they  will  soon  understand  that 
they  have  parted  with  the  thing  which  enabled  the  ship  to  carrv  her  upper 
^ils  victoriously,  while  all  other  lighters,  or  barks,  were  foundered  in  the 
oceliu,  or  sweeped  off  to  shore  in  broken  planks.**     We  have  really  no 
wish  to  get  among  these  broken  planks,  though  we  are  afraid  that  some 
of  the  Clergy  are  among  them,  or  upon  them,  already.    But  this  we  say, 
in  concliision,  following  up  the  nautical  language  of  Dr.  Norman  M'Leod 
himself,  that  unless  the  Clergy  pull  in  a  reef, — unless  they  throw  over- 
board all  useless  lumber,  including  part  of  the  Eight  Millions  per  annum 
pocketed  by  them ; — unless  they  trim  their  ship  to  sail  with  the  ivind ; — 
unless  they  faithfully  adhere  to  that  excellent  Chart  prescribed  to  them 
by  our  Saviour  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
human  race ; — unless,  in  short,  they  trim  their  ship  (the  establishment) 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  "  she  will  sink  in  the  raging  sea" — to  a 
dead  certainty. — No  Insurance  Broker  in  Glasgow,  we  are  persuaded, 
would  insure  her  for  a  couple  of  years,  except  on  these  conditions,  at  a 
premium  of  less  than  200  per  cent,  besides  a  large  commission ;  and  we 
will  venture  to  say,  that  none  of  her  owners,  even  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly, will  assert  next  year,  that  she  is  altogether  safe  at  her  own  moorings  I 

Tlie  late  Minister  of  Campsie,  the  Kev.  Mr.  James  Lapslie,  added 
nothing  to  her  credit  or  reputation.  We  lament  to  think,  from  this  spe- 
cimen before  us,  that  his  successor.  Dr.  Norman  M'Leod,  liiough,  in  every 
sense  of  the  word,  a  much  bettor  man  than  Lapslie  by  a  thousuMl  degrees, 
shares,  to  a  considerable  extent,  his  Doitttco/principleSj  which  we  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  were  odious  and  execrable,  and  such  as  no  Christian 
Minister  ought  to  promulgate  in  this  enlightened  age,  in  a  free  country ! 

Freedom  consists  in  the  power  of  doing  whatever  does  not  injure  an* 
other;  and  its  exercise  has  ao  other  limits  than  those  necessary  to  secure 
to  all  others  the  free  exercise  of  the  same  rights.

Did  we  HOt  know^ 
that  tbetm^^higs  of  office  ba^^io^fte8'for  Fraacia  Jefeey,  and  that  he 
only  accepted  of  i^ce  at  'the  call  of  M  country,  when  he  thought  he 
oomd  ren^ir  Additional  benefits  to^hM*,  we  should  afanost  regret  that  he 
baoame  L^fd  Advt>cate  of  'ScoUMid.  rfe  say  tbis  becanse  Uie  office  of 
Lord  AdihM&teof'l^cdtland  bastudh  dreadful  and  irrasponsiMe  powers 
attachad^to  It,  as  to  OMkke  it,  in  our  bumble  Opinion,  utterly  inooinpatible 
with  tli^'lastitutSons  of  a  free  country.  Onri^e  other  band,  we  B^nt  well 
ezpress^ur  gratification  at  the  faet,  that  Fhmds  Jefirey  is  Lord  Advocate 
of  SootlatfdyVtfcanse  every  lover  of  Liberty  will  concur  with  «s  iar-epinioD, 
that  tbg^iftgsidftil  powers  to  which  we  have  alluded,  eouid  not  be'^^ntrusted 
to  a  more  ^Ali|hteHed,  humane,  or  ezoeUent  man. 

We  bawnwiWWtfiroe '  of  €Ko .  ^recitfe  4aCe  of  Ills  bitlh,*-^biit  -we  know 
Aat  be^lbi^m  b  £dintmflg;b,^«nd'ts'«Ld#«bont  ssixlyNVeari  oif  age.  Mr. 
Ohitmbers,  in  the  first  numllM*  of  hi^«exdiUMt'J^M(fnal,  thus  rehtes  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  anecdote  of  him :— * 

'*  The  present  Lord  Adrooate  for  Scetland  was  the  son  of  an  nnder-derk  of 
Stssien,  and  wss  bom  In  the  upper  part  of  a  boote  in  the  Lawnmarket,  very 
near  the  mpl  where  the  eelel|rated  ^vid  Hiuqp  is  .said  alsQ  to  h^ve  first  seen 
the  light  >Tbs  hdi^'ViP^Q^'to  tike -fir^  St  lUe  tb«efwbsii- the^fatore  Lord 
AdTOoato  was  only  about  a  year  old,  and  in  the  harry  of  aaviog  other*  things, 
the  sbrtd  in  the  gartet  was  fer^i-long  tine  fofgotten.  When  it  was  almost  too 
late  be  was-ieniemberedi  and  an  honeat  man,  by  trade  a  slater,  voluntaeE^  his 
sefviess'  In  teaeaing  the  Inlknt  from  bis  perilous  altoation.    With  mu6h  ^difilculey, 

-andaolittle  danger,  he  was  brought  forth  from  the  burning  hooae,  and  deUxsrsd  into 
the  arms  of  his  aoxioos  friends.  Thus  was  a  life,  vrblch  nuuredly  has  been  of 
some  impoitanee  in  Scottish  literary  and  political  biatory,  preaervcd  by  the 
eoonge  of  a 'poor  tradesman.  It  is  pteaaant  to  have  it  to  reoort^  that  many 
ysars  after  this  event,  when  Mr.  Jeffrey  had  commenced  bis  cftrsfr,  a1i:tlie  bap* 
the  poor  ilater,  happening  to  get  involved,  by  no  misconduct  of  his  own,  io  a 
rcdbooe- series  of  lei^  Sreiibles,  applied-  Ibr  advice  to  Mr.  J.,  <wber  in  gratitude 
tohlrdlsinterestedprseervery'exerted  hineelf  in  such  a  way  as  completely  to 
SKtrieate  him  In  a  very  short  time.     We  bdieve  we  may  sSfely  add,  -that  tbis 

^eendnea  en  .thevpart  of  the  «Iterd  Advosate  is  no  sMre-  than-  what -ell  wbo  Icaosr 
him  would  expect  from  him  under  such  circumstances.** 

He  entered  tfae'Sootch'Bar  in  the  ^ear  1 794, — a  period  fraught,  as  Mveral 
of  our  readen  tn^  remember,  with  some  of  the  bladtest  doings  •  m 
iScotch  history.  Iu>r  then  the  Dundas  or  Melville  party  had  the  entire 
aseeudeilcyin' Scotland, and  that  party tesed  its  power  to  fiertoouteanii 
punish  every  iodividual,  no  matter  how  amiable  be  was,  ir  be  venturod 
publicly  to  express  bis  political  sentiments  in  opposition  to  theirs,  tinc- 
tufed  atfd  polluted  thougn  theirs  were  by  cormphon  of  tiie  rankest  kind. 
(But  the  ]^oung  ^nd  lof^y  spirit  of  Francis  JsPFasY  soared  above  and  be- 
y6nd  the  Dundiis  party.  'He  chalked  out  his  oWn  eagle  and  independent 
iCDuiM,  atd  thil^h  :goQd  report  and  bftd  report^  he  has  fearles^y  .a^d 
honourablj^  punsued  it  for  upwards  of  thirty  years. 

Along  witn  his  illustrious  triendand  early  companion,  HfiMtvBitov^BAM, 

now  Qoancellor  of  EnaUnd,  aid  the  bite  lamented  Francis  Ho^ifEB,  ^ho, 

when  death'snatched  bim  away  some  years  ago,  was  bidding  fair  to  become

f'Orjr,  vhica  ia  the  utmost  flight  of  his  fancy,  he  could  scarcely  have.au4T 
Ci{>aud,  of  placlnie^  the  rights  ^od  the  liberties  of  his  felloi^r-opuutrymeo  on 
« if^ta^,  inm  IPCluch  thi^  oim  never  be  jflriven.

H  rtad;  bb  manly  and  eolfghtaned  support  of  liberty,  his  juat  and  liberal  viewa 
•t  politjeal  economy,  the  eloquence  in  which  his  independent  sentiments  have

<aimet,hewsver,lM  dealed,  that  we  <i«4io,  hi  BdUibaivb»  bung'on  this  lips  With 
^^  sHenilon,  bave  father  been  disappointed  In  onr  entieipatloaeisf  <«be«inipreb- 
woQ  lio  would  mabe  on  tbe  House  of  Commons.  It  baebappeaed  to  as,  as 
ixitsUy  happens  to  those  who  iodulge  in  too  lofty  expectations,  they  have  not 
^Q  altogether  realised,  and  we  have  felt  disproportionately  disappointed.'  We 
oruinly  eipccted  that  he  ivould  more  frequently  have  taken  a  share  tn  the  de- 
l»tte« ;  but  he  was  partly,  if  not  wholly  restrained  by  the  state  of  his  health, 
which  was  delicate  daring  s  great  part  of  tbe  Session ;  and  there  was  a  mote 
ntitfketory  reason  for  bis  refralnlng^firom  tbe  exercise  of  a  tiflent  whibb  f^w  men 
bare  bad  more  promptly  at  their  command.  The  attention  ef  the  House  has 
^<vn  aimest  exclusHely  oocapied  wilb-  the '  Reform  BUI  since  he  entered  It.  The 
Hicy  pursued  by  tbe  opponenla  ef  tlie  measure  wm  Co  Interpoee  every  obslnbic^ 
•od  ^  eeemiou  all  peaeiUe  delay  -Wflfa  tliis  ▼lew,'Groker -and  Sir  Charfts 
^sibsrei  bovangaed  u4«h  iotemkiable  speeShe^  on  every  Mouee.  It  is  ehvlenh 
<Wl,  «ormai»«Me,  l4>rd  Altbesip  aod  tbe  Mends  of  tbe  menmrs  lefr  tfie  Bm>' 
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to  tlie  hw  iadi?i<luak  who  bad  the  obatige  of  carrying  it  tbroagb.  Sir  James 
Graham  and  others,  who  were,  while  in  opotition,  in  the  habit  of  tpeaktog  on 
every  important  measure,  must  have  been  restrained  by  the  ministerial  tactics 
from  prolonging  the  debate.— Had  Mr.  Jeffrey  often  spoken,  this  would  have 
called  forth  answers  and  replies,  and  perhaps  delayed  and  endangered  the  blU  : 
and  it  was  much  better  that  our  vanity  (and  probably  bis  own)  should  be  morti- 
fied, than  the  bill  endangered  ;  but  when  he  did  address  the  House,  1  have  heard, 
from  the  best  authority,  that  he  was  listened  to  with  the  greatest  attention,  and 
the  speeches  he  made  upon  the  general  question,  and  on  Introducing  the  Soottisli 
Bill,  were  both  masterly ;  and  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  whatever  was  the  state 
of  his  health,  he  never  was  absent  from  a  division,  and  he  aiwajf9  vtted  right, 

"  We  have  no  occasion  to  inquire  what  are  the  principles  of  Mr.  JeAvjr* 
The  Edinburgh  Review^  which  was  so  long  under  the  direction  of  bis  genius,  ex- 
presses his  views  on  the  subject  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Policy,  Commerce  and 
Finance,  the  Reform  of  the  Courts  of  Law,  the  Criminal  Code,  Game  Law«» 
Poor  Laws,  Colonial  Policy,  &c.  His  disquisitions  on  these  sttl!|}ecta  havta  eom- 
manded  the  admiration  of  liberal  men  throughout  Europe.  He  has  been  the 
constant  advocate  for  the  abolition  of  Negro  Slavery,  and  the  fullest  extenaloQ  of 
the  principles  of  religious  toleration.  It  was  under  his  ausploes  that  dear,  Uberal, 
and  statesman- lilce  views,  on  the  Intricate  subject  of  the  com  laws,  wave  fiiteC 
axhibtted  to  his  countrymen ;  and  It  is  from  his  storehouse  that  the  advosatss  lar 
tree  trade  most  frequently  furnish  themselves  with  arguments. 

"  The  Inhabitanto  of  Edinburgh  cannot  ikil  to  reoal,  with  feellogs  of  grati- 
tude and  affection,  the  recollection  of  the  frequent  bold  and  eloquent  appeals  of 
Mr.  Jeffrey,  in  bis  public  resistance  of  oppression,  and  encouragement  of  inde- 
pendence, from  the  day  when.  In  the  pantheon,  in  the  year  1820,  he  enforced 
tfie.  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Edinburgh,  to  dismiss  the  despotic  Castleresgli 
AdmlnistrattoOf'till  the  day  when  they  met  to  congratulate  the  French  Natioa 
on.  their  conquering  their  liberty,  in  the  glorious  revolution  of  the  Three  Daya. 

"  It  is  Impossible  to  find  any  man,  who  has  given  such  pledges,  as  have  tiean 
long  and  consistently  given  by  Francis  Jeffrey,  and  given  at  a  time,  too,  when 
their  publication  could  only  have  the  effect  of  retarding  his  'career,  and  excluding 
him  fVoro  situations  to  which  his  splendid  talents  warranted  him  in  aspiring.'* 

But,  lest  the  abore,  or  any  part  of  it,  slioalcl  be  thought  exaggeratod, 
'   what  a  distinguished  foreigner  wrote  of  htm  sevend  yean  ago : 

'  "In  eempaay  Mr.  Jeffny  Is,  as  a  friend  styled  him,  <  a  glorious  ereatara.* 
His  iNioyaot  splrlta  aever  flag,  his  Intelleotual  eaerglee  never  droop.  He  ia 
aoute,  eloqaent,'  and  oommaDieative  to  the  laat»  Without  being  that  odioua 
thing,  a  professed  tallier,  he  ie  the  iila  of  the  aelect  circle  in  which  he  moves,  tiM 
centre  of  attraction,  the  mirror  of  courtesy.  You  cannot  advance  anydiio^ 
diileriag  in  aliy  respect  fk^m  his  opinioos,  without  being  eure  of  a  brilliant  and 
often  nnaoswerable  reply* 

"  No  man  can  be  long  in  Mr.  Jeffrey's  company  without  a  consciousness  of 
Mng  in  communion  with  the  concentrated  spirit  of  the  age.  It  is  a  man*s  own 
Ikolt  if  he  part  from  him  without  instruction ;  without  amusement  be  cannot.*' 

If  it  were  necessary  for  us,  as  it  is  not,  to  refer  to  any  other  testimony 
in  his  behalf,  it  would  be  to  a  writer  who  has  studied  the  ways  of  public 
men  more  anxiously  and  laboriously,  perhaps,  than  auy  one  liviDg,— we 
allude  to  the  author  of  the  Extraordinary  Black  Booh,  who  cannot  be  accused 
of  imy  predilection  in  favour  of  Francis  Jeffrev,  and  who,  when  noticing  the 
salary  of  £2500  per  annum,  attached  to  the  ofiace  of  Lord  Advocate  (not  the 
one-half  of  what  Francis  Jefirey  earned  at  the  bar,  and,  therefore,  in  a  peon- 
Diary  view,  he  has  mad^  a  sacrifice  by  accepting  office),  thus  handsomely 
•pealis  of  him :— '*  Wo  never  heard  any  thing  hut  to  the  honour  of  the 
late  prime  feather  of  the  Edinburgh  jReuiew,  and  shall  give  the  Lord 
^4yooato  a  fidr  name  even  in  the  Black  Book.    He  pofiseeeesi  as  is  ireil 
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kaoWB,  Ani«it0  power  m  a  writer  in  Engliali,  and  a  speaker  in  SooCcfa  { 
mad  altsr  a  eoMewbat  arduous  ooorse,  Faiuicis  Jsmwr  iiuqf  ni  down  re- 
J<nemg^  either  at  Lord  or  Commoner^  in  as  bright  a  career  at  o^  man." 

ADDRESS  TO  THE  ELECTORa^CMefaidM) 

It  li  for  Tm«  the  Elcctera  of  EogUod,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  to  take  the  next 
•mpb  To  your  earo^  to  yoar  honest  ezerciw  of  the  privilege  you  enjoy,  la  com- 
mUtad  the  proopaiity  and  the  happiness  of  the  people  of  this  country ;  for  on  the 
eharaeter  of  the  rtpreaentativea  choaeo  hy  yoa,  depends  the  character  of  the 
foiasmneat.  The  anemeot  of  trial  approachee^will  yoa  be  ftithful  to  your 
insst?  Shan  the  Hooaeef  Commons  become  the  protector  of  the  rights  and 
property  of  the  peepis,  er,  as  formerly,  a  participator  in  their  plunder?  Is  this 
aligfcc  nMitter*-the  aatlon's  peaee^tbe  nation's  happiness?  Are  these  to  be 
lore  bribe— to  be  weakly  sarrendered  to  intimidation  ?  Afe  we  to  be 
hy  fhmdf  deluaiea,  or  debauchery  7  Let  each  man  answer  these  Im- 
faeatione  ie  his  own  satisfaction. 

The  party  end  the  men  who  hare  so  earnestly  endeavoured,  by  ev^ry  possible 
to  withhold  from  yoa  the  possession  of  your  rights,  know  that  their  only 
of  being  again  returned  to  Parliament,  is  by  sowing  division  and  disaentlea 
yea.    They  aneceeded  In  deluding  the  agricultural  classea  of  DorseCshlre,'  on 
the  oeeaaion  of  the  last  Election,  by  raising  a  cry  about  the  com  laws ;  and'^ey 
are  aosr  doing  their  attcrmest  to  play  the  eanie  game  In  Berkshire. 

Hach  patient  inqolry,  habits  of  investigation,  and  access  to  various  and  ooid- 
plieated  deeomenta,  are  necessary  for  the  right  understanding  of  some  Important 
^uestioDe  which  it  ia  Impoesible  that  many  of  you  should  have  the  time,  the 
meeoe,  or  the  oppertonity  of  adequately  appreciating.  Let  me  counsel  yoq, 
•^bcreHsre,  net  to  allow  yourselves  to  be  deluded  by  Interested  men,  who  make  It 
their  ol|)ect  to  raise  such  questions,  with  the  express  Intention  of  perplexing  and 
dooahrinf  yen.  Do  not  allow  yourselves  to  be  divided,  and  played  off  one  against 
the  other,  to  aerve  their  base  and  unhallowed  purposes ;  but  unite'all  your  efforta 
with  determined  flrmness  agahut  the  aeknowfedged  ahu$t»from  which  ALL  daaeM 
•mffkr.  Trust  the  details  the  settlement  of  such  complicated  and  difficult  matters 
as  the  poor  laws,  tithes,  currency,  tec  to  your  representatives,  who  will  hence- 
forth bo  eetlof  nader  a  responsibility  snch  as  has  never  before  existed  In  thla 
eoaotry — a  responsibility  which,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  effectual,  and  whieh 
I  hope  to  see  angmenfed  by  the  shortening  of  the  duration  of  Parllaoienta  De- 
pend open  It,  to  dclnde  you,  If  possible*  ia  the  only  olgect  of  those  who  Attempt 
to  dWide  yoa  upon  each  questions  as  I  have  referred  to. 

To  those  of  you  who  reside  In  plaoeo  eorsed  with  deae  eorporatleaa»  I  weald 
more  partlcaUrly  address  these  conslderatlooa.  Yoa  have  been  long  axpoaed  to 
Insalt,  mockery,  and  oppression.  It  has  been  year  iate  to  be  marked*  as  It  were» 
with  the  leper's  apot— to  have  been  exdoded  f^em  all  roioe  in  the  choice  of  thoae 
misoanied  year  representatives — to  have  witnessed  in  abasement  the  periodical 
&ree  of  Elections,  where  year  righte  were  sold  with  aa  maeh  eese^  aa  Uttie  eea^ 
sidcratlon,  and  In  some  plaoea  aa  openly,  as  if  the  matter  in  liand  were  the  die- 
poaal  of  as  many  cattle. 

The  privileges  (In  moat  casee  nsorped)  of  soch  oorporatlena,  and  all  these 
Jawe  whioh  give  exclusive  edvantsges  to  a  small  and  select  number,  to  the  pro- 
Jodiee  of  the  whole  community,  must  be  utterly  abrogated.  They  are  no  longer 
anlted  to  the  age  In  which  we  live  ;  their  regulations  and  bye- laws  are  In  effect 
ae  BMay  eombinatlons  against  the  public  prosperity.  In  an  Ignorant  and  bar- 
barene  age  they  may  have  afforded  some  protection,  in  times  of  confusion,  to  In- 
dwtry  and  property ;  but  we  have  had  Instances,  In  more  recent  periods,  and 
particolarly  in  the  astounding  case  of  Bristol,  of  the  otter  Incompetency  of  dose 
miperntlona  to  act  for  the  publlo  welfare  or  security  In  tlmee  of  sasergency. 
Whilst  tlMy  are  allowed  to  exist,  let  me  warn  yon  against  their  oerrupt  and  de- 
ittfloeoee,  and  the  praetlees  of  all  those  In  any  way,  however  rssaotp' 
wlththeai.    No  omo  ee  allied  ean  be  eafely  trasted,  ia  whatever  r' 
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he  iuqr  appnt}  or  wbatevtr  may  bo  Ur.  pwoiiaiio«B«     AU  noir.  yrtimd't^ 
&«ft>i»Mi*k;\  Uiejr  Bake  <  a,  WHae  of  otcoMkr :  tMr  ofauBMior^  ki^,  hiwanftiy  .  m^ 
holXom. «ii9hapf!»dvai>4 iin€hi»|(«obl«^    The coMomftt -dto o«t*beforo4lilo< 01m trj ^ 
can  be  safe  from  their  toila. 

To  whatever  oautea  we  may  aseribe  tboteudmrf'  in  tU  goveraoeots  ta  en- 
croapli  more  or  lees  00  the  liberties  and  property  of  4be  peoplei  tba  whole  histjury 
of  manl(ind  proves  that  it  is  ever  active ;  and  nnlesa  it  be.  effectually  controlled* 
ita.operatl^Q  is  immediately  or  remotelf  destructive  of  freedom  and  the  public 
pirofperity,*  The  evils  we  suffer,  underi  at  present*  and  have  long. sufferedt  &ri8« 
fiom.  01^  financial  condition,  and  the  aristooratio  njiture  of  the  gpvemaaent 
which  haft  produced  it  By  erecting,  monopolies  and  excluaiousjn  all  directions 
fortherbeoefitof  its  creatures  and  dependents,  and  by  the  enormous  weight  of* 
tavition  tOimaintafai>  overgrown  and  profligate  establishmentSi  the  fair  wngea  of 
labour,. and  the  piofits.  of -agriculture  and  commerce,  hare  been  reduced,  and  In 
some  caiea  siralloswed.  up.

Could  such  a 
at^^of  things  haye  had  ^stence,  by  any  possibility,  with  a  legislature  repreeent* 
ing  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  people,  and  responsible  to  them  ?  Never  !-^ 
Thoae  who  hold  the  public  purse  are  in  possession  of  the  very  sinews  of  power. 
Tkis.  hold  the  House  of  Commons  possessed ;  and  had  it  exercised  its  proper 
flfjictipns — had  it  wafohed  with  jealousy  every  demand  on  the  property  of.  the 
nations—taxation  never  could  have  reached  the  extent  it  has  done,  nor  been  per- 
uf\tf«dto  trench  with  such  fatal  effects  on  the  prosperity  and.  happiness  of  tbe 
people.

Tub  subjoined  statement,  taken  from  the  Supplementary  Export  of  the 
Committee  of  Pul^o  Expenditure  in  1^9,  sne^ra  the  net  value  of  the 
principal  sinecures  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown,  and  otherwise.  It  is  now 
twenty-two  years  since  this  rraort  was  made ;  and,  during  that  long,  inter- 
val, we  doubt  whether  the  profits  of  a  ringle  sinecure  have  beea  saved  to 
the  public;  some  which  we  have  noticed  are  to  cease  on  the  tenaination 
of  existing  interests.  In  Scotland,  last  Session,  the  office  of  justice^en- 
end,  and  one  or  two  more,  were  abolished ;  but  then  the  holders  are  to 
have  compensations  f  so  that,  we  repeat,  we  doubt  n^ether,  by  the  extiao- 
tion  of  sinecures  the  conunnnity  has  been  saved  a  iarthing ;  and  this  mon- 
strous abuse  is  just  as  flagrant  as  ever,  to  the  everlasting  reproach  of  the 
members  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  who  have  not  raised  their  voice, 
not  only  once  but  many  times,against  the  further  toleration  of  this  shame- 
less robbery,  under  any  shape  or  pretext  Here  is  the  return  to  which

'  Having  spoken  of  Sinecures,  we  come  next  to  their  natural  bfl^prrng — 
Meversions.  It  was  very  natural  that  the  holders  of  situations,  to  which 
large  emoluments  and  no  duties  were  attached,  should  not  only  wish  to 
preserve  them  during  their  lives,  but  also,  if  possible,  transmit  them  to 
their  relatives  and  friends  after  death :  henco  originated  tgnmts  in  rever- 
sion. Another  reason,  however,  may  be  assigned ;  ministers  not  havinr 
situations  in  sufficient  abundance  to  satisfy  all  their  adherents,  endeavoured 
t6  satisfy  them  by  anticipation.  Those  lor  whom  they  could  not  imme- 
diately provide,  they  satisfied  by  obtaining  grants  from  the  king,  making 
them  the  heirs  of  places  at  the  death  of  the  present  possessors.  Some- 
times these  reversions  were  granted  to  two  or  three  persons  at  once ;  first 
to  one,  and  if- he  or  she  shouUl  die,  to  another;  and  if  he  or  she  should  die, 
to  another :  in  this  way  have  been  granted  most  of  the  places  on  the  Irish 
establishmetnt  for  sixty  or  seventy  years  to  come. 

The  absardity  of  this  practice  is  sufficiently  obvious.  Nothing  could  be 
more  ridiculous  than  to  appoint  persons  to  offices  who  were,  perhaps,  yet 
in  the  nursery,  and  of  whose  future  capabilities  it  was  impossible  to  bavo 
any  knowledge.  To  be  sure,  many  of  these  reversionary  situations  had 
no  duties  attached  to  them,  and,  of  course,  it  could  not  be  of  much  im- 
portance by  whom  they  were  dischar^d. 

From  the  large  emoluments  of  -Sinecures,  and  the  granting  them  in 

reversion,  have  originated  some  ludicrous  incongruities.     Many  noble 

lords  and  their  sons,  right  honourable  and  honourable  gentlemen,  fill  the 

offices  of  clerks,  tide-waiters,  harboomnasters,  searchers,  gaugers,  packers, 

'liners,  wharfingers,  prothonotaries,   and  other    degradin^^   situatioBS.

The  act 
begins  by  reciting  that,  **  the  abolition  and  reguktion  of  varions  offices 
which  deprive  the  crown  of  part  o^  the  means  uy  which  his  Majesty  has 
been  heretofore  enabled  to  recompense  the  service  of  persons  who  have 
hefd  high  and  efficient  citU offices;**  and  it  modestly  enacts,  that,  from 
henceforth  and  evermore,  all  the  hiffb  and  low  ''  efficient  public  officeri^  of 
the  ooontry,  from  the  first  lord  of  uie  treasury  down  to  the  secretaries  of 
the  treasury,  under-eecretaries  of  state,  clerk  of  the  ordnance,  first  and 
■econd  secretaries  of  the  Admiralty,  all'  included,  shall  be  supported  by 
pensions  paid  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  people.  This  was'reforming  with 
a  vengeance  I  A  committee,  appointed  expressly  to  abolish  useless  places, 
finishes  by  recommendteg  the  purchase  of  them,  and  the  establishing  of  a 
perpetual  fund  to  reward  the  holders  thereof;  most  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  themselves  being  the  parties  to  be  benefited  by  this  admirable 
mode  of  retrenchment. 

This  truly  extraordinary  Pension  Act  assumes^  as  a  principle,  that  the 
different  sinecures  are  the  absolute  property  of  onr  hereditary  legisUtors 
and  their  dependents ;  and  thence  concludes,  because  these  oflices  are  abol- 
ished, ther  nave  a  claim  to  be  provided  for  in  some  other  way.  **  Here 
is  a  considerable  mass  of  property,"  they  say,  **  tsJcen  from  oor  grasp,  and 
it  mint  be  made  np  to  us  by  equivalent  pensions."  This  is  exaoUy  the 
principle,  and  what  must  Ihe  constitution  of  the  ffovefoment  be  which 
aaoctions,  bv  its  authority,  so  monstrous  an  assumption  ? 

What  riffbt  had  these  **  high  and  efficient  public  men"  to  oompensatioa 
at  all  ?  Toe  sinecures  were  abuses,  and  they  ought  to  have  been  swept 
away  withoift  equivalent.  If  other  classes  are  injured  by  reform  or  im- 
provement, what  compensation  do  they  receive  for  their  loss  ?  The  work- 
■MA  mMn  by  the  sansftitotMm  of  machinery,  the  aserohant  and  maanlJM^ 
tanr  by  the  ridssilodaa  of  commeroe,  and  the  farmer  by  alteratioiia  of 
tbncnmoey;  bat  they  reoeive  no  eauivalenl;  nolbndisprofidedtomake 
np  tfie  kMs  of  thsir  eapstal  and  inaiiatrj.  Uow  many  individnala  have 
mined  bw  the  intooduotion  of  the  Ueam^engine  ;  yet  no  one  thioka  of

POLAND. 

EvBRT  communication  received  from  Poland  brings  accounts  of  the  horrible 
treatment  of  the  Poles  by  their  oppressors.  It  is  stated  that  Nicholas  has 
nmnilested  a  degree  of  ferocity  towards  them  bordering  on  insanity,  and 
that  he  has  indeed  displayed  unequivocal  symptoms  of  madness.  The 
TVue  SiMf  in  the  course  of  its  remarks  on  the  statement,  says :  "  Mon- 
archs  are,  perhaps,  naturally  inclined  to  madness.  Their  will  is  pampered 
in  so  many  ways  from^  childhood,  and  they  are  puffed  up  into  such  imagi- 
nary gods  by  absurd  titles,  and  the  servility  of  courtiers,  that  they  naturally 
incline  to  that  excess  of  the  will,  which  becomes  madness.  We  look  upon 
Nero  and  such  men  to  be  madmen  ex  officio.  A  great  deal  of  insanity  naa 
notoriously  prevailed  in  dynasties  of  all  times  and  countries ;  and  we  may 
rest  assured  that  a  great  deal  more  has  been  concealed.  It  is  well  nndeiw 
stood  now,  that  the  wilfiil  and  unfortunate  nredecessor  of  Oeorge  IV. 
exhibited  his  madness  to  his  court*  and  even  to  nis  parliament,  long  before 
it  unavoidably  transpired  to  the  public  It  is  no  less  understMd,  and 
understood,  too,  now*a-days  by  every  body,  that  the  wilfol  character  of 
that  prince  had  an  immense  effect  on  tne  afiairs  of  this  nation :  the  Ameri- 
can war,  in  particular,  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  child  of  his  insane 
obstinacy ;  at  least  the  perseverance  in  it  was  so ;  and  are  not  these  fright 
fol  considerations  ?  Is  it  not  frightful  to  think,  that  the  happiness  or 
misery  of  whole  nations*  of  heart-l^ating  millions  of  human  beings*  may 
depend  upon  the  deranged  organisation  and  irrational  (Mssions  ci  a  single 
maaP     IN>land*  perfaape,  has  been  treated^  as  it  is*  siniply  becaose  tne

rvler  of  the  h^i^e  territory  that  is  next  Co  it  is  a  madiDan,  the  son  of  a 
wadmao  ?  His  father,  the  Emperor  Paul»  was  notoriously  a  bedlamite. 
His  noMlity  were  obliged  to  stranrle  him  as  they  weald  a  wild-beast 
Perhaps  his  father,  Peter,  who  was  Killed  in  the  same  manner,  was  little 
hotter.

maiwid,  I  say  I  hare  particnUrised  yours  an  the  most  overpowering  to  my  feeUngSb 
Ibr  eonsing  as  it  did  from  the  land  of  my  birth,  where  the  rerofmbrance  of  every 
■•aw— of  every  sound— «nd  of  erery  seene^— is  dear  to  me ;  and  being  the  missionary  of 
a  pntriotie  eonntryman,  it  was  especially  calculated  to  make  a  deep  impression  on  my 


I  lael  macb  painful  delicacy  at  the  thought  of  being  an  olject  of  puUie  chan^i 
bat  wiulc  this  view  strikes  on  my  mind,  I  still  beljeve  that  you,  and  all  others  of  my 
eoantrynea,  look  on  me  only  as  the  victim  of  the  people's  enemies ;  and  I 
DOt  to  say-— that  humble  individual  as  I  am— and  humble  and  poor  as  I  have 
I — I  have  aalbrvd  for  die  advocacy  of  that  eau$e  for  which  the  people  have 
prayed  fuc  which  they  have  long  suflSered,  and  for  which  they  are  now  about  to 
with  a  tri«mph«-I  hesitate  not  to  say,  that  I  sufferad  for  the  expression  of  my 
as  tbcy  wore  laid  befora  the  poblic-»formed  oo  the  sppaaraoce  of  the  awful 
wo  ecMild  neither  ]ook-*>nor  speak — not  think,  without  trembling.  I 
situation.  I  formed  part  of  a  body  of  men  whose  leaden  were  oppsatd 
to  ifae  pcepK  und  I  knew  not  but  the  next  boor  aome  fresh  insult  might  pfovuke  tht 
popvlaee  to  break  the  laws.  So  it  was  at  this  moment  I  wrote  my  opioioaa,  baaed 
czpraasly  upon  natural  principles,  to  the  Editor  of  the  Weekly  Despatch. 

Aa  I  have  now  to  give  you  a  detail  (aa  fiur  as  my  present  limits  will  permit)  of 
any  case,  I  need  not  make  any  further  remarks  on  the  subject  of  that  letter ;  but  I 
abiiill  let  you  Judge,  by  what  foUows,  whether  I  waa  or  was  not  Justified,  aa  a  British 
OBl)|wt|  in  declaring  my  opinions,  and  whether  I  have  since  been  the  victim  of  justice 
or  of  emelty. 

I  had  been  attending  the  riding  school  for  lessons,  when  on  the  morning  of  the 
fSlh  MMft  the  day  IbUowing  the  publication  of  my  letter,  I  was  ordered  to  mount  r 
aalniaed  to  ridiag— ond  to  ride  in  another  daaa  farther  advanced  than  I  w 
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f  ob6jfiid»  bat  foana  the  horw  uamMtg««Ufl.  Afitr  tbe  lioiw  htd  tuwA  w^ml^y 
out  of  tb*  rankfl,  I  dwmottottd  And  r^Md  to  i«>aioaiit.  I  wai  ««aflntd  in  mBm- 
%i»iioe»  And  mxl  dty  mkw  faefoiv  Mi|or  WyadbuBi  tb«  dommMMli^  oaiotr*  The 
Major  Mid  I  wm  getting  ««lky  en  their  hftode,  end  ipoka  of  Wf  diepbejriog  ordere»-^I 
repUed  I  surely  diapbeyed  ordeit,  ud  wm  eKtremely  eoriy  for  it»  "  Aye,  but  (isTi 
thtt  Mijor)  you  are  very  food  of  wrttiag  ertiolee  in  the  newapupere.*'  Then  taking 
up  tbe  Deapatcb,  be  ashed  me  if  I  kiww  a«y  thing  of  that  libel  on  the  regiment  therein 
published  !  I  answered  I  knew  of  no  libel,  but  that  I  certainly  had  written  a  letter 
to  the  Editor  of  that  paper,  4ind  I  believed  that  a  part  of  it  was  published.  The 
Major  then  oommented  on  the  treasonable  tendency  of  that  letter, — said  that  I  was 
paid  by  tbe  King — sworn  to  the  King — and  had  no  right  to  form  opinions  for  myself 
on  any  subject  whatever,  far  less  to  express  them — that  I  had  given  c6untenanoe  to 
the  "  mob**  and  tbe  Political  Unions,  which  were  illegal  and  unconstitutional  Sodetiea 
—and  then  asked  what  I  had  to  say  for  myself.  I  said,  **  That  by  saying  the  Scoln 
Grays  Woilld  never  fight  against  the  liberties  of  the  people,  I  could  not  see  how  I  had 
1>een  speajdng  treason— that  I  did  not  consider  myself  paid  by  the  King,  but  by  the 
FN>ple*««od  that  I  only  thought  myself  sworn  to  the  King  in  his  capacity  as  head  of 
the  people  ;  and  as  to  the  Political  Unions,  they  were  certainly  within  the  bounds  of 
the  law,  as  the  Government  had  declared  tbcm  to  be  so,  and  instead  of  giving  en- 
oouragement  to  tbe  *  mob,'  I  had  declared  in  my  letter  that  the  Scots  Greys  would 
feel  it  th^  duty  to  put  down  all  outrage.**  This  is  the  sum  of  what  passed.  I  waa 
then  dismissed  with  these  words: — **  But,  my  lad,  yon  are  now  where  you  will  repeat 
of  it  !**  Five  minutes  afterwards  I  was  served  with  an  indictment,  and  told  to  prfr* 
pare  for  a  Court  Martial  immediately. 

No  mention  was  made  in  the  Court  relative  to  my  writing  the  letters ;  but  it 
was  tbe  impression  of  every  soldier  at  tbe  time  that  it  was  through  prejudice  alone  I 
had  been  brought  to  trial,  as  you  shall  see  by  what  followed  my  punishment.  The 
mtnutea  of  the  Court  were  read  and  approven  of  by  Major  Wyndham,  and  I  waft 
sentenced  to  receive  two  hundred  lashes— one  hundred  of  which  1  got.  Alter  being 
taken  down  and  remanded  to  the  hospital  from  the  place  of  punishment,  Major  Wynd* 
itam  haratogued  the  troops  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  wholly  on  the  crime  of  my  having 
Written  in  the  Denpatch.  Now,  why  did  Major  Wyndham,  if  I  was  punished  for 
disobedience  to  orders,  comment  on  the  political  affair,  and  never  at  all  advert  to  that 
for  which  it  Waa  said  that  I  was  tried  and  punished  ? 

I  have  been  in  expectation  of  my  discharge  for  some  days  past ;  but,  although  it 
Is  quite  certain  that  Sir  J.  C.  Hobhouse,  the  Secretary  at  War,  has  granted  it,  t  do 
not  now  expect  it  for  some  weeks.  I  had  a  letter  to-day  from  London,  which  sa^s 
that  Sir  J.  C.  Hobhpuse  does  not  wish  to  discharge  me  until  the  matter  is  at  rest  a 
Kttle.  Now,  this  is  nothing  but  to  keep  me  in  the  fangs  of  enemies  and  daily  tormen- 
tors until  the  matter  is  ended,  so  as  to  keep  me  from  stating  facts  which  they  kddW  t 
Would  state  were  I  at  liberty.

Joseph  Dixon  (the  present  Member),  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Colquhtmn,  Kcc.  It  is  plain  that  let  the  Candidates  be  as  numerous  as 
they  please,  only  two  of  them  can  ultioDately  gain  the  prize.  Who 
these  two  shall  be,  we  cannot,  of  course,  at  this  moment,  presume  to 
say.  But  this  we  say,  that  till  the  whole  Candidates  are  fairly  in  the 
field,  it  would  bo  rash  and  wrong  for  the  body  of  Electors  to  pledge 
their  votes,  and  thereby  commit  themselves  ^either  for  one  Candidate 
or  another.  The  start  now  made  must  soon  bring  out  the  whole  other 
Candidates ;  but  if  no  others  come  forward  within  eight  or  ten  days 
from  this  date,  we  shall  then  exercise  our  privilege, — nay,  we  shall 
rather  feel  it  to  be  our  bounden  duty  to  enter  on  a  rigid  scrutiny  of 
the  merits  of  the  four  gentlemen  first  named,  with  whose  history  and 
public  conduct  we  shall  endeavour,  so  far  as  not  already  done,  to  make 
ourselves  thoroughly  acquainted,  assuring  them  that  we  shall 

**  Nothing  extenuate,  or  s«t  doven  aught  in  malice." 

If,  therefore,  our  readers  take  our  advice,  they  will  wait  for  a  few 
days  longer  before  finally  committing  themselves.  This  cannot  by 
any  possibility  injure  the  cause.  Quite  the  reverse.  It  only  enables 
the  public  to  exercise  a  more  sound  and  satisfactory  judgment ; — it 
only  enables  us  and  others  entertaining  similar  sentiments,  to  do  even- 
handed  jwstice.  The  good  men  cannot  complain  of  the  caution  we 
have  thus  given :  the  had  only  will. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  Candidates  and  their  partizana 
would  like  to  get  our  moiiths  shut  just  now,  if  they  could — nay,  some  of 
them,  per  their  newfipaper  friends,  we  verily  believe,  would  like  to  see 
our  throats  cut.  They  had  better  let  us  alone.  No  one  who  has  yet 
molested  us,  has  made  any  thing  by  it.  We  know  our  duty;  and 
will  maintain  it  "  to  the  death  T'

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THE  LORD  ADVOCATE— EDINBURGH. 

Tbb  aUffht  sketch  we  f^ye  last  week  of  the  Lord  Advocate  is,  we  are 
happj  to  see,  fully  oonfirmed  by  the  Spectator,  one  of  the  ablest,  and  most 
iaoependent  papers  in  London.  Talking  of  the  approaching  contest  for 
tlie  representation  of  Edinbai^h,  which,  by  the  by,  Robert  Adam  Diindas 
BOW  nods  he  dare  not  face,  the  Spectator  thus  proceeds : 

**  Among  the  three  candidates  for  Edinbui^h,  each,  of  course,  has  his 
adTocates.  Mr.  Aytonn  is  described,  we  believe  truly,  as  a  man  of  sound 
principles  and  a  back-and-bone  Reformer,  of  the  mooeni  and  the  boldest 
achooL  The  Hon.  James  Abercromby  was  noted  in  the  House  for  high 
powers  of  reasoning,  a  comprehensive  intellect,  perfect  honesty,  great 
■UKleration,  and  great  firmness.  We  hardly  recollect  a  man  who,  without 
being  an  orator  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  spoke  with  more  effect  or 
was  listened  to  with  greater  deference.  Of  the  Lord  Advocate,  why  need 
we  speak  ?  That  he  m  a  person  of  singular  powers  of  oratory  (notwith- 
standing their  late  temporary  abeyance)  has  never,  with  any  man  who 
has  heard  one  of  his  speeches,  been  the  subject  of  a  moment's  doubt ;  that 
bis  fancy  is  brilliant,  his  wit  at  once  sparkling  and  argumentative,  his 
principles  sound,  his  politics  enlightened  and*  liberal,  his  honesty  above 
all  impeachment,  none  but  the  very  shallowest  of  his  countrymen  has  ever 
▼CBtured  to  deny.  8till,  had  the  contest  between  him  and  his  two  oppo- 
nents— for  they  are  both  held  up  as  opponents — been  waged  in  a  different 
arena,  we  should  not  have  been  much  surprised  at  the  view  which  some 
of  the  admirers  of  the  ex-Chief  fiarou  and  of  Mr.  Aytoun  seem  to  take  of 
it.  But  we  confess,  that  we  were  not  prepared  to  hnd  in  Edinburgh  any 
one  of  note  or  name,  who  would  venture  to  speak  lightly  of  the  claims  of 
Francis  Jeffrey,  as  contrasted  with  those — we  will  not  say  of  Mr.  Aber- 
cronby,  who  is  well  known,  or  of  Mr.  Aytoun,  who  is  little  known,  but 
of  any  man  in  Scotland.  For  can  it  be  foiigotten  in  the  Athens  of  the 
Horth,  a  eit^  which  prides  itself  on  its  literary  reputation,  and  with  great 
jostice,  for  it  has  nothing  else  whereon  to  pride  itself,— can  it  be  forgotten 
for  a  moment,  to  whom  a  large  portion  of  that  reputation  is  due  ?  What 
is  the  book  to  which  the  recollectiona  of  an  Englishman  or  an  Irishman 
or  a  foreigner  instantly  and  naturally  revert,  when  the  intellectual  char^ 
acter  of  Scotland  is  the  subject  of  iliscussion  ?  Is  it  not  the  Edinburgh 
Heview? — a  work  which  was  admired  by  hundreds  of  thousands  years 
before  the  novels  of  Scott  were  written,  and  which,  even  in  its  present 
state  of  comparative  decadence,  is  read  and  reverenced  in  quarters  to 
whose  remote  inquirers  the  most  able  of  its  rivals  has  not  yet  penetrated. 
Mr.  Jeffrejr's  politics,  when  he  planned  that  great  work — to  which,  with 
all  its  see-sawing,  liberal  opinions  have  been  more  indebted  for  their  pro- 
pi^^oa  than  to  any  that  has  been  planned  in  our  tiroes — were,  we  can 
oBsily  believe,  like  those  of  his  friena  Brougham,  moderate  enough ;  but 
it  is  his  praise  (and  it  is  a  high  one),  that  he  has  ever  kept  pace  with  the 
progrsas  of  events.  He  is  no  lagger  behind  in  the  general  mardi  of  mind, 
i>n  the  contrary,  in  his  advocacy  of  the  English  and  Scotch  Bills,  he  baa 
bU  along  been  distiugnisbed  by  the  bdldness  as  well  as  soundness  of  hia 
BTgiuBent,  by  his  confident  appeals  to  general  principles,  and  disdain  of 
ihB  plea  from  precedent,  on  wnicb  even  the  stoutest  of  the  English  Re- 
fonaert  dwelt  ao  often  and  so  earnestly.  On  the  sabject  of  Reform, 
thflrafora,  there  ia  nothiog  of  indecision,  nothing  of  lukewarninesa,  to  be 
charged  against  the  Lord  Advooate.  There  is,  indeed,  not  one  good  point 
ia  IIm  SoSkeh  Bill,  which  he  nmy  not  fairly  claim  as  his  own,  either  by 
anggaatiBB  or  by  honeat  and  hearty  adoption.  It  is,  however,  not  so  mn4» 
frofls  Ralbrmon  generally,  m  from  the  Reformers  of  Edinburgh,  tha^ 
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Jeffrey  has  a  mht  tQ  look,  for  all  the  su|>port  that  thejr  can  ^ve— and 
abame  to  tbeth  if  it  bo  not  acoo^fldd !  We  could  under^tlttid  why  a  manu- 
faotarinr  town  ihoatd  lightly  eateem  siioli  a  man }  wa  oaold  udderataod 
how  a  Tory  borough  should  pass  him  br;  Irat  it  is  wholly  4>eFoiid  our 
ooniprehension  how  the  olastical  motmpolia  of  the  North  daonMheaitatO 
for  a  moment  whether  it  abould  gitre  fitting  hononrg  to  the  fint  witieaatoVa 
aud  gentleman  of  Sootland.  We  say  nothing  of  the  saee  hotwo^  Mv.' 
Aberoromby  and  Mr.  Aytoue :  let  them  run,  and  God  apeed  the  woithier ; 
but  if  Mr.  Jeffrey  do  not  oome  in  first  of  the  Hhnee^tbe  town  of  fidtnbiiilfh 
will  suffer  disgrace  in  the  eyes  of  En^mid  and  of  all  Europe,"

Sis*-I  undftntand  the  Rev.  Dr.  M*Lelin't  ton  has  been  lately  in  Ratherglen 
oollectiog  tbe  ttipend  for  beboof  of  the  Widows*  Fand,  and,  from  what  I  have 
learat,  has  been  pretty  saeoessfal  in  getting  possession  of  the  worthy  people*** 
money— an  articlCf  the  due  collection  of  which  the  clergy  seem  to  think  df 
more  importance  thRii  the  regular  furnishing  of  sermon. 

Whether  the  good,  easy  people  of  Rutherglen  are  satisfied  with  the  present 
state  of  a^r,  stnere  fs  no  means  of  judging,  from  any  public  steps  they  hat^s 
taken  to  obtain  redress.  It  may  be  Imagined  that  on  the  annual  visit  of  that 
line  "  lusty  boy'*  of  Dr.  M'Lean*s,  to  relieve  them  of  their  savings  of  the  bypast 
year,  they  may  growl,  and  almost  say  that  they  have  got  very  little  for  the 
WHer.  But  execrations  loud  and  deep  are  vented,  in  no  measured  terms,  when, 
on  coming  from  a  distant  part  of  The  parish  on  Sunday,  amidst  a  pour  of  ratn,  per- 
haps, for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  child  baptised,  depositing  tb^r  nilte  in  the  platc» 
and  after  sitting  In  theblmreh  for  halfan'faaar  or  more  In  wetclothei^  it  tarns  out 
that  it  hat  not  suited  tbe  eonvtfnieoee  ef  Dr.  Dewar,  or  Mr.  Wmtson  of  Coan- 
^rnanld,  or  Mr*  Lock^rbyaf  Cadder,  or  some  other  reverend  and  careless  worthy, 
to  attend,  althoagh  appointed  by  the  Presbytery  to  officiate.  The  oongregation, 
of  aoiirse,  begin  to  riip  away,  aooording  to  the  old  byword,  "  as  If  their  noses 
ware  hloodln*  *'«~the  aald  wives  exclaiming,  "  sic  a  pack  o*  drones  should  he 
teidiiV**-otha  elder  part  of  the  faectfog  dcmner  awa*  hatM,  and  the  younger  ones 
are  famished  with  an  opportunity  of  treating  their  sweethearts  to  bunt  and  yUif 
and  make  a  shift  fee  spend  tbe  day  as  pleasantly,  if  ftot  so  profitably  as  in  church. 

P«tling  up  with  auch  treatment  as  this.  Sir,  is  being  too  good-natured— -such 
grievances  are  eaoi^h  evan  to  make  a  wise  man  mad — would  justify  them  in 
Carnii^  the  reverend,  and  sturdy  collector  of  the  Widows'  Fund  about  his 
business,  and  if  the  town-drummer  have  science  sufficient,  beat  the  rogue*s  march 
thereupon  ^— let  the  word  be,  no  soldier  no  pay,  "  no  song  no  supper,"  no  full 
payment  of  stipend  ^r  the  promise  of  half  allowance  of  sermon,  and  thatprooilsa 
not  ^filled  ; — let  a  memorial  to  the  Presbytery  of  their  demands  be  prepared, 
and  let  it  be  accolnpanied  by  a  deputation  sufficient  to  cram  the  place  of  meeting, 
and  shew  that  they  are  In  earnest,  and  not  to  be  trifled  with — let  th<An  be  Tn^ 
funded  for  what  has  been  expended  for  an  assistant  during  the  fiva  years  and 
upwards  they  have  been  without  a  Minister,  which,  after  aM,  will  be  a  jjKHWattiends 
fbr  the  numberless  veitatlons  and  Inconteniences  they  have  «nditfed«^andy  In 
short,  ht  them  imitate  the  etampte  of  the  Irith  peopk,  who  haw  ntceegt^fy  iatttlstf 
pnpment  of  tiihet  far  vihvcih  no  doty  wot  performed.  In  sueb  a  ptfocedttfO  tfaS 
sympathy  of  tbe  eomnery  would  be  with  them,  and  no  eoort  of  law  wooM  fta 
fhand  wnting  to  sanction  such  rftpaMly  and  neglect  of  duty  in  the  Clergy.

Royalty,  after  all,  is  an  expensive  government !  What  is  a  king  without' 
an  ttf istooraoy  and  a  priesthood  ?  and  what  are  any  of  these^  unless  sup- 
ported in  splendour  and  magnificence  ?  It  is  a  system  in  which  men  are 
sought-  to  be  fovemed  by  the  senses  rather  tfann  the  understanding,  and  is 
mofe  adapted  to  a  barbarous  than  civilized  state.  Pageantry  and  ceremony^ 
the  -panMle  of  crowns  and  coronets,  of  gold  keys,  sticks,  white  wands,  and 
b(K«K  rode;  of  ermine  and  lavi*ii,  and  maces  and  wig»$<^these  are  the 
chief  attributes  of  monarchy.  They  are  more  appropriate  to  the  state  of 
the  Ifing,  oft  the  Birkans  or.  of  the  AsnAitvtBs  ttia«  tlie  WMmreign:  of)  an

the  more  lavish  support  of  court  prodigality ;  in  the.builoing  and  nfuTling 
^WB  of  ndaces;  in  payments  for^  deu^ying  the  expense  of  the  i;oy4 
hoosebold,  and  other  outgoings,  ^hich  oui(ht  to  have  been  defitiyed  out  of 
(be  civil  list :  in  short,  it  will  be  seen  tt)a^.for  the  last  seventy  yei^n^  th« 

CHc  has  not  only  been  burthencd  with  an  enormous  provision  for  a  <ivU 
bnt»  by  an  extraordinary  kind  of  ministerial  ipana^ement^  ha^.failoii 
to  derive  any  |id vantage  from  those  funds,  in  lieu  of  wbich  a  civil  bst  was 
■pscially  granted. 

For  ubvioos  reasons,  the  leading  men  in  the  House  of  Commons  have 
always  manifested  great  reluctance  to  touch  on  these  subjects.  Althoucfa 
il  is  well  known  the  income  of  the  late  king  exceeded  that  of  his  preo^ 
eoMor  by  more  than  half  a  million,  not  one  of  our  advocates — ^not  even 
oar  mote  ostentatious  patriots--ever  brought  the  shameless  e^tray»> 
(kaoe  fiSrfy  before  the  country.  ^  It  is  uossible,  as  we  have  hinted,  tbero 
laay  bate  existed  reasons  fbr  this  complacence  towsrds  royal  profusion. 
Ih  spite  of  the  encroilchments  of  the  Oligarcby,  a  king  of  England  p06»! 
•ealitt  great  power,  and  has  abundant  means  of  rewarding  expectants  an£ 
snoporters:  he  is  not  otily  the  fountain  of  honour,  but  enjoys^  nearly, all, 
patronage  in  church  aiud  state ;  lind  the  more  virtuous  aspirants  in  pnUto 
lift  may  have  felt  relnetant  to  shipwreck  all  hope  of  once  basking  m  t)k» 
•ttn^ne  of  ther  oonit.  However,  we  entertain.no  delicacy  nor  res^Vvo^ 
ott  thb  seore ;  we  neither  enjoy,  nof  is  it  proVble  we  shall^  any  o^T the  6^, 
cttOlnmenti  of  office.  Moreover  we  consider  the  sovereign,  like  other 
ebofc  ftiDctionarles,  only  the  servant  of  the  public :  and  the  public  sustain- 
y^  mgmt  bortheii  on  his  account,  under  the  pretext  that  the  duties,  of^. 
bSs  omoe  are  essential  to  the  welfar«5  of  the  people,  they  have  clearlv  a, 

S*  :bt  to  be  informed  of  the  amount  aiid  mode  of  nis  outgoing^.  Iif  what 
lows  it  will  be  seen  what  a  lavish  expenditure  bas  been  tolerated  during 
a'period  when  successive  ministers  have  been  loud  and  vehement  in  pro- 
fcsiifig  a  desire  to  reduce  every  establishment  to  the  lowest  possible  soilcv 
wmi  when  it  has  been  often  openly  and  boastingly  alleged  that  economy  | 
•odTearencbment  had  been  carried  to  the  utmost  limit  compatible  with' 
tte  natiomd  service.  Our  exposition  will  also  throw  light  on  the  worlt- 
iagi  of  tbe  borough-government  in  ts  highest  departments^  and  uncover 
mtny  streamlets  ofcorroption  which  meander  thrbugh  the  upper  stratum 
•four  boiited  Constitution. 

W«  shall  take  tbe  several  branches  of  the  hereditary  revenues  in  order, 
liigianhig-witii  the 

iirmtn  Ltmdt. — These  constitute  the  remains  of  tfi'e  ancient  patrimony 
oTllie  Owwtf,  originally  intended  to  maintain  the  dignity,  and  ae(rav  too 
ax^ettikr  iorif  tbe  exetntive  government  Formerly,  tbe  kiQgs  of  Enmand^ 
«  of  oCfaor  Ewopaan  states,  were  suppoited'ifrom  the  soil^  and  not  by  the 


•ystem  of  cevena*  which  has  been  orgf&nixed  in  later  timet.  Manulkctiwif 
and  commerce  were  then  almost  unknown;  of  money  there  was  very  little, 
and  scarcely  any  imposts.  Gradually  kino^  fonnd  out  the  means  of  sup- 
•plyingf  their  wants  by  loadintr  their  subjects  with  taxes,  which  rendered 
the  revenue  derived  from  their  private  domains  of  less  importance;  and 
hence,  contemporaneously  with  the  progress  of  fiscal  oppression,  we  may 
date  the  neglect  and  alienation  of  the  hereditary  revenues.  The  chief 
remains  of  these  possessions  are  the  crown-  lands,  consisting  of  parks, 
forests,  chases,  manors,  fisheries, and  royalties;  extensive  estates,  numerous 
church  livings,  fee-farm-rents,  light-house  dues,  mines  of  coal,  tin,  and 
^pper.  The  property  is  situate  in  almost  every  part  of  the  kingdom, 
but  principally  in  the  metropolis  and  vicinity;  mudi  of  it  is  in  Wales;  and 
there  are  extensive  estates  in  Ireland.  The  history  and  management  of 
these  royal  endowments,  their  subserviency  to  political  purposes,  and 
their  present  state  and  value,  we  shall  shortly  describe.  It  is  a  subject  of 
much  novelty,  and  one  with  which  even  public  men  have  not  taken  great  pains 
to  be  informed.  Our  information  is  mainly  derived  from  the  Keports  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Woods  and  Forests,  from  a  publication  entitled, 
**  Observations  on  the  Landed  Revenue  of  the  Crown,**  written  by  a  nephew 
of  the  celebrated  Viscount  Bolinbroke,  and  from  the  able  speech,  lasi 
lession,  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Harvey,  the  member  for  Colchester.

LAW  AND  COURTS  OF  LAW. 

[Continued  from  vol.  ii.  p.  S5ff.]  <• 

Oivfe  cause  of  the  blundering  work  in  legislation,  pointed  out  in  our  53d 
No.,  is  to  be  found  in  the  vicious  mode  of  transacting  business  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  It  is  well  known  law-making  is  a  sort  of  after-dinner 
amusement,  which  commences  when  gentlemen  have  taken  their  wine— • 
when  the  theatres  have  closed — ^and  the  night  houses  are  thrown  open  for 
the  reception  of  customers.  It  cannot  be  matter  of  surprise  if,  under  such 
Unfavourable  circumstances,  the  nocturnal  occupations  of  the  Collective 
Wisdom  exhibit  strange  examples  of  forget  fulness,  haste,  and  ooufusiou. 
We,  indeed,  are  often  astonished  things  are  not  worse,  when  we  reflect  on 
the  course  of  parliamentary  proceedings — no  division  of  labour,  or  ez- 
dusive  devotion  to  legislative  duty — all  chance  raedlev,  belter  skelter, 
volunteer  and  amateur  exertion— the  chief  manager  straining  every  nervo 
to  get  through  public  business  before  the  setting  in  of  the  dog-days—^ 
stratagems  to  steal  a  march  on  Mr.  Hume  or  some  other  honest  Mem- 
ber— packing  a  liouse  for  a  job  or  private  bill— jaded  ministers  dropping^ 
in  late  from  their  offices  or  a  protracted  cabinet-council — country  gentle- 
men  from  a  tedious  morning-waiting  at  the  Treasury  for  places  and  ap- 
pointments— ^lawyers  from  the  courts — and  the  sons  of  riot  reel  in  at  mid- 
night, from  the  saloons  and  club-houses,  in  quest  of  divertisement — and 
thus  business  goes  gn,  and  a  house  is  formed  of  men  distracted  with  their 
individual  avocations,  or  suffering  from  lassitude  and  over-excitement. 
They  talk  and  talk,  it  is  true,  without  end,  as  people  mostly  do  when  not 
fully  master  of  their  aubject ;  but  their  ideas  are  crude — there  has  been 
no  preparation  or  Concentration  of  thought — and  all  their  doines  bear 
evident  marks  of  the  intellectual  chaos  from  which  they  spring.  We  had 
a  ludicrous  illustration  of  what  we  are  stating  only  last  session :  the  House 
was  in  a  committee,  and  had  been  debating,  as  usual,  to  no  purpose,  for 
the  space  of  six  houis,  when  the  chairman  got  up,  and,  with  great  gravity, 
M,  **  he  should  be  extremely  obliged  by  any  honourable  member  inforaa- 
im  what  they  had  all  been  talking  about  I  *' 
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Bucli  mode  of  logUUtion  has  strikiog  retalts :  it  imporcrishes  the  people 
hf  Utigatioii*  and  moltipliafl  and  augments  the  emoluments  of  a  meroenarjr 
profeaeioD.    In  the  namber  and  ma^j^itude  of  court  halls  and  other  pubko 
Miiidinj^  the  Ic^^  classes  rival  the  ancient  religious  houses ;  and  their 
muiToidable  and  constant  intervention  in  all  the  affairs  and  transactions 
of  civil  life  gives  them  an  influence  equal  to  the  priesthood  in  the  ages  of 
snpentltiou.   In  the  metropolis  are  nine  superior  courts*  four  ecclesiaittical 
ooarts,  twenty  courts  for  recovery  of  Small  debts,  besides  courts  of  oyer 
aad  terminer,  courts  of  general  and  quarter  sessions,  coroner-courts,  and 
oourta  of  petty  sessions  for  the  purposes  of  police.    Attached  to  these 
eoorta  are  eight  hundred  officers,  exclusive  of  judicial  functionaries.    To . 
these  may  be  added  500  barristers-at'law,  3000  certificated  attorneys,  130 
eoovejaocers  and  equity  draftsmen,  67  special  pleaders,  84  procturs,  40 
poblie  notariea,  6000  derks  and  assistants,  besides  doctor»4it-law,  ser- 
geanti-at-laiv,  and  king's  counsel,  making  a  legal  phalanx,  in  the  metro* 
potisy  of  nearly  10,000.    In  the  country  they  are  not  so  concentrated,  but 
■Mire  Dumerons.    From  **  Clarke's  Law  List"  it  appears  there  are,  in  the 
coantry,  inclnding  England  and  Wales,  4500  attorneys  and  conveyancers 
who  have  taken  out  certificates.    The  number  of  clerks  and  assistants 
cannot  be  estimated  at  less  than  9000 ;  so  that  the  number  of  persons  in 
the  ooontry,  in  the  legal  department,  is  13,500;  and  if  we  add  10,000  for 
peraooa  of  a  similar  deacription  in  the  metropolis,  we  have  a  total  of  23,500  . 
peraona,  whose  sole  employment  is  to  render  the  laws  intelligible,  and  . 
juatiee  attainable  to  the  people  in  England  and  Wales.    We  shall  speak 
of  the  Courts  of  Scotland  by  and  by. 

The  above  estimate,  we  are  persuaded,  is  a  great  deal  below  the  truth : 
■Btny  attorneys  in  town  employ  more  than  twenty  derks,  and  the  majority 
of  them  employ  three  or  four.  Perhaps  it  would  not  be  too  much  to  esti- 
aate  the  total  number  of  counsel,  attorneys,  clerks,  assistants,  &c.  in  Eng- 
bod  and  Wales,  at  thirty  thousand.  In  this  enumeration  is  not  included 
the  joatioea  of  peace,  amounting  to  4,500,  nor  the  judges  in  the  differ- 
•ot  ooortu*  the  sheriffs,  nor  any  portion  of  the  magistracy,  whose  office  is 
to  administer  justice,  and  who  employ  an  innumerable  number  of  clerks 
and  aaaistanta.  The  classes  we  have  mentioned  form  only  that  branch  of 
tiM  profession  who  owe  their  origin,  in  a  great  measure,  to  defects  and 
obacvrities  in  our  jurisprudence.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to 
render  the  laws  so  clear,  and  the  form  of  proceeding  so  simple,  that 
penoDs  of  ordinary  oomprehensfoo  would  generally ,  be  able  to  undeiv 
atasd  th^  one  and  pursue  the  other,  withoat  the  aid,  in  every  oaae,  of  a 
l^gal  adviaer. 

Tho  adage  aays — Moftjf  hands  make  light  work  ;  but  the  maxim  is  re- 
veived  in  law ;  and  the  swarm  of  practitioners  is  a  principal  cause  of  the 
asnltiplicaition  of  satts»  their  protracted  duration,  and  oonsequent  pressure 
of  bosiness  in  the  courts. 

Dr.  CMlouhoun  estimated  the  total  income  of  the  legal  cUssea,  when  the 
aasovnt  of  property  and  professional  practice  were  greatly  less  than  at 
praaeat,  at  4^7,600,000  per  annum ;  and  two-thirds,  probably,  of  this  sum, 
la  absorbed  by  legists  resident  in  London. 

However,  this  can  be  only  ^nsidered  a  vague  approximatioo.     In  our 
list  of  places  we  shall  give  an  account  of  the  emoluments  and  incomes  of 
the  chief  justices,  the  lord  chancellor,  the  judges,  and  several  other  well- 
kaown  indtvidnab ;  but  the  incomes  of  the  profession  generally,  of  conn- 
seflors,  special  pleaden,  conveyancers  and  attorneys,  are  so  vari^" 
it  is  impoeeible  to  fix  on  any  aversge  amount.  The  late  Sir  Samnc 
it  ia  credibly  reported,  netted  j£  15,000  annually  from  his 
'There  are  other  counsel  who,  probably,  make 


thousand  n-ye^r ;  others,  n  hulf,  a  third;,  a  fonrth,  or  twentiisth  part  of  ti|^at 
4^mi  and  others,  again,  who  qiak'e  nothing*.  Sir  James  Scanet  has.  re-. 
d«[lved  a^  mnch  as  Ji4Q0  for  a  single  brief  o^  the  t^orthem  cfroiift.  In  the 
i'ttooints  of  attorney  bre  c^imilar  JRversittes.  Sonde  fyw^  in  jLo^don,  tns^k'e 
Un  Qv  eleven  thoosctt^  pounds  a^jear ;  a  great  many  more  abont  three  or 
(bnf^  thousand  (^otfhds;  ^nd  some  obscure  practitioners  do  not  clear  more 
tlian  ^'lOQ  a- year.  *I1)eir  clerks  experience  the  same  variety  of  fortune. 
Some  are  star?rngf  on  a  paltrr  ^4CMf  pthers  Hviiig  comfbrtably  on  ^£^00  ; 
i^nd  others  sumptuously  on  a  J&500  salary. 

The  emphiments  and  salaries  of  the  masters,  registrare,  and  clerks  in 
Chiincery;  of  the  judee$  fn  the  Admiralty,  and  ecclesiastical  oourts,  and 
Of  the  law-officers  6f  the  Crown,  hs^ve  been  more  than  dppbled  since  the 
'  oommencement  of  the  revolutionary  war.  In  1792  the  salary  of  the  chief 
jiistioe  of  the  Ring's  Bench  was  jC4,000;  of  the  Common  Pleas  j£3,500 ; 
of  the  chief  baron  of  the  B^ccbequer,  ^3^500 ;  all  these  h^v^  beep  inspect- 
iveljr  fingmented  to  £10,000,  £8,000  and  £7,000  per  annum ;  and  the  salar- 
ies of  the  puisne  fudges  and  borons  of  the  three  superior  courts  have  been 
raised  from  £t^,400  to  £5,500  per  api\um  each'.*  AH  the  judges  have 
patronages — ^that  of  tlvQ  chief  justice  very  vahiable,  and  of  whrch  we  shall 
ne^fter  giye  some  accdunt ;  they  ha ve^  also,  some  fees  remhining,  though 
the  prhicipal.  portion.  I\k9  beeri  ipqmmuted.  It  \\tL^  been  rclateapf  these 
exalted  personag^es,  that,  at  the  time  sixteen  journeymen  hoot-closers  were 
committed  to  Newgate  for  a  conspiracy  to  raise  their  wages,  they  were 
sHting  in  their  chambers  in  SeijeanVs  lun  conspiring  to  raise  their  own 
salaries,  in  consequence  of  the  rise  of  the  neeessuries  of  life.

A  wolf,  says 
Plutarch,  happening  t^  put  his  head  into  a  hut  wncre  some  shepheraa 
were  regaling  on  a  feg  o(  mutton,  exp1a)med — Ah  !  what  h  clamour  you 
would  have  raised  had  you  cojugHt  me  at  such  n  banket  f  The  deme^noui^ 
of  the  sages  of  the  law  would  be  som^tlpng  similar;  they  wonld  d^cl^'m 
elioqnently  on  the-  eyils  of  conspiring  when  cumramitted  by  workmen^ 
tbouglx  it  might  be  done  by  themselves  with  ImpunHy.'

BOTHKENNAR  KIRK! 
$i; — Not«vltbstandin|r  the  many  Instances  of  clerica)  knafvery»  avarioef  and 
fifgleot  of  daty,  which  have  been  held  up  to  the  reprobation  of  the  poblic,  throogb 
the  medium  of  your  mTMtuable  Gazette,  I  have  not  as  yet  seen  any  suAdentry 
harefiioed  and  nefarious  to  equal  those  which  hate  Itng  been  practised  hi  ihH 
little  pariah.  In  fact,  the  state  of  aikira  haa  new  beeama  so  provarMdly 
wrfltohed  tlpat  wo  lyre  ashaincd  of  our  connexlott  with  It.  We  kad  na  Eldan  in 
the  parish  for  4  years  previous  to  the  beginning  of  June  last,  a  cireiunstance  aa 
singular  as  to  form  the  subject  of  a  humorous  paragraph  in  the  Stirling  Joumai, 
nbouC  two  years  ago,  and  which  was  copied  Into  most  of  the  papers  of  the  day, 
English  as  well  aa  Scotch.  The  whole  duties  of  Ministers  and  Elders  devolved 
en  the  Rer.  John  Caw  himself.  The  collection  stood  at  the  Ghvreh  door  till 
the  oondnaian  of  the  service,  when  ha  himself  eairled  It  Isy  poured  It  iMa  m 
If nthacp  bag,  whioh  bo  l^rpught  wUh  hUn  for  the  piwpoae»  put  H  ««der  hia  fonm* 
and  away  he  went  with  It.  Two  poor  old  women  got  a  sUpancae^obt  and  tbei^a 
was  an  end  of  the  matter.  When  there  was  a  case  of  Church  censure  to  be  dia* 
posed  of,  the  guilty  parties  had  no  more  ado  than  call  at  the  IVfanse  Just  when 
oonvenient,  and  or  tabling  a  guinea,  or  half  a  guinea,  according  to  their  circnm- 
s<antes,  their  pvrifloation  was  complete.  When  the  Sacrament  came  to  ba  dis- 
pensed, we  bovrowed  Elders  from  the  nelghhanring  parishes  of  Ainlh  anA  Laiu 
bert*  Unable,  however,  any  longer  to  bear  the  taunts  and  contempt  of  his 
brethren,  and  the  derision  of  the  country,  he  suddenly  on  the  first  Sabbath  of 
June  declared  his  resohitiaa  lo  have  Elders,'  and  said  ha  weald  be  busy  through 
the  week  canvassing  his  parishioners^  and  be  hoped  that  by  next  Sunday  he  shonUt 
be  able  to  read  a  list  to  kis  congregation,  and  If  no  person  had  any  o^ectiona  to 
them,  he  would  ordain  them  after  sermon.  He  accordingly  commenoed  his 
labours  on  Monday,  and  liy  diait  of  fawning,  chipping  their  shaidders,  and  other 
kindly  usago,  he  succeeded  in  inducing  four  simple  iuoffsaalve  menta  asfamie  the- 
ojpsice.  They  were  ac^rdingly  ordained  next  Sunday,*— bnt  how  ?  Why,  Sir» 
th«re  was  not  one  singly  qaestlon  put  to  tbein^  Their  doty,  he  told  thev,  90%- 
s(f.te4  entirely  in,  9ffictf|tlng|  at  the  Sacraooent,  and  In  dlstrUiuting  the  poov*a 
npioney  (and  much  l>ea4»  M'*  Editor,  they  have  to  look  a^r  it ;  fbf  when  th«i 
piresant  incmnbent  canna  hsre,  the  stock  of  the  Session  amouatid  ts^X^70« 
whioh  was  Increased  fl^ertly  afterwards  by  a  legaoy  of  £50,  bequeat^d  hjr 
Scrap  Jook^  a  miser  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Kirk.  What  has  became  of  It 
all,  nobody  knows ;  but  every  body  knovrs  that  the  treasury  Is  empty).  Aa  for 
visiting  the  thK  or  saying  graces  at  liinsrals^  it  waa  no  more  their  djstyi  the 
duty  of  ap  Elder,  than  that  of  any  ether  person  whatsoevrr,  *  Tkuta  pre^ona 
volume,  the  Confession  ef  Faith,  was  never  mentioned.

in  a  state  of  abject  poverty.  It  was  a  remark  of  his  last  Elder,  that  he  dfdnn 
think  there  was  a  man  In  the  parish,  nor  ony  body  in  a  dealin*  way,  for  mllee 
t^al^the  Mlsiistsr  eaold  toofr  l»  the  fiieo  an*  say^  l^aw*  ysn  aaelfcto.

COLLEGE  LIBRARY. 

61a,—- As  the  manner  in  which  Academical  Institutions  are  eondoeted,  and  th€ 
rights  of  the  Students  attending  these  preserved,  are  connected  very  intimately 
with  the  welfiire  of  both,  It  certainly  cannot  but  be  conducive  to  their  matual 
welfare,  that  whatever  abuses  may  have  crept  into  these,  and  whatever  grievaocea 
the  Students  may  have  been  suffering  therefrom,  should  be  brought  before  tha 
eye  of  an  intelligent  public,  as  being  the  roost  likely  %vay  to  lead  to  the  correction 
and  redress  of  such  abuses  and  grievances ;  for  which  reason,  I  hope  you  will 
insert  the  following  statements  regarding  the  Glasgow  College  Library,  In 
your  highly  Independent  publication. 

All  the  Students  with  whom  I  have  spoken  on  the  subject  along  with  mjrself, 
have  frequently  applied  for  bpoks  from  the  College  Library.     A  number  of  these 
we  have  been  refused  again  and  again,  being  told  by  the  Librarian  the  books  In 
question  were  too  valuable  to  be  given  out.     Now,  it  is  well  known,  that  In  all 
Academical  Libraries  there  are  books  of  such  value  as  to  be  thought  improper  to 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Students,  byit  those  which  we  have  been  refused,  are  by 
no  means  such  as  we  would  be  led  to  suppose  came  under  that  denomination. 
They  are  books  which  may  be  had,  and  which  I  myself  have  obtained  from  some 
of  the  public  libraries  In  town.     I  am  not  now  speaking  of  works  of  fiction 
(because  these  are  solely  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Professors),  but  the  well- 
known  and  appreciated  medical  and  scientific  productions  of  the  present  day, 
which  are  alone  of  practical  utility  to  the  medical  student.     It  is,  perhaps,  quite 
proper,  that  those  who  have  the  management  of  this  Library,  should  have  It  in 
their  power  to  make  whatever  regulations  regarding  it  they  think  proper;  but  I 
ask.  Sir,  is  it  In  the  smallest  degree  consistent  with  Justice,  that  the  Students 
should  be  obliged  to  join  this  Library,  and  to  pay  fcr  it,  when  they  cannot  get 
such  books  as  they  require  out  of  it  ?     For  it  is  a  fact,  Sir,  that  the  greater  num- 
ber of  the  Professors  refuse  tickets  of  admission  to  their  classes,  unless  the  MedK 
cal  Students  previously  produce  a  ticket  signed  by  the  Librarian,  for  which  they 
pay  seven  shillings  every  session.     It  must  likewise  be  stated  that  no  new  books 
of  whatever  description  are  given  out,  till  after  they  have  been  so  long  on  the 
■helves,  or  In  the  hands  of  the  Professors,  as  to  render  them  of  less  interest  and  - 
m^Ytintage  to  the  Student  than  they  otherwise  would  be. 

Now,  the  largeness  of  the  sum  exacted  from  the  Students  every  Session  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Library,  should  surely  entitle  them  to  those  works  though  of 
considerable  value  which  they  apply  for,  from  the  circumstance  of  thoee  very 
works  being  the  fruit  of  their  own  subscriptions.  I  vouch  for  the  correctness 
of  the  above  statements,  and  I  am  ready,  if  necessary,  to  confirm  them ;  and  If 
the  injustice  the  Students  have  been  labouring  under,  is  not  palpable  to  every 
one,  their  want  of  discrimination  and  conscientious  feeling  is  greatly  to  be  de- 
plorod.

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AMBASSADORS  AND  DIPLOMATIC  MISSIONS. 

Thbrb  18,  we  will  veuture  to  affirm,  no  branch  of  our  multifarioas  civil 
services  which  requires  to  be  more  keenly  investigated,  and  more  unspar- 
ingly curtailed  than  our  foreign  embassies.  Only  think  of  a  British 
ambassador  at  the  court  of  France,  independently  of  a  splendid  house, 
bought  by  the  public  money,  having  iCl-2,100  ap-year:  Russia,  iE 1 3, 100; 
Austria,  jei3,l00;  Spain,  jei3,100;  Netherlands,  £13,100;  Ottoman 
Porte,  £  10,464* :  and  these  exclusive  of  allowances  for  outfits,  for  presents, 
for  the  charge  of  jouruevs,  for  postage,  for  mourning-dresses,  or  any  other 
casual  outgoing.  No  other  country  makes  such  extravagant  allowances  to 
her  ministers.  Few  native  noblemen  ,of  any  of  the  courts  here  enumerated 
are  able  to  vie,  in  household  expense,  with  men  possessing  such  princely 
incomes ;  and  it  cannot  be  politic  in 'England  to  place  her  representatives 
in  a  points  of  \\qw  so  invidious  towards  the  communities  among  which  they 
sojourn.  In.  fact,  it  is  said  that  hints  have,  at  various  times,  been  trans- 
mitted to^.^e  government  of  this  country  upon  the  annoyance  which  is 
often  felt  abr<)lid  at  the  unequalled  revenues  allowed  by  Great  Britain  to 
her  diplomatists  at  foreign  courts,  for  the  support  of  what^  she  calls  her 
dignitt/.  Now,  the  best  kind  of  <ia^ipnal.  dignity  is  that  which  renders 
justice,  and  demimds^it — that  which  is  np^eU  by4he  urbanity  and  know- 
ledge of  the  public  officers  who  represent  their  nation  amongst  foreigners; 
and,  after  the  common  decencies  of  respectable  life  have  been  furnished, 
little,  if  any  thing,  is  gained,  by  mere  extravagance  and  ostentation,  to  the 
interests  or  dignity  of  a  great  people.  America  allows  her  envoys  and 
plenipotentiaries  about  £2000,  and  secretaries  of  lection  £321  per  annum ; 
and  her  dignity  and  interests  are  adequately  sustained  and  represented. 
~  Nothing,  indeed,  can  be  plainer  than  if  men  of  a  high  order  of  talents, 
but  of  private  station  in  society,  were  to  be  selected  ror  foreign  mission!, 
two  good  effects  would  follow.  The  national  business  wouM  be  iucom- 
narably  better  done,  and  the  extravagance  of  the  diplomatic  service  might 
ne  corrected  without  a  murmur.  It  is  far  otherwise  when  men  of  noble 
birthf  but  mean  capacity,  make  iove  to  the  appointment,  and  are  chosen : 
that  is  the  secret  of  our  £460,000  expenditure  in  diplomacy.  The 
borough  system  is  at  the  bottom  of  this  abuse,  as  of  every  otb^r;  andjf 
the  puppets  of  that  system  do  not  always  succeed  in  shutting  the  doors  of 
Parliament  against  popular  representatives,  it  is  certain  that  tbey  keep  the 
represeatatioQ  of  the -sovereign  elsewhere  very  snugly  and  comfortably  to 
themselves. 

In  the  whole  range  of  the  public  service,  nothing;  acoorda  so  well,  with 
the  taste  and  acquirements  of  the  aristocracy  as  this  vice-regal  mimicry  and 
ostentation.  The  chief  qualifications  of  an  ambassador  are  that  he  should 
be  able  to  bow  gracefnlly,  be  six  feet  high,  of  portly  presence,  and  keep  a 
good  table  for  the  entertainment  of  absentee  lords  and  ladies ;  as  to  real 
bttsiniiss^  it  is  do^e'by  the  secretarijes;  and  if  anything  extra  ooours, 
there  is  a  special  mission  for  the  purpose.  Some  of  the  most  famous  jobs 
in  the  history  of  corruption  have  been  got  up  under  the  pretext  of*  an 
embassy.  Witness  the  mission  of  the  late  Mr.  Canning  to  Lisbon.  It  is 
-well  known  that  the  son  of  this  gentleman,  was  in  a  declining,  slate  of 
health,  and  required  a  milder  atmosphere ;  when  the  father  was  sent  am- 
bassador to  Lisbon,  where  there  was  actually  no  court,  at  an  expense  to 
the  country  of  eighteen  thousand  pounds.  Again,  in  1821,  when  a  nego- 
tiation was  on  foot  to  bring  the  Oren^llea  into  th»  administration,  one  of 
the  stipulations  was,  that  a  mem^ier  of  the  family,  Mr.-IIenry  Wynn,  should 
be  sent  on  a  mission  to  Switzerland,  with  a  salary  of  £4,000,  and  this 
lai^e  allowance  was  justified  on  the  pretext  that  it  was  necessary  to  enable 


tba  miniftor  to  lyiiiitaln  «  liberal  bespitality  towards  his  ooojiiryDMn 
•iMOsd.  Aad  rare  eaoQf  b  tbe  hospitable  dispositioB  of  this  ^oung  gen- 
dmMii  urss  80O0  called  mto  exercise,  for  he  bad  scarcely  arrired  at  his 
deatmation  before  Jits  brother,  Sir  Watkin  Williams  WyaD,  Lady  Harriet 
WiUiama  Wyan,  aad  eii^t  more  Wyii%  repaired  to  Beroe»  to  share  tl^ 
bomitalities  of  llie  generous  youth,  proTidc4  out  of  the  taxes  of  the  people 
ofSnfUndl 

Bat  eveo  these  joba  are  nothuigf  to  thai  more  recent  ones  that  have  been 
.goiag  oo  under  tbe  paetext  of  missions  to  South  Americi^  and  t^  tbe  par- 
Cicolan  of  which  we  shall  introduce  the  reader  from  a  Parliamentary  paper 
of  last  session  (No.  318)  and  a  speech  of  Sir  James  Oraham. 

Am  a  sample  of  the  eoormous  chaise  of  these  diplomatic  missions,  we 
•hall  first  cite  the  Mexican  embassy.  In  this  year,  1825,  Mr.  Morier 
rseeiTed,  for  &ye  months*  service  as  Mexican  commissioneri  £Sfi55  ssdary, 
«ul  .£1,670  expenses.  In  tbe  next  ^ear»  the  same  gentleman  received,  for 
three  nontba'  service,  £3^94? ;  making  a  total  of  £8,917  for  eight  months 
io  two  years.  Tbis^oae  would  think,  quite  enough  A>r  the  cost  of  one 
Buasioiiy  but  it  was  not  so :  Mr.  Ward,  the  second  commissioner,  received 
m  much  lai^ger  remuneration  for  the  8am«  services,  in  the  same  year,  in  the 
MOM  place.  In  1825  this  gentleman  received  je  10,920 ;  in  1826,  £5,598; 
in  1827,  £2^523,  exclosive  of  £825  passage-money,  making,  with  other 
itsma,  a  charge  of  not  less  than  £19,808  for  twenty-five  months*  services 
d  Mr.  Ward,  alone.  But  even  this  did  not  include  the  entire  cost — there 
was  n  aecretary  attached  to  the  mission.  This  gentleman  was  a  Mr. 
Thomnaoii,  who  charged  £100  per  month  salary  for  his  services,  and 
•fltually,  in  addition,  asked  for  compensation-— for  what  ?  Why,  for  his 
■alary  as  clerk  in  the  Audit  Office  wnile  he  was  absent  on  other  dntiea. 
The  sane  modest  officer  .also  cJiarged  £1,607  for  the  cost  of  a  trip  to 
Gnstemala,  which  he  fimoied  to  take.  This  made  an  entire  chai^  of 
£31,857  in  two  years  for  one  mission  to  Mexico. 

One  djed  of  Mr.  Ward's  mission,  according  to  the  explanation  of  the 
Cbanoellor  of  the  Exchequer,  was  to  ascertain  what  the  expense  of  these 
8oQtb  American  embassies  might  be ;  and  it  must  be  aUowed  that  Mr. 
WaH  srent  tbe  right  way  to  ^rork  to  make  them  very  comfortable  i^ 
poiotasents  for  bis  successors,  bv  not  fixing  the  standard  at  too  meagre  a 
■cale;  and  if  the  gentlemen,  who  succeed,  him  can  only  get  up  a  book 
iMside,  aa  their  prMcCessor  has  done,  they  will  be  very  productive  excur- 
indeed.

ON  THE  REVENUES  OF  THE  CROWN. 

(CoDUnuc4  feoEB  (Mg*  58.) 

WitUAM,  of  Normandy,  possessed  a  landed  revenue  of  £400,000  a*year. 
iVom  that  period  the  territorial  income  of  the  sovereign  declined,  till  the 
raiffn  of  Henry  VXIi.,  when,  by  the  eeqnestmtion  of  the  wealth  of  the 
flsligioiia  houses,  it  was  again  augmented.  The  public  revenue  of  Queen 
Fiinabethamenntedonlyto£500,000,  of  which  £132,000  was  the  produceof 
the  crown  estates.  During  the  Gomnson  wealth  a  oommissioo  was  appointed 
b^  Cromwell  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  crown  lands  tbronghout  the 
JcsBffdisn ;  and,  though  the  disturbed  state  of  the  country,  and  the  jealousy 
Vila  wthieh  the  new  goveraaMut  waa.  regarded,  did  not  afford  him  an 
^fportooityof  making  that  property  prodoee  as  much  as  it  would  have 
m  mono  tranquil  times,  yet  he  disposed  of  crown  property  to  the 
nt  of  two  asillioQa  sterling.  In  Cornwall  them  were  52  honours,  man- 
and  estatea  belongnig  to  the  crown,  of  which  Cromwell  disposed  '^ 
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tkvt  or  8tz ;  but  only  three  or  four  of  the  whole  number  are  now  remftiii- 
\ug  in  the  hands  of  <roTemment.  These  alienationB  by  the  Protector 
were,  after  the  restoration,  made  subservient  to  a  system  of  royal  favour 
and  proscription.  Those  who  were  artful  enough  to  seize  the  proper 
moment  for  apostatizing*  from  republicanism  to  royalty  were  never  dis* 
turbed  in  their  purchases;  while  others,  who  were  either  too  tenacious  of  their 
principles,  or  had  coromitted  themselves  too  deeply  by  the  part  they  took 
in  the  civil  war,  were  compelled  to  surrender  the  crown  property.  Neither 
Charles  11.  nor  James  II.  could  resist  the  solicitations  of  rapacious  conrt- 
iers,  and  the  hereditary  estates  were  leased,  for  long  terms,  to  the  great 
families,  at  almost  nomiuRl  rents. 

But  the  greatest  inroads  on  tlie  crown  estates  M*ere  committed  about 
the  era  of  the  Revolution  of  1688.  Such  was  the  rapacity  of  the  patriota 
of  those  days,  and  their  ingrenuity  in  devising  new  taxes  to  defray  the 
royal  expenditure,  that  William  111.  was  induced  to  grant  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  crown  estates  to  his  supporters  in  Parliament.  One  Family,  that 
of  PortInnd,*obtained  a  grant  of  Hve-sixths  of  the  whole  county  of  Denbigh.. 
In  the  next  reign  a  compact  was,  for  the  first  time,-entered  into  between  the 
sovereign  and  the  people,  by  which  a  civil  list  amounting  to  nearly  j£700,000 
was  given  to  Queen  Ann,  as  a  commutation  for  the  land  and  other  revenuea 
enjoyed  by  her  predecessors ;  and  the  preamble  of  the  Act  is  worthy  of 
notice,  for  its  object  was  stated  to  be  '*  to  defray  part  of  the  expense  of 
government,  and  lessen  the  burthens  on  the  subject  by  means  of  the  preser* 
vaiion  and  improvement  of  the  crown  lauds.*'  How  puVKc  burthens  have 
been  lessened  by  this  and  subsequent  engagements  with  the  sovereign  for 
a  civil  list  will  be  strikingly  illustrated  in  the  sequel.  For  the  present  let 
ns  continue  our  narrative. 

In  the  agreement  with  Queen  Ann,  it  was  settled  that  no  crown  estate 
should  be  let  at  a  rent  less  than  one-third  of  its  clear  annual  value ;  the 
remaining  two-thirds  being  left  to  the  disposal  of  miuisters,  who  thereby 
were  enabled  to  benefit  their  friends.  Indeed,  they  often  neglected  the 
injunction  of  the  statute,  by  granting  long  leases  at  a  rent  of  a  mark,  66. 8d., 
I3s.  44.  or  other  nominal  consideration.  These  abuses  afforded  a  pretext 
to  Shippen,  Lockhart,  and  other  members,  disappointed  in  not  being  per- 
mitted a  share  in  the  spoil,  for  introducing  a  bill,  the  object  of  which  was 
the  resumption  of  the  crown  property  obtained  by  the  heroes  of  the  Re« 
Tolution.  The  bill  passed  the  Commons  but  found  its  grave  among  the 
delinquents  it  was  meant  to  reach,  and  where  many  similar  acts  of  utility 
have  been  entombed. 

From  this  period  nothing  more  was  heard  of  the  crown  lands  till  tlie 
accession  of  George  III. :  when  it  was  settled  that  no  lease  of  them  should 
be  granted  for  less  than  one-eighth  of  their  annual  value ;  the  other  seven- 
eighths  to  be  taken  in  tines.  Such,  however,  was  the  profligacy  of  minis- 
ters, that  they  first  let  the  land  almost  for  nothing,  and,  after  taking  an 
estimate  of  it  at  that  rate,  sold  it  for  nothing.  Thus  an  estate  that  was 
worth  ^5,000,  H'as  leased  at  a  rent  of  i;10,  and  afterwards  sold  for  £200. 
An  estate,  comprising  the  whole  of  Piccadtly  (London^  from  Park-lane  to 
Swallow-street,  together  with  all  the  back-lanes,  was  ausolutely  sold  to  the 
Pulteney  family,  six  years  after  a  lease  had  been  granted,  at  the  rent  of 
£12:  16:  10,  for  £500.  This  lease  is  now  nearly  expired.  The  fine 
park  of  Bowood,  in  Wiltshire,  after  being  leased  at  £30  a-year,  was  sold 
for  £468 :  lOs.  The  manor  of  Spalding,  of  the  annual  value  of  £4^000, 
which,  after  being  held  by  the  trustees  of  the  Earl  of  Dalkeith  for  no  con- 
sideration at  all,  was  leased  to  the  Duke  of  Buccleugh  at  £5  per  annum,  and 
afterwards  entirely  severed  from  the  crown  without  any  inquiry  whatever.

Am  escue, 
femitcd  by  the  Earl  of  Derweotvater,  worth  X9,0«»  per  a■n-lfl^  was 
aal4  to  two  of  the  Comauisioaen  of  \Voo<fe  and  F4ire!»ts  lor  ^l.»>:'0.  Th's 
waa  too  iptm  to  escape,  and  two  meadMn  of  the  **  Coiievti  ve  WBdoat,** 
Iwving  dabbled  in  the  tiaDsaction,  were  expeiicd,  and  two  others  repri- 
maoded.  It  ia  difficaU  to  taj  whether  the  Vlliiss  or  Tories  sported  mort 
in  these  Und  jobs,  bat  the  Whivs  had  ootainly  the  best  of  it  in  the  reigns 
of  William  111^  and  the  two  first  princes  of  the  Uanorer  familr. 

In  1770  the  manor  of  Nearark  was  i^ranted  to  the  Doke  of  Newcastle^ 
first  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  and  a  ncrfileman,  according  to  the  testimony  of 
the  fint  Earl  of  Chatham,  mncfa  addicted  to  mendacity.*  The  rent 
reserved  on  this  grant  to  the  Pelhams  was  j(;482,  and  according  to  law 
the  fine  should  have  been  £3374,  instead  of  which  only  £W0  was  paid. 
The  lease  waa  renewed  by  Lord  Grenrille,  in  1806,  for  a  term  of  thirty 
years  at  a  rent  of  j£2000  ;  the  property  now  consists  of  960  acres,  corered 
with  dwelliofTS,  tolls  of  bridges,  Bshenes,  and  markets,  and  yields  to  the 
proprietor  X4000  a-year ;  and  were  it  let,  without  reference  to  electioo- 
•enng  purposes,  would  yield  J67000  a-year.  But  the  great  object  of  the 
crown  lesscs  is  to  maintain  his  political  ioflaence  iu  the  borough ;  for  which 
purpose  this  property  is  under-let  in  small  portions  to  yearly  tenants,  who 
mn  thus  coostnuoed  to  vote  for  any  person  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  thinks 
fit  to  nominate.  A  striking  illustration  of  the  Duke's  influence  was  afforded 
only  the  year  before  last.  Sir  W.  H.  Olio  ton,  differing  in  opinion  with 
the  noble  borongbmonger  on  the  Catholic  question,  he  was  compelled  to 
resign  his  seat  for  Newark  ;  when  his  Lordsfhip,  forthwith,  posted  down 
BIr.  Sadler  as  the  retiring  member's  accredited  successor.  Some  of  the 
inhabitants,  not  liking  the  idea  of  a  total  stranger  being  crammed  down 
their  throats  so  unceremoniously*  rebelled  against  their  lord,  voting  for 
Mr.  Sergeant  Wilde,  the  opponent  of  the  I)uke*fl  nominee.  This  was  not 
to  be  borne:  immediately  after  the  election  notices  of  ejectment  were 
flcnred  on  the  rebels;  the  Duke  justifying  bis  vindictive  proceeding  on  the 
tyrant's  plea — that  he  had  a  right  to  do  '*  what  he  pleased  with  his  own  ;*' 
affording  a  practical  commentary  of  the  vast  utility  of  the  constitutional 
Buzim,  which  declares  it  to  be  a  ''high  infringement  upon  the  libertii*s  of 
the  people  for  any  Peer  to  concern  himself  in  the  election  oJmenUfert  of  the 
Homo  of  Commons.**

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ON  THE  CONNEXION  BETWEEN  CHURCH  AND  STATE. 

Sa&, — Th«  pMuog  of  tbe  Reform  Bill  tviU,  I  trust,  form  an  important  era  in 
the  improvement  of  Britain.  The  corrupt  system  which  hath  hitherto  pre- 
Tailad  will  now  be  checked,  and,  I  hope,  gradually  destroyed.  Bnt  nfuth  will 
depend  on  tbe  judgment,  vigilance,  and  resolution  of  the  new  representatives,  in 
removiog  aboscs.  Many  of  these  have  been  growing  up  for  sges,  until  people's 
mioda  have  become  habituated  to  them,  and  no  longer  consider  them  as  evils. 
AflMogst  these,  the  connexion  between  Church  and  State  is  tbe  most  prominent. 
In  a  religions  point  of  view,  this  connexion  hath  bi^n  generally  allowed,  by  the 
best  judges,  to  be  most  injurious,  and  an  established  church  bath  been  hitherto 
coosidcred  chiefly  necessary  to  bobter  up  a  corrupt  government.  But  this  use 
of  it  being  no  longer  required,  the  grea^  object  of  our  legislators  should  be  to 
dissolve  the  connexion,  in  such  a  way,  as  may  be  attended  with  the  least  injury 
to  individuals,  and  tbe  most  advantage  to  the  State.  M  uch  hath  been  lately  said 
oo  tbe  ottlgect  of  pledges  from  Candidates ;  if  any  pledge  is  demanded,  it  ought 
u»  be  ao  this  great  point.  Tlie  United  States  of  America  have  already  sfiown 
Britain  an  example  on  this  point.  It  is  therefore  not  an  untried  matter,  Pre- 
•idesit  JeflSsiMHi,  who  was  the  great  instrument  in  accomplishing  the  removal  of 
•  douiiaaot  religion  in  America,  found  the  prejudices  of  the  people,  at  first,  in 
favour  af  a  Church  establishment.  But,  by  perseverance,  be  brought  about  the 
chaoga*  so  lavaurable  to  real  religion  there,  and  to  the  best  interests, of  the  State. 
The  caoduet  of  Jefferson  should  now  be  imitated  by  our  iy»right  legislators,  and 
if  th&f  do  fo^  this  oofinexion,  so  noxictus  in  its  influence,  will  be  gradually  dis-

8ia«— UnirUllDg  to  make  complaints  of  any  kind,  I  have  been  JongaUaat  ob 
Ibo  salject  of  the  obatmctlon  to  free  passive,  or,  indeed,  pMsage  at  ail,  at  'times 
hi  Chariotta-strset,  although  I  have  suffered  not  a  little  thereby  ;  and  tharefore» 
it  was  with  much  pleasure  I  observed  in  your  last  GiUtiU  a  letter irsm  a  person 
diislgHliig  himself  a  dtixen,  complaining  of  this  obstruetion,  and  veqaertlng  you 
to  la^alro  bow  It  originated. 

Oa  peraaliig  that  letter,  I  immediately  showad  it  to  a  number  «f  my  firiende, 
wha  bad  not  nnfrequently  murmured  at  this  infringement  of  public  right,  and 
w«  caaa  to  the  resolution  of  reqaeatlng  you,  who  have  proved  yoarself  so  much 
the  aeliTs  friend  of  the  paUie,  to  lay  before  It,  so  soon  as  the  mnaberlesi  other 
aatlera  that  engage  your  attention  will  permit,  an  ace^ant  of  its  origin* 
oeessary  particulars,  that  every  thing  may  bo  ripe  In*  taking  measarss 
It  rsooved.

thieves  could  esrape  to  the  Grepn  with  the  greatest  facility  :  and  if  it  tvas  really 
intended  to  prevent  the  retreat  of  such  characters,  %t  hy,  I  would  ask  my  Lord 
Dean  of  Guildf  arc  not  gates  placed  on  those  streets  in  Monteith  ro%v,  which 
lead  to  the  Green  likewise,  and  thereby  shut  up  the  great  bulk  of  the  town  at 
once?  1  should  not  be  amazed  to  see  a  wall  around  our  whole  city  by  and  by, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow  enclosed  like  some  menagerie  of  wild  beasts,  aa 
the  ancient  Trojans  were.

WARNING  TO  POLICEMEN  AND  PRISONERS. 

Sia,-— Through  the  medium  of  the  Gazette,  I  wish  to  insert  the  following  Ibr 
Information  to  the  publie.  On  June  the  14th  I  was  taken  to  the  Glasgow 
Pelioe  OiBee  along  with  some  others.  When  in  the  0£Sce»  Duncan  Campbell, 
orimiaal  officer,  struck  a  female  prisoner.  I  told  him  not  to  strike  the  prisoner, 
when  ho  replied  he  would,  and  me  too,  and  he  did  so  repeatedly.  I  turned 
imiDdy  and  simply  took  %vitnesses  at  striking  roe  while  In  his  hands  a  prisoner. 
The  trial  came  forward  on  the  same  day,  and  I  was  acquitted.  The  first  oppor- 
tDftity,  I  summoned  him  to  the  Justice  Court.     When  the  trial  came  forward, 

•  poUceoian  that  swore  against  me  on  my  own  trial,  was  brought  against  me  aa 
an  oTidcnoe  for  Campbell  in  his  behalf.  When  the  said  policeman  was  called 
forward,  I  objected  to  him  on  account,  as  I  told  the  Court,  that  as  be  swore  a 
wroog  oath  against  me  in  the  Police  Court,  he  would  not  stop  to  do  the  same 
here.  Then  Mr.  Vary  replied,  never  mind ;  and  then  questioned  him,  and 
•flar  be  had  done  so^  he  told  him  he  did  not  believe  one  word  he  said,  and  struck 

•  fine  against  Campbell,  of  two  guineas,  for  his  conduct  in  striking  me  and 

btvaking  the  law,  for  which  I  raised  a  decree  against  him  (Campbell)  on  tho 

26th  of  June.     On  the  29th  I  arrested  his  wages ;  on  the  2d  of  July  I  called 

•o  the  collector   for  the  fine,  but  he  refused  payment ;  and  accordingly  when 

bis  D«st  wages  were  due  1  arrested  again,  and  on  the  10th  inst.  I  made  a  prisoner 

of  hlm«  antil  he  paid  the  sum  of  £2  Gs.  Id.,  besides  other  expenses.     Now, 

Sir*  I  hope  you  will  Insert  the  above  for  the  good  of  the  public  at  large,  and 

caution  thom  when  in  the  same  predicament,  not  to  lift  their  hand  in  retaliatloOi 

bat  I*  bo  cautious  and  follow  the  fair  steps  of  the  law  as  I  have  done,  and  they

LiATUfO  the  noble  Imder  lo  borongb^JuB^Omce  of  Newcastle,  we  shall 
proceed  with  others.    In  Lincoln,  there  was  n  crown  estate  :rolued  at 
937,  let  to  Sir  W.  Q.  Guise*  at  ^37  a-vear,  as  a  means  of  political  cor- 
ruption.   The  estate  of  Rosedale,  in  YbrKshire,  was  held  by  torty  tenants, 
whose  leases  expired  in  )816,  and  have  since  hi^d^irom  yfsar  to  year,  to 
the  great  deterioration  of  the  land.    Instead  of  dividing  this  property  to 
suit  the  tenants,  roany  of  whom  would  have  been  porchasers,  i%  was  put 
up  in  one  ht,  on  the  last  day  of  December,  when  the  ground  was  covered  . 
with  snow.    The  reserved  bid  was  j£70»000  ;  only  £37,000  was  offered. 
These  reserved  bi,ds  are  injorious,  for  they  prevent  competitors  from  coming 
forward.    Property  at  Esham  was  let  to  Sir  John  Snaw  for  £3920;  the 
crown-lessee  put  it  up  to  sale  in  lots,  and  obtained  biddings  to  the  amount 
of  £25,000  and  upwards :  this,  it  must  be  observed,  was  during  the  excite^ 
ment  produced  bV  paper-money  and  war  prices.    In  1815  a  lease  was   . 
granted,  to  Sir  John  Thfogmortoo.  at  a  rent  of  £115,  of  property  of., 
which  the  estimated  value,  upon  oath,  was  £1104.  ,  Anotb^  nroperty  of 
great  importance,  called  Sunk  Island,  had  been  lateljr  rescueo  from  the 
sea.    In  the  repoft  of  the  commtssipoers.  it  is  descnbed  as^  a  parcel  of    . 
sandv  land,  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Humber.    From  1771,  it  was  leased 
for  thirty-one  years.    In  1802,  another  lease  was  granted  for  thirty<^ne 
years,  at  a  rent  of  £700  for  the  first  year,  £2000  for  the  second,  and  for  .. 
the  remainder  of  the  terra  £3100.    In  the  second  year  of  hb  lease,  the 
tenant  went  to  an  expense  of  £10,000,  in  making  banks  and  in  other  im- 

Srovements,  and  the  estate  is  now  let  by  him  for  £10,000  a-year.  The  Rev* 
ohn  Lonsdale  is  the  crown-lessee,  and,  apparently,  a  good  judge  in  land 
•peculations.    This  estate  consists  of  6000  acres  of  the  finest  soil  in  the 
kingdom,  tithe  free,  and  worth  fifVy  shillings  an  acre.    In  1812,  freehold 
estates  to  the  amount  of  £1084  of  yearly  value  were  sold  at  twenty  years* 
purchase ;  the  manor  of  Eltham,  with  royalties,  lands,  &c.  for  £569 ;  &ing*a 
Cliffe  £148 ;  the  manor  of  the  Chapter  of  Beverley,  with  all  rights,  oourts,  . 
demesnes,  and  tenements  belonging,  for  £224;  and  part  of  the  race-course 
of  Newmarket  for  £154.    All  these  were  sold  at  twenty  years^  purchasej 
the  land-tax  having  been  previously  bought  by  the  Crown  at  thiriyin^ 
years'  purchaseyV'om  itself,  and  sold  again  at  twenty/  j/ears*  purchase.  ^  It 
Is  needless  to  remark  that  manors  are  highly  desirable  investments ;  witli 
oourts  and  royalties  annexed,  they  give  a  local  distinction  and  importanco 
to  the  purchasers. 

We  shall  next  eater  the  Woods  and  Forests,  abounding  with  similar 
examples  of  waste  and  mismanagement  as  those  already  cited.     Herog  . 
again,  we  meet  with  the  Duke  of  Newcastle.    A  broad  riding-way  was  . 
oat  for  his  Grace  through  Sherwood-forest:  the  timber  cut  down  iMfios 
given  to  his  lordship,  and  the  paling  raised  at.  each  side  of  the  way.w^  . 
charged  to  the  public  at  £1787.    Another'nobleman  had  a  right  or  pas-., 
turage  for  one  horse,  in  Wolmar-forest,  and,  for  the  pasturage  oC  thiis 
Hngh  horse,  not  less  than  450  acres  of  forestrland  were  appropriated.

Moit  of  the  parties  involved  in  the  pre* 
crdiog  transaction*  were  pten  of  (he  realm  or  memberg  of  parlia- 
oMnt  Out  of  four  bundrt^d  and  eight  tenants  to  the  rental  of  £SOU,000 
a-yaar,  to  179S,  upwards  of  hco  fua^red  were  niea  of  title.  Among  them 
were  the  Dahe  or  St.  Alban's,  Earl  Bathurs^  Viiconnt  Bacon,  the  Duke  of 
lilonceiter,  the  Duhe  of  Newcastle,  the  Earl  of  LichSet^  and  many  ott^er 
Doitile  lords ;  for,  to  speak  truth,  they  were  as  "  thick  as  the  peerage  could 
make  tbero."  It  cannot  be  supposed  these  great  pereonages  would  con-  . 
descend  to  At  bumble  office  of  land-jobbers,  unless  sonieuiiag  very  sub- 
■taotSal  was  to  be  gained  bv  it.  Itiinot  nnnsualfor  peenof  parBameotand

The  first  thing  we  ha? e  to  do  is,  to  provide  iof  ounelves  Representa- 
tives who  have  been  consistent  Refonaers,  and  who  lent  their  aid  during 
the  great  struggle  for  fineedom.  It  is  plain  that  we  should  trust  to  no  man 
who  did  not  assist  in  this  great  struggle*— 'for  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that 
such  a  person  would  ever  give  us  any  advantage  under  a  system  which 
he  was  not  the  means  of  forwarding.  Yet  I  am  afraid  some  Beformara 
will  abuse  the  great  privilege  th^ey  have  obtained,  by  attending  to  the 
plausible  professions  of  a  certain  candidate  for  their  votes,  who  cannot, 
consistently ^  be  their  friend.  I  will  not  mention  one  instance  of  Mr.  £w- 
ing's  Toryism  and  illiberal  spirit,  innumerable  though  these  instances  be, 
as  this  is  unnecessary;  but  I  call  upon  Reformers — upon  every  sensible 
man — to  say  whether  the  circumstance,  first,  of  his  ntter  silence  and  neu- 
trality, when  every  friendly  voice  should  have  been,  and  was,  tributary 
to  the  cause  of  Reform ;  and,  second,  his  obtaining  at  present  the  whole 
and  undivided  support  of  the  Boroughmongers,  Tories,  &o.  of  Glasgow, — 
men  who  would  still  wish  to  lift  their  now  enfeebled  arms  against  us.  Oke 
a  fallen  enemy,  whose  deep-rooted  revenge  has  survived  his  strength  ;'— 
whether  these  two  circumstances  are  nut  enough  to  make  us  astonished 
fit  Mr.  £wing*B  pretentions  in  claiming  our  votes,  instead  of  inclining  to 
give  them  to  him  ?  Certainly  so.  So  far  from  Reformers  giving  any  su^ 
port  to  such  a  man,  I  think  they  ought  to  do  every  thing  m  their  power 
to  prevent  his  election,  and  I  am  certain  they  will  do  so. 

You  ought  not.  Reformers,  to  be  so  scrupulous  as  to  who  the  persona 
are  that  shall  represent  Glasgow,  as  the  political  principles  and  conduct 
of  these  persons.  If,  then,  this  is  to  be  the  standard,  as  it  should  be,  by 
which  we  should  try  the  capability  of  the  candidates  who  have  appeared 
.for  our  suffrages,  who,  but  one  of  his  own  followers,  will  maintain,  that 
Mr.  Ewing  is  not  greatly  awanting  ?

SiR,««*Who  would  have  thought  at  a  time  like  this,  when  erery  man  la  trade, 
was  anticipating  better  d^s  from  the  great  ebange  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
political  affairs  of  tbe  ooantry,  that  some  of  our  MaaofiKturers,  who  are  in  the 
ranks  of  reformers^  aad  always  bawling  about  the.  tyranoy,  corruptioa,  and  <ip-[ 
pression  of  those  in  power,  that  they  should  be  the  jfSrsI  to  reduce  certain  fabrics 
not  protected  by  a  fixed  price  for  weaving.  Here  is  a  beautiful  article  In  the* 
shawl  line  called  Thibet,  which,  when  iotroduoed  into  the  tradot  yielded  the 
IVfanulacturer  a  fair  profit,  and  the  weaver  was  remunerated  for  his  labour^ 
But  some  of  those  Manufacturers  have  reduced  It  at  this  time  about  one-ibarth, 
even  those  Maaufaeturers  who  have  Reform  always  in  their  moUth,  while  the 
whole  bent  of  their  genius  is,  (and  God  knows  it  Is  not  very  great,)  how  they^ 
shall  rob  the  weaver  of  another  proportion  of  his  subsistence,  that  they  may 
guttle,  guzzle,  and  flutter  about  like  so  many  gilded  butterflies  In  tbesunbeam  at 
the  expense  of  honest  industry.  Yes,  Sir,  we  have  got  some  things  called  Maiia- 
facturers  of  yesterday  into  our  trade  who  have  such  an  uhsatlable  desire  to  get 
modey,  that  they  may  look  big  and  malce  a  dashing  figure  in  the  H^rld,  that 
they  will  eofldesend  to  the  lowest  paltry  shaving  measures  rather  than  not  obtain  it.' 
Bot,  Sir,  those  nien  are  ignorant  of  the  power  of  public  opinioa--ehe  may  6lum« 
ber  for  a  season  until  oppression  grow  rank  and  wild,  then  she  will  rise  liktf  a 
giant  from  her  slumber  and  take  hold  of  the  oppressor  and  drag  him  forth,  and 
shew  him  up  to  the  acorn,  contempt,  and  indignation  of  tbe  world  ;  hit  ill-got- 
ten wealth  can  avail  him  nothing  at  eueh  a  time,  even  his  most  dearest  and  iotU  * 
mate  friends  forsake  him,  and  he  is  considered  by  all  a  low,  miserable,  con*  ^ 
tomptible,  wretch^  not  fit  to  live  in  the  land  of  living  men.

In  Glasgow, 
there  are  upwards  of  8000  peraone  enfranchised  by  the  ]^,  and  yet 
we  undencand  that  not  to  mueh  as  the  one-third  of  them  have  come 
forward  to  get  themselves  enrolled  I  What  a  disgrace  to  the  city  I 
The  Tories  and  the  base  Boroughmongers  among  us  are  chuckling 
at  this,  and  we  know  that  they  are  taking  advantage  of  it,  fbr  tike 
Sugar  Lords,  and  the  Cotton  Lords,  and  the  West  India  Nabobs, 
are  now  aU  on  the  elert,  and  dexterously  getting  their  own  creatures 
enrolled  for  the  vary  purpose  of  getting  tiie  power  of  the  Blection 
into,  their  own  hands.  And  will  it  not  be  an  everlastii^g  reproach 
to  the  oiiy  of  Glasgow^  if^  after  all^  some  proud  Toryv  or  bloody 
Boroughmonger,  or  perhaps  both,  are  thrust  upon  us,  by  our  own 
wilfiil  neglect  and  cupidity?

I^M  Bwisliln  aa^jNTomisIng  voong  man,  the  son,  the  only  child  of  Kapoleon 
Baaapaxte,  late  Kmperor  of  Frsnoe,  died  at  Vienna  on  the  21tt  ult  in  the 
tvcBiytet  ysar  of  his  age.  We  believe  thai  he  has  bsen  the  viotun  of 
ths  eold  dbnhiting  poli^  which  distinauisbss^  while  it  diigrscs%  the 
Mbltemich  school  of  Austria.  For  we  lesm,  on  good  authority  (the 
Lamdgm  Courier)^  that  the  physicians  of  youag  Kapoleon  long  9tgo  de- 
dM«d  ebaags  of  scene  and  diinate  to  be  necssssry;  but  there  was  some- 
(Uag  in  llM  wr  name  of  NiPouoa  toe  hostile  to  foreign  despots,  for 
hiss  to  belnMteaia  the  sonny  gUbm  of  Italy^— the  chilly  blasts  of  a  Vienna 
vmCer  wees  batfesv  calcnlsted  to  do  the  woik  whieh  they  had  at  heart 
He  toiwd  to  be  baried  in  the  pave  of  his&ther  at  St  Belaaa;  but  that 
done.

Tub  property  in  Ireltnd  htt  scareely  ^et  been  noticed.  It  is  of  the  same 
desenption  as  that  in  Sngkuidy  consistinif  of  estates*  eomposition-rents, 
jpiit-rents,  and  rents  of  plus  aoees.  The  gross  proceeds  from  these  sources, 
m  17d6,  were  ^61,340.  Since  then  part  hasheen  sold»  leaving  the  Irish 
nntti  in  1829,  £S6,Sa4i. 

The  average  receipts  from  the  orown  lands  in  both  kingdoms,  from 
1793  to  1829,  has  been  j6560,000  per  annum.  Of  this  income  a  very 
small  portion,  indeed,  has  been  available  to  the  public  service.  In  the 
last  three  years  j£  1,600,000  was  received,  and  not  a  wngle  farthing  was 
paid  into  oie  Exchequer.  During  Uie  i^iole  term  of  twenty-six  years 
only  ^234,000  has  reaohed  the  Treasury,  tfie  remaining  balance  of  upwards- 
of  nmrteen  millions  having  heen  expended  in  the  notable  bargains  of  the 
commissioners  already  mentiohed,  in  metropolitan  improvements,  on  the 
rojal  parks  and  palaces,  in  pensions  and  compensations,  and  in  the  salaries 
of  oflEicers  and  charges  of  management 

The  average  expenditure  in  the  three  years  1827, 1828,  1829,  in  the 
collection  of  rente,  law-expenses,  and  other  charges,  was  ^169,020,  being 
within  a  trifle,  20  per  cent  on  the  entire  produce  of  the  crown  lands. 
The  oiBce  of  Woods  and  Forests,  induing  salaries  of  commissioners, 
clerks,  &o.  costs  upwards  of  j£  18,000 ;  in  a&ition  to  which  ^£6000,  and 
more,  is  annually  paid  for  btw-chai^es,  and  to  auditors  and  assistants. 
But  the  greatest  and  most  objectionable  objects  of  disbursement  have 
been  the  parks  and  palaces.  The  total  of  the  ordinary  expenditure  on 
6t  James's  and  Hyde  Parks,  Pichmond,  Hampton-court,  Bushy,  Green- 
widi,  and  Windsor  Parks,  was,  in  1826,  £48,810.  In  1827,  the  expendi- 
ture, ordinary  and  extraordinary,  amounted  to  £92,200.  In  1828  it 
was  £116,143.  The  sums  lavished  on  the  palaces  has  been  really  prodi- 
gious. Upwards^  of  £700,000  on  Windsor-Castle,  and  still  w^fixushid; 
£270,670  has  been  expended  in  furniture  for  the  Castle,  and  £10,000 
more  is  required.  The  total  expenditure  on  the  Castle  in  furniture  and 
biiildin^,  is  estimated  to  amount  to  £1,084, 170.*  Th^  estimated  expense 
of  repairing  and  improving  that  monstrous  and  ill-situated  pile,  Budctng- 
ham-Palace,  was  £432,926;  but  this  did  not  include  the  expense  of  the 
SCULPTURE  of  a  marble  archway y  alone,  to  cost  £35,000,  and  the  commis- 
sion of  architects  and  clerks,  amounting,  according  to  the  last  rep<Nrt  of 
the  commissioners,  to  £63,343  more.  Lord  Duncannon  this  Session  re- 
quired £78,750  additional  to  complete  this  undertaking,  which  does  not 
include  the  charge  for  furnishing  the  palace. 

The  formation  of  Regent^street  was  estimated  to  cost  £368,000.  From 
first  to  last  it  has  cost  £1,833,000.  The  rents  of  the  houses  do  not  exceed 
£36,000,  being  under  2  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  outlay.  Had  not  this 
undertaking  been  left  to  the  management  of  Mr.  Nash  it  mjfifht,  by  this 
time,  have  produced  three  or  four  tunes  the  present  rental.  Tue  Charing 
cross  improvements  were  estimated  to  cost  £850,000,  they  have  already 
cost  £1,147,000.  The  Strand  improvements  are  estimated  to  cost 
£748,000,  but  Mr.  ArButhnot  now  aomits  there  will  be  an  exceeding  on 
this  estimate  of  £95,000. 

With  the  purpose  of  the  street-improvements  no  fault  can  'be  justly 
found.  Some  or  them  already  are,  ana  others  no  doubt  will  be,  both  use- 
ful and  ornamental  to  the  Metropolis ;  and  if  the  land-revenue  had  not 
been  drawn  upon,  recourse  must  nave  been  had  to  the  consolidated  fund. 
t^K^  '-hief  objections  that  can  be  urged  against  them  are  the  disproportion

which  he  was  the  lessee."*  Other  and  more  serious  charges  have  been 
alleged  againat  this  gentleman,  but  aa  they  hare  not  been  ao  clearly  estab- 
ItsMd  we  paaa  them  over. 

Throughout  we  have  used  the  term  crown  kaub  ;  they  nre,  in  &ct,  not 
the  laada  of  the  Crown,  but  of  the  public.  £ver  since  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne  a  Kfs^ammity  has  been  motea  to  the  sovereign  in  lieu  of  the  produce 
of  the  hereditarjr  reveouea.  Hence  reaults  the  nuiUappropriation  in  lavial^ 
iag  theae  funds  in  aid  of  the  royal  exnenditure.  Surely  the  cml  list  of 
the  lata  King  was  ample  enongh,  not  only  to  deAay  hia^peraonal  outgoinga, 
bat  to  maintain  his  own  establishments.  The  acts  of  parliament,  estA- 
luhing  the  administration  of  the  Woods  and  Forests,  require  that  the  reve- 
anea  arising  therefrom  shall  be  expended  in  objects  oi public  utUity,  Was 
the  purchase  of  Claremoot,  as  a  residence  for  Prince  Cobuig,  or  the  giving 
of  a  slice  off  Hyde-park  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  to  round  the  area  A 
ApaleT%oaae,  objects  of  this  nature  ?  or  can  the  narks  and  nahcet  be 
ccmsiaered  such  ?  These  last  are  often  verv  haughtily  and  insultingly  de- 
scribed aa  solely  for  the  use,  recreation,  and  enjoyment  of  the  King.  Let 
the  King  then  defray,  we  say,  the  expense  of  them.  During  the  late  ex- 
travagant reign  the  people  were  yery  contemptuously  treated  aa  regards 
these  nnatterk  They  were  often  capriciously  excluded  from  the  parks ; 
prohibited  from  being  seen  in  certain  walks — restricted  from  entering  here 
or  walking  there— and  all  these  fantastic  regulations  to  interdict  the  en- 
joyment of  their  own  property,  and  the  expense  of  maintaining  which  waa 
deifnved  out  of  their  own  nockets.  Waterloo-place,  Regenrs-park,  and 
Winasor-paik,  afl^nrd  examples  of  royal  or  official  whims  which  will  be 
easily  recollected.  Under  William  IV.  there  appears  a  disposition  to  con* 
dliate  popular  feeling,  but  the  traAtment  of' the  poblic  by  oia  predeoesaor 
intmrable.

UNEQUAL  TAXATION. 

SiAa— This  country  Is  euned,  not  only  with  sn  amount,  but  with  a  system  of 
taxation,  which  It  is  appalling  to  contemplate,  and  there  Is  no  aayinif  when  plans 
of  alleviation  are  likely  either  to  be  proposed  or  carried  into  effect.     Our  present 
Ministers,  Reformers  as  they  are,  or  pretend  to  be,  or  have  been  forced  to  be, 
•eem  as  rcckleu  and  unprincipled  in  their  profuse  waste  of  the  public  money  as 
ever  hare  been  any  of  their  predecessor*,  from  the  days  of  Walpole  down  to  the 
present.     Indescribable  wretche<1ness  and  misery  pervade  the  whole  country,— 
multitudes  are  on  the  point  of  starvation,  and  thousands  upon  the  verge  of  bank- 
ruplcy  and  ruin,  and  yet,  amidst  such  a  stats  of  things,  Lord  Althorpe  propoees 
£14^000  per  annum  as  the  salary  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  with  £5000  of  retiring 
pension ;  the  Ailing  up  of  goveinorshlps  of  castles,  which  are  a  dead  sinecum ; 
and.  to  crown  all,  the  giving  of  £4000  a  year  of  a  retiring  pension  to  the  present 
Anti-reform  Speaker  in  the  House  of  Common^-— a  man  who,  after  having  done 
all  in  bk  power  to  perpetuate  and  uphold  public,  abuses  of  every  kind  and  eom- 
plexioo,  retires,  probalily,  because  he  Is  afraid  ^  have  his  Aristocratic  feelings 
shocked  by  the  proceedings  of  a  Reformed  Parliament.    A  poor  man  may  spend 
the  best  of  his  days  in  toil  and  labour,  and  then  retire  to  starve  or  beg ;  those 
who  live  at  the  expense  of  the  public  must  not  only  be  excessively  paid  for  act- 
log.  It  may  be  the  part  of  oppressors  and  tyrants,  while  in  offiee;  but  once  the 
greedy  abeorbents  of  the  public  money,  they  must  continue  so  ever  after,  whether 
In  office  or  out.  The  Speaker  in  the  House  of  Commons,  however,  Is  not  merely 
to  retire  with  a  very  beautiful  and  delightful  pension  to  himself,  but  the  son  of 
this  splendid  pauper  Is  to  be  almost  as  well  provided  for  as  bis  futher,  and  all 
this  must  be  wrung  from  the  hard  earnings  of  a  starving  people  1     Verily,  Re- 
formers, and  friends  of  their  species,  ought  to  pause  In  the  midst  of  such  scenes 
as  these,  before  they  pledge  themselves  to  the  support  of  any  Candidate  for  the 
honour,  though  hitherto  it  migr  rather  have  been  said  the  disgrace,'  of  a  seat  In 
Parliament. 

But  It  is  not  merely  the  amount  of  taxes  of  which  I  complain.  It  Is  the  une- 
^nal  manner  Lu  which  they  are  all,  but  especially  all  those  of  a  direct  kind.  Im- 
posed. I  know  not  whether  you  are  aware  to  what  an  extent  this  iniquitous 
system  Is  carried,  in  referenoe  to  house  duties,  or  the  assess  taxes  generally.  If 
you  ar«  not,  I  trust  that,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  you  will  spare  no  pains  to 
make  yoarself  master  of  the  fiwts  of  the  ease,  as  they  present  themselves  in  and 
about  our  eity,  and  hold  the  whole  system  up  to  that  general  detestation  which 
It  so  justly  merits.  We  complain  of  tax-gatherers,  but  It  is  against  tax-lmposera 
that  the  complaint  ought  to  be  directed.  There  Is  a  set  of  men  called  surveyors^ 
at  whose  partiality,  caprice,  or  it  may  be  some  worse  principle,  the  honest  gains 
of  the  Industrious  must  be  snatched  away  from  them ;  while  those  who  havo 
Immeoso  wealth,  or,  at  least,  live  In  great  splendour,  are  treated  with  a  leniency 
which  cannot  alwsya  be  aoeidentaL  I  have  been  at  considerable  trouble  to  aaoer- 
tain  how  matters  stand  with  regard  to  the  unequal  allotment  of  hooae  duty  In 
some  parts  of  the  vrest  end  of  the  town.  And  what,  think  yon.  Is  the  resnlt? 
Why,  that  If  ^ou  occupy  a  house  under  sixty  pounds,  the  chance  Is,  that  yon  are 
iMnisoiT  to  the  fall  aosoant  of  your  rent,  or  nearly  so ;  If  from  that  to  a  hnndrod, 
lo  little  men  than  two-thlrde,  and  so  on  ;  the  amount  of  assessment  always  len 
and  less  In  proportion  as  the  rent  rises  higher.  I  am  a<n«>lntod  with  perMoa 
•o  Blytbswood  Hill,  who  oeenpy  honsss  which  scat  only  firooa  seven  to  eight 
knadnd  pooada,  and  wbo  nro  yet  i li  at  tety  powidB  of  ret;  otfaew

dicament  a  country  Is  In  when  the  property  and  hard  earnings  of  Ita  peapU 
are  at  tbe  mercy  of  a  set  of  unprincipled  miscreants !     Ars  OovammaDt-ao^ 
veyors  endowed  with  dlscretloaary  power  to  tax  one  man  to  the  faU  and 
another  only  half?    If  they  are  not,  then  the  soonsr  they  are  discarded,  and  othera 
of  greater  Integrity  put  In  their  place,  the  better ;  aa  It  le  plain  that  eneb  a  power 
they  axerdee»  and  that  to  a  very  great  extant ;  If  they  are,  than  the  Govammant 
Itaalf  le  In  faoit,  and  not  Its  tools,— and  ebould,  in  eueh  a  caae»  be  oppaeed  and 
thwarted  by  avary  lawfbl  aseane  within  the  power  of  the  people.     Onr  pollea 
astabllshmanta,  our  water  companlea,  as  well  as  those  who  managa  the  flnaneaa 
for  the  poor,  are  all  Interested  in  pulling  down  such  a  system.     I  wenld  hava 
our  Independent  oommieslonen  of  police,  and  surely  thsre  are  a  few  of  this  Haas, 
go  to  the  bottom  ef  thie  euldcct,  which  they  easily  can  by  a  reference  to  their  e«f^ 
veyor  or  their  collector's  books,  and  pnbllsh.

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ON  THE  REVENUES  OF  THE  CHOWN.

DROin  of  the  Crewn  and  Admiraitw.'^The  next  and  most  important 
braacli  oftbe  hereditary  revenues  of  the  Crown  are  the  droits  of  Admir- 
alty. These  droits^  or  righto,  are  received  by  the  Kinf^»  in  hu  capacity  of. 
Lord  High  Admiral ;  the  duties  of  which  office  are  dischai^p^ed  oy  seveo 
lords  commissioners.  The  prineipal  sourcee  whence  the  droite  are  derived 
are  the  following : — all  suma  arising  IVom  wreck  and  goods  of  pirates ;  all 
ships  detained  previously  to  a  derlaration  of  war ;  all  coming  into  port, 
either  from  distress  of  weather*  or  ignorant  of  the  commencement  of 
hostilities}  all  taken  before  thfr  tssainff  of  proclamation  ;  and  those  taken 
by  non-commissioned  captors  are  sold,  and  the  proceeds  form  droits  of 
Admiralty. 

From  this  description  of  tbt  sources  whence  the  droit-fund  is  consti* 
tuted^it  evidently  appears  little  better  than  buccaneer  or  piratioil  plunder, 
obtaipid  uoder  circumstances  Httlo  creditable  to  any  government  to 
sanction,  \  Ships  detained  previonsly  to  a  declaration  of  wav^fpming  into 
port  i/Mtffik  q/  hostilitieSs  or  taHen  before  the  issuiog^.of  ^  proclamation, 
are  alK^i8idec|A  \f^V^^^  f^^\}  ^^  ^U^rer%  la  the^e  cases,  violate  a  law 
of  which  they  are  iffnonmt,  anl  of  eirhfeh  it  is  impossible  they  should  have 
any  knowledge.  Tnoy  ^^  caught  in  a  spider's  web  impervious  to  the 
signt  An  €X  post  ficto  law,  or  the  laws  of  the  Roman  tyrant,  who 
plaoed  them  so  high  that  they  were  illegible  to  the  beholder,  were  not 
more  unjust  and  tyrannical.  In  the  oouree  of  the  late  war — in  the  attack 
on  tl>e  Utiles  and  Ib^  teiiure  of  the  Spanish  ships^wc  bad  two  memor- 
able imtatioea  lo  what  baae  purposes  this  principle'  may  be  applied.  In 
the  attack  upon  Copenhagen,  government  might  be  actuated  by  its  fears  as 
well  as  ila  oiipidity  i  they  mignt  dread  the  Danish  ships  of  war  falling  into 
the  hande  of  Bonaparte  ;  though,  in  either  case,  it  was  equally  disffraoeful 
to  a  great  nation  to  be  excited  to  an  act  of  flagrant  injustice  and  violation 
of  international  law.  Dut  what  can  be  ui^ed  in  defence  of  the  attack  on 
the  Spanish  ships  iu  IbOa  ?    The  olgect.  in  tbie  case,  unquestionably,  was 

J  blunder  for  the  druit-riuul.  There  could  be  no  fear  of  tne  Snanish  ships 
oining  the  f  nmny,  beosuiio  they  were  merchantmen,  and'not  aoips  of  war. 
We  were  at  peace ;  the  iipsnisn  envoy,  in  Lond<ui»  a^d  the  English  Am- 
hassador,  at  Madrid,  were  carrying  on  a  negotiation,  and  yet,  under  these 
circumstances,  a  squadron  of  HhipM  of  war  was  fitted  out ;  the  homeward- 
bound  Spanish  flef3t  frem  South  America,  ktaded  with  treasure,  attacked, 
the  crews  massacred,  the  shins  burnt,  and  the  proceeds  pf  Urn  ujefaallow^ 
enterprise  OQodemned  as  rigM  of  the  Crown  I 

Posterity,  in  looking  to  the  foreign  and  domestic  policy  of  England  for 
.Ibo  Ust  hkf  yMira»  will  bo  at  a  k)M  which  most  to  condemn^^-^he  encroaoh- 
ments  oa  tuevl^ertieff  of  the  p«opl^  or  the  atr9cioii9  attacks  on  the  right 
of  other  states.  The  balance  of  iniquity  seems  nearly  equal.  At  home,  the 
Kbevt^and  property  of  the  people  have  been  assaikd  by  the  Bank-Re* 
slriotiODr Aol,  Sadirons  Meeting  bilK  ««w  Treason  Acts,  and  acta  ^r  the 
curtailment  of  tl^e  liberty  of  the  Press^  Abroad,  we  may  reckon  among 
the  catalogue  of  offences,  the  attacks  unou  Copenhagen  and  the  Spanisn 
fleet,  and  the  affair  of  Teroeira :  to  which  mar  be  added,  our  sk)W  and 
reluctant}  reiPPgiiUiop  pi  tibe  ind^peodenoo  of  tl\e  9<«w  Stu^  of  South 

America^^our  suspicious  neutrality,  when  the  liberties  of  Italy  and  Spain 
were  subverted  by  the  interference  of  foreign  armies — and  the  promptitude 
with  which  w^  have  availod  oorselves  of  every  preleott  for  eitiier  openly 
supporting,  or  covertly  aiding,  all  tb^  qld  Europoim  d«BpQtisip4  in  tktU' 
mftAhinations  against  popular  rights. 
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To  r^tuni,  howeTer,  to  the  Droits  of  Admiralty.  The  monies  aocraingp 
frsn  the  droits,  as  Krell  as  the  crown-lands,  and  other  branches  of  the 
hereditary  rerenne,  were  ostensibly  conceded  to  the  noblic,  in  lien  of  the 
gmt  of  a  fixed  sum  for  the  etfil  list  But,  instead  or  being  made  aTailaUe 
to  the  national  service,  they  have  always  been  kept  in  the  back  groond,  and 
todiraetly  expended,  without  either  the  people  or  their  representAtivee 
hsyia^  any  control  orer  then^  further  than  an  occasional  return  of  the 
objects  on  which  they  hare  been  lorished.  The  mana^ment  of  the  fund 
is  not  more  extraordinary  than  its  application.  It  is  not  paid  into  the 
exchequer,  like  the  taxes,  but  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  registrar  of  the 
high  ooort  of  Admiralty,  the  receiver-general  of  droits,  the  commissioners 
of  prises,  and  the  Bank  of  England.  There  is  no  responsibility  attaches 
to  the  persons  receiving  or  issuing  this  money.  No  account  is  kept  of  the 
rvceipto  and  ontgoings  at  the  Treasury.  It  is  drawn  out  of  the  W&k  of 
EngUnd,  not  on  the  authority  of  the  privy*seal,  but  of  a  warrant  under 
tiie  sign  maaniU  only.  In  short,  it  is  a  fund  wholly  out  of  the  control  of 
parliameot;  and  it  is  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministers  of  the 
Crown :  it  may  be  expended  on  the  hirelings  of  the  press,  in  rewardinjf 
spies  and  informers,  in  purchasing  votes  of  members  of  parliament,  in 
bribery  at  elections^  in  minions  or  mistresses,  er  any  other  purpose  of  royal 
or  ministerial  corruption. 

The  specific  obyeots  for  which  the  Adnumlty  Droits  were  granted  to  the 
Oewn  were  for  **  guarding  audmaintmnmg  the  righis  and  priviUgea  of  the 
teas  ;'**  so  that  the  whole  of  the  fimd,  agreeably  to  its  original  destination, 
onght  to  have  been  expended  on  the  ships,  officers,  and  men  of  the-  English 
navy.  How  differently  it  has  been  applied  we  shall  proceed  to  iiluBtrate ; 
instemt  of  being  devoted  to  maritime  objects,  it  Ims  oeen  dissipated  in  ro- 
warding  the  questionable  services  of  individnals*— in  discharging  the  arrears 
of  the  civil  list— in  payments  to  Sir  WiUiam  Knighton,  for  the  use  of  the 
^rnry  jwrse— in  advances  to  difierent  bnmches  of  the  royal  famil]^— paving 
iradesnien's  and  physicians*  bills— defraying  the  expense  of  visits  from 
foreign  piittoes,  and  of  royal  visits  to  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  Hanover^ 
sad,  in  general,  in  dischaqpng  any  oasoal  debt  or  expense  which  the 
caprioe  or  extravagance  of  royalty  and  its  servants  might  incur. 

in  looking  over  the  returns  to  parliament  of  the  disbursements  to  in* 
dividsHls,  the  first  that  struck  ns  as  singular  were  two  payments  to  the 
Editor  of  n  mm£$teriai  newspaper,  namely,  to  Dr.  Stomdartj  now  8ir 
John  8loddart»  and  a  judge  in  tne  island  or  Malta.  Next  we  came  to  a 
gnul  to  Sv  &mie  Papnam^  to  indemnify  him  for  losses  he  had  sus- 
tained in  his  fiunona  smoggUng  voyage.  This  gallant  officer,  it  seems, 
had  entswd  various  investments  outwards,  in  a  ship  called  Etrmsco,  oonft" 
maaded  by  Sir  Home,  and  bound  from  one  of  tm  ports  of  Italy  to  the 
East  IndiasL  Gi^itain  Robinson,  appointed  on  that  station  for  the  pre- 
'  9i  amnggting,  seined  the  vessel  and  her  cargo,  value  j(25,000 ; 
sntiabttud  or  smuggled  goods  was  condemned  as  good  and  lawful 
Dr.  Lnaliington  nnving  moved  for  mvious  papers  relative  to  this 
tion»  it  appwcd,  by  a  warrant  of  the  Traasiiry,  signed  Charles

I  mfchmMu  lAOVisd,  **  That  Sir  Uoaso  Fopfaam,  in  being  detected  in  kr 
Ugl^  cnrvyiag  on  aa  iUepal  traffie,  had  acted  in  oootemft  of  the  law^ 
r,  ooBtrary  to  the  d«^  of  a  British  sali^eet»  and  to  the  di^ginr

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character  of  a  British  officer ;  and,  farther,  that  the  grant  of  J625,000by  Mr. 
Long  to  him  out  of  the  Droits  of  Admiralty,  had  been  a  gross  misapplication 
of  the  pablic  money.*'  After  solemn  debate  on  this  question,  not  a  single 
iiict  being  denied  or  disputed,  'the  Guardians  of  the  Public  Purse*  fully 
acquitted  Sir  Home  Popham  and  Mr.  Long  of  all  blame,  by  a  majority 
of  126  to  57 1  When  one  member  of  Puiiament  can  thus  ^ve  to  an- 
other such  a  sum  as  ^£25,000  out  of  the  Droits  of  Admiralty,  it  accounts 
for  that  loyal  clamour  which  has  been  so  often  heard  in  Parliament,  of 
this  fund  being  the  private  property  of  the  king.

TORY  TYRANNY  I 

Thr  Chronicle^  Free  Press,  and  Scots  Times,  have  been  doing  their  duty 
this  week  in  exposing  the  tyrannical  conduct  of  a  Tory  landlord  in  Stir- 
lingshire ;  but  they  have  not  been  giving  it  to  him  so  swuOy  as  he  deserves, 
and  we  therefore  strike  in  to  supply  the  deficiency.  All  our  readers  know 
that  a  keen  canvass  is  going  on  for  the  representation  of  Stirlingshire 
between  Admiral  Fleming  and  Mr.  Forbes  of  Gallender.  The  former  has 
ever  been  a  staunch  friend  of  the  people.  The  latter  never  did  any  thing 
for  them,  that  we  are  aware  of, — indeed,  he  is  a  mere  strippling,  bred  in 
a  high  Tory  nest,  where  the  son^  of  freedom  never  were  chaunted ;  and, 
accordingly,  his  friends  delight  in  calling  him  a  ^  ConservatisL**  His  real 
history  is  curious,  and  we  shall  probably  be  tempted  to  bring  it  out  by  and 
by ;  but,  in  the  meanwhile,  to  give  our  readers  some  farther  notion  of  what 
he  is,  we  here  add,  that  his  father  or  grandfather  was  taken  under  the  wing 
of  the  late  notorious  Lord  Melville,  and  from  poverty  rose  to  aiBuenoe. 
He  made  some  lucky  speculations,  the  fruits  of  which  his  worthy  heir  is  now 
reaping,  to  the  extent  of  upwards  of  £  10,000  per  annum !  Lord  Melville,  it 
is  known,  attempted  to  make  some  lucky  speculations  also,  but  he  was 
caught  in  the  act  of  pilfering  the  public  money,  or  diverting  it  to  his  own 
purposes,  to  such  an  enormous  extent,  that  he  was  publidy  impeached  fer 
it  before  Parliament,  and  although  Lord  Melville  narrowly  escaped  the 
sentence  of  guilt  by  a  very  smul  majority  in  his  favour  of  a  corrupt 
House  of  Commons,  many  members  of  which  were  his  own  servile 
creatures,  still  no  person  who  now  calmly  reviews  the  evidence  against 
Lord  Melville  and  nis  agents,  (some  of  whom,  we  find,  belonged  to  this 
here  county  of  Lanark,  and  their  successors,  Tories,  of  course,  are  now 
living  on  the  plunder  then  acquired,)  can  doubt  for  a  moment  that  Lord 
Melville  was  a  public  delinquent,  if  ever  there  was  one  in  this  world.  We 
shall  say  nothidg  farther  about  his  Lordship  at  present.  The  subject  is 
prolific,  and  we  must  return  to  it.  But  it  is  amusing  to  notice  the  **  de»» 
perate  fidelity*'  with  which  these  Tories,  and  their  descendants,  cling  to 
one  another,  even  after  there  is  no  hope.  In  Stirlingshire  young  Forbes 
is,  of  course,^  their  favourite.  He  is  patronized  and  muded  by  the  whole 
"  kith  and  kin**  of  the  Tories  in  that  district,  small,  luckily,  in  numb«ns» 
and  every  day  growing  **  beaudfully  lees.'*— >Bot  that  is  not  what  we 
could,  or  would  have  complained  of.  No. — Although  they  had  called 
young  Forbes  the  Ood  of  their  idolatry,  we  should  have  left  them  in  the 
undisturbed  enjoyment  of  him.  But  when  we  find  that  the  Tories  are 
now  attempting  to  carry  the  old  diabolical,— persecutin||[  spirit,  which 
they  were  wont  to  exercise  too  long  with  impunity,  again  into  opera- 
tion ; — when  we  find  that  they  are  directing  that  persecuting  spirit  towardB 
^- — HI4 .  individnalsy  in  some  measure  dependent  upon  uiem,  but  wbo^ 
^esiy  have  Uie  rirtue  and  the  patriotism  to  think  and  act  for  thenu 
is  time,  we  humbly  think,  that  the  Press  should  interfere  ia  the 
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•Mry«tio  BHUUMr;  for  it»  above  all  Uiiogs  on  earth,  is  the  arenger 
of  the  opprewed,  and  the  foe  of  tyrants. 

Theoe  remarks  are  elictted  from  us  ehiefly  in  consequence  of  the  glaring 
fixU  ^iom  ahont  to  be  stated.  In  the  TiUsge  of  Killeam — which,  by  the 
bTf  nras  the  birth-place,  if  we  mistake  not,  of  the  illustrious  George 
Baohaoan,  one  of  the  eariiest  historians  and  political  writers  of  Scotland, 
and  whoee  genius,  we  hope,  is  now  animating  the  inhabitants  of  Killearn— > 
a  strong  leeling  was  there  manifested,  the  other  day,  in  fiivour  of  Admiral 
Flensing.  This,  of  course,  occasioned  mighty  offence  to  the  Tories  in  that 
ncMibourhood.  In  particular,  it  reached  the  ears  of  John  Blackburn  ^ 
Kifieam,  who  was  rusticating  in  the  house  of  his  friend  Archibald 
GsMbell,  Esq.  of  Blythswood,  the  Tory  Lord-Lieutenant  of  the  county  of 
Renmw»  and  er  dmh  Member  for  Glasgow,  and  from  which  house  the 
iaOowing  ordinance  was  issued,  addressed  to  his  Ihotor,  ICr.  W.  G.  JoUy, 
who  haimens  also  to  be  the  factor,  or  son  of  the  fiustor,  of  his  Grace  the 
Doke  oi  Montrose,  Lord  Justice  Genersl  of  Scotland,  by  whom  it  was 
duly  proclaimed  to  the  riUagers  of  Killeam— no  doubt  in  the  expectation 
thst  It  would  prostrate  them  to  the  ground.

London,  14tb  August,  1832. 
Dear  Sir, — I  have  this  day  received  the  draft  of  the  Royal  Bank  on 
Messrs.  Coutts  &  Co.  for  j633  58.,  payable  on  3d  September,  and  shall 
oommunicate  with  the  Editor  of  the  liVeeMy  Despatch  now  to  apply  that 
amount  the  best  for  Sommerville's  advantage,  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  dis- 
charged. 

The  manner  in  which  the  poblto  have  taken  up  the  punishment  of  Som- 
merville, will  assist  us  greatly  in  putting  an  end  to  that  degrading  and 
disgusting  punishment  of  flomng  in  both  the  Navy  and  Army. 

We  hear  less  of  the  naval  floggings,  because  they  are  out  of  sight ;  but 
I  believe  them  to  be  in  many  oases  much  more  unjust  than  those  in  the 
Army,  because  in  the  Army  there  must  be  a  Court-Martial  previous  to 
punishment;  but  in  the  Navjr,  the  Captain  of  a  ship  can  tie  up  any  seaman 
to  the  gangway  without  inquiry  or  tnal. 

Such  proceedings  ought  not  longer  to  be  permitted ;  but  I  can  receive 
no  support  from  tne  nation,  although  I  have  often  brought  it  before  Par- 
liament. 

There  is  an  anacoountable'apathy  to  the  naval  and  military  flogginffs, 
which  in  the  Army  extend  often  to  4  or  500  lashes  for  offences  often  of  a 
doubtful  nature;  whilst  against  the  possibility  of  slaves  receiving  39  ladies^ 
there  are  thousands  of  petitions  and  advocates. 

Let  all  such  torture  be  put  an  end  to ;  but  do  not  let  us  forget  the  tor- 
ture and  sufferings  every  where  around  us,  of  tenfold  intensity  to  what  is 
^-  a  dutanoe,  to  which  we  give  so  much  sympathy.

But  as  I  doubt  not  they  may  be  tempted  to  deny  having 
used  any  such  means,  I  would  only  put  it  to  them  through  this  channel,  whether 
or  not  they  threatened  tbe  unskilled  politician  with  every  consequence  in  their 
power  if  he  dared  to  deny  them ;  or  whether  they  did  not  artfully  promise  a  re- 
duction of  rent  to  thoee  whom  they  feared  it  would  be  impoeslble  fo  force  by 
violent  measures  (which  reduction,  by  the  by,  would  not  come  amiss  to  most  of 
them  at  present)  ;  or  whether,  as  a  vtry  silly  expedient,  they  did  not  hold  np, 
that  before  a  twelvemonth  elapeed,  the  Reformers  would  give  a  free  trade  in 
grain,  and  thus  ruin  the  agricultural  interest  for  ever  ?  and  to  these  inquiries  I 
woald  let  their  own  consciences,  if  they  have  any,  respond.  Thus,  Sir,  by  these 
and  other  similar  means,  I  am  sure  that  In  too  many  instances  the  high  privilege 
of  the  franchise  will  be  neglected  altogether ;  or  if  the  tenants  avail  themselves 
of  It,  they  must  do  it  against  reason  and  ^elr  own  convictions.  But  if  the 
Tories  persist  in  the  like  open  and  iniquitous  courses,  there  needs  bot  one  remedy 
to  be  applied  to  prevent  them — I  need  not  say  what  that  Is — they  know  it  and 
foar  it.  And  I  hope,  Sir,  that  the  day  will  soon  dawn,  when  the  landlords*  un- 
due interest  over  the  political  opinions  of  their  tenants  will  only  be  reckoned 
among  things  which  were.  And  for  an  example  of  the  estimation  In  which 
tfasse  worthieg  hold  the  demonstration  of  public  opinion  by  the  working  classes  :— 
One  of  their  number  called  lately  upon  a  gentleman  In  the  neighbourhood,  and 
requested  his  vote  for  Sir  Alex.  Hope ;  bot  upon  being  informed  that  he  wonld 
support  Mr.  Vere,  he,  with  a  look  which  expressed  every  thing  but  satisfisetioo, 
exclaimed,  **  What !  would  you  vote  for  the  man  for  whom  Bathgate  weavera 
vote?'*  Thus,  Sir,  they  affSect  to  despise  the  poor  though  honest  artisan,  simply 
because  he  dares  to  express  his  approbation  of  a  man  wbo  fearleesly  struggled  for 
his  abased  rights. 

But,  Sir,  I  am  happy  to  Inform  you,  on  the  other  hand,  that  Mr.  Vere  is  ro- 
oelvsd  every  where  with  marks  of  esteem,  at  once  the  moot  flattering  and  pra- 
pitlouo ;  and  If  thoee  who  are  pledged  to  him  study  to  act  up  according  to  their 
promises,  no  doubt  remains  of  his  ultimate  success,  which  will  be  one  of  the 
noat  trlumpliant  victories  yet  achieved  by  the  people  In  this  quarter  over  a 
powerful  Tory  Interest.

it  a  plaoa  In  yoor  widdy  dvonlated  Gaxttu^  aa  it  thereby  may  be  tbo  means  of 
pcavantfaig  nnoy  of  oar  eraft  from  being  ao  shameAilly  impoeed  upon  in  tlmo 


The  pabUe are  waD  awmra  that  an  eztanalva  baking  eatablishmant  ^avriad 
on  in  Andarston,  but  vary  few  are  aware  of  the  mode  In  which  the  opentlva 
ant  la  managed ;  and  whUe  the  pnbMe,  by  supporting  tiiat  eatahllahasant, 
tbalr  approbation,  they  little  dream  of  the  excasstva  !■■■■■■  which  la 
mmmwjtmm^  ovor  Uio  vrorkmon ;  but  aa  wa  do  not  mean  to  ro^'  %a 

Prapriotora,  althoagh  it  ia  certainly  in  their  power  to  prr- 
aary  to  asplsin  natten  a  Uttla.     The  mode  In  whiah  ' 
la  aioiply  thiat  tha  Plwpfiateta 
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bread  at  Mi'muvb  money  for  each  bag  of  floor,  leaving  him  to  employ-  what  men 
be  pleaaes  to  execato  the  work. 

It  ie  the  manner  this  taek-maitcr  exercised  his  avarieious  autlkorlty  over  the 
vrorkmeii  whieh  has  called  forth  theee  remarlu.  Thie  unfeeling  fellonp-worfc- 
man*  Mr.  Editor,  had  the  effrontery  to  oommenee  his  tyrannical  career  by 
placing  aU  his  men  apon  a  moment's  warping,  which  he  no  doabt  inteniled  in 
the  iirst  place  would  operate  as  a  sort  of 

**  HangVDAn'a  whfp  to  baud  the  wretch  In  order }" 
and  no  sooner  did  he  discover  that  the  saving  of  a  man's  wage  wnn  so  much 
money  In  his  pocket  than  be  immediately  adopted  it,  and  to  such  an  extravagant 
length  did  his  unsatiable  appetite  for  money  carry  him,  that  eight  men 
had  often  to  do  the  work  of  twelve,  and  that  was  only  accomplished  by  working 
his  men  from  3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  till  9  o'clock  at  night,  and  all  this  for 
the  sum  of  eighteen  shillings  per  week,  or  Id.  per  hour ;  while  he,  the  fortunate 
chief  baker,  enjoyed  a  reversiou  after  paying  all,  of  ^*]0,  and  sometimes  more, 
every  week.  This  system  was  carried  on  with  little  vacation  for  the  last  two 
years,  most  of  which  time  we  have  reluctantly  been-  his  humble  slaves. 

This  unequal  division  of  the  price  of  labonr,  together  with  the  seeming  docile 
servility  of  the  bakers,  provoked  the  Proprietorsr  so  much,  that  thfcy  lately  broke 
the  price  of  their  work  one-tbird.  But  what  do  yon  think,  Mr.  £ditor,  the 
task-master  was  again  at  bis  post.  He,  fotaooth,  must  have  a  nibble  some  other 
way,  and  immediately  commenced  boarding  and  lodging  on  the  cheap  ; — married 
Or  single,  it  is  all  the  same  to  him— he  must  have  eight  shillings  a- week,  and 
ibur  of  that  eight  to  himself.  Porridge  and  sour  milk  for  breakfast — a  decoction 
of  bones,  procured  by  hunting  the  whole  city,'  for  dinner — and  about  9  o'clock 
at  night  a  little  of  the  eoai'sest  of  our  own  work  with  sma*  beer  for  supper. 
Tills  usage,  with  the  same  oppressive  hours  of  labour  as  befbre,  was  too  much 
for  human  endurance.  £ven  the  bakers,  Mr.  Editor,  had  the  courage  to  resist ; 
three  of  us  left  the  work  in  one  night,  with  feelings  easier  conceived  than  de- 
scribed.

THB  P£8TiVAL  OF  THE  NATIONAL  POLITICAL  UNION.

DROITS  OF  THE  ADMIRALTY. 

[Continued  Aroxn  page  IKlj 

Ths  way  in  which  the  Mev,  W.  B,  DioMs,  the  author  of  a  work  on 
*'  Rural  Sports,"  became  entitled  to  £5077  out  of  the  faad  for  the  main- 
tenance  or  maritime  righto,  is  worth  desoribinff* 

A  Mr.  Jacob,  the  owner  of  the  privateer  Daphne^  captored,  in  1709  or 
1800,  the  t^rench  vessel  Ciroe,  worth  j£30^000,  whioh  was  condemned  ae 
lawful  prize,  and  all  claim  to  the  contrary  di«re|rarded.  The  year  and  day 
for  appeal  having  transpired,  the  condemnation  beoame  final,  and  jC  15^000 
was  shared  among  the  captors.  Ten  thousand  pounds  more  lay  ready  to 
be  distributed.  At  this  point  of  time,  informatioB  was  laid  against  Mr. 
Jacob,  for  having  disregarded  the  33d  of  Geo.  III.  by  which  the  master 4if 
the  crew  of  a  privateer  before  sailing  is  enacted.  On  the  letter  of  thia  law 
they  were  convicted;  the  £  10,000 stopped  ;  and  the  j6  15^000  recovered; 
all  of  whioh  became  Droits  of  Admiralty.  The  mere  ignoranoe  of  the  law 
M'as  admitted  as  no  excuse  for  Mr.  Jacoo,  and  the  result  to  him  wai,  beaidas 
the  loss  of  his  prize,  coats  to  the  amount  of  j€  1700,  and  utter  ruin.  FVon 
having  been  in  a  respectable  trade,  he  was  thrown  into  jail,  and  redoned 
to  beggary.  But  on  whose  authority  does  the  reader  imagine  Mr.  Jaooh 
and  his  family  were  reduced  to  beggar?  ?  Here  it  will  be  necessary  to 
introduce  the  Rev.  Mr,  Diuuels.  This  gentleman,  aiter  pubUmag 
his  work  on  "  Rural  Sports,"  had  been  confined  for  debt,  and  reduoed,  aa 
Lord  Brougham  stated,  to  the  condition  of  a  '  primitive  Chrtatian.'  After 
all  other  attempts  to  patch  up  his  broken  fortune  had  failed,  he,  at  last, 
turned  a  broker  in  evidence,  and  procured  two  men,  of  the  names  of 
Thatcher  and  Guzman,  one  of  whom  bad  been  convicted  of  perjury,  and 
the  other  had  been  flogged  at  the  cart's  tail,  to  swear  aa  much  as  waa 
necessary  to  convict  Mr.  Jacob.  For  this  signal  service,  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Daniels  received  ^5077  out  of  the  Admiralty  Droita^and  the  fint  of 
his  witnesses  £87 :  13 : 7,  as  a  gratuity  for  evidence  given  / 

Besides  the  payment  to  Sir  Home  Popham,  and  Messrs.  Stoddart  and 
Daniels,  there  are  others  auite  as  extraordinary  and  unaccountable.  There 
is  a  sum  of  £2250  grantea  to  Sir  George  Young,  on  the  20th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1803,  being  one-third  of  the  Dutch  ship  Frederick,  taken  at  the  Cape. 
The  item  is  remarkable,  because  at  the  time  Sir  George  is  represented 
capturing  ships  at  the  Cape  he  was  serving  in  parliament  aa  member  for 
Honiton,  filled  a  lucrative  situation,  and,  on  failing  in  a  subsequent  ele<v 
tion,  was  appointed  governor  of  that  Colony.  The  Earl  of  Dunmore  ia 
also  down  for  the  sum  of  £2792,  under  similar  circumstances.  Lord 
Stowell  is  inserted  for  £9.32, "  for  services  in  deciding  upon  cases  relative 
to  American  captures."  There  are  two  grants  to  Lord  Keith  of  £20,621 
and  £1800,  to  make  up  losses  he  had  sustained  from  an  action  brooght 
against  him  for  torongfuUy  detaining  aa  American  ship  at  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope.  There  is  a  grant  of  £700  to  one  Captain  Temple,  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  a  prosecution  for  the  alleged  murder  of  a  seaman,  (^ 
which  crime  he  haa  been  acquitted;  and  another  grant  of  £219  to  a 
Turk,  for  some  losses  he  had  sustained  at  Constantinople. 

The  objects  for  which  all  these  grants  have  been  made  appear  very 
questionable  and  mysterious.  Let  us  now  come  to  the  larger  sumSb  To 
that  pious  nobleman,  Lord  (lambier,  the  great  patron  of  Bible  Societies^ 
and  to  Lord  Cathcart,  is  the  enormous  sum  of^  £348,621,  as  their  shaco 
of  the  prize-money  at  the  memorable  expedition  to  Copenhagen.  There 
is  another  enormous  pjayment  to  One  Jolm  Alcock,  <*  to  be  by  him  paid 
over  to  the  merchants^  &c.  trading  to  Spain,  whose  property  had  been 
- — — ♦^ — 4  in  1796  and  1797.'^     Another  singukr  item  of  £54,921  ii 
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•ntcfted  «•  an  **  indtmnification  to  sandry  oommanden  of  hit  MiuMty'8 
•biM  for  condemaatianii,  hy  a  Coort  of  Vio»-Admtralty,  at  Capo  Nioola 
Motoy  afiarwaardi  found  not  to  have  Jurisdiction,**  A  sum  of  £887  to 
Gftptain  Sponoer,  in  the  year  1807,  pursuant  to  his  Majesty's  warrant; 
£IOJSOO  and  £1900  to  WiUiam  Bourne  and  others,  as  commissioners  of 
Spaaiah  and  Portuguese  property. 

The  eomplexion  of  all  these  gfrants  is  bad  enough.  We  shall  now  speak 
of  Che  iaunense  sums  taken  out  of  this  fond  by  the  different  branches  of 
tfio  Royal  Family ;  and  the  reader  must  bear  in  mind  that  these  {grants  are 
iadepoodeot  of  the  enormous  ineomes  they  derive  from  parliamentary 
fraats.  The  droits  have  foimed  an  inexhaustible  mine  for  relieving  the 
■tieo  of  the  king,  the  regent,  the  princess  and  princesses,  in  all  their 
imeats.  The  fiusiiitv  with  which  money  was  granted  by  different 
from  this  fnnd,  rendered  economy  on  uieir  part  wholly  unneces* 
stfy.  Prior  to  1818,  there  had  been  taken  from  the  droits  the  enormous 
snm  of  £760fiOO,  simply  for  the  pavment  of  the  tradesmen's  bills  of  the 
king's  hoiisahold.  The  sums  granted  in  aid  of  the  civil  list,  from  1793  to 
1818,  amounted  to  £1,324,000.  The  sums  paid  during  the  same  period^ 
la  different  branches  of  the  royal  family,  amounted  to  £966,331  :  17  :  3L 
Besides  these  sums,  £58^000  was  granted  to  defray  the  expenses  of  add]« 
tioaal  boildingB  and  ftimitnre  at  Brighton.  The  sum  of  £14,579,  for 
addicioaal  expenses  in  the  household,  occasioned  by  the  visits  of  foreign 
prineeo.  The  expenses  of  the  royal  visits  to  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  Han* 
•roTy  aoumntiny  to  £70,000,  were  paid  out  of  the  Admiralty  droits. 
Frem  the  same  inexhaustible  fund  is  tne  royal  dole  of  £5000  to  the  poor 
of  Sj^iiaifiekb.  DonbUess  this  act  of  charity  would  have  been  more 
grscMMS  had  the  donation  proceeded  from  the  privy  purse  instead  of  from 
a  land  wfaicby  if  it  does  not  belong  to  the  nation,  unquestionably  belongs 
to  the  ehlps^  officers,  and  seamen  of  the  navy.  The  last  payment  out  of 
the  droits  we  shall  noticej^s  one  in  1889,  to  John  Culvert,  Esq.,  £9,166,  to 
defmy  the  expenses  incurred  **  in  fitting  up  and  finishing  the  noute  of  Us 
Royil  Highneos  IIm  Doke  of  aarence.*'

People  yet 
unborn  shall  think  of  us,  they  shall  weep  for  us,  and  callusthopatnots  of 
old  t  while  the  memory  of  those  our  enemies  shall  sink  in  aMlvion  I  Let 
us  dimw  our  swords,  my  brave  heroes  (said  he),  let  us  coualder  that  wo 
are  going  to  fight  for  our  lives,  our  liberties,  our  all,  our  ovory  tbin^  that 
we  hold  dear  in  existonoe  I"  At  these  words,  thousands  of  rusty  imple- 
ments  of  death  made  their  appeaninoe;  each  visage,  though  it  bore  the  marks 
of  long  and  sore  oppression,  had  something  of  resentment  in  it ;  I  could 
hear  no  more  distinctly,  but  "  Retaliation !  retaliation !"  re-echoed  from 
every  voice.

men  have  toiled  hard  to  procure  wherewith  to  subsist  upon,  these  demona 
(as  I  am  forced  to  call  tnem)  have  torn  the  hard'eamea  bread  from  these 
poor  but  honest  operatives,  that  their  own  vicious  apetitos  might  feast  in 
luxury;  but  God  (continued  he)  will  bless  these  poor  people!*'  80  eayingy 
he  assumed  another  shape,  and  vanished  in  a  moment.  I  was  left  in  won- 
der. At  this  moment,  the  vapours  rushed  upon  my  brain;  f  awakened,— 
and  found,  to  my  great  astonishment,  that  all  was  a  dream !  R.  G.

Sir,— As  ft  rmitT  of  yoar  Meful  poblteatlon,  our  attf  ntfon  has  been  occailooallf 
^Irntod  to  vaiioas  eneroachments  on  public  foot-paths  in  the  Yidnity  of  Glaagpvr, 
and  considering  the  service  which  such  are  to  our  ooofined  and  aver-wreaght 
population,  for  tba  parposea  hoftb  of  health  and  recreation,  I  cannot  say  but  I 
ieel  a  pftog  of  regret,  not  only  for  these  elassee,  but  for  those  who  are  so  hard- 
hearted aa  wantonly  to  deprive  them  of  any  of  their  little  comforts  and  enjay- 
ments.     You  have  freq^uently  appealed  to  the  "  Clyde  Committee,**  or  thoat 
who  conducted  the  Important  case  against  Harriet  as  the  guardians  or  protectors 
of  poblic  prlrilegeo*  bnt  I  am  not  aware  that  snch  a  committee  now  exists.    Afler 
tba  aettlament  &f  that  ease  (so  far  as  it  could  be  settled),  their  work  waa  per- 
Ibrmed,  and  I  can  assure  you,  from  personal  experience  that  for  more  than  atz 
ywra,  tbeir  task  waa  no  aiaeooie,  and  the  poblic  may  well  heartily  and  satisfSie- 
tsrilj  anqnlt  tbam  of  any  mare  laboor  In  sfmllar  business,  unless  they  feel  atiU 
aHf«  to  tho  aame  old  good  cause,  and  renew  their  exertions.     Why  the  Wiik 
frasn  Dalmamoek  Bridge  to  Carmyle  was  not  cleared  from  all  obatraetlona,  par- 
ticularly a  rery  formidable  one  In  Dalbeth  Bnrtt,  it  was  no  fiinH  of  tbat  Com- 
mitteo,  who,  in  regard  to  thie  (am,  bad  varioua  eananltatlona  with  the  proprie- 
tor neighbourfng  to  Harrie,  in  order  that  tlio  pablio  might  be  aoeommodated  by 
a  bridge,  or  some  other  mode  of  passage,  bnt  who,  with  inveterate  obatinacy, 
apposed  every  meaaure,  and  to  thwart  audi  powor  would  have  been  nselcsa,  aa, 
if  any  erection  had  been  made,  every  new  morning  would  have  found  the  eiforta 
of  a  pneeding  day  demolished.     I  think  it  now  properly  becomes  those  In  whoae 
vicinity  any  encroachments  may  take  place,  espeeially  to  look  after  their  own 
interests,  either  by  forming  local  oommittaea,  to  wateh  over  the  proeeedh>g«  of 
the  usurpers,  or  to  collect  monay,  Ibc.  in  oaso  of  osming  to  lAe  tenOek  in  a  Court 
of  Law.     The  opinion  of  the  Judge  on  the  trial  of  Harvie*s  case,  settled  soma

prietor can  infringe ;  but  if  it  can  be  proved  tbat  the  use  of  a  loot  road,  though  it 
aaay  have  been  engaged  from  time  immemorial,  baa,  at  any  tkne,  been  obotructed, 
and  shut  up  for  seven  years,  so  tbat  during  tbat  period  the  public  have  not  bx- 
erslaed  what  in  law  is  called  their  Jui  apaiiamdi,  or  right  of  walking,  their  privi- 
lege is  lost.— or,  in  other  worda,  that  40  years*  "  use  and  wont"  of  a  foot-road 
osMbllshes  its  use  to  the  public,  and  tbAt  seven  yeara*  intsrrnption  destroys  it.— 
These  prineiplee  wcro  clearly  elicited  in  the  case  of  Harvie,  when  many  inpsdl* 
aants  and  obstructions  wcro  proved,  bnt  none  of  them  of  suAcieut  dnrotion  to 
oaostltnte  entire  prohibition.     Another  fruit  of  the  opinion  above  roferred  to,  Is 
a  Tsry  salutary  one  for  any  party  aggrieved,  if  not  convenient  to  enter  a  Court 
•f  Law,  but  with  the  wish  to  maintain  their  right,  and  keep  it  open,  that, 
wbero  a  foot-path  has  been  obetraeted,  it  is  only  required  of  the  parties  aggrioved

Martin,  a  tailor  in  High««treot ;  la  tha  oourse  of  duty  I  was  called  to  Interfere, 
aod  the  parties  being  drank  and  disorderly  at  half  paet  3  of  the  maming  oC 
Thursday  the  I'btb  Juno  last,  they  were  conducted  to  the  Office.  Martin  waa 
dnad  in  15e.,  the  other  foar  delinquents  in  .5a.  eaeh,  aad  damages  were  awarded 
ta  ma  to  the  extent  of  7a.  Fortanately  for  M*  Go  waa,  in  the  abaenee  of  snflU 
oieat  evidenee,  and  by  my  neglect  in  not  representing  his  barbarous  conduct  ta 
myself,  he  was  acquitted  ;  but  never  was  I  engaged  In  such  a  turasoil,  and  nevsr 
was  my  life  In  mora  imminent  danger.

SCOTCH  CIVIL  LIvSr—GIBRALTAa  DUTIES— ESCHEATS— 
DUCHIES  OF  CORNWALL  AND  LANCASTER— FINES 
AND   PENALTIES 

Wb  shall  only  briefly  notice  the  remaining  brancheB  of  the  hereditary 

revenutai  ' 

The  Scotch  Hereditary  He  venae  formb  a  t^ird  Tuud  at  the'dtsposal  of 
miiMStera,  over  -whiob,  previous  to  the  accession  of  Lord  Grey*s  Ministry^ 
there  was  no  legislative  control  further  than  when  grants  had  been  irrevo- 
cably made  f^om  it  they  were,  pro  Jbrmd,  submitted  to  parifament. '  It 
yields,  annuallv,  above  £100,000,  and  accrues  chiefly  from  croifn-rents, 
customs,  hereditary  excise,  fines,  and  forfeitures.  About  two^hirds  of 
the  produce  are  paid  in  pensions,  the  remainder  iii  donations  to  the  epis- 
oopu  clergy,  to  tne  Caleaonian  bunt,  for  providing  cqach-houses  and  stables 
for  the  barons  of-tfae  Exchequer,  and  other  objects  of  apparently  no  public 
utility^  Scotland  has  lately  got  rid  of  the  Tory  incubus  by  which  she  was 
so  long  deluded  and  oppressed.  Prior  to  this  relief,  slie  seldom  petitioned 
Ibr  PoKticai  Reform,  and  the  spring  of  her  scribMing  and  clamoiAwg 
l<^ty  vay  be>  easily  divlnerl,  sinoa  inliio  other  pari  of  l>he.  Unit^  (ho^- 
dom  was  loyalty  so  well  paid^  for  in  no  other  part  were  there  such  ample 
f\tnds  to  reward  devotion  to  ministers..  The  aaauat  value  of  plkces  and 
l^enstons  sfwred- among- Scotch  freeholders  and  burghmonger^  is  estimated 
at  oiM  miUion  seven  himdred.  oindfifljf  thw^fmd  pounds^  equ4  to  taU  the 
rental  of  the  kingdom.  In  the  Third  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
ISirpeiuiiture,  ih  1808,  it  is  remarked  that  Scotch  pensions,  which,  ^t  the 
^omsMBoepMnt  of  the  neiga  ofOeoi^  HL  amounted  onlytol^in  the

GIBRALTAR  DUTl^. 

A  fourth  source  of  royal  income  is  the  surplus  of  the  GibraUor  JhiHas* 
U  is  provided,,  by  the  original  charter,  granted  to  this  place,  by  Queen 
^ttn,  ih  1704,  that,  for  the  augmentation  of  trade,  no  duty  or  iniposition 
glM^  ba  irapoeed  upoajmv  vessel  tmding  oc  touching  at  the  port;  and  tiu^ 
ih^  -{goods  and  chattels  or  the  inhabitants  shaU,  enjoy  an  immuuity  irons 
taxation.  In  violation  of  these  chartered  privileges  various  taXes  have 
'teed,  and  the  chief  portion  of  thei  proceeds  therefrom^  diiring^tiie 
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!•!•  rtlgtiy  were  paid  oT^r  to  8ir  WiUiam  Bjiighton  fer  tbe  o»e  of  the 
kuuf**  privy  puiee.  These  taxes  w«re  levied  witfaoiit  the  authority  of 
paniament,  merely  on  the  authori^  of  the  goveraor;  and  some  rec^t  m^ 
pmitions  appear  a  tax  on  liberty  qfcofudeiuxr'^xie  being  a  eHmtation-taj^, 
of  ten  dollars  each,  impoeed  on  Roman  CathoHos  and  Jews.  Taxes  havf 
also  been  imposed  on  licenses  to  sell  spirits,  fishSng^boats,  lighters,  and 
biUinrd  tables.  The  surplus  of  the  Oibraltar  Duties  produced,  over  and 
above  salaries  and  charges  from  1760  to  1820,  between  one  and  two  hun*- 
dred  thousand  pounds;  in  the  year  ending  5th  of  January,  1830,  they  pro- 
duced Jg  1 1,498,  of  which  ^5000  was  paid  into  the  privy-purse.  Tbe/col- 
lector  of  these  imposts-  resides,  we  brieve,  in  Lincoln's  Inn,  and  executes 
his  doty  by  depu^. 

ESCIIBATS,  ^C. 

The  efttatea  of  lunatics,  bastards,  and  others  dying  intestate  and  without 
heiri,  form  a  fifth  branch  of  the  casual  revenues  of  the  Crown,  under  the 
denomination  of  Escheats,  The  proceeds  from  this  source  are  consider- 
able, amounting,  in  th«  reign  of  (George  III.  to  j£323,424.*  The  King's 
share  of  the  estate  of  Mr.  Newport,  a  lunatic,  amounted  to  ^113,000. 
P«>or  TrauibacX's  money  shared  a  similar  Ihte — bnt  here  **  hangs  a  tale,*' 
which  umi  must  exphiin,  and  hit  \fh\6h  purpoie  wb  shaU  fimt  call  in  Mr. 
Wmggamer^

Sure  enough  the  "  money  haa  gone  to  the  Crown,**  The  will  was  set 
aside  by  Lord  Eldoo,  and  the  property  applied  to  liquidate  the  royal  debt^ 
It  was  a  windfall  to  the  Sovereign,  of  wnich,  as  Mr.  Tiemey  remarked^ 
the  public  would  never  have  obtained  any  knowledge,  had  not  the  civillist 
been  in  arrear,  and  it  became  necessary  to  apply  to  parliament  for  an  addi- 
tional allowance.f  How  the  civil  list  became  in  arrear  it  may  be  worth 
while  explaining.  In  1816,  the  late  Ring,  then  Regent,  bad  incurred  an 
eoormoos  debt  in  cons»eciueuce  of  living,  as  he  mostly  did,  in  a  profuse  and 
riotous  manner.  The  Lord  Chamberhiin  applied  to  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasory  to  know  bow  this  debt  was  to  be  discharged.  The  Lords  of  tfi^ 
Treaaory,  after  much  consultation,  determined  that  the  debt,  amounting 
Co  jC277,000,  ahould  be  defrayed  partly  out  of  the  money  bequeathed  by 
Mr.  Trcmtbaek^  for  charitable  uses,  partly  out  of  the  Droits  of  Admiralty  !^ 
Thusy  the  money  piously  left  to  clothe,  educate,  and  maintain  poor  children. 
was  applied  to  pay  the  fumiture-bills,  tailor-bills,  haberdasher-bilb,  and 
btfia  perhaps  of  a  still  less  creditable  description,  of  the  Frioce  Regent.

willy  would  have  been  suffered  to  go  to  the  noble  objects  for  -which  it  had 
been  so  generously  bequeathed. 

DUJ3BIES  OF  GORDiWALL  AND  LANCASTBR. 

A  sixth  source  of  royal  income  is  from  the  Duchies  of  Cornwall  and 
Lancaster.  When  there  is  no  Prince  of  Wa]e%  or  during  his  minority, 
and  there  is  no  Duke  of  Cornwall  of  a  proper  age  to  receive  the  revenues, 
amounting  to  £15,000  a-year,  they  are  claimed  by  the  crown.  The  duchy 
of  Lancaster  yields  an  income  to  the  Ring  of  .610,000  per  annum.  Both 
sums  are  paid  into  the  prwif*pur$e^^ih9  nature  of  which  will  be  explained 
afterwards. 


DENNIS  COLLINS. 

This  poor  old  superannuated  Sailor,  who,  in  a  moment  of  frenzy, 
threi^  a  stone  at  the  bead  of  the  King,  has  been,  for  so  doing,  found 
guilty  of  high  treason,  and  sentenced  to  be  banged,  beheaded,  and 
quartered.  The  barbarous  sentence  is  not  to  be  carried  into  execution. 
For  the  King  has  generously  and  humanely  commanded  that  Dennis 
shall,  be  reprieved.  This  was  only  what  might  have  been  expected 
from  bis  Majesty ;  yet,  strange  to  say,  the  bloodthlraty  Toriu  are 
crjriDg  out  for  the  execution  of  the  poor  maniac,  for  such  be  is,— they 
forgetting  that  their  friend  Wetherall  escaped  at  Bristol,  though,  if  ever 
a  man  deserved  to  gibbetted  for  that  afair,  he  was  the  one. 

MR.  COBBETTS  VISIT  TO  IRELAND  AND  SCOTLAND. 

I  am  particularly  anxious  to  see  Ireland ;  because  of  all  the  matters  that 
can  engage  our  attention,  none  are  of  so  much  importance  as  those  which 
aflfoct  Ireland ;  an^  it  signifies  not  to  waste  words  upon  the  subject ;  for 
that  country  must  be  raised  up  before  this  country  can  cease  to  be  drag- 
ged down.

The  conduct  of  the  Scotch,  with  regard  to  fhta 
qnestion.of  Reform,  has  been,  from  first  to  last,  exemplary  bevond  descrip- 
tion ;  and  they  are  now  setting  an  example  to  the  whole  kingdom ;  aa 
example  of  good  sense  and  public  spirit  beyond  all  praise.  I  have  always 
wished  to  have  an  opportunity  of  dating  a  Register  from  Paisley;  and 
now  I  am  very  likely  to  have  that  opportunity.  I  wish  also  to  see  my 
com  growing  m  Scotland.  I  sent  to  Paisley  some  ears  of  a  sort  of  com 
still  earlier  than  that  which  I  have  cultivated.  I  hope  that  I  shall  see  it 
growing  and  flourishing.  Hardly  anything  that  I  could  name  would  give 
me  so  much  pleasure  as  to  be  the  cause  of  bestowing  this  blessing  upon 
Scotland.  In  "  Modem  Athens,*'  where  I  shall  have  so  manv  Demos- 
theneses  for  my  auditors,  and  so  many  and  such  sharp  pens  to  cntfcise  my 
performance,  X  must  put  on  my  best  airs.  Faith !  I  must  cast  off  the 
^rrey-chopstick,  and  assume  something  of  the  Ciceronian  suavity.  This 
f  take  me  some  time  in  the  way  of  preparation.  In  short,  as  soon  as  I 
.  *k^  Tureed,  1  must  make  myself  as  much  a  new  man  as  I  ci|B.  A

It  thus  appears  the  peace  ettablishment  of  1831  exceeds  that  of  1792 
m  than  threefold,  and  that,  since  1815,  upwards  of  230  millions  have 
been  expended  on  soldiers,  sailors,  ships,  and  artillery ;  although  we  hare 
been  all  the  time  in  a  state  of  genenu  tranooillity.

Sir,— Here  is  a  whole  family,  a  father  and  five  sons,  who  hsve  got  upon  our 
mannfaoturing  pasture ;  and  as  you  inrite  me  to  give  you  the  names  of  thoea 
selfish  grinders  who  will  not  pay  like  other  people  for  their  pastursge,  I  shall 
endeavour  to  delineate  them  so  as  a  blind  man  may  know  them  by  the  smelL 
The  father,  old  slavo'drlver,  alias  old  Crackers,  has  been  the  honoured  instrument 
in  producing  a  breed  of  Uie  finest  looking  animals  In  the  manufacturing  pastur- 
age. None  to  equal  them  can  be  seen  in  the  weet  of  Scotland.  But  as  old 
Crackers  had  neglected  to  give  them  Christian  baptism,  the  good  folks  of  Paisley 
have  determined  that  they  shall  not  live  amongst  them  in  a  Heathen  state.  So 
they  have  yclept  the  whole  breed  as  follows :

As  to  thair  anfanal  pgeportlone,  thoy  ai«  not  eo  laige  as  Flush  Vfm,  m4  hkvn 
not  been  eo  long  upon  the  psature ;  bat  I  believe  they  will  prodttoe  aa  moeh  boaf 
and  tallow  as  Flush  Will,  for  they  are  flne-loelting,  veund-made  nBlinals^  whh 
skins  glittering  like  otters,  or  like  some  deeked  Quaker,  who  has  never  waalsd 
his  lungs  with  words  having  more  syllables  than  yea  or  any.     Bo*  tiief '  tOf 
two  of  the  moot  brasen-faeed  animali  that  are  upon  the  pailnrage.     They  sfif 
before  they  will  give  tenpenoe  for  the  running  ell  of  pasture,  tlray  wfH  tmlker 
give  np  the  pasturage  altogether.

Several  of  the  gentlemen  present  Inqali^  what  was  the 
meaning  of  all  this  uproar?  when  they  were  told  that  these  grinders  were  only 
Reformers  In  name ;  that  they  were  ^e  lowest,  meanest,  basest  reptiles  on  the 
manufteturing  pastnrage.     To  this  some  of  the  true  friends  of  Reform  TefAini, 
By  0-»d,  it  is  well  done ;  thrust  those  impoetors  out  «f  the  Conneil !     Bnltt 
appears  these  animals  see  the  approaching  storm,  for  ever  elnee  they  were  de- 
tected in  purchasing  cheap  pasture,  they  have  never  appeared  upon  the  tiieatre 
of  Reform ;  nay,  they  have  branded  themselves  with  eternal  infomy,-  and,  I 
imlUve.  sunk  never  to  rise  again  In  the  eetimatlon  of  any  rsspeetable  aoeiety:

Bat  for  the  reet  of  tboea  aafiaala^  kk  will  votnivi'  a  fhtntfa  letter^  audi  as  Sir 
Bobby«  and  Sir  Harry  Capital,  who  ieaa  little  a  eontemptible  pieee  of  maebiaery 
an  walks  upon  the  whole  pastare.  He  talks  aboat  capital,  the  thiof  foi^ttlof 
that  all  his  capital  (if  he  has  any)  has  sprung  from  labonr.  Take  that  from  him, 
and  I  wlU  ask  little  Sir  HariT^what  will  be  do,  ^  to  dig  ha  canifot,  and  to  beg 
iM  will  be  ashamed.*' 

Now,  Sir.  I  think  I  hare  shewn  yon  that  we*  rear  the  finent  looking  animals 
la  Scotland  on  oar  pasturage ;  and  if  yon  woold  have  the  goodness  to  persoado 
aaaM  one  or  other  of  yoor  ac^oalntancea  to  come  and  try  our  pasture,  although 
thoy  have  not  much  sense.  If  they  have  capital,  as  little  Sir  Harry  says,  they 
will  meet  with  every  kind  reception  from  your  sincere  friend  and  constant

Mi^  £onoa,— To«  saase  time  ago  did  me  the  honour  of  pubUehing  a  latter  on 
tha  dlatnsa  of  the  wvHiklag  dasaes,  partiealarly  the  Weavers,  who,  by  a  state- 
aaaot  I  gave  ara  not  In  the  looeipt  of  mora  than  slapenoa  per  week,  in  many 
imtanni^  fcr  all  the  parpoosa  of  fiually  eupport.  That  thia  is  deplorable^  1a- 
daad,  taaat  ba  admittad  by  every  mind  that  la  not  caUona  to  the  aiyent  eaUs  of  Jna- 
tioa  aad  baoumlty.  While  oar  better-paid  operatlvea  ara  doomed  to  toll  a  length 
at  time  lalaileal  to  their  health  and  moral  Improvement,  with  no  shorter  term 
af  «aartio%  the  poor  Wmvar  has  to  eabmit  to  all  that  Is  Implied  In  desttta- 
tiao  utd  'waet.  Upoa  the  whole,  we  have  a  plotara  of  crnelty  and  reftaed  oppree- 
aiai^  the  like  of  which  was  never  axhibited  la  any  ooontry  of  the  globe.  I  will 
nat  icaabia  yoa  with  Idle  i^^grets,  why  this  state  of  thli^  baa  been  allowad  aa 
la^g.to  oootlaaei  hat  will  givo  the  bints  I  premleed  at  the  oondoaioa  of  my  laat; 
— ^stp  la  addition  to  what  a  Belbnned  Fhriiamaat  la  genaraiUy  expected  to  do 
fn  allevlaHag  dlitrea%  by  ddng  away  all  moaopdies,  te.  It  la  dmirable  to  look 
at  the  veal  state  of  the  working  population,  or  rather  the  working  dases 
oagbt  to  look  to  their  own  case,  and  If  the  things  generally  Intended  by

Ths  ill t fin—  iiibfect  of  tfaia  Memoir  ia  tbe  eMmt  aon  of  ■  ^Dtleman 
•f  tBDtfl  brtuiM,  but  anciflat  family,  ia  Cumberland.  Hia  mother 
na  tbe  danghter  of  a  Scotcb  clergynuu) ;  in  tbe  maniion  of  wboee 
<ndMr,  OD  IM  Castle  Hill  of  Ediobmrgb,  tbe  fatber  of  Lord  Brongbam 
lodged  whiB  proaecating  bit  ttudiei  at  tbe  Unireraity.  Charoben, 
tba  laborioaa  topognpbical  biatoriao  of  Modem  Athena,  at^tea  that 
Lord  Brangham  waa  bora  in  St.  ADdrew'a  Square  ia  that  dty  in  tbe 
y«r  1779,  and  ia  coaaequently  in  hia  fifty-third  yeu.  Tbe  Canily  of 
the  late  Mr.  Bro^tam  conaiated  of  three  other  aona,  viz.  John,  an 
•ilCMre  wine-merchant  in  Edingurgh,  vbo  died  at  Boologne,  three 
nara  mdcm;  Jamea,  the  Engliab  Baniater,  who  formerly  aat  with 
Baron  Abercromby  in  parliament  for  Tregooy,  and  uta  at  praaent  for 
Winchelaea,  which  hia  diatioguisbed  brother  for  aeverd  yeara  repre- 
teated ;  and  William,  alio  an  English  BartUter,  who  baa  recently  beeo 
■wuialed  to  a  high  office  in  Chancery,  and  uta  a*  Member  for  the 
BefMigh  of  SoBthwark,  London. 
U 1800,  being  then  in  the  twenty-firat  year  of  hia  age,  Mr.Brougbam 
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NtiiMg  with  kit  Mrly  Mmptniont  ind  frivWdt,  Mr.  J.  A.  Mnmy,  md 
Mri  iUmy  Conkhum^  tli«  prttent  SoKcitor-Geaenil  of  Scothmd,  was 
i!iili«(l  to  tn«  bftr  of  the  HuprMiie  Court  of  Edinbargh,  where  be  pnus- 
^i«l«d  fur  flome  time  with  oon»id#rable  t uocess.  It  wu  while  at  the 
Nt!dt(*h  Bar  that,  In  ronjunctioa  with  hi«  other  early  eompantoas  and 
fri^tiflfit  tha  lata  Mr.  Francin  Homer  and  Mr.  Jeffrey  (Lord  Advocate),- 
hn  ptmini^d  anil  mtiibll«hod  the  Edinburgh  Bevieys  <»f  which  he  was 
for  timnv  yenm  a  moit  able  and  constant  supporter.  About  this  time 
also  \\p  ua'oamit  a  msuiber  of  the  celebrated  Debating  Society  at  Edin- 
htiryth. 

Alihouith  profasiilonally  a  lawyer,  Mr*  Brouf^ham's  ambition  soon 
b(*rani('  tlirf»oti»d  to  the  Senate,  and  he  therefore  proceeded  to  London, 
wUpm^  hhi  matchless  talents  soon  became  known,  and  were  duly  ap- 
prt^t'lali'dt  It  U  said  tikai  his  practice  as  an  Advocate  for  the  first 
v^ar  bf^HMV  the  Kng^ish  courts,  yielded  him  upwsrds  of  £4000 ;  and 
nis  mnolumenm  dniivif  tihs  anbsequent  yearg  of  his  practice,  most  have 
conshli»»'ahly  incwsi^.  A  Tory  writer  lately  observed  timt  "  it  was 
an  InHrncti^^e  <k\amp)«'  ^  llie  working  of  our  (late)  admirable  system 
o(^  repfeft<»ntstmn,  that  ^^eiarT  Brougham,  the  greatest  orator  and  states* 
fnan  thst  porhH|>^  <^nr  <xaii|jrf>tened  Parliament,  was  indebted  for  his 
iN^t  to  tlto  p>)tmna$^f  ^  a  borough-holding  Peer."

justice,  tkejr  adopted  a  ceiirae  which  brought  such  mitery  on  thei# 
own  eubfiM^  at  well  at  thoee  of  a  neighbouring  state— ithey  made  war 
agaiiMt  that  unoffeading  country,  whidi  foond  little  retson  to  fsKcitate 
ttaelf  on  its  ooaqoerors  being  distiogaished  by  Christian  feelrogs.  The 
war  egiiost  Poland,  and  the  subsequent  pertition  of  that  devoted 
cooatry,  were  prefaced  by  language  very  similar  to  that  which  this 
treaty  contains ;  and  the  proclamation  of  the  empress  Catberhie,  which 
woottd  up  that  fatal  tragedy,  had  almost  the  very  same  words." — The 
second  speech  to  which  we  allude  was  on  the  abuses  of  ancient  dhari** 
taUe  institutions.  Speaking  of  schools,  the  funds  of  which  were  de^ 
rived  from  landed  property,  Mr*  Brougham  remarked,  **  In  one  instancoy 
where  the  funds  of  the  charity  are  £460,  one  boy  only  is  boarded  and 
educated.  In  another  case,  where  the  revenue  of  the  establishment  is 
£  1,600  a«year,  the  clergyman  under  whose  sole  management  it  was 
oaiy  laid  out  about  £40.  The  funds  in  the  country,  applicable  to  the 
•d«ieation  of  the  poor,  cannot,"  he  added,  <*  be  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  pounds."  The  result  of  these  and  similar  represent 
tations  was  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  state  of 
tiM  various  charities  of  England,  and  inquire  into  the  application  of 
their  funds ;  by  which  measure  great  and  glaring  exposures  have  been 
oisde^  and  much  public  good  has  already  resulted.  We  hope  a  similar 
investigation  will  soon  take  pkce  in  Scodand. 

la  iS18,  Mr.  Brougham  was  invited  to  become  a  candidate  for  the 
ononty  of  Westmoreliuid,  where  his  family  have  been  settled  for  the 
last  sixty  or  seventy  years:  he  could  not,  however,  withstand  the 
posrerful  infioence  ii  the  Lowther  family,  and  thus  lost  his  election* 
He  made  aaother  effort,  at  the  dissolution  of  parliament,  consequent 
npon  the  death  of  Geoige  III.,  but  was  again  unsuccessful ;  and  a 
tlurd  tine  iv  1806. 

Wn  are  aow  aypseacfaiwg  one  of  the  most  evemfWI  eras  of  Mr. 
Brongham's  pariiamentary  life :  we  mean  his  intrepid  defence  of  the 
Into  Queen.  Mr.  Brougham  was  the  6r8t  to  despatch  Jll.  Sicard,  the 
•Id  and  fakhfM  servant  of  the  Queen,  with  the  intelligeace  of  the  death 
nff  George  Hi.  The  Queea  issaiediately  repUed  to  Mr.  Brougham, 
that  she  was  deternuDod  to  return  to  England ;  and  on  February  S9, 
1890,  Mc  Brougham  received  from  Lord  Castiereagh  an  assurance 
sfcat  DO  indignity  should  be  ofiered  to  her  Majesty  while  abroad.  Mn 
Miwighaa  was  now  appointed  her  Majest/s  Attoniey-General,  on 
srhicb  occasion  he  was  admitted  within  the  bar,  and  assumed  the 
aaHc  gown,  which  was  subsequently  taken  from  him,  but  restored. 

The  Queen  having  arrived  at  St.  Omer,  on  her  way  to  England, 
JLatd  HntchineoBf  on  the  part  of  the  King^  was  despatched  to  prevent, 
by  a  liberal  offer,  her  leaving  the  continent.  Mr.  Brougham  consented 
to  accompany  his  lordship,  willing  to  co-operate  in  the  purpose,  yet 
boand  by  office  and  by  friendship  to  si^cure  for  the  Queen  the  best 
posaibia  terma.  The  Queen,  however,  was  f^ojved,  aj^  .if^hile  thfe

The  atmggle.  n^  ni^w. fast  approaching..  The  notable  green  bag  tvas 
laid  on  the  feeUe  of  the*  U1Q419&  of  C4»mmon8y  and  Mr^  Brougham  com- 
tnenced  by  cteprecatinga  iiasty  diac«a(iion«.v  Tha  ae^A  day  the  miniater 
developed  the  projected  prosecutions  of  th»goverjin*lil  ;•  Mr«  Broughain 
replied,  and  concluded  by  demanding  for  t}i9  Queenaapeedyaiid^fpen 
trial.  We  need  only  advert  to  his  subsequent  re^y  t»  the  Bote*  tif 
Lord  Liverpool,  to  the  speech  of  Mr.  Canning,  and  to  the-  eonctKactofy 
proposition  of  Mr.  Wilberforce.  Then  followed  his  speech  at  the  hu 
of  toe  House  of  Lords  against  the  intended  mode  of  investigation — hb 
apcedi  against  the  bill  of  Pains  and  Penalties — his  reply  to  the  crown 
GouiiseK  and  afterwards  to  tlie  Lord  Chaneellor^^^uwl  finally  bis  defence 
(jf  the  Qtfeen  against  ^  several  charges*  His  defeneCf  it  will  be  re- 
membered, lasted  nearly  two  days,  and  Mr.  Broughua^  «aaidat  piw- 
found  silence,  concluded  one  of  the  most  eloquent  apeechea  evier  heard 
within  the  walls  of  narliament-*-with  this  |iathetic  appeal: —

. whelm  themselves.  Rescue  the  country;  save  .thepaoplot'el-iKbom 
you  ar<)  the  ornaments;  but  severed  from  whom',  yeo  can i|o  more  live 
than  the  blosom  that  is  severed  from  the  root  and  tree  on  wbicb'it 
grows.  Save  the  country,  that  you  may  continue  to  adorn  it— i^sai^e 
the  crown,  which  is  threatened  with  irreparable  injury — save  the  arb- 
aoonicy, 'Which  is  surrounded  with  da^^er-^save  the  aUar»  which  is  no 
longer  safe  when  ita  kindred  throne  is  shaken.  You  see  that  w^€^ 
the  church  and  the  throne  woidd  allow  of  tto  cbmreh  aoleatmi^y  iu  behalf 
of  the  Queen,  the  heartfelt  prayera  of  Ae  people  roaato  baavm  imriier 
protection.  I  pray  heaven  for  her ;  and  I  here  po«r  forth  oajii  fecvavt 
supplications  at  the  throne  of  mercy,  that  mercies  may  descend  «if  the 
people  of  this  country  richer  than  their  rulers  have  deserved  $  and  fhkt 
your  hearta  may  be  turned  to  justice." 

The  result  need  scarcely  be  alluded  to. .  Men  of  all  parties,  how-

Ib  iridoh  we  ^ubt  not  they  will  be  received. 

l^-^Progressqf  the  Constitution  i^  to  the  Reform  BUI, — We  bave  long 
boon  of  an  opinion  that  the  English  constitution  is  the  result  of  suocessivo 
Improvements  advancing  with  the  increasing  inteUicence  of  thepeople^  It 
b  a  tree  of  slow  but  magnificent  growth,  in  whico  deoayed  parte  Iteva  at 
intorvals  appeared,  and  (mod  partly  abacindad,  and  naw.  and  :mara.p«irfaat 
braikchea  engrailed.  Those  who  entortsm  -»  dWerant  opinion,,  rely,  wa 
apprekani,  oiikar  on  deaoriptiona  pi>r*b[  tmaginaryror  refer  to  a  period 
too  Kaaaole  Ibr  antkantio  iateUigoooe.  Tho  sorest  test  pf  the  ezoellenoe 
of  poblio  institntioQs,  and  the  eztont  of  popular  rights,^  is  the  administrS^ 
tkm  of  jostioa*  The  executive  government  may  claim  and  ezerrise  m 
transitory  power,  dependent  on  the  character  of  tne  sovereign  or  hia  min- 
isters, or  imposed  upon  them  by  tim  emei^nciea  of  the  moment ;  bat  tiw 
adminiatration  of  justice  is  that  permanent  and  wido-apreai  divisiona  of 
social  maiAiinarf  whidi  toadies  all  Me  memben  of  sodety ;  aod  aooordiagly 
as  their  ri||kta  are  respaetod  or  viohrtad  under  it,  wa  asay  infer  tko  genatal 
orialouca  orabaaoae  of  dvil  liberty  amoag  tbo  people. 

Let  «s  apply  tkia  test  to  tbe  Saxon  era.  We  are  not  accurately  informed 
of-iha  insHtntioos  existing  at  this  remoto  period,  but  it  is  certain  Uiej 
vara  thota  of  a  nation  little  advanced  from  a  stato  of  barbarism.  The 
laboaring  classes  were  considered  the  property  of  their  maston^  and  at 
their  abMluto  disposal  as  much  as  the  cattle  on  thdr  estates.  They  migfat 
put  them  in  bonds,  whip  them,  brand  them,  yoke  them  in  teaasa  like  hofaea, 
or  Opeofy  iell  them  in  tbe  markets  like  any  other  oaaunodity.f  This 
state  of  sodMy  continued  tMl  long  after  tke  Conqoeat*  lo  the  reign  of 
Hkory'iL  we  raai  that  the  number  of  abves  expoited  to  Irekmd  was  so 
|iaa» that tfte •  market  waa  absoiutd^  over-stocked;  and  from  William  L 
Co  that  of  Jeko,  acaroel  v  a  cottage  in  Scotland  but  what  possessed  an 
l^gHsh  sbivey-*tbe  spoil  of  the  larder  wars^  It  was  only  in  the  year 
1102,  it  was  declared  In  the  great  counsel  of  the  nation,  neid  at  West- 
asiaster,  unlawful  ^for  any  man  to  9eU  slaves  openfy  in  the  market,  wbleh 
before  had  been  the  common  custom  of  the  country. 
The  state  of  sodety  described  ia  obvfteusly  dmt  existing  at  this  day  ia  tile 
1s  of  Doadnioa  and  Janmioa,  and  tbe  great  mass  of  the  people  were  no 
in  the  eojoyoMnt  of  dvil  rights  than  the  N^groea  of  the  West  Indies. 
It  nsoal  then  be  quite  indefeodble  in  any  one  to  revert  to  the  times  of  the 
Saxons,  or  to  a  period  long  subsequent,  for  models  of  constitational  liberty 
and  government 

iM  WidvAnoe  to  the  em  of  JMSat^wi  Charteu  The  eoneeanooa  extorted 
kf  the  karoos  at  Roanymede  wtn  ooncessiona  extorted  for  themadves^ 
Ml  tko  people.  But  even  this  indicates  a  progression  in  sodety.  Two 
tfdem  ayeaat  in  the  .state  were  recognised,  namely,  tbe  king  and  noUfity, 
aod  Ike  idea  of  presoribing  their  respective  immunitiea  by  a  puUio  law

F;rom  the  reign  of  King  John,  to  that  of  Charles  I,  the  ootitttt«tioft 
underwent  no  decided  improvement ;  the  powers  of  the  aeyeral  j^arts  ei 
wht^h  it  consisted  were  the  snbjeot  of  dispute,  but  ^eire  not  hzed  er 
materially  altered  by  any  public  act.  Great  changes,  however,  had  taken 
place  among  the  people.  Vassalage  was  entirely  extirpated ;  comraeroe 
and  manufactures  had  been  introduced  and  floariahed;  comforts  and 
{uxories  unknown  to  preceding  ages  wisre  placed  within  the  reach  #f  all 
ranks.  But  what  most  distinguished  this  interval  was  the  growth  of  an 
entirely  new  order  of  vast  power  and  influence,  who  claimed  for  the  first 
time  a  share  in  political  government— -namely,  the  miudlk  classes  ;  coo* 
sisting  of  the  smaller  proprietors  living  in  the  country,  and  of  merchants, 
aumufacturers,  and  retiilers  resident  in  cities  and  towns.  Thesie^  hitherto 
unknown  as  an  independent  caste,  had  gradttally  and  almost  impenteptibly 
become  influential  enough  to  contest  the  prerogatives  of  the  monarch  in 
the  legislature— make  war  upon  him— ^nd,  after  brsating  him  and  his 
feudal  chivalry  in  open  battle,  consolidate  all  authority  in  themselves, — 
But  their  da^r  had  not  yet  come.  They  conquered,  but  knew  not  how  to 
preserve  their  conquest.  Political  knowledge  was  not  sufficiently  diffused 
to  enable  them  to  frame  and  maintain  a  system  of  government,  greatly 
superior  to  that  which  previously  existed,  and  as  a  oonse<piettce,  the  power 
df  the  state  fell  bade  into  the  hands  of  its  former  possessors.  The  new 
tpflaenoe,  however,  manilested  in  this  great  strnggle  was  n^ver  lost; 
though  the  political  power  reverted  to  the  Khig  and  Aristocracy,  a  vaal 
influence  was  ever  after  exercised  over  public  affairs  by  the  mtddlisg  ekwsea; 
ttnd  we  consider  the  Reform  Bill  of  183S  nothing  more  than  an  open  and 
constitutional  recognition  of  that  authority  in  the  body  of  the  people,  which 
lor  the. last  century  and  a  half,  has  never  ceased  to  be  indilredly,  thoi^gh 
often  inefficientlv,  exercised  over  the  national  government 

In  this  sketch  we  have  taken  no  notice  of  the  rise  of  the  Hoosb  op 
Commons.  The  fact  is,  we  consider  the  House  of  CommMis  had  hardly 
b^gun  to  exist  for  any  useAil  purpose,  till  a  short  time  anterior  to  tmi 
Civil  Wars  of  the  Commonwealth.  What  was  the  constitution  ofthia 
body  previously  ?  ^hy,  it  was  an  assemblage  of  persons,  summoned  or 
UOt^  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown  or  of  ue  Sherifl^  to  raise  a  auw  «f 
money  for  the  public  treasury,  by  taxing  themselves  and  consHituentSi  H 
was  not  a  legislative  assembly,  in  any  proper  sense  of  the  term,  any  m4wa 
•v-perhaps  not  so  much---than  the  Couit  of  Star  Chamber,  er  High  Com- 
mission. It  was  a  meeting  of  deputies  to  assess  aids  aad  soutages,  net  to 
make  laws.  That  was  a  branch  of  the  royal  authority  to  be  exeroised  hy 
thiS  summary  process  of  edict  and  proekwuition,  not  by  mean  bovgesaes, 
the  delegates  of  mushroom  towns,  who,  it  is  true,  might  have  tmn^  to 
spare  for  princely  extravagance— the  produce  of  their  industary*— but  whom 
i(  was  assumed  had  not  intellects  sufficiently  refined  for  the  high  task  of 
legislation,  though  they  might  be  great  adepts  in  the  mysteries  <Me  feMi^ta» 
hose,  and  woollen  cloths !  So  little  did  the  M.P.*s  of  those  days  value  Iho 
representative  fuuelion,  that  thoy  oonsidered  it  a  task  i«aposed,  not  an 
honour  conferred,  and  actuaUy  received  wage$  for  the  dischaigo  of  so  un- 
fieasant  a  duty.*  AU  sorts  of  evasions  were  practised  to.avaid  sending 
Kepresentatives  to  Parliament ;  some  boroughs  pleaded  poverty,  others 
tti^ir  insigniflcance,  and  the  honourable  Members  were  almost  constraioed 
by  force  to  appear  at  Westminster,  Oxford,  or  other  place  of  royal  resi- 
dence. The  whole  proceeding  was  analogous  to  what  takes  place  in  a 
city  taken  by  storm.  The  victorious  general  calls  together  the  principal

inlii>Hl»nts>  not  to  make  laws  for  th«  government  of  tho  tovrn,  but  to 
determine  bovir  great  a  sum  they  can  raise  to  save  themselves  from  pillage. 
U  w«a  (be  same  u^th  the  House  of  Commons,  and  so  continued  till  the 
advent  of  Hampden,  Pjm,  Hollis,  Eliot,  and  other  master  minds,  claimed 
for  tbe  third  estate  a  nobler  and  more  independent  vocation. 

Suoh,  wo  apprehend,  is  an  unvarnished  representation  of  the  constitu- 
tiooal  importance  of  the  House  of  Commons  up  to  a  comparatively  recent 
period ;  and  for  its  truth  we  have  only  to  appeal  to  the  recollections  of 
tbooo  who  have  even  cursorily  studied  the  histories  of  Henry  VIII.  and 
Qaeen  EUzabeth»and  the  notions  of  prerogative  entertained  by  the  Prinoen 
of  (bo  Stuart  race.  The  English  government  for  a  long  period  was  a 
despotism,  occasionally  checked  and  controlled  by  the  clergy  and  nobility  j 
but  though  its  arbitrarv  powers  were  often  and  bravely  disputed,  no  per- 
auuien(  constitutional  barrier  was  erected  against  them  till  the  next  great 
era  of  oar  history,  the  Revolution  of  1688.

A  PKW  yean  sinCjB^  a  publican  in  Westminster  cut  bis  wife's  throat  Tbe 
oaighboursy  bearing  toe  cries  of  the  woman,  ran  in,  but  were  fearfU  of 
approacliing  tbe  man,  aa  be  yet  held  in  bis  hand  the  bk>ody  knife ;  be 
told  tUom  their  foars  wore  unnecessary,  since  he  only  intended  to  murder 
(bi^  woamn  (bis  wife).  A  sunjeon  being  fetohed,  aewed  no  th» 
vban  tbe  blood*tbirsty  wretch  darting  from  tboae  who  had  V 
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dearoared  to  tear  the  wound  agam  open,  but  in  this  ho  wu  happily  pi^ 
▼entedi  For  this  atrocious  crime,  the  law  bad  no  greater  pnnianinent  in 
store  than  an  imprisoumeDt  of  six  inontha«-^The  man  nrhio*  m  tlM  momenft 
of  hilaritjr,  told  bis  supposed  friead^  that  be  vraa  for  ^  No  King — ha  w^m 
for  equahtj/'  was  sentenced  to  the  same^pnuaabmen^  with  the  addition  •f  • 
exposure  on  the  pillory,  and  the  deprivation  of  th«  right  efexerciainrhai 
profession. — Mr.  T.  r.  Palmer,  for  pnbhahing  a.  paper  which  bis  Jiify 
termed  a  seditious  writing,  /fm/tn^  to  inflame  the-minaa  of  tbe  |>eople,waa 
transported  for  seven  years. — And  Mr.  Thomas  Muir,  for  reoommending 
the  perusal  of  Mr.  Paine*s  works — for  saving  tbe  people  were  not  lairly 
represented — for  ordering  Cki  Ira  to  be  played  on  a  barrel  orgasy  &o.  was 
transported  for  fourteen  years,  after  being  confined  in  irons  and  aet  to 
labour  with  felons,  on  board  the  hulks  at  Woolwich^ 

In  the  *' Political  Progress  of  Britain,"  we  Learn  that  a  workman  in 
London  was  apprehended  by  a  press-gang.  His  poor  wife  and  child  were 
tnmed  to  the  aoor  by  their  lancUord ;  within  a  few  days  after  ohe  was  de* 
Uyered  of  a  second  child  in  a  garret ;  on  her  recovery  she  was  driven  to 
the  streets  as  a  common  begf^r ;  she  went  into  a  shop,  and  endeavouNd 
to  carry  off  a  small  piece  of  Imen — she  was  seized,  tried,  and  eondemned 
to  be  hanfifed.  In  her  defence,  she  said,  that  she  had  lived  creditably  and 
happy,  till  a  press-gang  robbed  her  of  her  husband,  and  in  him  of  all 
means  to  support  herself  and  family;  and  that  in  attempting  to  olotho  her 
new-born  infant^  she  perhaps  did  wrong,  as  she  did  not  at  that  time  knowr 
what  she  did.  The  parish  officers  and  other  witnesses  bore  tefftimony  to 
the  truth  of  her  averment,  but  all  to  no  purpose — she  was  ordered  for 
Tyburn.  The  hcmginan  dragged  her  Jfueking  wfantfrum  her  iremeit  ivAan 
he  strained  the  cord  about  her  neck. 

Sir  William  Meredith  mentioned  this  assassination  m  the  Honna  of 
Commons.  "  Never,'*  said  he,  "  was  there  a^^fouler  murder  oommittod 
against  the  law,  than  that  of  this  woman,  by  the  Law."

their  banners,  contrary  to  his  own  previous  voluntary  aasovoiatiooa^  ongjh^ 
we  think,  not  merely  to  be  despised,  but  to  have  a  brand  pot  afpott'  huBy 
that  the  public  may  know,  and  shun  him  ever  afterwards.     Nlty,  wo 
think,  that  the  man  who  coolly  becomes  a  traitor  to  thoae  polifioal  piinoi^ 
pies,  on  which  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  his  fellow->ereaturea'  depend^ 
IS  unworthy  to  participate  in  the  blessings  of  Freedom.    Let  us  «ee  ham 
fiur  these  observations  apply  to  a  gentlenum  of  the  name  of  Hngh  Oniig,  • 
Merchant  in  Kilmarnock,  and,  according  to  our  informalioBy  *'  dftotnuoR 
of  the  Kilmarnock  Political  UnionJ*    From  the  dooumenls  Mstm  b%  wo 
find  that  on  the  15th  of  June  last^  the  inhabitants  of  tiie  village  of  Fen* 
wick,  in  Ajrrshire,  had  a  public  meeting,  prooession,  and  dinnery  to  oom^ 
memorate  the  passinp^  of  toe  Reform  Bui  ror  Scotland.    Mr.  Hii|^  Ckmuf 
was  present  at  the  dinner,  and  had  the  comnliment  paid  him  of  gottingm 
drunk,  as  a  distinguished  Reformer,  from  a  neighbouring  town*    ha 
rse  of  the  evening  some  discussion  was  introduced  as  to  the  Gaov 
for  representing  die  Kilmarnock  Diatriot  of  Bunriia.    It  wna  atnted 
For^  Candidate  had  appeared  in  the  person  of  CapUin  Dunlop,  of 
"^ni  whichy  Mr.  Craig  rose,  ana,  among  other  things,  etatad. 
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that  kt  *<  hiew  Captain  Dttulop  waib  a  Tbrv,  aud/tlroiigh  a  verir  g^6od  man, 
totaifywifii  tortpra^M  J&buamock  f-^fhit  it  vas  impossible  he  could  fiud 
aoy  aoppoit  ia  KfldMrnoMi.*'  On  thvs  v<yhit,  it  is  said,  Mr.  Craig  expressed 
himMR  slrooglf,  and  after  axpfaiuttig  taatbe  had  beeh  invited  to  a  dinner 
to  AMI  Captain  Dualop,  emphatically  dedaredp'^that  he  would  go  to 
the  dfiAoar  nt  the  a^ls  paijMM  of  stating  to  Captain  Dunlop,  that  he  should 
witbdcaw  htnwelffroai  KilmariiooV  &o.  m,  Craig  further  declared 
that  ^  he  never  oeuld  tuppon  any  one  who  had  supported  the  enemies  of 
Refenii»  nod  that  fie  Mxmd  use  eoety  effort  to  prevent  the  Captain  getting 
a  Mgle  ^oic*'  We  are  tnfonned  by  one  of  the  documents  befote  us,  from 
whieh  Che  above  qaetations  are  inade,  <*  that  Mr.  Craig'b  highly  iudepeudent 
»<*atiiiieiit8  were  londly  cheered  by  the  meeting."  There  can,  we  should 
think,  be  no  donbt  auout  the  erpressiona  themselves,  because  they  are 
vouched  te  a«  by  «il  respectable  individuals  who  were  present,  and  heard 
theai  nttered. 

Well,  thin  Mr.  Craig  afterwards  goes  to  the  dinner  he  had  alluded  to,  at 
which,  we  tuppose,  he  met  Captain  Dunloii,  ^  the  Tor^  Candidate,*'  and 
a  pwwiigione  chaQt»e  is  instantly  visible  in  nis  conduct.  Instead  of  usiug 
**  evry  0ffbrt  to  prevent  the  Ckmtain  getting  a  single  vote,"  as  he  had  pre- 
vicMftsly  and  dislnictlT  pledged  himself  to  do;  this  gentleman,  the  Chairman 
of  the  KiUaameelf  Union,  beoomes  the  Captain's  most  zealous  supporter/  f 
It  is  inspossihle  for  k^  to  tell  whether  he  received  any  consideration  for.

A  REMITTANCE  BROUGHT  TO  LIGHT  I-PRIESTCR AFT. 
In  many  towns   and    villages  of   Scotland,  we  kmeat  to  think  that 
privations  and  distress  have  long  prevailed  among  the  working  popu- 
lation, and  among  none  more  than  the  poor  weavers.      In  the  Tillage 
of   Kilbarchan    especially,  we   have  occasion   to  know  that  many  of 
its  inhabitants  were  actually  in   a  state   of  starvation,  not  from  itt» 
dolence,  or  any  fault  of  their  own,  but  wholly  from  the  extreme  de- 
pression of  trade.      So   pitiable,  indeed,  was  their  caoe,  that  a  public 
subscription  was  set  on  foot  to  relieve  their  urgent  necessities,  and  a  mo- 
morial  was  despatched  to  Lord  Melbourne,  his  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  imploring  Government  to  extend  its  aid 
towards  them.    On  public  principle,  or  in  conformity  to  a  rule  which  all 
Governments  seem  disposea  to  act  on,  his  Majesty's  Goveroiaeiit,  in  the 
present  instance,  felt  itself  constrained  to  decline  to  comply  with  tim 
prayer  of  the  Memorial.    But  Lord  Melbourne  was  so  much  toadied 
with  its  heart-rending  statements,  that  he  humanely  traosnattod  the  M»- 
morial  to  the  Members  of  the  "  Relief  Committee  of  London,"  wkh  an 
earnest  request  that  they  would  give  it  their  favourable  coMidsration. 
The  result  was,  that  the  London  Relief  Committee  generously  agreed  to 
transmit  Two  Hundred  Pounds  to  relieve,  as  far  as  possible,  the  wf  oat 
necessities  of  the  villagers  of  Kilbarchan,  and  not  doubting  that  Cbe 
Minister  of  the  parish  was  the  best  hand  with  whom  to  entrust  that  re- 
mittance, it  was  aocordingljT  sent  to  him  several  weeks  ago.     We  bava 
ascertained,  beyond  the  possibility  of  doubt,  that  this  remittance  of  Two 
Hundred  Pounds  was  actually  despatched  by  the  London  Committee,  and 
duly  received  by  the  Minister,  or  by  some  person  or  other  oooneoted  with 
him  in  Kilbarchan.    And  therefore  one  would  think,  judging  lirom  tke 
rules  of  Christian  charity  which  the  Clergy  on  all  occasions  pretond  to 
inculcate,  that  this  Minister,  particularly,  would  lose  no  time  in  proobum- 
ing  the  glad  tidings  to  his  starving  parishioners,  and  share  the  moaey 
among  them,  or,  at  least,  provide  food  and  clothing  for  them  in  a  jndicioiis 
and  becoming  manner.-^i^tt^  this  has  not  been  dons.     The  money  la 
snugly  lodged  in  Bank.    Kot  one  farthing  of  it  has  yel  boen  implied  £sr 
the  purposes  to  which  it  was  intended.  The  weavers  of  KilbarciMB  midhi 
have  starved  to  death  for  any  good  it  has  done  liiem,  for  we  repeat  thai 
the  Minister  has  been  so  close-fisted  about  it>  that  he  baa  taken  earo  to 
get  it  transmitted  to  the  Bank,  instead  of  to  a  much  mora  homtky  and 
appropriate  place,  via.  the  belHes  of  a  starving  populatiea  I    Wei)iavo 
thrown  out  tnese  facts  (and  we  need  not  toll  how  we  came  to-thie  kB«w* 
^edge  of  them),  for  the  special  information  of  the  villagers  of  KiMianbaa* 
luy  of  whom,  we  are  persnaded,  must  be  ignorant  about  this  remittaxo, 
rge  and  liberal  as  it  is.    We  advise  them  instantly  to  call  a  public  "^'^ 
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t»  «» wo  sbaU  take  mm  to  g^t  it  inuunitttd  tbroiigli  *prop«r  cbann^L  to 
Lord  Melbo«nM^  wbo^  we  have  no  doubt,  will  order  an  immediate  investi- 
^aiion  to  be  made»  bat  whicb,  for  the  sake  of  the  parties  themtelveSy  we 
hope  will  be  avoided,  as  it  certainly  may  be,  if  they  take  these  hints  of 
in  proper  time. 


A  FUKERAL  SERMON— SMYTH  OP  ST.  GEORGE'S. 

In  oomequence  of  the  recent  death  of  Bailie  Bam,  a  gentleman  much, 
and  we  belicTe,  justly  resuected  by  his  friends  and  the  public,  our  Magis- 
tratofl,  and  some  other  or  our  public  officials,  appeared  in  St.  Georo^e's 
Church  on  Sabbath  se*ennight  in  full  mourning.  The  seat  which  they 
oeespied  was  covered  with  black  cloth,  and  the  minister  and  precentor 
vera  also  in  weeds.  All  this,  we  think,  was  highly  proper,  and  no  more 
than  a  just  tribute  of  respect  to  one  holding  the  high  and  important  situation 
of  a  elvic  niler.  Dr.  Smyth,  the  minister,  preached  what  might  be  called  a 
hantml  aermon ;  thongh,  on  the  character,  either  public  or  private,  of  the 
deoeaaed,  he  said  hardly  any  thing.  The  occasion,  however,  he  did  not 
allow  ta.paaSk  without  a  violent  tirade  against  the  disloyalty  and  insubor- 
di^idott  of  people  of  the  present  day.  He  charged  our  fellow-country- 
■MMy  broadly  and  unequivocally,  and  u  no  very  sparing  or  delicate  terms, 
wtlh  a  spint  of  insubordination  both  to  their  sovereign  and  to  inferior 
rulers,  as  also  with  a  desire  on  the  part  of  every  one  to  do  that  which 
saoBed  good  in  bis  own  eyes;  in  short,  with  a  total  disregard  to  all  law- 
M  anthority. 

Throof  h  what  channel^  or  by  what  process  of  reasoning,  the  reverend 
gantieman  arrived  at  these  conclusions,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  conceive. 
Never,  we  believe,  in  the  history  of  our  country,  was  there  less 
gtOMpda  Idt  each  charges  than  at  the  present  day.  Our  countrymen 
art  aft  preisnt,  and  that  amid  much  privation  and  suffering,  <juiet  and 
peaooaoM^  and  obedient  to  the  laws  even  to  a  proverb.  If  the  mmister  of 
4ft.  OoQvige'a  eaeant  his  sweeping  accusation  to  apply  only  to  such  worthies 
aa  CMcesv  Wetherell,  Peel,  Wellington,  and  the  rest  of  that  disloyal  host, 
who  lately  did  all  they  could  to  frustrate  the  paternal  wishes  of  his  Majesty 
to  grant  to  hia  anbjeots  the  natural  birtb-right  of  freemen,  to  baffle,  em- 
hamas^  and  defeat  his  ministers,  and  to  dash  the  sacred  cup  of  liberty 
htm.  Ibo  porohed  lips  of  a  people  panting  for  the  exhilarating  draught, — 
ilitfcosaeh  characters  as  these  whom  the  reverend  gentleman  wishes  to 
with  hie  burning  epithets,  we  have  nothing  to  say ;  we  are  disarmed 
0I;  we  are  reduced  to  the  situation  of  the  most  humble  aoquies- 
JBnt  we  nuich  doubt  this  was  not  the  reverend  gentleman's  mean- 
i^l  nndfthaft  hie  invectives  were  not  levelled,  as  they  justly  might  have 
been,  against  those  who  were  leagued  together  under  the  banners  of  cor- 
raptaon,  for  the  maintenance  of  public  abuses,  for  insolent  dictation  to  the 
kiag^  and  for  cruel  mockery  ana  oppression  towwds  the  people. 

In  direct  defiance  of  every  proof  ov  every  aaaertion  which  the  bland  minis- 
tirof  St.  George*s  can  urge  or  make  to  the  contrary,  we  maintain  that  the 
peopio  of  tiiia  oeunlry  have^  for  the  kist  eighteen  months,  manifested  a 
degree  of  prudence,  magnanimity,  forbearance,  moderation,  decision,  Xoy* 
tkkWj  and  obedience,  which  reflects  upon  them  the  highest  eredit,  aad  is 
snfficsent  to  transmit  their  memory  with  honour  and  dtstinotion,  to  (he 
Isfttat  posterity.  Law-makers  they  have  somethnes  despised,  as  the)r 
JMtij  might;  the  laws  themselves^  the  people  at  large  have  uuifeimly  re- 
1  and  obeyed.  In  what  age,  or  in  what  country,  was  there  ever 
ao  great  a  political  change  efiected  without  bloodshed,  witho^' 
avea.  without  tumult  ?  Praiae,  inttea4  of  censure,  (oust  be  a  yt 


to  tlic  people  of  tbiB  oouotry  for  their  recent  condiict,  hy  eterf  penon  of 
calm  judgment,  and  accurate  dUc^roDieDt.  We  wou(d  sdrise  the  Doctor 
henceforth,  before  indid^ps  in  suuh  gratuitous  assertions,  to  call  to  mind 
bis  own  diBtin){uiHbed  loyaltj'  and  auliurdiuatioiiiwhen,  on  a  late  occasion, 
he  endsavoiirod,  even  wiih  clenched  Jist,  to  oalumitiate  those  wlio  did  not, 
like  bim,  join  la  the  condsinnatiau  of  nieasares,  proposed  by  ministers. 
Mid  sanctioned  ity  their  sov^reiga,  for.  the.beneSC  of  ignorant,  distracted, 
and  priest-ridden  Ireland.  He  sbonld  have  been  tba  last  niau  to  sound  in 
the  ears  of  a  body  of  oivio  rulers,  tba  trmnpat  of  disloyalty  and  insubordl. 
nation  aeatast  his  fellow-country  Men.  £ut  perkoits  he.  did  not  inland 
that  bis  lanj;uage  should  be  very  strictly  interpFotea,  and  wished  OAly  to 
out  a  few  Tory  caprra  before  a  band  of  self-«lectAd,  whom  he  dasonioatM 
the  constituted  authorities,  and  to  let  them  see,  that,  if  aalt^leetien  arsr

We  rever*  the  Owgj 
wben  they  abide  by  tboir  own  important  oallinjr;  bat  when  tbcf  slap  out 
of  the  Gpbere  of  Their  proper  TOcation,  and  begin  to  taniMi  llie  lustre  of 
the  pulpit,  by  dabbling  in  party  politics,  we  lose  lot  them  all  our  jntt 
respect ;  for  then,  with  few  exceptions,  we  have  almost  always  found  tbem 
amnged  against  the  good  of  the  many,  and  om  the  aide  of  tfae  fvw.  Tbev 
samehow  or  other  take  a  perverse  delight  in  seeing  the  muUitade  in  thnt- 

Magistrates  seldom  require  to  be  reminded  of  the  disobedience  and 
insubordination  of  those  over  whom  they  are  called  to  bear  rule.  They 
require  more  generally  to  be  told  to  temper  jmtioe  nitb  Merqr^  toM 
lenient  to  the  bults  of  the  poor,  the  ignorant,  the  fbMpavieMaiH  *■& 
to  learn  rather  how  to  prevent  crime,  by  makingaCommmily  bappy,  than 
to  punish  it  when  committed  thron^h  wantonness  or  prantcation.  Then 
are,  however,  a  few  points  on  which  the  people  of  this  oonntty  mtfl^ 
some  be  accused  of  disloyalty,  and  even  of  insubordination.  They  <to  not 
calmly  acquiesce  in  seeing  their  earningB  swept  from  them,  Knd  emploflA' 
to  pamper  the  idle  and  the  viuous ;  they  do  not  like  to  see  one  patt  'Of 
the  community  wallowing  in  wealth,  and  another  on  the  point  of  gtkrt&- 
tion;  they  do  not  contemplate,  with  complacency,  the  minions  of  a  ^of 
geous  hierarchy  rolling  in  gilded  L^iariota,  while  millions  arein  wantoTtlie 
neoewaries  of  bfe;  and  tbey  do  not  like  to  see  men  of  learning  violating 
the  dictate*  of  oommon  aeuce,  and  iusDlting  the  community,  by  whom  they 
are  supported  in  aaae  and  conifort.  Reverend  gentlemen,  if  wise  fbr  them- 
sdves,  would  meddle  little  with  politics,  eapecially  in  the  pulpits,  uulest 
they  learn  to  diange  their  tone  and  manner;  for  they  need  not  expect 
that  the  sanctity  of  the  place  from  which  they  promulgate  political  here- 
sies, win  be  any  proteotion  from  pablio  exposure.

la  1824  ( J^Une  7%  we  find  Mr»  Brou^^vun  in  the  Honae  of  Cobubobv, 
moTiDg  an  addre$9  to  the  King,  relatiy^  to,  the  atrocious  proceedings  at 
Demerara  iHg^iust  I^.  Smith,  the  unfortiinate  missionary ;  but,  after  a 
debate  of  tv^o.  d^s,  the  motion  wasjiegatjred,  to  the  disgrace,  we  think, 
of  that  House  of  Commons. 

During  the  period  of  Mr.  Canning's  ministry,  his  liberality  gained  Mr. 
Brougham's  support:  and  there  is  reason  to.  believe,  that  Mr.  Brougham 
might  then  have  obtained  office  if  he  had  deslred.it. 

The  year  1828  i's  a  memorable  one  in.  Mr*  Brougham's  parliamentary 
life.  Early  in  the  session,  upon  the  debate,  of  the  b^tle  of  Navarino,  we 
find  him  expressing  his  readiness  to  support  the  ministry  as  long  as  the 
members  who  eomposed  it  showed. a  determination  to  retrench  the  expen- 
diture of  tlie  country,  to  improve  its  domestic  arrangements,  and  to  adopt 
a  truly  British  system  of  foreign  policy.  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  Mr. 
Brougham  used  the  expression  wni^b  hais  since  become  so  fitmiliar — *'  The 
schoolmaster  is  obtoad^  On  Feb.  7,  Mr«  Brougham  brought  forward  his 
celebrated  motion  on  the  State  of  the  ](«^Wft.in,an  elaborate  speech  of  six 
hoars*  delivery.  The  debate  was  adjourned  to  February  29,  when  the  motion, 
in  an  amended  shape,  was  put  and  agreed  to,  requesting  the  King  to 
cause  *'  due  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  origin,  progress,  and  termination 
of  actions  in  toe  superior  courts  of  common  law  in  England ;"  and  *'  into 
the  state  of  the  law  regarding  the  transfer  of  real  property."  Even  the 
heads  of*  this  speech  would  occupy  seyeral  of  our  pages.  A  passage  much 
ouoted  at  the  time  of  its  publication  is  a  good  specimen  of  Mr.  Brougham's 
u>rcible  style  of  illustration:  "  He  was  guilty  of  no  error — he  was  chai|;e- 
able  with  no  exaggeration-*-he  was  betrayed  by  his  fancy  into  no  metaphor, 
who  once  said,  that  all  we  can  see  about  us.  King,  Lords,  and  Commons, 
the  whole  machinery  of  the  State,  all  the  apparatus  of  the  system  and  its 
varied  workings,  end  simply  in  bringing  twelve  good  honest  Jurymen  into 
a  box."  In  the  same  montn,  Mr.  Brougham  spoke  at  great  length  in  sup- 
port of  Lord  John  Russell's  motion  for  the  repeal  of  the  Test  and  Corpora- 
tion Acts.  On  M^ch  6,  Mr.  Brougham  spoKe  in  support  of  Mr.  Peel's 
motion  for  Catholic  Emancipation,  which  he  describea  as  going  '*  the  full 
length  that  any  reasonable  man  ever  did  or  ever  can  demand ;  it  does 
equal  justice  to  his  Majesty's  Roman  Catholic  subjects;  it  puts  an  end  to 
all  religious  distinctions;  it  exterminates  all  civil  disqualifications  on 
account  of  religious  belief.  It  is  simple  and  efficacious ;  clogged  with  no 
exceptions,  unless  such*  as  even  the  most  zealous  df  the  Catholics  them- 
selves must  admit  to  be  of  necessity  parcel  of  the  measiiffe.'*  ' 

In  the  session  of  1829,.  Mr.  Brougham  explained  the  prdoeedingfs  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into  Public  Charities,  Whb,  it  lippeored, 
had  exaniined. sixteen  counties,  and  partially  examined  ten;  altogcither 
amounting  to  9iore  than  19,000  chanties.  ' 

In  1830,  Mr.  Brougham  supported  Lord  John  Russell's  plan  for  Parlia- 
mentary Reform.  In  the  same  week  also,  he  spoke  at  some  lengtk  on  the 
punishment  of  Forgery  by  death.  The  opinions  whit^h  he  expressed, 
Mr.  Bfrpugbaiti  said,  he  had  learned  from  his  great  and  lamentea  Mend, 
Sir  Samuel  Romilly;  and  he  concluded  by  expressing  his  hope*  that  he 
should  live  to  see  the  day  ^ben  this  stain  shduld  be  removed  from  oar 
8tatute-bo<^k.  In  the  following  month  Mr.  Brougham  brought  in  a  MU 
for  local  jurisdictions  in  England,  for  dimini^in^  the  expei#e  of  legal 
proceedings.  On  June  24,  Mr.  Brougham  spoke  at  great  length iipdn  the 
inadequacy  of  the  ministerial  bill  foe  the  reform  of  the  Conrtof  Chtocery. 
On  Joly  13,  be  m<ived  for  {he  abolitidn  of  West  Itadia-  SHavery,  and  expa- 
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liAted  at  great  length  and  with  extreme  ettrnestneae— •first,  on  the  ri^ht  of 
the  mother  ooantiy  to  legiakte  for  the  colonies,  and  next  on  the  legal  and 
moral  nature  of  slavery. 

Upon  the  dissolation  of  parliament,  consequent  upon  the  death  of 
George  IV.,  Mr.  Brougham  was  invited  to  the  representation  of  the  exten- 
sive and  wealthy  county  of  York.  In  his  speech  to  the  electors  he  alluded 
to  Parliamentary  Reform,  a  revision  of  the  Com  Laws,  and  the  extinction 
of  Colonial  Slavery,  as  three  grand  ohjects  of  his  ambition :  and  concluded 
by  Urns  explaining  his  becoming  a  candidate-—*'  because  it  would  arm  him 
with  on  extraordinary  and  a  vast  and  important  accession  of  power  to  serve 
the  people  ofEnglandP  It  need  scarcely  be  added,  that  his  election  was 
secorea ;  his  return  was  free  of  all  expense :  indeed,  never  was  triumph 
more  complete.  In  one  day,  during  his  visits  to  the  freeholders,  Mr. 
Brougham  spoke  eight  speeches  to  eignt  meetings,  travelled  120  miles,  and 
entei^  court  the  next  morning,  wigged  and  gowned  as  if  he  had  never 
qjuitted  his  chambers ! 

Mr.  Brougham's  elevation  to  the  exalted  station  which  he  now  fills  need 
be  related  but  briefly,  since  the  particulars  must  be  fresh  in  the  recollection 
of  oar  readers.  Upon  the  resignation  of  the  Wellington  ministry — with 
the  title  of  Baron  Brougham  and  Vaux,  he  took  the  oaths  as  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, November  22,  and  his  seat  in  the  Chancery  Court  on  November  25, 
*  1830. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  in  reply  to  some  censurable  observations  on  his 
acceptance  of  office  which  had  been  made  elsewhere^  his  lord«hip  explained 
his  motives  with  great  candour.  After  an  allusion  to  his  aifficulty  in 
resigning  his  high  station  as  a  representative  for  Yorkshire,  Lord 
Brougham  said,  **  I  need  not  add,  that  in  changing  my  station  in  parliament, 
the  principles  whioh  have  ever  guided  me  remain  unchanged.  When  I 
accepted  the  high  office  to  which  I  have  been  called,  I  did  so  in  the  full 
and  perfect  conviction,  that  far  from  disabling  me  to  discharge  my  duty  to 
my  country — far  from  rendering  my  services  less  efficient,  it  but  enlarged 
the  sphere  of  my  utility.  The  thing  whioh  dazaled  me  most  in  the  proa- 
pect  which  opened  to  my  view,  was  not  the  gewgaw  splendour  of  the 
place,  but  because  it  seemed  to  afford  me,  if  I  were  honest — on  which  I 
Could  rely ;  if  I  were  consistent-— which  I  knew  to  be  matter  of  absolnte 
aecpssity  in  my  nature ;  and  if  I  wek'e  as  able  as  I  knew  myself  honest 
and  consistent — a  field  of  exertion  more  extended.  That  by  which  the 
Oreat  Seal  dazxled  my  eyes,  and  induced  me  to  quit  a  station  which  till 
this  time  I  deemed  the  must  proud  which  an  Englishman  could  enjoy,  was, 
that  it  seemed  to  hold  out  the  gratifying  prospect  that  in  serving  my  king 
I  should  be  better  able  to  serve  my  country." 

Already  has  the  official  elevation  of  Lord  Brougham  been  attended  with 
BMoifest  advantages,  and  promises  of  still  greater  benefits  to  the  nation. 
To  the  hearing  of  appeals  in  the  House  of  Lords,  an  important  section 
•f  the  public  business,  his  Lordship  brings  qualifications  not  possessed  by 
any  of  his  predecessors.  Seven  years'  practice  at  the  Scotdi  bar,  and  a 
vsry  extensive  employment  in  appeals  from  this  country  (for  he  had  been 
engaged  in  almost  every  case  of  importance  for  the  last  ten  years)  have 
made  him  familiar  with  the  machinery  of  the  law  on  which  his  decisions 
bear;  and  he  therefore  undertakes  his  judicial  task  with  professional  con- 
fidence. 

Besides  contvibntiBg  to  the  Edmburgh  Review^  as  we  have  noticed, 
Lerd  Bvofigham  is  the  author  of  several  papers  in  NichoUotCs  Joumat^ 
sod  in  \\m  TVansactions  of  the  Royal  Society,  of  which  1^'  a 

dirtisgiiiili«d  menber.    Tho  drief  entire  work  wbidi  is

Avo.  \S}iS ;  and  a  muHtcrly  painplilet  "  Ou  tlie  Stale  of  the  Nutiuu,*' 
which  bat  ran  through  many  editions.  Several  of  his  speeches  have  lik^ 
wise  been  published. 

It  is,  liowever,  iu  connexion  with  Public  Editcntion,  that  the  pen  of 
Lord  Brougham  has  been  more  extensively  employed.  His  zoalous  ro- 
operation  with  Dr.  Birkbeck,  and  other  patriotic  men  of  talent,  iu  ibo 
eatablishmeut  of  Mechanics*  Institutions  in  the  year  1824,  most  be  grato^ 
fully  remembered  by  thousands  who  have  enjoyed  their  benefiU;  and. 


Employers." — the  twentieth  edition  of  this  pamphlet  is  now  before  na, 
and  from  its  conclusion,  to  show  the  practical  utility  of  the  author's  taggea- 
tions,  we  quote  the  following  ;— 

**  I  rejoice  to  think  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  close  these  obserraliona 
by  combating  objections  to  the  diffusion  of  science  among  the  working 
classes,  arising  from  considerations  of  a  political  nature.  Happily  the  tioM 
is  past  and  gone  when  bigots  could  persuade  mankind  that  tbe  lights  of 
philosophy  were  to  be  extinguished  as  dangerous  to  religion ;  ana  when 
tyrants  could  proscribe  the  instructors  of  the  people  as  enemies  to  their 
power.  It  is  preposterous  to  inu4pne  that  the'  enlargement  of  oar  ao()naipt- 
ance  with  the  laws  which  regulate  the  universe,  can  dispose  to  nobeliof. 
It  mny  be  a  cure  for  superstition — for  intolerance  it  will  be  the  noA 
certain  cure ;  but  a  pure  and  tnie  religion  has  nothing  to  fear  from  tbe 
greatest  expansion  which  the  understandinjif  can  receiye  by  the  sta^y 
either  of  matter  or  of  mind.  The  more  widely  science  is  diffbsed,  the 
better  will  the  Author  of  all  things  be  known,  and  the  less  will  the  peo^ 
be  '  tossed  to  and  fro  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  craftiness,  wbereby 
they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive.'  To  tyrants,  indeed,  and  i>ad  rnlers,  the  pr^ 
gress  of  knowledge  among  the  mass  of  mankind  is  a  just  object  of  terrer : 
it  is  fatal  to  them  and  their  designs ;  thev  know  this  by  unerring  iastinct* 
and  unceasingly  they  dread  the  light  But  the^  will  find  it  more  eearlo 
curse  than  to  extinguish.  It  is  spreading  in  spite  of  them,  even  in  tboee 
countries  where  arbitrary  power  deems  itself  most  secure ;  and  in  Knglaiwi, 
any  attempt  to  oheck  its  progress  would  only  bring  about  the  sadden 
destniction  of  him  who  should  be  insane  enough  to  make  it 

**  To  the  Upper  Cksses  of  society,  then,  I  would  say,  that  the  oneetiea 
no  longer  is  whether  or  not  the  people  shall  be  instructed — for  tluit  has 
been  determined  long  ago,  and  the  decision  is  irreversible— bat  wbetber 
they  shall  be  well  or  ill  taught — ^half  informed,  or  as  thorooghly  as  their 
drcumstances  permit  and  their  wants  require.  Let  no  one  be  amid  of  the 
balk  of  the  community  becoming  too  accomplished  for  their  taperiwi. 
Well  educated,  and  even  well  yened  in  the  most  elevated  sdenoee,  Umj 
assuredly  maj  become;  and  the  worst  consequence  that  can  foDow  to 
their  superiors  will  be,  Uiat  to  deserve  being  called  their  hetien^  thej  to» 
most  devote  themselyes  more  to  tlie  porsait  of  solid  and  refined  leaning ; 
the  present  public  seminariee  must  be  enlarged :  and  some  of  the  grealer 
cities  of  the  kingdom,  especiallj  the  metropolis,  mast  now  be  left  dertitafta 
of  the  rsgnlar  means  witnia  themselves  of  scientifio  education.

into  the  bands  of  any  one  at  an  hoar  for  the  first  time  stolen  from  his 
needlial  rest  after  his  day's  work  is  done,  I  ask  of  him  to  reward  me  (who

he  wul  resolve  to  spend  his  spare  time  and  money,  in  gaining  those  kinds 
of  knowledge  whicn  from  a  printer's  boy  made  that  great  man  the  first 
philosopher,  and  one  of  the  first  statesmen  of  his  age.  Few  are  fitted  by 
natare  to  go  as  far  as  he  did,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  lead  so  perfectly 
ftbatemiotts  a  life,  and  to  be  so  rigidly  saving  of  every  instant  of  time. 
Bat  all  may  go  a  good  way  after  mm,  both  in  temperance,  industry,  and 
knowledge  and  no  one  can  tell  before  he  tries  how  near  he  may  be  able 
to  appniach  him.*'

THE  CIVIL  LIST. 

UATOfo  folly  explained  the  nature,  amount,  and  application  of  the  ancient 
heraditary  revenues,  we  next  come  to  the  modem  parliamentary  grant, 
ostensibly  sabstitated  in  lieu  of  them,  denominated  the  Civii  List^  which 
it  a  aom  yearly  set  apart  from  the  general  income  for  the  personal  nuiin- 
tenanee  of  the  sovereign,  and  to  support  the  honour  and  dignity  of  the 

Crown. 

Since  the  Revolution  of  1688,  it  has  been  usual,  at  the  commencement 
of  a  new  reign,  to  enter  into  a  specific  arrangement  with  the  King,  by 
which  tbo  hereditary  revenues  of  the  Crown  are  surrendered  in  exchan^ 
lor  an  equivalent  bfe-annuity.  A  simihir  course  has  been  pursued  in 
ratpect  or  William  IV.  But  before  explaining  the  alterations  and  arran^e- 
menti  introduced  into  the  new  Civil  List,  it  wiU  be  convenient  to  premise 
f^fift^  explanations  of  the  chief  departments  of  the  royal  expenditure 
the  King's  household  establishment ;  the  privy  purse ;  pensions  on  the 
dvil  list,  and  other  branches  of  disbursement ;  and  conclude  with  some 
ubacirntinni  on  the  character  and  policy  of  the  last  two  monarchs,  and 
the  total  expense  their  profusion  entailed  on  the  country. 

The  first  and  most  important  charge  on  the  civil  list  is  the  royal  house- 
holdL  This  forms  a  ponderous  estabUshmeot,  and  affords  ample  scope  for 
ntrendunent  under  a  government  really  wishful  to  economise.  It  is  the 
great  nursery  of  indoknce,  parasite^  and  courtiers.  It  is  formed  upon 
manners  and  customs  that  have  long  since  expired, — upon  old  feudal  prin- 
cm2e9.  It  not  only  retains  traces  of  its  Gothic  origin,  but  it  is  formed  also 
on  the  princi^es  oiAbody  corporate;  and  has  its  own  law-courts,  magi- 

itntei,  and  bye-laws.  •    •  i      i* 

la  anient  times,  these  establishments  were  supported  on  a  principle  of 
muvegoMce  and  receipt  in  kind.  The  household  was  then  vast,  and  the 
anpoly  scanty  and  precarious.  The  king's  purve^^or  used  to  sally  forth 
ftott  nnder  the  Gothic  portcullis,  to  purcnase  provisions,  not  with  money, 
bot  power  and  prerogative.  Whole  districts  were  laid  under  contribution 
bf  the  jackab  of  the  royal  table,  who  returned  from  their  plundering 
Scoruons  loaded  with  the  spoils,  perhaps,  of  a  hundred  markets,  which 
weie  depmted  in  so  many  caverns,  each  guarded  by  its  respective  keeper. 
V.Arh  eommodity  being  received  in  its  rawest  state,  it  had  a  variety  of 
nrocetfee  to  pass  through  before  it  was  prenared  fbr  the  king  and  his 
guests.  This  inconvenient  mode  of  receipt  mnmplied  oflices  exceedingly ; 
and  hence  has  arisen  the  butchery,  bittterr.  ntnlnr.  and  all  that  *<  rabble  of 
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p/a<res,*'  which,  thoagh  profitable  to  the  holder,  and  expensive  to  the  state, 
are  almost  too  mean  to  mention. 

Let  as  hear  what  Burke  said  on  this  subject,  in  his  reforming  days : — 
^  But  when  (says  he)  the  reason  of  old  establishments  are  gone,  it  is 
absurd  to  preserve  nothing  but  the  burthen  of  them.  This  is  supersti- 
tiously  to  embalm  the  carcass,  not  worth  an  oimce  of  the  gums  tnat  are 
used  to  preserve  it.  It  is  to  burn  precious  oild  in  the  tomb  :  it  is  to  ofier 
meat  and  drink  to  the  dead, — not  so  much  an  honour  to  the  deceased  as  a 
disgrace  to  the  survivors.  Our  palaces  are  vast  inhospitable  halls  t  there 
the  bleak  winds, '  there  Boreas,  and  Euras,  and  Cauras,  and  Argestes,  loud,' 
howling  through  the  vacant  lobbies,  and  clattering  the  doors  of  deserted 
ffuard-rooms,  appal  the  imagination,  and  conjure  up  the  grim  spectres  of 
departed  tyrants, — ^the  Saxon,  the  Norman,  and  the  Dane ;  the  stern  Ed- 
wards and  fierce  Henries, — who  stalk  from  desolation  to  des^dation 
through  the  dreary  vacuity  and  melancholy  succession  of  chill  and  com^ 
fortless  chambers.  When  this  tumult  subsides,  a  dead  and  still  more 
friffhtful  silence  would  reign  in  the  desert,  if,  every  now  and  then,  the 
taking  of  hammers  did  not  announce  that  those  constant  attendants  on  all 
courts,  in  all  ages,  Joss,  were  still  alive ;  for  whose  sake  alone  it  is  that 
any  trace  of  ancient  grandeur  is  sufibred  to  remain.  These  palaces  are  a 
true  emblem  of  some  governments ;  the  inhabitants  are  decayed,  but  the 
governors  and  magistrates  still  flourish.  They  put  me  in  mind  of  Old 
Sarum,  where  the  representatives,  more  in  number  than  the  constitoeaits, 
only  serve  to  inform  us  that  this  was  once  a  place  of  trade,  and  sounding 
witn  the  'busy  hum  ofrneni  though  now  you  can  only  trace  the  streets 
by  the  colour  of  the  com ;  and  its  sole  manufacture  is  in  members  of 
Parliament"*  The  royal  abodes  at  present,  we  apprehend,  are  neither  so 
ffhostly,  chill,  nor  comfortless  as  here  described,  otherwise  the  public  has 
been  saddled  with  the  enormous  bills  of.  Sir  Geofrey  WyatviUe,  Messrs. 
Nash  and  others,  to  very  little  purpose. 

The  great  branches  or  the  household  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Lord 
Chamberlain,  the  Lord  Steward,  and  the  Master  of  the  Horse.  The  oflBce 
of  the  Lord  Chamberlain  is  to  take  care  of  all  the  officers  and  servants 
belonging  to  the  King's  chambers,  except  those  belonging  to  the  King's 
bed-chamber,  who  are  under  the  groom  of  the  stole.  He  has  the  ovMisi^t 
of  the  officers  of  the  wardrobe,  of  tents,  revels,  music,  comedians,  Imndi- 
crafts,  and  artizans ;  and,  though  a  layman,  he  has  the  oversight  of  all  the 
king's  chaplains,  heralds,  physicians,  and  apothecaries.  It  is  his  office  to 
inspect  the  charges  of  coronations,  marriages,  public  entries,  cavalcades, 
and  funerals ;  and  of  all  furniture  in  the  Parliament-house,  and  roodw  of 
address  to  the  King. 

The  Lord  Steward  has  the  estate  of  the  household  entirelv  committed 
to  his  care,  and  all  his  commands  in  court  are  to  be  obeyed ;  his  authority 
reaches  over  all  officers  and  servants  of  the  King's  house,  except  those  of 
the  King's  chamber  and  chapel.  The  counting-house,  (where  the  accounts 
of  the  household  are  kept,)  the  treasurer  of  the  household,  comptroller, 
cofferer,  and  master  of  the  household,  clerks  of  green  cloth^  &c,  are  under 
his  control. 

The  Master  of  the  Horse  has  the  charge  and  government  of  all  the 

King's  stables,  and  horses.     He  has  also  tTO  power  over  equerries,  pag^ 

footmen,  grooms,  farriers,  smiths,  saddlers,  and  all  other  trades  any  way 

^cted  with  the  stables.     He  has  the  privilege  of  applyjng  to  |>is  owo 

I  coachman,  four  footmen,  and  six  grooms,  in  tne  King's  pay,  and 

-  the  King's  livery.    In  any  solemn  cavafoade  he  rides  next  behind 

orks  of  Burk«,  vol.  iil.  pp.  277-8.«— Speech  on  Economical  Reform. 
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BesMe  th«i#  Qflioen,  tb^  Lord  Privy  SmI,  whoae  oflloa  is  to  pot  the  sea 
to  all  obarteris  granta^  and  pardons^  signed  by  the  King.  Before  the  Privy 
Seal  is  affixed  to  any  iostroment,  it  receives  the  Royai  Sign  Manual ;  it 
thoo  DMsea  under  the  signet,  which  it  a  warrant  to  the  Privy  Seal;  after 
the^  Privy  Seal,  it  receives  the  Great  Seal  from  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
which  is  the  Jinale,  The  performance  of  these  di£ferent  formalities  costs 
the  pnbiicy  perhaps,  £30,000  a-year,  while  the  whole  of  the  duties  might 
be  diacharged  as  well  by  any  honest  man  and  his  clerk  for  about  £400  a- 
ysar.  The  remaining  functionaries  are  the  Lord  President  of  the  council, 
whose  office  is  to  manage  the  debates  in  council,  to  propose  matters  from 
the  Kin^,  and  to  report  to  him  the  resolutions  thereupon;  and  the 
commissioners  of  the  treasury  may  be  considered  as  part  of  the  house- 
hold. .   . 

The  little  necessity  for  this  immense  establishment  was  sufficiently  evi- 
dent during  the  limitations  on  the  Kegency.  At  that  time  the  Regent 
dischaiyed  all  the  duties  of  the  executive  with  only  his  establishment  as 
Prince  of  Wales.  It  did  not  appear  then,  no  more  than  now,  there  was 
any  want  of  attendance  to  give  dignity  and  efficiency  to  Uie  first  magistrate. 
Burke  mentions,  in  his  ti^e,  that  at  least  one-half  the  household  was  kept 
op  solely  for  influence,  $e  also  mentions  that  one  plan  of  Reform,  set 
on  foot  by  Lord  Talbot,  was  suddenly  stopped,  because,  forsooth,  it  would 
endanger  the  situation  of  an  honourable  Member,  who  was  turnspit  in  the 
kitchen  !  Whether  the  duties  of  this  important  office  continue  to  be  dis- 
ehar;^ ed  by  a  member  of  the  Honourable  House,  we  are  not  sure  ;  but,  in 
looking  over  a  list  of  the  household,  we  observe  that  two  Noble  Lords 
occupy  situations  little  inferior  in  dignity  and  utility.  The  Duke  of  St 
Alban's  is  master  of  the  hawks,  salary  £1372 ;  and  Lord  Maryborough  is 
nuuter  of  the  dogs,  salary  £2000.  These  offices  sound  rather  degrading 
to  vulgar  ears ;  but  "  love^*  as  the  Poet  says,  **  esteems  no  office  mean  r 
and  no  doubt  it  is  the  hve  of  the  sovereign  rather  than  £3000  of  the  public 
mone^  which  actuates  these  noble  personages.  In  1811  there  were  no 
Cswer  than  twentysix  Peers  aud  four  Commoners  who  held  situations  in 
vsrioos  departments  of  the  household.

and  the  name  of  Telli  both  in  story  and  in  song,  stiU  resounds  among  the  deep  ravines  of 

the  Alps,  H  the  one  who  kindled  the  conflagration  which  speedily  burned  to  ashes  the 

tyranny  of  Austria,  in  at  least  one  small  portion  of  the  globe.      The  fate  and  the 

frf  r  Jom  of  several  countries  of  Europe  may  have  depended  upon  this  bold  and  effectual 

hUoii  against  oppressioD,  which,  by  the  example  it  affords,  may  have  been  not  less  im- 

partsnt  in  its  indirect,  than  its  direct  consequences.     Tell  lived  many  years  after  the 

BQble  aehierement  of  which  he  was  the  prime  mover,  enjoying  the  blessings  which 

oevcr  cease  to  flow  from  liberty  and  independence,  and  greatly  beloved  and  respected 

by  his  eonntrymen*      In  the  year  1368,  when  at  a  very  advanced  age,  he  met  with 

vhat  night  be  called  an  accidentsl  death,  being  drowned  in  attempting  the  rescue  of 

a  boy,  who,  wbeft  it  was  swollen,  had  fallen  into  a  stream  which  flows  past  the  native 

place  of  the  patriot.     Tell  has  left  behind  him  a  name  the  moat  illnstriona  that  is  to 

be  fiMad  in  the  annals  of  bis  country,  and  in  order  to  commemorate  his  deeds,  there 

wai  eieetrd  •  chapel  oo  the  spot  on  which  he  landed  when  he  esqiped  from  Gesler, 

hoo^  nrand  with  rude  paintings,  cominemoratiye  of  his.  noble  achievements.     Had 

the  world   possessed  more  Tells,  tyranny,  by  this  time,  might  have  been  almost 

cxtisflt,  and  the  btossings  of  freedom  been  as  widely  diffused  as  even  the  traces  of 

ciriliiaiiQa.     Uofortonately  Gealers  have  been  ever  more  ni;|merous  than  Tells ;  and 

Batneel,  as  well  as  individual  liberty  has  been  too  often  sacrificed  at  the  shrine  of 

prnensl  agg/mndisemeot,  instead  of  being,  as  it  ought  to  have  been,  consecrated  at  the 

Altar  e£  enlightened  patriotism.     In  surveying  the  history  of  a  man  so  illustrious  as 

Teil,  deep  regret  ia  felt  at  finding  the  memorials  respecting  him  so  very  scanty ;  but 

of  oar  own  Wallace,  who  lived  at  a  still  later  period,  how  little  is  known  with  ab 

Klttte  certainty  ?

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR, 

THE  ABUSE  OF  ASSISTANTS  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

Ma.  EniToa,— As  this  is  rather  a  slack  time  for  newn,  perhaps  you  wHl  pemtft 
me,  in  a  letter  or  two,  to  direct  your  attention  to  aome  abuses  in  the  Church, 
which,  as  yet,  have  entirely  escaped  you.  And  first  of  all,  to  begin  with  the 
prsctice,  which  has  very  much  prevailed  of  late,  of  eroploytog  asslstanta.  'No 
penoo,  I  believe,  would  complain  against  this,  if  Ministers  only  employed  them 
when  old  age  or  infirmity  required  them  to  do  so  ;  but  this,  it  is  to  be  feared,  it 
Tcry  often  not  the  case,  and  that,  in  many  cases,  laziness  or  whim  is  the  real 
cause.  If,  however,  when  they  really  do  require  to  employ  tbem,  It  is  but  fair, 
ai  they  receive  the  stipends,  that  they  should  be  obliged  to  pay  tbem  fuUyi  instead 
of  farther  taxing  their  heritors  or  people  for  their  support.  In  many  Presby- 
teries at  present  throughout  the  church,  one-third,  and  In  others  nearly  one-hidf, 
of  the  Ministers,  and  many  of  them  lusty  boys,  too,  have  bad  assistance,  somo 
for  five,  some  for  ten,  and  others  for  twenty  years.  As  young  men  are  plenty, 
those  they  can  procure  for  ^20  or  £30,  and  if  that  be  not  enough,  the  people 
Bust  make  up  the  rest,  or  submit  to  the  irregularity  of  chance  for  Instruction— 
or,  in  other  words,  sometimes  to  want  preaching,  and  sometimes  to  have  ft.— 
There  is  surely  great  error  here,  and  much  need  for  reform.  No  Minister,  when 
he  is  MMobU  to  work,  or  feigns  himself  to  be  so,  should  be  allowed  to  do  as  Aa 
pleases  both  with  hia  church  and  stipends.  "  If  he  does  not  work,  faeshooldnot  eat,** 
or  if  be  requires  an  asxfstant,  he  should  be  obliged  to  pay  for  him,  and  that,  too, 
decently.  I  believe  Presbyteries  have  a  control  In  such  cases,  bat  then  they  never 
caerdsa  It,  and  Minbters,  therefore,  are  just  allowed  to  do  as  thoy  flaaaa.  They 
■lay  employ  an  asalstinr,  or  they  nay  oU^Jutt  a#  <Aiy  irfagw— 'tbqr  «W7  V^J 
hIa  liitk;  •?  tbay  bay  pay  hin  mao^^tltf  people  nwy  bo  111  pla«sed,  or  Hmj  jomj 
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be  well  pleased— and  the  work  may  be  Ul  done,  or  well  done,  bat  no  inquiry  ia 
made.     The  incumbent  who  enjoys  the  stipend— all,  perhaps,  but  a  mere  trifle-— 
can  live  at  the  seashore,  or  bis  manse,  at  a  retired  geniUmoHf  doing  nothing  but 
looking  after  his  health,  or  Indulging  in  his  favourite  pursuit  of  gardening, 
without  any  to  make  him  afraid.     That  this  Is  no  exaggerated  picture,  let 
us  proceed  to  examples,  and  examples,  too,  in  and  round  about  Glasgow,  perhaps 
the  most  upright,  conscientious,  dorical  district  in  Scotland.     In  the  Barooy 
parish  here.  Dr.  Burns,  who  has  about  ^700  a-year,  has  been  unable  for  hia 
work  these  ten  years  past  at  least.     For  six  of  these  he  trusted  to  chance  for  the 
supply  of  his  pulpit,  till  the  Church  becadie  literally  empty,  and  about  four  years 
ogo  shame  drove  him  to  take  his  present  assistant  and  successor,  Mr.  Black,  to 
whom,  out  of  his  love  for  the  gospel  and  his  parish,  he  pays  j£25  a-year,  and, 
although  Mr.   Black  does  the  w?u)le  work  for  him,  except,  perhaps,  aerrfaig  the 
second  table  at  the  sacrament  once  a-year,  he  will  not  allow  him  a  drop  of  oognao 
In  the  Session -House,  but  the  Beadle  Is  obliged  to  nip  the  collection  to  furnish  It 
The  heritors,  however,  I  understand,  make  up  the  £25  to  an  ^100,  out  of  their 
own  pockets,  over  and  and  above  the  ^700  of  tiends  to  the  Rev.  Dr. ;  but  e^ren 
at  this,  poor  Black  must  be  very  ill  off :  I  wonder  his  eongrsgation  do  oat  do 
aomething  for  him,  for  he  is  really  a  fine  fellow,  and  an  excellent  Minister.     Iq 
Cambuslang,  Dr.  Robertson  has  an  assisCant  at  ^20  a-year,  for  the  one  Sabbath 
only,  and  trusts  to  chance  for  the  other  alternately ;  of  oourse,  as  he  never 
preaches  himself,  he  has  nearly  £2a0  to  spend  a-year,  and  no  woric  to  perform. 
In  Paisley,  Dr.  Brewster  rarely  preaches  to  his  people,  but  he  preaches  regolariy 
every  Sabbath  to  the  Soldiers,  and  with  the  half-guinea  which  he  reoeives  for  this, 
he  pays  two  young  men,  who  preach  to  his  people  throughout  the  year,  and  haa 
therefore  the  whole  of  the  stipend,  and  none  of  the  work,  to  himself.    In  Erskine, 
Dr.  Stewart,  during  the  two  years  he  was  travelling  the  Continent  with  his  eons, 
had  an  assistant,  but  on  his  return  he  very  properly  dismissed  him,  and  for  two 
years  past  has  been  trusting  to  chance,  or  preaching  to  his  empty  pewa  himself 
when  he  is  able.     In  Kilbarchan,  Mr.  Douglas  sometimes  has  an  assistant,  and 
sometimes  wants  one ;  when  he  has,  he  sometimes  pays  blm  at  the  rate  of  jE15 
a-year,  out  of  his  £300,  and  sometimes  at  the  rate  of  nothing  at  all !— A  Mr. 
James  Logan,  I  understand,  after  assisting  him  for  three  months  last  year,  had 
to  cut  without  a  fraction.     Mr.  Vassle,  of  West  Kilbride,  a  stout,  healthy  man, 
who  smokes  a  good  pipe,  and  Mr.  Heodrle  of  Ardrossao,  have  both  assistants,  to 
whom,  out  of  about  ^300,  they  give  jC20  a-year.     It  is  very  remarkable  in  these 
two  gentlemen  that,  »ince  they  gave  up  preaching,  they  have  dUigtd  the  heritors  to 
imereate  their  salary,  as  well  as  In  a  great  measure  to  support  their  assistants.— 
Now,  it  is  obvious,  ftrom  this  string  of  examples,  and  hundreds  of  others  whidi 
might  be  mentioned,  that  assistants  are  not  only  made  an  abuse  in  the  church, 
and  that  the  clergy  are  exceeding  sparing  in  what  they  give  them,  but  also  that 
Mimittert*  wagt$  may  be  greatly  reduced,  for  if  assistants  can  live  for  J^O  or 
£25  a-year,  and  Ministers  themselves  seem  to  think  so,  there  is  no  occasion  to 
pay  them  3  or  £\00.     This  is  a  lesson  which  they  themsdves  have  taught  ua, 
and  I  beg  the  public  to  treasure  it  well  up  In  their  memory.     The  only  ex- 
ception which  I  know  to  the  foregoing  factt,  is  Dr.  Lockhart  of  the  College 
Churoh  here.  He,  I  understand,  pays  his  assistant  a  hundred  guineas  a-year  out  of 
bis  own  pocket,  and,  contrary  to  a  letter  which  appeared  in  your  paper  lately,  will 
not  allow  his  congregation  to  be  a  single  farthing  of  it.    I  might,  Mr.  Editor,  go  on 
—the  Presbytery  of  Dumbarton  is  a  rich  field  for  stUl  farther  illustration,  but  I 
think  I  have  mentioned  enough  to  show  that  reform,  at  least,  is  necessary  in  this 
departmeat  of  the  Church.    In  my  next  I  shall  perhaps  direct  your  attention  to 
^he  abttsea  in  popular  elections,  especially  In  chapels.

9M  Mlows:  "  Mastert«  give  unto  your  fervaots  whnt  is  jast  and  equal,  knowing 
UuU  ye  also  bare  a  Master  in  heaven;**  and  in  anotlier  part  of  the  inspired  vol- 
Qine  It  is  said,  the  "labourer  is  urorthy  bis  bire/*     But,  Mr.  Editor,  were  the 
iftnn tains  of  gold  and  tbe  vallies  of  silver,  we,  tbe  labourers,  would  not  be  a  single 
p«lr  of  shoes  tbe  richer.     For  who  is  it  that  weaves  tbe  cloth,  and  builds  the 
booses  that  keep  us  warm  and  corufortable  during  tbe  chilling  blasts  of  Decem- 
ber?—cAe  workmen  i'-»thf.y  likewise  forge  the  iron,   build   tbe    ships,  til!  the 
frrsttod,  reap  the  harvest,  and  make  it  into  food ;  the  glossy  furniture,  the  superb 
hanfiogs,  and  downy  couch,  are  alike  tbe  work  of  our  hands;  yes.  Sir,  the 
thrsne  itself,  where  sits  tbe  monarch,  the  gibbet,  where  hangs  the  thief,  are  the 
prsdttcUon  of  the  tradesman ;  and  do  we  not  see  every  day  vessels  from  every 
ooontry  and  dime  under  heaven,  wafted  to  our  shores,  loaded  with  all  the  !nx- 
oriss  and  necwsaries  of  life,  in  exchange  for  what  is  produced  by  our  ingenuity 
and  toil?— yet  amidst  all  this  abundance  of  wealth,  of  our  otvn  producing,  we  are 
in  wretdiednets  and  misery.     Ob  !  knew  we  our  own  value,  could  we  but  keep 
what  ws  pfoduoe  to  ourselves,  the  poverty  would  be  unknown ;  but,  Mr.  Editor, 
to  Uio  point    I  am  a  Journeyman  shoemaker,  and  we,  like  many  others,  have  suf- 
fersd  severely  the  pressure  of  the  times,  yes,  long  aud  patiently  have  we  endured 
oar  wnmga,  while  every  year  has  added  to  our  misery,  our  poverty,  and  oar 
toU  ;  and  even  after  we  had  earned  our  small  pittance,  we  were  obliged  to  hang 
and  dangle  like  to  many  vagrants  aud  paupers,  till  the  latest  hour  on  a  Saturday 
nifbt,  before  we  could  receive  tbe  wages  of  our  industry ;  but  even  this  we  wflfs 
wUUng  to  endure  a  little  longer,  and  luird  ourselves  into  quietude,  considering 
It  iroold  never  enter  into  the  heart  of  man  to  reduce  our  wages  any  lower.     But, 
alas!  ths  rsverse  of  this  was  the  case,  for  about  three  months  ago  we  were  roased 
frsHB  our  torpid  situation  by  one  whose  heart  was  callous  to  every  feeling  of 
jostles.     He  told  one  of  his  men  that  he  onderstood  there  were  other  masters 
who  got  thslr  work  cheaper  dons,  and  he  was  determined  to  reduce  his  likewise. 
This  was  llks  a  thunderbolt  to  the  poor  astonished  oordwalner,  and  he  reasoned 
:   I  am  aware,  said  he,  that  there  are  masters  in  every  trade,  of  that  low, 
I,  ssliUb,  greedy,  grinding  disposition,  who  delight  to  loll  in  wealth.  Indolence, 
apon  the  industry  of  their  workmen,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  they 
allow  as  mnoh  to  these  Industrious  individuals  as  keep  body  and  soul  to- 
BaC»  what  1  said  he,  la  all  the  master  shoemakers  of  Paisley  to  be  of  that 
deacriptioo  ?     Oh,  no(  God  forbid :  the  result  was,  a  table  of  prices  was  made 
It  of  the  varioaa  klnda  of  work,  and  the  prices  paid  for  the  same  by  the  most 
stable  masters  in  the  trade — for.  Sir,  I  am  proud  to  say  that  there  are  some 
napeetible  Individoala  who  detest  a  mean  action,  and  have  pleasure  in  paying 
thnir  men  well  for  their  labour,— without  any  advancs  whatever ;  his  rsqoest 
was  BO  fsir,  so  Just,  and  so  moderate*  you  would  think  from  It  thsrs  would  not 
be  a  single  dlsssntlng  voioe^  as  it  brought  all  Into  the  market  upon  the  same  foot- 
lofp  and  gave  all  an  equal  chance.     But  there  are  three  black  sheep  In  the  flock, 
oast  Indeed,  we  never  sospectsd,  as  he  haa  been  one  of  the  best  payers  this  some 
tJMS,  aft  Isast  for  the  greatest  part  of  his  work ;  but,  Sir,  for  a  single  penny  upon 
ftbe  pair  of  a  partiealar  kind  of  women*a  shoes,  he  would  not  agree ;  his  men  have 
destined  wovklng  to  him  ever  slaoe,  and  of  course  he  has  loet  a  great  many  of 
bis  good  oostomsrs ;  hs  carries  on  a  respectoble  boslness  in  New-town,  no  a  cat- 
bMp  fras  tbe  Anld  Brig.  The  next  k  an  Insignificant  ersatnre  of  Ayrshire  breeds 
and  there  woold  have  been  little  lees  to  the  world  althoogh  he  had  never  been 
bfad  at  all ;  he  hasUkswlas  a  pompons  thop  in  ths  Nsw-town,  and  In  bis  whiidoir 
tbsrs  are  boote  and  shoes  for  sale;  bat  who  makes  them?  tbaft*s  a  tiekler,  ai  all 
Us  fasdworioDSB  have  likewise  left  Mm.     The  next  Is  abandy,  sma'p  tbl%lsaa 
ladAsb  BO  lang  free  KUly,  hla  eonduot  well  detated  and  abhorred  by  every  cfi^ 
naa;  bis  piaes  of  hnrfnesi  is  la  ths  Old-town,  and  so  ooovenlently  Is  be  tto*' 
to  ftba  Old  Brldgs^  thai  If  he  waa  taUog  a  remone  of  owMclsace  for  Um  f**' 
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like  conduct  he  has  acted,  he  could  leave  hit  own  shop,  and  before  yoo  could  aay 
Jack  Robinson,  he  could  end  his  days  by  taking  a  leap  over  the  Old  Bridge  into 
the  river  Cart.  What  his  crime  is  yon  will  likely  ask :  it  is  this  (I  mast  acknow- 
ledge he  pays  the  table  price.)  but  to  accommodate  the  first  mentioned  black 
sheep,  he  took  in  his  work,  and  gave  it  out  as  his  own.  Now,  Mr.  Jeop,  this 
was  too  bad;  you  were  once  a  workman  yourself,  and  ought  to  feel  for  our 
present  situation.  This  much  have  I  said  for  the  good  of  the  public,  as  it  is  by  them 
we  live,  to  inform  them  they  cannot  expect  an  article  such  as  they  got  formerly 
in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  places,  but  we  shall  be  glad  to  inform  them  ^vhen- 
ever  we  return  to  our  work.

Sir, — It  would  be  doing  much  good  to  many  a  poor  creature  in  this  parish  if» 
through  the  pages  of  your  Gazette^  you  would  inform  ine  what  a  poor  infirm 
person,  unable  to  work,  and  who  has  nothing  to  depend  upon  but  what  he 
receives  from  the  Kirk-Session  or  parish  funds,  is  entitled  to  from  these  funds — if 
four  or  five  shillings  in  a  month  be  all  be  can  claim? — That  is  all  that  our  kirk- 
session  gives  in  any  case,  and  the  members  of  it  feel  quite  indignant  if  any 
person  begins  to  reason  upon  the  subject.  What  I  hope  you  will  do  is,  to  let  me 
know  how  much  can  be  claimed  ? — and  how  |o  proceed  if  that  be  refused  by  them  ? 
By  attending  to  the  above  you  will  very  much  oblige  your  obedt.  servant,

[The  Heritors  and  Kirk-Session  of  every  parish  In  Scotland,  are  bound  by  law, 
to  support  the  ^  poor  and  aged,  the  lame  and  impotent,*^  within  their  bounds. 
This  eannoi  be  disputed.  But  there  is  no  precise  rate,  or  table  of  allowance, 
fixed  by  law  fbr'the  poor.  This,  hitherto,  has  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Kirk-Sesslon,  every  case  depending  more  or  less  en  its  own  circumstances.  We 
know  that  In  many,  nay  innumerable  instances,  the  allowance  to  the  poor  has 
been  of  the  most  stinted,  niggardly  description,  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  or- 
dinary, yet  pressing  demands  of  nature.  Rich  and  selfish  men,  for  the  sake  of 
their  own  pockets,  desire  to  make  the  "  Assessment*'  as  light  as  possible,  and 
hence  the  poor  and  needy  are  oftentimes  most  scandalously  and  cruelly  neglected. 
Four  or  ftve  shillings  per  month  to  an  indigent  grown-up  person,  otherwise  unable 
to  do  any  thing  for  his  or  her  sustenance,  Is,  we  think,  totally  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  a  gross  mockery  of  law  and  humanity.  Yet  in  the  great  majority  oF 
cases,  we  very  much  doubt  whether  a  larger  sum  is  allowed.  The  misfortune 
Is,  that  there  are  few  men  reaidy  to  take  up  and  defend  the  interest  of  the  i>oor, 
lest  they  offend  their  richer  neighbours.  If  the  Clergy  were  really  what  they 
profess  themselves  to  be,  they  would  take  up  this  matter,  and  see  it  placed  on  a 
proper  iboting,  which  is  not  the  case  at  present,  because,  as  the  law  stands,  the 
conduct'of  the  KIrk-SessIon  can  only  be  complained  of  to  the  Lords  of  Session, — 
a  modet>f  proesdoire  trhtcii,  ootisiderlng  the  tardy  and  expensive  nature  of  it,  Ss 
almost' tantamottnt:  to  a  denial  of  Justice.  With  these  observations,  and  to  meet 
the  special  -quMtiomr  pat'to  ns  by  our  Correspondent,  we  can  only  in  the  mean- 
time advise  everypauper  (if  that  Is  practicable)  who  does  not  receive  ^  fair,  rea- 
sonable,-adequate  allowance  from  the  Kirk- Session,  to  get  a  Petition  presented 
to  that  ho^,  praytn^,  in  respectAll  telrins,  for  an  augmentation,  and  if  the  Petition 
is  refcned,  we  shall  afterwards  point  out,  if  drilled,  the  only  other  mode  by  whi(6h' 
legal  Yedress  earn  bcr  obtained,  viz.  by  lin  application  to  1>e  admitted  on  the  Poor's 
flttltke  EdiubUiig;lr,'-^6r  If  a  few  philanthropic  individuals  would  only  co-operste- 
^atter;  theywouM  soon;  we  are  persuaded,  effect  a  complete  revolution  of 
Lawa^f  Sleot)And;'wMliih  tronid  i^ddtradto  their' eterlastfng  faonewr,

ChftDoellor  caved  perhaps  about  as  much  as  I  did.  At  length  Sir  Janes 
Scarlett  was  announoed,  and  the  Chancellor  left  his  place  to  meet  him. 
His  welcome  was  \9ry  hearty.  Brougham  was  doubtless  gratified  by  this 
token  of  respect  from  a  man  who  was  indisputably  his  leader  in  the  oonrts, 
atid  for  whose  forensic  abilities  it  is  known  that  he  entertains,  and  has 
often  expressed,  the  highest  admiration.  The  position  of  the  two  men 
wBf)  singular,  and  to  the  ex-attorney  not  very  enviable.  Scarlett  was  in 
high  practice  before  Brougham  was  even  called  to  the  bar.  He  kept  a 
head  of  him  in  their  profession  throughout ;  and  twice  he  had  filled  the 
-first  phioes  at  the  bar,  when  the  respective  attainments  of  these  eminent 
persons  were  such,  that  if  Brougham  had  been  placed  before  him,  Scarlett 
would  hare  had  just  ground  of  complaint;  and  the  bar  would  have 
unanimously  decried  the  appointment.  Kow,  however,  by  one  of  those 
cross  accidents  which  will  occur  in  the  most  fortunate  liv«s,  Scarlett  was, 
with  strict  justice  and  universal  acquiescence,  placed  beWw  his  former 
competitor,  and  in  direct  opposition  to  all  the  early  friends  with  wImibi  he 
commenced  his  political  career.  It  was  matter  of  necessity  and  of  oowrse 
that  he  should  go  out  when  his  employers  were  obliged  to  surreiider 
office ;  and  no  man  could  complain  that  Brougham  should  then  be  elevated 
to  a  distiactioa,  which  in  other  circumstances  Scarlett  might  h»ve  thought 
his  own  by  indisputable  right  *  *  *,  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Commons  was  then  announced.  Brougham  and  he  met  as  warm  fineods, 
though  certainly  men  having  little  in  kmdrcd.  In  point  of  talent  these  is 
no  ground  of  comparison ;  yet  it  may  be  doubted  whether  they  are  not 
nearly  as  great  in  their  own  way.  I  nave  no  notion  of  the  plaee  wbidi 
the  Speaker  held  in  Parliament  before  he  was  elected  to  the  chair,  and  1 
know  few  situations  which  reuuire  more  tact  and  management.  In  these 
qualifications  the  present  Speaicer  is  signally  gifted.  I^  hrings  a  degree 
of  good  nature  to  the  office,  which  no  event,  however  nntovardi  can 
ruffle;— his  calmness  never  forsakes  him :  he  is  the  same  easy,  dignified 
chairman  at  all  times.  The  Commons  are  a  truly  turbulent  body,  but 
they  are  not  impatient  of  his  sway.  In  all  emergeneiea  he  is  ingoreosly 
supported :  in  his  hands,  the  authority  of  his  office,  though  ravely  exer- 
cised, has  lost  none  of  its  force.  Brougham  himself  was  one  of  tba  m<Mt 
fiery  spirits  in  this  hot  region ;  but  a  word  from  the  Speaker  woidd  calm 
him  in  an  instant.  Among  other  qualifications  for  command,  he  is  poe- 
sessed  of  a  fine  mellow,  deep-toned  voioe,  which,  while  it  pewomlly 
enunciates  the  '  Order,'  frees  the  command  from  all  harshness  oraeverity. 
As  the  first  commoner  in  the  land,  and  a  truly  estimable  gentlenaii,  he 
was  entitled  to  be  well  received  #  *  «.  The  last  person  of  aote  who 
arrived  before  I  departed  was  Sir  Thomas  Denman.  The  GhanoeUor  was 
engaged  with  some  one  at  the  moment,  and  nothing  passed  betwixt  them 
but  an  exchange  of  bows."

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS,  PAST,  PRESENT,  AND  TO  COME. 

[Continued  from  No.  71»  p^  167.] 

The  expulsion  of  the  Stuarts  was  a  great  achieveaMnt  in  favour  of  oonsti- 

tutional  government;  but  it  left  the  industrious  orders  in  their  former 

state  as  to  the  exercise  of  political  power.  ^  The  limits  of  the  royal  prero- 

'^*ves  were  defined,  and  tne  basis  of  public  freeilpm  declared  by  the  Bill 

'gfhts,  but  it  failed  to  confer  the  great  desideratum  of  the  period—a 

I  of  representation  commensurate  with  the  augraeated  wealth  and

intelli^Doe  of  tbe  community.  The  classes  who  chiefly  proflted  by  the 
revnlotioD  were  the  Clergr  and  Aristocracy.  The  reformed  eharoh  was 
tn  danger  from  tbe  reviYaf  of  poperj ;  the  aristocracy  from  both  popery 
■ad  prerogative :  tbe  two  interests  in  jeopardy  nnited  for  their  common 
■ecarity  and  obtained  it.  From  the  despotism  of  the  monarch  the  people 
Ml  QMer  the  despotism  of  an  Oliflparcby,  divided  into  two  factions — 
aqoaUy  oorropt  and  inyeterably  hostile  to  each  other.  Though  their  pro- 
lemons  were  different,  their  prACtice  was  the  same,  and  neither  party, 
wben  eironmfltances  gave  them  an  ascendency,  pursued  measures  for  the 
federal  advmntage.  Abroad,  the  country  was  involved  in  unceasing,  unne- 
«eMary«  and  expensive  wars ;  while,  at  Uome,  public  happiness  was  a  mere 
BNicxtk  the  emobiBieats  of  administration  being  the  end  of  their  policy. 
Oovenmieot  became  a  game^  plaved  at  by  the  rival  parties;  the  king 
bdM  the  oocasioii^  umpire,  and  tne  people  the  prize  I 

Toe  ohief  reaeon  which  can  be  assigned^  for  the  people  remaining  so 
lottg  qnieeceiit  under  such  a  defective  national  administration,  has  been 
tlM  internal  proepertty  of  the  oonntry,  the  result  of  their  own  nnpatronized 
~  Mb  Uoring  two  centuries,  the  career  of  improvement  has  been 
and  uniform ;  each  reign  closed  with  an  augmentation  of  wealth 
knowledge ;  but  in  this  increase  government  had  no  share.  It  is  hardly 
*' '  t»  £z  on  any  period,  under  any  minister,  when  the  spirit  of  improve- 
la  fostered  by  government,  when  men  of  genius  were  patronised, 
er  when  any  anxiety  was  manifested  to  facilitate  tbe  operations  of  industry, 
hy  abrtaining  from  burdening  it  with  imposts.  On  the  contrary,  history 
eKUMta  only  the  virtues  of  the  people  struggling  ag^nst  the  vioee  of 


liberty  against  oppression, — of  industry  against  the  rapacity  of 
^— -of  truth  against  established  error.    Nevertheless,  in  spite  of 

obstacles,  the  country  continued  to  flourish ;  but  its  prosperity  is  not 

tlMcreationof  adaynor  a  century;  it  is  not  to  be  dated  from  the  Revolution, 
wt€  tbo  reign  of  George  IIL  nor  the  Pitt  system,  nor  any  other  system. 
No ;  it  is  to  none  of  these  causes :  the  great  towns  of  Liverpool,  Bristol, 
llancliester,  Birmingham,  Leeds,  and  Glasgow,  have  not  emerged  into 
100  and  magnificence  under  the  favouring  auspices  of  any  of  tliese 
their  growth  may  be  ascribed  to  the  people  themselves,  who 
they  had  to  surmount  the  disadvantages  of  tneir  own  condition,  had 
lo  oontend  against  tbe  spirit  of  institutions  hostile  to  improvement 

How  little  government,  at  any  time,  has  been  identified  with  public 
>6rsty  may  be  instanced  in  this.  The  worst  period  of  our  history 
be  reckoned  from  the  restoration  of  Charles  Ii.  to  the  expulsion  of 
IL;  it  was  a  period  remarkable  for  the  profligacy  of  tne  Court, 
prineiples,  bigotry,  and  parliamentary  corruption  ;  yet  Mr.  Hume 
that  ue  commerce  and  riches  of  England  never  encreased  so 
aa  doriof  that  time.* 
In  the  penod  which  followed  the  Revolution,  the  policy  of  government 
WM  not  more  fiivourable  to  industiy.  It  was  a  shameless  picture  of  war 
•nd  miHrnlo ;  tbe  King  the  slave  of  faction,  the  People  of  meal  extortion, 
and  tbe  mere  profession  of  patriotism  rendered  ridiculous  by  the  profligacy 
of  pnUic  man.  Yet  even  this  vile  system  did  not  repress  the  energies  of 
the  people ;  the  country  flourished,  but  it  flourished  not  in  consequence  of 
the  vioea  of  administration,  but  in  spite  of  them.  There  was  nothing  in  it 
paradoxical,  it  demonstrated  no  natural  connexion  between  bad  govern- 
nitnt  and  national  prosperity ;  it  merely  showed  that  the  seeds  of  iniprove- 
»ent  wmy  be  so  powerful,  that  they  will  triumph  over  the  most  defective 
instftntions.

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REVENUES  OF  THE  CROWN. 

CCoDeliid«d  firoM  p.  148.] 

The  remaiDiQg  braocbes  of  tbe  Crowo-revenues  are  too  unimporUnt  to 
claim  particular  exposition.  They  accme  principally  from  fines  and  for- 
feitures in  courto  of  justice,  from  green  wax  money,  irom  the  sale  of  spices 
in  the  Molucca  Islands,  and  from  quit-rents  and  confiscated  estates  in  the 
West  Indies,  &c.  "We  subjoin  a  statement  of  the  produce  of  these  and 
other  branches  of  the  Crown-revenues  during;  the  entire  reign  of  Geo.  III. 
from  a  Parliamentary  Paper,  No.  1,  Session  1830. 

An  Accmmt  of  the  Total  Produce  of  all  Fimds  oT  the  Dkpoeai  of  the 
CrowHy  and  deemed  not  to  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  Parliament, 
fromAe  Accession  of  Qeorge  ilZ  to  the  Year  1880.

In  the  reigfn  of  George  IV.  the  same  sources  of  casual  income  jielded 
about  a  million  and  a  half,  forming,  with  the  income  from  the  Crown- 
lands,  during  the  period  from  1760  to  1830,  a  total  sum  of  at  least 
THiRTY-FivB  milUous.  All  this  mass  of  unappropriated  revenue  baa  been 
left  at  the  absolute  disposal  of  the  minister  of  the  day,  and  the  parHameni 
has  not  exercised  the  least  control  over  it,  further  than  that,  for  the  last 
ten  years,  it  has  been  permitted,  as  matter  of  courtesy,  annually  or  trienni- 
ally,  to  look  at  the  accounts  c^er  the  money  had  been  expended  or  granted 
away  I  The  manner  in  which  these  great  funds  have  been  managed  and 
dissipated  has  been,  we  trust,  sufficiently  illustrated  in  the  course  of  pre- 
ceding Nos.  With  the  exception  of  the  sums  expended  in  metrop<rfttan 
improvements,  they  have  been  expended  in  additional  grants  to  the  royal 
family  and  in  pensions  to  the  aristocracy,  to  ministers,  their  friends  and 
supporters.  Tbey  have  formed  vl  practical  branch  of  the  English  govern- 
ment, of  which  Mr.  Justice  Blackstone  failed  to  give  any  account  to  bis 
readers,  and  we  have  little  hesitation  in  affirming  that  they  had  no  incon- 
siderable influence  in  the  ruinous  policy  of  the  late  reigns.  The  royal 
expenditure  has  always  formed  a  golf  which  no  man  could  fathom,  and 
the  hereditary  revenues  were  a  never-failing  source  for  supplying  the  pro- 
digality of  the  king  and  his  servants.  Of  the  studied  mystery  maintained 
on  these  matters  we  shall  cite  an  instance.  In  1777,  during  the  American 
war,  the  king's  debts  amounted  to  j£6  18,000;  papers  were  produced  con- 
taining a  disguised  statement  how  this  incumbrance  had  been  incurred : 
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?tst  siunt  were  expended  in  $€cret  service  mon^y,  «nd  half  a  miUion  was 
lUted  under  the  head  of  the  board  of  works;  bat  tb«i%  ae  .Mr.  Belsham 
obeer?ea,  no  one  could  tell  on  wbat  palace,  ^ardo%  or  parki  the  money 
had  been  laid  out  In  shorty  there  is  too  much  reatfsn  to  suppose  that  the 
debts  of  George  III.  were  mainly  contracted  in  support  of  the  system  of 
war  and^  injustice  itt  wbldh  his  ministers  wef6  engag^ed,  lA  oMiiming  the 
baneful  influence  which  silences  all  opposition,  which  swept  away  all 
traces  of  public  liberty,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  pres^ttt  ifistress  and 
embarrassments. 

The  parliament  of  1820  was  guilty  of  k  culpable  dereliction  of  duty  in 
not  seising  the  opportunity,  presented  by  the  commebcement  of  a  new 
reign,  to  bring  under  its  immediate  cognizance  and  control  the  hereditary 
revenues.  Instead  of  availino^  itself  of  the  occasion,  they  were  lef^  as 
before,  to  the  irresponsible  disposal  of  ministers.  After  ii^hkt  has  been 
said,  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  divine  the  reasons  for  this  omission ;  but  the 
people  have  another  and  dppo^t^  iuterest  ^  To  the  mifii&pj^Ucation  of  the 
Crown-revenues  may  partly  be  ascribed  their  political  bondage  and  social 
privations :  and  we  fervently  trust,  on  the  tiext  settlement  of  the  Civil 
Lilt,  the  public  will  be  on  the  alert  to  fetene  these  re^i^ed  fifttide  IMn 
flriaisterial  grasp,  and  insist  that,  in  lieu  of  being  dissi*ateil  on  ooiirt  f&- 
yooritcs  and  parliamentary  li^liflgs,  they  be  8p|rtypriat4Ml>  as  oHjjfiiMilljr 
intttided,  to  the  mitigation  of  nationsl  burtheaBr

THE  ABUSE  OF  POPULAR  ELECTIONS  IN  THE  CHURCH. 
Ma.  £i>iios»"^Iti  my  last,  I  direoted  your  attention  Co  the  abase  of  assistants  in 
the  diarah,  and,  as  I  then  promised,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  lay  before  yon  that 
of  popsdar  elMlloMS,  eapeoiiflly  In  ohapels;  It  Is  a  remaricaUe  ftict,  notwithstand- 
ing the  f  eowaL  belief  to  the  eonttary,  that  there  are,  properly  speahing,  no  popular 
alKtlona  either  in  ohurehes  or  chapels  In  Scotland.  This,  in  my  opinion,  iis  tho 
great  defect  in  the  Establishment,  and  the  source  of  every  abuse.  Had  the  people, 
tod  by  the  people  I  mean  the  tnemben  of  the  church,  the  full  power  to  appoint 
their  own  Ministers,  and  to  dUnuta  them  when  they  deservedt  and  were  they 
rcaUy  to  think  and  to  act  for  themselvea,  without  being  led  by  the  nose  by  ofhera. 
It  would  be  impossible  for  the  abases  which  at  present  exist^many  of  which  are 
of  the  most  revolting  nature,  and  whose  sin  have  "  grtfwn  np  to  the  heavens," 
lo  continue  for  a  single  hoar.  Bat  tbib  is  not  the  case.  The  people  have  nm 
say  whatever.  In  most  pariehes,  it  is  w^  known,  that  pure  patronagts  prevaiHr, 
that  is,  eharohes  ate  gitled,  without  aiiy  regari  io  principle,  by  gentlemea  to 
iheik'  totort,  or  perhatw  to  procure  husbaitdfr  to  their  favourite  keepkt  or  foetor** 
daughters,  and  even  In  those  T^y  few  which  h«v«  the  nam$  of  being  popaAai!,  It 
Is  merdy  the  name  vfUhout  the  reality,  for  the  election  is  generally  eonteed  to  a 
imalt  junto,  whe»  with  a  very  ttw  exeeptione,  think,  with  our  worthy  Provost 
Mtoly,  that  **  they  never  see  any  good  coming  out  of  conauMng  the  people^"  Itk 
ehapels,  the  thing  is  not  much  different.  The  management  of  these  Is  geUorallj 
Tested  by  the  Assembly  in  ten  or  twelve  men,  who  either  may,  or  may  not,  be 
members  of  the  congregation,  and  who  are  elected  to  their  office,  not  by  the  oob- 
gregation,  but  by  the  proprietors  of  the  building.  These,  io  the  event  of  a 
vacancy,  have  the  sole  power  to  select  candidates,  and,  after  hearing  them,  to  re- 
duce them  to  three,  fVom  whom  the  people  are  obliged  to  elect  their  Minister, 
^etf  choice,  therefore,  Is  not  very  great.  And  as  these  managers,— not  the 
S^fon,  observe,  for  it,  as  a  Session,  may  have  nothing  to  do  in  the  matter,  ai% 
Inmost  always  gnfded  by  interest  or  friendship,  it  often  happens  that  the  peifpU^s 
Mttn  1i  aof  among  tlie  Mree.  Besides,  if  they  haTe  any  one  in  particular  thai 
fhey  wiA  to  be  the  Minister,  and  can  agree  among  themselves,  they  foii  Um 
l^etweeti  two  InforioM,  and  the  people  are  galled  Into  the  snata  If  this  be

SiR|— Happening  to  go  oot  of  chiiroh  by  the  eesfiion-houae  one  6«bbfith  lately,  I 
observed  a  oard  lying  open  apoa  the  table,  and  looking  at  It,  I  aave  it  was  from 
the  Dr.,  stating  that  he  was  to  he  from  hoone  for  some  time,  entrusting  the  pul- 
pit to  the  oare  of  the  beadle,  and  depending  on  him  to  supply  it  during  the 
time  of  his  absence.  Surely,  thought  I,  something  very  Important  has  called 
bira  away  so  suddenly,  that  he  has  oot  bad  time  to  make  arrangements  himself. 
I  found,  however,  upon  Inquiry*  that  this  was  not  the  ease — that  it  is  Just  his 
usual  practice  to  ask  the  beadle  to  provide  supply  for  the  pulpit— and  that  the 
preachers  who  do  supply  the  pulpit,  with  the  exception  of  Brimstone  John,  do 
not  so  much  as  receive  the  thanks  of  the  Dr.,  they  only  receive  the  thanks  of 
the  beadle  as  a  compensation  for  their  labours.  This  is  certainly  exceedingly 
careless  on  the  part  of  the  Dr.  towards  his  people,  and  exceedingly  ungrateful 
towards  those  who  supply  his  place.  We  oonfess  it  is  truly  astonishing,  but  It 
la  not  lesa  true  than  astonishing;  we  esteem  and  admire  the  Dr.  as  a  preacher, 
but  auoh  oonduct  as  this  we  utterly  abhor,  it  Is  quite  unbecoming  the  ministerial 
character,  and  deserves  to  be  censured.  As  a  responsible  being,  be  ought  to 
hava  a  continual  care  over  hie  people ;  to  be  as  seldom  absent  from  them  as  poa- 
albla ;  to  take  oare  to  provide  the  best  supply  he  possibly  can,  when  he  is  obliged 
lo  be  absent ;  and,  also,  to  give  some  countenance  to  those  who  do  supply  his 
plaoe  during  the  time  of  his  absence,  although  they  move  In  a  circle  much  In- 
fsrlor  to  himself, — for  he  ought  ever  to  remember  that  he  did  not  always  occupy 
the  same  high  stendlng  which  he  does  now,  but  that  he  was  once  a  poor  charity 
hoy  in  Argyleshire. 

But  I  must  say  that  our  Dr.  does  not  stand  ahmsb  Many  of  his  brethren  are 
also  guilty  of  similar  conduct ;  even  the  great  Dr.  Brown  of  Sc  John*a  is  very 
much  blamed,  and  his  chapel  Minister,  Mr.  Sommerville,  is  perfectly  notorious. 
How  different  the  conduct  of  the  ministers  of  the  Secession  ehorch,  and  other 
dissenting  bodies  in  this  respect?  They  pay  particular  attention  to  the  sopply- 
Ing  of  their  pulpite  with  good  preachers;  there  is  nothing  left  for  their  beadles  to 
do,  but  to  show  the  person  appointed  the  way  into  the  pulpit ;  and  he  who  is 
appointed,  after  receiving  great  kindness  in  the  minister's  house,  receives  also 
emolument  for  his  services — in  several  places  In  the  city  not  less  than  two  guineas 
per  day.  Such  care  and  attention  to  the  people  and  to  preachers  ie  the  real  life 
of  the  dissenters,  and  is  the  great  cause  why  they  are  going  on  oooquering  and 
to  conquer.  Whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  such  coldness,  and  earelesaness,  and  in- 
gratitude, in  church  ministers,  is  making  the  people  cold  and  careless  about  them. 
Is  swelling  the  ranks  of  the  dissenters,  and  evidently  threatening  the  death  of  the 
Establishment.  Hoping  soon  to  see  a  thorough  reform  both  in  the  church  and 
in  the  ministers  of  the  ehoroh,  I  remain,  yours,  dm.

Woe  be  to  the  man  upon  whom  that  eye— ^rewhile  so 
calm  and  so  blue— glares  from  the  mysterious  concealment  of  those 
puckered  brows  I  Woe  be  to  the  wight  to  whom  those  half-whispered 
words  are  a  presage  of  what. is  on  tbe  wing !   . 

"  You  are  a  stranger,  and  of  coursje  .you  know  not  what  is  to  happen : 
you  merely  see  a  man,  who  has  'convinced  yon  by  his  arguments,  and 
warmed  you  by  bis  appeal,  bring  the  whole,  as  you  suppose,  to  a  tnost 
^  lame  and  impotent  eonclusk>n,"  in  those  singularly-audible  whispers.  If, 
however,  you  were  familiar  with  the  House,  and  happened  to  be  so  seated 
as  that  you  could  command  a  view  of  all  its  members/you  would  be  at  no 
foss  to  perceive  that  they  did  not  all  feel  that  that  conclusion  would  be  as 
lame  and  impotent  as  it  appeared  to  you.  You  would  find  more  than  one, 
whom  party  or  presumption  had  cast  upon  that  sea  of  troubles  without 
the  needful  balast  or  the  necessary  rudder,  looking  about  l&em  wifcb  the 
same  fearful  and  helpless  apprehension,  as  a  navigator  in  tbe  Chinese  sea, 
when  he  eyes  the  lurid  calm  in  one  d6int  of  the  horizon,  which  teUs  him 
that»  ere  the  minutcoglass  can  be  turned,  the  typhoon  shall  come  in  its 
gale  of  destruction  fn>m  another, — -vou  would  perceive  some  small  man 
grinning  and«twittering,  as  little  birds  do  when  within  oharming-dislanoe 
of  rattle-snakes — conscious  of  danger,  yet  deprived  of  even  tbe  means  of 
self-protection,  and  courting  destructimi  with  the  most 'piteous  and  frantic 
imbecility,— jou  would  perceive  a  slender  antagonist  clutching  the  back  of 
the  bench  with  quivering  talons,  lest  the  coming  tempest  should  sweep 
him  away/--or  you  would  see  the  portly  and  appropriate  figure  of  the 
representative  of  the  quorum  of  some  fat  county,  delving  both  his  fists 
into  the  cushion,  fully  resolved,  that  if  a  man  of  his  weight  should  be 
blown  ont  of  the  House,  he  would  yet  secure  his  seat^  by  carrying  it  along 
with  him. 

'  **  It  comes ; — the  words,  which  were  so  low  and  muttered,  become  so 
loud,  that  the  speaker  absolutelv  drowns  the  cheering  of  his  own  partjr  i 
and  after  he  has  peeled  some  helpless  offender  to  the  bone,  and  tossed  bis 
mangled  remains  through  all  the  modes  and  forms  of  speech,  the  body  of 
the  orator,  being  subdued  and  beaten  down  by  the  energy*  of  his^  own 
mind — an  energy  which  you  can  neither  help  feeling,  nor  suoceed  in  de- 
scribing— sinks  down,  giving  the  House  ieis)ire  and  breath  to  cheer,  and 
leaving  you  utterly  confounded.*'

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LIFE  OF  AITDREW  MARVELL. 
Is  no  period  of  En^sli  hfetory  was  the  Oourt  more  licentions,  t!ie  Govern- 
meot  more  despotic,  and  the  people  more  patient  under  oppression,  than 
during  the  rei^n'of  Charles  11.  HaTing*  in  a  previous  reign  fbiight  for 
their  liberties  and  gttined  them,  the  people  calmly  suffered  them  to  l^  agnin 
irrest^  from  thetai  by  ihb  ambition  of  one  man ;  and  then  not  merely 
irithoat  a  straggle,  but  even  With  apparent  satisfaction,  they  resigned  them 
into  the  bands  of  another,  who  might  be  the  most  accomplished,  but  was 
ertainty  Mie  most  unprincipled  and  profligate  personage  of  his  day.  A 
general  laxity  of  morals  succeeded,  and  the  noble  spirit  of  Prynne  and 
Hampden  seemed  already  po  have  become  extinct.  A  splendid  puppet  for  a 
Kfn<^  whose  soul  was  debased  by  the  loweftt  sensuality,  with  a  venal,  a  syoo- 
phantish  oonrt  and  clergy,  whose  sole  delight  was  to  sec  are  the  favour  of 
a  IteentioQS  desOot,  had  well  atgh  completed  the  ruin,  as,  by  per  verting  law 
and  religion,  tuey  had  effected  and  confirmed  the  degeneracy  of  the 
ooaatry.  But  even  in  the  midst  of  this  wreck  of  principle,  both  public  and 
private^  from  the  King  to  the  country  squire,  some  splendid  exceptions 
were  to  be  found;  4ome  who  were  proof  agaiilst  the  seductions  of  place 
and  power ;  some  who  possessed  and  displayed  the  virtuous  and  ener- 
ipetio  principles  of  tho  rormer  f^e.  Of  this  class,  and  pre-eminent  in 
Ik,  stood  the  Subject  of  the  following  memoir.  '  ' ' 

Andrew  Marvell  was  borii  in  ,1620,  at  Kingston-upon-Hull,  where' his' 
father,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Marvell,  was  Mkster  of  tne  Public  Grammar 
School,  -nnd  Lecturer  of  Trinity  Church.  Old  Marvell  is  represented  as  a 
prudent  and  pious  man,  with  a  considerable  share  of  learning,  and,  though 
2  member  of  the  Chnrcb  of  England,  neither  blindly  nor  bigotedly  attached 
to  her  pompous  ritual.     He  was  ih  easy,  but  not  affluent,  circumstanbes. 

Yonng  Marvell  at  an  early  a^e  displayed  great  quickness  of  parts,  and' 
mnch  aptitude  forleaming;  and  nis  ready  acquisition  of  knowledge  geve  une- 
quivocid  indicadons  of  his  future  eminence,  if  not  as  a  statesman,  at  least 
as  a  achoter  and  an  author.    He  was  entered  a  student  of  Trinity  College,  * 
Cambridge,  at  the  early  age  of  thirteen,  and  had  the  expense  of  nis  ednca- 
tioB  defrayed  by  the  Corporation  of  Hull,  either  as  a  mark  of  respect'for 
hia  fktber,  or  in  eon^deration  of  his  own  eariy  promise  of  future  distinc- 
tiott.    Cambridge  was  at  this  time  the  resort  both  of  Jesuits  and  their 
enrfasaries,  who  were  most  assiduous  in  their  endeavours  to  lure  young 
men,  eepecially  of  talents,  to  the  adoption  of  their  principles.    Marvell, 
who  to  them  appeared  a  tempting  prize,  became  the  victim  of  theiir 
iaiodfoas  artifices.    They  succeeded  in  wiling  him  away  from  his  studies, 
and  conveyed  him  to  London,  where,  after  an  anxious  and  painful  search, 
hia  fhther  found  him  in  a  bookseller^s  shop,  but  whether  in  concealment  or 
as  a  servftnt,  is  not  stated.  His    father  had  influence  sufficient  to  make 
Mm  retnm  to  ootlege,  where  he  continued  for  some  time  to  pursue  his  sttkdies ' 
with  distinguished  assiduity  and  success.     The  slight  insight  which  he* 
had  received  of  the  pernicious  principles  and  conduct  of  the  Jesuits,  gave 
fain,  all  bia  life  after,  a  rooted  aversion  to  popery;  while  it  in  no  respect' 
ineMased  his  reverence  either  for  a  dominant  church,  or  great  clerical 
power  and  influence.    His  application  to  study  during  the  rest  of  his 
academic  career  was  vigorous  and  unremitting,  and  he  took  the  degree  of 
Badielor  of  Arts  in  1638.    Two  years  after  this,  he  lost  his  father,  who 
was  drowned  in  crossing  the  Humber,  in  company  of  a  young  lady,  the 
daughter  of  an  intimate,  female  friend.    This  unfortunate  event  osUed 
young  Manrell  home,  to  take  possession  of  a  small  inheritance,  which  is 
aaid  to  have  been  augmented  by  the  bounty  of  the  lady  whose  daughter 
had  ahared  a  watery  grave  along  with  his  fiither.  This  enabled  him  greatly

alee  in  politioi>  than  by  the  eeTere  and  nreeetio  nature  of  hie  writmgs. 
ongh  ameb  nd  jnitly  dreaded  in  Parlliuiient,  he  was  no  less  dreaded  in 
the  IVess.  Whether  in  his  phwe  in  PirliaBient,  or  writing  for  the  pablio, 
he  aniaifiitii  i  m  wneomymahlodetestrtion  of  qrii»nny,  whotber  it  eminsted 
itomliioihingortfaoprtest  hithortothetwo|freateBtfoes  tohnmaniiap' 
■luosB,  iroodeByVnd  peaoe.  Piwinsis,  fnt^gnty,  and  deeision»  were  the 
Isadinig:  featvree  of  fan  ohanoler.  As  a  man  of  lettevsy  he  stood  high 
smtoog  Uaoontemporaries,  and  thoagh  sot  distingaished  for  wliat  wonld 
be  Mled  il^gBUt  composition^  he  oondnned  with  poweiM  reasoobg,  a 
pingM(«y'of  wit,  and  a  rigoor  of  sareasm,  which  scarcely  anytAiing  ocnld 
witbBtand.  His  ppems  were  chiefly  of  the  satirie  kind ;  his  prose  partly 
pdBtM;  partly  oontroTersfal,  and  in  answer  to  high  obnrobman,  wh6  were 
lo^Oranta  in  their  Geological,  and  abettors  of  arbitrary  power  in  their 
poUticat  docMnes.  Thongh  among  strangers  he  was  reserved  and  rather 
tadtnrn,  noChing  oonld  exceed  the  liTeliness  of  Ms  wi^  and  the  vivacity 
of  hts  jfeneral  opnversation,  among  those  with  whom  he  waslntimate.  It 
was  his  splendid  conversationai  powojra  which  caused  the  mirth-loving 
Qiaries  IL  occasionalW  to  solicit  \a»  Compaq^ ^  QotwiUj^tandinff  bis  hatred  w 
1ms,  atom  political,  and  highly  liberal  thaological  principlea*  ]3ut  a  monar<4& 
who  wonll  nsk  a  kingdom  for  a  atrunmat  of:  a  jest,  is  often.  ladlMly,  as 
teUe  in  hia  mipa^  as  ho  is  in  his  itinaMp.  Ittarf  ftU'a  ni9l4<B  character 
woaM,  however,  bofs  loat  nothingy  bad  ho  be^.^vs  sti^  i^*'"^'*'*'*  *^b 
pitatoindltatioM  of  kia  king,  as  bo  was  in  r^sistmg  Wi./'' 
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him  a  oonrtier  and  a  parasite.  Such  a  man  in  a  despotic  and  intolerant* 
though  widced  and  ifreltsfioiis  a^e,  was  naturaUy  an  object  of  g^reat  abhor- 
rence, and  his  death,  which  happened  in  Aug^,  167S,  haaheen  oft^u,  y^ 
without  any  solid  proof,  ascribed- to  the  effect  of  poison.  The  rancour  t»f 
churchmen  not  only  attended  him  while  he  was  living,  but  tMEswed  him 
even  to  the  tomb,  and  for  ion^  after.  He  Di^'intemd  in  the  churdi  of 
what  is  calied  St.  Giles  in- the  Fields,  and  the  Corporation  of  HnH,  grtfteTul 
for  his  long^  and  faithful  senrioes,  voted  a  siim  of  none  v  to  defray  his  funeral 
chains,  and  erect  a  monument  to  his  memory.  A  hi^^hly.  thopgfi  no  more 
than  justly  laudaic^y  epitaph^:  yet  devoid  of*  every  tbin^  like  part^  senti- 
meut,  was  ten  years  after  composed  for  him,  ijtit  *t!ie  bis^otry  fend  intoler- 
ance of  thei' Rector,  who  was  probably  th^ii  aiming  at  a  uishoprick,  would 
not  permit  it  to  be  inscribed  on  his  tomb.  So  tnuoh  for  the  conduct  of 
one  vi^bbse  i)U8ineHS  it  #lh6to  teach  forgiveness  to 'enemies,  and  to  do  to, 
others  as  we  would-be  done  to,  and  to  preach  peace  on  earth,  and  good 
will  toward  men.  Marveirs  works  are  now  little  known,  but  his  example 
as  asenator  and  a  patriot  should  he^er  be  forgot.      '

It  ii  proper,  we  think,  that  wme  account  of  the  pnviouM  iiitory  of 
tb«  diftrent  CudidBtet,  now  seeking  the  fatwoitr  to  repreaeot  the 
Citiiens  of  Glatgow  in  the  first  Reformed  Parliament,  shoutd  be  lud 
before  the  public;  for  with  the  exception  of  their  own  immediate 
(nend*,  it  ii  ecarcely  poaeible  that  the  public  at  large  can  fonn  any 
opimoD  of  the  merita  of  jome,  at  leaat,  of  the  different  Candidatea, 
Emn  the  bare,  and  ocouionally  tbe  OTercIiarged  and  porapow  itate- 
■MBti,  of  Iheie  Gentlemen  themsel  fee.  They  are  certunly  not  the 
hM  witDMMs,  far  let*  the  beit  jadgee,  in  their  own  behalf,  and  no 
Cia^date,  we  anipect,  will  ny  any  thing  to  hie  own  difadvantage,  if 
be  can  help  it.  llie  troth,  or  the  teetimony,  tberefore,  will  be  beet 
dicitedfrcHii  otfaera. 

We  need  banlly  remaric,  that  of  late,  ihRN^  tbe  medium  of  tbe 
DBWipapen,  and  other  cbannela  in  Glaigtnr,  tbe  moet  nnctHudmaUe 
qoaaiity  of  groaa  flattery  and  abuse  has  been  heaped  on  ■Imoet  A* 
wbole  of  die  diffinmt  Ckndidatea  in  tbe  field,  nn.   Heeara.  Ewl 
Debtee,  OawaM,  CrawAird,  Sir  D.  Sandferd,  aoA  Dixon.  Party  f(- 
we  bdjere,  nem- lu higher  in  Gla^Qirlka  it  dow  now,  ut* 
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afraid  will  continue  to  do  for  some  time  longer-^aiid  though  great 
allowance  will,  and  ought  to  be  made  for  ft,  arising  from  the  new  po- 
sition in  which  Glasgow  is  deservedly  placed  in  the  scale  of  represen- 
tation, yet  we  cannot  help  saying,  that  we  have  often  read  some  of  the 
Btatements,  pat  forth  by  the  partizans  of  some  of  the  Candidates,  with 
no  other  feelings  than  those  of  loathing  and  disgust.  There  is,  we 
know,  a  degree  of  malignity  aboat  some  of  them  utterly  defenceless. 

It  shall  therefore  be  our  study,  as  we  reckon  it  to  be  our  bounden 
duty,  to  disabuse  the  mind  of  the  public  of  much  that  has  been  said 
and  written,  either  wilfully  or  erroneously,  of  the  different  Candidates 
already  named,  and  we  shall  probably  supply  a  good  deal  of  informa- 
tion concerning  some  of  them,  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  has  hitherto 
been  carefully  suppressed.  We  desire  to  give  every  one  of  the  Candi- 
dates what  is  homely,  but  significantly  termed,  <<  Fair  Play.''  And 
while  we  are  quite  sensible  that  it  is  impossible  for  us,  or  any  body 
else,  in  the  midst  of  such  varied  and  conflicting  intereets,  to  please 
men  of  all  parties,  yet  we  protest  we  have  no  other  interest,  or  ob- 
ject whatever,  in  view,  except  the  *<  public  weal/' 

In  proceeding,  therefore,  to  review  the  claims  of  the  different  Can- 
didates, and  in  commencing  with  Mr.  James  Ewing,  who,  we  see,  has 
been  elected  Lord  Provost  of  Glasgow  this  week,  we  hope  it  will  not 
be  snppeaed  that  we  have  any  predilection  for  hiiA,  any  more  than 
some  of  the  others.     We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  we  should 

now  speak  of  him  as  plain  Mr,  Ewing — or  as  Doctor  Ewing or  as 

the  Provost  of  Glasgow,  in  which  last  situation  the  word  Lord,  or 
Lordshipy  would  come  into  exercise.  But  this  is  a  point  of  etiquette 
really  of  very  little  consequence — and  we  only  think  it  right  to  notice 
it,  lest  we  should  be  accused  of  bad  manners.  For  our  parts,  we  pre- 
fer to  speak  of  him  as  plain  Mr.  James  Ewing,  the  mode,  perhaps, 
moat  pleasing  to  himself.  And  to  guard  against  all  misconception,  we 
announce  that  we  have  commenced  with  Mr.  Ewing  simply  because, 
if  we  mistake  not,  lie  was  the  first  that  put  out  his  electioneering 
Address  to  the  Citizens.  We  are  aware  that  the  Requmdon  to 
Messrs.  Oswald  and  Crawfurd  was  prior  in  date ;  but  we  are  ioclined 
to  take  up  the  Candidates  precisely  by  the  liate  of  their  published 
Addresses,  and  in  this  respect  we  cannot  be  accused  of  the  slightest 
partiality  to  any  of  them. 

The  fether  of  Mr.  Ewing  was,  we  understand,  a  highly  respecta- 
ble merchant  in  Glasgow,  and  left  him  a  considerable  fortune,  em- 
barked chiefly  in  trade  carried  on  between  this  country  and  tbe 
West  Indies.  During  the  last  20  years,  it  is  known  that  Mr.  Ewiag 
has  been  at  the  head,  or  nearly  at  the  head,  of  the  West  India  mer- 
chants in  Glasgow,  with  whom  his  interests  are  closely  identified  ; 
and  without  presuming  to  speak  positively  on  the  subject,  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  he  is  either  the  absolute  proprietor  of  uumer- 
Hi8  "  gangs'^  (as  they  are  called^  of  Slaves  in  the  Colonies,  or  what 

pretty  near  the  same  thing — that  he  has  advanced  money  to  West 

*ers,  taking  as  security  for  it  a  mortgage,  or  right,  not 

states  of  the  planters,  but  to  the  Slave  population  existing 

We  state  this*  not  for  any  invidious  purpo^  but  to  abew 
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what  bis  mercantile  connexion,  on  trhick  mu^h  stress  is  laid,  r^lly 

is. 

But  we  must  view  his  conduct  nearer  home. — If  he  is  not  a  Tbt^, 
we  must  say  that  he  has,  at  least,  acted  somewhat  like  one^  down 
to  a  very  recent  period,  as  the  following  facts  will  testify.  He  wa» 
in  use,  we  understand,  to  attend  the  Anniversary  of  the  Pitt  Club 
in  Glasgow.  But  without  foimding  much  on  that  circumstance,  we 
find  him  connected  with  the  self-elected  Magistrates  of  Glasgow  as 
early  as  the  year  1816 — and  in  those  days,  it  is  notorious  that  no- 
body but  a  Tory,  of  a  very  special  stamp,  was  permitted  to  creep 
in,  and  sit  at  the  Council  table.  Is  it  necessary  for  us  to  remind 
the  citizens  that  in  that  year,  the  Magistrates  of  Glasgow,  (Mr. 
Ewing  then  being  Lord  Dean  of  Guild,)  did  every  thing  in  their 
power  possible  to  cr^ish  the  free  expression  of  public  opinion  in 
favour  of  Reform?— Did  they  not  actually  interfere  to  such  a  scan- 
dalous and  unwarranted  extent,  as  to  prohibit  a  Public  Meeting  of 
the  Citizens  from  being  held  either  in  the  Trades*  Hall,  or  in  the 
Public  Green,  the  property  of  the  citizens,  to  address  the  Prince 
Regent  and  both  Houses  of  Parliament  on  that  very  subject  ?  And 
was  that  Meeting,  consisting  of  at  least  40,000  individuals,  not  held, 
independent  of  them,  on  the  field  of  Thrushgrove? — This,  we 
think,  is  a  tangible  proof  of  Mr.  Ewing's  Anti-Reform  principles  in 
1816, — the  year,  be  it  observed,  when  Richmond,  the  Spy,  was 
first  encouraged  in  some  of  his  atrocious  projects  by  "  the  local 
authorities  of  Glasgow."  We  do  not  wish  to  implicate  Mr.  Ewing 
with  that  vagabond,  bv  any  means. — Far  from  it.  But  just  exa- 
mine the  conduct  of  Mr.  Ewing  when  the  question  of  Parliamentary 
Reform  was  next  submitted  to  him,  on  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Hume's 
visit  to  Glasgow  only  three  years  ago. — Is  it  not  the  notorious,  un- 
deniable fact,  that  Mr.  Ewing,  who  was  then  supposed  to  cherish 
more  liberal  principles  than  he  had  previously  done,  and  who  even 
went  the  length  of  committing  himself  in  some  part  of  the  dinner 
arrangements  with  Mr.  Hume's  Committee,  subsequently  followed 
the  example  of  his  friend,  Mr.  Kirkiuan  Finlay,  and  declined  to 
attend  the  Public  Dinner  of  the  Citizens  to  Mr.  Hume,  solely  be- 
cause "  Parliamentary  Reform"  was  to  be  propo.^ed  as  one  of 
the  standard  toasts  from  the  Chair?  We  should  be  happy  to 
find  that  Mr.  Ewing  could  either  controvert  this  statement,  or  ex- 
pLiin  his  conduct  in  relation  to  it.  But  so  long  as  he  does  not,  or 
cannot  do  so, — so  long  as  ih^fact  is  permitted  to  stand  thus  promi- 
nently against  him,  we  do  not  scruple  to  say,  that  independent  of 
other  considerations,  it  ought,  of  itself  to  exclude  him  from  having 
the  honour  of  sitting  in  the  first  Reformed  Parliament  as  the  Re- 
presentative of  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow — For  the  man.  no  matter 
who  he  be,  in  point  of  rank  or  talent,  who  thus  j)lainly  indicated  his 
hoatilify  to  Reform  only  three  years  ago,  is  not  entitled,  we  humbly 
think,  to  bo  implicitly  tru'^ted  and  honoured  as  a  genuine  Reformer 
now.  It  is  true,  that  Mr.  Ewing  presided  at  the  Meeting  of  the 
Citizens  when  an  Address  was  presented  to  Mr.  Hume,  than^  * 
him  for  his  meritorious  exertions  in  Parliament ;  but  the  '"' 
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this  ajct»  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Ewing,  was  greatly  dimiiiisbed  by  the 
recollection  of  the  previous  circumstance  alluded  to ;  and  we  bdievA 
that  in  coqueting,  or  attempting  to  please  both  parties  on  that 
occasion,  viz.  Whig  and  Tory,  Reformer  and  An ti- Reformer,  h^ 
lost,  at  the  time,  the  respect  of  both. 

Then,  at  his  last  election  as  Dean  of  Guild,  two  years  ago^  ha 
promised,  we  find,  to  introduce  some  efficient  plan  for  a  Reform  o . 
the  Merchants'  House  and  Town  Council,  within  a  year  of  his 
election ;  but  the  method  he  took  to  realise  this  promise  was  to 
surround  himself  with  .a  chosen  band  of  the  most  inveterate  Tories 
and  Anti-Reformers  in  Glasgow  as  his  Council — and  the  result  19, 
that  the  rotten,  self-elected  Corporation  of  Glasgow  is  just  as  bad 
as  ever  it  was  I 

Can  any  man  come  forward  and  say  that  he  ever  saw  Mr.  Ewing 
oowfUenancing^  by  his  presence,  or  otherwise,  any  of  the  great  Pub- 
lic Reform  Meetings  in  the  Green  of  Glasgow? — No,  indeed,  be 
cannot  I  And  yet,  in  the  knowledge  of  these  &cts, — in  the  know- 
ledge that  Mr.  Ewing  is  now  principally  supported  by  the  Tories  or 
the  Conservatists  of  Glasgow,  who  reckon  upon  him  as  their  chief 
man,  we  find  that  two  professing  Reformers,  of  this  city,  at  a  Public 
Meeting  of  the  Merchants'  House  of  Glasgow  ihU  very  week^  2Ud 
themselvet  the  honour  of  moving  and  seconding,  and  carrying,  the 
following  Resolution  (vide  the  newsp^>ers) :

Why>  this  Resolutioo,  we  confess,  has  really  staggered  us  ao 
mnch,  Uiat  we  begin  to  scratch  our  heads,  and  think  that  we  have-, 
surely  mistaken  the  character  of  the  Dean  of  Guild,  now  Lord  Pro- 
vost of  Glasgow,  altogether.  We  have  certainly  no  wish  to  do  hioi 
any  injuatioe*  But  woKiders  never  will  cease, — and  there  are 
r^asoMS  for  every  thiog«— In  the  &ce  of  this  vote  of  tkankSf  how- 
ever (and  from  such  a  respectable  quarter),  we  could  not  well  pre- 
sume  to  say  any  thing  more  about  Mr*  Eviring  to-day.  We  wish 
the  Votey  by  all  means,  to  have  its  due,  and  settled  effect,  with  the 
Citifiens  and  Electors  of  Glasgow,  for  which  reason,  and  in  order 
that  we  may  do  more  ample  justice  to  his  merits,  we  respectfully 
"  adjourn  the  further  consideration  of  his  claims  till  next  Saturday."

^n  the  fall  tide  of  wealth  and  glory,  and  his  reign  was  a 

tion  of  the  impetns  it  had  previously  received,     Tlie 

B8,  no  doubt,  was  greatly  accelerated  by  the  invention  o£ 

e  discoveries  of  Watt  and  Arkwright,  doubling  the  pro- 
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doctiva  power  of  industiy,  ga?e  to  oar  mmnufacturera  an  unriralkd 
ioperioritf,  which,  in  their  tarn,  laid  the  foandation  of  agricaltunl 
nroeperitv.  In  all  this,  however,  government  did  not  participate: 
indem!,  tlM  eontraat  between  the  straggling  energies  of  industry  and 
tiie  Tioes  of  power  was  remarlcable ;  while  the  people  were  acquiring 
wUkm^  their  Ralers  were  wasting  toMouL  It  was  a  singular  contest : 
genuis  and  industry  ministering  to  the  calls  of  folly  and  prodigality. 
The  result  is  now  before  us ;  and,  after  all  our  inventions,  toil,  and 
enterprise,  we  find  ourselves  worse  situated  than  a  century  ago. 
Instead  of  exhibiting  an  unexampled  picture  of  real  opulence,  social 
enjoyment,  and  general  comfort,  we  are  a  woeful  spectacle  of  em- 
hnnasment  and  privation.  The  first  was  the  portion  provided  by 
the  Genius  of  the  people,  the  last  is  the  evil  entailed  by  the  Demon 
of  Action  and  misrale. 

Had  government  ever  directed  its  attention  to  the  intellectual  or 
physical  improvement  of  the  people,  how  different  would  have  b^en 
the  result.  Five  things  at  least  might  have  been  expected  from  an 
enlightened  administration  : — First,  a  general  system  for  the  education 
of  the  people,  founded,  not  on  any  system  of  religious  exclusion  or 
political  injustice,  but  on  social  utility.  Secondly,  a  provision  for  the 
dergy,  independently  of  tithe,  which  b  so  oppressive  on  agricnltore, 
and  adapted  only  to  a  difierent  state  of  society.  Thirdly,  a  more 
sfanple  and  economical  mode  of  taxation,  embracing  an  abolition  of 
soch  internal  duties  as,  without  adding  proportionately  to  the  pubHe 
iwenue,  interfere  with  the  operations  of  commercial  and  manufacturing 
industry.  Fourthly,  a  revision  of  the  civil  and  criminal  jurispradenee. 
Lastly,  ae  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  rest,  an  extension  of  the  basis 
of  representation,  so  as  to  embrace  the  power,  intellect,  and  property 
of  tM  comnraaity. 

These  ameliorations  might  have  been  all  quietly  efl^soted  wHhin  the 
last  century.  Instead,  however,  of  government  being  occupied  on 
tlMe  tnriy  national  objects,  it  has  been  a  mere  arena  for  aiistocmtftcal 
eontentlon,  on  which  these  psendo'patrtota— these  '<  Great  men,"  as 
dMy  are  sometimes  called,  the  Godolphins,  the  Som^rs,  the  Cbatlmne» 
Bttkeo,  and  Pitts,  and  Dundasses,  have  displayed  their  selfisboeas  and 
amIritioD,  their  want  of  real  patriotism,  and  enlaiged  views  of  pvbHc 
justice  and  happiness. 

We  have  Uius  run  throngh  the  historical  part  of  our  subject,  mad 
bwwgfat  out  those  propositions  which  mark  the  progress  of  the  Consti« 
tation  at  diflenmt  epochs ;  it  only  remains  to  show  their  applieation  to 
the  great  question  of  parliamentary  reform. 

Two  considerations  appear  to  have  principaHy  infiuenced  Minlsten 
in  iramii^  the  Reform  Bill ;  first,  to  introduce  a  measure  commeo- 
snrate  with  the  wishes  of  sincere  aud  rational  reformers ;  and,  secondivy 
to  iBtrodace  a  measure  which  should  not  involve  greater  changes  ra 
established  institutions  than  were  essential  to  the  acomplishment  of 
this  end.  Had  they  introduced  a  measure  less  extensive  than  it  Is,  ft 
woidd  have  been  unsatisfactory — it  would,  certainly,  have  be«^  m» 
ruHng'piace — and  would  have  left  the  national  grievance  prec^ 
its  opriginal  state.     Had  they  introduced  a  measure  more  er' 
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would  hf^ve  bad  to  encounter  increased  opposition,  which  oppoAitiony 
though  it  could  not  possibly  have  averted  au  efficient  parliamentary 
reform,  might  have  caused  its  postponement,  and,  in  the  intervening 
struggle,  involved  us  in  those  internal  calamities  vhich  every  well- 
wuiher  to  his  country  is  anxious  to  avoid. 

With  gi^at  ability  Ministers  have  pursued  a  medium  oourse ;  if 
there  has  been  any  leaning  contrary  to  popular  expectation  we  can- 
didly confess  it  ha&  been  to  the  democratic  rather  than  the  asistocratie 
side,  and  for  this  bent  the  people  will  know  how  to  be  thankful.  By 
the  extinction  of  the  nomination  boroughs  they  have,  with  a  bold  an4 
dexterous  hand,  cut  out  the  cancer  of  the  Constitution,  and  by  enfran- 
chising the  great  towns>  they  have  coivceded  that  political  control  t« 
the  people  which  every  intelligent  comuinnity  ought  to  possess  over 
the  government  under  which  they  live,  and  on  wnose  administralioQ 
their  happiness  so  greatlv  depends^ 

Judicious  as  we  humbly  conceive  the  Reform  Bill  to  bot  happily  as 
it  has  steered  through  the  middle  passage,  well  adapted  as  it  is  to  the 
times— ^to  the  expectations  it  has  to  satisfy — the  interests  to  reconcile 
— and  the  prejudices  to  conciliate ;  still  it  has  failed  to  give  universal 
satifiaotiun,  and  is  opposed  by  two  opposite  and  very  different  classes 
of  antagonists ~bv  one  class  who  eonceive  the  Bill  concedes  toomuch^ 
and  by  another  who  conceive  it  does  not  concede  enpugih.  We  shall 
aubmit  a  few  observations  to  each  of  these  denominations,  not  in  the 
vain  hope  that  we  can  add  to  their  previous  knowledge,  but  simply 
with  the  view  of  recalling  to  their  recollection  considerations  wliich,  in 
Qur  opinion,,  will  show  that  the  apprehensiona  of  ooe  party  and  the 
non^epcpe^tationsi  of  the  other  are  alike  unfounded  or  greatly  exaggeiated.

S1SL9 — JLAtt  Sabbath  tbe  Rev.  Mr.  L«iBbioaa»  Goraa,  cbota  for  bit  test  that 
paasage  in  Timothy,  '*  In  tbe  last  days  perilous  times  will  come.**  To  this,  of 
course,  we  bad  no  right  to  object— I  believe  a  Minister  is  entitled  to  fijc  upon 
any  text  be  may  think  proper,  however  unsuited  for  the  occasion  it  may  be,  but 
while  we  concede  this  point  to  the  Rev.  Fathers,  it  is  certainly  too  much  to 
expect  that  the  congregation  shall  be  obliged  to  sit  patiently  and  hear  tbe  nliiieter 
contort  passages  of  Scripture  in  such  a  maoner  as  to  make  them  suit  bis  oira 
selfish  party  feelings.

— Why,  because  Mr.  Hume  and  Mr.  Gillon  objected  to  the  introduction 
of  a  few  words  into  the  Cholera  Act,  and  because  the  public  voice  was  crying 
i^ad  for  reform  in  church  and  state  I  He  took  the  liberty,  on  tbe  occasion,  of 
sporting  a  few  of  the  hackneyed  expressions  of  some  of  his  worthy  coadjutors  in 
"  tbe  House.**  He  did  not  fail  to  appeal  to  tbe  **  more  wealthy**  part  of  his 
audience,  and'  ask  them,  whether  he— and  the  Bishops,  of  course, — did  not  bold 
their  teinds,  stipends,  tithes,  &c.  by  as  good  a  tenure  as  they  held  their  landa?

SsM,— Yoa  bava  often,  In  your  independent  pages,  advocated  the  cause  of  tbe 
•pyeaaMd  ;  and  I  aaa  certain  that  no  olass  has  bad  such  a  woeful  tale  to  tell  aa 
•b«  Woavan.  Our  boc den  has  been  grievous  :  we  have  been  long  called  upon 
ft*  fvappla  with  tbe  real  difficulties  of  life — but  soifering  does  not  always  sofien 
ibe  heart.  There  are  a  number  of  weavers  In  Kirkintilloch  who  are  too  lazy  to 
work  tbaiDselves,  and  have  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  past  been  in  the 
babii  of  beating  up  in  the  Town  Hospitals  of  Edinburgh,  Glaogow,  and  Paisley, 
isr  apprentices,  and  tbe  supply  has  always  been  inadequate  to  the  demand  :  they 
iMsa  imported  bondredeof  these  poor,  innocent,  unofiKending  orphans,  roaleand 
female,  whom  misfortune  has  thrown  in  tbeir  way. 

But  it  Is  the  usage  they  get,  Mr.  Editor,  to  which  I  would  wish  to  direct 
your  attention.  A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  West  India  slavery,  and  Mr 
Sndlar's  Fwtory  bill,  (and»  God  knows,  there  la  eneugb  ef  misery  In  eitbet 
€■•••)  but  tb«M  poor  creatures  in  KirkintUlecb  are  bound  to  emeller 
ib4ii  Ui<i  West  India  planters,  or  tbe  CoIIoa  Lords  of  ibis  v^vkniry. 
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ready  said  that  our  Kirkintilloch  matt^fi  are  lazy,  and  I  need  not  tdl  you  they 
are  poor :  they  wish  to  throw  the  load  of  their  existence  upon  otliera^  .aod-  th^ 
ahoTO-mentioned  towns  have  famtshed  them  with  victims.  They  are  usually 
wrought  afxteea,  and  numhers  of  them  eighteen  hours  per  day  ;  and  if  their 
task  is  not'ilnlahed,  It  Is  no  uncommon  thing  for  them  to  work  tweoty-lbur 
houn  at  a  streteh.  Any  irietuals  they  get  does  not  deserve  the  name  of  oicpla  ; 
a  amall  allowanee  of  hrose  twice  a-day,  and  a  few  potatoes  at  dinner-tlmet  esn- 
atitutes  the  whole  of  their  food.  They  are  miserably  clothed  :  after  the  Hoa- 
pital  dress  wears  out,  their  masters  are  neither  able  nor  willing  to  renew  it,  and 
from  their  constant  attendance  fn  a  damp  life- wasting  shop,  some  of  their  l^^ga 
swell  to  an  extraordinary  site  In  the  winter-time— still  they  must  work,  and  if 
their  task  is  not  finished,  a  punishment  little  inferior  to  that  of  Sommerville'a  la 
awarded  them  ;  and  the  beds  thaylieoo  are  truly  wretched — I  will  not  attempt 
a  description  of  them. 

Ah !  Mr.  £ditor,  the  statutes  of  equity  and  mercy  have  been  demolish^ 
here ;  In  short,  the  weaver,  his  wife,  and  family,  look  upon  these  poor  friendless 
orphans  as  dust — absolute  dust,  belonging  to  a  separate,  distinct  caste  from  their

6ia,*-«I  have  been  a  regfolar  attendent  at  all  the  ProoeesioDS  which  IniTe  lately 
taken  place  in  commemoratien  of  the  cause  of  Reform ;  bat  when  I  loek  back  to 
the  i^eit  rejoicings  which  took  place  in  fonner  day^s  in  commenioniti<m  of  tha 
batiks  of  Trafalgar,  Waterloo,  and  other  victories,  it  may,  perhaps,  not  ha  ont  of 
plaoe  to  ask  what  was  the  oaaae  why  alt  these  (^raat  r<;joielngs  In  fororer  dajrs 
were  oondacted  by  our  city  Magistrates,  and  why  have  ail  time  g:r«at  rejoicings 
Whkb  have  lately  taken  place  been  conducted  without  thetr  aid  ?  Hie  magni- 
tude and  greatness  of  these  rejoicings,  which  were  conducted  by  oar  elty  Magi- 
strates depended  wholly  upon  the  number  of  men  killed  In  battle,  or  the  quantity 
of  property  which  was  destroyed  by  the  victorious  army.  But  the  rejoicings 
which  were  lately  got  up  were  not  got  up  in  commerooratfon  of  soch  horrific 
scenes,  but  to  commemorate  a  glorious  and  triumphant  victory  gained  by  the 
many  over  the  few  who  long  held  the  reins  of  government,  not  for  tlio  benefit  of 
the  many,  but  for  their  own  aggrandisement ;  and  these  few  were  defeated 
without  the  destruction  of  property,  without  the  thunder  of  cannon  or  the  dash- 
ing of  arms— these  are  the  weapons  of  tyrants ;— but  they  were  defeated  by 
weapons  more  in  accordance  with  true  philosophy,  they  were  defeated  by  the 
united  moral  force  of  the  people.  Now,  Sir,  after  taking  an  impartial  view  of 
the  conduct  of  our  city  Magistrates  in  not  taking  a  part  in  our  public  rejoicings, 
as  they  formerly  did,  I  can  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  that  the  people  are 
making  rapid  advances  before  their  rulers  in  the  march  of  civilization — I  do  not 
mean  to  say  that  the  people  would  have  been  more  orderly  if  they  had  been  con- 
ducted by  oar  rulers,  but  it  might  have  been  the  means  of  smoothing  down  that 
hatred  which  has  so  long  existed  between  the  people  and  their  self-elected  rulers.

SowK  a<H  last  publiotttion,  we  are  reminded,  tbat  the  ipilividual 
wbo  MQoaded  the  vote  of  TAanks  to  Mr.  Ewin|^  at  tlie  meeting  of 
the  Merchants'  House  last  week,  dedicated  a  poetical  effusion  to  hi* 
Lordship  some  years  ago,  wherein  he  was  lauded  as  the  Rotcoe,  and 
the  Kemrdo  of  Glasgow  1  ■■  Unipeakable" — says  the  author  of  the 
flelebnaed  letters,  signed  Luchit  Verut,  a  copy  of  which  is  now 
lying  before  us — "  unspeakable  waa  the  uachination  which  ensoed 
tbcnon  in  town  and  country ;  the  sum  of  hunmn  hilarity  was  visibly 
HMKued ;  mdaucholy  was  at  a  discount,  and  men  could  scarcely 
far  toiiie  time  command  gravity  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  buMness 
of  life." — But  seriously,  we  rather  think,  that.tkis  vote  of  thanks 
will  beattended  with  no  such  happy  result  now.  The  thing,  we  find, 
ia  mreoiated  as  it  deserves  to  be. 

We  shall  be  very  sorry  if  any  one  of  our  readers  has  entertained 
the  DOti<Hi,  that  we,  above  aU  otbws,  connected  with  the  press,  in 
Giaigow,  should  villify  Mr.  £  wing  up  hiU  and  down  dole,  simply  because 
beisprealjOrasupposedTory,  and  an  enemy  to  freedom.  We  have  no 
«ach  improper  disposition  to  gratify ;  and  those,  tberdore-MCskam  be 
any)  who  ei^ect  that  weebMud  s^mu^  very  bitter  tb' 

VM.IU.  a 
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will  probably  find  themselves  quite  mistaken.— For,  our  maxun  isy 
that  the  very  devil  l^unself  desierves  his  due  :  and  whatever  may  be 
the  political  offences  of  Mr.  Ewing,  whether  of  omission  or  com- 
mission, his  worst  enemies,  we  believe,  cannot  deny,  and,  at  all  events, 
we  have  no  hesitation  whatever  in  saying,  that  in  his  moral  character 
he  is  a  perfect  gentleman^  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  and  as  such 
we  are  disposed  to  treat  him. — He  did  one  good  thing,  we  learn, 
when  formerly  Dean  of  Guild,  which  deserves  praise,  and  for  which  he 
ott^A/ to  have  been  thanked,  though  we  do  not  know  whether  he  was  so, 
or  not,  we  mean  the  motion  he  made  about  the  City  Accounts,  which 
he  insisted  ought  to  be  published  annually  for  the  information  of 
the  Citizens.  And  on  another  occasion  he  moved,  that  the  obnoxi- 
ous "  Burgess  Oath"  ought  to  be  dispensed  with.  We  therefore 
willingly  place  these  things  to  his  credit.  But  on  the  other  hand, 
we  are  constrained  to  repeat  what  we  stated  las^  Saturday,  that 
the  general  tenor  of  his  publie  conduct  has  not  been  su0h  as  ought 
to  entitle  him  now  to  secure  the  regard  of  any  real,  even-down  Re- 
former. For,  at  besty  he  was  only  a  cold,  calculating,  '<  moderate** 
one,  and  evidently  belonged  to  (what  has  been  well  termed)  the 
wee  bit  by  bit  squad.  Nay,  we  verily  believe,  that  if  Wellington 
had  again  come  into  power,  Mr  Ewing  would  have  hailed  and  sup- 
ported liim*  just  as  sincerely  as  any  Tory  in  the  whole  Kingdom. 

In  that  belief,  and  for  these  reasons,  independent  of  others  to 
follow,  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  support  Mr.  Ewing  in  his 
pretensions  to  represent  the  City  oi  Glasgow^  in  the  fipst  Reformed 
Parliament.  And  since  we  cannot  support  him,  it  is  almost  needless 
to  say,  that  we  hold  it  to  be  our  duty  to  oppose  him  as  much  as  we 
are  able.  He  is  unquestionably  the  avowed  and  favourite  Candi- 
date of  the  Tories  of  Glasgow :  a  circumstance  of  itself,  which  ought 
to  obviate  a  great  deal  of  dubiety  that  exists  about  some  parts  of 
his  conduct,  and  determine  all  sincere  Reformers  to  unite  heart  and 
hand  against  him. — The  Tories  unquestionably  would  haTC  extir- 
pated every  Reformer  in  the  land,  if  they  could ;  or,  what  is  worse:, 
they  would  willingly  have  seen  many  of  the  Reformers  hanged,  be-^ 
headed,  and  quartered. — And  it  will  be  an  everlasting  disigrace  to 
the  Reformes  of  Glasgow,  if,  afler  having  fairly  vanquished  the  Tories^ 
they  again  permit  the  latter  to  get  the  ascendancy,  in  consequence 
of  treachery  or  bribery,  or  a  want  of  fixed  and  honest  purpose  on 
the  part  of  the  Reformers  themselves. 

Of  Mr,  Ewing's  conduct,  in  relation  to  the  unhappy  case  of  pooi^ 
old  James  Wilson,  executed  for  High  Treason  at  Glasgow,  in  Sepli 
1820,  much,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  is  expected  fhom  us,  explana- 
tory of  it — and  having  the  whole  of  the  original  letters  and  docum^iiii 
of  Wilson,  &c.  now  in  our  possession,  we  are  certainly  by  no  means 
indisposed  to  enter  on  the  task ;  but  to  do  so  properly,  it  would 
require  a  much  more  extensive  space  than  we  can  well  give  in  these 
pages. — We  have  therefore  adopted  the  resolution  of  brii^ng  out,

^If.  But  when  Mr.  Ewing,  in  his  printed  Address,  6f 
t,  vauntingly  speaks  of  the  "  charities/*  public  ftrttl  pH^ 
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vote,  to  which  he  has  «  been  A  cokitributer/*  we  shcMdd  lik^  to  ask 
him  this  one  question,  pertinent  enough  we  opine,  t6  his  own  state- 
ment.— ^Did  he  ever  send  one  farthing  to  the  poor  widow  of  James 
Wilson  at  Strathaven,  whose  head,  as  a  Juryman,  he  was  instru- 
mental  in  taking  off? 

The  Citizens  of  Glasgow  will  not  overlook  the  fact,  that  Mr. 
Ewing  is  the  onfy  one  of  the  six  Candidates  seeking  th^  su^ages 
who  has  declined  to  meet  and  address  them  in  public  The  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  has  not  thought  it  beneath  his  dignity  to  knee't 
the  Electors  of  London,  and  openly  and  frankly  to  address,  and 
explain  his  views,  to  them  in  public ;  neither  has  the  Lord  Ad- 
vocate of  Scotland  thought  it  beneath  his  dignity  to  address  the 
Citizens  of  Edinburgh,  with  ihe  same  object.  And  why,  then, 
should  Mr.  James  Ewing  treat  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow  with  such 
hmtieur  f  Is  not  this,  we  ask,  a  elear  indication  of  his  partiality  to 
the  old  Tory  hole-and-corner  system  ? — He  is  a  good  speaker.— i 
Why,  then,  is  he  afraid  to  let  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow  h^ar  him  ih 
bis  new  capacity  ?  A  printed  address,  any  more  thab  vl, private 
cafi  on  the  Electors,  no  matter  how  polite  it  may  be,  will  not  do 
now-a-days  with  the  public  at  large.  There  must  be  a  thorough 
lifting  and  inspection  of  the  man,  and  if  he  shrinks  from  that  in- 
spection* it  is  the  best  proof  we  can  ask  of  his  own  consciousness 
that  his  p<^ilical  creed  is  not  sound. 

We  therefore  earnestly  hope  and  trust  thsrt  the  Citizens  of  Glas- 
gow will  reject  the  claims  of  Mr.  Ewing  oH  the  present  'occasion.— 
But  if  he  discharges  his  high  office  as  Lord  Provost  of  Glasgow  for 
the  next  two  years  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Citizens ;  —if  he  makes 
up  fer  the  remissness  of  some  parts  of  his  byegone  conduct  ;•— if  he 
shakes  himself  clear  of  his  old  Tory  connexion,  as  we  think  he  now 
sees  he  really  must  do,  for  it  is  crumbling  to  pieces  every  day  ; — 
ia  ihort,  if  he  espouses^  with  the  energy  and  talent  which  we  knbw 
he  is  capable  of  doing,  die  caose  of  Municipal  Refbrm  in  alt  its  raihf- 
fieatioDs,  he  might  then,  but  th^  only,  have  some  chance  of  re- 
presenting his  **  native  city**  in  the  next  or  some  f^iture  Parliament 
But  we  again  repeat,  that  his  claims  on  the  present  occasion  are 
entirely  out  of  the  question,  and  ought  not  to  be  put  in  competition, 
for  one  moment,  with  some  of  the  other  Candidates,  who  fought 
openly,  resolutely,  and  manfully,  in  the  cause  of  Reform, — ^theldtit*els 
of  winch  wiU  now  surely  be  conferred  upon  them,  and  not  upon  any 
<li^msed  (HT  dubious  pretenders,  either  in  Glasgow  or  any  where 
ebe.

THE  FIRST  AMERICAN  WAR. 

We  are  mire  we  need  offer  no  apology  to  our  readers  for  laying  before 
then  the  fpUowing  most  eloquent  and  toacbifig  deacnplipn  of  the  fint 
American  War,  written  nearly  forty  years  ago,  by^T^-£*A>Ti — 1*|  . 
^  the  compatriols  of  Thomas  Muir,  ntnl  vvbr 
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before  the  High  Court  of  Justicary  at  Edinburgh  in  the  year  1794, 
and  sentenced  to  fourteen  yean*  transportation,  for  being  a  Reformer 
and  an  Advocate  of  Liberty  ! 

*■  We  next  come  to  tbet  evtntful  war  which  separated  the  continent  of 
America  from  Great  BriUin,  and  ooavultied  erer^r  part  of  the  empire  to  iu 
deepest  Ibnndations.  All  war,  indeed,  is  calamitous,  but  the  American 
war  was  marked  with  circumsUuces  of  horror  peculiar  and  dtstiaguisbinit. 
Durioff  the  three  first  years  of  that  nefarious  and  eaecrabhi  war,  nothiuir 
was  offered  to  America  but  Slavery  or  Death.  UncandUionai  submisswu 
was  the  language  openly  avowed  by  the  Mini»ters  of  the  Crown ;  and  ib« 
minds  of  the  most  moderate  were  inflamed  by  cUims  of  Iwislatiye  aatbority , 
at  once  detesUble  for  Uieir  tyranny,  and  ooutemptible  for  their  weakoeM. 
A  right  to  bind  the  Americans,  in  all  cases  whatever^  was  asserted  by  the 
Bnglish  Parliament,  in  which  they  liad  not  a  single  representative. 

«*  To  aeomplish  these  objects,  tae  trade  of  death  was  again  conuMnced. 
For  three  years  victory  hang  in  suspense,  and  the  British  armr,  doriag 
that  period,  altemaUly  pomessed  and  abandoned  Boston,  New  York,  and 
Philadelphia.  The  mercenary  circles  of  German v  were ,  ranaadied  to 
dragoon  America  into  unconditional  submission;  domestic  insurrectioos 
were  excited  among  sUves,  whose  price  of  freedom  was  the  murder  of 
their  masters;  and  even  the  merciless  Indian  savages  were  brought  down 
upon  their  defenceless  frontiers,  whose  known  rule  of  war&re  is  an  uadie- 
ttBgaiafaing  aiasiaere  of  all  ages^  sexes,  and  conditions.  Wherever  the»e 
baAarians  marched  their  root  was  marked  with  blood.  The  dmlmction 
•f  the  fine,  new,  and  flouriahing  settlement  of  Wyoming  forma  a  pratoud- 
ing  featmre  io  iSkm  groap  of  hoirors,  and  therefore  oierita  a  paiticnisr 
detaiL  The  distriot  consisted  of  eight  townships,  each  containing  a  9qfmn 
of  fives  miles,  beautifully  situated  on  both  sides  of  the  Susqyehaanah.  It 
was  bUst  with  a  climate  bhuid  as  the  dews  ofheaven^  and  a  soil  lozoriaoliy 
fertile. 

**  In  thb  Eden  of  the  new  worid,  where  erery  man  possessed  an  abaad- 
aaee,  which  was  the  fruit  of  moderale  bibour  and  industry,  where  oonuui 
was  very  rich,  nor  wvy  great;  the  inhabitants  exhibited  such  a  picture  of 
primeval  happinem  as  has  seldom  been  equalled;  and  such,  indeed,  as 
iiamaaitf,'in  its  present  state,  issmi  scarcely  capable  of  exoeediag, 

**  Bm  neither  the  happiness  of  the  climate,  the  fertility  of  the  suil,  aar 
the  remoteness  of  the  situation,  could  preserve  the  trani|ttiUit^  of  that 
banpT  spot.  The  demon  of  discord  blew  nis  bom  among  their  hehifations ; 
ana  ue  settlers,  who  were  denominated  ike  friends  ofg<nfermmemt^  holding 
a  secret  eorrespoadence  with  the  Indians,  ttung  the  bosom  of  that 
fideaes  aa  which  they  were  unsuspectingly  suffered  to  repose^  aad 
oelled^avery  law  of  natmre  aad  hamani^.

**  The  Mak  was  aooo  thiawn  o£    They  aowmeared  openly  taj 

and  while  they  aaaamed  the  dieos,  thejr  adopteo  the  nraetioea  of  tbo 
eavagea.  Having  maasacred  the  asea  staooaed  to  defend  one  lbct»  whicah 
pmraed  the  diatncl^  they  pcaoeeded  to  the  next;  and,  to  cheer  the  droo^ 
mg  SBirita  of  the  weak  remaining  garrison,  sent  in,  for  their  contewpiatioa, 
the  bloody  scalps  of  two  hundred  of  their  late  relations,  fiieads,  aad  oo^ 
radea.  Cdoom  Dennison,  the  oommander  of  the  fort,  aeeing  the  inpoau- 
biHty  of  aay  eliectaal  defence,  weat  with  a  flag  to  Bntler,  Genecai  of  the 
comoined  army  of  savagea  aod/neadk  of  Ooo^nmeMi^  to  know  what  taians 
he  woaM  grant  on  a  sarreader ;  te  this  application  of  weakaemand  miaciry, 
Bntler,  arith  all  the  phlegm  of  a  real  savage,  abruptly  answered^  "  the 
hatchet"  in  these  dreadful  circumstances^  the  unfortaaate  Govaraor 
haviag  defended  his  fori  oatil  maat  of  the  gairiaoa  were  killed  oc  die*- 
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ble^,  WM  ttt  ten^h  oompelled  to  sitrrender  at  discretion.  Some  of  the 
onhsppy  persons  in  the  tort  were  carried  away  alive;  but  the  barbarooa 
coafjoerore,  to  save  the  troaUe  of  murder  io  detail,  ahnt  op  the  greater 
pan  promiscuously  in  the  houses  and  barracks,  which  having  set  on  fire, 
thej  enjoyed  the  sayag^e  pleasure  of  lieholding^  the  whole  consumed  in 
one  ^neral  blaze. 

^^  They  then  proceeded  to  the  only  remaining  fort,  called  Wilkesboroogb, 
whidi,  in  hopes  of  attaining  merer,  was  surrendered  without  resittanee, 
and  without  aemanding>  any  conditfons.  Here  the  tragedy  was  renewed 
wHh  agjo^raTated  horrors.  |ln  this  fortress  were  shut  up  the  milkia  of 
the  district.  With  these,  as  objects  of  particular  enmity,  the  slaughter 
WM  begun ;  and  they  were  bntuhered  with  every  possible  oironmstance  of 
the  most  deliberate  and  wanton  cruelty.  The  remainder  of  the  men, 
wHfa  the  women  and  children,  not  demanding  so  much  particnburattentioDy 
were  sbnt  up  as  before,  in  the  houses,  which  being  set  on  fire,  they  perished 
aftogetfaer  in  the  fiames. 

**  A  general  scene  of  devastation  was  now  spread  through  all  the  town- 
ships. Fire,  sword,  and  the  other  instruments  of  destruction  alternate^ 
triompbed.  The  com  fields  were  set  on  &T9,  and  the  standing  com,  now 
afanost  ready  for  the  sickle,  hnrnt  as  it  grew.  The  houses,  fnmiturey 
valuables  of  every  kind,  together  with  all  those  improvements  which  owed 
their  rise  to  the  persevering  toil,  and  patient  inousiry  of  man,  wen  as 
completely  destroyed  as  their  nature,  or  the  activity  of  the  spoilers,  would 
admn.  It  has  been  often  observed,  Fellow  Oticens,  that  the  pracUice  and 
habit  of  cruelty,  with  respect  to  any  paitioolar  object^  begets  a  facility  in 
its  execution,  and  a  disposition  to  its  commission  with  vegatd  to  aU  othsfs. 
Thus  these  merciless  ruvagers,  when  the  main  objects  of  their  cruelty  were 
cfzhibited,  seemed  to  direct  their  animosity  to  every  part  of  Kving  nature; 
and,  as  if  it  were  a  relaxation  or  amusement,  cut  out  the  tongues  of 
the  horses  and  cattle,  leavhig  them  still  aHve  only  to  prokmg  their 
agOttfes. 

**  Modes  of  inventive  cruelty  were  also  adopted,  whidi  must  mltemntely 
Ireearo  everv  breast  with  horror,  and  mrft  fit  with  oompassiou.  A  oaotain 
Bedlock,  who  had  been  taken  prieoner,  being  stript  naked,  hod  his  oody 
stuck  lUn  of  thash  pine  splinters,  and  then  a  heap  of  knots  of  the  same 
wood  being  stuck  round  nim,  the  whole  was  set  on  fire,  and  bis  tWo  oom« 
prions,  the  captains  Ranson  and  Dorgee,  thrown  alive  into  the  fiames. 
ne,/Vi0K2t  qfChvemment,  who  bad,  at  difl)Brent  thnes,  abandoaeil  the 
rettlement  in  order  to  join  in  these  savage  expeditioni)  were  the  moet  die- 
tingufsbed  fbr  their  cruelty.  Among  these,  one  whose  mother  had 
narrted  a  second  husband,  butchered  with  his  own  hands,  both  hei^  his 
&Aer-in4aw,  his  own  sisters  and  their  infant  children.  Another,  who, 
during  his  absence,  had  smit  home  several  threats  against  the  life  of  his 
filler,  now,  not  only  realised  them  in  person,  but  was  hims^f,  with  his 
owu  hands,  the  extenninator  of  his  whole  famiiy  s  mother,  brother,  and 
nsters,  aniteled  their  bk>od  in  one  common  oamage  with  that  of  the  anoieDt 
husband  and  father.  The  Indians,  whose  thhvt  drblood  was  rather  whetted 
ti&an  satiated,  continued  to  pursue  the  fodtives  {oensisttnr  mostly  of 
women  and  children),  the  misersM*  nillnniMlMi^wIm  hadfirilen  in  their 
habitations.    Destruction  was  every  wMjilr  ^  them,  and  met . 

the  hunted  vietims  at  every  turn.-    Mjjr  ^IM  with

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**  HamaDity  would  induce  us  to  throw  a  palL  over  sights  so  hideous  and 
deformed,  did  not  a  sense  of  duty,  with  a  view  to  preyent  their  repetition, 
iastififate  us  to  afford  a  faithful  recital  of  enormities  which  degrade  human 
nature  beneath  the  beasts  that  perish  I 

'^  The  defeat  and  capture  of  the  English  General  Buigoyne's  army, 
however,  gave  a  new  turn  to  afiairs.  It  inspired  the  leaders  in  America 
ifi^ith  oonfid^ca;  and  the  &oes  which  appeared  in  the  new  Congress, 
caused'  the  countenance  of  the  English  Court  to  droop.  Foreign  alliances 
were  now  formed,  while  the  state-house  of  independent  Philadelphia 
opened  its  doors  to  the  ambassador  of  France.  Spain  and  Holland  soon 
tJkxK  acceded  to  the  confederacy,  and  the  caUmities  of  war  were  multiplied 
19.  every  quarter. 

,  **  The  people  of  Britain  were,  at  length,  stunned  with  their  senses  by 
t^e^  heavy  blows  of  national  caUmities.  An  embassy  of  persons,  some  of 
vihom  2u»  held  the  haughty  language  of  unconditional  submission,  were 
sent  at  an  immense  expense  across  tne  Atlantic,  to  lay  the  boasted  honour, 
dignity,  and  supremacy  of  the  British  Parliament,  at  the  feet  of  that  very 
vagrant  Congcess,  whom  the  wretched  hirelings  of  an  abandoned  Adminis* 
tnwon^  bad  once  loaded  with  every  teim  of  abuse ;  in  the  same  manner 
ap  the  pensioned  scribblers  of  the  present  day  calumniate  that  band  of 
iilAexibie  patriots^  tlie  Convention  of  France.  As  force  had  proved 
ineffectual,  oormption,  that  hacknied  engine  of  Courts,  was  now  resorted 
tc^  «a  so  expedient ;  but  the  same  republican  virtue  which  had  bravely 
resisted  the  arms  of  England,  re^ed  to  be  bribed  by  her  gold. 

**  The  Americans  had  tasted  the  sweets  of  independence,  and  refused  to 
aeoept  that  freedom  as  a  boon»  which  they  had  firmly  established  as  a 
right  Grown  furious  with  disappointment,  the  Commissioners  now 
threatened  the  extremes  of  war  (which,  as  we  have  seen,  had  been  substan- 
tially practbed),  and  to  establish  perpetual  desolation  in  a  country,  whidt 
we  had  neither  the  wisdom  to  retain,  nor  the  power  t^  subdue.  This 
menace  produced  no  other  effect,  than  the  indignation  of  those  against 
whom  it  was  directed,  and  more  active  exertions  to  repel  hostilities,  which 
were  now  embittered  by  the  rage  of  disappointment;  while  the  baffled 
missionaries  of  an  intriguing  juntos  eovereu  with  disgrace,  were  compelled 
to  abandon  tbe  nefarious  oroject  of  corrupting  a  people  who  had  baavely 
resolved  to  be  free  and  inaependent. 

^*  After  a  succession  of  four  years  of  bloody  and  wasteful  defeats*  or 
useless  victories,  Great  Britain  was  forced  to  grant  to  the  arms  of  America' 
what  she  had  haughtily  refused  to  her  prayers.  Their  independence  was 
formally,  though  reluctantly,  acknowledged,^A€  obfeet  qf  the  war  aban^ 
domd^  and  neace  restored  to  a  distracted  people,  though  with  the  loss  of 
two  hundraa  thousand  lives,  and  with  an  increase  of  the  national  debt  to 
tpe  gigantic  sum  of  two  hundred  and  aever^-nine  millions  six  hundred  and 
nimtjM^ght  thousand  pounds  P^

But  he  will  beat  them  to  pieces, 
there  is  no  doubt  We  extract  the  following  passage  &om  an  able 
speech  he  made  to  his  constituents  on  Monday  last : 

**  All  who  battened  on  the  public  money  were  also  opposed  to  him.  No 
feelkig  of  honour  or  shame  seemed  to  prevail  amongst  some  of  these  men. 
He  hoped  that  with  the  extension  of  ediication,  a  moral  feeling  wpuld  ex- 
tend itself  amongst  the  lower  classes,  which,  he  was  sorry  to  say,  the 
upper  classes  haa  not — and  that  the  time  would  soon  come  when  every 
iDan  in  the  kingdom  would  be  ashamed  of  accepting  eleemosynary  relier. 
Why,  there  was  the  Doke  of  Newcastle,  with  a  princely  income,  bad  suf- 
fered his  mother  to  depend  for  her  subsistence  on  the  public  bounty — ^she 
had  been  a  mere  state  pauper,  receiving  a  pension  from  the  public  purse 
[^ame,  shame !].  Why^  would  not  any  traaesman  there,  who  was  able  to 
cam  even  a  pittance,  support  his  own  mother,  in  preference  to  sending 
her  to  the  workhoiise,  to  live  on  the  miserable  pittance  allowed  to  her  by 
miriah  charity  [loud  and  indignant  cheers]  ?  Yet,  in  what  respect  did  the 
Duke  of  Newcastle  differ  from  the  man  who  shoold  thus  act  by  his  mo- 
ther, or  in  what  were  the  two  instances  dissimilar,  except  m  the  amount 
of  the  allowance  to  the  titled  paupers  [great  cheering]  ?  The  Duke  of 
WeHrngton,  too,  with  £35fi00  per  annum,  did  the  same  thing  [shame].'* 

He  was  justified  in  saying  this;  but  he  might  have  said  more — 
he  might  imve  sand  that  the  poor  have  a  much  higher  standard  of 
morab  than  the  Aristocracy,  in  what  regards  taking  the  moiiey  of 
others.  A  tradesman  must  be  poor  indeed  who  would  allow  a 
parent  to  partake  of  the  publi6  money.  But  the  Duke  of  New- 
cattle  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington  are  not  ashamed  that  their 
mothers  are  State  paupers.  The  Duke  of  Buccleugh,  with  £*25O,00O 
a^yeBTy  is  not  ashamed  that  his  uncle,  the  Earl  of  Home,  receives 
£900  yearly  as  a  State  pauper.  Their  morality  is  like  that  of  the 
Highlaiid  Thief,  who  sufiposed  that  the  only  crime  in  mutters  of 
robbery  Wttfi  taking  too  little.  When  charged  with  stealing  a  cow, 
hfe  fndfgnanfly  exclaimed  that  he  did  not  steal  one  cow,  but  many 
cows.

Wheh  the  weft  is  thus  intercepted  by  the  agent,  and  Applied  to  hisowto  "pitrpMe^ 
the  Isstie  of  wblcb  is  equally  injurious  to  the  manufactarcfr  and  the  weaver*-^ 
To  recur  to  ray  own  wounded  feelings-— when  I  called  vipon  the  said  Henry 
Rankin  to  obtain  a  settlement  in  a  peaceable  manner,  as  I  never  wished  to  have 
any  disagreeable  measure  with  any  employer,  but  instead  of  getting  any  radrest, 
I  was  accosted  in  a  brutal  manner  by  ilankln  himseli;  who,  seizing  the  kitchen 
pdker  and  uttering  the  most  approbrious  Imprecations  I  ever  heard,  so  maeb  to, 
that  I  am  ashamed  to  commit  them  to  paper— and  by  way  of  climax,  swo^e  by 
his  father's  head,  that  if  I  did  not  leave  the  house  instantly,  **  mine  ow%^  , 
should  roll  before  me  like  a  ball,*'  and  bat  for  the  timely  interl^i^noe  of  his  ' 
wife,  I  believe  I  should  have  ibrmed  the  subject  of  a  story  FnstMd  of  tcNingoor.

Weaver^  lest  any  dilfer^n^e  should  arise  between  the  agent  and  the  weaver.  In 
this  delemma,  I  hope  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  advise  me  what  steps  to  adopt, 
such  as  are  most  llkefy  to  bring  the  party  oomptetned  of  td  give  that  aatlsfaottoki 
'wMch  the  nature  of  the  case  seems  to  require.

So  IiMle,  ifttfoed,  did  the  inhfltyHmitB  el  Glasgow 
KDOw  of  bitt,  fim  to  tbe  date  #f  the  Reqaraition  altuded  to,  that  when 
it  was  fitac  poftfisfled^  this  question  was  constantly  asked,  Who  h  Mr. 
Crawfurd  ?— -  fniii  is  be  ?  All  ^e  answer  that  could  be  retnriwd 
was,  that  Mr.  Crawfbrd  bad  long  resided  in  India,  where  he  occapied 
an  imponant  situation  under  the  East  India  Connpany,  and  that  he  had 
written  eloqnemhr  and  powerfaily  against  the  East  India  Monopoly, 
and  in  favour  of  free  trade  to  China.  Accordingly,  thie  ie  Ihe  chief 
foundation  on  wkich  his  friends  rest  their  hopes  in  him ;  hm  there  are

tbe  first  Farltament.  But  th^  toerH,  So  peevltorff  cfiilMd  for  Mr. 
Crawfurd  bybii  friends  en  account  of  Ms  writing»agaMetth«  Sast  India 
Monopoly,  is  coiisiderably  diminished,  if  what  \ve  Are  led  to  underw 
stand  be  true,  namely,  that  he  is  retafned  by  an  Association  of  East 
India  Merchants  at  a  salary  of  £1500  per  annum  for  advocating  their 
views,  so  that  be  is  not  a  free  agent,  but  hound  to  that  Association,  of 
which  Mr.  Kirk  man  Finlay,  in  Glasgow*  is  one  of  the  chief  props.

Ic  is  quite  unnecessary  for  ns  to  acquaint  those  who  bare  bad  anr

MEMOIR  OF  HORNE  TOOKE. 

JoHH  HoftNB  TooKB  WM  s  pertoo  diitingnblMd,  not  l«i  for  hit  talAti  tni  acquire- 
mentii  tban  for  the  important  one  to  wbieh  faeikvotcd  them-^the  good  «f  Irit  eoaatry, 
and  the  adraneenent  of  leamii^.  Tookov  thoai^  tbat  bf  wiriofa  he  it  now  moat 
generally  known,  was  not  hia  real,  but  merely  in  aaaomad  name ;  hit  real  name  being 
aimply  John  Home.  He  waa  bom  In  Jnne,  1786  $  nnd  the  place  of  iria  birth  waa 
Weatminiter,  where  hia  £»tb«r,  of  the  aame  name  «•  the  eon,  wat  a  poulterer  in  New- 
port-market. His  £sther  was  a  man  of  Taspeotable  character,  and  of  active  fannnett 
habits.  He  acquired,  by  his  indnstry,  conaiderable  property,  and  reputably  brought 
np  a  fismily  of  seven  children,  of  whom  ^e  auhieet  of  thia  memoir  waa  the  third.  - 

Of  a  man  who  acted  so  conspicuous  a  part  in  after  life,  little  is  said  reapec^ag  the 
infancy,  childhood,  or  even  bi^bood.     After  reoeiving  the  etements  of  an  EngKsfa  edu- 
cation, he  was  sent  to  Westminster  sehool  to  be  initiiied  in  etsasical  literature.     Eton, 
where  he  spent  five  or  six  yeaxa  without  any  thing  like  marked  distinction,  had  next 
Ae  honour  to  rank  him  among  her  pupils.     From  this  he  passed,  in  1755,  to  St. 
John^s  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  pursued  his  studies  tilt  he  took  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts.     Shortly  after  this,  he  for  some  time  acted  aa  usher,  or  asnsaaaft,' 
in  a  sehool  at  Blackheath,  about  five  miles  from  the  metropolis,  and  a  plane  ui  no 
email  celebrity  in  the  annals  of  Britain.     On  the  plain  of  this  name,  with  nearly  all 
theif  forces,  the  Danes  encamped  in  1012  ;  here  in  1231  the  fiimoua  Wat  Tyler,  the 
hereof  Sonthey*s  unsophisticated  muse,  mustered  his  rebel  force  of  100,000  men  ; 
here  John  Cade,  with  his  20,000,  made  his  stand  for  popular  righta  in  1460;  And" 
bare  the  unfortunate  Lord  Audley  waa  defeated  by  Henry  VII.  in  1497.      AsBuei»' 
tions,  formed  by  contemplating  the  acenes  of  such  events,  may  havu  had  some'liltle  ef- 
fect in  nurturing  the  humble  usher  of  Blackheath  into  the  future  patriot.     At  1km 
earnest  solicitations  of  his  father,  Mr.  Home  entered  into  Deacon*a  orderab  and  <ifieialsd 
for  lome  time  as  a  Curate  in  Kent.     His  own  predilections,  however,  being  in  fo^ovr 
of  the  legal  profession,  for  which,  by  his  great  intrepidity  and  presence  of  mind^  be  war 
peculiarly  qualified,  he  became  in  1756,  in  pursuit  of  his  fiivourite  oljeot,  a  member 
and  resident  of  th(^'  Inner  Temple.     But  the  importunate  wiahea  of  his  Iktber'and 
family  again  prevailed  over  inclination  ;  and  having  received  ordination  aa  a  ptieat  ift 
1760,  he  was  regularly  inducted  into  the  Chapelry  of  New  Brentfonl^  a  sitnaliMi 
which  his  father,  in  his  seal  to  make  him  a  Chuirehnian,  had  proeured  for  him  by  par*' 
chase.     The  quiet  discharge  of  clerical  duties  seem  not  to  have  been  at  all  oongeaial 
to  ftiil  great  vigour  and  activity  of  mind  ;  and,  at  the  end  of  three  yeara,  he  stole  away 
frods  them,  and  went  to  travel  on  the  Continent,  in  character  of  tutor  to  the  son  4MF 
Mr.  £iwes  of  Berkshire,  the  celebrated  wealthy  miser,  or  at  least  economist.     Whib 
abroad,  he  laid  aside  alt  traces  of  the  clergyman,  and  travelled  merely  as  a  sohofaw  smI 
a  gentleman.     His  continental  tour  was  priocipally  confined  to  Franoe,  and  aeitlier  hw 
nnrfotrained  mode  of  living,  nor  the  violence  with  which,  after  his  return,  he  enteied 
into  politics  aa  a  supporter  of  the  opposition,  tended  to  ioorease  hia  relish  nr  hie  fitacaa 
for  his  sacred  dutiea.      Accordingly,  he  allowed  little  time  to  elapse  before  makic^ 
another  "viait  to  the  Continent,  in  company  of  a  gentleman  of  the  name  of  Taylor.*— 
It  x^m  while  at  Paris,  during  this  second  excursion,  tbat  be  received  an  introdoctioa 
to  Wilkes,  who  was,  through  the  machinations  of  a  once  popular,  but  now  juatly  de» 
tested  party,  so  long  the  bugbear  of  old  women  and  children,  and  who  waa  tiien  an 
exile  in  tiie  Freneh  metropolis,  an  admirable  school  at  tbat  time  to  be  sure  for  curing 
a  man  like  Wilkea  of  bis  hatred  of  priest-craft  and  king-craft.     For  thia  ratlier  wa* 
prineipled,  but  mueh  abused  and  persecuted  champion  of  freedom  and  popular  fightSy 
Tooke  formed  a  strong  attachment,  and  this  circumstance  gave  a  deep  tinge  to  the 
whole  of  bis  eubeequent  life.     Upon  his  second  return  from  the  Continent,  he  rasnoMd 
the  Meek  coat,  and  entered  afresh  upon  the  discharge  of  his  clerical  duties,  and  even 
by  hia  pulpit  exhibitions  acquired  tome  little  distinction.     But  he  was  not  long  deatinnd 
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to  MA  M  lo  thfl  «v»|i  ^ihot'hf  lit  wwf  af  a  el^rgynan.  *  WilkM  having  retuniMl 
boMCy  beeMw^iiiJMiti  fcr  iikit'$k<mimft£  reprtMittitig  ibe  etsohiy  of  MiddlcMx  in 
PwtKamtmt ;  and  his  friend  Tooka,  anziona  for  his  anoeeM,  plunged  headlong  into  tha 
tarlkid  gnlf  of  partjr  poUtiea.  Bjr  hia  indefiitigabia  emrtionay  ha  not  only  oontribntad 
■•eh  to  aaeon  tha  fetorn  af  Wii]ra%  bat  by  hia  legal  knowledge,  ha  aeaistad  greatly 
in  hciBfii^  to  pnaaahoa*!  pctaona  who  had  baca  tha  perpetraton  of  Tiolenca  ami  ont- 
ng«  daring  the  aleetioni.  Hia  legal  knaarledge  enabled  him  alao  at  this  time  to  it- 
fcnt  A  proeaeation  to  whiah  h#  wnaanhiaetid  fsr  a  libel  ^{ainat  the  Hon.  Oeorge  One- 
lov*  Ffwa  tbia  time  forward  to  tha  end  of  hie  lattg  Mb»  he  deroted  bimaelf  ahnoat 
csdnaiTalj  to  pelitace»  and  Ihera  waa  aoafcalf  a  pnbUe  traneictioii  of  any  moment  in 
which  bt  WW  nat  either  directly  or  indbaotly  angaged.  It  waa  be  that  prompted 
Bcehfoni*  Lord  M^or  of  London,  to  Mply  aa  ha  did  to  the  King's  answer,  when  he 
carried  tha  rem onetwnce  of  hia  lellow««itiaana  to  tha  throne ;  and  it  waa  ha  that  drew 
op  that  reply  w  inHfibed  on  tha  atatna  of  Baddbrd  in  GoiMhafl.  The  memorable 
aodatp  for  aopportai^  tha  Bill  of  Bights  a  Bitt»  in  l>Mlha'a  time  and  for  long  after, 
often  hnt  littla  regaidady  awed  ite  origiBmninly  to  bill ;  and  in  all  its  tranautiona,  be 
took  a  very  active  and  daaided  part.  Whan  Bingleyy  the  printer,  waa  committed  to 
priaoA  in  tha  moat  arbitrary  manner  by  Lard  -Maanfleld,  beeaaae  be  had  refoaed  to  ap- 
penr  for  the  pnrpoae  of  nnawaring  oertain  Interregatioaa,  hia  liberation  was  effected  i- 
moat  aoUy  1^  the  asartiona  of  tha  Middlesex  parson. 

IWahisf  political  events  of  Home  Tooke*e  \ih  begin  from  this  time  to  thicken  rery 
foot  npCB  na>  Hia  nnAinching  integrity,  and  nnoompromising  detestation  of  o|^re^ 
non  and  iijnstice,  at  onea  procored  him  many  enemies,  and  made  bim  both  the  author 
and  the  ol|fe<t  of  many  pnMic  attacks.  Attempts  being  made  to  render  the  society 
for  enppartiBg  the  Bill  of  Righta  available  for  paying  the  private  debts  of  bis  former  fiievd 
Wiftasb  thay  were  warmly  oppoeed  by  Tooke.  This  led  to  an  open  rupture  betweeii, 
thco^  aadaven  to  mnch  public  altercation  by  letter  ;  but,  though  this  for  a  time  abated 
very  noaiidafnblf  Toolw*a  popalarity,  it  oHimatoly  left  no  stain  upon  bis  political  in- 
tigiiipw  In  177 1 » tha  aeademie  honour  of  master  of  arts  waa  upon  application  granted 
to  him  hf  the  Uaivnnity  of  Cambridge,  though  not  without  considsnble  oppositioii 
on  th»  for%«f  safinl  of  the  mambers,  among  whom  waa  Mr.  afterwarda  Tiir.  Paley* 
Thetv  naawind  in  thia  year,  chiefly  through  Tooke*s  instrumentality,  one  of  the 
asaal  impiilwl  avnnto  of  modem  times-  ■  not  apparently  important  in  itself,  but  im- 
Irato  the  avila  it  may  have  prevented,  and  certainly  important  from  the  happy 
to  whaab  it  baa  led.  Previotta  to  this,  there  waa  a  fooIisb-*a  tyranniod,  but 
iing  ofder  of  the  House  of  Commons,  against  publishing  reports  of  its  pro- 
Of  tUa  every  wiw  man,  at  leaat  oot  of  doors,  felt  the  bard^ip,  tha  ameltjy 
tha  mnatsae^  and  Home  Tooke  aa  keenly  m  any.  But  how  waa  so  gross  an  abuse  of 
pMW  toba  abviatod?  Why,  in  what  moat  wiU  think  a  bold,  and  all  wiU  call  a 
aiagalar  method.  Tookn  prevailed  npon  two  printers  to  disregard,  and  openly  viofoto 
tlds  di^iaiifid  ovdar  of  the  Hoow  ;  and  this  led  to  a  series  of  such  proceedings  and 
aa  gava  defoat  to  tyranny,  and  secured  the  nnoppoecd  publication  of  ParUa- 
evar  after.  Who  would  not  cherish  and  bless  the  memory  of  a 
to  moch  to  procure  and  establish  so  important  a  branch  of  that 
part  of  a  free  conetitotion— the  Liberty  of  the  Prem  ? 

Abnat  ttns  time  he  waa  doomed  to  suffer  an  attack  from  tha  redoabtaMe  Jvoina.** 
lUs,  however,  he  publicly  reeented,  and  the  contest  ended  not  much  to  the  credit  of 
hia  who  had  provoked  it.  In  1 773  he  resigned  his  clerical  gown,  an  act  which  atny 
wiH  tUnk  hariiould  have  performed  much  earlier,  and  again  formed  the  aarioiaa  lutiinriuti 
of  devMing  himeelf  to  the  bar.  With  this  view  ha  sooght  retirement,  end  aaaidyoMly 
^  hfanarif  to  tha  atady  of  law.  He  was  soon,  however,  readied  fvam  hia  eon- 
aad  fovoored  by  a  atroke  of  fortune  which  was  highly  io^pqrtnl  to  hia  fotan

an^  excitement  aa  that  whidi  waa  lliett  approaehing^the  period  when  thin  «otifilry 

,  waa  rainly  to  struggle,  against  every  principle  of  Jnatiee»  to  retain  her  tfutealJ«iitic 
dominions  io  thraldom.     He  waa  a  atern  denouncer  of  tfae  Aaaeriean  wwi  aadi  dia- 
dained  all  commuoity  of  feeling  with  avch  aa  were  its  abetton.     In  ceneaqiieno^  of  n 
libel  upon  the  government,  in  connexion  with  tbla  anbjeet,  be  was  doomed  to  Ml  im* 
priaonment  of  twelve  months,  and  a  floe  of  <£S0O.

In  1790,  Tooke,  in  oppeaition  tn>Fax  ud  Lord  Hood,  afleied  bimmlf  aa  Ca«di^ 
date  for  the  rapreaepMtimi  of  Wtatminoter,  and  thoi^k  oMnooeaeful,  polled,  witboM 
any  apedea  of  bribery*  or  even  solicitation,  1700  free  and  independent  volci;  Tim 
year  l^A4lermed  an  importfUDt  era  of  bla  life.  A  man  who  alwaye  omnidered  tho 
fteedom  and  bappineaa  of  the  human  race  aa  inieparable,  eonld  look  with  no  itdiflaerat 
eye  on  tbe  eventa  of  the  Freneh  fievolution.  He  took  an  iotHre  part  m  the  formic 
^nefooa  aoeietiee,  inetitotad  in  fnrlheffanoe  of  the  gnaf  oonm  of  lihnrtr* 
m  of  mntwd  ea-operatleB  among  thcie  wl»  veae  aimieu  iar  Hm 
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diffustoD  of  tkii  unapeaki^ie  Ueniiigt  &o<l  Ui«  lUtiqMte  ej^tiiiotion  of  drnpotaam,^^ 
that  withering  blight,  which  eauwt  ft  monl  ami  iotelleetiiftl  wi!deniest»  on  whatever 
soil  it  cbftocei  to  spring.  '  With  a  gommmeafc  whieh  4anr«ptioii  and  popular  prejudioe 
made  strong,  and  aa  abaif  of,  and  ingeraen  Inr  ^^ampf  loada  jealous,  Home  Tbokc 
became  a  matked  man,  and  waa»  with  Mtb  Havdji  ^  giatlcinaa  who  died  only  a  few  dayi 
aiaee,  broi^glit  fa  pabKc  ^I.  The  pnevioos  ae^«ittal  9i  Mr.  Haidyt  DOtmthatand- 
ing  all  the  arte  «f  an  Qnwn^plove  miaieiey  to  find  hiaifniHy,  gsipall}r  ^imimahed  the 
infeereii  of  Toohe*a  trial;  bat  aliU  it  wae  dilingwwM  by  $kt  #MU  intrepidity  of 
charaater  and  firaiBeM  of  reeolatHW,  that  ehowad  rhifiilwa  ifi  efeij  im^rtent  trana- 
aetioB  of  hie  life.  After  being  bat  tipki  miiuttu  aat  af  «onr^  Ae  jary  which  tried 
him  returned,  to  the  Joy  of  every  friend  ef  libw<if»  a  veedial  o!  not  ^ni2^.  ^This 
proved  a  ligDal  defeat  to  a  hand  of  deepati^  and  bfooghl,  «p  tht  «^net  of  tbeir  ven- 
geanoe,  a  vaet  aaeaaaion  of  popular  iiavoMU. 

In  1796,  Mr.  Teoke  again  stood  for  Weikainatcr»  aa4  tfaongh  sliU  mnsnccesiM* 
had  the  aatisCaction  of  seeing  a  greet  increeee  of  hia  popoiari^  l^  palUi^  ftdl9  iUHa> 
licittfd  rotm.  In  180 1|  he  obtuoad  a  seal  in  ^rliameot,  woifr  the  nominatiqn  of 
Lord  Camelford,  to  the  repffeoentatien  of  the  notoriova  Old  Seriun.  Hia  Parliawaii- 
tary  career  was,  however,  of  abort  doratioD.  JPeraceution  ooofinQ^  otill  to  |bUofr 
him.  Hie  elegibility  for  occupying  a  eeat  in  ao  •ayaal  m  ^taomjblft  wn^  q^eationed 
npon  the  grounds  of  hie  being  a  peraon  in  Holy  Orden.  ITbe  point  being  one  of 
aome  dUBouIty,  Mr.  Addiogton,  of  bbssed  niewory»  oat  the.fueatiop  ^ort  by  briuing 
in  a  bill  to  prevent  Oergynen  from  having  aeata  in  that  House  fyr  the  ifutoio*  and  tho 
disaelotion  of  Pariiaoent  almost  iininediately  afteri  and,  considering  tb^  chainater  of 
those  who  held  the  reine  of  govafsmeut,  dissolved,  probably,  for  the  express  purpoae 
ef  exeladiiq^  so  tronUlesonie  a  member,  aa  he  was  likely  to  prove  himself,  for  evershut 
fbt  door  of  St.  Stephen's  agaioat  the  man  who  would  have  been  an  ornament  to  any 
■MBblft  >t  laut,  of  honeat  meo*  This  ntight  be  aaid  to  be  elmoet'the  doae  of 
Taefce'e  political  life.  He  now  miugled  leae  in  public  affairs ;  p^sed  more  of  hie 
time  at  hia  residence  at  Wimbletoa;  and  devoted  more  of  his  time  to  the  pursuits  of 
Steratore,  and  the  eoeiety  of  hia  more  intimate  iiriends.  The  {nfirmitles  of  age  began 
ioon  to  overtake  him,  and  theee  in  tune  grew  into  formidabTe  dfseaaes:  Though 
laMcriy  doomed  to  very  cooeideFabk!  bodi^  auffering,  |iia  usual  cheerfuluees  urver  fi>|w 
took  him.  He  was  in  easy  oircum»taocesy  and  he  enjoyed  the  uoremitking  attentiouf 
of  a  fear  select  friends,  to  whom  he  was  endeared  alike  by  the  purity  of  his  political 
principles,  the  vivacity  and  eheerfulneaa  of  hia  conversation,  and  the  extent  and  freedom 
of  his  hospitality.  Worn  out  by  a  bug  and  gradual  decay,  he  paid  the  debt  of  nature 
h  the  month  of  March,  1818,  alter  having  reached  the  77th  year  of  his  age. 

Homo  Tooke,  if  not  a  profouadt  waa  at  least  a  respectable,  scholar.  With  £hgtUh 
laW|  and  the  principlee  of  the  British  Constitution,  be  wss  well  acquainted.  In  hia 
■nnnere  he  was  a  perfect  model  of  the  true  English  gentleman  of  the  last  age.  He 
WHS  npright  and  honourable  in  all  his  dealings.  He  was  a  bold  and  powe^ul  speaker  ; 
and  h4  stylo  of  writing  ia  an  admirable  specimen  of  free,  flowing,  y^t  correct  Eflglish. 
He  had  a  meet  happy  art  of  making  a  dark  aubject  plain,  and  be  wielded  the^eapono 
efaaiOBsm  and  irony  with  an  efTeet  which  nothing  could  resist.  But  what  is  his  great- 
est ohnraetoeielia,  bo  araa  a  patriott  a  hater  of  oppression  in  whatever  shap^  it  dfs'played 
ilsrff,  and  a  warm  advooate  for  freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  eonscieUce,  kUd  ffeedom 
ft«B  deepotio  away*  He  paved  the  way  for  the  Uesrings  of  1838,  and  those  Who  ad* 
uaira  hia  pirh'ifirl  chanafeert  and  revere  his  memory,  must  regret  that  he  did  noliiao  tn 
piitioipate  in  Iha  fmili  of  what  hia  aaaidBoos  labours  tended  so  greatly  to  effeotaattk 

THOMAS  HARDY. 
This  good,  old,  patriotic  man,  and  Reformer,  who  periled  bia  life  hi 
the  canse  In  1794,  died  at  his  bonto,  Piralico,  London,  on  the  12th 
curt,  at  the  advanced  age  of  84.  Hia  remaioa  were  carried  to  the 
graye  ou  Wednesday  laat  by  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  Mr.  Thelfrall,  Mr. 
WooloTs  &c.  attended  by  a  nuroerona  company  of  rofpMjabhi  juidiyi- 
dvaii,  who  esteemed  him  in  life,  as  they  hliliovrtd  h^tiSn  stnn^ 
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Wb  s^U'dMeribe  tin  Rubj«ct  of  thia  Caricature  m  abortlj  ftnd  flAlyw 
possible.  -It  nill.il'eaouMnot,  at  the  very  first  glance,  be  peenliirff  dU 
vertii^  to  sur  friend^  in  the  iiorbals  of  Glasgow,  wbo  cannot  ftil  to  rt- 
cogniae  sone  of  thd'  cbaractertt  coQaected  wicii  it; — bat  to  praoeed.^^ 
A  celebrated  Dtrttie,  tn  th<«e  parts,  wkom  we  hsTe  rattled  ofteoer  thao  ' 
once, '  on  tlie  Bu1>ject  of  ao  old  .Lady'ii  Will,  keeps  a  Cow,  wTiich  is  sent 
Accasienally  to  pick  up  her  grub  in  the  beggar  style,  on  tlie  hifrbways  And 
bywaye. — Last  Surtdai/,  or  the  one  preceding,  the  8aid  Con'  wbs  tethered 
near  tlie  MinUler'g  i^rden,  but  the  proveader  in   that  place  not  bein{; 
plentiful^  enoBgh,  we  presume,  nt  this  seniion,  the  poor  beast  slipped  ber  ' 
'Deck  Oiroiig)>  tlie  tioose.and  went  off  in  the  direction  of  Georc^  Slra^^Si 
Hain-stfeet,  GurbaL) — »  ti'elk'kiKiwn  old  friend  aiid  favourite  of  the  Miois-  ' 
ler.     Some  little^urcbim  in.  that  street  gut  their  eyex  upon  her,  and  set  up 
the  yelt — ^' Thq  Miiiistar's   Cowl — the   Minister's  Cowl"     Alarmed  or.,, 
enruaH'  «t  tbia  conduct,,  the  poor  beait  ran  don'n  one  street  and  up  ^ 
anouitr,  ttte  urchins  in  pursuit,  till  at  last  sbo  wa>  caught  near  to  tbe  Re-  ' 
lief  Chttroh-vf 'Mi^  Thomson  by  some  Police  offioars,  and  taku  aa  a  pri- 
soner \!p-lba'P^i»  Office,  and  a  fine  of  half.«-crown  set  opoB  her  head,    ' 
less  or  n»rei  •  On  goioK'  home  from  his  afternoon's  service,  the  UMatar 
received  the  inteJligWDoe  that  his  only  Cow  had  decamped,  on  whifli  b»  ■ 
immediatelj'  set.patin  qiiMt  of  her,  attended  by  "  a  lusty  boy."     The  old 
gentleman  unliappily  lost  tbe  CQmnwnd  of  that  mild  and  complacent  tem-  .; 
per  for  A^hJch  he  is  occasvmailM  remarkabLe  in  the  Church  Courts,  for  it 
IS  laid  he  resembled  a  rdariqg  boa  more  than  a  Mioiater,  as  he  approached 
the  Polibe  Office,  wfaere  he  gave  th«  offioltkl*  suefa  a  lecture,  aa  tbey  had 
never  hqard  on  a  Sunday/  hauire  !:— The  Cow  wsa  ultinialely  released,  and  '' 
driven  home ;  but  to  pacify  the   rage  of  the  old  gentleman,  some  one 

.■..._   Li ^  that  she  hafl  Men  caoght  near  Thomaon**  Kirit,    ■ 
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It  is  well  enough  knoitn  that  aomo  disagrefAble  circuAstancea  took 
place  about  the  arrangements  for  the  late  Jubilee  Reform  Dinner  in 
Cilaagoir,  #hiob  marred  the  liarmony  of  the  whole  affair,  and  occa- 
sioned a  degree  of  virulence  and  animosity  which  we  have  seldom 
seen  equalled.     Some  of  the  parties  concerned  are  blamed  one  way — 
some  ara  blamed  another,— i-and  not  a  few  have  been  hoodwinked  and 
deceived,  while  others,  again,  have  been  shamefully  calumniated. — 
We  Mive  therefore  resolved,  to  set  the  whole  facts^  so  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  ascertain  them,  fairly  before  the  public,  in  order,  if  possi- 
ble, that  tb<»  blame  may  rent  where  it  really  ought.     In  doing  tins,  we 
are  only  endeavouring  to  give  eflPect  to  the  opinion  which  we  took  leave 
to  express  upwardtf  of  a  year  ago,  vol.  i.  p.  348,  under  the  head, 
**  HintM  (o  SomeT  as  folk>wK : — We  shall  now  "  address  a  few  words 
to  Mime  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  of  late  come  forward,  and  taken 
rather  a  pranitneiit  part  at  our  public  meetings.     It  is  far  from  our 
wish  C4»  find  fault  witit  any  of  them  for  so  doing.     But  we  have  often 
hesMl  it  remarked,  and  we  fear  there  is  too  moch  truth  in  the  obser- 
vation, that  a  few  of  them  get  credit  for  what  they  really  do  not 
deservoi^-that,  in  plain  Englisn,  some  of  these  gentlemen  do  not  care 
one  straw  for  Reform,  if  they  did  not  see  it  is  the  way  to  get  theth- 
selvea.ptftd  into  popalarity  which  they  wonld  not  otherwise  possess." 
And  m  a  soheequent  part  of  the  same  article,  ivriuen,  w^  again  heg  to 
observe,  apfmrda  of  a  year  ago,  there  is  the  following  much  more  sig- 
nificant parngfaph  :«—**'  It  is  a  pity,  we  l/h!nk,  that  any  of  tlie  old  true 
friends  of  the  cause,— -who  all  their  lives  k>ng,  Wiiether  in  good  report 
or  bad  report,  maintained  the  principles  now  triifrnpltaht,  should  be 
coolly  pa«sed  over,  or  thrown  aside,  to  make  way  for  dubiooa  or  in- 
terested disciples,  who  now  shove  themselves  forward,  aaif^  fortooib, 
nothing  could  be  flone  without  them." — It  remains  to  be  aeed  wheii^ 
theae  ^^HinlB"  do  not  forcibly  apply  to  some  part  of  the  p(rocef<dibgs 
of  raoettioeemrence,  above  alluded  to.    And  now  for thej^ett. — On 
the  IMi  6apt.  a  Pnblic  Meeting  of  the  Citisent  appointed  a  Commit- 
tee **  to  arrange  the  business  for  a  central  dinner,  of  ditmers,  to  be  beU. 
on  the  evening  of  the  PhHsessiom"    This  Committee  accordingly  mefi 
and,  of  course,  one  af  the  first  things  to  be  done  by  it  was  to  look  oat ' 
for  a  proper  place  in  which  to  dine,  and  for  a  proper  Chaimnlnalid' 
Stewards  to  preside  at,  and  superintend  the  dinner,     in  •  short,  tH^  *' 
vhole  aiicensary  arrangements  for  the  dinner  were  impKcitly  left  to 
the  jodgmonf  and  discretion  of  this  Committ^Oy  otberwi^^what  was 
the  aae  of  appointing  it  at  all  ?  '  We  have  already  said,  that  this  Com-  . 
Biittee  Hiety  immediately,  we  believe,  af^  it  was  appointe<l,  for  there 
»ns  Bo  time  to  lose,  and  rasolf^d  that  Mr.  Donfop,  who  had  presided 
i^  Mr.  Hame*a  dinaer,  by  the  ufianimons  consent  of  the  ciiiaeD% 
■hoold  again  preside  on  this  occasion,  and  that  the  dinner  shovid  take 
place  ia  ibe  Tiadea'-iiall,  as  being  the  largest  place  in  the  city  for  it; 
Mr.  Miller»  of  the  Waterioo  Hotel,  ajnia  the  eoatractor  for  it,  as  he 
^  heea  ao  a  previous  occasion.     On  the  fiuth,  thetafore,  of  thig 
ao  cooie  to  by  the  Committee  (Stewards,  &c.  aUM>  ap- 
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pointed),  an  intiination  was  made  to  Mr.  Dunlojp  of  his  appoiAtiiieiit» 
as  Chairman,  tirlAch  he  alpceptediiMXd  letters  were  diapatched  to  aonie 
influential  geirtiemen  in  town  and  eouatpy,  invitiiig  thamto  ailt^ftd'tbe 
(linner  on  the  26tb  uJt.  So  far — ao  well  r  at  least  we  cannot  p«r<^ve 
any  thing  wrong  about  it«  But  it  aeems  o^ier  parties  were  dia^a- 
tisfied,  and  in  tivo  days  aflerttHxrdSi  a  Requiaition  was  got  np  by 
Messrs.  William  Gardeiaer^  jtto.  Joho  Tait,  Daoiei  M<Aal«y,  Alex. 
Tait,  and  others,  aot  exceeding,  we  uaderataocU  «  down  of  individnala 
altogether,  and  thia  Reqaisition  was  dispatched  to  Mr.  James  Oaw^t 
the  Chairman  of  the  previous  Public  Meeting  of  the  Citi2ep««  iMid  it 
called  upon  him  to  convent  ancfiher  Meeting  of  the  Jubilee  Compiit* 
tee,  to  take  itito  consideration  <<  the  ni»8t  proper  meam  for  ^ppoipting 
a  Chairman  and  Vice-ChainAan,  and  to  consider  further  the  propriety 
of  making  a  list  of  Stewards."  -  Whether  Mr.  Oswald  and  the  party 
acting  with  him,  viz.  Messrs.  James  Lomadeny  Thos.  Davidson^  jun. 
William  Craig,  and  others,  pat  a  right  or  a  wrong  conatmcUon  on,  this 
Requisition,  we  ejiall  not  at  present  stop  to  inquire,  bat  they  inferred, 
we  beliere,  that  it  was  just  an  attempt  to  disarrange,  if  not  entirely 
supersede  the  previous  proeeedinge,  to  which  tk^,  at  luiy  xat^ 
thought  themselves  feirly  bound,  and  in  honour  committed ;  and  there- 
fore, and  in  consequence  of  %  vote  of  a  subsequent  Meeting  i>f  the 
General  Committee,  which  was  celled,  and  at  which  the  Reqniaitionists, 
by  a  majority,  carried  their  point,  Mr.  Oewald  and  hia  party  (if  we  can 
so  call  it)  resigned  their  situations,  or  separated  tbemaelvaa  froin  the 
Requisitionist^  resolving,  we  understand,  to  proceed,  if  poaeibley  with 
the  previous  arrangements  unmolested.  Hence  the  ^^*4  which  hae 
occasioned  so  much  bitterness  and  angry  feeling.**.JBut  we  puppeed 
with  the  subsequent  details. 

Various  gross  and  exaggerated  statements  were  now  made^calpnhited 
to  produce  an  impression  that  Mr.  Oswald,  Mr.  Davidson,  nttd  olfaers^ 
who  had  previously  co-operated  with  the  Trades. of  Glasgow,. had 
actually  deserted  them,  or  left  thisro  diedainfuUy  in^tbe  kiroh  i  and  in 
ignorance  of  the  material  fects  which  we  have  aince.aeoectainedi  :and 
now  stated,  we  have  no  hesitation  to  admit,  that  tbeee  stf^tementi  de-* 
eeived  us  for  a  time,  as  well,  we  believe,  ae  many  others.  But  the 
truth  is  always  ornnf potent.  \At  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the 
Trades*  Delegates,  held  in  the  Mechanics'  Institution  Hall,  on  the 
Monday  or  the  Tuesday  evening  prior  to  the  Procession  of  Friday  in 
the  s^me  week,  it  was  resolved  (in  the  belief  that  the  other  ariwige- 
ments  had  been  broken  up),  that  a  Public  Dinner  abouki  still  go  on, 
end  that  Sir  John  Maxwell  should  he  asked  to  preside  at  it.  A  Com* 
mittee,  &c.  was  then  also  appointed,  to  make  the  neeeasary  arrange* 
ipeuts.  Very  well.  This  Committee  ndjonrned  that  same,  ni^t  to 
^r.  Miller  s,  of  the  Waterloo  Tarem^  to  naake  a  bargain  wjith  hjm  for 
the  Dinner,  but  Mr.  Miller,  aware  of  the  schism  that  had  occcirred* 
steted  explicitly  and  candidly  to  this  Committee,  through  on^.^f  ita 
members  (Mr.  D.  Walker),  that  he  could  not  then  make  aosr  haifain 
with  them  about  it,  nor  till  he  aaw  Mr.  Thomas  DavidaoB»  or  the  othar 
^nttenen  who  had  Jiret  been  in  trenty  with  hi« ;  hut  if  ho^di4  n^i 
\  M  heaf  iram  them  on  the  followiag  day,  Mr.  Millee  aMod  be 
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•     ■

The  letter  itself  set9  ou(  ui  t))ese 
sweet  captivating  terms,  '<  Jfy  Dear  Sirsy — I  have  just  teamed  that 
some  of  my  friends  in  the  Trades'  Union  contemplate  conferring  on  me 
a  high  hononr,  &c. — ^no  less  than  tbe  one  of  calling  ^ae  to  preside  at 
the  Jubilee  Dinner.

The  great  spectre  which  haunts  the  imaginatipus  of  th^  Ca^s^^ 
vatiflCs  is  that  the  Bill  involyes  coo^equepces  of  direful  import^  that 
it  is  only  the  first  of  a  series  of  constitutional  changes^  which  will 
follow  in  rapid  succession,  and  ultimateij  sweep  away  the  Order, 
the  Throne>  the  Altar^  and  even  property  itself.  These  are  dreadful 
apprehensions,  but  worthy  only  of  a  parcel  of  old  women.  All  that 
the  people  have  required  is  to  live  under  cheap  and  enlightened 
tBstiliitions — institutions  which  shall  preserve  them  froin  unneoe9sary 
vara — institutions  which  shcjl  not  take  more  from  the  prfid^^  of 
mdnstry,  neither  under  the  pretext  of  religion*  nor  of  law>  nor  c^ 
ctTfl  gQTeramaDty  than  is  necessary  to  the  ^oienft  administratien  of 
piihlie  affidrs-^institutionB  which  shall  purge  off  the  fbul  opprobrium 
of  men  chhning  honour  and  worship  from  their  fbllow  oitizens, 
though  holding  lucrative  offices  without  employxuent,  and  pensiouf 
without  desert^institutions  which  shall  not  be  supported  by  tha 
ofFerings  of  want,  hut  the  redundanoie&  of  tha  riehx-iinstitutioni,  in 
short,  thai  shall  assimilate  with  the  altered  mind  and  altered  oif* 
cmaataDces  of  tbe  community.  It  Is  not  the  fbrm  of  the  goYem- 
mcnt  the  people  wish  changed,  but  its  better  admiaistratiop ;  and 
what  is  there  in  tbisi  we  ask,  that  any  just  or  wise  maa'  peed  tp 

dread  or  protest  a^ost? 

Th^  apprehension  of  indefinite  change  is  anwarraoited  by  all  pre^ 
vious  ex|>eriehee.  The  country  has  been  oonstanfly  undergoing 
mat  changes  without  altering  the  status  of  the  Aristocracy.  Tho 
Reformation  was  a  great  change,  but  when  made,  it  stopt,  and  did 
not  subvert  the  Peerage.  The  rise  of  the  Hqusi^  of  Coiqihoqs  wa» 
a  graat  change ;  so  were  the  abolitioB  of  feudal  tenaras  in  the  reign 
of  Charles  the  Second— ^the  revolation  of  1688— the  €lepteniiiai 
Act — the  Scotch  and  Irish  unions — the  publication  of  the  dd>at^:^ 
the  Catholic  relief  act — the  separation  of  thq  American  colonies— 
tho  rise  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  East-India  Company ;  all  these 
awe  grtat  changes*  but  the  Order  buffatt«d  through  these  storms.

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dinner  in  the  Lvceum,  but  it  would  have  been  better  for  themwlye^tf 
they  bad  kept  their  th«mb  on  this  part  of  their  conduct.    We  wid»ed 
to  say  nothing  about  it,  but  since  they  have  made  it  the  subject  of  aa 
attack  against  us  personally,  we  are  now  compelled  to  speak  out  m  self- 
defence.    The  Editor  of  this  paper  here  states  with  pride  and  pleasure, 
that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Delegates  from  all  the  different  Tradea 
intending  to  take  part  in  the  Procession,  held  in   the  Mechamcs 
Hall,  and  ah-eady  alluded  to,  he  was  unanimously  elected  by  them  as- 
one  of  the  Vice-PresidenU  at  the  dinner.     This  he  believes  mortified 
his  friends  of  the  «  Clique"  not  a  little.

The 
Editor  thought  it  his  duty  to  repair  thither,  when  he  found  John  Tait, 
who  intimated  that  Mr.  Thomas  Atkinson,  and  some  other  friends, 
would  be  there  presently,  and  that  Mr.  Atkinson  had  been  requested 
to  prepare  a  list  of  toasts,  which  shewed,  at  any  rate,  that  they  had 
been  in  terms  with  Mr.  Atkinson,  but  the  latter  did  not  appear  tiU 
about  1 1  o  clock,  by  which  time  there  had  assembled  Messrs.  M*  Aulay, 
Taits,   R.  Gardner,  M'Adam,  Lang,  Walker,  &c.     In  the  interim, 
however,  John  Tait  called  for  p^n,  ink,  and  paper,  and  sketched  out  a 
list  of  some  of  the  toasts,  and  among  these  we  dare  him  to  deny,  or  let. 
him  produce  the  original  writing  to  speak  for  itself,  that  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland  was  set  down  by  him  in  his  own  hand- 
writing.    Well,  when  Mr.  Atkinson  produced  his  list  of  toasts,  in 
which  there  were  dea<l  Poets  and  living  Poets,  &c.,  the  Editor  of  this 
paper  took  leave  to  suggest  some  alterations  on  them  which  he  thought 
necessary,  but  every  suggestion  he  made  was  opposed  by  the  Clique, 
and  at  last,  when  Atkinson's  list  was  exhausted,  the  Editor  took  leave 
to  remark,  that  the  <*  Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland  and  the   Scotch 
Reform  Bill"  had  been  omitted  in  it ;  but,  to  his  amazement,  Atkinson 
made  a  furious  attack  on  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  denounced  him  aa 
an  enemy  of  liberty,  &c,  to  which  the  Editor  warmly  replied  that 
Francis  Jeffrey  had  never  lifted  his  hand  against  the  liberties  of  hia.

having  declined  to  vote  in  favour  of  the  very  toast  he  had 
;ely  an  hour  before,  put  down  as  a  proper  one  with  his  own 
lere  is  conduct  for  you !     We  hesitate  not  to  avow,  that  we 
uch  disgusted  with  the  whole  of  it, — ao  provoked   to  sea 
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men,  who  attempt  to  lead  the  operatives  of  Glaigfow  by  tlie  note  on 
aii  public  occasions,  thus  acting,  that  we  declared  to  their  faces,  that 
we  shoald  consider  ourselves  degraded  if  we  took  part  or  lot  in  aiif 
of  their  subsequent  proceedings.  We  saw  enough,  and  more  than 
enough  to  convince  us,  of  the  juggle  that  was  inteiided,  and  which 
actually  occurred  on  the  following  day. 

But  the  worthies  now  say  that  they  had  no  objectiont  **  to  pledge 
Mr.  Francis  Jeffrey  as  a  literary  charaHer"     Kind  souls ! — they  for- 

St  themselves.  Pray,  was  the  Glasgow  Procession  and  Jubilee  a 
RTOf^  affair?  Can  they,  or  any  of  tbensy  hold  up  their  faces,  and^ 
gravely  say,  that  the  object  of  that  Procession  and  Julnlee  in  Gla^w» 
and  in  every  other  place  in  Scotland,  was  not  in  consequence  of  the 
Scotch  Reform  Bill  ?  What  were  the  people  re|oieing  abotit  bat  for 
the  Scotch  Bill  ? — and  yet  these  men^-tbe  members  of  the  <'  Clique," 
whom  we  are  now  endeavouring  to  expose^— -would  pass  over,  or  in« 
suh,  if  they  could,  the  eminent  apd  excellent  man  who  prepared  that 
Bin! 

Fye  upon  them — fye  upon  them,  we  again  say.  But  wh«i  they  see 
that  the  scowl  of  the  public  is  justly  directed  against  them,  they  draw 
in  their  horns,  and  say  that  "  tkey  hod  no  w^eotumg  to  piedffe  Mr. 
FrancU  Jeffrey  as  a  literary  man"  aye,  they  siiould  have  added, 
along  with  their  dead  Poets,  who  were  the  enemies  of  Reform  I  For 
the  honour  of  our  city,  however^  we  rejoice  -  to  know  that  intelligent 
men,  at  other  Public  Dinners,  both  then  and  snbseqaently,  in  Glas- 
gow, drank  to  the  health  of  the  Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland  with  the 
utmost  respect,  if  not  enthusiasm.

But  thon»h  it  will  not  Drinff  down  the  ^dlfn  a^,  it 
will  accompllgn  the  main  object  Reformers  have  been  anxious  to  attain. 

In  Ifae  ant  place,  by  the  extinction  Of  the  Domination  boroughs,  a  mass 
of  leffislstiTe  power  is  at  oDcetTansltfrred  from  the  Arktocracy  to  the 
peopla. 

An  entirety  new  influence  will  be  ibroWb  into  Parliament — An  influ^n'be 
ennating  from  the  people  and  identified  with  the  -people  m  interest, 
&<^otimenty  and  opinion.  This  hi'fttten<^  will  not  be  rtreasuired  by  the  addi- 
tional nimiber  or  members  returned  for  the  meti^opoKs  and  enfhinchiBid 
towrna,  but  by  the  maaies  of  p<^1ati<m  they  will  reprevent,  tad  of  which 
they  will  he  the  wgmn  and  representaliveB.  The  ten-pound  qtialtficatiOB 
u  not  aa  viiiform  qualification ;  it  is  one  thing  in  London  and  another  In 
the  coontry ;  but  both  in  London  and  in  the  country  it  includes  the  working 
chisses^  or  those  chiefly  dependent  on  the  working  classes.  On  whoin 
are  the  Middle  Orders,  the  class  of  shopkeepers,  the  butchers,  bakers, 
luitten,  frooers,  and  tnn-keeper8»  chiefly  dependent  ?  Why,  on  the  work- 
io?  people,  to  be  sure.*  Their  profits  accrue  more  from  wages  than  rents, 
<*  any  other  source  of  income.  Whatever  tends  to  lessen  wi^s  will 
^«tten  their  gaias  ;  whatever  tends  to  impair  the  condition  of  the  labourer 
and  oMratire,  will  impair  their  own.  Tbey  will,  in  consequence,  exercise 
tHe  efeotiv*  fraoohbe,  under  an  influence  favourable  to  the  poor,  not  to 
the  riob*

Wb  find,  that  in  the  year  1758^  Archibald  Ingram,  then  Dean  of  Guild 
'  tif  Glai^gov,  with  other  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  in  Glasgow, 
instituted  a  Society  under  the  above  title,  having  this  humane  and  laud- 
able object  in  view — namely,  ''  to  rescue  from  misery  and  want,  such 
•eamen  as  shall  become -old,  decayed,  lame,  or  maimed,  in  the  service 
of  the  Merchants  of  Glasgow,  Greenock,  and  Port-Glasgow,  &c.,  and 
to  make  some  provision  for  their  poor  widows  and  children,  which  may 
have  the  happy  effect  to  excite  able  hands  to  enter  into  the  said  ser- 
.  vice,  as  well  as  to  encourage  their  good,  behaviour,"  &c. 

This  excellent  Society,  for  puch,  surely,  we  may  call  it,  was-  origi- 
nally, and,  for  a  series  of  years,  maintained  by  *'  volontary  donations 
and  subscriptions  of  charitable  and  well  disposed  persons,  and  by  a 
cODtribution,  or  poundage,  at  the  rate  of  twopence  per  pound,  sterling, 
on  tbe  wages  of  the  shipmasters,  officers,  and  mariners,  belonging  to, 
er  sailing  from  the  said  city  and  towns." 

In  the  year  I7SG,  being  about  SO  years  after  the' Society  waa  insti- 
tuted, we  find,  that  an  application  was  made  to  Parliament,  on  the 
part  of  the  Oliice-liearers  of  the  Society,  setting  forth,  **  that  they  had 
bceu  able  to  carry  the  humane  purpose  of  their  association  so  far  into 
•  vfFect  as  to  distribute  annually,  for  the  hut  eight  years,  at  an  average, 
.the  sum  of  1*289  10s.,  in  fixed  atad  settled  pensions,  and  in  small 
sums  given  in  occasional  charity  to  persons  of  the  aforesaid  description  ; 
by  which,  many  hundreds  of  persons  had  been  relieved  from  moat 
distressing  and  calamitous  situations,  since  tbe  institution  of  the  said 
,  Society,"  &c.     But,  what  we  wish  to  call  particular  attention  to,  ia 
the  fact,  that  on  the  1st  of  March,  1766,  (the  date  of  the  application 
to  Parliament,)  the  Society  had  accnmulated  <*  a  dear  capUai  stock  of 
'iispo  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-Mo  pounds,  thtriem  shilHngs, 
*smdfaurpsmse^  slstling. 

The  application  to  Pariiament  contained  the  folloilriDg  words:— 
^  And,  whereas  experience  hath  shown,  that  the  said  Society  hath 
hitherto  been  of  considerable  use  aad  advantage ;  and  it  is  preanmed, 
that  the  said  Society,  if  conntetianced  and  supported  by  the  laws  of 
this  realm,  and  established  upon  a  permanent  and  reapectaUe  found- 
ation, and  vested  with  proper  powers  for  enaUing  theai  to  carry  into 
•SBcation  their  charitable  designs,  would  be  of  much  aunne  extl^naive 
uae,  benefit,  and  advaolage,  and  would  contribute  %o  the  commercial 
ioteresta  of  the  said  city  and  towns,  and  their  dependendea,*^  Ac — 
Accordingly,  die  Parliament  of  that  day  did  pass  an  Act,  which  Act 
waa  afterwarda  renewed,  aod  made  pkrpktual,  expressly  sanotioning 
the  objects  of  the  Society,  and  investing  it,  or  the  OflBce-bearera  be- 
longing to  it,  with  ample  powers  <<to-M,  demand,  collect,  levy,  and 
receive,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  Incorporation,  and  to  be 
applied  for  the  beneficial  and  charitable  purposes  th^ 
maaters,  commanders,  or  owners  of  all  ships  and  Tf 
to,  and  from  the  faarboun  of  the  dty  of  Glaa* 
Greenock  and  Port-Ghugow,  and  their  dependix 
ceediufcliriyww  aterliog  ia  tlMpeiMid  oq  mv' 
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wages  of  each  master,  or  coDiiggn^l^ry  ni^ate, .qacpenter,  ofBcer,. mariner, 
apprentice,  man,  or  boy,  borne  or  mustered  in  the  ships  and  vessels 
before  described,"  &c. 

The  j^ct  of  Parliament  specially  provides,  that  the  Dean  of  Guild 
of  GJftsgow,  for  the  time  b^ing,  shall  be  Pre&id&U  of  the  said  Incor- 
poration ;  and,  that  "  in  igdltime  oomng,  a  Genercd  Court  or  MeeHng 
shall  be  held  annuallf/,  wUlun  th^  Merchants  Hall  of  Glasgow^  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  August,  for  ithe  purpose  of  choosing  twenty- 
one  Directors  to  ftUepd  to  the  business  of  the  Society,"  &c. 

\ye  have  gone  into  these  details,  to  show  clearly  the  nature  and 
constitution  of  this  Society,  made  "  perpetuaF*  by  the  Aet  of  Pariia- 
mant.  And  ih^^rst  thing  that  occurred  to  us  after  examining  some 
dQQuments,  was,  that  if  forty-five  years  ago  upwards  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds  sterling  per  annum  were  raised  by  an  assessment  of 
tip^opejQce  in  the  pound  from  tlie  wages  of  the  mariners  then  belonging 
to  GlasgQW  and  Q^reepock^  and  annually  distributed  among  the  poor 
and  needy  connected  with  them,  surely  the  amount  must  be  increased 
prqdigiously  natPi  when  the  trade  of  Clyde  has  flouiished  ''  beyond 
compare/'  Why,  fifty  years  ago,  it  was  a  wonder,  we  are  assured,  to 
thp  natives  of  Glasgpw,  to  see  a  herring  boat  of  15  tons  coming  to  the 
BroQmielaW)  and  the  old  aqd  the  young  used  to  walk  down  in  great 
glee  to  the  Point  House  to  salutp  the  arrival  of  the  Campbeltown 
pajcket,  on  her  monthly  voyage ;  yetj  now  there  are  ships  and  vessels 
of  bund^ds  of  tons  burden  daily  ipid  hourly  arriving'at  the  Broomtelaw, 
fconi  all  parts  of  the  world,  ^nd  despatched  thither  !  What,  tlien,  do 
QUr  tenders  think  is  the  amount  collected  in  Glasgow  for  the  Clyde 
Maiiu^  Society  ?  Will  they  beliere  itr-we  have  made  inquiry,  and 
find,  that  of  late  y^ftra  it  aQmetimes  has  amounted  to  sixty  pounds 
per  annumi  yes,  )tt9t  sufty  pounds  per  annum  I !  If  the  good  men, 
who  instituted  this  Society,  and  pracured  tlie  Act  of  P&rliament  in  its 
favour,  to  make  it  ^* perpetual"  could  now  rise  from  their  gravest,  what 
W9i4d  t)iey  say  tp  thi^  plain  Sitatement  ?  Would  they  not  exelaim — 
f f  Oh  !  pieu  o|  Gotl]^Qf^  are  ye  not  asbgmed  of  yourselves  ?" 

^t  9top  a  little  '.-r-we  b^ye  (tMther  fjaia  statement  to  make,  fully 
woi^  than  the  abOiY«»  and  it  is  x)my  that  during  the  last  two  or  three

One  of  the  gantlesoaB  In  thafuffieaalitted, 
that  in  eonaeqnence  of  thla,  I  would  loae  my  rota  at  the  aoaniog.  elaollaa*  I 
then  left  the  office,  and  heard  no  more  of  it  till  the.lGtb  inat.»  whan-aiomi  «0- 
ed  at  my  house,  demanding  payment  of  the  ceaa,  and  oae  sAitin^  tmd'Antgmut^ 
ejEpeaM.  Indignant  at  thia  conduct,  I  inatantly  proceeded  to  tka  Caar  Offia%'«Bi 
found  a  young  gentleman  there,  to  whom  I  told  the  above ;  he  than  hmhai^mftf 
tb%  boolcs,  and  again  aaaured  me,  that  my  name  waa  not  in  theiPt  audliiat-ba- 
aaw  no  charge  againat  me.

Ma.  IntTfia,     ()onnrdlng  to  Philosopher  Square,  every  matter  of  dlfferenoe 
•ught  ta  he  adjoeted  on  the  prinoipale  of  right  and  wrong.     On  the  same  solid 
cmnnda  I  heg  leave  to  oifer  a  few  remarks,  on  the  greee  abnea  heaped  upon  Iha 
p««r.  o^artunate,  but  kind-hearted  and  intelligent  Weavers  of  Kirkintilloch,  by 
year  uatrdapoudent  Humanity,  In  a  former  Number  of  your  GazeiU$.     He  com- 
■onesB  \(j  tatUof  0%  that  the  Kirkintilloch  Weavers  are  lazy,  and,'coneequently, 
wlah  ta  orow  the  load  of  their  exlatenee  on  others,  and  no  where  can  their 
▼iedasi  he  eo  readily  had  aa  in  the  Town  Hospitals  of  Edinburgh,  Glasgow, 
and  I^laley,  and  from  these  towns  they  are  imported  In  hundreds,  a  number  far 
toe  incredible  for  the  weaving  population  of  Kirkintilloch.     He  goes  on  further 
to  etaley  that  they  are  ill  fed,  ill  clothed,  and  wron^t  a  length  of  time  wb' 
■  fwidtf  aO  bdlef.     Mr.  Editor,  the  eireontatanoea  of  the  hand -loom  weaver 
aat  be  4l^gtriaed ;  the  rsal,  state  of  their  financial  onppllee  have  been  Ic 
aad  kid  anan  to  the  world,  and  wa  aU  know,  from  a  candid  asr 
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of  facts,  that  they  neither  can  be  well  fed,  clad,  nor  otherwise  happily  circam- 
stanced. 

,your  Correspondent  states  also,  that  the  Kirkintilloch  Weavers  are  lazy. — 
This  I  deny.  Any  person  at  all  acquainted  with  the  weaving  business  knoivs, 
that  a  roaster  of  a  shop,  with  four  or  six  apprentices  under  hfoa,  if  he  does  jus- 
tice to  them  by  his  attendance,  fourteen  or  sixteen  hours  per  day,  cannot  be  ac- 
counted lazy,  but  otherwise,  toil-worn  and  exhausted. 

I  can  further  state,  from  ray  certain  knowledge  of  the  Kirkintilloch  Weavers, 
that  the  masters  who  have  apprentices  froin  the«e  Hospitals,  are  men  of  untni- 
peachable  moral  character,  who  would  not  deign  to  inflict  punishment  on  these 
poor  unoffending  orphans  without  pain  and  reluctance ;  and,  thank  God,  pity 
has  not  deserted  the  female  bosom  of  our  Kirkintilloch  matrons,  as  hamanity 
would  have  us  believe:  they  are  otherwise  indulgent  and  sympathizing  to  a 
proverW  The  fact  is,  Mr.  Editor,  the  children  alluded  to,  are  as  well  situated 
as*  the  circumstances  of  the  trade  will  admit }  and  the  picture  drawn  by  Hnmanitj 
of  these  poor  unfortunates  is  fividently  too  deeply  coloured,  .i\nd  wjll  not  stand 
inspection  ;  though,  I  am  well  aware,  that  the  paragraph  alluded  to>  ipust  have 
procf  uced  a  very  unfavourable  impression  on  the  minds  o^  your  numerous  readers ; 
hdtf  if  the  simple  statement  of  facts  now  given,  is  not  ^pfficient  to  allay  the 
public  feeling,  J  request  ot*  you,  to  make  some  of  your  nearest  jCorri^fipopdenU 
investigate  the  case,  and  report  the  progress  satisfactorily,  in  order  ^hat  the  foul 
imputation  may  be  wiped  away,  which  has  been  thrown  on  ttie  weaving  popu- 
lation of  'Kirkintilloch.

the  mine  time,  tbeir  own  Independence  ; — this  old,  obstinate  Dutch 
Kii^  some  of  whose  diabolical  acts  we  heard  last  year  denounced 
by  Mr.  O'Comnel,  in  language  which  we  can  never  forget,  nom 
wishes  to  insult  both  France  and  Englaod,  whose  combined  fleets 
have  already  sailed,  to  bring  him  to  reason,  or  to  batter  his  citadel 
(would  that  it  were  only  his  own  self  j)  to  pieces. 

There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  that  he  has  been  encouraged  in  his 
pmnedilated  insult  to  France  and  England,  by  the  other  despots 
on  the  Continent,  viz-  Austria,  Russia,  and  Prussia.  These  despots 
hate  Freedom,  with  a  perfect  hatred.

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It  is  therefore  with  extreme  regret  that,  tince  he  started  for  the 
representation  of  the  city,  we  have  seen  him  made  the  subject  of  a 
▼ariety  of  unjust  and  ungenerous  attacks,  or  rather  insinuations^  in 
the  newspapers,  &c.    One  of  these  insinuations  was  evidently  cal- 
culated to  wound  him  materially  in  the  estimation  of  evBry  Reformer. 
The  insinuation  was,  that  be  luid  drank  to  the  health  of  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  on  its  being  known  in  Glasgow  that  Earl  Grey  was 
driven  from  the  helm  of  public  aflR^rs,  and  Wellington  reinstated. 
But  Sir  Daniel,  in  his  published  Addi^ess  of  19th  September  last, 
has  indignantly  denied  Uie  insinuation,  whiefa,  there  can  be  no. 
doubt,  was  utterly,  if  not  malioioutly  grooBdless,  since  no  man  lias! 
'ventured  publicly  to  oome  ibrward  or  attempt  ta  substantiktieit  hi 
any  form. 

Another  insinuation  agaitist  Sir- Daniel,  pretty  much  akin  to  the,, 
last,  is,  or  rather  was  (for  we  are  not  sure  that  it  is  still  maintained^, 
— another  visinuation  was,  thajt  he  is  a  Tory  in  disguise,  or  at -best, '' 
-a  timid  half-and-half  Reformer,  who  only  joined  the  ranks  after  he  ^ 
saw  the  victory  was  gained*     Now,  we  have  happily  one  important ' 
fact  to  refer  to,  which  £^1  within  our  own  observation,  and  we  can 
therefore  speak  about  it  pretty  confidently : — it  is  worth,  we  hum- 
bly think,  a  thousand  arguments  in  favour  of  Sir  Daniel  K.  Sandibrd, 
and  will  probably  put  for  ever  to  flight  all  the  base  and  cowardly 
insinuations  against  hitn ;  nor  is  the  fact  itself  to  which  we  are  about  to 
refer  the  less  important  from  its  not  having  been  once  alluded  to  by 
Sir  Daniel  himself  in  his  defence,  or  even  communicated  to  the 
public  in  any  shape  till  now. 

When  the  news  of  the  resignation  of  Earl  Grey,  &c.r«aehed  Glas- 
gow on  the  Friday  afternoon,  in  May  last,  a  preUminary  Meeting 
of  sotne  of  our  leading,  *<  influential,"  Reformers,  was  then  con- 
vened in  the  Black  Bull,  but  instead  of  adopting  ppompt  and  en- 
ergetic measures,  like  all  true  freemen,  whose  twardM  on  Mch  an 
emergency  might  have  been  supposed  ready  to  leap  out  of  th^ 
scabbards,  their  resolve  was,  <*  Wait  I  wait  i  till  we  see  what  dttr 
brethren  in  London  and  other  places  inUnd  to  do  I"  But  we  thank 
God  that  there  were  some  choice  spirits  in  Glasgow  on  that  me^ 
morable  occasion,  who  at  once  condemned  this  cold,  caleulatiAg'  ^ 
policy,  which  would  have  disgraced  Glasgow.  For  on  the  very 
morrow,  the  great  and  glorious  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Pttblie 
Green,  attended  by  upwards  of  70,000  brave  men,  who  displayed 
their  black  banners  with  these  emphatic  words,  '*  Our  souls  aire  al^^ 
ready  in  arms  I"  And  has  that  Meeting  not  since  been  drank 
throughout  Scotland  as  the  thing  <<  that  materially  aided  in  giving  the 
death-blcw  to  the  Wellington  Adminbtration  ?" — It  has. 

Now,  on  the  morning  of  that  memoraUe  day  (Saturday),  Sir 
Daniel  K.  Sandford  purposely  came  to  Glasgow  from  his  house  in 
the  country  to  attend  the  Meeting,  while  others  of  our  **  in/iusnauis^" 
who  now  **  partake  the  triumph,  and  enjoy  the  gale,''  studlond^ 
kept  away. — And  here  is  the  &ct  that  we  have  now  triumphant^  to 
refer  in  fiivour  of  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford.  Before  the  Meeting  was 
lid.  a  oronosition  was  made  by  Mr.  PatlisoD,  or  some  other  gen* 
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tLeman  of  tbe  Cominktee,  tben  asbembled  in  the  Black  Bull,  that  a 
deputation  should  instantly  be  dispeetched  to  London  after  the 
Meeting  was  over,  to  lay  the  Beioluikms  of  the  Meeting  before  the 
King  and  Earl  Grey,  &c.  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford  and  Mr.  John  Max-> 
well  of  Polloc  were  in  the  ¥iewof  the  Committee,  as  the  fit  persons 
to  fom  the  deputation^  The  propomtion  Hras  communicated  to  Sir 
D.  K.  Sandfordy  wka  mHiauUfy  deoUtndi  thstt  he  wag  ready  to  leave 
ki$fitmUif^  amd  to  travel  to  Lcmdcn^  atkie  own  expense^  to  obey  any 
caU  his  fellow  citizens  might  make  upon  him  for  the  good  of  his 
cotmirsh  We  confidently  appeal  to  Mr.  I^tisbn,  Mr.  Bennett,  and 
Mr*  DykeSy  or  any  of  the  other  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  who 
were  present,  whether  what  we  have  now  stated  be  not  actually  tfie 
case  ?  And,  therefore^  when  we  saw  with  out  own  eyes  a  man  like

Nor  do  these  stupified  and  degraded  beings  dare  to  use  any  otberahan 
the  language  of  slavery.  Nay,  paying  as  tney  do  every  eapeaae  <of^  the 
state,  and  permitting  those  who  are  their  mere  servants  to  phmdeiv  op- 
press, and  terrify  them,  they  call  themselves  the  "subjects'*  or  these Tery 
servants!  and  presume  not  to  address  to  them  anything  but  ''humble 
petitions  I"  auu  "  pray**  to  them  as  if  they  were  gods  I  and  promise  they 
will  "ever  pray !"  &c.  &c.

•f  the  Church  to  study  Hebrew  wfthia  its  wb11%  I»  ImI  weeki  presented  myself 
to  the  Professor  of  that  hoguagsb  with  a  view  to  enrohnept.  But  guess  mj

A  person  who  has  been  incarcerated  for  debt, 
upon  being  liberated^  has  the  jailer  any  legal  right  to  detain  the  person  in  pri- 
son  until  bis  fees  are  paid— or  retain  any  effects  he  may  have  in  prison  for  his 
acocommodation,  without  judicial  authority?

LANARKSHIRE  ELECTION. 

At  thi9  last  Eleckion  for  this  great  coanty  under  the  paper  Bystem, 
«ar  leiKlerB  are  airare  that  John  Maxwell}  Esq,  of  Polloc,  a  decided 
Refecnery  came  forward  at  the  call  of  the  country  to  oppose  Charles 
Oom^^itiM,  Esq.  of  Bothwell  Casdoy  a  decided  AntioRefonner ;  bat  in 
conseqoenee  of  an  expenditure  of  upwards  of  dgi^  thousand powub^ 
in  buying  up  6ccitiouB  paper  votes,  snch  as  that  of  the  renowned 
William  Dick,  ex-mcer  in  the  Saltniarket,  Zorcf  Douglas,  the  brothei 
of  Charles*  obtained  the  political  ascendency  in  the  connty ;  and  efter 
a  aerere  struggle,  Mr.  Maxwell  lost  the  election  by  a  majority  of 
elerev  rotes  against  him,     Charles  Douglas  being^  since  politically 
deadt  and  the  old  corrupt  system  being,  to  a  certain  extent  at  least, 
expMedy  it  was  naiuraUy  to  be  expected  that  Mr.  Maxwell,  the  un- 
doubted favourite  of  the  people  on  the  former  occasion,  should  now 
again  come  forward  to  assert  the  independence  of  the  county,  and  to 
cany  off  the  palm  of  vie  tor  v,  as  its  Member  in  the  first  Reformed  Par- 
Kameat.     Accordingly,  it  is  well  known  that  Mt.  Maxwell,  in  obe- 
cfienoe  to  the  express  wish  of  a  large  number  of  the  Constituency,  did 
come  forward  on  the  present  occasion,  and  proceeded  to  address  (aa 
be  18  stiU  doing)  large  bodies  of  the  Electors,  in  various  districts  of 
tbe  connty.    To  some  of  diese  districts,  particularly  in  the  Upper 
Ward  of  Lanarkshire,  Mr.  Maxwell  was  expressly  introduced  by  3ir» 
A*  •/•  Bamikon  younger  ofDalzieli  who  spoke  hi  his  behalf,  and  re* 
comaeaded  him  as  *<  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  represent  the  county 
in  FarftameBt."     These  were  Mr.  Hamilton's  own  words,  or  at  least 
ilie  avtMtance  of  them ;  and  at,  or  about  the  time  this  took  phioe,  Mr. 
Haasiltott  himself  started  as  a  Caadklate  for  the  repieeeatation  of  the 
•djohiing  eounty  (Renfrew),  fh>m  which,  however,  he  sooa  foaiid  it 
necessary  to  retire,  not  having  the  publio  support  thai  was  requisite 
for  his  soccess.    But  anxious,  by  some  means  or  other,  t«  get  into 
AaliameBf,  he  nest  addressed  the  citizens  of  Glasgow,  making  ik^  a 
taadler  ef  bis  services,  which,  however,  they  very  significantly  die- 
peaeed  with,^*and  seeing  this — and  alier  having  tried  bis  hand  ia 
Keafrewshtre  and  Glasgow,  he  fell  back  on  his  '<  native  oouaty,*'  . 
Laaark,  and  subsequently  announced,  to  the  amasement  of  every  hadf, 
that  ha  was  now  determined  to  oppose  the  return  of  Mr.  Mava«ll  ia 
fab  oam  proper  person,  assigning,  as  the  wretched  pretence  for  doia^ 
ao^  that  ha  i§d  nada  tin  discovery  that  Mr.  John  Maxwell  was  not  a  . 
grant  famded  proprietor  ia  Lanasniiia,  to  the  eatant  which  be.  (Mr.

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Now,  the'  ugljr  (etxnve  In  ib?i  bmntestf,  wbicli  n^e  fannot  h^lp  Btat- 
ing,  18,  that  Mr.  Hamilton  extracted  the  en  tire,  confidence  ctf*  Mr.  Max- 
well,  and  has  betrayed  him  for  his  own  aelfish  purpoaes.  What  con- 
struction can  any  other  man  put  upon  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Hamilton  ? 
The  county  of  Lanark  was  contented  with  Mr.  MaxwelL  No  other 
Candidate  had  come  forward  to  oppose  him.  No  requisition  waa  pre-

PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  LORD  PROVOST  AND  MAGIS- 
TRATES  AGAINST  SABBATH-BREAKTNG,  A-c. 

Our  civic  rulers  have,  in  their  wisdom,  thought  fit  to  issue  a  Procla- 
nmtioii  enjoiniDg  a  more  rigid  observance  of  the  Sabbath*  In  this 
jireciotts  document,  there  is  much  scope  for  animadversion.  The  doe 
observance  of  the  Sabbath  is  a  very  vague  and  indefinite  expression, 
and  one  to  which  different  individuals  will  attach  very  opposite  mean- 
ings. Every  religions  sect  will  have  its  own  peculiar  notions  on  the 
subject;  the  Catholic  understanding  it  in  one  sense,  the  QuaJcer  in 
another,  the  Unitarian  in  a  third,  and  the  CalviniBt  in  a  sense  perhaps 
different  from  all  the  three.  On  a  subject,  theiefore*  on  wbidi  peo- 
ple's notions  are  so  divided,  some  explanatipn. ought  to  ha^e  been 
.given,  so  that  the  lieges  might  have  luiowp  wbe^. they  were  guilty  of 
a  breach  of  those  laws  which  are  to  be  enforced  against  them,  and 
when  not.  But,  moreover,  what  are  the  pains  and  penalties  to  which 
the  noQ-obeervance  of  the  Sabbath  is  to  subject .  offender^  ?  It  is 
always  proper,  when  punidiments '  are  threatened,  to  tell  wh^t  these 
fKniMimeDta  are  to  be.  The  most  objectionable  part  of  the  Proclamf- 
tSon,  however,  remahis  yet  to  be  noticed.  Why,  when  tippHiig-houses, 
'(meaning,  no  doubt,  thereby,  the  smaller  class  of  change-houses,)  are 
threatened  with  the  severe  visitations  of  the  law,  why,  we  ask,  is  there  not 
a  whisper  breathed  against  our  hoteb,  at  which,  or  from  which^  carriagee, 
gigs,  &c*  are  arriving  or  starting  every  Sabbath  throngfaout  the. year  ?

itfienioonB ;  the  sounding  of  drums,  trumpets,  &c.  at  our  barracks  on 
die  same  day ;  and,  though  last,  not  least,  the  custom  of  col^ting 
crowds  upon  our  streets,  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  to  ifitness 
our  pious  magistrates  going  in  solemn  procession,  it  may  be,  to  St. 
Geofgey  to  hear  a  lecture  on  the  compatiMRty  of  shiVery  with  the 
4eetriiiee  of  Christianity  ?  We  wouKl  have  our  "  godly**  magistmtes,  in 
their  next  prodamatSon,  glance  a  little  at  some  of  these  topics,  as  dso 
ae  the  pnctice,  not  yet  quite  exploded  among  the  great  in  the  present 
aatatly  age,  of  giving  dinners  on  Sabbath.  They  might  also  drop  a 
■liMtor  two  to  the  slaTe^holdersy  of  which  class  there  is  a  j^oodly 
Aualhar  undw  their  jurisdiction,  not  to  allow  their  bonder-

other  son  Oliver,  in  ten  shillings  and  sixpence  /-—hat  the  third  eon, 
James,  who,  if  there  was  any  gmU  in  the  case,  was  as  bad  as  hie 
father,  or  his  brothers*  was  fined  in  nothing ;  he  was  dismissed  with  m. 
gentle  reprimand.    JMdewelly  or  imprisonment,  was  the  addi^eaal 
doom  of  the  others,  if  they  did  not  instantly  pay  their  finea  1     But 
rather  than  submit  to  that  disgrace,  tlie  money  was  raised  by  the  aid 
of  a  few  friends,  and  the  parties  wero  then  liberated.

'defending  his  election,  before  an  Election  Committee  of  that  House  ^ 
'The$e  facts  are  all  but  too  plain,  *and  the  only  inference  we  shall  al 
present  ask  our  readers  to  draw  from,  them  is,  that  whereas,  there  are 
matiy  ineti,  land  Candidates  too,  who  boast  of  what  they  have  done  in 
the  Cause  of  Reformj  there  ar^  few^  if  any  among  them  who  have, 
withit)  the  last  two  yearsjl  -sadfificed  more  in  that  cause  either  as 
regards  toil,  labour,  or  expense,  than  Mr.  Joseph  Dixon. 

Ih  tbe  House  of  Commons  he  realized  his  *;  pledge,"  by  voting  for  ih<j 
Bi)]  on  its  first,  second,  and  third  reading.  It  is  true,  that  on  tb 
Iff  etropolitan  Clause  of  the  English  BiU  he  voted  against  his  Majesty' 
iiiiiisters,  as  other  Reformers  did,  from  a  conviction,  as  he  has  eUe 
p^here  stated,  that  London  had  received  too  many  Members,  at  th( 
tpetise  of  other  important  towns  and  cities  in  the  Empire ;  and  it  is  aU 
i^e,that  he  voted  in  favour  of  the  motion  of  Sir  G.  Murray  for  a| 
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mdtlitioBal  number  of  Members  to  Scotland.  If  these  me  political 
^i/ftmcesy  we  shall  not  presume  to  defend  Mr.  Dixon  fi-om  them.  But 
thia  we  8871  that  the  whole  tenor  of  his  conduct  in  Parliament  gave 
ample  demonstration  of  the  fact,  that  he  was  a  ^Refiirm  Member/'  aa 
much  as  any  other  in  the  House.  Is  it  not  conceded  on  all  haada, 
that  be  waa  the^r^  Member  in  that  House,  who  raised  bis  voice  and 
sironglv  protested  against  the  quaUficaiion  dause*  which,  but  for  him^ 
naight  have  been  carried  by  a  side  wind,  before  the  ooontry  had  tiine 
to  deliberate  upon  it,  in  the  indignaat  manner  that  was  afterwards  done? 
And  can  it  be  disputed  that  on  all  great  public  questions,  he  ranged 
liim«elf,  as  he  had  originally  and  Yoluntarily  pledged  himself  to  do>  on 
iUe  side  of  Mr.  Hume  9 

In  short,  we  are  not  afraid  to  ask  the  inhabitanta  of  Glasgow,  inclnd-^ 
iiig  the  whole  Electors  in  the  Clyde  district  of  Bnighs,  whether  within 
the  memory  of  man,  they  had  such  an  able,  efficient,  and  liberal 
representative  as  Mr.  Dixon  ?  Is  he  to  be  compared  for  a  moment 
to  their  late  member  the  Laird  of  Blytheswood,  who  never  opened  his 
lips,  except  to  say  Aye  or  No ! — Or,  to  Mr.  Kirkman  Fiplay,  who 
never  opened  his,  but  in  support  of  the  Com  Laws,  or  to  complain  of 
the  Lord  Advocate,  for  not  drawing  a  proper  indictment,  under  which 
Aome  of  the  Radicals  of  Glasgow  might  be  executed  ?  Where  is  the 
liberal  principle,  or  measure,  that  Mr.  Dixon  has  actively,  or  negatively 
opposed  ?  We  challenge  any  one  to  lay  their  finger  upon  it,  for  we 
cannot. 

But  he  viOTit  pledge  himself,  say  his  opponents:  and  he  won't  meet 
the  Politicnil  Union.  We  are  certainly  sorry  that  he  did  not  meet  the 
Political  Union,  as  most  of  the  other  Candidates  did ;  but  we  deny 
that  he  refuses  to  be  pledged,  on  any  of  the  great  leading  questions, 
I  hat  concern  the  country,  in  which  respect,  his  conduct  is  surely  less 
Mameable  than  that  of  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  who  refuses  to  take  any 
pledge  whatever,  reckoning  such  a  thing  to  be  contrary  to  the  princi- 
ples which  ought  to  govern  every  unbiassed  legislator.  But  the  senti- 
menta  of  Mr.  Dixon  in  favour  of  triennial  Parliaments,  repeal  of  the 
Com  Laws,  £a8t  India  monopoly.  Abolition  of  Slavery,  Economy 
and  Retrenchment  in  Church  and  State,  are,  nnless  we  are  very  much 
mistaken,  as  clear  and  liberal  as  any  of  the  other  Reform  Candidates. 

We  know  that  a  strong  and  powerful  party  have  been  at  work  in 
Glasgow  for  a  length  of  time,  endeavouring  to  undermine  Mr.  Dixon. 
He  attended  to  his  duties  in  Parliament,  instead  of  coming  to  Glas- 
gow to  watch  and  thwart  them.  For  this,  we  are  afraid,  he  will  now 
Miffer,  but  not  deserve<lly.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  citizens 
of  Glasgow  will  confer  their  honours  on  a  stranger,  (and  we  trust  we 
make  no  invidious  distinction),  who  never  directly  did  any  thing  for 
them ;  instead  of  the  man  who  actively  assisted  to  secure  these  very 
honours  for  them, — who  never  neglected,  far  less  betrayed  the  interests 
of  his  constituents  or  his  country ;  but  who  rather  did  every  thing  in 
hve  power  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  one,  and  the  other. 

We  trust  tliat  Mr.  Dixon  will  not  have  occasion  to  say  that  he  haa 
r»a1y  expended  his  labour  and  his  money  to  meet  with  a  cold,  thaftk- 
l«-s<i,  and  ungrateful  return  from  this  community.     But  whatever  ma'' 
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to  A«  Wl^;^  Uml  Hecliim,  .waafp JMn»  ol  me  thiag^  wlndi  m*  tlmt 
Jdr«.DiioBa0^Kit.be.<UpiiFed  of  the  satisfaction  of  nowiag,  tlbat  he 
lias  aUfadjr  discliargod  his  duty,  to  his  eountiy  m  the  most  uoportant 
nattei?  that  erer  came  hefote  it.  And  whaterer  oiheia  may  wy,  or 
dot'  wo  oaoBot  bositale  to  lecord  these  our  humble  sentiments  in  bis 
toliatfl  No  honoaraUe  pecson»  we  bope^  will  complain  of  os  for  so 
doiagv  and  as  wo  espoased  the  eaase  of  Mr.  Dixon  at  the  last  Election, 
so  it  would  be  straogs,  indeed,  if  we  deserted  him  now*  Can  we  foqpet 
-Mtis  it  possilde  for  as  to  forget^  the  man  who  rescued  these  Boiovghji 
i»n  the  grasp,  of  a  Xoit?  Bat  more  especially^  is  it  poasible  for  vn 
wiUiafly  to  tunt  our  baolc  oi>  the  man,  who,  in  his  place  in  Parliament, 
and  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  patrimonial  interest,  emphatically  voted 
far  Ibe  Bnglisb-^tfae  Iiisb^aod  the  Scotch  Reform  Bills?  We 
SOpsat»  ihal.  wbsasTer  others  may  say»  or  do,  the  sin  of  ingratitude 
akitt  noi  attaoh  to  us.

But 
wiO  think  it  right  to  say  a  fow  words  about  the  previous  **  Cona^vt- 
tist"  Meeting  in  the  Black  Bull  of  Wednesdajf :  for  verily  i$  wonMbe 
a  great  pity  to  allow  some  of  the  principal  actors  at  it  to  escape,  with- 
out a  *'  leeiie'^  more  notice  or  castigation  from  us.  The  canting  hypo- 
crites, as  we  shewed  in  our  last,  actually  met,  and  hatched  their  pro- 
ceedings on  the  Sunday — yet,  we  repeat,  they  are  the  very  men  who 
Cry  out' about  the  sanctity  of  the  "  Lord's  day,"  and  embrace  every 
opportunity  to  denounce  the  morality  and  irreligion  of  the  "  lower 
orders'!"  The  Right  Honourable  Wee  Motht/,  Editor  of  the  Glas- 
gow, Slavery  Courier,  Commander  of  the  City  Porters,  &c.  &c.  &c 
h|id  tbe  extreme  honour  of  preparing  the  Conservatist  Address  in  fa- 
vour of  "our  old  ancient  Ally,  the  King  of  Holland."  We  saw  it 
with  our  own  eyes,  and  Mathy — we  beg  pardon,  the  Right  Honour- 
able Wee  Mothy^  Commander  of  the  City  Porters,  &c.  &c.  &c.  had 
also  the  honour  of  copying  over  that  Address  on  parchment,  which  he 
cannot  deny,  so  that  he  may  be  dubbed  with  the  further  title  of 
"  Clerk  to  the  Conservatists."  James  Buchanan  of  Dowanhiil,  a 
West  India  Slave  Merchant,  and  one  of  Mothy*s  masters  (we  really 
find  we  cannot  afford  room  for  all  his  titles  every  time  we  notice  him) 
— Jas.  Buchanan  of  Dowanhiil,  the  man  who  transmitted  the  previona 
Tory  Address  from  Glasgow  to  the  Duhe  of  WeUingtan,  put  his  name 
to  ine  Advertisement  calling  the  Meeting,  which  Advertiseroeut  was 
sent  by  him,  or  his  order,  to  the  Glasgow  Herald  on  Sunday  afier* 
noon,  though  they  practised  the  deception  of  putting  the  Monday  $ 
date  to  it.  The  very  name  of  this  man,  Buchanan,  is  sufficient  to 
identify  the  whole  ailair  as  a  Tory  trick  in  favour  of  Wellington.  But 
let  us  see  who  were  the  other  stagei's,  that  came  slipping  into  the 
,Black  Bull  to  take  the  lead  with  the  "  Conservatists"  on  Wednesday.

— His  son-in-law,  Robert  Finlay,  ex  Dean 
of  Guild,  with  twoof  his  strippltngs. — Jas.  Dennistoun,  of  Colegrain,  one 
of  tlie  Duke*s  Depnty  Lientenants  in  Dnmbartonsbire,  with  one  of  his 
strippliags. — Then  there  was  another  sprig,  a  nephew  of  the  ]ast»  and 
papier  voter  of  the  Duke  in  that  same  conntv. — Next,  Charles  Stirling,  a 
West  India  Ram  and  Sugar  Merchant — William  Leckie  alias  Ewitig, 
his  partner. — Robert  Bogle,  another  West  India  Rnm  and  Sugar* 
Merchant-^Wiiliam  Hamilton,  ex  Lord  Pro.  his  partner.'— Marjk 
SpnUt  of  Gamkirk,  whose  father  aided  the  late  Lord  Melrille  in  lay- 
ing his  paws  on  the  publio  money. — Next,  our  old  friend,  William 
Dwkii  ex  Grocer  in  the  Saltmarket,  he  who,  in  1816,  aa  he  dare  not. 
deny,  was  on  the  hustings  at  Tbrusbgrove,  and  voted  for  Radjical.Re'", 
form,  though  he  afterwards  turned  his  coat  on  getting  a  paper  vot^. 
frooi  Lord  Douglas. — Bat  we  need  not  occupy  the  time  of  our  read- 
ers in  going  through  the  whole  list  of  the  notables ;  the  above  will  suffice 
as  A  sample  of  them,  and  these,  forsooth,  are  extolled  by  the  Glasgow 
Courier  as  '<  representing  the  whole  rank,  wealth,  and  intelligence  of 
the  City  !  i'*  We  once  more  repeat,  that  the  Meeting  of  Wednesday 
waa  avowedly  a  packed  Meeting,  for  few,  if  any,  were  permitted  to 
enter  the  eandmn  sanetorttm,  unless  thev  were  knoum  as  old  Tory, 
rotten  Boroun^  stagers ;  hut  even  with  tne  aid  of  their  sons,  clerks>

bnt  that  of  ruling  with  deai^tie  aathority«  Of  tba  iifiaof  faaha  loan^  oar  vmden 
naet  be  anxious  to  knonr  soinetbiog,  and  theielbra  to  hit  hieloiy  we  fheerfnUy  devote

Robert  Stewart,  eldest  son  of  Robert  Stewart  of  Mount  Stewart,  ia  the  Cvuaty  of 
I>BWn,  by  his  first  wife.  Lady  Sarah  Frances  Seymour,  sister  of  the  late  Msrqnees  of 
Rerllbrd,  was  bom  on  the  18tb  June,  &767.  He  received  bis  early  edncatioa  m  tbe 
free  ecbool  of  Armagh,  then  nndwr  the  eoperiotccideBoe  ef  a  Mr.  Harroeky  a  aim  a£ 
tfce  Churchy  and  who  was  afterwards  laromoted  to  ifaa  rank  of  ArabdeaDBB*  Biqpapby 
is  silent,  both  as  to  the  talents  and  proficiency  of  yooag  Stewart*  while  atliaadiag  this 
•tainary ;  and  it  is  well  known,  that  his  literary  attainments  Ware  sacb»  a»  ^  littla 
Cfedtt  either  to  persona  or  places  connected  with  his  early  education-  At  St.  Jsha'a 
Csllege,  Cambridge,  to  which  be  was  removed  in  1 786,  he  distinguished  himself  aa 
fit0e  ae  he  did  at  Armagh,  and  whatever  might  be  hie  merit  as  a  Statesman,  ba  had 
pnxHgioosIy  little  to  boaat  of  aa  a  scholar.  Irving  College,  ha  travelled  a  short  whik 
over  a  portion  of  the  Continent,  from  which  he  ratumad  td  swagger  for  a  brief  apaca 
as  a  patriot^  and  then  to  sink  down  into  the  fawning  courtier,  and  the  mtUcaa  ^mnt« 
His  father,  who  had  been  fi>r  some  time  Member  in  tbe  Irish  ParUament  kg  the 
County  of  Down,  being,  in  1789,  but  on  whaH  account  not  known^  elevated  to  the 
rank  of  Peer,  the  hopeful  son  stood  candidate  for  the  honour  of  sncoaadiBg  him  w 
Representative.  He  was  warmly  opposed  in  his  canvass,  and  his  success  wa%  at  tha 
expense  of  much  intrigue,  and  a  coat  to  his  &ther  of  ^80,000.  It  was  hera  that  ha 
commenced  that  system  of  chicanery  and  double-dealing,  which*  as  a  poUtieiaii»  ha 
either  practised  or  countenanced  during  the  remainder  of  bis  detestable  life.  In  order  to 
attain  his  object— a  seat  in  Parliament— the  first  step,  in  thoee  davsy  of  that  ladder  of 
corruption,  by  which  an  unprincipled  man  could  hope  to  rise  to  bad  eminenoe  in  the 
Sbte-— Ik  deliberately,  on  the  hosUngs  at  Downpatrick,  tendered  the  fiyttow?*^ 
plei%ies:-**

**  A  bin  to  protect  the  pertonal  ufety  of  the  niijecty  ^painat  arbitrary  and  exceative 
bail,  and  agaioat  atretching  the  power  of  attecbmeat  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Cooati- 
tntion."  Thia  waa  the  wolf  in  ahcep'a  btothing  with  a  vengeance.<— Did  he  not  fulfil 
Ibeae  pledgee  ?•— The  queatioo,  from  the  known  character  of  the  man,  ought  to  be. 
Did  be  erer  intend  to  fulfil  them  ?  For  a  abort  time,  indeed,  be  wore  the  aaaomed 
garb  of  the  patriot ;  but  in  thia  holy  garment  there  began  abortly  to  appear  reota  and 
openinga,  through  which  the  real  character  could  be^  and  ultimately  waa,  clearly  dis- 
cerned. He  waa  at  firat  hailed  aa  a  great  aequiaitlon  to  the  popular  cauae,  aod  for  a 
Seaaion  or  two,  though  he  took  no  active  part  in  Barliamentary  prooeedingt,  he  voted 
regularly  with  the  Oppoaition.  For  a  abort^time,  thefelbre,  the  name  of  thia  notorioua 
renegade  waa,  in  the  public  mind,  aaaociated  with  that  of  Grattan,  Paraona,  and  Pon- 
aonby.  Had  it  remained  ao,  with  what  luatre  might  it  have  ahone  even  to  remote 
agea,  instead  of  deacending  with  execrationa  to  poaterity,  in  connexion  with  the  namea 
of  Pitt  Camden,  Bereaford,  Fitsgibbon,  not  to  mention  Perceval,  Liverpool,  Sid- 
mouth,  and  Vanaittart.  Patriotiam  being  found  leaa  profitable  than  aervility,  hia  aup- 
port,  in  a  short  time,  became  lanqnid  and  ieeble,  and  he  waa  not  tardy  in  diacovering 
that  the  bright  aunshine  of  a  Court  ia  to  the  grovelling  mind  far  preferable  to  the 
barren  applaoae  of  the  people. 

F^om  tbe  year  1 782,  had  been  held  out  to  Ireland  the  bright  prospect  that  the 
day  when  her  political  ahackles  were  to  fall,  waa  near  at  hand.  This,  however, 
proved  ultimately  a  mere  delusion.  At  one  time  she  waa  approached  with  tbe  olive- 
branch  of  peace,  at  another,  with  the  brandished  aabre.  She  was  alternately  flattered 
into  hope,  and  aunk  into  deapondency.  Castlereagh,  for  some  time,  aaaiated  to  foater 
the  delusion.  Neither  oatiooa  nor  individuals  can  bear  to  be  by  turns  cajoled  and 
trampled  upon.  To  uniform  kindness,  or  to  uniform  aervility,  man  may  become  re- 
conciled ;  but,  if  you  wish  to  goad  him  on  to  desperate  deeds,  the  true  way  ia  to  make 
him  ft^X  alternately  the  extremea  of  both.  \X  waa  in  this  manner  that  tbe  British 
Oovemment,  at  all  timea,  but  preeminently  from  1772  tiU  1800,  acted  towarda  Ire- 
land ;  and  one  of  her  readieat  and  fittest  instruroenta  for  thia  mode  of  tantalising  a  noble 
and  gcneroua-minded  people,  waa  Castlefeagh,  who,  at  thia  time,  upon  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  Pelham,  became,  and  through  the  bloody  acenea  of  the  Rebellion,  continued 
Secretary  of  State,  till  he  had  extinguished  that  Parliament,  which  he  had  aolemnly 
pledged  himaelf  to  Reform.  Mr.  Pelham,  af^erwarda  Lord  Chicheeter,  aeeing  that 
Ireland  could  be  governed  only  by  concession  or  by  force,  would  not  be  aoceaaary  to 
the  latter,  and  the  liaae  Tory  faction  under  which  he  acted,  not  allowing  him  to  pur- 
aoe  the  former,  be  retired  from  office,  and  the  young  aspirant,  Caatlereagh,  beoame 
hia  auooeaaor,  without  scruples  or  compunction.  It  waa  in  thia  aame  year,  1795,  that 
be  received  the  title  of  Lord,  in  conaequence  of  his  father  being  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Viacount.  From  tbe  time  of  hia  becoming  Secretary,  tiU  the  extinction  of  the 
Irish  Parliament,  acarcely  a  Session  passed  without  a  motion  for  Reform,  that  great 
measure  which  would  have  made  Ireland  a  faithful  and  attached  country ;  and  on  each 
motion,  Castlercngh,  notwithstanding  his  solemn  pledge,  spoke  and  voted  againat  the

•oirad  thoae  aeeds  of  imconcUeable  hatred,  which  it  will  take  many  years  of  kindness 
and  jndiciooa  treatment  to  enMlicate-  We.  do- not  intend  to  trace  minutely  the  dark 
machinations  of  a  monitor,  who  had  n  heart  not  to  ba  touched  by  pity,  nor  appalled 
by  crime.  Thia  wooU  be  to  fill  volumes,  not  to  write  a  abort  and  sketchy  memoir. 
No  principle  seems  better-fonnded  in  reason,  or  confirmed  by  experience,  than  that 
a  people  never  yet,  without  good-grounds,  rose  in  arms  against  ite  rulers.  Ireland 
was  driven  to  desperation  by  oppression  and  miagovernment ;  and  she,  unhappily,  aa 
well  as  unwisely,  in  the  hour  of  her  phrenzy,  sought,  by  an  appeal  to  force,  that  redress 
which  she  had  a  right  to  expect^  aa  recent  avcnte  have  convinced  ourselves,  only  in  the 
sYow  and  silent  progress  of  time,  and  diffesion  of  general  intelligence.  If  we  are  to 
blame  her  rashnen,  while  we  pity  her  degradation,  we  are  still  more  to  blame  the 
conduct  fi^  those  who  were  the  authors  of  both. 

Caatlereagh*s  conduct  was,  on  this  occasion,  doubly  fli^raot  He  tended  'directly, 
by  his  deeds,  his  treachery,  his  bribery,  and  espionage*  to  blow  up  the  flame  of  Rebel- 
lion, and  when  it  waa  kindled,  be  inveiited,  countenanced,  and  practised  every  speciea 
of  torture  and  cruelty,  first,  to  extort  cooviction,  and  next  to  punish  the  guilty.  That 
the  peopb  of  Ireland  acted  with  fatal  imprudence  there  cannot  be  a  doubt ;  but  aa 
little  donbt  can  there  be  that,  by  wise,  steady,  and  Jodiciou^  management,  without 
either  gnat  aacrifieea,  or  great  oonceaaions, — all  the  horrors  of  civil  war  might -have 
been  prevented.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  all  the  horrors  of  the  Irifth  Rebellion  are  not 
to  be  attributed  to  Lord  Castlefesgh,  for  he  was  but  one  of  a  multitude  of  acton  in 
thia  bloody  drama;  but  then  be  waa,  from  bis  official  situation,  the  main,  the  re- 
qiomible  one. 

If  Caatlereagh  is  to  be  execrated  fbr^the  part  which  he  acted  in  the  Irish  Rebellion, 
and  indeed  during  the  whole  time  of  his  Secretaryship,  in  that  unhappy,  because 
misgoverned  country,  he  is  no  less  to  be  etigmatixed  for  the  dark  inti-igues  and  shame- 
Jesi  bribery  by  which  he  brought  about  tl|e  I,«^islative  Union  of  the  two  countries. 
On  the  hottiogs  at  Downpatrick,  aa  baa  been  shown,  in  1789,  he  had  pledged  himself, 
and  that  moat  solemnly,  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  effect  a  change  iu  the  r(.*pre9enUtinn 
of  the  oouQtry ;  and  yet,  no  sooner  does  a  wicked  and  unprincipled  Oovernment  in 
England,  signify  its  desire  that  the  two  Governments  should  be  united,  than  ho  sets 
himaclf  to  work  with  the  moat  unblushing  effrontery  to  effect  the  diabolical  purpose. 
Public  money  waa  lavished  away  with  the  most  wasteful  profusion,  and  part  of  those 
bnrdena  under  which  we,  a«  a  nation,  at  present  groan,  was  laid  on  by  this  detested 
tool  of  a  dcteated  Government,  to  bring  about  an  event,  the  uiost  disastrous  to  Ireland, 
and  the  most  unprincipled  in  ite  character  to  be  found  in  the  aunals  of  these  kingdoms. 
Tithes,  taxes,  and  unequal  Uws,  and  a  Parliameut  venal,  because  not  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  people,  were  what  drove  the  people  of  Ireland  to  Rebellion,  and  the  chief 
supporter  of  them,  not  indeed  by  the  influence  of  his  tolente,  but  by  that  of  British 
gold,  waa  the  infamous  Castlereagh.  He  had  pledged  himself  to  limit  the  number  of 
phKvnien  and  pensioners,  and  yet,  while  1»b  was  Secretary,  the  pension-list  of  Ireland 
waa  greater  than  that  of  England*  with  all  its  corruption ;  and  a  majority  of  those 
who  had  aeate  in  Parliament,  held  lucrative  places  under  Government.  Inttead  of 
rendering  the  aervante  of  the  Crown  responBihle  for  the  expenditure  of  tbe  public 
money,  be  himself  waa  the  first  to  set  the  example  of  the  most  wasteful  profusion,  and 
that  for  tbe  basest  and  moat  corrupt  of  purpooes;  and  instead  of  protecting  the  per- 
sonal vdiety'of  the  subject,  he  waa  the  very  first,  upon  the  slightest  suspicion,  or  report 
of  spies,  to  fill  the  prisons  with  the  most  deserving  and  iodustrtoua. 

H«?ii«  briefly  tmoed  tbe  hiatory  of  this  political  demon  to  the  period  of  tbe  Union, 
we  abatt  lasarve  what  we  have  to  say  relative  to  his  character  and  conduct  as  a  Dritiah 
Senator  and  Minieter  to  m  ttbseqoent  Number.

M^AJ^KESS  OF  THS  CLERGY  TO  THE  PREACHERS. 

Mit.  Editor,— -At  your  piiper  seerat  to  be  the  Tefalele  of  Cbarch  nenri,  aqd  tb^ 
l^r^at  terror  of  every  Hack  delinquent,  I  hope  you  will  not  reftise  tp  extend  its 
protection  tp  the  Preachers  of  our  Establishment.  These  young  men,  after 
baviq^  SMnt  abpu(  fifteen  years,  betiveen  the  Grammar- School,  CoUege,  and 
getting  tipense  at  their  apprenticeships,  which  oosta  them  at  lea^t  ^1000,  are 
sent  abroad  by  our  Presbyteries  on  the  real  voluntary  principle  to  preach  iha 
Gospel  /or  Hothh^t  and  the  mean,  dirty  conduct  of  the  Clergy  towards  them, 
with  a  very  few  exceptions,  surpasses  all  belief.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  their 
labour,  tn  the  900  parishes  of  Scotland,  no  less  than  300  of  these  poor  fellows, 
op  an  ^vprpge,  are  employed  weekly  on  this  voluntary  service,  thus  performing 
gn^tli  pne-thifd  of  the  clerical  duty  of  the  whole  kingdom,  and  in  Glasgow  ajoo^ 
it  is  within  tbe  mark,  to  say,  that  instead  of  bne-thlrd,  they  perform  nearly  one- 
hiUf  of  -tl)e  puipU  duties  of  the  Clergy.  But  this  is  not  the  worst  of  ft.  'The 
weavers  oamplain  that  they  are  the  most  miserably  paid  class  in  society,  and  sure 
their  case  Is  ill  enough,  but  it  is  nothing  to  compare  with  the  preacher^,  fpr  %hef 
receive  tometfiiug  for  their  labour,  but  the  preachers  receive  nothing,  and  besldeit, 
they  have  often  to  travel  10,  80,  or  30  miles  at  lAefr  own  expense.  They  may 
indeed  eiipeet,  when  they  set  out,  that  Che  Clergyman  fbr  whom  they  are  going 
tP  preach,  will  pffer  them  the  price  of  the  coach  at  least,  but  alas,  he  has  more 
hair  In* bis  head,  and  tbey  return' bome,  perhaps  minus  five  or  ten  shUltngs, 
desplsiqg  hie  pieeoness  in  their  hearts.  Nor  Is  even  this  the  wor«t  of  it.  In  the 
country}  to  be  sure,  they  cannot  with  iWce  refuse  them  their  victuals  aud  lodgings 
ft*ee  fhiai  Saturday  Clll  Monday;  but  in  town  here,  with  the  exception  of  one 
or  two,  Men  thue  are  denied  thetb.  Su^h  heartless  conduct  on  the  psrt  of  the 
Clergy  deservee  the  severest  ^probation.  **  A  blsbop,"  says  an  apostle,  **  fnu$t 
he  given  U  hospitality,*^  and  1«  bound  to  exhort  men  to  practise  thTIi  aioiable, 
social  vlrtaer  hut  the  Cf^gy  c^our  day,  and  especially  the  Clergy  of  Gfascotv, 
seem  to  oonelder  such  passaged  as  itn  tuterpoYatlen  of  the  sacred  text;  At  lea^t 
their  conduct  Iv  In  direct  opposltfon  to  the  sacred  obltgatlon,  and  **  by  their  firults' 
ye  sh|ill  kmiftr  them."

throughout  the  week,  Is  dreadfully  suTjeet  to  cholera  on  the  Sabbath-morning, 
and  ht^  often  to  send  hit  maids  over  the  town  In  quest  of  a  pregcher,  even  after 
the  second  &ei^,-<— wrote  hi^  fatberi  who  Is  a  weaver  In  Newmills,  requesting  him 
to  a^k  a  Mr.  Brown  there,  a  preacher  aqd  neighbour's  son  of  h(s,  and  ai|  ac- 
qualixtence  pf  hh  o\tn,  to  preach  for  hin»  in  the  Chapel  here,  on  the  third  Sab- 
bath pf  fast  month,  as  he  was  going  to  KtlOMirnoch  on  that  day,  where,  he  saye, 
he  is  ^u(fe  liiire  of  the  Leigh  Chui'eb,  if  Dr,  M*Kinlay  wa^  dead.  The  young 
man  at  opce  compiled  with  this  request,  and  on  the  Thursday  before  the  day 
appointed,  oam'e  to  town  to  fulfil  his  engagement,  but  stV^nge  to  tell,  Mr.  Ntsbet 
actually  V«/««<;</  to  give  him  his  meai  till  Monday,  and  after  calling,  aqd  QMliqg»

— Did  you  then  think 
of  bestowing  yonr  laurels  on  a  man,  who  aided  you  not  in  the  victory 
you  achieved ;  and  who,  if  the  chances  had  depended  upon  him,  would 
bave  gone  over,  we  have  no  doubt,  to  the  *^  Conservatists"  since  he 
did  not  appear  in  the  open  ranks  of  the  Reformers  ? — "  He  that  was 
Bot  then  Jbr  us,  was  against  us,*' — a  maxim,  Reformers,  which  you 
yowselves  have  often  quoted.  May  it  not,  too  soon, — too  chiMtshly

to  your  arms,  the  chief  of  these  Borough  mongers,  in  your  own  juris- 
diction, the  Lord  Phivost  of  Glasgow  ? 

l}o  not  suppose  that  we  attack  Mr.  £wing  on  any  other  than  public 
grounds.  We  willingly  respect  his  private  character  as  a  Citizen. 
Aad'we  shall  even  go  farther,  and  say,  that  if,  in  the  course  of  his 
probation  as  Lord  f^vost,  he  realizes  some  of  the  promises  he  has 
now  made— if  he  eives  us  sincere  practical  proof  of  the  faith  that  is 
now  in  him — we  shall,  on  the  next  occasion,  if  we  are  spared,  lift  our 
voice  in  his  behalf,  perhaps  as  energetically  as  we  have  now  done 
agaioBt  him. 

But  there  is  another  strone  ground  of  objection  against  Mr.  Ewing, 
which  we  had  almost  omitted  to  state.  You  will  observe,  that  he  has 
not  condescended  pubUclg  to  meet  and  address  the  Electors  of  Glas- 
gow, as  all  the  other  Candidates  have  done.  He  makes,  to  be  sure, 
hhs  private  calls  and  solicitations,  the  very  course,  be  it  also  observed, 
frfiich  the  Tariee  uniformly  take ;  and  thus,  Mr.  Ewing  has  afforded 
the  Reformers  of  Glasgow  no  public  opportunity  of  sifting  his  politi- 
cal creed.  Away  with  him,  we  say,  on  that  very  account.  For  the 
man  that  will  not  spontaneously  face  the  Reformers  of  Glasgow,  at 
dieir  public  meetings,  which  no  professing  Reform  Candidate,  that  we 
are  aware  of,  in  any  part  of  the  whole  Empire,  lias  hesitated  or  re- 
teed  to  do,  cannot  surely  deserve  the  confidence  and  fiivour  of  any 
peraon  deserving  the  character  of  a  thorough  Reformer.  But  to  sup- 
ply diat  omission,  or  whatever  it  may  be  called,  Mr.  Ewing  has  not 
^ed  to  retain  the  one  half  of  the  lawyers  of  Glasgow  in  his  behalf; 
and  tbese  lawyers,  every  one  of  whom,  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  or 
three  guineas  per  day,  are  assiduously  going  about  sounding  the  pral' ' 
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cir  Mr.  Ewiiig  in  tlie  in<Mt«rtM>BtraiiUH  diey  bei«ic»  aaweharo  j«Bi 
siiid,  piiki^DMill  paid  l«r iNidouig'«  itfid  wiiiioii*  yAkh  pajfmfMit^.wfe 
i|tie8tion  it  the  moftl  of  tbem  woald  have  alirved  ihe  lei^h  of  thekr 
little  toe  for  him.  * 

'  Nowy  Reformers !  beware  of  these  lawyers !  They  are  seal  to 
kidnap  yoa,  in  all  directions,  if  they  can.  Shewr  them,  that  you  can, 
aiMl  will  act  independenify  for  yonnelres;  and  if  yon  do  se^  on  plun, 
hoaest  principles,  those  which  we  have  already  taken  leave  most 
spectfuUy  to  suggest  to  you,  we  cannot  donht  laat  you  will,  on  M$ 
'i*aslon,  Rbjrct  Mr.  James  Ewing,  by  a  great  majority.  At  thei 
time,  it  would  be  most  nncaadid  in  ua  to  conceal  from  you  the  fiact, 
^t  unless  yott  immediately  adopt  the  abore  resolution, — unless  those 
of  you  who  have  been  led  astfay,  immediately  retrace  vour  steps,  aaid 
return  to  the  right  path,  he  will  be  elected  as  one  of  the  City  Mein* 
hersj  in  which  case,  the  Torwg  of  Glasgow,  who  are  united  as  oaie 
man  in  his  behalf,  win  soon  turn  round  and  npbsaid  you  with  a  deK>e- 
liction  of  vour  own  bygone  professions.  Shame  upcm  yeu,  nen  of 
Glasgow,  if,  by  your  own  baseness  or  cupidity,  you  allow  them  to 
do  so. 

M«sSRS«  Oswald  and  Crawfurp. 
At  firsts  these  gendemen  and  their  Committee,  avowedly  eomreaaed 
tbiHrhosiikity  ti^^he  Tbiy,  as  they  called  him,  Mr.  Ewing.    Tbi^^  as 
profMing  R^ormers,  ioihtced  the  Citizens  of  Ghisgow  to  belieto  that 
they  would  enter  into  any  mflasarea,  or  do  every  thing  in  their  pom&r 
lioseible,  to  keep  out  Mr.  Ewing;  and,  in  conseqaenoe,  we  bavo  no 
doubt  they  secured,  at  6rtt,  amny  pnanises  of  sunpertfirom  the  Citi- 
flsvfns.     Byt  when  the  time  of  action  airives  ;->-wiien  a  preposition  is 
iiaarly  made  to  tite  Committee  of  Messrs.  Oswald  and  Cmwfiudp  by 
twok  at  least,  of  the  other  Reform  Candidates,  vis.  ;-^Sir  Daniel  Sand- 
ford  and  Mvi  Douglas,  to  enter  into  a  joint  canvass  among  the  Electors, 
with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  relative  strength  of  these  four  Candi- 
dates, in  order  that  the  two  having  the  least  strength  should  retire 
from  the  Contest  altogether,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  auppott,  with 
greater  elfect,  the  two  Refonners  highest  in  the  favour  of  the  Citiaens : 
when  such  a  proposition,  we  repeat,  was  made  to  the  Committee  of 
Messrs.  Oswald  and  Crawfnrd,  they  virtually  r^etdtd  it !     Th^  'snid, 
we  will  allow   Mr.  Crawfurd  to  enter  into  the  joint  canvass.     We 
.will  make  him  ^chaUeifffe"  you.  Sir  D.  K.  Sandlbrd,  and  Mr.  Dou- 
glas, as  be  ai^rwarde  did  on  blue  paper.     But  we  cannot  permit  our 
olh^r  friend,  Mr.  Oswald,  to  do  so;  for  this  reason,  forseotli  which  they 
have  not  Ventured,  wepnceii^,  to  assign/iud/tol^,  but  which  wennder- 
'  ^tand,  they  have  not  scrupM  to  &  privatefy,  namely,  that  they 
i<eckoned  Mr.  Oswald's  return  aheady  secure,  arising  from  the  calcu- 
'  lation  he  had  made  on  the  sapport-of  a  great  number  of  Mr.  £wing*8 
''^of^^)  Voters,  which  they  were  pfrtnd  would  be  withdrawn  from 

Oswald,  if  such  a  thing  as  a  joint  canvass  should  be  safldiooed 

ro ! 

>\v,  we  are  afraid,  that  the  Committee  of  Messrs.  Oswald  and 

funi  havo  damaged  themselves  very  much  in  the  estimation  of 
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Ae  pablie  by  wdi  a  Murio.of  condueu  If  Uieir  p^o&afiom  tlw( 
they  WBDted  to  lc«e|»  out  Mr.  Ewing,  were^fcnuioey  tlMicircwmtime, 
(taking  their  own  statement,)  that  this  joint  canvaetivottld  have  injur^ 
Mr,  OwxUdf  ought,  on  public  prindiple«  not  to  have  weighed. one 
iota  with  them.  For  althoogh  Messrs,  Oswald  and  Crsnfurd 
bad  both  been  sacrificed  hj  this  joint  canvassy  or  had  tliereby 
been  indaoed  to  retire  from  the  field  altogether*  their  Comnittee, 
while  they  might  have  regretted  such  a  xesuitt  for  the  sake  of  ilie 
gentlemen  themselves,  ou^t,  on  public  gronnds,  (always  aasuoiiiig 
tlnu  their  proiessions  to  exclude  Mr.  Ewing  were  serious,)  tbeir  Com- 
mittee, we  say,  onght  not  to  have  oompbined,  if  the  ^0ct  was  ac- 
complished, namely,  the  exdussonof  Mr.  Ewing*  .And,  on  the  o^er 
liand,  if  the  statement  that  Mr.  Oswald  .had  bis  election  alrefidy  se- 
cured, was  correct,  there  was  surely,  on  that  ^ery  account,  the  'lef^ 
reason  why  Mr.  Oswald  should  refuse  to  go  into  the  Join^  cai^vnsfl. 
In  short,  with  all  onr  partiality  to  Mr.  Oswald,  we  have  not  been  able 
to  discover  any  rational  reasioa  why  he  ought,  in  refemnce  to  thisi  joint 
canvass,  to  have  been  placed  in  a  better  or  different  pofiiiion  tlien  any 
of  the  other  three  Candidates,  viz. : — Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  Mr,,  Dpu- 
glas,  and  Mr.  Crawfurd.  In  other  wonls^  we  see  no  reason  why  tho 
whole  of  these  fonr  Candidates  should  not  have  been  put  pnfcisely 
through  the  same  ordeal,  namely,  the  test  of  Public  Opinion^  dearly 
and  tangibly  ascertained  in  the  way  it  was  pr<mosed  to  have  beeo^und 
which  would  have  led,  in  all  probabSity,  to  this  happy  neaolw  iliat  the 
Reform  interest  in  Gb»gow,  with  few  ezceptiona«  woukl  jwve  been 
concentrated  and  kept  in  union,  whereas^  at  this  mom<*nt,  it  is  **  rent 
and  riven,"  as  we  are  concerned  to  ase,  by  . contending. parties»  all 
straggling  for  their  own  different  intetesta.  We  cannot,  timeS»n^  but 
place  the  rejection  of  this  joint  canvass,  as  we  now  do»  with  all  the 
unhappy  consequences  attending  it,  entirely  at  the  cjoor  of  tbe  Com- 
mittee  of  Messrs.  Oswald  and  Crawfurd.  Let  them  answer  for  jt  to 
the  Citiaens  I 

Bat  we  have  yet  a  few  words  to  say  to  these  gentlemen.  •  We.  be^ 
gin  to  snspect  timt  they  have  heretofons  ceckoned  their  powers  pver 
the  Citiaeos  of  Glasgow  Omoipotent,-^that  they  could  rule  and  twist 
the  Citizens  any  way  they  plened.  For,  let  ua  go  back  a  little  and 
eiamino  their  conduct  at  the  very  outset  of  this  bosinesp.  .  Did.  a  few 
of  them  not  meet  in  tbeir  own  private  apartments,  and  take  it  upon 
them  lo  decide  who  should,  and  who  should  not  be  tlie  reprj^seofatives 
of  200,000  of  their  fellow  inhabitants  ?^Did  these  few  not  tag  tlieir 
friend  and  nominee  Mr.  Crawfurd,  to  ^he  tail  of  Mr.  Oswald,  iu  tbe 
hope  tlwt  the  popular  and  well-known  ebaracter  of  Mr.  Oswakl  would 
supply  the  defect  attaching  to  Mr.  Crawford,  who  was  not  knpwn  to 
fifty  individiuds  in  Obttgow  ?•— Did  they  not  subscribe  a  joint-stock 
puree,  some  of  them  putting  down  their  names  as  high  as  one  hundred 
gunmasy  for  tho  speaai  'purpose  of  forthering  these  their  own  views  ? 
And  alter  they  had  concocted  tbeir  ^*  Requisition*'  to  Messrs.  Oswald 
and  Crawford,  which  they  now  say  was  a  **  public**  proceedings  tliouglr 
fever  there  was  a  hole  and  comer  proceeding  in  this  world  it  wa^ 
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one^^ihey  next' set  their  madiineiy  of  "  GtmHtiseftT  in  mo^dn,  the 
moBt  of  them  he?ng  kwyere,  and  pind,  Kke  those  of  Mr.  Ewing.-  An\i 
tfaoB  the^  took  the  chizenB  at  first  by  surprise,  for  msny  of  the  citis(en» 
before  they  had  time  to  reflect  on  the  subject,  as  its  importance  rea)^ 
warranted,  and  before  they  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  the 
rehrtive  claims  of  the  other  Candidates  who  were  not  then  in  the  fiehf 
at  alV,  rashly  entangled  themselves  with  these  "  Reqnisitionists.^  And 
we  now  put  it  to  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow,  whether,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, they  will  allow  themseWes  to  be  entangled  in  tliis  way  any 
longer  ?  The  fair,  manly,  and  correct  course  for  these  Requisittonists, 
since  they  say  they  (elt  such  tender  care  for  the  honour  of  the  representa- 
tion of  Glasgow,  would  have  been  to  hare  called  a  Public  Meeting  of  the 
whole  citizens,  and  been  guided  by  their  deliberation,  or,  at  least  by 
the  deliberation  of  a  Committee  publicly  chosen,  and  responsible  to  the 
public  at  all  tiroes  for  their  conduct.  But  we  are  sensible  that  it  is 
now  in  vain  to  make  these  reflections.  The  mischief,  so  far,  has  been 
accomplished. '  The  question  now  is,  How  can  it  be  remedied  ? — To 
solve  that  question,  we  appeal  to  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow,  to  say, 
whether,  if  Mr.  Crawfurd  had  not  been  tkrtisl  upon  them  by 
these  Requisitionists  in  the  manner  they  did,  he  could  have  re- 
ceived the  support  of  twenty  individuals  in  Glasgow  ? — Was  he,  we 
repeat,  not  an  utter  stranger  In  Glasgow  ? — Was  his  name,  so  much  as 
even  whispered,  at  any  of  our  great  Public  Meetings? — Did  it  ever 
enter  into  the  contemplation  of  any  but  these  select  Requisitionists 
themselves,  that  Mr.  Crawfurd  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  repre- 
sent this  City  in  Parliament  ?  Why,  they  might  as  well  have  brougfit 
forward  some  Merchant  from  Liverpool,  or  New  York,  or  some  other 
person  firom  the  farthest  verge  of  the  earth,  and  after  teilltng  some  ficre 
stories  about  the  East  India  Monopoly,  and  so  on,  they  might  ttavo 
said,  this  is  your  man — take  him — we  enjoin  you  to  take  him.  What 
an  insdit  to  the  Citizens  of  Glasgow !  Are  the  claims  of  our  own  best 
sons,  who  fought  side  by  side  in  the  popular  cause,  to  be  entirely 
frustrated  and  denied,  for  the  sake,  forsooth,  of  an  utter  stranger  to  us, 
from  China  or  Siam,  who  never  did  one  particle  of  advantage  to  the 
Citizens  of  Glasgow  in  his  Kfe  time  ? — Shame  upon  the  Electors,  if 
they  say  so  ^ 

We  esteem  Mr.  Crawfurd 'in  many  points — and  the  circumstance 
of  tii»  Wing  an  utter  stranger  would  have  had  the  less  weight  ^ith  us,' 
than  it  now  has,  if  we  realty  found  that  he  was  a  man  of  bright  and 
transcendent  abilities,  superior  to  any  of  the  other  Candidates.  Bat 
we  j\i^t  put  it  to  the  sense  of  the  Electors  themselves,  and  ask  whetbef- 
MesSts.  Oswdd  and  Crawfard,  iinked  together  as  they  are,  and  may 
still  be,  are  really  able  to  sustain  the  burden  of  any  important  efeftutt 
that  may  arise  on  the  spur  of  the  moment  in  the  House  of  CommottsP 
We  feel  strongly  on  tliis  point,  and  declare,  without  hesitation,  that  H

Otartddif  you  will,  bm  weproteuitia  too  much  fur  theii 
C«BaaiU»e(oezpect  ;hattlieyhave  a  right  toreturo  Both  of  the  City 
Meaban.  If  ihey  succeed  in  doing  so,  they  will  be  bo  much  flated 
with  their  Hiocesa,  that  on  every  future  occuiou  they  will  attempt  to 
dictate  to  tbe  Citisena  like  aome  rotten  hole  aod  corner  Corporation.  .

As  a  Citizen  of  Glasgow — consistent  all  his  life  long  in  politics,  vie 
cannot  but  respect  in  many  points  the  public  character  of  Mr.  Dougtasi 
adll  ire  are  coastisined  to  add,  that  the  Senate  is  not  the  place  for 
bim.  It  is  quite  eitravagant  for  his  friends  to  compare  him  to  Sheridan 
or  Pox,  aa  they  hare  done.

If  lie  h  returned  to 
ff^ariiament  on  this  occasion,  we  predict  iimX  he  wilf  shed  lustre  on  the 
city  of  (ilHsgoiv.  We  predict  ttiat  he  wilt  soon  beeome  one  of  iJbe 
most  distingoished  Statesmen  which  this  country  ever  prodaced.

SLAVERY  AT  HOME  AND  ABROAD. 

DxAR  SiR|«»Yoa  have  inTariably  raited  your  Toice  in  the  cause,  of  liberty. 
Year  deeiree  baTc  hwn  so  far  erowned  irith  «aooen — Reform  has  in  some  mea- 
sare  been  granted*— but  still  misery  is  staring  thousands  in  the  face — the  poor 
white  slaves  are  groaning  for  emanoipation«  while  their  oppressors  are  goading 
them  OB  to  despefatlon,  and  instead  of  bread,  are  only  giving  them  stones.  I 
have  been-  led  into  these  reflections  by  the  great  outcry  for  the  liberation  of  the 
West  Indian  slavesi  while  there  is  suoh  a  callousness  manifested  for  the  condi- 
tion •f  the  poor  of  our  own  country.  And  here,  I  would  ask,  What  Is  the  pre- 
sent eondition  of  thonsanda  of  the  slaves  in  Britain  ?  Is  it  not  in  reality  far 
worse  than  that  of  our  fellow  slaves  in  the  West  Indies  ?  A  candid  dispassion- 
ate  inquiry  into  the  meriu  of  this  question  will  show  to  a  demonstration  that 
it  is  indeed  far  worse.  The  West  Indian  slave  is  no  doubt  driven  out  to  labour 
for  the  aggrandizement  of  his  master.  What  then  ?  His  master  in  return  pro- 
vides him  in  lodging,  yiotuals,  and  clothing ;  whereas  in  this  free,  happy  country, 
thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  are  impelled  to  labour  for  scarcely  a  bare  sab- 
sbtence,— themselves,  their  wives,  their  offspring,  in  rags, — pent  up  in  the  most 
deplorable  hovels, — starvation  painted  in  every  countenance.  For  what  ?  Is  it 
not  for  the  aggrandizement  of  masters,  a  thousand  times  worse  than  those  West 
India  planters,  who  are  invariably  branded  with  the  name  of  monsters  ?  For, 
reduced  as  we  are  to  a  state  that  beggars  description,  still  our  unfeeling  masters 
are  not  content ;  down,  down  is  stiU^he  cry ;  screw  them  down  tiU  they  cannot 
even  raise  their  heads.  Now,  Sir,  I  would  asic,  What  will  be  the  result  of  these 
things  ?  Will  they  remain  as  they  are  ?  Impossible.  One  of  two  things  must 
be  the  consequence,  either  we  must  speedily  be  emancipated,  or  we  must  sink 
into  a  at^te  of  downright  barbarism.  And  how  is  our  emancipation  to  be  ae- 
complished  ?  We  are  of  ourselves  unfit  for  the  task.  On  whom,  then,  must  it 
devolve  ?  On  our  representatives  in  Parliament.  But  who  are  they  ?  We  are 
still  unenfranchised.  Our  oppressors  are  represented,  and  we,  like  sheep  In  the 
paws  of  wolves,  are  left  to  their  merqy.  Government  appears  resolved  to  have 
no  control  over  these  things  ;  nothing  is  attempted  for  our  relief;  still  we  go  on 
In  the  same  hopeless,  heartless,  unceasing  round  of  misery.  There  are,  indeed, 
some  faint  glimmerings  of  hope  seeming  to  burst  through  the  daric  donds  tliat 
hare  so  long  hovered  around  us  ;  but  these  glimmerings  are  so  laint,  that  we  are 
afraid  they  may  be  only  meteors  glancing  to  deceive.  However,  if  the  independ* 
cut  press  would  espouse  the  cause  of  the  industrious  poor,  things  might  yet  fee 
better.  If  you  will  print  this  letter,  and  take  our  cause  in  band,  you  will  oonfer 
a  vast  obligation  on  thousands  of  our  poor  countrymen,  besides  your  much  obliged 
and  e«er  grateful  aenrant,  J.  M*C.

LAND  STENT  IMPOST. 

Sia,— I  was  glad  to  observe  from  your  valuable  GazetU  of  last  Saturday,  that  a 
spirited  committee  ie  about  to  be  formed  of  the  citizens,  for  the  purpoee  of  taking 
Into  eonelderation  the  iniquity  of  that  most  iniquitous  of  all  taxes,  '*  Land  and 
Trade  Stent:"— as  for  all  other  direct  taxes  that  we  are  hardened  with,  a  notico 
ia  previouely  eent,  acquainting  us  that  such  a  sam  Is  charged,  eoeh  as  Bridewell 
aaeeaomenli  where.  In  many  instances,  a  few  pence  only  is  demanded,  and  a  civil 
intUnatioo  lOp  besides,  given  before  expense  Is  incurred  ;  but  with^this  extraordi- 
nary and  mysterious  tax,  "  Stent,**  the  first  intimation  Is  to  pay'with  expenses, 
and  if  not  eomplied  with>  a  considerable  quantity  of  Insolence  is  generally  given 
by  the  tax-gatherer. 

The  worst  fbature,  perbape,  in  the  whole  of  this  tax  is  the  unequal  manner  In 
whloh  it  is  exacted ;  I  find  around  me,  on  all  sides,  a  very  great  many  of  my 
nelgbhoars  know  nothing  of  it  at  all,  although  some  of  them  have  been  twenty 
yeara  in  bualneee.  Certeinly,  if  a  fixed  sum  was  levied  from  Glasgow  at  the 
Union,  126  years  ago,  (aa  I  understand  to  be  the  case,)  that  fixed  som  must  ob- 
viornly  bear  very  light  upon  each  landlord  and  trader,  now  when  the  city  baa 
Increased  to  snch  a  prodigious  extent,  if  honestly  applied,  and  each  citizen  bear 
hie  eqoal  proportion. 

I  trust,  however,  the  Committee  you  refer  to,  will  take  up  the  suUeot  In  a 
apirlted  nsanner,  and  be  enabled  to  render  their  suffering  feUow-oitizeQe  some 
relief  from  each  an  unequal  and  glaring  impoet. 

Bat  with  all  dne  deference  to  theee  gentlemen,  and  not  to  dishearten  thonlB 
tlbolr  ardaooe  ondertoking,  permit  roe  to  add,  that  perhapa  a  liMlo  dalay  In  Iba 
meantime  would  be  prudent,  (and  this  is  the  opinion  of  severala  whom  I  have 
met,)  in  consequence  of  the  public  attention  being  so  much  teken  up  with  the 
Elaetion  of  our  Representetlves,  that  time  being  eo  doee  at  hand,^the  better 
way  woold  be  to  defer  it  until  the  Elections  are  over.

THE  SCOTCH  PEERS  versus  THE  SCOTCH  PEOPLE. 

In  former  times,  whea  the  Minister  had  some  uoasnally  prelligate 
job  to  carry  through. the  House  of  Commonfr---sonse  additional  6fiO0L 
per  annum  to  a.  Royal  Duke,  or  aitiecure  pension  to  n  Bathurst  or 
a  DuNBAS-^be  always  looked  with  coafide&ca  to  the  steady  and  an- 
blushing  support  of  the  Scotch  members.  For  it  did  sometsmet  hap- 
pen,  that  the  Engtish  Comity  members,  nay,  even  the  Borough  nomi- 
nees, revolted  at  the  nauseous  mess  which  hia  Majesty  s  eervanta  had 
served  up  for  them  to  swallow*  Bot  the  great  majority  of  the  Scotch 
members  were  selected  by  their  patrons,  precisely  on  account  of  their 
useful  faculty  of  digesting  whatever  was  rejected  with  disgust  by  the 
rest  of  n^nkind*  They  made  no  wry  feces,  but  gulped  down  what* 
ever  was  set  before  tbem,  with  smiling  alacrity.  These  despicable 
creatures  were,  in  fact,  no  more  members  for  Scotland,  than  they  were 
members  fpr  Algiers.  They  were  the  tools  of  Lord  MBitViCLBy  and 
a  di^gr^ce.  to  the  nation  whose  ref^esentatives  they  had  the  impu- 
dence to  style  themselves.  But  the  Reform  Bill  has  given  aliesh 
constituency  to  Scotland.  The  People  have  at  length  acquired  some 
share  in  the  election  of  their  representatives.  The  necessary  and 
creditable  consequence  of  this  alteration  in  their  political  system,  has 
been  the  hasty  retreat  or  unceremonious  expulsionof  a  ktige  propor- 
tion of  the  old  Tory  pkcehunters ;  and  Scotland  will  return  snrty 
/orty  Reformers  to  the  new  House  of  Commons  1 

The  People,  then,  we  see,  in  most  places,  are  ready  to  do  their dnty. 
But  how  are  the  Peers  of  Scotland  i^ected  towards  the  new  order  of 
thinj^s?  The  answer  may  be  found  in  their  intention  to  retora  nx- 
teen  A nti^ Reformers  to  represent  them  in  the  House  of  Lorda^ 

Is  it  possible  that  these  men  can  be  so  blind  to  all  that  is  peenog 

around  them  ?    Are  they  resolmsd  to  provoke  a  straggle  in  which  they 

must  be  crushed?

Bs  awav.    The  People  will  no  longer  a^ld^it  to  be  drivw 

bo  grind  at  their  Con«ervstif>e  mill 
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Thk  rasolatioD  of  Ui«  ^c«|tcsb.  Anli-Refi^riiiiog  P«m  to  pcfMTera 
in  their  oppoBitioni  to  Governmeot, — a  coune  of  condact  altogether 
ttnpreoedenled  in  their  history^ — is,  we  thhik,  th«  greatest  compU- 
nent  that  has  hitherto  heen  paid  to  Earl  Grey*  It  is  an  unwilUog 
tribute  to  his  character  for  honesty.  Snug  jobs  are  clearly  not  ex- 
pected to  spring  from  a  connexion  with  his  Ministry.  The  Scotch 
Tory  Lords  ItaFe  put  forth  their  feelers,  and  find  that  a  deviation  from 
^bmt  present  track  is  not  likely  to  lead  to  profit:  so  they  hare  decided^ 
■t  ail  risks,  to  oppose  a  Government  whicn  neither  can  nor  will  make 
it  worth  their  while  to  serve  it. 

Lord  Grey  must  be  well  aware,  that  the  moment  he  shows  any  dis- 
position to  promote  their  selfish  views,  that  moment  his  power  to  do 
ao  win  slip  from  his  grasp.  The  reason  is  obrions.  He  depends  upon 
]piMic*opinioB  for  his  support,  and  public  opinion  is  entirely  opposed  to 
a  eMBpromise  with  noble  placehunters.  '  What  is  worse,  but  neverthe- 
kss  true,  is,  that  the  relentless  Reform  Bill  has  put  it  out  of  the  power 
of  any  Minister  in  future  to  "  manage  Scotland*'  by  the  help  of  a 
prostituted  Peerage. 

What  then  remains  to  be  done  ?— Why,  let  the  Aristocracy,  Scotch 
as  well  as  English,  imitate  the  example  set  them  by  the  more  sagacious 
members  of  their  order — let  them  fall  in  with  the  enlightened  spirit  of 
the  times,  shape  their  course  anew,  and  relinquish  an  unequal  contest 
with  the  great  mass  of  their  fellow  couutryipen.  The  nobility  have 
•uceeeded  so  completely  in  one  great  object  of  aristocratic  longing,^- 
•A&y  have  become  so  thoroughly  **  exclusive,** — that  every  one  begins 
t^  perceive  their  essential  insignificance.  Nothing,  'we  are  convinced^ 
can  preserve  them  from  destruction,  but  a  change  for  the  better  in 
dieir  political  lives  and  conversation.  We  tender  them  this  adv}ce*in 
all  sincerity* 

LORD  LIEUTENANT  OF  IRELANa 

Tbs  vice-regal  government  of  Ireland  costs  the  country  £100,000 
per  annum*  This  is  wholly  unnecessaryi  as  it  is  well  known  that 
Irish  aflfairs  are  managed  at  Whitehall,  London.  The  only  use  of  this 
vnmie  sovereign  is  to  keep  up  those  symbols  of  separation  and  hostility 
-which  a  oiore  rational  policy  would  endeavour  to  obliterate.  For  any 
•Cher  purpose,  in  the  present  state  of  intercourse,  we  might  as  well 
Imve,  once  more,  a  lord-president  at  York— a  king  in  Edinburgh — or 
ft  sepeiata  court  for  the  marches  of  Wales^  at  Ludlow,  or  Moninouth. 
What  then  can  be  un^ed  to  justify  the  lord-lieutenancy  ?  It  is  said, 
by  Lerd  Leveson  Gower> — that  it  is  beneficial  to  the  tradesmen  of 
DubKn,  among  whom  the  money  granted  for  the  vjce-regal  estatUish- 
«MBt  is  oipended.  So  then  the  community  must  be  robbed  of 
£100^000,  that  the  Dublin  shopkeepers  may  profit  the  odd  fiurtbin^s. 
•TWa  is  the  favourite  round  of  arguing  by  cormptionists ;  tlif  y  i^lways 
4toem  it  a  sufiident  justification  for  pillaging  the  people,  if  a  portion  of 
t|i0-  spoil  be  returned  to  tJiem  in  the  way  of  alms  or  Christmas  d^jlg^ 
By  acting  ou  this  principle,  the  pride  and  interests  of  an  ar^to^ 


government  are  both  favourad';  and  the  people,  injured  by  ita  rapacity, 
are  insulted  by  its  compassion.  But  in  this  way  the  influence  of  the 
lord-lieutenant's  salary  is.,  as  regards  the  prosperity  of  a  great  eity, 
contemptible :  his  whole  salary,  if  spent  in  Dublin,  is  not  equal  to 
half  the  receipts  of  one  of  the  ten  thousand  gin-shops  in  London.  If, 
however,  the  effect  was  greater,  the  process  is  dishonest.  If  the  lord- 
lieutenancy  is  necessary  as  an  instrument  of  government — which  has 
never  been  proved^^it  ought  to  be  retained ;  if  not,  there  is  no  earthly 
reason  why  the  shopkeepers  of  Dublin  should  be  supported  by  taxing 
the  shopkeepers  of  the  other  towns  of  the  empire.  The  viceroyship 
is  a  precious  jewel  in  the  eyes  of  the  Aristocracy,  and  that  it  will 
not  willingly  be  abandoned,  we  believe ;  but  where  pretexts  are  seen 
through  easily,  it  is,  perhaps,  prudent  to  abstain  from  them.  The 
man  who  merely  robs  you,  does  not  offend  you  so  much  as  the  man 
who  both  robs  you  and  insults  your  understanding  by  an  awkward 
attempt  at  deceiving  you. 


BRIDEWELL  PICKINGS. 

Wb  have  heard  it  stated,  that  the  Treasurer  of  Bridewell,  who  happens 
to  be  a  rank  T<M*y,  has  been  leading  the  public  to  understand,  that  bis 
labours  have  been  performed  gratuitously  for  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty 
years,  while  in  point  of  fact,  during  all  that  period  he  has  been  slipping 
twenty  or  thirty  pounds  per  annum  into  his  pocket,  which  would  now 
amount  to  a  pretty  round  sum.  We  call  upon  the  Commissioners  of 
Bridewell  to  state  in  their  next  Report^  whether  such  be  the  fact  or 
not.  There  most  be  no  hoodwinking,  or  evasion.  If  the  public  are 
cheated  in  small  sums,  what  security  is  there  that  they  may  not  be 
cheated  in  large  ? 

SAM.  SOUTHERENDEN  versus  POLITICAL  UNION. 

The  Ballot  of  the  Political  Union,  which  we  announced  two  weeks 
ago,  was  fairly,  honestly,  and  impartially  taken  as  follows : — The  Se- 
cretary had  the  Register  of  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Union 
placed  before  him,  and  before  any  person  was  allowed  to  put  his  list 
into  the  Batlot-box,  he  behoved  to  exhibit  to  the  Secretary  his  original 
ticket  of  admission  as  a  member  of  the  Union,  on  which  the  Secretary 
checked  his  name,  and  the  Ballot  proceeded. — It  proceeded,  too,  in 
presence  of  a  Public  Committee,  appointed  at  a  previous  General 
Meeting  of  the  Union,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Southerenden  was  one  of  that 
Committee,  and  actually  attended  the  progress  of  the  Ballot,  in  the 
**se  of  which  he  never  made  the  slightest  objection  to  it.     Mr. 
^erenden  was  present  when  the  Ballot  was  publicly  opened,  and 
mlt  communicated  on  Friday  forenoon.     Still  he  made  no  ob- 
Rt  nobody  heard  him  make  any;  but  on  the  following 
ement  of  every  member  of  the  Union  but  himself,  he 
r  to  put  his  name  to  a  printed  placard,  stating,  that 
Isely  and  improperly  taken ! — He  attended  a  Meeting 
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of  ihe  Union  that  evening  in  the  Lyceum-roomR,  when  his  conduct 
was  brooght  under  discussion,  and  he  was  ihcu  challenged  to  adduce 
any  one  single  instance,  in  proof  of  the  assertion  contained  in  his 
printed  placard,  but  he  was  utterly  unable  to  do  so,  and  when  the 
cries  of  a  turncoat  and  traitor  resounded  in  his  ears  he  left  the  Meet- 
ing, and  thereby  superseded  the  necessity  of  a  motion  for  his  public 
expulsioo,  which  we  have  no  doubt  would  have  been  carried  unani- 
mously. His  DBme^  at  his  own  request,  was  scoitnl  out  by  the  Secre- 
tary, which  saved,  perhaps,  a  little  bit  of  additionnl  trouble : — This  wo 
believe  is  the  true  state  of  the  matter,  about  uhicli  we  should  have 
said  nothing,  but  for  the  vaunting  coTiduct  of  Sam.  Southerenden  him- 
self.— He  bas  published  a  letter  in  the  Chronicle^  calling  upon  us,  and 
others,  to  come  forward  and  make  a  distinct  charge  against  him.  We 
have  no  charge  to  make  against  him.  The  poor  man  has  only  made 
a  charge  against  himself — and  he  stands  condemned  by  his  own  con- 
doct. 

Here  we  might  leave  him ;  but  there  are  reasons  for  every  thing, 
and  so,  we  think,  we  have  discovered  a  good  reason  for  Sam's  conduct. 
He  has  been  trotting  after  the  Committee  of  Messrs.  Oswald  and 
Crawfurd  for  the  last  two  or  three  weeks.  We  suppose  he  had  told 
his  masters  that  they  would  stand  highest  in  the  favour  of  the  Union ; 
but  when  he  found  that  tliey  stood  almost  at  the  bottom  of  the  list,  he 
endeavoured  to  console  them,  by  saying  that  the  Ballot  was  '<  falsely" 
taken ;  and  bence  he  puts  his  name  to  the  placard  to  that  eifect.  We 
have  a  vbty  high  respect  for  Mr.  Charles  Tennent,  in  whose  employ- 
ment Sam.  Southerenden  is,  and  we  cannot  permit  ourselves  to  think 
that  Mr.  Tennent,  who  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  and  seealous 
members  of  Messrs.  Oswald  and  Crawfurd's  Committee,  would  en- 
courage any  servant  of  bis  to  slander  a  public  body,  such  as  the  Glas- 
gow Political  Union,  which  contains  men  as  honourable  and  respect- 
able as  Mr.  Tennent  himself,  and  none  of  whom,  we  are  persuaded, 
will  yield  the  palm  to  Sam.  Southerenden.

Mm*  Conoa— Year  nnmerons  readers  may  not  be  aware' of  the  pitiful  and  ty- 
rannical exhibition  which  the  Lairds  of  Garden  and  X.«ckle  excited  In  the  minda 
of  the  lahabitants  of  the  town  of  Stirling  on  Monday  last,  by  the  **  formidable 
finottt*'  which  they  showed  against  the  "gude  cause,**  by  marching  their  tanaala 
to  the  Poll,  In  Ikvour  of  Copperbottom.

IMPRISONMENT  FOR  DEBT! 

SiR>— >About  tv('enty-five  years  ago  I  had  the  misfortune  to  be  incarcerated  In 
the  jail  of  Glasgow  for  debt,  and  oiving  to  the  harsh  and  determined  conduct  of 
my  incarcerator,  I  was  kept  in  close  confinement  for  a  length  of  time,  to  the  grief 
of  ray  family  and  ruin  of  my  business.  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  I  have  now  got 
oorofortable  in  the  world.  But  I  cannot  help  looking  with  regret  at  the  present 
moment  at  the  number  of  individuals  who  are  lying  in  our  jail,  many  of  tbem 
heads  of  large  families  who  are  in  very  destitute  and  distressing  situations.  A 
great  many  good  things  will  be  done  in  consequence  of  Reform,  and  1  am  of 
opinion,  if  you  would  insert  a  letter  in  your  valuable  dazette,  addressed  to  the 
present  incarcerators  of  the  debtors  in  jail,  pointing  out  the  ruinous  situation 
the  poor  debtors  are  placed  in,  many  of  them  would  be  let  at  liberty,  and  you  could 
afterwards  print  in  full  the  names  of  those  incarcerators  who  would  humanely 
set  the  example,  and  which  would  prompt  others  to  do  likewise.  I  am  confident 
the  creditors  would  have  a  much  greater  chance  of  getting  Cheir  debia  in  comply- 
ing with  what  I  have  stated,  than  acting  as  they  do.

[If  a  man  Is  broken  down  to  the  earth. by  misfortunes,  or  if  the  hand  of  Pro- 
vidence has  afflicted  him,  it  Is  surely  cruel  for  his  fellow  man  to  perseoate  him 
on  that  account,  by  sending  him  to  prison.  No  right-thinking,  or  humane  man, 
would  he  guilty  of  such  a  thing. — The  very  eavagea  are  above  It.  Imprison- 
ment  should  only  be  resorted  to  In  clear  cases  of  fraud,  or  concealment  of  funds. 
In  all  other  cases  it  is  impolicy  in  the  extifema  to  imprison  an  unfortunate 
debtor,  and  experience  shows  that  in  19  cases  out  of  20,  the  debt,  if  before  bad, 
becomes  utterly  lost,  by  such  a  step.  None  but  the  lawyers  profit  by  it,  and  few 
but  the  Lawyer  will  recommend  it.  Can  prison  walls  extract  money  from  a 
man  who  has  it  not  to  give? — Is  it  any  satisfaction  to  a  creditor  that  he  can 
punish  his  helpless  fellow  creature,  whose  fate  may  one  day  be  his  own  ? 
Greatly  would  we  rejoice,  to  see  the  humane  hints  of  our  Corrrapondent  acted 
upon.  They  would  reflect  honour  on  the  creditor — and  excite  feelings  of  grati- 
tude In  the  debtor  ;  but  whatever  may  be  done  now,  we  feel  convinced,  that  at 
no  distant  day,  the  laws  of  imprisonment  will  be  modified. — Ed.]

INCOMES  OF  THE  ARISTOCRACY. 

Ws  are  not  partisans  of  Agrarian  laws,  and  we  believe  the  number  of 
political  reformers  of  any  sect  is  extremely  diminutive  who  wish  to  see 
or  who  ever  expect  to  see  a  Spencean  division  of  property.  Industry, 
perseverance,  sobriety,  and  prudence  will  mostly  acquire  wealth,  and 
deserve  to  acquire  it,  and  to  enjoy  it,  and  to  transmit  the  enjoyment, 
after  death,  to  those  they  most  esteem.  These  are  elements  of  society 
which  few,  indeed,  would  ever  wish  to  see  violated.  Hiey  are  pri- 
mary hiws  of  social  organization,  of  which  every  one  shnost  instinc- 
tively foels  the  justice  and  utility. 

Neither  are  there  many,  we  apprehend,  who  wish  to  abolish  civil 
distinctions.  A  legislator  sufficiently  wise  and  experienced  to  discbarge 
his  high  functions ;  a  judge  or  magistrate  qualified  by  probity  and 
learning  to  adjudicate  civil  and  mminal  wrongs ;  a  great  public  officer 
meriting  and  filling  a  high  civil  appointment ;  or  a  great  commander, 
able  and  brave,  to  direct  the  military  power  of  the  state :  these  are  all 
distinctions  which  every  one  must  respect  and  venerate ;  and  if  it  be 
necessary  to  distinguish  the  holders  by  other  symbols  than  the  officiel 
tstlea-i-*hy .a  velvet  «ap,  a  coroaet,  or  ermined  robe,  with  two,  three,  er 
four  guards,  or  a  golden  epaulette — they  will  respect  and  venerate  theae 
too.  Nay,  there  are  not  many,  we  believe,  who  care  because  there  is 
<*  my  lord"  this,  or  <*  bis  grace"  of  that,  or  the  "  most  noble"  t'  ether 
ihiog ;  these  are  not  matters  of  pith  and  rooment-«they  are  too  chikliab, 
we  would  hope,  either  to  mislead  the  beholder,  or  corrupt  th»  poa- 
aessor. 

It  is  not  civil  distinctions,  but  the  nuisance  of  civil  usurpations,  tLe 
juflit  and  enlightened  wish  to  see  abated.  An  aristocracy  of  office^  of 
requirement,  and  desert,  is  a  natural  aristocracy ;  but  an  ariatocracy  «C 
hb(h  is  a  feudal  barbarism  which  honours  the  shadow  in  place  of  the 
jiubstance,  and  dissevers  merit  from  its  just  reward.  Hereditary  right 
to  property  we  can  comprehend,  but  hereditary  right  to  be  legisfatore, 
biiDops,  post-captaind,  military  commanders,  and  secretarieft  of  ^Mk§»

The  clatoiB  of  property  are  so  aelf-eirident,  and  have  formed,  in  all 
agea  and  in  all  places,  (Sparta  alone  perhaps  excepted,)  so  inseparable 
aa  adjunct  to  the  social  staite^  that  one  would  have  thought  their  utility 
would  tterer  have  been  called  in  question.  Yet  it  is  a  &ct — and  it  has 
not  escaped  the  observant  attention  of  the  Editor  of  the  Morning 
Ckroniele — ^that  there  are  many  in  both  France  and  England  who  dis* 
pate  the  advantages  of  so  old  fashioned  an  institution.  The  followers 
of  St.  Simon  and  Mr.  Owea  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  evils  re- 
salting  from  the  individnal  or  competitive  system,  and  to  escape  them 
wovlU  fly  to  remedies  by  which  they  would  be  augmented  a  hundred 
fold.  Crime,  penury,  and  ignorance  exist  to  a  frightful  extent;  they 
have  always  existed— 4>ut  evils  which  are  now  partial  would,  under  the 
proposed  '<  New  State  of  Society,*'  become  universal.  Without  Che 
aiinMilus  of  property  there  could  be  no  industry— -no  eminence  moral 
orlnteHeotuai.  Who  wonld  sednloasiy  devote  themselves  to  the  use^ 
ful  arts,  to  agriculture,  manufacture,  medicine,  or  navigation^  if  sa^ 
perior  applieationi  superior  enterprize,  or  superior  endowments  were 
not  rewarded  ? 

For  competition  Mr.  Owen  would  substitute  (Xhcperaikm,  But  dtf 
not  the  several  classes  of  society  already  co-operate  to  the  common  ad* 
▼antage  of  all  ?  One  class  is  occupied  in  rural  industry,  another  itt 
nuanuiaccures  and  commerce,  another  in  science  and  letters.  Eachdl 
rewarded-— not  alwajrs,  perhaps,  but  mostly — in  proportion  to  desert: 
but  tbo  claims  of  merit  would  not  bo  recognissed  under  Mr.  Owen's 
system ;  the  indolent  woald  reap  the  rewards  of  the  industrious,  tbo 
▼icious  of  the  more  deserving.  This  is  not  co-operation,  it  is  corpora*' 
HoHy  the  principles  of  the  old  monastic  institutions  and  commercial 
monopolies — associations  of  whose  stagnating,  debasing,  and  mjurioas 
tendency  the  world  has  already  had  sufficient  experience. 

Wo  always  respect  the  motives  of  men  whom  we  see  constantly 
devoting  their  means  and  energies  to  the  good  of  mankind,  and  should, 
therefore,  regret  to  utter  any  thing  harshly  of  Robert  Owen.  There 
is.  At  all  eventO)  no  impoitwre  about  him :  his  propositions  are  brought 
openly  forward,  and  he  challenges  inquiry  and  discussion :  submitted 
to  ouch  a  test,  good  may  result  from  them,  but  they  cannot  possibly  bo 
productive  of  lasting  evil.  There  is  one  suggestion  we  cann6t  belj» 
oflferiog  to  this  gentleman, — ^namely,  that  if  he  were  to  aim  at  hssy  hib 
sroald  accomplish  more.  The  idea  of  abrogating  the  empire  of  the 
laws,  of  abolishing  the  right  of  property,  and  of  resolving  old  comma- 
aitios  into  little  bartering  eo-operative  societies,  are  objects  too  wild  and 
ptteriio  to  be  thought  of  a  moment.  But,  if  in  Heu  of  thesOr  tff* 
Owen  would  endeavoar  to  improve  the  system  of  educatiott'*  *^*^ 
oat  the  country  by  impressing  on  parents  and  teacherst  " 
iboB  k  now  is,  the  vast  influence  of  external  cifcv^ 
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fonnuwa  of  (be  jutaiuI*  ohtnoMr,  mbb  gaml  m^bt  mult  frm  hb 
Sf^mii  ei«rtioni. 

,,  Wa.havq  thought  it  advisable  to  prehce  this  paper,  by  glancing  at 
agme  of  the  novel  opinions  abroad  on  a  delicate  lubject,  leit  our  pre- 
unt  purpose  might  be  miHConstraed. 

Our  intention  is  to  ny  something  of  the  pottetiiaug  of  the  Aristo- 
t^racy,  and  vre  trere  apprehensive  lest  it  might  be  imagined  ve  medi< 
tated  spoliation,  or  beheld  vith  jealous  eye,  the  magnitude  of  their 
4Crea  and  reotal.      All  aach  constructions  we  disctum.     It  is  nothing 

£us,  nor  is  it  much  to  the  public,  that  the  Marquis  of  Stafford  has 
160,000  per  annum  ;  the  Duke  of  North amberland,  £300,000;  the 
Puke  of  Quccleugh,  £250,000 ;  and  that  there  are  other  Dukes  and 
Marquesses  with  nearly  as  much.  Such  magniGcent  rereouM  are  not 
•DJoyed  by  noblemen  alone.  There  are  lords  of  the  loom  in  Lanca- 
shire and  Yorkshire  who  have  accumulated  incomes  nearly  oa  greet, 
ud,  perhaps,  not  more  humanely  nor  honourably.  But,  if  such  masses 
of  wealth  be  erila,  they  are  evils  which  would  remedy  themaelvea, 
irere  they  not  fostered  and  upheld  by  vicious  legislation.  Abolish  the 
Iftwa  which  cousecrate  these  vast  accumnlations  and  minister  to  family 
and  peraonal  caprice,  and  the  mere  diversities  in  the  characters  of  auc- 
eroding  poswssors  wonld  soon  disintegrate  the  great  properties. 

,  It  is  neither  the  mansions  uor  parks  of  the  peerage  that  excite  po- 
palat  cupidity;  it  is  the  hereditary  monopoly — not  by  tbe  constitutional 
right,  but  usurps tion^-of  the  political  franchises  of  the  people,  which 
begets  hostile  feelings;  because  it  enables  the  privileged  legtslatota  to 
tax  others  and  not  themaekes — to  engross  all  public  hononra,  offices, 
and  vnoltniieaM— is  e  word,  to  make  all  the  great  social  intereaa«f  a 
vast  community,  of  which,  in  number,  intellect,  and  even  wealth,  they 
CoDftitute  a  most  inugnificant  portion,  subservient  solely  to  tt)e  pur- 
poses of  their  own  vanity,  fully,  indulgence,  and  aggrandizemenL 
Here  is  the  national  grievance  ;  and  let  us  inqnire  whether,  from  the 
adventitious  circumstance  of  property,  ihey  have  any  claim  to  inflict 
this  great  wrong  on  society.

True  it  is,  that  the  Whigs  depend  on 
popubr  support ;  that  if  they  should  treat  the  Reform  Act  as  a  final 
measure-»-as  the  end  instead  of  a  means — they  would  be  deserted  by 
the  People,  and  would  fall,  never  to  rise  again.    But  it  does  not  folloi^ 
that  the  Tories  would  take  their  places.    There  is  a  third  party,  the' 
Roformers  at  present  composed  partly  of  Whigs  and  partly  of  that  vast 
majority  of  the  Nation  which  is  sick  of  Tory  rule.    Suppose  the  Whigs 
to  desert  the  party, — that  is,  to  join  the  Tories, — to  whom  would  be 
given  that  popular  support  on  which,  the  Tories  truly  say,  the  Whigtf^ 
now  depend  r    Withdrawn  from  the  Whigs,  becatue  they  had  {r>ined 
ibe  Tories,  would  it  be  given  to  the  Tories  ?.

THE  SPEAKER  OF  THE  REFORMED  HOUSE  OF 

COMMONS. 

Ma.  Mamnbrs  Sutton,  having  been  refused  a  peerage  by  the 
King,  acting  under  the  advice  of  Earl  Grey,  is  evidently  manoeuver- 
in^  to  get  himself  re-elected  Speaker.  His  paramount  claims  to 
tbis  distinction  are  strongly  advocated  in  the  Tory  newspapers. 

We  have  been  aware  for  some  time  past,  that  the  partisans  and 
employes  of  the  late  Speaker  were  striving  to  ascertain  what  chance 
there  was  of  his  re-election.  For  this  purpose,  they  have  invented 
a  story  of  the  King  having  requested  htm  to  resume  his  former  of« 
fice.  We  suppose  that  few  persons  of  the  commonest  discretion: 
have  credited  this  absurd  tale*  No  onc^  of  course,  knows  better 
than  his  present  Miuesty,  that  one  of  the  most  indisputable  privi*. 
Idges  of  the  House  of  Commons,  is  that  of  electing  their  Speaker ; 
aod  that  royid  interference  in  tke  exercise  of  this  privilege^  whether 
direct  or  indirect,  would  be.  as  unconstitutional  as  indecent 

But  then,  it  is  urged  that  we  shall  save  the  lato  Speaker's  retirijup 
pension  by  re-electing  him*  This  argument  is  bypooritically  used* 
The  persons  who  advance  it  care  nothing  about  saviog  the  nation- 
\tWOL  a-year.  Their  object  is  to  annoy  U^e  Reformers,  by  placing 
in  the  chair  a  leader  of  their  party,  who,  they  ima^ne,  may  thwart 
aoBie  of  the  most  useful  working  members  by  insisting  upon  the  ob^ 
seriranoe  of  old  forms,  which  are  really  productive  only  of  dr' 
and  embarrasMDcat    They  want  an  auxitiary  in  their  enorip 


lani  un{NK>veiiieiit  in  tbe  iforking  of  tilie  House  of  Commons ;  aai 
they  expect  to  find  an  efEcie&t  one  in  a  Tory  Speaker.  Still,  w^ 
admit  the  force  of  an  economical  argument,  by  whomsoever  it  may 
be  used*  There  is  room  for  retrencfament  in  the  enormous  sum  of 
599282^,  which  is  now  annuaHy  paid  to  the  different  oiiieers  of  the 
House.  We  would  save  the  4,000/.  per  amtum  in  this  way*.  Bat 
we  should  consider  it  very  bad  economy  to  place  a  foe  to  improve- 
ment in  the  officii  of  Spcsaker,  merely  fi>r  the  purpose  of  saving 
4^000l»  per  annum. 

We  are  told  by  the  Tories,  tiiat  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  is  <<  an  iU- 
used  and  neglected  servant  of  the  country :"  and  that,  "  by  the  una- 
nimous decision  of  its  representatives,  he  has  fiilfiUed  the  important 
dnties  of  his  high  office  in  the  most  admirable  manner."   Now,  if  Mr. 
Sutton  had  retired,  as  he  stated  he  was  about  to  do,  and  had  not 
been  again  thrust  forward  in  this  way,  we  should  never  have  brought 
hiB  qualifications  as  Speaker  into  question.    But  since  such  very 
great  stress  is  laid  upon  the  pre-eminent  talents  which  he  displayed, 
and  men  of  all  parties  are  called  upon  to  sink  their  political  differ^ 
ences  and  re-elect  him,  we  think  it  right  to  remind  the  pubUc^  that 
better  evidence  of  his  extraordinary  worth  and  ability  shotdd  be  re* 
quired,  than  a  complimentary  resolution  to  an  old  servant,— a  re- 
markably plausible  and  agreeable  man,— who  solemnly  prof^ed  his 
intention  to  retire  from  the  stages   We  all  know  how  easily  such  tb- 
solutions  under  such  circumstances  are  passed.     As  at  the  last  ap- 
pearance of  an  old  actor  at  Drury  Lane,  all  applauded,  they  scarpely 
knew  why,  and  no  one  hissed.     It  is  true,  that  with  performers  on 
the  boards,  the  announcement  of  a  last  appearance  is  often  merely  a 
manoeuvre  to  cheat  the  public  oat  of  a  good  benefit,  and  the  old  ia- 
TOnrite  Boon  re-appearsw  But  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons 
ought  to  be  superior  to  snch  stage-tricks.   Burke  reminded  %  former 
Speaker,  that  he  was  <<  the  first  gentleman  of  England."     Now  we 
wish  Mr.  Manners  Sutton  would  recollect  that  ^<  gentierajen"  must 
sometimes  give  way  to  men  of  business ;  and  ihait  althoi^h  he  might 
be  an  admirable  chairman  of  an  assembly  four-fifths  of  whose  meoi- 
bers  had  Utde  except  their  ^  gentiUty''  to  recommend  than,  it  by  no 
means  follows  that  he  is  the  right  man  to  occupy  the  same  post  in 
the  Reformed  Parliament    It  will  also  be  remembered,  timt  be 
formally  announced  his  rengnation  hfmsel£     The  Bcnroughmoi^ier- 
ing  Parlianvent  expired,  and  its  Speaker •  became  defunct  at  the  saoM 
time.

Universal  househdd  soffrage  and  rots  by  ballot  arc 
ttvo  things,  however,  on  whit;b  the  heart  and  the  eye  of  every  siacsm 
Reformer  ought  to  be,  and,  tre  trust,  will  be  fixed.  The  other  metbod 
of  becoming  roters  you  have,  in  a  great  degree,  if  not  altogether,  in 
your  own  power;  and  to  that  which  is  immediately,  or  at  least  moat 
dinctly  practicable,  we  would  call  your  attention. 

We  do  not,  indeed,  say  that  the  poaseesion  of  a  house  valued  at  ten 
pounds  of  rent  is  attainable  by  every  householder.  With  the  ulmoal 
•Conomy  that  can  be  adopted,  there  muBt,  from  the  existing  aiate  of 
tilings,  still  be  many  whoee  domeatie  comforta  must  be  ranged  upon  a 
amallcT  scale ;  but,  notwithstanding  this,  there  are  many,  not  now  be- 
longing to  the  class  of  voters,  who  n»y,  by  a  little  additional  indostry

No  man  would  choose  a  teacher  because  he  excelled  in  rcapr 
lng^.thoiigh  ignorant  of  tbe  alphabet     No  more  ought  Alexaoder  Uopo  to  Im 
chosen  fi)r  «  iiepreaentatlva  becauae  be  baa  a  very  amiable  private  cbara^ter-^ 
while  ha  Is  wholly  destitute  of  tbe  qualities  necessary  for  repreienUtioii.  .  An^ 
as  to   his   conaistency — this,  the  strongest  argument  bis  friaoda  urge  .in  ^^* 
Ikvour*  is  with  os  the  strongest  alignment  ag«*»^  him—be  bss  indeed.  bc«n  e^u- 
slatent— but  consistent  in  what  ?     Consistent  in  supporting  Toryism  and  all  its 
abuses — placemen  and  pensioners,  and  slnecur{sts,«-*oonsistent  in  oppeaing  Ubcrtv 
in  all  Its  forms  at  home  and  abroad,— consistent  in  opposing  tbe  Reform  Bill 
in  all  its  stages, — in  oppoaing  the  abolition  of  flogging  In  the  army,  and  tbe  Test 
and  Corporation  Acta,  and.  who  declarea  be  will  oppoee  tbe  abolition  of  slavery^

One  waa 
aorrlad  to  Bathgate  in  a  ohaiae,  onabaven,  nndmatd,  and  If  bia  own  word  may 
ho  halioTod,  had  to  vote  agaioat  hia  own  will ;  another,  hia  neighbour  teoant»  had 
aoeh  an  »wful  atruggle  betwixt  bis  oonsoienee  and  obeying  hia  lalrd»  that  if  hia 
wife  may  be  bdieyed,  be  went  away  to  Bathgate,  pale  aa  a  oorpae,  or  aa  aha  ex- 
preaaad  it,  without  a  drap  o*  bluld  in  bia  faee,  and  what  waa  worse,  hia  troubled 
eonaolence  took  away  bia  stotnacb,  and  he  went  down  without  hie  braaklaat.—

When  you  voted  for  Sir  A.  Hope,  then  yo  either 
voted  aooordiog  to  your  own  conscience,  or  yon  did  not— if  you  dM  not  vote  ae- 
iHiding  to  your  own  oonaeioaoa,  tlMu  It  Is  plaAn  aa  a  aunbeam,  yon  are  aH  pefjoiM. 
B«l  altowittg  that  in  voUng  yon  are  oonaolontiona  that  tho  caae  la  not  much  aRared, 
you  are  then  bypocrieta  In  yonr  religious  prafoaaloa.     By  your  approving  Sir 
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A.  H«ipt.  yott  mp|m*»«Hlilt  prioclplflB :  tlie  Ch«reh  of  fieotfand  intoMlrind 
by  la^r,  with  all  its  oorrvptionii.  How,  thM,  cm  «h€M  thing*  h*  WMWwUrf..*— 
diuroh  tnembera  hoand  to  amiihiiato  patronage  and  Church  ntaUfshmapta  ; 
as  Tofeert  lending  tbeai  your  keen  support.  Yon  cannot  be  oonaclentiooa  in  both  ; 
If,  therefore,  you  are  conecientioue  in  voting,  yon  are  hypocritical  eanting  knavca 
in  religion.  If  you  are  not  consoientlout  you  are  peijored— being  therefore  either 
hypocrite*)  or  perjured,  you  should  lie  expelled  from  that  church  profeesloo 
which  you  hare  disgraced,  and  like  the  leper,  compelled  to  bear  your  iniquUloa 
without  the  camp  until  you  have  shown  signs  of  amendment.  And  as  for  yo« 
that  are  elders  in  the  Secession  Church,  what  are  we  to  say  of  you  7  Pcllosr 
Socedert!  Will  ye  tolerate  soofa  conduct  In  your  offlee> hearers?  Woufd  ye  not 
ohudder  to  see  such  unholy  hands — hands  which  hare  been  lifted  np  unto  canity 
Mid  aworn  deeeltfblly — polluting  the  sacred  symbols  of  the  sacrament  ?  SaeH-

Gentltnoen,  in  conclusion,  I  wooM  say-^Read  your  Bihleo ;  read  the  stery  nf 
Shadrach,  Meabech,  and  Abedoego,  who  were  thrown  into  a  eevonlold  baalad 
famaos-<-of  Daniel,  who  was  thrown  into  a  lions*  den— of  the  CoTenantera,  who 
endure<i  the  wheel,  the  racJc,  and  tiie  gibbet,  merely  baoaoao  tho  anvsft  t^dU 
would  not  violate  their  cqnsolenoes.  Gentlemen,  laugh  at  their  folly,  end  thank 
your  Maker  that  he  has  bestowed  upon  you  oonscieuoes  of  mora  flea! bio  eing 
consciences  of  such  composition  that  they  can  bend  in  any  way  that  may  ault 
your  conTonlence,  like  the  windlestraw,  lying  sometimes  to  the  east,  aometlmea 
to  the  west,  just  aa  the  wind  happens  to  blow.  Such  oonseianees,  gentlomaUt 
you  may  believe  it,  are  a  great  convenience.  True,  indeed.  In  the  ayaa  of  Ron- 
aon  and  of  God,  the  stiff  kind  of  couscienee  is  preferred ;  bat  It  laa  loagtleao  till 
the  day  of  judgment,  and  as  Sir  William  Baillie  is  both  long  and  broad,  ported 
lie  may  hide  you  from  the  presence  of  the  Judge,  though,  if  ntepentant,  tha 
roouQ tains  and  rocks  will  be  unable  to  do  so.

CITY  ACCOUNTS. 

Our  "  constnnt"  readers  will  remember  that  about  this  time  last  year, 
we  wer^  the  6rfit  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  accounts  of 
intromissions  of  our  worthy  self-elected  City  Magistrates^  with  the 
funds  and  property  of  the  citizens,  and  on  that  occsssion,  (vitk  Gazette^ 
2 1  St  January,  1832»)  we  printed  a  special  clause  from  an  Actof  Par^ 
liament  passed  in  the  late  reign  of  George  IV.>  rendering  it  impera- 
tive on  the  Magistrates  of  every  Royal  Burgh  in  Scotland,  ^  to  deposit 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  vnthin  three  months  after  the  annua! 
election  of  Magistrates,  an  annual  account  of  their  intromissions,  &c. 
which  accuunts  shall  remain  there  for  thirty  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  three  months,  open  to  t/ie  inspection  of  the  Burgesses,"  &c 

We  repeat  (and  may  we  not  do  it  with  some  mixture  of  vanity  ?) 
that  we  were  the  ^st  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citisens  to  these 
annual  accounts.  No  other  portion  of  the  Glasgow  press  ventured  to 
do  so,  for  fear,  we  can  only  suppose,  of  offending  their  "  Honours," 
the  ^*  self-elected ;"  and  it  is  remarkable,  that  after  our  exposures  of 
1832  were  made,  the  f^;Ao/e  of  the  Glasgow  press  (ourselves  always 
excepted,)  continued  to  preserve  "  a  dignified  dumb  silence**  on  the 
subjects  Their  reetsons  for  this,  we  leave  them  to  explain  or  not,  as 
they  please,  at  their  own  conveniency. 

Being  curious  to  know  whether  the  accounts  for  the  jore^en^  year, 
or  rathtir  we  should  say,  for  the  year  that  is  past,  were  prepared  as 
directed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament, — and  being  also,  we  confess, 
somewhat  anxious  to  know  whether  the  same  facilities  would  he  ex- 
tended to  us  this  year  for  examining  them,  as  was  done  in  the  last. 
WA  resolved  the  other  day  to  pay  a  visit  in  propria  persona  to  the 
Town  Clerk*^B  chambers, — a  place  to  which  we  resort  as  seldom  as 
possible,  and  never  on  any  but  public  occasions. 

Accordingly,  with  courageous  hearts^  but  in  a  most  respectful  mooil, 
wit  opened  the  door  of  Mr.  Reddie's  office  last  Thursday  forenoon,  the 
9tli  day  of  January  curt.,  and  at  once  requested  inspection  of  the  Magis- 
trates* accounts.  The  clerk  in  waiting,  (a  fine-looking  lad,  who,  act- 
cording  to  Counsdhir  Craig's  statement,  expects  to  be  made  a  deputy 
iTown- Clerk  by  and  bye,)  seemed  to  be  pnzsk^d  for  a  moment  at  the 
answer  he  should  give;  but,  toTelieve  him* as  gently  as  possible  of  afl 
embarrassment,  we  cast  our  eyes  on  a  press  in  a  corner  of  the  cham* 
bers,  from  which  Mr.  Reddie  had  produced  to  us  the  accounts*  with 
^ands  hut  year,  and  in  leas  than  a  minute,  and  witboM  filf^ 
lyjt  the  fves8>wae  opened^  an4  a  largo  qoairta  booh^  entisliMi 
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"  jftdteffieiri  of  ihi  Ctitf  Accounh/br  Id*?/*  ^a«  lakf  before  ui*.    Tfiw'   - 
statamiAit  of  accounts,  which  extendi  to  a  great  number  of  pagos,  was 
only  docquetted  by  the  late  Lord  t'rovost  Dalg^leisli,  on  i/ie  \st  of 
January  curi.j  so  that  our   readers  will  see  we  have  not  been  very 
lon^  in  getting  at  it  any  how.     In  the  course  of  a  few  minutes,  Mr* 
Reudie  himself  made  his  appearance,  and  treated  us  with  the  greatest 
politeness — so  also  did  Mr.  Deputy  Turner.     Even  the  very  town 
ofBcers  made  their  obeisance;  all  which  it  is  but  fair  in  us  to  state  and 
to  acknowledge  in  this  public  manner,  since  it  is  only  one  other  proof 
of  the  ^^  march  of  Reform!*     But  we  cannot  omit  to  record  the  ap- 
peart^nce  (accidentally,  we  have  no  doul)t,)  of  another  personage  on  this 
occasion, — no  other  than  Mr,  James  Hardier  at  whom  we  have  writ- 
ten and  spoken  eWe\vhere !— Verily,  if  only  one  other  personage  had 
accompanied  him,  viz.  Mir,  Kirkman  Finlay^  we  should  have  looked 
out  for  the  gTiost  of  James  Wilson,  or  of  Andrew  Hardie,  or  John 
B^lrd.     For  only  think,  gentle  reader,  of  the  author  of  the  Spy  Sys- 
iem,  and  the  Editor  of  this  Gazette^  being  in  such  company,  and  uudei; 
such  circumstances  I ! — Nevertheless,  we  oroceeded  to  overhaul  the 
accounts  with  the  greatest  composure — and  sat  doing  so  for  upwardly 
of  three  kouri  thfs  last  Thursday  in  the  Council  Chambers,  espied  now 
and  then  by  some  of  the  ''  delf-elected/*  who  probably  would  rather 
have  seen  the  devil  himself.     But  we  carried  away  upwards  of  twenty 
pages  of  written  noted  for  all  that,  which  we  intend  to  lay  in  due 
course  before  our  readers'.     These  very  incidents,  however,  which  we 
have  been  so  very  particular  in  detailing,  trifling  as  they  may  appear, 
demonstrate,  we  humbly  think,  better  than  ten  thousand  arguments 
that  a  Revolution  has  indeed  b^en  effected  in  this  country  within  the 
last  twenty-four  months.      For  who  would  have  bearded  the  self- 
elacted — the  ready  "  minions  of  power,"  in  their  own  dens,  six  months 
ago  in  this  manner? — Who  would  tiave  printed  whnX  we  liave  now 
printed,  ten  years  ago,  without  being  accused  of  sedition,  nay,  without 
being  convicted  of  overt-acts  of  Bigh  Treason  itself? — Why,  the 
crimen  of  James  Wilson,  and  of  Hardie  and  Baird,  were  nothing,  ^s 
compared  to  oun  ! — But,  thank  God,  the  press  is  omnipotent*     Ty« 
ratits  are  bridled.    Their  power  bas  passed,  or  it  passing,  most  rapidly 
away. 

Need  we  offer  an  apology  to  our  readers  for  this  digression  ?-^W^f 
come  to  the  proper  business  on  hand. 

Last  year,  the  first  item  in  t]ie  accounts  which  we  notified  waa  a 
Am^  of  four  hundred  andjifty-three  pounds  odds  under  the  beaii 
^  JStUniainmetUt^' — iu  other  words,  that  large  sum  was  spent  'm 
^^zlinff,  or  ill  diuners  and  drink  to  our  thirty-two  or  Uiirty*Uirae 
•eUWlected  Burgh  functionaries,  within  one  twelvemonth ;  so  tliat  ooia 
would  naturally  think,  they  must  have  enjoyed  many  a  good  beUyful 
for  auch  a  large  sum,  in  such  a  short  space* 

Novr,  the  first  gratifyiag  feature  wliich  ve  have  to  neiiee  in 
plwtmf  aooounta,  is  tlie  fiust,  that  under  the  head  '*  Est 
abe  auA  for  the  lale  year  ia  only  alaled  at  Mrcf  hundred  mUt' 
fmmdg  nine  MlUn^it.     Theve  bas^  therefore,  iieeii  a  gfe«» 
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tUi  beail  Imt  ycpr.  In  a\)i«r  wot|4fi.the  86lf*«bcte4  have  not  adinn- 
utered  to  tbeir  awn  belliest  so  much,  by  140  {>oaDd«,.  as  tb«y 
did  the  y^ar  preFions.  Whether  they  hare  become  more  abstemuntM 
from  Dece99ity»  or  ivhether  tlie  digestive  organs  of  our  present  city 
functionaries  are  not  in  such  good  trim  as  those  of  their  immefliate 
predecessors  in  office, — or  ivhether  they  had  the  fear  of  this  GazeUe 
before  their  eyes — or  of  RusseTs  purge^  which  has  been  so  potently 
administered  of  late  to  many  rotten  and  corrupt  parties,  fre^  of  coarse, 
cannot  pretend  to  say*  But  the  above  fact  cannot  but  be  gratif3ripg'  to 
many  of  our  readers.  For  our  parts,  we  should,  in  the  utmost  sia- 
cerity,  have  given  our  city  functionaries  the  most  ample  creilit  for  it, 
did  wp  not  discover,  from  aaother  part  of  these  accounts,  that  they  have 
expended,  in  less  than  a  year,  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pomuim 
in  treating  the  *^  established  clergy"  in  dinners  and  drink  ! — We  shall 
Ko  into  some  curious  details -as  to  this  treating  of  the  Reverend  Divines 
by  and  bye.  They  talk  of  placing  sinners  on  the  stool  of  repentance. 
•«-We  shall  see  whether  we  eannot  place  some  of  the  Reverend  Fn- 
thers  on  the  highest  pinnacle  of  public  reproof  I — But  we  must  go  on 
with  their  Honours,  the  self-elected  Magistrates  of  Glasgow,  for  a  lit« 
tie. — And,  <<  according  to  use  and  wont,"  they  had  a  glorious  dinner 
at  their  last  election*  which  we  do  indeeil  hope  is  the  laxt  of  the  soirt. 
— That  dinner  itself  only  coet  the  citisens  of  Glasgow  the  modeiate, 
insignificant  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fofiy  pounds  three  shillings  amd 
one  penny  !

ON  WATCHING  THE  CONDUCT  OF  MEMBERS  OF 

PARLIAMENTw 

Ik  an  unreformed  or  nomination  Parliament,  it  signified  little  whether 
the  members  were  watched  by  the  public  or  not,  a?  most  of  them,  no^ 
depending  upon  public  opinion  for  their  seats,  did  not,  In  the  slightest, 
allow  a  regard  to  this  stilutary  principle  to  influence  their  conduct. 
Things  are,  however,  now  happily  altered.  Public  opinion  has  tri. 
umphed  over  tyranny  and  self-interest  in  carrying  the  Reform  Bjli, 
and  public  opinion,  under  this  new  state  of  things,  will  now  be  respect- 
ed by  the  House  of  Commons  to  a  degree  hitherto  unknown  and  uo- 
acknowledged.  But,  notwithstanding  this,  we  must  not  give  ourselves 
up  to  aupineness  and  security  ;  we  must  watch  o^er  our  representatives 
with  tenfold  more  vigilance  than  over.  Electors  sliould  watch  their 
representatives,  and  non-electors  should  watch  both  representatives 
and  electors,  and  thus  the  beautiful  system  of  guards  and  checks, — so 
much  the  admiration  of  the  adorers  of  the  old  ^stem  of  kings,  lords, 
ommons, — will  be  efficiently  established  throughout  all  the  raroi- 
s  of  society. 

e  is  one  species  of  parliamentary  duty,  in  the  dischaige  of 
he  conduct  of  the  various  members  ought  to  be  most  pointodly 
rowly  observed,  and  that  is  in  the  voting  of  monq/'bills.     No 
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]MUt  of  parliamentary  duty  is,  under  existing  circumalances,  half  to  im- 
portant, and  no  part  of  it  haa  hitherto  heeo  performed  with  so  mndi 
ln^ity  and  indifferenoe.  Attendance  in  parliament  during  its  sittings 
is  imperative  upon  members  at  all  timesp  but  more  especially  when  the 
public  money  is  to  be  voted  away.  The  practice  has  hitherto  been  to 
bring  forward,  and  get  the  Hou^ie  to  puss,  money-bills  when  there  were 
not  probably  above  fifty  or  sixty  members  present,  and  the  majority  of 
these  perhaps  either  dependants  upon  the  treasury,  or  the  eager  ex- ' 
pectants  of  this  beggarly  distinction.  Now  that  the  tables  are  turned,  and 
the  members  are  become  the  real,  and  not  merely  the  virtual,  represen- 
tatives of  the  people,  they  ought  to  be,  and,  we  trust,  will  be,  watched, 
and  that  most  strictly,  by  those  from  whom  they  have  received  their 
commission,  and  be  made  ultimately  to  render  an  account  of  their 
atewardship,  especially  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to  the  draining  of 
money  from  the  pockets  of  their  constituents  and  the  community  at 

In  reference  to  our  two  Glasgow  members  in  particular,  watchful- 
ness is  imperatively  called  fur.  They  are  both  very  wealthy  men,  and 
therefore  not  the  most  likely  to  consider  great  economy  as  a  thing  much 
required  in  matters  of  slate.  But  whatever  they  do  in  other  affairs, 
we  would  counsel  them  not  to  be  remiss  in  the  discharge  of  duties  con- 
nected with  financial  matters.  Let  them  be  always  at  their  post  when 
the  Chancellor  comes  before  the  House  with  his  budget,  and  do  every 
thing  in  tlieir  power  to  reduce  the  expense  of  government,  ami  allevi* 
mte  the  weight  of  public  burdens.  If  they  discharge  this  part  of  their 
duty  conscientiously,  we  shall  be  the  first  to  give  them  credit  for  their 
public  servicer ;  if  they  neglect  it,  or  perform  it  in  an  imperfect  man- 
ner, we  shall  be  no  less  prompt  to  give  publicity  to  their  delinquencies. 
The  Reform  Bill  we  shaJI  regard  as  nothing  better  than  so  much  waste 
paper,  if  it  does  not  immediately  cheapen  government,  and  lessen  public 
burdens;  and  the  way  to  get  this  elfected  is,  to  watch  and  caution 
ntoibers  well  as  to  financial  afiairs.  It  is  in  and  by  the  present  par- 
liament that  we  expect  the  merits  of  Mr.  Hume  to  be  duly  appre- 
ciated ;  for  it  is  there,  we  are  con  fide  nt»  that  he  will  meet  what  be 
ii0ver  met  before^  a  host  of  able  and  efficient  condjutors. 


PRACTICAL  RESULTS  OP  A  REFORMED  HOU«E  iVF 

COMMONS. 

Co^^STiTUTiOKAL  changes,  like  the  circulating  medium,  are  valueless 
in  themselves.  They  are  not  the  good  soaght,  but  the  instrument  of 
its  production.  A  reformed  parliament  is  the  machinery  which  is  to 
extirpate  the  abuses  of  our  institutions.  When  it  has  been  obtained, 
the  discussion  of  formd  of  government,  theories  of  civil  rights,  and 
plans  of  elective  qualification,  will  cease  to  be  of  interest;  the  peopfe 
will  naturally  turn  to  subjects  of  more  direct  benefit — to  the  practical 
measures  by  which  the  condition  of  society  can  be  improved.  Let  us, 
then,  endeavour  to  ascertain  the  sort  of  materials  which  will  be  brought 
to  the  new  legislative  manufactory — the  measures  which  will  probably 
engage  the  attention  of  a  reformed  House  of  Commons. 
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The  fir»t  and  inost  iaipi>rtantr  result  t>ftUft  axio}ik(iiyn  of  tlie  Reform 
Y^rt  win  consist  In  tlie  siihstifutiou  for  the  govej^nuH^Mfe  of  au  oligareb?, 
witit  s^Ifis)i  and  limited  intcreKtvS — a  national  goveniiueitt  rft^poonble  feo 
500,000  (jlectorH,  every  one  of  whom  has  an  interest  in  donieHtic  \ie9ce, 
order,  and  prosperity. 

For  the  interests  oftheyi'^,  the  Reform  Bill  wit!  iittLi<tttut6  the  iotereata 
of  the  many  ;  it  will  lay  the  axe  to  the  root  of  all  niouopolies,  aztd  tbe 
coinanniiiy  no  longer  be  compelled  to  enrich  the  Hank  Woprietary  by 
exclusive  privileges;  nor  pro6tthe  Shipping  Interest  by  the  i^nstftap- 
tion  of  the  dear  and  inferior  timber  of  Canada ;  nor  the  li^ast  India 
Company,  by  paying  double  the  price  for  tea  the  consumer  pays  oa 
the  ContiiUMit;  nor  will  industry  he  impeded  hy  corn  lawa  which  are 
only  favourable  to  high  rents*— of  no  benefit  to  the  farmer—- and  only 
tend  to  limit  the  exchau<^e  of  our  '  manufactures  for  the  pro<luoe  of 
Amerii-a  and  coniim/ntal  Europe. 

Reform  will  eqii.iiize  taxation,  and  the  redundant  incomes  of  the 
great,  not  the  wages  and  ))rofits  of  the  industrious,  be  made  the  chief 
fund  of  tisi'al  exaction. 

It  will  remedy  the  glaring  abuses  of  our  judicial  administration,  and 
render  justice  prompt,  protective,  and  attainable  to  every  indindua), 

It  will  reduce  the  public  expenditure  to  the  lowest  possible  scale; 
abolish  sinecures,  utviierited  pensions,  and  exorbitant  salaries;  cut 
off  Colonies  thnt  are  burdensome  to  the  nation, afind  which,  like  useless 
Boards,  Diplomatic  Missions,  and  Consular  Establishments,  have 
been  kept  up  solely  to  provide  lucrative  appointments  for  the  Borough- 
mongers  and  tlieir  families. 

It  will  destr^oy  the  oppressions  of  the  tithe  system,  abolish  the  mon- 
strous inequalities  in  ecclesiastical  income,  and  improve  the  couditioD 
of  the  Working  Clergy,  who  reside  among  their  parishioners,  and  benefit 
them  by  their  example  and  ministry. 

It  will  reform  the  abuses  of  Corporate  Bodies,  and  render  them,  not 
only  tlie  faithful  trustees  of  the  poor,  but  the  centres  of  local  govern- 
ment, police,  and  judicial  administration. 

It  will  provnie  for  the  general  education  of  the  people — their  profit* 
able  employment — and  open  new  channels  for  redundant  capital  and 
industry. 

It  will  be  a  guarantee  against  future  liberticide  wars;  if  wars  are 
Jiraged,  they  will  be  the  wars  of  the  nation,  not  of  an  oligarchy;  they 
.will  be  wars  for,  not  agaiimt  the  people. 

Lastly,  it  will  consolidate  the  empire,  uniting  in  the  bonds  of  equal 
rights  and  reciprocal  advantages,  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  and 
render  them  what,  from  superior  wealth  and  intelligence,  they  ought 
to  be,  *^  the  envy  and  admiration  of  the  world  I"  England  will  recover 
her  rank  among  nations,  and  be  again  the  model  of  constitutional 
governments.  Her  government  will  bo  founded  on  public  opinion, 
not  on  that  sinister  opinion,  fostered  by  h  lavish  expenditure  of  public 
m.oney — by  the  abuse  of  collegiate  and  ecclesiastical  endowments — 
by  the  restraint  of  discussion — but  an  opinion,  the  result  of  impartial 
^ligation  and  expanded  views  of  social  happiness. 
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6«di»  w«  appre)K»Mlf  «re  sfew  of  tht  adtatitage^  tliat  will  revult  froin 
the  ■•doptioD  of  tlie  Kdibrm  Bilf,  and  which  will  form  the  hubjecte  of 
dflliberatiott  o€  a  reformed  parliament,  and  which,  in  due  counie,  we 
tnult  It  will  endeavoar  to  accomplish.  That  the  people  can  be  frus- 
trated ill  the  [»urftuit  of  so  many  nationid  blessings,  we  cannot  for  a 
moment  believe;  we  cannot  believe  that  from  supineness,  or  want  of 
mioo  among  themselves,  they  will  continue  the  serfs  of  the  Borough - 
ittongen,  who,  for  their  own  emolument,  cherished  every  abuse  in  our 
ioatitations,  and  entailed  on  the  country  all  its  embarrassing  calamities. 

Our  enemies  are  few  in  number,  but  mighty  in  influence.  They 
are  an  uuiied,  active,  and  desperate  band,  exasperated  almost  to  mad- 
ness aJK  being  kept  frotn  their  accustomed  prey.  If  they  succeed,  they 
wdl  know  all  the  sacrifices  they  make  will  be  amply  repaid  by  the 
p]ttoder  of  the  people.  But  their  rapacious  hopes  will  be  baffled. 
Corruption  will  never  triuinph  over  true  patriotism — a  mock  repre- 
sentation over  one  that  is  real — private  interests  over  the  public  weal 
-^«  mere  faction  over  the  king,  his  ministers,  the  public  press,  and 
the  nation  ! 

Cheap  govorninLnit'^clieap  bread — cheap  justice — and  industry 
oofeitered  aiitl  productive,  will  reward  our  enbrts  in  the  triumph  of 
the  Reform  Bill !

Can  any  one  believe  that,  in  these  few  items,  a  saving  of  at  least 
three  millions  might  not  be  effected  ?  And  with  a  saving  even  to  this 
amount,  how  many  oppressive  taxes  might  be  repealed  I  If  we  fur- 
ther extend  our  view  to  other  departments  of  the  goveranment,  and 
to  the  courts  of  law,  the  civil  list,  the  colonies,  the  monopolies  of  tlie 
Bank  and  East  India  Company,  the  church  of  England,  and  the  com- 
lawa,  what  an  ample  field  presents  itself  to  our  consideration  for  the 
relief  of  this  aoflTering  and  oppressed  community. 

We  hope  government  will  now  avail  itself  of  these  vast  resources  aa 
the  means  of  national  amelioration.  Formerly  the  true  policy  of  the 
oliKarchy  was  to  spend,  not  to  save.

per pifiee  WA9  qpt  bebind  a  cpunt^r,  in  lieu  of  directing  the  resolves  of 
a  le^isljitive  a^ewbly*  V^t  by  these,  and  such  as  these,  were  the 
destinies  of  (bis  great  empire  swayed  for  upwards  of  thirty  years.  Can 
we  wonder  ^t  the  frightfal  resqlts  of  their  enipyrical  statesmanship? 
Call  w^  wonder  tbat  they  beqaeathed  to  their  saccessors,  convulsion* 
deci^y,  and  death,  in  every  fibre  of  the  kingdom?  But  incapable,  vHe, 
and  unprincipled  as  these  men  were,  ignorant  and  reckless,  as  experi- 
ence has  proved  them  to  be,  of  the  nltim&te  issues  of  their  measures; 
still  these  scions  of  the  Pitt  school  were  too  sagacions  ever  to  think 
that  retrenchment  and  rotten  boroughs  were  compatible  elements  of 
the  constitution.  They  knew  better;  they  had  been  too  long  familiar 
If  ith  the  secret  pqlses  and  springs  of  the  state-machinery  to  commit  ao 
egregious  a  mistake.  Their  dependence  w^  on  farce  BXidcorrttpHon;  eo 
the  bayonets  of  the  military,  and  the  annual  expenditure  of  eighty 
millions  of  money.  These  formed  the. right  and  left  hands,  the  master 
principles  of  their  policy.  The  support  they  could  not  bribe  they 
sought  to  intimidate.  Such  was  their  black  and  iron  system ;  it  lasted 
tJieir  time,  or  the  time  of  most  of  the  pillaging  and  hypocritical  crew; 
and  for  any  thing  beyond  they  did  not  care  a  rush  ! 

Let  us  hope  that  we  are  on  the  eve  of  better  times,  that  we  sbi>1T 
not  be  deluded  by  temporary  expedients  and  professions,  put  forth 
merely  to  gain  time  for  plundering,  nor  quack  remedies  to  be  foHowed 
by  mortal  maladies ;  in  short,  let  us  hope  the  Whig  ministry  will  pro- 
ceed on  scientific  principles,  and  that  we  shall  now  have  sucb  an  effec- 
tive retrenchment  and  di^'^position  of  public  burdens  as  will  afford  real 
national  relief.

The  sight  of  this  GaztUe  once  more,  we  have  iio  doabt,  will  mortify 
our  enemies  not  a  little ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  feel  asitured  that 
it  will  dfTord  matter  of  triumph  to  our  &r  more  nnmerous  and  sior 
oere  friaiulB. 

Of  diese  enemies,  some  of  whom  we  intend  to  single  out  for 
proper  caatigation  in  due  »eaMn,  it  ift  not  our  purpose  to  Bay  much 
more  otpreMtnL  They  chuckled  tind  rejoiced  at  the  appartnt  &ct, 
that  we  were  at  last  subdued, — never  more  to  appear  again.  But 
they  will  now,  afler  all,  find  themsdves  eggregiously  mistaken; 
For  our  spirits  arr  at  this  moment  more  animated  than  ever, — and 
the  impriuDment  which  we  have  suffered  has  only  iocreased  our 
desire  to  serve  the  public  with  renewed,  with  redoubled  eeal. 

We  believe,  we  are  not  very  &r  wrong  in  saying,  that  a  thoiiiand, 
and  a  thousand  liet  have  been  propagated  againi^t  us  during  the 
bygmie  month.  ThLs  is  too  often  the  casp  when  a  person'^  back  is 
at  the  wall, — when  his  adveraarips  see  that  he  m  not  in  a  condition 
to  defend  himself  We  therefore  embrace  the  earliest  opportunity, 
now  that  we  are  extricated  from  prison,  of  laying  before  our  readers, 
■■  fiir  as  we  are  eoablsd  to  do,  a  true  and  distinct  account  of  tha 
caiu«e  which  led  to  that  imprisonment, — how  we  w«rs  altii 
released  from  it, — and  of  the  poaiiioD  in  which  we  Wtw^fgi^'^ 

We  tiiink  it  nec^saqry,  however,  to  mail' 
obaerrations,  which  will  serve  to  show  the 
VOL.  lU.  3  a 
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ment  against  us.  We  commenced  the  Gazette  on  7th  May,  1S31. 
We  did  «o,  for  the  purpose,  the  avowed  purpose,  of  asMSting  in 
driving  the  Boroughmongers  from  thair  strongholds, — of  exposing 
corruption  in  all  its  ramifications— tmd  of  opening  the  eyes  of  our 
countrymen,  especially  the  working  and  injured  classes,  to  a  plain 
and  distinct  knowledge  of  their  real  strength,  and  of  their  own  inhe- 
rent rights. 

The  exposures  we  made — and  the  striking  truths  we  advanced, 
were,  we  believe,  quite  unprecedented  in  this  part  of  the  coantry. 
The  Boroughmongers  gnawed  their  teeth  at  us,  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  some  of  the  professing  advocates  of  Reform  connected  with 
the  newgpaper  press,  and  to  whom  we  thought  we  might  natnrally 
have  looked  for  some  countenance  or  support,  since  we  had  obviously 
embarked  in  the  same  cause,  affected  to  treat  us  with  contempt,  it* 
they  did  not  resort  to  open,  as  well  as  concealed,  enmity  against  us. 
Their  motives  for  doing  so,  we  could  only  ascribe  to  petty  chagrin 
or  jealousy,  arising  from  the*  extensive  and  generous  support  they 
saw  we  received  from  the  public,  and  which  support,  gratifying  as  it 
was  to  us,  and  for  which  we  trust  we  shall  never  show  ourselves 
ungrateful,  was,  we  presume,  extended  to  us,  principally  because  we 
dia  our  duty  boldly  and  independently,  and  exposed  men  and  things, 
according  to  their   deserts,    in  a  manner    which   some  of  these 
newspapers,  from  timidity,  self-interest,  or  otherwise,  had  not,  and 
never  would  have  ventured  or  deigned  to  do.     In  short,  though  w^ 
say  it  ourselves,  we  fairly  took  the  start  of  some  of  them  in  point  of 
courage.    The  devil  a  one  of  them  would  have  printed  what  we 
have  printed  within  the  last  18  months.     Hence,  when  we  exposed 
the  Spy  System  of  1817  and  '20 — when  we  laid  bare  the  blood- 
thirsty transactions  of  that  period,  and  put  a  mark  which  will  bow 
go  with  them  to  their  graves,  on  some  of  the  agents  of  Sidnioutli 
and  Castlereagh  in  this  quarter,  not  one  of  our  newspaper  friends 
condescended  to  take  the  slightest  notice  of  it     Oh,  no  I  their  tkne 
was  better  occupied  in  praising,  to  the  skies,  some  old  insignificant 
ballad,  or  in  recording  the  price  of  butter-milk  and  potatoes  I 

It  would  fill  a  volume  were  we  to  narrate  all  the  obstacles  that 
we  experienced,  and  all  the  attempts  that  were  made  to  put  us  down. 
Upwards  of  a  dozen  of  weekly  periodicals  were  set  up  against  us ; 
but  they  fell  in  rapid  succession  the  one  ailer  the  other,  although 
some  of  the  newspapers  did  every  thing  they  could  to  keep 
some  of  them  up,  these  being  the  very  ones  that  had  displayed  the 
most  rancorous  malignity  toward  us  I  When,  therefore,  our  ene- 
mies saw  that  we  went  on  keeping  our  ground  with  increased  con- 
fidence and  courage ; — when  they  saw  that  we  bad  triumphed  over 
the  local  prejudices  which  they,  by  their  unprincipled  tools,  had 
attempted  to  raise  against  us,  they  had  the  despicable  meanness 
to  cry  out  against  us  to  the  Solicitor  of  Stamps,  and  to  call  upon 
him  to  enforce  the  in&mous  Six  Acts  of  Sidmouth  and  Castlereagh  I 
We  shall  not  fatigue  our  readers  by  recalling  to  their  recollection 
*-ow  we  escaped  from  the  first  prosecution  brought  against  us  in 
tptember,  1831.     We  refer  to  the  first  nineteen  No.'s  of  the  Gfa- 
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and  particularlj  to  the  18th  e^d  lOth,  for  the  whole  detaUa 
regaidiog  it.  But  aAer  that  prosecution  was  departed  from,  ot 
^  aUtndoned"  under  the  circumstances  stated  in  these  previous  No«'fb 
wesoarcely  imagined  that  it  would  be  revived  again,  by  his  Majesty's 
present  Administration.  Accordingly,  we  were  suffered  to  go  on 
annioiested  from  that  date  till  the  month  of  May  last,  when  we  were 
served  with  a  subpoena  at  the  instance  of  the  Solicitor  of  Stamps  to 
a|^>ear  for  trial  before  the  Barons  of  Exchequer  in  Edinburgh^  on 
the  12th  of  that  month.    (See  Gazette,  No.  52.) 

Thea  came  <<  the  note  of  preparation  and  the  tug  of  war."  Earl 
Grey  8  administration  was  in  the  intermediate  space  dissolved,  vis. 
Ml  May,  16S2,  And  we  found  that  no  trial  could  now  take  place 
against  us  before  the  12th  of  November  following. 

We  heard  nothing  more  of  the  matter  till  the  month  of  September 
last,  when  we  received  what  b  called  an  "  Information"  from  the 
Solicitor,  concluding  for  penalties  of  upwards  of  £2000  against  us, 
and  intimating  that  the  trial  would  -now  take  place  on  the  28th 
November. 

Accordingly,  we  prepared  to  meet  it  silently,  but  determmedly. 
With  tha  advantage  of  a  Jury  of  twelve  men,  who  required  to  be 
mnammmUy  and  assuming  that  only  one  of  them  would  be  a  genuine 
Iteformer,  we  reckoned  that,  on  the  whole,  we  were  pretty  safe,  for 
no  honest  Juryman,  we  thought,  would  convict  us  on  these  atrocious 
aAta  of  Sidmouth  and  Castlereagh,  and  but  for  which  acts  the  law, 
as  it  stands,  whatever  some  may  pretend  to  say,  could  not  by  any 
poflsibili^  touch  us.    We  therefore  anticipated  (to  use  the  language 
we  long  ago  employed,  vol.  ii.  p.  338),  <<  that  the  honour  and  the 
glory  was  reserved  to  us  of  being  the  nrst  in  Scotland  to  set  these 
acts  at  utter  defiance."     But  the  toial  was  again  postponed  till  the 
ioiddle  of  2>BrejR6er,— till  within  a  day  or  two  of  the  late  Elections 
In  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  and  in  the  interim  we  received  several 
communications  from  our  agents  in  Edinburgh  to  the  effect,  that  if 
we  would  oidy  withdraw  our  plea  in  the  Exchequer  Court,  and  submit 
our  ease  to  the  decision  of  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's  Treasury  in 
London,  they  had  no  doubt  we  would  be  "  liberally  and  leniently 
4iealt  with."     In  the  bustle  of  the  Elections— and  being  (as  we  con* 
htm)  eactremely  willing  to  relieve  his  Majesty's  government  of  the 
inputation  which  the  Tories^  to  serve  their  own  crooked,  hollow- 
hearted  purposes,  would  likely  have  made  against  them  at  that  par- 
ti<»lar  period  of  attacking  the  Liberty  of  the  Press  in  Scotland, --being 
thoroughly  convinced  that  the  members  of  the  Government  could  have 
no  vimdieHtfe  feeling  towards  us,  without  at  all  wishing  them  to  take 
into  account  the  measure  of  support  we  had  spontaneously  and 
honestly  extended  to  them,  however  feeble  and  insignificant  it  might 
have  been ; — in  a  word>  relying,  on  the  one  hand,  on  the  justice  of  the 
4jrovemment,«^on  their  own  recorded  professions  when  out  cf  fl^Sce, 
and)  on  the  other  hand,  desirous,  as  every  person  must  be,  to  save 
himself  from  an  expensive  and  sometimes  ruinous  prosecution  with 
the  Crown,  for,  be  it  observed,  although  we  had  gained  the  cause  in 
the  Exdiequor  Court,  altliough  we  had  come  off  with  flying  colours, 
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still  it  would  have  landed  us  in  an  actual  expense  of  at  least  £10U 
— taking^;  we^8a;yv  vlliltese  things,  and  >  many  others,  into  conaideta* 
tieoy'  w^  arfe not  ashamed  to- Gonfttethttt  we  wereadviwd,  Btrungly* 
adfwed,  to  withdraw  our  plea  irom'  the  Exchequer  Coort,  aad?  to 
submit^  our  case  to  die  Treasury  io  the  manner  stated.  Wa  be*- 
Ifeved  that  we  had  fully  as  good  a  chance  of  getting  justice  accorded 
tb  U8  in  the  one  place  as  in  the  ether. 

'  But  in  going  into  that  arrangement,  and  in  consenting  to  witiidraw 
our  plea  from  the  Exchequer  Court,  our  readers  are  not  to  «uppofle 
for  a  moment  that  we  compromised  one  particle  of  our  fiolitioal 
principles.     No  I  A   clear  understanding  was  come  to,  tint  iht 
Gazette  should  go  on,  as  U6ual>  as  if  no  prosecution  had  occurre<i 
until  the  decision  of  the  Treasury  was  made  known,  and  ten  -days 
were  to  be  allowed  us,  for  submitting  the  case,  by  petition^  to.  the 
Treasury.   Aocordmgly,  We  di4  transmit  a  petition  to  the  Treasury 
within  the  time  stated,  but  no  answer  was  returned  to  it,  owing,  we 
now  believe,  to  there  having  been  no  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  in 
consequence  of  the  holydays  and  Elections  in  England.     And,  in 
this  situation  of  matters,  and  without  any  previous  warning  to  us, 
the  Solicitor  of  Stamps  at  Edinburgh  took  out  a  writ  against  us  for 
the  whole  amount  of  penalties  concluded  for  against  us,  and  .decerned 
against  us  in  absence,  and  this  writ  or  warrant,  proceeding  in  name 
of  the  Lord  Advocate  for  his  Majesty  s  interest,  was  despatched  by 
the  Solicitor  of  Stamps  to  the  Sheriff  of  this  county  (Lanark),  wkh 
peremptory  orders  to  be  put  into  immediate  execution  against  the 
persons  and  property  <'  of  the  Editor  and  Printers  of  the  Refiirmers' 
Gazette." 

These  so  far  are  the  facts.  And  we  repeat,  that  without  the 
slightest  warning  made  to  as,  that  such  a  thing  would  be  done,  we 
were  summarily  appreliended,  and  lodged  in  Glasgow  Jail  on  that 
writ,  on  Friday  afternoon,  the  1 1th  day  of  January  last,-*a  day  which 
we  shall  ce^inly  not  soon  forget.  , 

We  shall  repel  at  the  end  of  this  article,  one  most  atrocious  lie  which 
was  then  propagated  against  the  Editor, — the  only  one,  indeed,  which 
was  calculated  to  give  him  pain,  as  it  undoubtedly  did  for  the.  iinst 
24r  hours.  But  the  first  thing  we  have  to  do  is,  to  set  ourselves  right 
with  the  Solicitor  of  Stamps.  Perhaps  we  should  have  sent  the 
petition  to  the  Treasury  through  Aii»,jiiistead  of  forwarding  it  direct 
oumelves.  He  therefore  had  no  evidence  to  satisfy  him  that  the 
petition  was  actually  forwarded  at  all,  and  no  official  communication 
having  been  received  by  him  on  the  subject  from  London,  we  haire 
no  doubt  he  conceived  himself  quite  justifiable,  as  a  public  officer,  to 
take  the»e  steps  against  us.  Nof  have  we  any  doubt  in  our  own 
mind  that  his  resolution  to  do  so,  was  undertaken  the  more  readilyi 
in  consequence  of  a  certain  other  publication  in  Glasgow,  whieh^ 
from  its  outward  appearance,  has  in  several  instances  been  palmed 
off  as  oursy  but  which  we  hereby  repudiate  as  containing  statements 
and  doctrines,  which  no  Government,  even  the  best  and  most  liberal* 
rould  well  sanction.  We  admit, — freely  admit,  ^^th^t  wc  have  ofW» 
id  again,  written  strongly  aitd  fearlessly,  perhaps  fiercely  and 
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▼ioloidyv  againBt-  mliting'  abuses.  Bvt '  wiurte v»  some  may  think, 
we  iittttiy  deny  that  we  have  wiUblly  pampered  either  to-the  pa»- 
sioDS  or  the  prejudioes  ofanv  cknw  of  rdadera.  We  can  give  Uowft» 
and  we  can  take  them.  But  we  shall  never,  hi  these  pages,  or  any 
where  else,  advocate,  or  even  sanethm  the  principle  of /wMte-or 
prinate  rMery^  or,  as  some  have  qwaintly  termed  it,  ^  the  dhinon  of 
property/'  Several  of  our  friends,  therefore,  who  have,  (inadver- 
tenlfy,  we  b^eve,)  blamed  ns  fbr  the  writings  of  others,  will  now 
ptanae  to  receive  the  above  explanation,  which  is  all  we  intend  to 
naake  abeut  it,  except  this,  that  if  we  have  been  innocently  bhuned, 
or  perchance  unwittingly  punished  for  the  sins  of  tiiese  others,  we 
shall  only  say,  ^  the  more's  the  pity  I" 

This  leads  as,  to  recur,  with  satis&otion,  to  the  declaration  which 
was  made  to  us  by  the  present  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  (Sir 
Thomas  Denman,)  when  we  had  the  honour  of  a  penonai  interview 
with  him  in  London,  in  the  montii  of  June,  1831,  he  being  at  die 
tiaae  Attorney-General.  <<  He  declared,  (vide  GazettCy  No.  10), 
that  nothing  could  be  farther  from  his  wish  (or  that  of  the  govern- 
ment), than  to  attempt  to  repress  or  shackle  any  publication  like 
ours,  having  for  its  object  the  dissemination  of  useful  knowledge, 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  laws  and  institutions  of  the  country^ 
civil  and  sacred,  according  to  their  true  intent  and  spirit"  And 
again,  we  heard  that  distinguished  man  declare^  m  his  place  in  the 
ifoase  of  Commons,  (vide  Gwutie,  No.  9)^  <«  that  he  should  be  gM 
to  see  the  Six  Acts  done  away  with,  and  that  it  wonld  not  be  advise- 
able  to  prosecute  any  publication  unless  public  opinion  wBnt  with 
the  government.** 

But  lo  come  again  more  immediately  to  our  own  particular  case, 
we  beg  to  observe,  that  the  first  thing  we  did  after  being  put  in  prison, 
on  Ff^ay,  the  1  Ith  of  January,  was  to  call  for  pen,  ink,  and  paper, 
and  address  a  letter  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  since  W0  had  been  in* 
careerated  at  his  instance,  requesting  to  know  whether  or  not  his 
Lardship  had  sanctioned  such  a  procedure  7  We  have  ever  enters 
tained  the  highest  opinion  of  FaAKCrs  Jbpfrey,  by  which  name 
akne  we  delight  to  caH  faim-*and  it  is,  therefhre,  with  the  greatest 
possible  pleasure,  we  now  acquaint  our  readers,  and  we  are  sure 
they'  will  appreciate  the  intelligence  as  much  as  we  do  ourselves^ 
that  the  conduct  of  the  Lord  Advocate  is  perfectly  pur&and  blame-' 
less  in  the  whole  matter.  For,  in  direct  course  rf  post,  we  had  tha 
honour  to  receive  a  letter  from  his  Lerrdship,  assuring  us,  that  he 
*<  neither  sanctioned,  nor  was  aware  of  your  (our)  incarceration^  nor 
OM^  of  the  steps  wlw:h  had  been  taken  in  the  matter,  since  you  inti" 
mated,  in  the  beginning  of  December,  that  you  meeuU  to  reiy  en  tie 
e0ket  cfan  applicaJtion  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury^ 

In  justice  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  we  ought  also  to  state)  as  we  do 
with  'gratitude^  that  ho  paid  the  most  prompt  attention  to  several 
other  letters  which  we  addressed  to  him ;  nor  did  be  hesitate  to  as- 
sure us,  in  the  kindest  ternis»  that  our  imprisonment  had  given  him 
*<  moch  concern." — Let  no  one,  therefore,  say  that  the  Lord  Advo- 
cate lifted  his  arm  against  us. — He  never  did  so.-^And  here,  w 
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plight  to  thank.  God,  that  Sir  William  Bae  or  Mr,  AM^m  Maeom>due 
was  not  at  this  time  Lord  Advocate  of  SeoCland ;  (d)0¥e  bU,  we  oi^t 
to  be  extremely  thankful  that  Caxiiereagh  is  gone ;  for  if  any  of  them 
had  been  in  power,  we  suspect  we  should  have  had  a  much  ^orae 
billet'  than  the  one  alloted  to  us  in  Glasgow  jail,  and  perhaps  we 
would  have  been  sailing  from  Leith  Roads  by  this  time,  for  Bofeany 
Bay! 

In  terms  of  advice  tendered  to  us  from  Edinburgh,  we  prepared  a 
second  petition  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  praying  for  an  inne- 
diate  deliverance  on  the  first  petition,  and  an  order  for  liberation  on 
the  second.  This  second  petition  we  resolved  to  transmit  to  Mb. 
Hume,  who  has  on  many  occasions  warmly  interested  himself  in  our 
behalf,  aiid  no  words  which  we  can  use,  can  adequately  convey  the 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  we  entertain  towards  him  for  his  disinterested, 
but  distinguisJied  friendship.  The  moment  Mr.  Hume  received  this 
petition,  he  went  down  to  the  Treasury,  and  placed  the  petitios  in 
the  hands  of  Lord  AiiTHORP,  the  receipt  of  which  was  immediately 
acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  of  that  Noble  Lord,  in  a  letter 
franked  and  directed  to  us  by  his  Lordtnip,  as  follows : —

"  I  am  directed  by  Lord  Althorp  to  inform  yoa,  that  youf  petition, 
which  was  placed  in  hit  hands  by  Mr.  Hume  yesterday,  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  Board  of  Stamps ;  and  1  have  been  to»day  informed  by  theChairraBDortbat 
Board,  that  your  first  memorial  had  been  sent  to  Scotland  a  short  time  ago,  but 
had  not  been  reported  upon.  Mr.  Thornton  has,  in  liice  manner,  transmitted 
your  second,  with  direetione  that  the  truth  of  the  statement  contained  in  it  should 
be  reported  upon,  and  an  answer  returned  as  speedily  as  possible,

Ultimately  ye  received  a  communication  from  the  Solicitor,  inti- 
mating, that  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  under  all  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  enforce,  at  present,  any 
part  of  the  penalties ;  and  they  had  accordingly  directed  the  Board 
to  stay  all  further  proceedings  against  us,  and  to  liberate  us  from 
prison,  upon  payment  of  the  costs,  and  our  giving  a  sufficient  legal 
Consent  that  the  penalties  would  be  enforced  in  the  event  only  of  our 
continuing  the  publication  of  the  Gazette  contrary  to  law,  or  offending 
against  the  laws  respecting  newspapers. 

These  terms  being  acceded  to,  for  we  had  no  other  alternative, 
we  were  liberated  from  prison  last  week. 

And  thus  our  readers  will  perceive  that  we  must  now  take  very  great 
care  of  our  hand,  for  the  penalties  are  still  to  be  enforced  if  we  offend 
"  contrary  to  law."  But  we  do  not,  and  cannot  offend  "  contrary  to 
law,"  that  is,  the  law  "  respecting  newspapers,"  if  we  only  publish  the 
Gazette  once  a-month,  like  the  magazines  or  other  periodicals  of 
the  day.  And  lest  any  officious,  busy-body,  should  think  that  we 
have  already  offended  against  the  law,  we  b^  to  remind  them,  that

tD>  intiaiate  to  them,  that  we  wrote  to  the  Solicitor  of  Stamps

And  now  iw  a  word 
or  two  of  comment  upon  it.  Few  of  our  readers^  we-dare  laisaif,  hare' 
heard  of  some  of  these  "  Mortifications  or  Charities.'*  For  inetaaoc^ 
whera  is  St.  Nicholas  Uospital-^r  MaxwelPs  Free  School  T'  Dr.  Qa. 
land  givea  some  vague  account  of  the  former  in  his  Annals,  but  we  caa 
obtain  no  trace  of  tbe  latter.  Now,  if  the  neculations  and  improprieties 
of  persona  connected  with  the  Cluuritable  Institutions  of  England  were 
found  to  be  so  glaring  and  enormous,  aa  to  induce  Lord  Broiufham,  some 
years  ago,  to  move  for  a  Special  Committee  to  inrestigate  tnem,  surely 
we  may  be  permitted  to  express  our  hope  that  some  independent  Member 
of  the  House  of  Commons  will,  at  no  distant  day,  move  for  a' like  CoNi- 
mittee  to  investigate  the  Charitable  Institutions  of  Scotland—^nd  if  so^ 
we  shall  help  to  turn  up  to  the  Committee  thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
aands  of  pounds  left  for  the  poor,  but  of  which  the  poor  baFc  been  shame- 
ful Ir  deprived, — the  very  knowledge  of  the  facts  naving  been  kept  asoet 
studiously  concealed  from  them !

Good  God !  was  there  ever  any  thing-  like  thfs.  Here  is  a  sum,  or  rather  the 
balance  of  a  snm,  that  was  raised  Sometime  apo  by  public  subscription,  to 
keep  the  unemployed  operatives  of  Glasgow  from  starving.  And  yet  the 
Magistrates  of  Glasgow  take  a  slice  of  it  into  their  own  hands,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  upwards  of  d£500.  They  even  take  the  odd  one  shiUing  and  ten- 
pence  !  What  a  scandal  would  this  be,  to  men  of  right  feeling  ?  Would 
they  not  rather  have  spumed  at  the  *  receipt  of  such  monev,  and  said  to 
those  who  offered  it  to  tbem,  no !  Share  it  with  a  liberal  feeling,  and  to 
the  uttermost  farthing,  among  the  distressed  operatives  to  whom  it  belongs, 
or  for  whose  advantage  it  was  raised.  We  want  none  of  it.  But  their 
''  honours,"  mercy  on  them  I  eagerly  grub  at  it,  and  pamper  the  ^  old  lady 
of  setf-corroption/'  with  it,  charging  her  again  with  moderate  interest  on 
the  amount,  at  the  rate  of  twd  and  a  half  per  cent,  while  the  poor  '*  unem- 
ployed operatives/'  we  dare  to  say  in  this  instance,  are  also  kept  profoundly 
Ignorant  that  such  a  sum  was  laid  up  for  them ! 

We  trust  sonie  public  spirited  Committee  of  the  citizens,  will  inquire 
into  these  matters.  There  are  many  other  things  equally  glaring,  that  we 
intended  tonotice  to-day ;  bot  we  must  postpone  them,  a8surhig{our  readers, 
that  they  shall  not  be  sufisrod  to  slip  through  our  fingers  any  how.

The  above,  we  beg  our  readers  to  observe,  are  the  whole  annual  receipta 
from  the  city  churches.  We  should  ezclode  the  Barony  and  Govan,  be- 
cause these  two  churches  do  not  belong,  as  the  others,  to  the  city  corpora- 
tion ;  the  insignificant  sums  drawn  from  them  are  referable,  we  presnme, 
to  aeine  vested  interest  or  other  of  the  corporation  in  them.  But  we  print 
the  aecount  precisely  as  we  find  it  in  the  Burgh  books  Now,  the  whole 
sum  drawn  from  these  churches  is  just  seen  to  amount  to  jE5080  :  10 : 6 
per  annum,  whereas,  (excluding  the  stipend  of  the  Minister  of  the  Barony 
and  Govan,  not  chargeable  against  the  city,)  the  salaries  of  the  dei^y, 
—'I  '^ffaor  charges  against  the  ** JEstablisMnenty*  amount  to  the  sum  of 
H ;  Sg  tm  may  be  teen  by  any  person  who  takes  the  trouble  to  ex- 
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•miiie  the  Bureh  books.  Wd  inttnd  to  pttUMi  dll  ftbeiCMMof  tbeM 
dtnrgn  by  and  by;  and  some  el  l^n  are  very  extraerdinary.  Bat,  in  the 
meantime,  we  caii  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  wuhniable  ftiety  as 
nay  be  seen  from  the  very  face  of  the  above  statement,  that  the  etpendi- 
tmre  of  the  **  Establish  men  t'*  exceeds  the  ineome  by  £398  : 4: 2, 

But  this  is  not  all. — We  have  been  toM  that  a  controTersy  has  been 
gonif  on  ID  the  newspapers,  between  Mr.  Jatnes  Beith  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
James  CKbson,  in  which  the  ktter  has  maintained  with  some  yiralency, 
that  the  church  establishment  in  (vlasgow  costs  the  citiaeus  nothing. — 
Perhape  we  are  misinformed.-— But  if  o^t,  this  Rev.  Mr.  James  Gibson  is 
the  **  assisUnt'*  of  the  Rev.  Dr*  Leckhart  of  Blackfriars ;  and  if  onr  readers 
take  a  peep  of  the  above  list  a^^n,  they  will  find  that  Dr.  Lookbart,  with 
hw^  assistant,**  only  fetches  of  ehnroh  seat  rents  £25  Ss.  to  the  city,  while 
their  stipeBd  exceeds  £450, — the  citizens,  of  course,  midcln^  up  the  lags, 
or  payiiu^  the  difference. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  James  Gibson,  therefore,  is  the  last  person  that  should 
open  his  lips  on  the  subject  of  the  "  Establishment,'*  for  it  is  apparently 
in  a  deplorable  state  among  his  own  hands,  and  certainly  looks  none  the 
better  of  his  *'  assistance." 

Bnt^  we  shall  now  faiHy  knock  the  whole  thing  on  the  head,  by  the 
following  entry  in  the  City  Accounts,  to  which  we  beg  the  special  atten- 
tion of  our  readers.  *'  To  property,  from  which  a  revenue  is  derived 
applicable,  but  inadequate  to  the  purposes  of  the  Establishment  This 
branch  includes  the  erection  of  cburdiesy  of  which  the  seat  rents  this 
year,  amount  to  £5080:  10:  6»  and  the  expense  of  the  eftablishmeut  is

whiob  oamot  now  be  precisely  ascertained,  in  every  instance,  but  bv- 
fflriTWO  im  4di,  eigk^ftoe  thousand  paundBk** 

Now  the  above,  we  repeat,  is  the  identieal  esitnr,  woad  for  word,  io  the 
G%f  Aoeoants,  docqueted  and  snbsoribed  by  the  Lord  Provost  himself,  so 
that  the  authenticity  of  it  cannot  be  questioned  by  any  man,  either  in  the 
cscaUishment  or  oat  of  it.  And,  therefore,  we  jast  put  it^  to  any  man  of 
plain  common  sense,  whether  he  can  concur  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  GibsoOi  in 
saying,  that  the  expense  of  the  **  establishment^*  costs  the  citizens  nothing 
or  almost  nothing?  There  is  a  sum  confessedly  sunk  of  £85,000^the 
mere  interest  of  which,  at  5  ^er  cent,  would  amount  to  £4250  per  annum.  * 
srhich  is  ntterly^  lost  to  the  mhabitants.  And  if  interest  ana  compound 
interest  were  added,  not  saying  any  thing  of  the  palpable  excess  beyond 
the  income  from  the  seat  rents  of  £322 : 4  :  2,  as  we  have  already  shown, 
we  are  perfectly  justifiable  in  repeating  what  we  stated  in  our  last  No. 
that  this  **  Church  Establishment**  entaiu  a  dead  loss  to  the  inhabitants  of 
OlMgow,  of  upwards  of  £5000  sterltn?,  per  annum. 

Bnt 
dare  any  of  onr  factk  be  contradicted '(

SLAVERY ! 

A  oasAT  deal  of  speaohlfieation  has  been  going  on  of  late  by  two  hired  aganta, 
Meesrs.  Borthwlck  and  Thompson,  to  bambooxle  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  on  tbe 
question—"  Whether  the  Emancipation  of  the  Slaves  in  the  Colonies  of  Gceat 
Britain  should  be  gradual  or  immediate  ?** 

Tbe  question  is  eurely  quite  simploi  and  ought  to  be  settled  on  the  cooimon 
Chrietian  principle  tbat  no  man  wliatever  has  a  right  to  traffic  in  the  flesh  and 
blood  of  his  fellow  creature. 

We  record  our  sentiments  as  being  decidedly  in  favour  of  Immediaie  Emanoi* 
pation.  And  If  immediate  Emancipation  does  not  take  place: — if  the  Parlia> 
ment  of  England  tarries  much  longer  in  doing  the  Slaves  JusticCf  we  shall  not 
hesitate  to  drink  the  toast,  which  the  celebrated  Dr.  Johnston  ventured  to  pro* 
pose  many  years  ago,  viz.  '*  ^  speecfy  Insurrection  of  the  Blacks  /** 

The  maxim  ought  ever  to  be  borne  in  mind,  "  Fiat  justicia,  ruat  eoe/iciii.**—- Let 
jttstiee  be  done,  though  the  dome  of  Heaven  should  shake— or,  in  other  werdsy 
"  though  ruin  ahould  ensue,  let  justice  take  its  course." 

The  idea — plausibly  urged  by  many,  that  Emancipation  to  the  Slaves  should 
depend  on  Compensation  to  the  Planters,  is,  if  soberly  examined,  quite  untena- 
ble. The  Borough moogera  might  as  well  have  demanded  compensation  fn  their 
paper  votes,  which  many  of  them  had  actually  bought  under  the  express  sanc- 
tion of  the  law,  before  the  Reform  Bill  was  carried.  Would  the  oountry  bava 
listened  to  saeh  a  demand  for  a  moment? 

One  thing  we  cannot  help  noticing  In  this  discussion  of  the  Slave  question.-—^ 
We  have  seen  crowds  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  running  in  all  haste  to  get  acoesa 
to  the  chapel  to  hear  it.— -Pray,  we  ask,  wben  will  they  shew  the  same  zeal,  or' 
even  a  tithe  of  it,  to  llberato  the  poor,  toiled,  weary,  hard. wrought  If  kite  Slavea 
at  home? — If  these  ladles  and  gentlemen  never  felt  tbe  heat  of  Jamaica,  the^. 
uftfght  step  Into  some  of  tbe  Factories  at  their  own  doors  :  the  difference,  bet  ween 
a  Sufftir  Factory  and  a  Coiton  Factory  is  not,  we  suspect,  in  favour  of  the  latter  . 


CLERICAL  MAGISTRATES! 

THiax  was  stinging  satire  in  the  somewhat  quaint  remark  of  Lord  Baeon,  ihkt 
if  St.  John  had  to  write  such  an  apistle  to  the  Church  of  England  as  he  did  to 
tbat  of  Asia,  it  would  surely  contain  the  clause:  **  I  have  a/no  Mia^ against 
thee."  Were  St.  John  inditing  such  an  epistle  at  the  present  day,  1m  waald 
*'  have  a  great  many  things  against  her,**  and  amongst  those,  we  are  persoaded, 
no  small  share  of  his  reprehension  would  be  levelled  against  the  horridly  inosn- 
graous  union  of  minister  and  magistrate  In  the  person  of  the  same  individual! 
Sorry,  sorry,  indeed,  are  we  to  be  obliged  to  acknowledge  that  the  Church  of 
Scotland  has  now  exposed  herself  to  tbe  same  censure ; — there  being  at  present 
not  fewer  than  six  or  eight  of  her  Parish  Ministers  who  officiate  as  Justiees  at 
tbe  Quarter  Sessions  !  We  were  not  aware,  till  recently,  of  this  being  the  case, 
nor  do  we  believe  that  tbe  fact  is  generally  known;  for  if  it  were,  surely  some 
of  the  really  pious  and  sincere  ministera  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  would  have 
brought  these  trucklers  for  worldly  power  and  honour, — who  are  thus  disgrado^ 
their  offloe  and  tbe  saered  cause  wbioh  they  solemnly  swore  to  uphold  puie  and 
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ttode&itd,— before  aome  of  the  cbarch*eourU,  aod  bad  the  uDseemly  nuiaanee  of  a 
mloiflter  wearing  the  tword  of  justice,  abated ! 

The  uabfulf  and  aticbrietlan  coDnezion  betw^fio  dharcb  and  dtate,  out  of  wbloh 
tM*  tttinaCural  unfon  ef  miniiter  and  maghtrate  sprung,  waa  originated  by  Con- 
•tenliBe,  eeotlouee  to  the  preeeDt  day,  and  has  been  productive  of  itrimease  in- 
jury to  the  purity  of  that  religion,  which  It  waa  designed  and  expected  to  cherish 
«nd  prooiote.  .  Had  that  first  Christian  emperor,  as  he  Is  called,  been  simple 
enoagh  merely  to  extend  to  Christians,  the  toleration  extended  by  Rome  to  all 
aorta  and  deaeriptiona  of  Idolaters,  he  would  have  done  much  more  real  service 
to  the  eaaae  of  pore  and  nndeilled  religion,  than  he  d|d  by  ostentatiously  pro- 
claiming himself  ita  nursing  father,  and  ordaining  it  the  state  religion  of  his 
acnpire.  The  parasites,  always  so  plenty  about  palaoea,  who  ever  are  what  his 
mijeaty  pleaaea,  saint,  sinner,  or  aensualist,—- of  course,  ostensibly  became  Chris- 
tians, as  this  was  pleasing  the  emperor,  and  one  of  the  readiest  modes  of  obtain- 
ing court  iavonr  and  proferment ;  and  thus  the  very  first  estaMisbment  of  Chris- 
tiaftity,  by  kiagly  anUhortty,  held  out  those  inducements  to  hypocrisy,  which  state 
rtUgtoos  have  ever  since  continued ;«— till,  in  point  of  faet,  a  state  religion  Is 
neither  more  nor  lees  than  a  premium  oflitred  for  hypocrisy  ;^aa  whatever  be 
tha  aiale  religion,  right  or  wrong,  true  or  falae,  la  aura  to  be  the  relfgion  of  all 
tkaae  who  have  an  eye  to  the  loaves  and  flahee ! 

The  bitter  fruits  of  this  anomalous  connexion  are  to  be  seen  In  full  blossom  In 
Ireland  at  the  present  moment.  England  Is  one  scene  of  heart-burning,  from 
the  same  mischief- working  cause.  In  Scotland,  we  are  not  Just  90  bad  ;  thanks 
ta  our  zealoua  and  noble-hearted  forefathers,  who  gallantly  and  successfully 
reatoted  the  Imposition  of  a  state  religion,  which  they,  In  their  consciences,  did 
not  approve,  recommended  though  it  was  by  kingly  authority,  and  by  the  splendid 
trappings  of  its  gaudy  and  theatrical  dressing  priesthood.  But  still  they  set  up 
a  atate  religion  in  Scotland,  more  akin,  certainly,  to  the  simplicity  and  purity  of 
the  primitive  eborcb,— but  equally  open  to  the  charge  of  Jolnlngf  together  what 
bad  no  proper  or  legitimate  connexion  ; — equally  opposed  to  the  ezpreas  declara- 
tioB  of  Christ ; — that  his  kingdom  was  not  temporal  but  spiritual ;  and  there- 
fbre  neither  to  be  benefitted  or  supported  by  Act  of  Parliament 

The  union  of  the  secular  and  spiritual  functions  has  long  existed  in  Englandt 
and  Is  chargeable  with  many  of  the  evils  which  the  mal-adminlstration  of  the 
laws,  particularly  the  poor  laws,  has  entailed  upon  that  portion  of  the  kingdom. 
It  directly  brings  the  spiritual  pastor  into  stern  collision  with  his  flock;  and  in 
place  of  his  standing  forward,  as  a  clergyman  should,  the  friend  and  protector  of 
the  poor  and  the  oppressed,  even  when  they  have  erred,— he  himself  la  the 
mouth-piece,  which  thunders  the  denunciationa  of  the  law  against  them  from 
the  magisterial  bench !  In  the  case  of  appeals  about  poor-rates,  which  are 
numerous,  the  clerical  magistrate  Is  placed  on  the  horns  of  a  similar  dilemma. 
In  as  far  at  least  as  his  usefulness  and  respectability  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel 
are  concerned ; — if  the  assessment  appealed  from,  is  reversed,  the  rato-rooelvera 
are  offended ; — If  It  Is  confirmed,  the  rate-payers  consider  themselves  wronged  ; 
ao  that.  In  either  eaae,  he  loaea  the  reapect  of  the  one,  or  the  affection  of  the 
otfcar.  The  atem  command  of  authority  la  thus  anbatitnted  for  the  mild  Toiea 
of  iafiaence ;  and  the  "  atrong  enforcement,*'  which  the  gentleneaa  of  peranaalon 
fiwnabelavad  dergyaan'a  llpa  would  have  aeenred,  la  loot  In  reluctant  obedience 
ta  tba  terrors  of  the  law. 

This'  being  the  effect  produced  by  throwing  the  magiaterial  gown  over  the 
aarpllee  In  England  ;  we  would  Indignantly  point  the  finger  of  acorn  at  thoae 
Preabyterlan  ministers,  who  seem  so  anxious  to  mei^e  the  plainness  of  the 
Ganeva  cloak  In  the  flashy  surtout  of  *'  ont  of  the  qMomm,**  "  with  good  fat 
capon  lined  !*'  We  have  not  the  means  of  immediately  ascertaining  the  names 
oFthe  whole  of  theae  Scotch  clerical  aapirants  to  judicial  hononra;  but  ao  aoon 
at  wa  have  done  so,  we  shall  exhibit  them  to  <be  loathing  pity  of  all  right  think- 
ing men.  They  will  most  likely  be  discovered  In  the  very  Indivldusls,  who^  In 
thdr  palpi ts,  and  at  corporation  guzxiea,  so  lustily  bawl  out  against  the  rapid 
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iipn>ad  of  iufidelity  and  Irrvligloa  through  the  land !  Vfhj^  it  la  their 
inconsistent  coudact  that  is  to  Uama,— it  is  to  them,  and  suob  like  frolvee  itt 
sheep's  clothing,  that  we  are  indebted  for  mach  of  the  irreligion  and  frnmeFBlity 
that  now  desecrates  Scotland  ;  who,  thsmselres  having^cl imbed  through  the  win- 
dow of  tMtronage  into  the  ehuroh-fbld,  now  ehoir  that  they  are  birelkifi,  by 
caring  more  for  the  tetnporalltiee  than  the  spirltaaiities  of  their  flock;-— by 
truckling  to  the  whims,  and  aiding  and  abetting  the, follies,  if  not  the  crimes  of 
their  patrons,  in  order  that-  they  mny  be  allowed  to  appear  among  gentiemen  i 
and  fawn  and  cringe  lilce  sycophants,  as  they  are,  till  at  last  they  obtain  their 
object,  and  get  their  name  inserted  in  the  commission  for  the  county,  and  are 
installed  Justices  of  the  Peace!  For  instance,  the  Rey.  Dr.  John  Graham, 
J.  Pk,  the  iiev.  Dr.  J.  Laurie,  J.  P.  Oh  for  a  whip  of  scorpions  to  whip  such 
ret erend  trucklers  through  the  world !  When  clergymen  *'  play  such  fantaatie 
tricks  before  high  heaven,*'  well  may  *<tbe  angels  weep!*'

I  HAD  beard  that  the  Hpuse  of  Commoas  was  onte-  fill«  Stephen « 
Chapel ;  and  thought  that  its  aittple  area,  where  ascendiDg  imngea  of 
seats  at  the  sides  displaced  the  pews  and  stalls,  with  high-arched 
Gothic  roof  surmounting  all,  would  not  be  aa  inappropriate  place  for 
the  meeting  of  such  an  assembler.     Though

no  longer,  and  the  '<  applause  of  listening  senates,"  responsive  to  the 

flowing  periods  of  some  modem  Chatham,  has  succeeded  to  the  deep 

"^^^pason  of  the  organ  and  the  shrill  voices  of  the  choristers,  the  meta- 

phoiia  w^  not  inore  extraordinary  than  that  of  a  pew-fitted  church 

sd  Into  a  vestiy-room,  and  niade  the  8<;ene  of  parochial  bickerings. 

dull  bomtly  read  in  drtining  tone,  with  nasal  tirang,  baa  given 

tedious  prosing  pf  a  lengthy  speiech.     Aa  a  ^<  atranger  in 

h  a  natural  curiosity  to  hear  the  delibemtioiMi  of  the 

ilngland ;  and  I  found  my  way  to  Weslo^iiBter  .{lall 
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aboot  ris  o'clock  in  the  evening.  After  threading  tny  deFious  way 
through  wide  but  iiiirijeate  paassges,  opening  many  wrong  doors  by 
the  way,  I  entered  a  lobby,  along  which  an  avenue  was  formed  by  a 
naraber  of  persona  assembled,  leading  to  a  pair  of  folding  doors.  I  am 
right,  said  I,  this  is  evidently  the  Gallery-door ;  and  I  mixed  ivith  afew 
d€cent*looking  persons  who  were  pi'oceediog  towards  it,  and  was' 
about  entering,  when  I  was  stopped  by  a  powdered  gentleman  in 
black,  who  inquired  what  was  my  business  there;  or  if  I  had: 
Mr.  Speaker's  order  ?  Now  I  had  been  nsulde  aware  that  the  sight  of 
Mr.  King's  token  was,  a  better  talisman  than  the  order  of  a  member  ; 
so  in  answer  to  liis  question  I  slipped  a  balf-.crown  into  the  powdered 
gentleflsaa's  hand;  but,. to  my  surprise,  he  refused  it,  saying,  "  You 
are  in  a  mistake.  Sir;  iti^  the  Gallery  you  want ;"  directing. me  to  a 
narrow  doorway  in  x>ne  corner.  I  apologized^  and  proceeded  up  a 
narrow  etwroase  to  a  greeu.door,  where  another  whiteheaded  person 
told  me  that  the  Gallery.  \«fas  full.  Not  Ukimg  to  be  disappointed,  I; 
politely  asked  if  he  weiis  quitei  certain,  at  the  eame.  time  slifiping  the 
ulienlan  iato  bis  hand :  he  said  he  would  see,  and,  returning,  iadmitted 
me  up  a  lihorter  and  narrower  stair  into  what  would  be  tfaeioirgah-loft 
of  a  chapel.  The  seats  were  iHed,.aTld  I  was'  fain  to.  stand  ift  the 
narrow  doorway,  like  one  of  tlie  Cariatides,  my  head;  teuohin^  the 
ceiling.  I  stood,  for  a  moment  Ju  astonishment.  Instead  of  Uha  lofty- 
roof  and  spacious  aisles  of  a  Gothic  cburcb,  here  wiaa  small  anftiqnacod. 
Presbyterian-lookiog  chapel,  with  a  gallery  on  each  sidet.  all  ef  dull  eak, 
and  supported  by  slender  Cast-iron  pi|!ars,'apd  having  a  )ow!,  flat^  wbSte-' 
washed  roof,  front  ^be  centi;v  of  which  hung  a  large- old4a8htpneci  brass; 
chandelier ^od  four  olbet  small  onesy  with  candles.  I  had  tbonglii  all. 
public  places  were  lighted  with' gas.  •  The.  lower  /  part  of  tbe  chapel 
was  fitt^  up  with  benches' along  eacb.eide^  leaving,  A.  passage,  in  the 
middle ;  which  was  partly  obstructed  by  H  table***Uke  the  oonamnnion* 
table  of  a  meetiog-hiettse— on  which  lay  some  books  and  a^Iden  ma^e 
glitteiiog  in  tbe  Hgbt ;  the  mace  :and  tbe  chandelier  being  the  only 
bright  objects  .in  the  scene. 

At  this  table  sat  two  £ai  and  florid-faced  persons  in  counsellors' 
wigs  and  gowns,  looking  on.     Behind  them,  in  place  of  a  pulpit,  %va9 
a  tall -backed  seat,  with  a  sort  of  little  roofer  sounding-board  over  it, 
with  the  King's  arms  thereon.     In  tbia  seat  reclined,  in  an  easy  bine 
elegant  attitude,  another  florid-faced  personage^  in  a  long,  flapped  wig, 
whose  lappets  even  seemed  to  flow  gracefully.;,  bis  look  beamed  witif 
suavity  and  gobd-humonr ;  he  had  a  twinkling  eye^  and  a  bland  but 
rogaish  smile  played  about  bis  lips ;  his  manner  was  quiet,  cbrdiaVand' 
gentlemanly*    Therts  was  a  continual  bustle  and  hum  aa  in  a  Jilve  of 
bees*  or  on  'Change;  no  one  seemed  to  be  doing  any  thing,  bowievor, 
but  all  eeemed  to  have  something  to  say.

reitless  witb  th«  exArtioo— many  of  then  abnffltDg  thm  feet  and 
groaning  nrith  pain-— that  the  speaker  could  not  be  heaid,  and  was 
fain  to  sit  down.  I  obaerred  with  surpriee,  that  several  persons  near 
ne  most  indecorously  and  anfeelingly  laughed  at  these  painftil  symp* 
toms ;  and  on  my  remarking  on  this  in  a  whisper  to  my  neat  neigh* 
boar,  he  told  me,  witb  a  stare  of  astonishment,  that  this  was  the  way 
ia  which  the  House  manifested  its  impatience ;  and  then  it  oocorrod 
to  me  that  the  coughing  was  unusuaHy  hard  and  forced. 

There  was  now  a  stir  ia  the  house ;  and  after  some  conversatioa, 
tliB  bland  gentleman  with  the  rosy  smiling  (ace  left  his  seat*  and  abakl- 
Headed  portly  man  seated  himself  beside  the  two  wigged  persona  at 
the  table,  under  which  the  mace  was  now  laid.  There  was  aooa  after 
a  great  rush  of  members  into  tlto  body  of  the  House,  and  spetttaton 
were  beginning  to  fill  the  side  galleries.  I  went  oat  with  some  odmr 
persons  near  me,  who  t  supposed  were  like  myself  going  to  try  for  a 
front  seat  in  one  of  these  side-galleries;  and  after  poking  about  a 
little,  I  found  my  way  in,  and  seated  myself  on  a  very  comfbrtaMe 
ooshioned  bench,  which  I  much  preferred  to  the  matted  seat  I  had  left 
But  I  had  scai^ty  time  to  feheitate  myself  on  the  agreeable  diaage» 
befoM  a  person  in  black,  with  a  badge  hung  round  his  neck,  inquired 
^,  if  I  were  a  member  of  the  House  ?    i  said  no,  that  1  was

ooly  a  listener.    To  which  he  replied,  in  a  sharp  uncivil  tone,  eiogii- 

]lu)y  at  variance  with  that  of  his  question,  that  this  was  the  Members' 
Qgllery,  and  not  a  place  for  me ;  I  must  go  round  into  the  Strangere* 
Gallery.  I  had  some  diflBculty  in  getting  in  again ;  but  when  I  ^d, 
liie  scene  presented  a  singular  contrast.  AH  was  quiet  in  the  Houaa^ 
save  the  bigh-pitched  voice,  in  which  the  Irish  brogue  was  apparent, 
^f  •  speaker  *  who  was  listened  to  with  breathless  attention.  At  tbe 
back  of  the  Gallery,  sat  a  row  of  shrewd-looking,  p^-frced  young 
meUf  taking  notes  with  great  rapidity,  who  had  been  laughing  and 
joking  before.  I  was  fortunately  able  to  get  a  good  view  of  the  nenon 
of  Uie  speaker,  between  the  chandeliers.  He  was  a  Kttle  man,  in  black ; 
pale,  and  witb  dark  hair  and  eye-brows,  from  under  which  his  eyna 
peered  out  like  sparks  of  light  from  a  cavern.  He  spoke  vehemently, 
yet  temperately,  and  with  extraordinary  fluency :  his  senteaoes  were  epi- 
grammatic, neat,  concise,  and  polished,  and  followed  each  other,  witb 
brief  but  regulated  pauses  between,  like  a  eucoession  of  pointed  urows. 
His  action  was  angular,  yet  not  ungraceful,  and  apparently  sponta- 
neous. He  leaned  at  times  almost  across  llie  table,  stretching  forth  hie 
gloved  hands,  and  pointing  his  finger  to  some  one  sitting  opposite, 
bending  his  head  forward,  like  a  serpent  about  to  dart  at  Ins  prey ; 
his  words  winding  with  a  flow  of  sarcasm,  smooth  and  cutting  as  ti»e 
sweep  of  a  scimitar.  Anon  he  beoame  yet  more  impassioned ;  hie 
voice  rose  to  an  almost  painful  pitch ;  and  waving  his  arm  in  the  air, 
be  scattered  flowers  o#  Hietoric  like  one  of  Jove's  minions  flinging 
Dflf  around.  He  couM  hardly  proceed,  for  the  noi|e  of  members 
us  in  various  tones,  from  the- gibber  of  a  ghoevto  the  croak  of 
tig,  **  Hear-ear-ear«^ear-ear !"  till  it  rose  into  one  great  shoat 
prar«wboop  of  a  tribe  of  Indians.

Il  WM  womB  lini^  before  a  tall  tbln  gentleman,  *  alto  pale  fkced^ihe 
pradamiaance  of  pale  faces  was  remarkable,  and  made'  the  rosy  gills  of 
the  wigged  persons  more  conspicnous,  Kke  the  sen  shioiog^  on  a  white 
ffoat)— >who  had  got  up  on  the  eloqnent  little  orator  sitting  down, 
could  get  a  bearing.  This  speaker  bed  light  bushf  hair,  a  heavy  hroW^ 
nqaillne  nose,  and  seemed  very  impatient  at  being  kept  standing  befofv 
he  conkl  be  heard ;  and  when  be  legato  to  speak,  it  was  evident  he  wib 
vexed*  He  spoke  distinctly,  in  rather  a  high  key,  and  with  a  consider- 
«ble  excitement  of  manner ;  looking  frequently  romd  to  those  who  sat 
behind  and  beside  him,  and  takii^ff  evident  pains  to  rovse  them  to  atte»> 
Uoii.  He  was  veryconfident  in  his  tbtoe,  and  seemed  to  be  well  satis- 
ikd  with  the  feroe  of  his  assertions :  bat  I  observed  be  ased  but  little 
argnment,  and  that  was  rather  clever  fencing  than  <iogent  reasoning. 
He  appeared  to  grow  soon  irritable  at  the  absence  of  assent  to  his 
autements,  though  there  were  several  "  Hear  eara!"  from  behind  bim. 
At  httt,  after  slapping  his  hands  till  they  must  have  been  sore,  and 
thwnping  a  dirty  red  box  till  I  thenght  the  lid  gave  way,  he  was 
proceedinff  with  increased  energy,  losing  fiercely  at  the  little  orator 
opposite  him,  and  was  evidentfy  producing  an  eflect  upon  all  the  mem- 
hers,  when  he  was  ioterrnpted  by  a  mild  remark  from  his  opponents 
This  seemed  to  exasperate  him  ;  for,  stopping  with  constrained  feelings, 
he  made  a  sneering  reply,  and  preceeoed  with  amaxing  and  almost 
furions  vehemence  of  manner,  till  at  length  every  sentence  he  ottered 
wan  almost  iaandible  at  its  close  by  the  boisterous  shouts  of  "  Hear^ar* 
ear  ("  which  bunt  from  all  sides.  I  was  too  much  absoHied  with  the 
novi>|  sight,  to  be  able  to  weigh  accurately  the  comparative  vahie  of  the 
niguments  adduced  ;  but  the  little  orator  convinced  me  most ;  though 
the  tall  one  seemed  trying  to  beat  out  that  conviction,  by  sheer  fowe 
of  words.  He  got  on  much  more  easily  when  the  shouting  began; 
though  I  did  not  think  he  spoke  to  the  point,  or  indeed,  that  he  theitf 
eared  mnch  what  he  said,  so  long  as  they  shouted.

Auother  saysi  there  is  more  sin  com- 
mitted at  every  general  Election  than  seven  years*  prayers  would  atone  for. 
Another  says,  how  can  the  gentlemen  expect  that  the  country  should  thrive, 
when  they  desert  it,  sell  their  tenants,  encourage  peijury,  and  share  In  the 
Spoils  of  corruption  ?  But,  your  honour,  my  neighbour  Pat.  Mahony  is  worse 
than  them  all.    Let  me  hear  what  the  villain  says,  Billy. 

'Tis  all  a  hombug  on  the-country,  says  he.  There  '«  no  fair  play  in  the  Par^it^- 
ment  or  out  of  it.  Our  professed  patriots,  when  once  in,  are  all  knaves,  and  the 
old  knaves  are  every  year  growing  worse.

BURGH  REFORM. 
Tub  Lord  Advocate,  greatly  to  his  credit,  has  already  introduced  a 
Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons,  for  Reforming  the  whole  of  tho 
Roytd  Boroughs  of  Scotland.  This  Bill  (of  which  we  have  been 
fmroured  with  a  copy)  is  very  liberal  so  far  as  it  g^es,  and  will,  on  tfie 
whole,  give  great  satisfaction  to  the  community.  It  utterly  annihilates 
the  system  of  self-election.  It  confers  the  right  on  the  citizens  who 
are  qualified  under  the  previous  Reform  Bill — that  is  to  say,  the  £10 
householders,  to  elect  annually  the  requisite  number  of  Town  Coun- 
cillors, who  again  are  to  elect  the  Provost  and  Baillies.  But  the 
frunchue  is  still  farther  extended,  because  every  Burgess,  whether  he 
has  a  £10  house  or  not,  is  to  have  a  vote  in  the  election  of  these 
Councillors,  provided  he  does  not  receive  parochial  relief. 

These  are  the  chief  principles  of  the  Bill,  and  we  repeat  our  convic- 
tion, that  they  will  givb  great  satisfaction  to  the  community.  There 
•re  some  minor  details  in  the  Bill  which  are  capable  of  improvement, 
and  which,  we  have  no  doubt,  will  be  attended  to. 

We  therefore  now  heartily  congratulate  our  readers  on  the  fact, 
that,  bv  the  1st  of  October  iiezt,  the  Royal  RoUen  Borough  system 
in  Scotland  will  be  extinguished  by  "  Act  of  Parliament"  The  "  self- 
elected,"  now  in  office,  must  then  bid  adieu  to  it.  For  this  Bill 
plainly  warns  them  to  get  about  their  business.  And  we  now  hereby 
tell,  by  far  the  greater  proportion  of  them,  whether  it  be  for  their' 
comfort  and  consohition  or  not,  thai  they  never  will  be  MayUlTcUee 
again  in  thie  world! 

LAW  REFORM. 

This  will  be  brought  about  too,  ere  longi  For  it  is  in  vain  to  think 
thai  the  Edinburgh  Judges,  or  the  Edinburgh  Monopoly^  will  be  suf- 
fered to  continue  much  longer  on  their,  or  its  present  footing.  As 
things  stand,  it  is  morally  impossible  for  any  man  who  embarks  in  a 
kwaiut  to  any  when,  or  how  it  will  terminate  ;  neither  can  any  uan^ 
who  may  be  dragged,  however  unjustly,  into  one,  say,  how  soon  he 
will  be  relieved  of  the  anxiety  and  expense  consequent  opon  \u  In 
l«el»  the  great  delay  and  enomiNis  eMoae  attending  almodkr  ev^  '' 
deacription  of  civil  eaaes,  broaghi  into  toe  aupraue  and  infisiior  r 
«f  Scotland,  above  the  vmloe  of  £8  iSji  %dL,  firequeiitly  aaW 
lotal  denial  of  joetiee,  sinee  many  imttv&duals  will  eaorifice  ihaEf 
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and  others  will  submit  to  wron^  snd  oppression,  rather  than  inrolve 
themselves,  and  perchance  their  families,  in  a  boundless  discussion,  and 
an  unlimited  expense,  which  might  prove,  as  experience  has  too  often 
demonstrated,  their  utter  ruin. 

Now,  just  contrast  the  system  which  exists  in  the  civil  courts,  with 
that  which  exists  in  the  criminal  courts  of  Scotland.  It  is  rare,  that 
a  person  apprehended  for  the  most  venial  offence,  or  for  the  most 
enormous  crime,  has  his  trial  vadjinai  tenienee  prolonged  for  many 
hours,  or  at  the  utmost  for  many  weeks.  And  if  such  despatch  be 
afforded  in  the  criminal  courts,  where  the  Judges,  by  the  bye,  are  not 
even  so  numerous  as  in  the  civil  courts,  we  can  perceive  no  reason 
why  the  like  celerity  or  despatch  should  not  be  afforded  to  the  lieges 
in  these  civil  courts — unless  there  be  a  disposition  in  <<high  quarters" 
to  encourage  the  tricks  and  quibbles  of  the  law,  and  to  put  money 
into  the  pockets  of  lawyers,  or  law  agents,  to  which  they  are  otherwise 
not  honestly  entitled. 

We  are  persuaded,  that  it  would  be  of  the  utmost  advantage  to  the 
people  of  Scotland,  if  trial  hy  Jury,  on  an  expeditious  principle,  and. 
cheap  form,  were  extended  to  the  whole  of  the  infeiior  courts  in  the 
kingdom,  and  that  parties  should  be  called  upon  to  confront  each  other- 
face  to  face  in  such  courts.    Some  of  the  absurd  and  expensive  U7r2/to/} 
forms  at  present  in  use  should  be  swe^taway^^.t  once.        .     ,, 

We  have  already  been  instrumental  in  getting  one  or  two  petitions 
on  this  subject  sent  up  to  Parliament  from  Glasgow — and  otners,  we 
hope,  will  soon  follow  from  all  parts  of  the  country* 

Meanwhile,  we  are  glad  to  perceive  that  Mr.  Itennedy,  qf  Dunure^ 
the  able  Member  for  the  Ayr  district  of.  Boroughs,  has  introduced  a 
Bill  in  the-  House  of  Commons,  increasing  the  power  of  the  Sheriff. 
to  dispose  of  cases'  in    the    Small    Debt  Court,    ^o  sums  of  £10. 
We  concur  with  the  Editor  of  the .  Qlasgow  Free  Press,  who  bt^

The  lawyers  are  the  only  ones  that  would  yelp  at  euch, 
a*  proposal,  for  it  would  tramp  some  of  their  heels,  and  diminish  the 
six  and  eightpences  most  wofully.     But  the  Billj  neverth^]es^  is  a 
great  boon  as  it  is. 

Mr.  Wallace  of  Kelly,  too,  is  labouring  in  the  same  vocation;  and 
is  evidently  making  himself  one  of  the  most  useful  and  popular  of  our 
Scotch  Members, — a  character,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  we  cannot  accord 
to  80  m^ny  of  them  as  wo  anticipated.    :    .  .     ^  i

common  with  many  others  (not  infidels  either),  that  it  will  he  one  of 
the  most  disgraceful  and  fatal  acts  ever  pronounced  by  the  <<  venerable 
body." 

Those  only  are  the  best  friends  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  who  now 
boldly  warn  her  of  her  danger. — It  is  in  vain  for  the  /i^pocriies  in  the 
church  to  taint  such  persons  with  irreligion  and  infidelity.  Aristo- 
cratic domination  and  clerical  knavery  are  now  duly  appreciated,  and 
cannot  be  much  longer  tolerated  by  the  people  of  a  free  country. — 
Therefore  we  say,  that  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  clear  herself 
of  her  own  abominations  in  proper  time, — at  the  very  first  '*  conveni- 
ent season,*'  otherwise  the  torch  will  be  set  to  her — as  it  is  already 
set  to  the  r,hurch  of  £ngland  and  the  church  of  Ireland — and  she  will 
fall  with  them  in  the  conflagration.

I  was  working  at  tombs  in  St.  Mango's  burying-ground,  and  two  boys  along 
with  nse,  where  we  happened  to  break  tu'o  of  the  tomb  covers  by  accident.  The 
eovers  were  about  five  cwt.,  and  when  we  had  so  many  of  them  to  place,  ft  was 
unreasonable  to  think  that  two  boys  and  myself  were  sufficient  to  lift  them.  But 
my  employers,  disregarding  all  reason  and  justice,  kept  up  my  wages  for  the  ac- 
cident. To  this  £  would  not  submit,  and  I  summoned  them  to  court,  and  the 
boys  as  witnesses.  The  court  viewed  the  matter  as  a  mere  accident,  and  decided 
in  my  favour.  But  Mr.  M'Callum  was  miserably  disappointed,  for  he  attended 
the  court  in  the  full  hope  of  an  easy  victory.  He  was  dressed  in  his  best,  and 
took  with  him  his  clerk,  no  doubt  to  record  the  case  in  bis  own  statute  books,  as 
a  standing  law  against  any  other  "  eOrtUee  smds**  who  might  be  guilty  of  break* 
iog  tomb  rails.  But,  Sir,  when  the  poor  boy  wlio  gave  evidence  in  the  case  re- 
turned to  his  work,  his  master,  mad  with  rage  and  disappointment,  immediately 
dismissed  him,  calling  him  a  perjured  vagabond,  and  all  the  abusive  names  which 
bis  Tulgar  vocabulary  could  furnish,  although,  Sir,  I  challenged  him  to  disprove 
one  single  word  of  what  the  boy  stated  in  the  court.

For,  according  to 
ihercUh  above  stated,  the  ^<  Establishment,**  instead  of  producing 
this  year  L^080  :  10  :  6,  ^honld  hare  produced  nearly  double  that 
sum.  This,  then,  in  a  complete  denoher  to  the  advocates  of  the 
**  EsftabMskment,"  and  we  leeive  them  to  chew  their  cud  upon  it, 
with  all  humOity,  as  long  Bfi  thfey  please.  We  ^y  again,  that  the 
^ISstj^kblUhed  Church"  in  Glasgow  is  supported  at  an  annual  ex- 
ftem^  or  hid  ia  the  whabitanU  at  iargey  of  no  less  than  L.5000 
lierlipgi.. 

But  we  shall  blow  it  up,  by  the  bare&ced  exposures  we  shall  now 
make  of  :it  in  regard  to  other  things».  which  we  have  ascertained, 
and  proved,  by  a- reference  to  the  City  Accounts,  docqueted  and 
subscribed  by  the  Lord  Provost  himself,  and  therefore  they  are 
undeniable, 

.  Here  is  a  beautiful  entry  in  the  City  Accounts  of  last  year,  which 
may  well  put  the  *<  Establishment'*  to  the  blush : — <<  Cash  paid 
Hamilton,  Monteith,  &  Co.  wine  for  the  Autumn  and  Spring  Sacra- 
ments, one  hundred  and/tfty^eeven  pounds  eleven  shillinpsJ* 

Why,  according  to  Dr.  Cleland,  the  whole  of  the  City  Churches 
only  can  contain  12,332  sitters.  Yet  we  have  made  a  calculation, 
and  find  that  at  the  rate  of  L.1 :  15s.  per  dozen,  which  we  believe  is 
about  the  price  of  the  very  best  Port  wine  that  can  be  had,  the 
above  sum  of  L.1 57  :  10s.  would  j)roduce  about  90  doz.  of  wine,  or 
upwards  of  14,000  glasses,  so  that,  if  even  the  whole  of  the  **  Es- 
tablished. Churches"  were  crammed  by  n^en,  women,  and  children, 
th^re  would  b^  one  full  glass  to  each  of  them,  and  a  surplus  to  the 
good  pf  abqut  2000  glasses,  which  might  g<;>  to  tiic  *<  Kirk  Sessions  P 

]MWeU»  now,  in  the  face  of  such  a  soandalom  &ct,  who  will  defend 
thttitenir  flur  wine?  In  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  when^they  have 
two  ohurches  more  than  we  have  In  Glasgow,  we  have  ascertained, 
tjbbi  last  year  the  item  for  wine  is  there  only  stated  at  L.65,  being 
more  than  a  half  lees  of  what  it. is i in  Glasgow. I r*-*£)0e4  this  feet, 
ibettSoret  not  raise  a  strong  presumption  tbeit  there  is  peculation 
herCf  on  the  part  of  the  Established  Clergy^  or  those  for  whpm  they 
aH  answerable?  Do  th^  not,  ia  fiict,  send  a. considerable  part  of 
this  wine. home  to.their  own  houses^  to  serve  the  piurposes  of  their 
own  table,  at  the. expense  of  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow  ? 

We  have  heard,  Itideed,  6t  the  curious  way  these  things  are  ma- 
naged. It  seems  all  the  Churches  get  the  allowance  doled  oat  to 
them  alike,  though  there  is  a  beggarly  account  of  empty  pews  in 
some 'of  Ihem,  compared  with  others ;  therefore  the  lesser  number 
just  makes  the  greater  living,  on  which  principle^  it  is  stated,  that 
a  Rev*  ¥$iiher '  defunct  had  accumulated 'SUch  a  quantity  of  Port 
wine  in  his  eellars,  that  about  the  sacrament  time,  he  used  to  tap 
Ids  beadlis  on  the  shoulder,  and  say,  **  John,  you'll  better  bring  me 
ufiithis  time  two  dozens  of  Rum,  and  one  of  Brandy,  in  place  of  the 
i^)rt"*--^And  the  order  would  be  attended  to,  we  have  no  doubt 

'  Tho  knowledge  of  these  things,  we  think,  is  quite  sufficient  to  bring 
the  f^bole '  *<  Establishment"  into  ridicule  and  contempt.     But  for 
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•peaking  of  ihem  in  the  way  we  have  done,  and  as  othen  will  do,  the 
C5lergy,  foraooth,  will  torn  np  their  eyee,  and  use  the  canting  expres- 
sions, that  '*  infidelity  and  immonility,  are  stalking  through  our  land  I" 
The  hypocrites — let  them  pluck  the  mote  out  of  their  own  eyes  I 

Bat  here  is  another  small  item  which  ends  all  commentary  on  the 
mbove.  ''  Cash  paid  James  CleUand  (the  doctor  himself,)./!^  washing 
a/sd  mendmg  Church  linens^  £6  0«.  dcL*'  Verily,  the  greatest  enemy 
of  Church  Estahlishments  in  Glasgow,  or  any  where  else,  could  not 
baye  invented  a  hotter  article  than  the  above,  famished  by  the  **  autho- 
rities,** themselves  to  run  them  down.  Should  not  these  things,  we 
ask,  Bol  be  attended  to  by  the  Kirh  Sessions,  and  defcayed  out  of 
their  own  proper  funds  ? 

BaUis  James  Cieland  for  washing  and  mending  Church  Unen  I 
—Oh  dear ; — ^after  thai  any  thing.  It  shows,  however,  on  what  a  nide 
friendly  and  accommodating  footing  the  Clergy  and  the*  Magistrates 
are  upon  with  each  other.     Church  and  State  for  ever  f  Hu22a  I' 

But  let  us  follow  them  a  little  farther;  let  us  examine  a  few  other 
of  their  transactions  of  last  year.  In  that  period,  there  have  been  two 
^^ordinations'*  in  Glasgow,  viz.  Mr.  Lorimer  to  St.  David's,  and'  ftf r. 
Henderson  to  St.  Enoch's.  And  the  CIteigy  and  the  Magistrates  must 
needs  have  a  dinner  on  the  head  of  them  according  to  use  and  wont. 
Very  well.  Mr.  Fleck's  biH  for  the  former,  amounta  to  £52  lOs.  6d. 
—and  for  the  latter,  to  £9S  I !«-.  8cf.,  independent  of  some  £5(^  or 
£60  of  the  incidental  expenses  connected  with  these  '^  ordinations,** 
•U  charged  as  a  matter  of  course  to  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow,  and 
tiierefore  they  ought  to  be  proud  of  having  such  an  <<  Establishment** 
•f  good  hearty  eating  Clergy  and  Magistrates. 

And  how  anxious  must  Dr.  Cieland  not  have  been  to  ke^  the 
pockets  of  the  Clergy  skaithless,  since  we  find  that  the  very  postage  of 
the  letters  to  the  Cleiigy,  inviting  them  to  these  dinners,  were  actually 
d«firayed  by  him  in  the  first  instance,  and  brought  to  the  debit  of  the 
cttisena  in  the  next,  to  the  extent  of  lfi«.  4id.  There  is  a  proof  to 
yon,  ye  ignorant  men  of  Gotham,  of  the  Dr.'s  attention  to  all  year 
nvlliftrions  interests,  in  paying  inter  aha,  the  penny  lettera  to  the 
Rev.  Fathers ! 

And  the  Town  C&ri^.— They  only  charge  £4  St.  M.  ^'iw  writing 
Setters  to  the  Ckrgy,  with  the  Proclamatieo  against  Sabbath  Phifana* 
taon***  This  is  the  precise  entry  in  the  City  Accounts ;«— as  if  the  Town 
Clerks  could  not  afford  to  issue  this  kte  ordinance  about  the  Sabbath 
without pc^mentf  over  and  besidee,  their  enormous  sakries,  the  aaiiMuit 
of  which  no  man  can  well  know  but  themselves. 

We  find  also,  that  the  very  stamp  for  the  letters  of  presentation  to 
tlie  Rev.  Messrs.  Henderson  and  Lorimer,  besides  the  fees  for  draw- 
ing these  presentations,  are  charged  in  these  accounts  against  the 
chiaeBi  of  Glasgow,  while  every  man  knows  that  in  aU  other  traasao* 
tions  of  life  the  party  receiving  the  benefit— the  party,  for  instance, 
drawing  the  money,  and  he  alone  is  called  upon  to  pay  the  stamp 
raeeipt.  But  it  seems  a  different  rule  is  observable  with  the  Clergy. 
In  the  **  Bstabiiehed^*  Church.  Caleb  them  puttmg  their  banda;^ 
their  pockets  to  pay  one  farthing  if  they  can  help  it.     And  so  t' 
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hmnoured  in  tbU  respect  hj  our  civic  rulen,  even  to  th^  .yetypen- 

fiitg,' 

.  It  is  to  trifles  such  as  these,  we  humblf  think,  thcit  atteptioa  baght 

to  be  paid.    The^  prove  that  the  whole  principle  of  the  *.*  Bstabhsh- 

mQnt"  in  all  its  ramifications,  is  utterly  bad  and  defenceless.     And  In 

giving '  it  a  blow  in  the  manner  we  have  now  doti^,  we  .onljr  think  we 

are  (ntcharging  our  duty  to  the  public  at  large.

But  the /9&  is  not  yet  even  flmshed,— -we  mean  the  expenses  of  it, 
beeause  muxt  year,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  pther  ^w-

■sane  score,  to  die  sxtent  of  hundreds  of  pounds.  And  all  tor  what  ? 
Far  what  ?«— Became  our  worthy  rulers  did  not  wish  that  the  citizens 
of  Glasgow  should  purchase  eJteap  coals  from  Mr.  William  DixoD  I 
Tfas  **  vested  .rights'  of  the  '*  corporation,"  forsooth,  were  to  be  injured 
by  such  a  proposal,  and  hence  they  opposed  it  Parliament  in  the  most 
bare-laoed  manBer»  such  as  to  excite  even  the  indignation  of  Sir  M«  S. 
Stewart,  -  the  obaimiaii  of  the  Psrliamontary  Gemmittee,  wlio  did  not 
serapbtoidedare  that  the  opposition  of  the  Magistrates  to  this  pro* 
posal  of  a  rail-road  to  benefit  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  was  utterly  die** 
graceful  to  them.  But,  though  our  worthy  Magistrates  were  defeated, 
and  most  properly  defeated,  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  and  the  ckarUabh 
fiuidt  of  Hutchisons'  Hospital  must  pay  the  piper  to  the  extent  of  some 
thauaands  <jfpmmidBi  the  citizans  all  the  while  nev^  having  been  onon 
consulted  hy  them  on  the  subject  1

ftave  been  every  whit  more  creditable.

^iS|^ife'*~.«r  whether  he  means  to  apply  it  to  all  those  persone  who^

— the  Factory  Bill — be  right  or  wrong,  nevertheless  interest  them- 
adves  about  it,  perhaps  believing  that  the  question  of  IFAt/e  slaverr 
in  England,  is  just  as  important  to  them  as  the  question  oiP  Bladi 
slavery  in  Jamaica ; — we  say  we  do  not  know  whether  Mr..  Kirkman

Scotland,  we  mean  Mr.  Alex.  Richmond,  of  notorious  memory. —

w4iat  follows :— . 
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jibUract  o/lht  FatUtriet  Labour  Bill. 

Tht  preuiiUa  ttotet  that  it  ha*  beoooie  neeeMuy  to  reguhts  the  houn  of  Uwur  ia 
millt  mod  factories,  '*  inatmuch  at  it  is  the  practice  in  toch  placet  to  employ  a  gnmt 
number  ot  cUMrra,  and  young  penont  of  both  tezea,  an  uoreaaoDaUe  lei^th  of  tioM, 
and  late  at  night,  and  in  many  inttances  all  nighty  to  the  great  and  manilieat  iojarjr 
of  the  health  and  monlt  of  each  children  and  young  persona.'* 

The  first  clause  protects  persons  under  twenty-ene  from  night  work,  or  from  U* 
booring  between  seven  in  the  evening  and  six  in  the  mormng. 

Persons  under  eighteen  shall  not  be  employed  in  labour  more  than  ten  hoara  a  day, 
or  than  eight  on  a  Saturday.  Those  hours  to  be  twelve  and  ten  respectivelyi  raesJ 
time  included. 

The  hours  of  meals  to  be  one  and  the  eame  for  all  children  and  young  persona  en- 
gaged in  the  eame  ftctory. 

The  hours  of  labour  may  be  varied  under  certain  circumstances,  as  to  their  eommeneo-' 
ment  and  termination,  but  not  as  to  their  length. 

Hme  alleged  to  be  loet  in  eensequence  of  impisdlMents  in  the  machinery,  not  to  bo 
made  up  by  the  young  optntivee. 

Mo  chiklrsn  under  nine  years  of  age  to  be  employed. 

Mono  of  the  young  persons  to  be  detained  on  Sundays  in  cleaning  the  machinery. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  working  rooms  to  be  white-washed  at  leaat  once  a 
year,  unless  tfaey  have  been  painted. 

In  the  future  erection  of  factories  it  shall  be  provided  that  none  of  the  working 
rooms  shall  be  less  than  ten  ieet  in  height. 

In  enforcing  the  penalties  and  provisions  of  these  clauses,  no  Justices  of  peace 
interested  in  factory  property  are  to  act. 

The  rqinlatioDs  of  tiiis  act  to  be  hung  up  in  the  milk,  and  time  booka  to  be  kept^ 
with  heavy  penalties  for  &lse  entries. 

,  .The  time  of  labour  to  be  regulated — not  by  the  "  speed-clocks**  which  are  osually 
attached  to  the  machinery,  but  by  regular  time>pieces  set  by  the  nearest  public  clock. 

The  machinery  to  be  fenced  or  bmwd  off,  so  aa  to  prevent  eccidents.  Fatal  aeci- 
dcnts  oocnring  through  neglect  of  this  dense  to  be  imputed  aa  *'  man-slanghter*'  to 
the  owners  of  the  factory  i  and  where  the  accident  may  not  amount  to  loea  of  life,  bnt 
to  grievona  injury  of  body  or  limb,  the  ownen  to  deposit  pecuniary  compensation  ibr 
the  snffierer. 

The  remainder  of  the  bill  relates  prindpally  to  penalties  for  woiking  enginee  at  im- 
proper houre,  the  mode  of  recovering  penalties,  and  some  other  minor  details.  Towsxda 
the  eonelosion  there  is  one  clause,  the  only  one  we  find  feult  with,  sanctioning  a  cer- 
tain protraction  of  Jkbe  time  of  labour  for  the  first  six  months  altar  the  pnssiog  of  tbn 
net,  for  the  exprem  purpoee  of  not  bearing  hard  on  the  msater  maunfacturers  by  the 
sudden  limitation  of  the  daily  labour.     We  would  not  allow  them  any  auch  courtesy. 

The  new  enactment,  it  is  proposed,  shall  come  into  force  from  and  after  the  first  of 
Juif  next.

THE  CHURCH  IN  IRELAND. 

Catholic  Emancipation  was  a  boon  to  the  aristocracy  and  gentry  of 
Ireland.  They  are  now  eligible  to  places  of  honour  and  emolumenty 
which  were  formeriy  closed  against  them.  Nothing  could  be  mora 
unjust,  intolerant,  and  indefensible  than  their  exclusion  from  the  pri- 
▼ileges  of  freemen  and  loyal  subjects  of  the  Crown ;  and  they  were  per- 
fectly right  to  stmggle  might  and  main  to  be  relieved  ftiom  this  stigma. 
But  it  would  be  difficult  to  point  out  in  what  manner  the  great  body 
of  Irish  Catholics — the  million — the  nation  in  fact — ^were  directly  bene- 
fited by  the  remoyal  of  the  Catholic  disabilities.  Absenteeism  was 
not  diminished ;  rents  remained  as  outrageously  high  as  ever ;  tithes, 
Vestry  rates,  and  Grand  Jury  assessments,  were  just  as  oppressive  and 
anno3ring  as  if  Mr.  O'Connell  and  Lord  Killeen  were  still  excluded 
from  the  House  of  Commons.  It  was  erident,  therefore,  to  the  mean- 
est capacity,  that  the  great  measure  of  the  last  reign  should  hare 
been  speedily  followed  up  by  other  measures  of  a  more  practically  reme* 
dial  nature,  if  any  alleviation  of  Irish  misery  and  discontent  was  to  be 
expected. 

The  collection  of  tithes  soon  became  impossible ;  and  the  Reform- 
ing Ministry  undertook  to  relieve  the  farmer  and  the  peasant,  and  pro- 
tect the  clergyman,  by  comutingthem  for  the  future,  and  endeavouring 
to  collect  the  arrears  of  past  years.  How  miserably  this  plan  has  fiiiled, 
IS  known  to  all  the  world.  Tithe  prosecutions,  by  tens  of  thousands, 
have  irritated  the  Irish  peasantry  almost  to  madness.  The  clergy 
have  been  hunted  out  of  the  country  like  a  drove  of  wolves.  Some 
have  been  murdered — many  more  despoiled  ofthe  means  of  subsistence, 
and  forced  to  exchange  affluence  and  comfort  for  the  bitter  bread  of 
charity.  This  state  of  things,  of  course,  was  not  to  be  endured.  Vast 
multitudes  of  the  peasantry  have  been  cut  off  by  famine  and  disease. 
But  famines,  as  the  Duke  of  Wellington  coolly  remarked,  were  perio- 
dical in  Ireland ;  and  the  typhus  fever  was  one  of  the  best  friends  the 
poor  wretches  possessed.  As  soon,  however,  a»  gentlemen  with 
their  families  became  sufferers — as  soon  as  clergymen,  with  th^ 
eight  or  iPii  children,  fled  to  England  to  seek  refuge  at  the  pt^f^ 
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m«9non»  and  to  i^ftt  .up  tbe  jpuHlag9d.j:evenaes  4^  tbejiatarnBl 
4i^p  we  well  knew  iMi  the  reform  of  the  IrUh  Cburoh  Esubluhmeot 
lyaui  lyt  band.  Accordingly  we  find  thai  the  Ministry  hwre  deteraiiiiad 
appn  a. plan  which  really  promiaes  to  effect  extensive  good*  It  ia  not 
a  piece  of  Archiepiscopal  delusion  ;  there  are  no  special  ezenptiona  in 
it  for  the  pluralities  of  Bbhops — no  disgraceful  provision  for  titled 
laziness.  The  man  of  purple  and  of  palaces  is  made  to  feel  the  knife 
of  the  operator,  while  the  poor  euraite  of  libe  village  is  spared. 

Lord  Althorpi  who  brQV|;ht  forward  the  meaavre  in  the  Ho«ae  of 
Commons,  surprised,  many  persons  by  stating,  tlbat  the  income  of  the 
Irish  Bishops  only  amountea  to  £130,000  per  annum.  We  presume^ 
(lowever,  toat  their  astonishment  vas  materially  diminished^  and  the 
mystery  of  this  cpmparative  {poverty  of  the  lught  Reverend  Bench 
satisfactorily  solved,  bv  another  met,  which  ms  Lordship  stated^ 
namely,  that  the  Church  lands  were  really  worth  about  £600,000  per 
annum,  although  the  Bishops  received  only  £100,000.  Simpletons 
will  cry  out  at  onee*^^  miat  charitable  and  dimaterested  beings  } 
Wb^t  wickedly  qajbuipniated  men  these  Iriah  Bishops  have  been  I 
Only  think,  they  take  but  one-sixth  of  the  money  that  is  feirly  due  to 
tjbem  !"-^But  wait  a  minute :  whtU  U  ihe  amofint  qfjSneSj  upon  the 
ref^ewal  of  leases,  which  these  charitable  divines  are  in  the  habit  of 
pocketing?  When  tba  annual  rent  is  so  utterly  disproportionate  to 
the  annual  ro/iM  of  their  lands,  it  is  dear  that  the  £nes  must  be  enor- 
mously large.  Here  liesthe  grand  secret  of  episcopal  wealth.  In  En^and, 
the  Bishops  can  let  lands  for  three  lives.  We  know  of  aa  estate  in 
the  diocese  of  London  which  pays  the  modest  rent  to  the  Bishop  of 
somewhat  less  than  £90  per  annum :  it  is  really  «:orth  nearly  £900 
mmually.  Does  the  Bishop  give  up  the  remaining  £810  ?  Certainly 
be  does ;  and  only  asks  about  £3,000  to  renew  one  of  the  three  Uvea 
whenever  it  may  drop  in.  One  of  the  poorest  Bishoprics  in  England 
10  that  of  Chester.  We  have  heard,  however,  that  one  of  the  late 
holders  of  tb^see  was  fortunate  enough  to  receive  upwards  of  £20^000 
daring  a  sbprt  residence  there,  in  the  way  of  fines  for  the  renewal  of 
leases.  It  is  clear  that  no  accounts  nuw  be  more  deceptive,  aa  to  the 
refl  value  of  a  bishopric,  than  those-  which  very  correctly  aupply  the 
fuipnal  rental.     . 

If  i^e  are  fight  in  conjectpring  that  very  laige  sums  must  have  been 
received  by  the  Irish  Bishops  for  the  renewal  of  their  leases,  the  pro* 
posed  n^easure  of  reform  will  indeed  be  i|  heavy  blow  upon  these  dig* 
oitarif  s»  For  it  is  pan  of  the  plan,  that  the  present  leasees  shall  bis 
empowered  to  acquire  a  perpetuity  in  their  leases  at  six  years*  purchase; 
the  annual  value  to  be  calculated  upon  a  fair  corn-rent.  The  £'3,000»000 

Shich  will  thus  be  obtained,  is  to  form  a  fund  which  is  to  belong  tp 
le  State*  and  to  be  applied  to  secular  purposes.    Thus,  the  first  step 
will  be  made  towards  the  appropriation  of  Church  property  to  other 
han  Ecclesiastical  uses. 

Tb^  .other  part  of  this  measure  seem  honestly  calculated  to  allay 
rritation  in  Ireland;  although  the  amount  of  pecuniary  saving  effected

a^imd«ic0  to  anairer  for,,  widioiit  bebigentqiDbaMd  with  die  manifeM 
ittiqnitias  of  ber  bloated  slneciire  sister.  In'en»  reepeet,  these  saga 
tioas  pensons  will,  we  dotAt  not,  pra^  troe  prdpbetsr— tfaatis,  tnsaf- 
iag  mz  the  reform  in  the  Irish  Cborch  is  onljr  a  preliminary  to  the 
purging  6f  tbe  English  Establishment.

It  has  occasioQod.us  mucl)  concern  to  think  that  the  invaluable  life  of 
Mr.  Kialoch  has,  in  all  human  probability,  been  sacrificed  to  the  incessant 
care  and  anxietv  be  manifested  to  protect  the  rights  and  liberties  of  eight 
millions  of  our  fellow  subjects  hi  Ireland,  from  one- of  the  most  arbitrary 
and  des^tic  bills  which,  we  take  leave  to  say,  was  ever  intiodtced  to  Par* 
Ikment  in  its  worst  his^c^ry. 

We  cannot,' Fellow  CJoontrymen,  make  known  to  you,  all  the.gootlments 
that  agitate  ns,  on  the  present  pcamion.  .But  we  beg  of  you  to  accept 
this  sincere  and  heartfelt  expression  of  regret  for  the  ffreat<— the  irrepaiw 
able  loss. which  you  have  sustained,  with  toe  Nation  at  Targe,  by  the  death 
of  your  honoured  Representative. 

We  know  that  the  inhabitants  of  Doodee  had  the  honour  to  pro- 
duce one  distinguished  martvr  to  the  cause  of  Liberty  in  the  year 
1793,  in  the  person  of  the  virtuous  and  memorable  Thomas  F.  Palmer. 
We  had  aknost  said  that  they  have  produced  another  martyr  to  that  eauao 
in  tfie  year  1833,  in  the  person  of  the  now  lamented  Oeoinfe  Kinlooh  of 
Kinlocb* 

In  ooodiisipp,  Fellpw  Country ijseo,  we  would  now  invoke  the  sacred 
name  of  Libert^Tt  and  fervently  pray  that,  as  vou  have  been  distinguished 
for  your  patriotism  in  times  past,  so  you  will  now  endeavour  to  place  the 
mantle  ot  the  patriot,  Riulocu  of  Kinlocb,  on  some  one  who  will  at  least 
endeavour  to  tread  in  his  footsteps.**

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SYNOD  OF  GLASGOW  AND  AYR. 

Thc  Rey.  Fathers  within  these  bounds  met  in  conclave  in  the  Tron 
Kirk  Session  House,  Glasgow,  on  the  10th  of  April  current,  and  one 
of  the  cases  they  proceedjed  to  dispose  of,  was  an  appeal  of  the  Rer. 
Mr.  J.  Brown,  Probationer,  against  a  sentence  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow,  finding  him  guilty  of  the  clencal  crime  of  '*  Simony,**  in  re- 
ference to  the  presentation  to  the  Parish  Church  of  Rutherglen.  The 
Synod,  by  a  majority  of  22  votes  tp  6,  dismissed  the  appeal— 4>r,  in 
other  words,  they  cof^irmed  the  previous  sentence  of  the  Presbytery 
— and  the  case  now  goes  to  the  General  Assembly. 

There  is  something  in  it  so  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  justice ; 
there  is  something  in  it  so  anomalous,  and  we  shall  even  say  so  cfif- 
grficefiU  to  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  that  we  cannot  allow  it  to  pass 
over  without  special  noticci  although  we  are  sorry  to  observe,  that  not 
one  of  the  Glasgow  Newspapers  have  ventured  to  make  the  slightest 
remark  upon  it,  for  fear»  we  suppose,  of  offending  ttie  Rev.  Fathers.—- 
All  that  the  public  are  permitted  to  know,  is,  that  the  case  was  heard 
on  such  a  day,  and  decided  against  Mr.  Brown,  without  stating  ihe 
why  or  the  wherefore. 

We  shall,  however,  now  enter  upon  it,  and  castigate  some  of  the  Rev* 
Fathers  pretty  severely  about  it,  but  not  more  than  they  richly  deserve. 
And  although  we  noticed  the  case  on  a  previous  occasion.  No.  48, 
vol.  2,  page  277,  the  history  of  it,  we  reckon,  will  be  nothing  the 
woree  if  it  is  again. stated  by  us  shortly  as  follows. 

The  Church  of  Rutherglen  became  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Dick,  six  years  ago. — The  Heritors  were  the  Patrons.— Two 
candidates  started  for  the  offiee,  vis.  Mr.  Brown  {the  cqjpellaniy)  and 
Mr.  Adam  Johnstone,  both  licentiates  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow. 
Mr.  Johnstone,  however,  by  a  legal  trick,  in  getting  a  potatoe  field  of 
two  acres,  divided  into  fifty  or  sixty  ridges  or  rigge,  and  disponed  to 
fifty  or  sixty  difierent  individuals,  his  own  friends,  thereby  rjothed 
them,  as  he  had  thought,  with  the  character  of  **  Heritors^"  and  in  cooae* 
quence,  on  the  day  of  Election,  he  obtained  a  small  m<2^ri^  of  Votea  over 
Brown. — But  Brown,  knowing  the  trick  to  which  his  competitor  had 
resorted,  and  but  for  which  he,  Brown,  would  have  carried  the  Elec- 
tion by  fiiir  and  honest  means,  determined  not  to  allow  Johnstone  to 
reap  any  benefit  from  it  if  he  could  help  it  (and  in  this  we  think  Mr. 
Brown  was  quite  justifiable),  and,  accordingly,  these  parties  raised  a 
law-plea  before  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session  at  Edinburgh,  each 
contending  that  he  had  the  preferable  right  to  the  Church  of  Ruther- 
glen. This  plea,  after  going  on  for  three  years,  at  an  enormous  ex- 
pense to  both  parties,  some  say,  not  less  than  £1500  to  each,  was  at 
last  remitted  by  the  Lords  to  the  Jury  Court  for  the  decinoa  of 
twelve  honesr  men,  the  place,  by  the  bye,  to  which,  we  think,  it  ought 
to  have  gone  at  the  beginning.  But  the  expense  of  a  Jury  trial  in 
Edinburgh,  each  of  the  parties  having  to  take  there  upwards  of  lOO 
witnesses,  would  probably  have  amounted  to  not  less  than  £1000.  In 
the  meantime,  the  character  of  Mr.  Adam  Johnstone,  Preacher  of  the 
and  licentiate  of  the  Presbytery  of  Gla^ow»  had  sunk  to  "te 
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wiy  lovr  e6b  indeed.  He  wm  gvHly  of  drankeniien  and  debaocheryi 
-^was  taken  on  one  occasion  to  the  Ptolioe  Office  of  Glasgow,  wliere 
lie  gave  himself  a  fidse  naoM^  and,  in  short,  his  whole  ooadact  was  so 
disgiaoefial,  that  the  Pkiesbytery  of  Glasgow  felt  it  necessary  to  take 
eteps  against  him,  with  the  view  of  depriving  him  of  hia  license,  as  we 
believe  tbev  afterwards  actoally  did. 

In  this  situation  of  matters,  the  friends  aad  agents  of  Jcrfinstone, 
eonsdoos  that  he  could  now  never  succeed  in  the  case  with  Brown, 
made  overtures  to  ih^friendi  of  the  latter  for  a  compromi8e,^and  it 
wae  ultimately  agreed  that  a  sum  should  be  paid  by  Brown,  or  his 
frieods,  to  Johnstone,  of  £800,  being,  let  it  be  observed,  aftwut  ilie 
€me  Aojf  of  the  expenses  which  Johnstone  had  alieady  incurred  in  the 
process,  on  payment  of  which  sum,  Johnstone  agreed  to  retire  from 
the  process,  and  to  retire  from  the  Presbytery,  and  to  allow  a  «lecree 
to  go  out  in  favour  o/t  Brown,  without  farther  trouble  or  expense^ 

We  have  stated  this  agreement  as  tmfamnarabfy  for  Mr.  Brown,  or 
bis  friends,  as  aay  Member  of  the  Presbytery  of  Gla^ow  can  or  could 
do*  We  shall  even  assume  (though  it  was  not  proved)  that  BroWa 
paid  the  money  himself  into  the  hands  of  Johnstone,  which  is  the 
utmost  point  to  which  the  case  could  possibly  be  stretched  against 
Brown.  And  the  first  question  we  would  put  to  ourselves,  or  to  aay 
peiaon  of  pkun  unsophisticated  sense,  is  tni^— Was  there  any  mond 
wrong,  or  any  legal  erime^  on  the  part  of  Brown,  in  doina  so?— *  Wae 
it  not  rather  commendable^  on  his  party  to  get  quit  of  this  most  im- 
pleamnt  and  expensive  law-plea,  at  this  sacrifice  of  £800,  seeing,  that 
if  it  had  gone  on  for  a  short  time  longer^  he  required  to  advance  a 
yr^taUr  sum— a  sum,  at  least,  of  £1000,  in  the  Jury  Court;  and  even 
timimh  he  had  the  certainty  of  gaining  his  case  in  the  Jury  Court, 
elill  he  never  could  have  recovered  one  shilling  of  his  expenses  from 
Johttstone,  who  mmpmngku.  Was  it,  we  repeat,  not  commtndabhj 
in  avery  sense  of  the  word,  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Brown,  to  get  himself 
oxtricated  finom  a  tedious  and  a  ruinous  law*plea,  and  a  worthless  an« 
CagoBist,  beside^  on  the  terms  stated  ?  We  are  sure,  that  every  man 
of  plain  common  sense,  who  baa  no  interest  in  this  matter,  as  we  have 
none,  will  reply,  thai  ii  was, 

Weil,  Mr.  Brown,  we  suppose,  natnmliy  expected,  that,  having 
nettled  with  Johnstone,  there  could  be  no  &rther  oppositioo  to  his 
netting  the  Church  of  Rutherglen,  especially  as  not  one  of  the  heriton 
m  that  place  attempted  to  come  fbrward  and  oppose  him.  He  there- 
fore applied  to  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  requesting  them  to  proceed 
with  hw  ordiaation.  But  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  we  pray  our 
readers  to  observe,  who  had  drawnj  mnce  the  death  €f  Mr.  IMeh^  the 
eohak  Hemde  or  et^fend  ef  the  Punish  cf  RaihergUn^  amountimg  to 
tkrm  or  fntr  hundred poands  per  atmamf  got  into  a  nige  against 
poor  Brown,  because  he  settled  the  law-plea  with  Johnstone  in  the 
way  we  have  stated,  or  have  supposed  he  did ;  and  they  accused  Brown  of 
being  thereby  guiltv  of  **  Simongt*  a  terrible  crime  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Church,  deriving  its  origin,  we  beliew,  from  Simon  MaguM,  who 
was  said  to  have  tempted  the  Holy  Ghost  uM  money,  and  in  modem 
acceptation  construed  to  be,  '*  tfie  buying  or  selling  of  Church  ffr^

mcni.'^  And  sa  the  Rev*  Presbytery  make  tbia  a  totker  ag;MBel 
Broivni  whereivtth  to  kanghim^  ae  we  aliall  ahaw  they  haya  firtoatty 
done)  for  \i  their  aeatence,  of  which  we  shall  pretently  speak,  is  con- 
firmed by  the  General  Assembly^  the  days  of  Mr.  Brown  are  nambered» 
and  he  is  a  dead  man  to  all  intents  and  purposes  in  the  Chnroh  oif 
Scotland  I 

But  first  let  ns  take  the  Presbytery  on  their  own  ground,  and  we 
aay,  that  the  fiu^  of  the  case  were  sufficient  to  exclude  the  charge  of 
*^  Simony"  altogether.  Beeausa,  it  was  not  e?en  alleged,  hx  leas 
proved,  that  Brown,  or  any  body  for  him,  had  giren  mmiey  to  any  of 
the  herUors  of  Ruthergleni  to  secure  the  presenuittott  in  his  favonr. 
The  votes  of  the  herUotg  had,  in  fact,  lUready  been  di^iosed  ef-*-and 
aurely  tha  subsequent  settlement  with  Johnstone,  could  not,  by  any 
possibility,  u^uenoe  the  heritors  in  giving  these  votes  several  yean 
before* 

The  case,  therefore,  rested  entirely  on  the  settlement  between  Brown 
and  Johnstone  themselves*  And  we  deny,  lor  the  reasons  stated,  thai 
there  was  any  thing  like  <'  Simony^  about  it. 

But  the  members  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  became  the  accmeat 
of  Mr.  Brown  in  this/tnatter,  when  no  other  persbn  or  persons  couU 
be  found  to  do  so.  And  being  his  accusers,  the  Presbytery  were  at 
the  same  time  his  Judges:  in  other  woids,  they  placed  :th6mselvea  in 
this  most  unseemly  and  unchristian  attitude,  of  first  libelling  the  man  at 
their  own  instance,  and  then  proceeding  to  condemn  him  on.tbe.in* 
fiMrmatibo  or  materials  wibioh  they  themselviea  had  braught  >forwald 
against  him !  Th^e  neives  was;  we  will  vtotunetto  si^,  ^ich  a  dia- 
f^rac^l  proceeding  witnessed  befdre  in  a  free  country.  .  Whas,  wa 
ask,  would  be  thought' of  Mr.  Sheriff- Rofaonsoo,  'for  instanGe,  if  he, 
having  accused  a  man  of  assaulting  .him, .  or  of  soosething  else,  had 
actually  mounted  the  judgmeht^eat,  and  condemned  ilnm^  .Would 
not  the  whole  country  have  become  indignant  at  such  a  proceeding,  at 
-such  a  monstrous  stretch  of  arbitrary  power?  And  would  nolfMr. 
Sheriff  Robinson  (he  will  pardon  us  for  using  his  name  thuft  hypotbe- 
tically,  if  be  sees  it,)  have  been  impeached  beftwe  Pariiameat,  and 
stript  of  his  office,  too,  with  disgrace  ?     . 

.  But  the  members  of  this  Presbytery  of  Glasgow^  forsooth,  are  clerical 
men-^— and  are,  we  suj^oae,  superior  to  all  law**^tbey  are  even  above 
^he'Kihg  himself,  who,  it  is  sajdy  ^^  can- do  no  tSrwy^*  though  his 
Miniisttifi  are  responsible  for  him !  .1 

Will  the  public  not  see  into  the  fact-^the  glaring  and  discreditable 
hctf  that  for  six  long  years,  the  Church  of  Kutherglett  has  been  kept 
vacanU^the  parishoners  deprived  of  the  *< regular  ordinances  of  reli- 
gion," wliile  during  that  period,  this  very  Presbytery  have  been  carefiUly 
'exacting  the  stipend,  amounting  now  to  u[Nvanla  of  two  ihousand 
poundo,  which  tney  have  modestly  applied  to  a  fund  lor  the  auppo^ 
if  their  own  widows.     They  have,  therefore,  a  direct  and  palpable 
mtereei  in  keeping  the  Church  vacant  as  lottg  as  they  possibly  i^an. 
A.nd  now,  wbc»i  Mr.  Brown  wislbes  to  put  an  end  to  this  unseedlly 
'lings,  they  fiitst  revile  him  as  being  guilty  of  Simony,  and 
Ttnieh  him  by  actually  depriving  him  of  his  licence,  or  ex- 
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MiMBmieiliag  ium  fMr  dvfr  from  tho  Church,  of  Siwtland.  And  thb 
ihey  dkl  od  the|>ioiw  pntext»  as  we  heard  some  of  then  declare,  te 
we  w^era  praeDt  duiDg  the  whole  proceeffiogB,  that  the3r  wete  actuated 
by  a  due  raoard  for  *<  the*  glory  of  Gody  and  the  interests  of  pore  and 
undefiled  relngion  r* 

Oh  r  the  hypocrites—- the  arrant  h3rpocrites.  What,  we.  askt  did 
they  do  in.  the  case  of  Mr.  Leishman  of  Goran,  whose  father  baugjki 
the  presentation  of  that  Parish  from  the  CoUege  of  Glasffow  for  eteim 
kumdmd  potmdt^  ior  the  aipress  purpose  of  putting  his  eon  into  it? 
Why,  they  never  opened* their  lips,  or  said  one  single  word  against 
Mr.  Leishinan.  And  this  reminds  us  of  another  disgraoefnl  feature  in 
this  case  of  Brown,  whidi  is,  that  Leishman  was  one  of  his  aciaal 
pursuers  and  condemners ! ! ! 

Oh,  the  hypocrites,  the  hypocrites,  We  again  sav,  will  jthey^iot 
plnck  the  mote  out  of  their  own  eye,  hefore  they  see  the  beam  in  tbeir 
brother's?  -  • 

But  we  must  have  one  other  slap  at-them,  since  they  hare  provoked 
this  discussion,  by  their-  own  conduct*  And.  we  therefore  now  state 
this  undeniable  fact,  that  not  long  ago,  Mr.  George  Lewis  of  Glasgow, 
houghi  the  presentation  of  the  Purish  Church  of  Bothkennar  from  Mr. 
Graham  of  Airtb,  for  £1,200,  for  the  express  purpose  of  putting  his 
son  in  it,  who  is  the  Editor  of  the  Scottish  Guardian^  and  a  licentiate 
of  the  Presbytery  of  .Glasgow.  But  though  this  transaction  is  notori; 
mm»  and  perfectly  well  known  to  every  member  of  that  Presbytery, 
ikijf  havevdnhtdat  ii,  and  we  will  be  bound  to  say,  they  will  never 
libei  Ami  lor  **  iSimofi^/'— Aye,  their  omrndmcu  will  forget  their  own 
precedent  in  the  case  of  poor  Brown ! 

The  Rev.  Father,  who  moved  the  sentence  against  bim,  was.  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Patrick  MscFartaile  of  Greenock — a  gentleman,  be  it  known, 
who  has  already  made  three  movements  in  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
from  one  parish  to  another,  for  the  sake  of  increased  stipend. 

We  condudei  by  expressing  our  hope,  that  the  General  Assembly 
.will  fwoTM  thk  most  glaring,  unjust,  iniquitoui,  and  unchristian  sen- 
Sanoe.  If  not,  the  wholiB  <'  Eatablisbment"  deserves  the  fate  of  Sodom 
nnd  Gomorrah ! 


WILLIAM  CALDER  fshsus  THE  MINISTER  AND  KIRK 

SESSION  OF  WHITBURN. 

OuA  attention  has  been  directed  to  a  small  pamphlet,  poblbbed  by 
William  Calder,  at  Whitburn,  <<  for  a  Tract  Society,*'  containing 
eomn  grave  charges  against  tlm  Minister  and  Kirk  Session  of  that 
pkoe.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  a  printed  placard,  and  some  oerU^* 
'fieates,  have  been  sent  to  us,  in  refutation  of  these  charges,  and  we 
are  specially  requested  to  pronounce  our  opinion  upon  the  whole. 
We  shall  now  do  so,  first  remarking,  and  of  this  we  presume  onr 
readers  are  already  tolerably  convinced,— that  no  Clergyman,  of 
whatever  denomination  he  may  be,  will  find  favour  in  our  eyes  if  *^ 
jreally  does  not  deserve  it  We  have  always  been  ready,  an^ 
he  eeady,  to  expose  their  ^*  backslidings'*  as  much  as  li 
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dass  of  men.  But  having  said  this,  we  protest  agauist  the  right  of 
any  one  even  to  suppose  that  we  will  attack  any  Clergyman  reck- 
lessly, and  without  foundation.  We  always  maike  a  pcHUt  of  know^ 
ing  pretty  well  the  grounds  on  which  we  proceed.  Having  said 
this,  we  now  apply  ourselves  to  the  particular  case  above  alluded  to 
—and  without  hesitation,  we  are  bound,  ^rly  and  impartially  to 
say,  that  the  refutation  of  the  Minister  of  Whitburn  is  oomfdete 
and  most  satisfactory^-and,  in  so  far,  at  least,  as  he  is  eoncemed, 
that  the  charges  made  against  him  by  Wm.  CakLer  are  falm  amd 
scandalous.  If  we  are  asked  to  state  ^e  graand  of  this  opinion,  we 
answer,  that  it  proceeds  on  the  written  declaration  of  Janet  Barker 
(the  widow  of  William  Barker),  and  of  Wm.  Brown,  which  appear 
to  us  to  be  quite  conclusive. 

Not  having  gone  into  the  particulars  of  this  a^r  before,  it  is 
unnecessary  for  us  to  do  so  now*  We  therefore  dismiss  it  in  the 
way  we  have  done.  - 

SCOTTISH  CHURCH  ESTABLISHMENT. 

The  qufiStion  whether  this  Church  should  be  abolished  or  not,  has  now 
become  one  of  deep  and  iocreasin;;  interest,  and,  for  various  reasons,  it 
must  be  poculiarly  so  to  her  nnmerous  Clergy,  and  more  especially  to  that 
class  of  tnem  which  abounds  so  mucth  in  all  Established  Cliurcbes — '*  those 
who  have  taken  up  the  priest's  office  for  a  bit  of  bread,*'  **  who  run 
greedily  after  the  error  of  Balaam,  the  son  of  Boser — for  reward,"  **  those 
greedy  dogs  which  can  never  have  enough,  and  who  are  always  looking 
every  one  for  gain  from  his  quarter?'  It  appears  that  among  the  writen 
on  this  subject,  there  are  some  who  merely  wish  to  have  patrona^  done 
away  with,  but  still  to  keep  up  the  Ecclesiastical  Incoipomtion,  with  her 
commuted  Parsonage,  Vicarage,  and  Bishops  tiend8;*which,  asa  matter  of 
course,  will  continue  to  draw  after  them,  all  the  other  evils  that  have 
never  failed  to  accompany  such  institutions.  It  is  evident  enough,  that 
those  who  take  this  view  of  the  subject,  have  adopted  a  course  highly 
Inconsistent  with  Christian  principles  ;  because,  the  fact  is  quite  un&ni* 
able,  that— though  freed  from  patronage— Civil  Establishments  of  religion, 
and  their  injurious  concomitants,  are  everv  whit  as  much  the  ofispring  of 
Popery,  as  patronage  itself  is  admitted  to  be ;  or  as  the  Bulls  of  the  Po^e^ 
ana  the  decrees  of  the  General  Councils  were,  that  assisted  io  first  giving 
them  birth  in  our  island,  and  that  they  grew  up  to  maturitjr,  and  flourished 
in  all  their  (clorv,  during  those  dark  ages,  wnen  the  nations  of  Europe 
were  sunk  io  tne  deepest  irnorance— uie  power,  wealth,  and  immorality 
of  the  Clerjify  were  at  their  highest  pitch,  and  while  true  religion  and  the 
sacred  writings  lay  buried  under  the  most  debasing  superstition; — ^tfaat  they 
have  no  foundation  in  the  Scriptures — notwithstanding  that  the  Jewish 
system  has  been  disingenuously  wrested  into  an  example  in  their  fkvonr — 
because  tlie  **  Jewish  Church"  was  not  a  Oiml^  but  a  Bmm  Establish- 
ment of  religien,  existing  in  a  state  where  the  civil  power  and  mlers 
were  specially  instituted  by  Divine  authority — whose  kings  were  the  only 
princes  that  ever  reigned  by  a  divine  and  indefeasible  title,  and  where  the 
priesthood,  bdinf  set  up  by  the  same  appointment,  was  confined  to  a  par* 
ticular  tribe,  or  family,  and  expressly  provided  with  a  divine  gift  of  tithes 
—uot  as  a  hire  for  the  exercise  of  spiritual  functions,  as  they  had  no  cure 
«s  a  remaneration  rur  burning  incense,  purifying  pemooe 
ere  ceremonially  unclean,  reamng  the  law  of  Moass  onoe 
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•T«y  wvan  yttn  to  tlie  pooj^e,  and  skring  m  well  as  offerinjif  upon  lh« 
Alluv  tba  cattle  bronglit  for  taflrifiee,  ace. ;  all  which  iype«,  tithes,  oere« 
aoaial  tarrioo^  and  oanial  order  of  prietthood,  were  rettrioted  to  the 
nation  of  the  Jewa  in  the  land  of  pronute— finally  blotted  out  by  the  oom-« 
Inf  of  Christ,  and  certainly  were  never  intended  to  warrant  Civii  Estsblish- 
Menta  of  the  ChrisUan  r^igion,  nor  to  (pve  eoiintenanoe  to  those  pretended 
dniasi  of  DiFine  Right,  in  relation  to  any  of  them,  which  have  so  often 
been  maintained  bv  bloodshed  and  perseeation  on  the  part  of  nominal 
Christian  kings,  and  hypocritical  esteblished  clergy— and  that  these  na-r 
tiooal  systmns  haTe  not  come  to  us  from  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  nndee 
the  anthority  of  the  New  Testament  writings,  but  that  they,  although 
sooMwhal  modified  by  Ada  of  PurUament,  at  the  Reformation,  and  since 
that  time,  have  unquestionably  descended  to  our  days,  as  the  primary  in-* 
Tsntioos  of  barbarons  and  profligate  princes,  in  conjunction  with  a  worldly, 
brawling^  subeenrient  priesthocd,  and  were  imposed  by  them  in  times  of 
darkness  and  credulity,  in  order  to  aocomplish  SUUepurpo$e$  on  the  one 
hand,  and  assist^  in  making  merdumdise  of  the  faUh  on  the  other.  These 
iacts  mnst  he  evident  to  Ayery  disinterested  person  who  has  read  the  Bible, 
and  what  is  called  ecclesiastical  history,  witii  a  mind  free  from  prejudice 
•"-and,  therefore,  although  it  may  be  difficult  to  perceive  the  consistency 
of  those  who  wish  to  abropite  the  **  Pupitih  custom  of  lay  patronsge ' 
otdjf,  and  preserve  the  remaimng  parts  of  our  Etftablishment ;  yet,  it  must 
be  sufficiently  obvious  to  all  who  think  on  the  subject,  that  they  have  a 
warm  attachment  to  the  horns  of  the  Altar,  and  aU  those  of  her  worldly 
pfoviaions,  which  form  the  sources  of  power  and  pr<M&t  to  the  ecclesiastic 
cal  order  established  by  law. 

Tlie  parties  in  this  question  having  now  openly  taken  the  field,  it  is 
eottsideflmbly  interssting  to  observe  the  manner  in  which  the  Dissenting 
Ckevy  have  ranked  themselves  in  the  controversy.  From  the  facts  already 
alln£d  to,  it  appears  pretty  dear,  that  although  our  church  were  relieved 
of  patronage,  none  or  them  could  consistenuy  support  her  cause— -even 
theee  of  them  who  pretend  to  approve  of  National  Churchee— involvings 
as  this  would  do,  her  admitted  gross  laxity  of  discipline,  both  in  reprd  to 
her  membera  and  office-bearers,  her  pluralities^  her  vexatious  actions  at 
law  lor  augmentation  of  tiends,  raiaed  by  her  deqi;y  against  their  own 
coasmonieants  as  well  as  others  not  in  her  oommnnion,  her  undeniable 
hoBSologation  of  the  r^gal  suprenwcy  exerrised  over  hef  ,  and  because  she 
has,  beyond  all  doubt,  regularly  Bubmitted  to  be  used  as  apolitical  JBii^Me 
of  Siaie^  which  last  piece  of  corrupt  indignity  is  snffidenmr  instmeted  in 
the  late  Sir  Henry  Moncrieirs  Appendix  to  his  life  of  Dr.  Krskine,  whersb 
mier  nlw,  he  says,  **  it  mar  be  natttinlly  snpneeed  to  be,  at  all  tioMS,  an  ob- 
ject to  thoae  who  preside  in  his  fifmesty's  CSmumUs  to  bring  theinflnenoe 
of  the  Crown,  to  bear  on  the  decisions  of  the  Churoh."  **  The  former 
(the  moderate  perty)  had  the  support  of  the  government,  who,  by  this 
time,  perpetually  interfered  in  the  management  of  Assemblies."  **Bf 
this  time  the  Duke  fi^  Aivvie,  who  had,  fmr  many  years,  directed  the  m" 
Ifatenee  of  government  in  the  management  of  the  church,  died,"  and  of  the 
kite  RoT.Dr.  Robertson,  the  mat  Apoetle,  and  Tory  leader  of  the  Moder- 
ntea,  he  sava,  **  he  had  aa  muoi  of  the  influence  of  the  flovemment  toaniat 
him  as  had  ever  been  given  to  the  manaffement  of  the  Churoh  III'* 
Yet,  strange  it  is^notwithstsnding  all  these  anti-christian  ac^ 
ments  '  that  those  clergymen  should  be  found  on  her  side,  wh 
highest  pretensioiis  to  purity  of  practice,  and  the  atrictest  c 
byterian  disdpline  among  their  own  flocks,  who  have  pr 
her  various  corruptions,  and  who  profess  the  ^reatsst  attach* 
caont  nationalcovenants,  which  she  fans  Jong  sinos  cast  off  *

Ons  dfty  an  officer  of  the  lancer  guard  wai  going  through  his  exercise  before  ibe 
Gmtid'  Duke.  He  had  perfonned  all  the  usual  eTolutlens  in  the  most  aatisfiM}- 
tory  way  until,  when  at  full  gallop,  be  was  suddenly  ordered  to  turn,— -bis  horse 
proved  restire,  and  refused  to  obey  either  bridlo  or  spur.  The  command  was  re- 
peated In  A  thundering  voice,  and  the  officer  renewed  his  eflfbrts  to  nwke  the 
horse  obey  it,  but  without  effect,  for  the  fiery  animal  continued  to  prance  about 
In  defianoe  of  hb  rider,  who  waa  nevertheless  an  excellent  horaeman.  The  n^ 
of  the  Grapd  Duke  bad  vented  itself  !n  furious  Imprecations,  and  all  present 
trembled  for  the  consequences.  **  Halt  !**  he  exclaimed,  and  ordered  a  pyramid 
of  twelve  muskets  with  fixed  bayoneta  to  be  erected.  The  order  was  Instantly 
olMyed.

This  humane  remonstrance  was  not 
only  disregarded,  but  was  punished  by  the  immediate  arrest  of  the  general  who 
had  thus  presumed  to  rebel.

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posing  attitude"  was  to  be  assumed ;  the  standing  army  was  to  be 
strengthened ;  martial  law  was  to  supersede  the  constitution  ;  and  the 
old  Tory  measures  of  coercion  and  violence  were  to  be  resorted  to  by 
the  Reforming  Ministry.  But  it  appeared  that  doubts  were  entertained 
as  to  the  concurrence  of  the  Reformers  in  such  measures  as  these ;  and 
the  Ministry  were  therefore  constrained  to  beg  for  assistance  from 
their  Conseryative  opponents,  in  the  well-grounded  confidence  that  it 
would  be  joyfully  accorded.  We  maintain  that  these  overtures  afforded 
strong  and  just  cause  of  suspicion  against  the  Ministry.  Why  did  they 
distrust  their  Reforming  majority — that  majority  which  represented 
the  opinions  of  the  great  mass  of  the  People  ? 

When  the  day  arrived  for  the  opening  of  Parliament,  matters  assumed 
a  still  darker  aspect.  Not  one  word  of  conciliation  dropped  from  the 
lips  of  the  proposer  of  the  Address  in  the  Commons.  Every  sentence 
breathed  defiance  and  severity.  The  members  of  the  Cabinet,  who 
spoke  during  the  debate,  said  nothing  to  mitigate  or  to  neutralize  the 
stern  announcement  of  the  coercive  measures  which  they  declared  to 
be  forthcoming.  They  did  not  deny  that  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  was 
tobe  suspended,  and  the  right  of  trial  by  a  jury  of  their  countrymen  denied 
to  the  Irish  criminals.  They  talked  vaguely  of  the  conciliatory  mea- 
ures  which  were  to  follow ;  but,  contrary  to  all — even  to  Tory  pre- 
cedent— they  maintained  a  stubborn  silence  as  to  the  extent  or  nature 
of  those  measures.  Were  they  fearful,  that  if  they  had  proclaimed 
their  scheme  of  Church  Reform,  they  should  have  lost  the  votesof  the 
Conservatives,  when  the  division  on  the  Address  came  to  be  taken  ? 
If  such  was  the  case — if  their  object  was  to  triumph  over  the  Radical 
and  Repeal  minority — to  show  how  great  a  superiority  of  force  they 
could  command,  we  can  style  their  conduct  as  little  better  than  a  piece 
of  desperate  and  dangerous  bungling.  An  insurrection  might  have 
broken  out  in  Ireland  upon  the  receipt  of  the  King's  Speech,  coupled 
with  the  speeches  of  the  Ministers  and  their  partisans  on  the  first  night 
of  the  session.  The  risk  of  such  a  calamity  was  not  trifling ;  especially 
when  we  consider,  that  the  addresses  of  Mr.  O'Connell  and  the  Irish 
members — full  of  fearful  forebodings  and  fierce  denunciation — were 
certain  to  accompany  the  announcement  of  the  intentions  of  government. 
It  seemed  to  be  the  very  aim  and  intent  of  Ministers  at  all  risks  to 
irratate  the  men  who  lead  the  Irish  Democracy.  We  have  heard  no  one 
reason  assigned  for  this  inconceivably  indiscreet  conduct,  except  the  fear 
which  we  have  above  alluded  to,  that  to  divulge  their  scheme  of  Church 
Reform  would  have  been  to  alarm  their  Conservative  allies, — who  really 
seem  to  have  been  taken  in  on  this  occasion. 

Up  to  Tuesday  night,  therefore,  when  Lord  Althorp  proposed  his 

extensive  and  politic  measure  of  Church  Reform,  we  maintain  that  the 

Ministry  had  not  acted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  deserve  the  confidence 

which  bad  been  demanded  for  them.     It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how 

they  could  consistently  be  supported  both  by  Sir  Francis  Buttle tt  and 

35r  Robert  Peel  on  Irish  questions.

We  have  stated  Bome  of  the  reasons  which  have  caused  us  to  viewr 
with  distrust,  and  ta  8ci:utimze.  with  some  seventy,  the  pkns  and  ap- 
parent policy  of  a  Cabinet  whose  measures  we  would  gladly  support 
aod  applaud.  In  carrying  through  every  scheme  of  Reform  and  re- 
trenchment, which  is  worthy  of  the  authors  of  the  new  Charter,  we 
shall  freely  and  zealously  lend  them  our  aid.  During  the  struggle  on 
the  Reform  Bill,  we  refrained  from  opposition,  when  there  was  no  little 
ground  for  it— because  we  would  not,  in  ever  so  slight  a  degree,  en- 
danger the  successful  termination  of  their  great  work.  We  refrained, 
for  the  sake  of  the  people  of  England,  whose  cause  they  were  fighting; 
not  for  love  of  the  Ministry,  whom  we  only  know  as  the  faithful 
or  negligent  and  treacherous  servants  of  the  People.  We  are  not 
bound  to  change  sides  with  them. — SpecUUor, 


ENGLAND  vebsus  IRELAND. 

Thbrb  is  one  truth  connected  with  the  state  of  church-property  in 
Ireland  which  is,  perhaps,  not  unworthy  the  attention  of  her  Protestant 
oppressors.  If  the  tithe  and  ecclesiastical  estates  of  that  country  do 
not  soon  receive  a  more  beneficial  application,  to  a  certainty  they  will, 
ere  long,  devolve  to  the  Catholic  priesthood.  The  ties  which  connect 
the  two  countries  are  daily  becoming  weaker,  and  a  foreign  war  or 
other  favoarable  juncture,  concurring  with  the  united  power  of  a  hostile 
faith — a  public  opinion  newly  created  and  beyond  the  influence  of  the 
Castle — and  a  numerous  and  discontented  population,  may  soon  effect 
an  eternal  separation.  Either  then  by  the  occurrence  of  the  event  to 
which  we  allude,  or,  if  that  do  not  happen,  by  the  mere  reason  and 
superiority  of  the  claim,  the  vast  and  tempting  possessions  of  a  band- 
itti of  Episcopalian  teachers  must  assuredly  pass  to  her  more  numerows 
rivals.  A  separation  of  the  two  kingdoms,  in  our  humble  opinion, 
would  be  a  calamity  to  both.  From  Britain  it  would  sever  the  right 
arm  of  her  power;  and  what  could  Ireland  gain  by^a  separate  existence, 
since  she  does  not  possess  within  herself  the  elements  to  constitute  a 
raJticnal  and  independent  state?  Every  sincere  well-wisher  to  the 
greatness  and  happiness  of  England  and  Ireland  must  deplore  the  idea 
of  dismemberment :  united,  they  are  a  source  of  mutual  hght  and 
power ;  dissevered,  they  would  be  the  luminary  of  day  and  lamp  of 
night  struck  from  their  orbits.  So  fatal  a  catastrophe,  we  are  confi- 
dent, can  only  be  averted  by  ecclesiastical  reform.  Instead  of  hurthen- 
ing  the  yet  struggling  manufactures  and  agriculture  of  the  Irish  with 
additional  tcuoet^  a  resource  ought  to  be  sought  in  the  crawn-lancls  of 
Ireland,  and  in  the  wasted  estates  of  the  Church,  in  the  million  of 
neglected  acres  possessed  bv  absentee  bishops,  and  in  the  million  and 
more  w*orth  of  land  and  tithes  possessed  by  the  collegiate  bodies  and 
non-resident  incumbents.  Here  is  the  panacea  for  cementing  the 
Union,  producing  tranquillity,  and  supplying  the  wants  of  an  impovev- 
ished  Exchequer.

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FACTORY  BILL. 

The  House  of  Commons,  in  its  wisdom,  did  not  think  it  necessary  to 
move  for  a  Special  Commission,  to  examine  witnesses  before  passing 
the  Irish  Coercion  Bill.  Ob,  no ;  the  urgency  of  the  case  was  •  qaite 
clear  and  notorious,  and  therefore  they  at  once  i^^reed  to  suspend  the 
Constitution,  and  to  place  the  liberties  of  the  whole  of  Ireland  at  the 
mercy  of  one  man — the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

How  differently  have  they  acted  with  the  Factory  Bill !  Its  pro- 
visions were  intended  to  protect  the  white  slaves  at  home — to  take 
care  that  young  and  helpless  children  should  not  have  their  health 
ruined  and  their  bodies  mangled  by  excessive  labour,  merely  to  pleaae 
their  masters,  the  Cotton  Lords,  or  to  add  to  their  already  oveigrown 
wealth.  And  although  abundance  of  evidence,  of  the  most  heart- 
rending description,  too,  had  already  been  laid  before  Parliament  in 
favour  of  the  Factory  Bill,  demonstrating  the  propriety,  as  well  as  the 
necessity  of  its  provisions,  this  <* House  of  Wisdom,"  forsooth,  are  not 
satisfied,  and  require  additional  evidence.  This  is  precisely  what  the 
masters  wanted — a  pretext  to  enable  them  to  keep  up  the  system  as 
long  as  possible. 

A  Parliamentary  Commission  to  examine  the  Factories,  and  to 
take  additional  evidence,  will  reach  Glasgow  one  of  these  days.  The 
masters  will  no  doubt  prepare  for  it,  and  order  their  houses  to  be  set 
in  order.  They  will  act  like  the  comq^anding  officer  of  a  r^ment, 
who,  knowing  that  the  general  is  coming  to  inspect  them,  will  order 
his  men  to  appear  particularly  '*  neat  and  clean.*'  But  the  Factory 
System,  for  all  their  manoeuvres,  cannot  continue  oo  its  present  foot- 
ing, or  there  is  no  humanity  in  the  land. 

We  had  intended  to  have  gone  into  the  merits  of  the  system  to- 
day, in  reference  particularly  to  the  late  pamp(hlet  of  Mr.  Kirkman 
Finlay ;  but  we  have  been  favoured  with  the  perusal  of  an  able  and 
forcible  reply  to  it,  written  by  an  intelligent  operative  of  Glasgow, 
and  as  we  understand  he  is  about  to  publish  it,  we  do  not  wish  to 
forestal  him  in  any  of  his  laudable  and  useful  labours... 


BARONY  OF  G0RBAL8.  . 

We  are  much  pleased  to  learn  that  Mr.  Henry  Paul,  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  Gorbals,  has  already  intimated  his  intention  of  call- 
ing a  Public  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  important  section  of 
Glasgow,  to  take  into  consideration  the  provisions  of  the  Barony 
Reform  Bill,  whenever  a  copy  of  it  reaches  him.  This  is  precbely 
the  line  of  conduct  which  a  judicious  Magistrate,  desiring  to  stand 
well  with  the  community  over  whom  be  presides,  would  assuredly 
take.  And  we  are  sorry  to  observe  that  the  Lord  Provost  and 
Magistrates  of  Glasgow  have  not  deemed  it  worth  their  while  to 
act  in  a  similar  manner.  In  Bict,  the  Burgh  Reform  Bill  might 
remain  a  dead  letter  to  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  for  any  thing  that 
"it  and  Magistrates  of  Glasgow  seem  to  have  done  or  care 
We  cannot,  therefore,  but  applaud  this  conduct  of  Mr. 
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Pttol.  Let  bim  go  on  in  this  way— to  meet  and  conciliate  the  in- 
babitantSy  and  he  will  soon  purify  the  sink  of  corruption  which  has 
80  long  and  notoriously  disgraced  the  Gorbals  of  Glasgow. 


GORBALS  POLICE. 
As  atrocious,  case  occurred  last  Sunday  in  Gorbals,  which  we  in- 
tended to  ha^e  noticed  more  at  length  to-day,  had  it  not  been  already 
taken  up,  as  we  are  happy  to  see,  with  proper  spirit,  by  the  Free 
Prees,  A  respectable  married  wlomau,  simply  for  interfering  in  behalf 
of  a  poor  little  girl,  unjustly  apprehended  by  the  Police,  was  herself 
dragged  to  the  Police  Office^  from  the  house,  too,  of  a  relation  whose 
funeral  she  had  gone,  with  her  husband,  that  afternoon  to  attend,  and 
on  her  way  to  the  Office,  the  fellow,  who  took  her  into  custody, 
knocked  her  down  with  his  bludgeon,  and  inflicted  a  severe  wound  on 
her  forehead,  which,  as  a  medical  gentleman  declared,  would  hare 
killed  her  on  the  spot,  had  it  only  been  the  third  part  of  an  inch 
farther  down.  We  saw  the  poor  woman,  shortly  afterwards,  saturated 
with  blood.  But  instead  of  turning  off  this  fellow  of  an  officer 
inatantly  from  the  Establishment,  or  sending  him  to  Bridewell  for  60 
days,  as  we  think  he  richly  deserved,  the  Sitting  Magistiates,  in  the 
Gorbals  Police  Office,  postponed  the  case  as  against  him  for  farther 
consideration ;  and  they  6ned  the  husband  of  the  almost  murdered 
woman  in  seven  shillings  and  sixpence ! ! !  Ulterior  proceedings,  we 
understand,  are  likely  to  be  adopted  in  regard  to  this  case :  and  we 
ahall  not  omit  to  take  some  farther  notice  of  it  in  our  next  pub- 
lication.

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bert  of  Fu'lUment,'*  is  aay  thing  bat  saperfluous  at  the  preseat  time.  Few, 
we  reckon,  of  the  present  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  will  regain 
their  seats  for  populous  and  extended  districts  at  the  next  election,  oome 
when  it  may,  unless,  under  the  most  distinct  pledges  to  shorten  the  dura- 
tion of  Parliaments,  and  to  resign  their  places  when  called  upon  to  do  so 
by  a  majority  of  those  whom  they  have  ceased  to  represent. — There  is  an 
end  to  the  idle  talk  of  ihe  finality  of  the  Bill. — The  repeal  of  the  Septen- 
nial Act,  or  the  return  to  Triennial  Parliaments,  is  now  the  first  and  most 
important  point  that  ought  to  be  agitated,  and  enforced.  At  present,  it 
is  evident,  that  the  Members  of  Parliament  have  not  the  fear  of  their  Con- 
stituents before  their  eyes,  as  they  ought  to  have.  Many  of  these  Mem- 
bers doubtless  trust  to  the  lapse  of  some  five  or  six  years  to  mitigate  the 
displeasure  which  their  recent  conduct  has  excited;  and  as  in  former 
times,  so  they  still  expect  to  disarm  opposition  by  some  popular  Totes 
daring  the  Uut  Session. — ^But  it  won't  do.  Their  doom  ought  to  be 
sealed  by  their  votes  already  given. 


STATE  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

That  there  is  something  exceedingly  alarming  in  the  present  state 
of  .public  affairs,  is  a  &ct  admitted  by  all  except  the  sworn  Ministe- 
rial partisans.    It  is  not  that  we  are  threatened  with  any  great  ex- 
ternal calamity,  or  that  the  springs  of  our  domestic  industry  and 
commercial  enterprise  are  relaxed  or  broken.     Neither  is  the  cha- 
racter of  Englishmen  changed  from  what  it  was  a  short  time  ago. 
We  are  not  suddenly  become  an  immoral  or  unreasonable  peoj^. 
But  it  is  an  undeniable  fact,  that  the  nation,  as  a  whole,  is  uneasy 
and  suspicious ;  and  that  large  masses  of  the  working  classes  are 
zealously,  however  ignorantly>  disposed  to  seek  in  a  change  of  our 
form  of  government  a  remedy  for  their  discomfort     The  reason  of 
this  is,  that  they  have  lost  all  confidence,  not  merely  in  the  capa- 
city, but  in  the  desire  of  their  rulers  to  better  their  condition.  How 
&r  they  are  justified  in  denying  the  merit — the  common,  and  f^- 
quently  wortiiless  merit — of  good  intentions  to  the  Ministry,  it  is 
not  necessary  now  to  inquire.    But  th^  general  belief  of  the  work- 
ing classes  is,  that  the  Government  is  leagued  with  the  old  Oli- 
garchy in  a  design  to  oppress  the  People*     The  refusal  of  the 
Landed  interest  to  repeal  the  House  and  Window  tax,  the  pressure 
of  which  they  scarcely  feel,  while  they  did  not  scruple  to  cripple 
the  resources  of  Government  by  reducing  the  Malt-tax  in  order  to 
obtain  a  trifling  advance  in  their  rents,  rankles  bitterly.     It  is  be- 
iS'^^red,  that  the  majority  of  the  Reformed  House  of  Commons  can- 
e  depended  upon  in  a  struggle  for  the  rights  of  the  millions 
t  the  exclusive  gains  or  privileges  of  the  few.     The  working- 
therefore  seem  not  only  to  have  lost  all  confidence  in  the 
:rv,  but  they  no  longet  confide  in  the  great  body  of  their  Re- 
in Parliament,  by  whom  they  consider  themselves  to 
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have  been  betrayed  and  neglected.  They  are  losing  their  fiuth  in 
the  virtues  of  representative  government!  This  it  is  which  makes 
the  present  state  of  affairs  so  exceedingly  alaxmlng. 

That  the  Reformed  Parliament  would  suffer  three-quarters  of 
their  first  session  to  elapse  without  procuring  any  reduction  of  im- 
portance in  our  national  expenditure,  or  any  sensible  relief  firom  the 
burden  of  taxation,  either  by  the  removal  or  commutation  of  the 
most  hurtful  imposts,  was  not  credible  previous  to  its  assembling. 
The  prophecy,  that  after  all  we  should  gain  no  essential  good  from 
the  Reform  Bill,  was  considered  a  low  Radical  or  Ultra-Tory 
croaking.  Unreasonable  expectations  were  certainly  entertained, 
and  these  were  sure  to  be  disappointed ;  but  have  not  the  moderate 
and  just  anticipations  of  rational  persons  been  also  &bified  ?  Have 
not  the  sagacious  and  clear-headed  men  of  the  middle  classes,  who 
have  no  interest  in  disorder,  been  sadly  mortified  and  much  exas- 
perated by  the  proceedings  of  Parliament  ?  Is  not  this  feeling  of 
anger  and  disappointment  rapidly  giving  place^  in  these  classes,  to 
the  &r  more  dangerous  one  of  indifference  arising  from  disgust? 

It  is  impossible  that  it  should  be  otherwise.  As  long  as  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  were  returned  by  Borough  patrons,  it  was  rca- 
souaUe  to  expect  that  they  would  neglect  the  interest  of  the  com- 
monalty. A  reform  in  Parliament  then,  by  which  the  <<  virtual " 
or  mock  should  be  converted  into  a  reel  representation  of  the  Peo« 
pie,  was  considered  a  safe  and  strictly  constitati<Hial  remedy  for 
the  palpable  evil  complained  of.  The  disease  was  apparent,  and 
the  certain  means  of  cure,  it  was  supposed,  within  reach.  These 
means  were  obtained ;  but  no  cure,  we  grieve  to  say,  has  been  per- 
formed* A  most  dangerous  and  lamentable  in&tuation  has  laid 
hold  of  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is  an  insult  to 
common  sense  to  maintain  that,  as  a  body,  they  really  represent 
tlie  feelings  and  wishes  of  their  constituents.  Every  opportunity 
tliat  occurs  is  seized  by  the  electors  to  exhibit  their  marked  disap- 
probation of  the  conduct  of  those  whom  they  returned  with  confid- 
ing delight  last  November.  Our  sheet-anchor  has  given  way :  the 
Reformed  Parliament  has  proved  unfttithful.  It  is  downright  mock- 
ery to  style  it  independent. 

What,  then,  is  to  be  done  ?  There  is  a  large  class,  whose  num- 
ber, if  not  their  influence,  thanks  to  the  mismanagement  of  our 
rulers,  is  widely  and  rapidly  extending,  who  call  aloud  for  further 
organic  changes.  To  this  cry  we  have  been  opposed — at  least 
until  a  feir  trial  had  been  accorded  to  the  new  system.  It  is  unde- 
niable, that  at  the  last,  election  five-sixths  of  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Commons  were  freely  chosen.  If  these  inen  had  done 
their  duty,  the  inutility  of  further  organic  changes  would  have 
l)een  taken  for  granted.  The  reverse  being  the  case,  the  cry  for 
further  change  has  gained  depth  and  strength. 

We  have  not,  we  are  persuaded,  exaggerated  the  dangerous 
importance  of  that  spirit  of  discontent  with  the  existing  state  of 
things,  and  of  dissatisfection  with  the  measures  of  Government, 
which  we  have  stated  to  pervade  the  great  masses  of  the  natio^

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In  corrgbjoration  of  our  {ears  on  this  subject,  we  have  a  private 
letter  from  one  to  whom  we  frequently  owed  most  accurate  mfbrma- 
tion — as  all  England  wa3  indepted  to  his  patriotic  activity  in 
another  sphere — during  the  agitation  of  the  Reform  Bfll.  The 
following  passage  contains  the  deliberate  opinions  of  one  whose 
sa^pity,  acuteness,  information,  and  experxenqe  of  men  and  afiin 
at  the  present  juncture,  are  equalled  by  very  few,  and  we  will 
yentiire  to  assert,  surpassed  by  none.

. '  We  fear  that  the  melancholy  forebodings  of  our  correepondeBt 
are  too  well  founded :  some  persons  thought,  we  believe,  that  we 
insisted  too  much  upon  the  evil  consequences  which  would  result 
from  the  Iktd  Efeffinnififf  of  the  session*  Suppomliig)  it  was  said,  that 
the  intriguing  about  the  choice  of  a  Speaker,  &e  King's  Speecb.

there  was  plenty  of  time  left  to  retrieve  such  mistakes.  But,  as  one 
vice  in  morals  leads  on  to  another,  so  one  blunder  in  politics  i^ 
almost  invariably  the  sure  forerunner  of  many  more.  Thus  it  h8» 
been  in  the  case  of  Earl  Grey's  Ministry.  It  started  badly»  and  has 
been  stumbling  and  backsliding  ever  sinoe,  till  at  length  it  has  be- 
come odious  in  the  eyes  of  multitudes  who  at  this  time  last  year 
would  have  gone  through  fire  and  water  to  serve  it. 

Are  we,  then,  desirous  of  displacing  ihe  present  Administration? 

Were  there  the  least  prospect  of  getting  a  better,*  we  ^ould  willingh 

exert  ourselves  for  that  end.    But,  as  our  oorrespoadent  observes. 

there  is  no  combination  of  public  men  to  succeed  to  it;  and  henct 

biif  feeling  of  despondency.     Were  the  Tories,  by  any  miracle,  to 

icceed  to  power,  government  would  be  little  better  than  a  eontio' 

d  scufBe  between  the  Magistrate  and  the  People ;  if  tlie  <<  real 

estructives  "  were  to  gain  the  upper  hand)  public  credit  would  b» 

nihilated,  the  rights  of  propertv  disregarded,  and  wild  anarrhi 

yread  ruin  through  the  land.

L*ijE  proeeedingsy  the  other  day,  in  the  House  of  Cbmmotis,  famish 
L  curiouB  contrast  In  the  way  of  dealing  with  the  public  money.  On 
he  presentation  of  a  petition  frofli  the  watermen  of  Gravesend,  Sit 
Edward  Codrington  alluded  to  the  hard  case  of  sailors  who  hadbcett 
mpressed,  and  passed  the  best  part  of  their  fives  in  the  navy»  many 
>f  them  being  disabled,  and  dismissed  without  pensions.  '^^  One  tnaii 
said  Sir  £dward)  havins  come  home  with  him  after  the  battle  of 
<ayarino,  with  the  loss  of  an  eve,  applied  to  him  (Sir  Edward)  Ibr 
remuneration ;  but,  on  his  applying  to  the  Admiralty,  he  was  toM 
hat  die  num  who  had  lost  but  one  e^  was  not  disabled  frons  a^rvite, 
lUhoug^  he  had  always  understood  that  the  loss  of  an  e^e  emtUed 
I  man  to  compensation  as  much  as  the  loss  of  a  Umb.  After  that, 
he  man  lest  the  other  eye,  having  also  had  six  wounds ;  and  the

iccessary,  serve  his  country  for  nothing.^'  An  inquiry  of  the  ki^ 
wished  for  bv  Sir  Edward  Codrington  occurred  in  the  course  of  the 
svenii^,  Mr*  Hume  brought  before  the  House  the  case  of  a  iather 
md  son,  each  of  them  pensioned  by  the  Government*  Alesandeip, 
Barl  of  Home,  the  fiither,  Lord-Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Berwickt 
las,  since  the  year  1792,  been  in  the  receipt  of  £276  for  no  services 
cnown  to  any  one.  He  is  uncle  of  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch,  whi> 
las  the  merit  of  possessing  the  largest  estate  on  land  in  the  island, 
ui  estate  yielding  considerably  upwards  of  £200,000  a-year,  iVefe 
rom  all  enoumbranoes.  The  son  of  Earl  Home,  Lord  Dunglass^ 
lid  serve  the  country  for  the  brief  period  of  a  year  or  two  under 
he  Duke  of  Wellington's  Administration  as  an  Under  Foreign 
Secretaiy.  He  so  &r  differs  from  his  lather,  that  he  has  drawn  a 
;ear*8  acuary,  and  subscribed  his  name  to  a  few  papers,  whereas  his 
ather  is  guiltless  of  any  services  whatever.  <<  Happening,  (said  Mf • 
fiume,)  in  a  committee  up  stairs  to  make  an  inquiry  as  to  the 
iisbursements  paid  out  of  the  Scotch  Exchequer  he  found 
)ut  what  struck  him  exceedingly.  It  was  the  sum  of  £300  paid  to 
Lord  Dunglass  as  Chamberlain  of  Ettrick  Forest  This  sinecure 
vaa  dated  from  befere  the  Union,  and  w^s  originally  jCS^lOs. 
>cotch  money  (14b.  2d.  sterling).  In  a  committee  of  Inquiry  on  Sine- 
sures  and  Pensions,  held  in  ue  year  1810,  a  resolution  was  passeji 
dative  to  this  identical  pension.  Kow  wluLt  he  complained  of  wa^ 
hat  after  that  resolution  the  sinecure  should  be  renewed/ 
[«ord  Advocate  honestly  declared  it  as  his  opinion  that  th^{ 
Uegalf  and  thought  it  certainly  extraordinary  that  a 
hould  be  given  for  collecting  rents  amounting  oahr  V»{ 
iristocnu^  of  this  country  wish  to  retain  their  iafiuem' 
ibaodoa  the  disgraceful  modes  of  pocketing  the  puUir 
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poor  blind  sailor,  with  six  wounds,  can  only  obtain  6d.  a-day ;  bur 
a  Lord  and  his  son  can,  between  them,  obtain  £600  a-year  for 
nothing.  When  the  "lower  orders"  see  "Lords"  pocketting  tht- 
public  money  without  performing  any  services  for  it,  is  not  the 
the  example  calculated  to  shake  their  principles  ?  The  clergy  teL 
uSy  that  the  examble  of  the  great  operates  powerfully  on  their  inferi- 
ors ;  and  their  example  in  money  matters  is  as  likely  to  be  followed 
as  in  other  cases.  Mr.  Hume  was  at  pains  to  show,  by  examples, 
the  heavy  load  which  sinecures  and  pensions  brought  on  the  countir 
in  the  course  of  years.     His  examples  were  these : — 

<*  The  two  Chief  Jostiees  in  Eyre,  sinecures  before  the  year  1694^  hafe 
feceived,  as  stated  in  the  returns,  ^£4,566  a-year,  every  year  since  that 
time ;  and  by  a  calculation  made  in  1829  (being  for  126  years),  the  princi- 
pal sum  and  interest  amounted  to  46  millions  within  ^100,1000.  The 
calculation  was  made  at  5  per  cent,  interest  on  the  half-yearly  payments, 
and  he  believed  it  was  quite  correct. 

"  The  other  example  was  that  of  Alexander,  Earl  of  Home,  who  bad,  br 
the  Scotch  pension  list  on  the  table,  £276  lOs.  since  the  year  179S,  being 
forty-one  years,  which,  at  five  per  cent,  interest,  and  payments  haif-yearlv, 
the  public  have  paid  for  the  said  Earl  Home  £36^60,  and  it  remaioed  to 
be  seen  for  what  service.  He  stated  those  instances  to  show  the  abeolate 
necessity  of  putting  an  end  to  pensions  altogether,  as  the  amount  grada- 
ally  accumulated  and  contributed  to  distress  the  country. 

"  The  public  are  paying,  as  they  have  been  paying,  interest  on  their 
debt,  and  the  pajrment  of  those,  and  other  pensions  and  sinecares,  pre- 
vents the  liquidation  of  an  equal  amount  of  the  debt." 

Exposure  must  shame  the  aristocracy  out  of  these  disreputable 
modes  of  obtaining  money.  The  times  are  changed.  Reform  in 
Parliament  ought  to  put  an  end  to  the  safe  indulgence  in  such 
practices. 

THE  CORN  LAWS. 

Earl  Fitzwilliam,  Hate  Lord  Milton,)  one  of  the  greatest  landed 
proprietors  in  England,  impressed  with  the  honest  conviction,  that  the 
present  disgraceful  Com  Laws  ought  to  be  repealed  or  modiBed, 
brought  forward  a  motion  to  that  eflect  in  bis  place  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  on  the  14th  of  May ;  but  the  motion  was  at  once  negatived 
without  so  much  as  a  division !     Thus,  as  has  been  well  remarked  by 
an  able  writer  in  the  Sun  newspaper,  the  other  Members  of  this 
House  of  **  hereditary  wisdom,"  have,  in  effect,  been  pleased  to  deay 
that  white  is  white,  that  black  is  black,  and  that  two  and  two  make 
four.     The  noble  Earl  (Fit2william),  in  a  most  luminous  speedi,  ex- 
posed the  miserable  policy,  the  bare-faced  tyranny,  the  sordid  selfish- 
ness of  the  aristocratic  legislation  under  which  the  people  groaned. 
Their  Lordships  heard  him  with  much  of  the  same  indifiference  that  a 
^ock  of  wolves  may  be  imagined  to  hear  the  plaint  of  the  dying  vie- 
tns.     They  feel  strong  in  possession  of  the  power  to  negative  an 
teration  of  the  law ;  they  think  themselves  secure  in  the  enjoymeot 
'  their  plunder ;  but  although  their  time  is  not  yet  come,  tbey  mav 
Ay  upon  it,  that  as  ceriatnly  as  there  is  a  God  of  justice  to  avenge 
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ibe  wroDgB  of  the  weak,  the  poor,  and  the  opprewed,  the  day  is  not 
far  diftaiK,  when  ereiy  veetige  of  their  aocurted  monopoly  wiU  he 
awept  away.  Earl  Fitswilliam  told  then,  in  plain  language,  that  they 
considered  nothing  bnt  their  own  pockets,  that  their  abort  sighted 
aelfiahneaa  prei*ented  them  from  doinff  what  was  just  towards  tha 
com m unity — ^that  they  had  seen  the  folly  of  prohihiting  foreign  mana* 
ftictnres,  and  had  reduced  the  duties  upon  them  to  thirty  per  cent*, 
but  that  they  carefully  kept  up  the  doty  on  foreign  Com  at  sixty  or 
seventy  per  cent.  What  did  the  Earl  of  Ripon  (Mr.  Robinson,  ez 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,}  say  to  this,  in  answer  ?  That  he  heard 
with  pain  the  constant  effort  made  to  set  one  ifUeresi  against  another  I 
This  would  be  ludicrous,  conid  any  thing  which  inTolves  the  happtaeaa 
of  millions  excite  in  us  a  feeling  of  merriment.  Why,  the  thieves  in 
the  streets  make  the  same  outcry  about  the  interest  of  the  public  being 
set  up  against  theirs.  The  only  difference  between  the  two  sets  of 
indiyidoals  is,  that  the  first  are  the  descendents  of  men  who  sallied 
from  their  castles  and  robbed  on  horseback,  while  the  others  are 
descended  from  men  who  robbed  on  foot.  The  highwaymen,  the 
robbers  by  wholesale,  have  put  down  the  simple  footpad,  the  mere 
pickpocket,  and  declared  their  self  protective  system  illegal.  To  pro- 
serve  the  appearance  of  decency,  they  have  altered  their  own  mode  of 
taking  from  the  means  of  the  people.  The  power  they  formerly  ex- 
ercised is  still  exercised,  but  in  a  different  way.  Instead  of  harrying 
an  industrious  man,  and  levying  blackmail  from  him,  they  now  station 
their  dependents  or  Excise  officers  at  the  sea-ports  to  prevent  the 
entry  of  food,  and  take  the  artisans'  money  under  the  colourable  trans- 
action of  a  sale  of  provisions.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  long  this 
juggle  can  be  maintained,  not  only  in  the  face  of  justice,  in  the  fiice  of 
right,  in  the  fttce  of  starving  thousands,  but  in  the  face  of  the  confes- 
sions of  the  most  enlightened  of  the  Monopolists  themselves. 

On  this  snbj<»ct.  Earl  Fitzwilliam  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the 
Petition  of  the  Glasgow  Political  Union,  for  the  repeal  of  these  laws, 
in  the  following  terms : —

**  Sir,---I  received  and  presented  on  Tuesday,  the  petition  of  the  Olas- 
f^ow  Political  Union,  which  accompanied  yonr  letter  of  the  4th  inst  It 
IS  not  very  usual  to  speak  upon  presenting  a  petition,  bnt  I  read  the  most 
remarkable  ^rts  of  it  to  the  House,  in  onier  that  they  might  be  aware  of 
the  sound  pnneiples  upon  which  the  petitioners  pray  for  a  repeal  of  the 
Com  Laws.

The  abore,  then,  is  the  Ministerial  plan  for  the  abolition  of  Colonial 
Slavery,  as  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  14th  uHimo, 
by  Mr.  Stanley,  in  a  speech  of  great  eloquence.  The  plan  was  ably, 
energetically,  and  let  us  add,  hcm$Uy^  opposed  bv  Lord  Howick,  (son 
of  Earl  Greyi)  who  argued  that  it  was  ia^nacticable,  and  that  it  would 
only  be  a  nominal,  not  a  real  abolition  of  Slav^.  On  the  motum  of 
Sir  Robert  Pedl,  the  debate  was  adjourned  to  IWnday  last,  the  SOth 
vltiasoi  to  etabie  the  Honse  to  deliberale  weH  before  coining  to  its 
iinal  decision  on  this  most  momentous  subject.  We  refer  our  readen 
to  the  following  extract  from  the  splendid  speech  of  Mr.  Brougham, 
when  Mr.  Brougham^  to  the  Electors  of  Yortcsbire,  who  had  returned 
him  to  Parliament  in  18S0.  That  same  Mu  Brougham^  is  wmhotd 
Chaneellivr  of  England,  and  we  wish  he  could  reconcile  his  thrilling 
wofds  of  1890,  to  this  Ministerial  plan  of  Emaneipation  in  1888. 

«  Tell  ne  not  (says  he)  of  rights :  talk  not  of  the  property  of  tbe 
phmt^r  m  his  stiwres.  I  deny  the  right;  I  acknowledge  not  th6  fHh 
party;  tbe  principles,  the  feelings  of  our  common  nature  rise  in  rebeUioB 
jigaiast  it.  Be  the  appeal  made  to  the  undefstanding,  or  to  the  heart, 
tbe  sentence  is  the  same  that  njjccis  it.  In  nun  you  tell  me  of  liwa 
that  sanction  such  a  claim  !  lliere  is  a  law  above  all  enactments  of 
human  codes— tbe  same  throughout  the  world,  the  same  in  all  times ; 
such  as  it  was  before  tbe  daring  genius  of  Columbus  pierced  the  night 
of  agea»  and  opened  to  one  worid  tbe  sources  of  power,  of  wealth,  and 
knowledge ;— to  another  aU  unutterable  woes ;— each  it  is  at  this  day ; 
it  is  the  law  written  by  the  £nger  of  God  on  the  heart  of  man ;  and 
by  that  Jaw,  unchangeable,  and  eternal,  while  men  despise  Aaud,  and 
loath  rapine,  and  aMior  blood,  they  shall  reject  with  indignatiott  the 
wild  and  guilty  phantasy  tbat  man  can  hold  prc^ieity  in  man!  In  ndn 
you  appeal  to  treatiesr^to  corenants  between  nationa.  Tbe  coreninfa 
of  the  Al«iigb^»  whether  of  the  old  or  the  new^denoq^ceanch  nnholy 
pwtentioasi  To  those  laws  did  they  of  old  refer  who  nsabtained  the 
African  trade*  Such  treaties  did  they  eitoi  and  not  untruly;  for  by  one

PROSECUTION  AGAINST  THE  PRESS. 

Wb  learn  from  the  True  Sun,  that  Government  has  commenced  a  crimi- 
nal prosecution  against  it,  for  counsellini?  "resistance  to  the  Aasessed 
Taxes/'  and  for  **  bringing  the  Mouse  of  Commons  into  amten^tJ"  We 
have  not  seen  an  account  of  the  judicial  procedure,  and  know  nothing  of 
the  case  except  the  fact  as  above  stated.  We  cannot  therefore  speak  as  to 
its  peculiar  merits.  But  one  thing  is  very  certain — that  a  Government 
must  be  iu  a  miserable  state  of  weakness  which  can  resort  to  a  persecu- 
tion of  the  Press  as  a  means  of  defence.  The  Administration  of  the 
Duke  of  Wellin^^n  did  not  hold  together  long  after  it  called  in  the  fatal 
assistance  of  Sir  James  Scarlett,  and  it  needs  no  prophet  to  foretell  the 
downfall  of  any  Ministry  which,  in  the  present  state  of  public  opinion, 
shall  refuse  to  take  warning  by  the  Duke's  example.  When  the  Whigs 
were  in  opposition,  who  so  loud  as  they  in  condemning  proceedings  of 
this  kind? 


COBBETT  VERSUS  PEEL. 

We  are  afraid  that  Mr.  Cobbett  is  losing  himself  in  Parliament.  His 
motion  against  Sir  Robert  Peel  was  a  piece  of  idle  parade,  and  it  was 
scouted  out  of  the  House  with  feelings  of  indignation.  Cobbett  shoald 
confine  his  attention  to  practical  motions  about  the  Taxes*  He  has 
the  illiberality,  we  observe,  to  oppose  the  emancipation  of  the  Jews ; 
and  he  has  made  one  or  two  other  freaks  in  Parliament  not  unlike 
Henry  Hunt,  whose  example  we  thought  he  would  have  avoided. — 
Still  we  hope  better  things  of  him.

Many  of  our  readers,  we  suppose,  are  aware  that  the  <'  Spy  System," 
which  we  developed  not  long  ago,  was  made  the  subject  of  an  able 
and  interesting  review  in  the  last  No.  of  Tait's  Magazine.  The  con- 
duct of  Mr.  Kirkman  Fiuiay,  with  that  of  his  friend  Richmond,  the 
Spy,  &c.  &c.  was  there  handled  pretty  severely.  Mr.  Finlay  felt  the 
lash  for  the  first  time  (?)  and  he  wrote  a  most  indiscreet  letter  to  Mr. 
Tait  of  the  Magazine,  not  so  much  in  -his  own  justification  (for  that 
he  could  scarcely  attempt)  as  in  the  justification,  to  use  nia  own 
words,  of  ** my  Lord  SidmouUi"  Mr.  Finlay  caused  his  letter  to  be 
poblished,  for  which  he  of  course  paid,  in  almost  the  whole  of  the 
provincial  newspapers,  and  this  brought  out  a  terrible  severe  reply 
from  Tait,  which  was  published  in  the  Edinburgh  OAcerwrof  the  14th 
May.  We  also  felt  it  necessary  to  take  up  the  cudgels,  and  to  address 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Kirkman  Finlay,  which  was  printed  and  published  on 
^^h  May,  by  Muir,  Gowans,  &  Co.  price  twopence.  This  letter 
ady  gone  through  several  editions,  such  has  been  tlie  demand 
We  beg  to  be  very  plain  in  thus  calling  the  public  attontiou  more 
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prominently  to  it,  for  it  would  be  mere  afibctation  in  us  to  deny  that 
we  wish  the  letter  to  be  diffused  as  widely  as  possible  among  all  ranks 
and  classes.  It  should  penetrate  the  hearts  of  the  TorieSy  if  they  have 
any,  like  cold  steel.  The  London  Spectator  says  of  Tait*s  letter  to 
Kirkman,  that  it  *<  cuts  like  a  kitchen  knife  whetted  on  a  brirk-bat — 
rough  and  deep." 


THE  OBNBRAL  ASSEMBLY 

Mbt  at  Edinburgh  on  Thursday,  the  16th  May  curt.  The  fbUowing 
description  of  the  convocation  of  this  Meeting  is  taken  from  the 
newspapers: — "On  Thursday  last  His  Grace  Lord  Belhaven  and 
StentOD,  His  Majesty's  Lord  High  Commissioner  to  the  General 
Aasembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  held  his  first  Levee.  His  Grace 
wore  a  General's  uniform."  After  giving  the  names  of  a  number  of 
Generals,  Colonels,  and  other  Military  and  Naval  Officers,  who  at- 
tended this  Levee,  besides  lay  and  clerical  fuuctionaries,  he,  &c.  the 
newspapers  state,  that  "  A  guard  of  honour,  consisting  of  the  light 
company  of  the  S2d  regiment,  with  the  band,  were  posted  in  front  of 
the  Connty-hall.  The  ground  was  lined  by  the  Enniakillen  Dragoons, 
under  the  command  of  LieuL-Colonel  Mattocks." 

Such  is  the  way  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
commenced  its  proceedings — the  <*  Lord  High  Commissiafiier"  dreeaed 
**in  a  Gen&raVs  uniform^* — a  guard  of  goJdiers  from  the  S2d  r^- 
ment,  with  the  band,  marching  and  playing  before  '*  the  Reverend 
Fathers"  to  their  tanetum  sanctorum — the  ground  **  lined  by  the  £n- 
niskillen  DragoonSf  under  the  command  of  Lieotenaot-Cokinel  Mat- 
tocks ! !" 

-  We  venture  to  assert,  that  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  all  liia  **  perils," 
never  asked  a  soldier  to  attend  him;  and  we  doubt  whether  any  of  the 
twelve  Apostles,  or  their  Divine  Master,  ever  held  a  levee  in  the 
sense  or  manner  here  described.  Assuredly  we  read  nowhere  in  the 
Bible  that  the  Church  of  old  was  opened  by  a  Lord  High  Commis- 
sioner, from  any  King  or  Potentate  on  earth.  But  the  modern  de- 
scription above  given  tends  to  shew  the  happy  and  harmomona  con- 
nection that  subsists  between  "  Church  and  State"  in  the  nineteenth 
century :  and  it  would  be  wrong  to  forget  that  the  Church  of  Scdtlmd 
is  "  &tMished  "  by  law.  We  never,  however,  did  her  the  justice  to 
atatCy  that  drums  and  bayonets  formed  part  of  her  paraphernalia  till 
now.

Can  tha  "  Eatabliabed"  Church  of 
Scotland  reniain  on  this  unchristian,  unprincipled  footing,  for  nx 
yeara  h>ogerP'~Can  any  Church  aornre— doea  any  Chnfch  duene 
to  anrvive,  that  is  not  based  in  the  hearts  and  afiections  of  the  people  ? 
And  do  the  people — we  mean  the  great  majority  of  the  people,  for 
the  PatrOTU,  alias  the  Artatocracy,  and  their  snbserrient  tools,  the 
Patronized  Clergy,  are  out  of  the  question,' — they  have  an  wUerett  to 
keep  things  as  they  are,  just  as  the  Bo rougfa mongers  desired  «id  had 
an  interest  to  keep  np  Old  Ssrum,  Stc — bat,  wo  ask;  do  the  people 
really  desire  to  see  this  monstrous  system  of  Church  Patronage  main- 
tained over  them  for  ever,  repugnant,  as  it  surely  I«^  to  tbeir  own  beat 
and  dearest  intereeuP — We  say  No  ! — Therefore  let  tha  response  be, 
Down  with  it !     Down  with  it ! 

We  write  strongly  on  this  subject,  because  its  importance  demands 
that  we  onght  to  do  eo.— There  is  a  trueklii^  Press  in  this  country, 
either  too  willing  to  protect  the  Clergy  in  their  deltnqneiicies,  or  too 
timid  or  afraid  to  attack  them  when  they  OOgbt  to  be  attacked.'  But 
we  hold  that  thera  is  no  sanctity  in  a  black  coat  more  than  io  any 
other,  and  the  charge  of  being  infidels  or  atheists  (whicb,  if  applied  to 
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lucre  7— Ww  'Patronage  bought  and  Hold  to  the  highest  bidder,  in 
pristiDe  agea, — in  the  bait  days  of  the  Cburcb  ? 

It  is  imposaible  for  say  Member  of  the  General  Aisembly,  with 
the  leaat  r^^arit  to  truth  or  deceocy,  to  aoBwer  those  qnestions  agaiiist 
UB  in  the  ^rmaiiTe.  And,  in  conclueion,  we  ha?e  no  doubt  that 
this  fatal  dedaiou  of  the  Assembly  will  greatly  iDCrease  the  ranke  «f 
the  Voluntary  Cburch  Association,  to  which,  with  all  our  beartB,  we 
now  wish  every  succeas.

We  haTe  made  a  calcnlation,  and  find,  that  out  of  the  366  lay  and 
clerical  members  composing-  the  AsHembly,  upwards  of  eighty  of  them 
■re  Edinburgh  Lawyera — a  precious  sample,  to  be  sure,  of  a  Church 
Court !

For  the  enemies  of 
all  Reform  did  not  &il  to  take  advantage  of  that  apathy,  and  by 
mustering  their  otherwise  impotent  strength,  have  succeeded  in 
getting  Ae  Bill  curtailed  of  its  original  proportions.  They  were 
aided,  in  this  manoeuvre,  by  some  snakes  in  the  grass, — some 
would-be  Reformers,  whom  we  shall  not  fail  to  exhibit  ip  their  true 
colours,  in  proper  season.

SIR  ANDREW  AGNEWS  SABBATH  BILL. 

«  By  bU 'that's  good  and  horriUe,"  the  SainUy  the  choice  company 
of  Saints  in  the  House  of  Commons,  had  well  nigh  carried  the 
notable  Bill  of  their  champion,  the  worthy  Sir  Andrew  Agncw  of 
that  Ilk  1  The  numbers  for  it  were,  73 ;  against  it,  79 — so  that  h 
was  only  thrown  out  by  a  majority  of  six.  We  confess  we  bdieved 
that  it  would  not  have  had  six  supporters  altogether  in  the  "  Ho- 
nourable Hoi]U3e.'*  Disguise  it  as  they  may,  this  was  a  Bill  calcu* 
lated  .to  muzzle  the  poor,  alias  the  **  lower  ordftrs,**  or  to  dtprive 
them  of  their  innocent,  and  therefore  lawfiil  and  acouatomod  recre- 
ation on  the  Sabbath  day.  In  saving  this,  let  it  not  be  siHi|ioaed 
that  we  wish  to  encourage^  directly  or  by  implication,  the  lawless 
and  brutal  violators  of  ^e  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath.  The  common 
law  of  the  country  is  already  sufficient  to  reach  and  punish  all  such 
characters  as  they  deserve.  But  there  is  a  wide  and  manifest  dif- 
ference between  innocent  recreation  on  the  one  Itaad,  and  lawiesa 
violence  on  the  other. — ^This  Bill  went  to  confonnd  the  twow  It 
amalgamated  the  good  with  the  bad.  It  made  no  exception  in  fh 
vour  of  the  poor,  who  are  generally  the  better  part  of  the  creation, 
for  lon^purses  do  not  always  make  the  beat  morala.  And  holding, 
as  we  CK>,  that  Christianity  does  not  oonaiai  in  niakiag  *'  long  faoea*' 
on  the  Sabbath,  pent  up  in  some  reoeptade  ''  away  from  Nature 
and  from  Nature's  God,*'  we  cannot  but  be  pleased  at  tlie  rejection 
of  this  Bin. 

We  lobaerva  that  one  of  our  Ci^  Representatives  (Mr.  James 
Ewing)  expresses  itis  regret,  in  a  pFO»«^  letter  to  Mr.  Paul,  one  of 
the  ^faynoottt  PetitionarB,  that' he  Was  not  present  to  support  the 
Bill  on  its  second  reading,  th#iigk  he  admits  that  it  want  *<  a  little 
too  lar."  Why,  some  of  the  Bishops  themselves  admit  that  it  went 
•<  a  Kttle  too  fiu-,**  and  if  their  delicate  stomachs  could  not  digest  it» 
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the  country  may  be  assured  that  the  cloven  foot  is  in  it«  to  a  cer- 
tainty. Should  it  be  again  brought  forward,  as  threatened,  in  next 
Session  of  Parliament,  we  trust  that  numerous  counter  petitions 
will  be  got  up,  simply  praying  that  the  House  would  not  encourage 
Cant  and  Hypocrisy,  but  proceed  to  the.  proper  business  before  it 

THE  ASSEMBLY  OP  DtVIKES  IH  EOf  NBUKOH.

NATIONAL  CONVENTION— LONDON. 

It  utf  we  believe,  admitted  on  all  bands,  that  the  late  movemeiit  in 
London  for  a  **  National  Convention/'  was  a  foolish,  if  not  an  ille- 
gat  affair^  and  no  man  of  any  repute  was  connected  with  it.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  conduct  of  the  London  Police,  in  dispersing 
the  Meeting,  consisting  of  two  or  three  thou^nd  persons,  was  vio* 
lent,  brutal,  and  ferocious,  for  they  appear,  from  the  evidence^  to 
have  felled  indiscriminately  with  their  bludgeons,  men,  women,  and 
children,  who  were  merely  looking  on,  or  conducting  themselves 
quite  peaceably.  We  are  not  therefore  surprised  that  one  of  the 
Folicemen  met  with  Kis  death  in  return.  The  verdict  of  the  Coro- 
ner's Inquest,  who  seem  to  have  investigated  the  afiair  with  singu- 
lar prudence,  has  occasioned  a  great  deal  of  animadversion  from 
Whig  and  Tory.— We  record  it  in  this  place,  to  show  that  we 
applaud  it.

PENSIONERS,  MALE  AND  FEMALE! 
In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  20th  May  curt  Mr.  D.  W. 
Harvey  moved  for  a  return  **  of  all  persons  on  the  English,  Irish, 
and  Scotch  Pension  Lists  heretofore  paid  out  of  the  Civil  List ; 
specifying  with  each  name  the  sum  received  by  each  individual,  the 
period  of  the  grant,  the  pnblic  grounds,  or  other  consideration,  as 
fkr  as  practicable,  on  account  of  which  they  bad  been  granted;  dis- 
tinguishing those  w!k>  are  widows  or  orphans  of  deceased  public 
servants,  and  such  as  are  in  the  receipt  of  any  salary,  profits,  pay, 
feea»  and  emoluments,  from  any  public  source.*' 

He  saidy  that  on  former  occasions  the  subject  had  been  so  on* 
&irly  mixed  up  with  other  considerations,  as  to  give  a  triurmph  to 
the  enemies  of  reform,  which  they  would  not  otherwise  have  had  to 
boast  o£  He  knew  that  if  he  spoke  of  Military  and  Naval  pensions 
alone,  all  the  heroes  of  the  House  would  spring  up,  and  ask  if  they 
were  to  sacrifice  upon  a  mercenary  altar  all  those  gallant  souls  who 
had  so  bravely  defended  their  country  in  the  bow*  of  need.  But 
the  House  would  have  to  prepare  to  make  serions  redactions.

varioufl  kinds,  £777,566;  pensions  for  loss  of  office,  £12,020; 
amounting  altogether  to  nine  millions  of  money.  He  was  willing 
to  acknowledge  tiiat  the  Government  had  gone  a  great  length  ki 
the  refoim  of  these  matters,  but  not  such  as  bore  any  proportion  to 
the  aggregftte.  Lord  Althorp's  predecessor  had  litnited  the  amount 
of  the  pensions  on  the  Civil  List  to  CHiyOOO ;  it  at  present  stood 
at  £150,000 ;  one-half,  however,  of  which  was  charged  on  the  Con- 
solidated Fund.  Now,  his  object  was  to  know  the  real  natore  of 
these  pensions — to  ascertain  for  what  services  they  were  srantod. 
In  1829,  his  Hon.  Friend  (Mr.  Hume)  the  Member  for  Middlesex 
had  moved  for  a  return  of  the  names  ofall  persons  receiving  pen- 
sions ;  and  Lord  Althorp  then  sitting  on  that  side  of  the  House, 
had  supported  it:  bis  object  now  was  to  follow  up  that  m6tion,^»for 
he  coold  see  no  use  in  the  mere  names,  unless  the  consideration  for 
the  pensioBs  was  stated  ako." 

He  wotrtd  remark,  as  rather  singular,  the  great  disproportion 
which  the  female  world  exhibited  on  this  Ibt. 

'<  In  the  pensions  chargeable  on  the  English,  Scotch,  and  Irish 
Civil  List,  and  the  four-and-a-half  per  c^it  Duties,  there  were  1«S0S 
persons;  of  whom  l>022-were  of  the  fiur  sex ;  and  of  208  persons  of 
title  and  distinction,  124  were  ladles  of  ihmily.

He  did  not  ask  fbr  a  Committee  upon  the 
sutgect,  as  some  members  wished;  for,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  he 
would  not  be  infltrumental  in  bringing  one  thousand  and  twenty-two 
ladies  before  them.*' — The  motion  was  carried.

— He  justly  observed  that  these  were  the 
things  that  gave  ofience  to  the  People.

THE  FORCE  OF  PREJUDICE. 

When  the  preaent  Speaker  of.  the  House  of  Commons  was  re-elected, 
he  particulaHy  dwelt,  ia  bia  inauguration  speech,  on  the  inforaiatiaa 
respecting  the  foi*m8  ef  the  House  which  he  should  be  happy  to  afibrd 
to  new  members.     The  Speaker,  ia  fact,  is  a  sort  of  drill-sergeant  to 
the  Parliamentary  awlrward  squad,  who*  are  cointinually  falling  cot  of 
the  rabks,.  and  mistaking  the  word  of  oomnand,  .  Every  w?ek  much 
time  is  consumed  by  debates  on  points  of  order,  and  CeoMiiiilees  are 
not  unfcequently  formed  to  look  for  prec^denta  which  nowhere  exist. 
It  is  inconceivable  how  such  a  state  of  things  can  have  been  ao  long 
snffiered  to  remain  without  even  an  attempt  to  mend  it«     The  extreme 
personal  inconvenience  which  it  must  occasion  to  so  many  meoiberB, 
one  would  suppose,  ought  ,to  be  sufficient  to  induce  them  to  apply  a  re- 
medy to  the  evil,  by  immediately  ordering  a  manual  of  the  forma  of  the 
House  to  be  prepared,  to  wUch  all  might  refer. ,  On  Monday  night,  Mr. 
Hume  produced  a  mansal  of  thisdescriptiop,  which  had  been  compiled 
for  the  use  of  the  American  C!ongvess,'from  SaUdts  PrecedentSt  and 
other  books  of  authority  in  the  Brilish  Hpf^$  of  Commons.     There 
the  members  had  pMenled  to  thetn^.in .« .i(Qi>ve^i^t,  form,  mil  the 
mecepsary  rules,  which  at  present  the j^  are  oUigid  tO/Wivi  for  among 
Heaven  knows  how  many  catnbnotts  foliea<    BafcwiaiTe' they. thankful 
to  Mr.  Jiume  for  thus  putting  them  in  the  way  ofecanwpiging  their 
time,  patience,  and  eyesight  ?     No  such  thitiff ;  the  force  ef  prejudice 
ia  80  atropg  in  the  British  House  of  Commons,  that  they  treated  with 
a  visible  contempt  the  idea  of  receiving  anything  in  the  shape  of  inatmc- 
rtien  fraea  AB»ei:iGa.;  and  Mr.  Hume  desisted  from  pressing  the  subject 
on  their  consideration*     Yet  this  book  was  merely  a  methodised  com- 
pilation of  their  own  forms.

have  erected  for  him  hsting  monumentM  i»  the  hearU  of  many  pratefid  paruhioner$  / 
whilst  his  congrtfgation  have  also  to  lamaU  the  loss  of  an  ardent  and  talented  Pastor. 
The  Chmrdi  waa  crowded  to  excees,  *' 

Perhaps  the  true  way  to  designate  the  above  paragraph  is,  at  once,  tp 
call  it  the  puff* direct.  It  was  written,  we  have  no  doubt,  by  some  inter' 
ested  party,  to  serve  a  particular  purpose,  as  will,  we  guess,  be  pretty 
apparent  ere  long.  Had  the  puffers  contented  themselves  with  sticking 
to  the  truth,  by  simply  saying  that  Dr»  M'Lean  was  Parish  Minister  of 
Gorbals  "  for  forty  years,"  and  that  he  died  iu  a  good  old  age,  nobody 
would  have  found  foult  with  them  ;  but  we  venture  to  say  that  the 
paragraph  above  quoted  has  disgusted  nine-tenths  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Gorbals  This,  we  imagine,  will  be  evident  from  the  fact, — noticed  by  Mr. 
Leishman  himself  in  his  Sermon-^that  the  parish  contains  a  population 
of  35,000  individuals ;  and  yet  we  affirm  that  although  the  parish 
church  is  capable  of  containing  1500  individuals,  not  the  one  third  part 
of  that  last  number  have  connected  themselves  with  it.  In  truth,  it 
might  be  said  that  for  some  years  past.  Dr.  McLean,  assisted  by  his 
Reverend  Son, — who  is  now  anxious  to  be  his  father's  '<  guceessor" — 
only  preached  to  a  beggarly  account  of  empty  benches.  The  church 
was  literally  deserted.  And  still  the  puffers  say  that  *'  his  congregation 
have  to  lament  the  loss  of  an  ardent  and  talented  preacher !"  They  rather^  > 
we  believe,  lament  the  finct,  that  the  parish  church  of  Gorbals  has  a 
debt,  at  this  moment,  over  its  head,  of  no  less  than  four  thousand 
pounds  sterling, — the  seat-rents,  for  many  years,  not  being  equal  to 
pay  the  stipend,  &c.  And  this,  we  presume,  is  another  proof  of  the 
propriety  of  maintaining  *^  9Xk  Established  church,  according  to  law." 
But  the  puffers^  of  course,  carefully  conceal  these  dismal  facta  from 
the  public 

Tne  two  '*  Funeral  Sermons"  have  been  printed,  and  we  have  read  both 
of  them, — for  we  read  sermons  occasionally,  and  perhapa  ofteaer  than 
some  people  imagine.  We  must  now  refer  specially  to  the  one  preached 
by  Mr.  Leishman  of  Govan,  in  the  forenoon,  because,  towards  the 
end  of  it,  he  refers  to  a  subject  on  which  we  have  oftener  than  onoe 
lectured  Dr.  McLean,  through.the  GazeUe.    We  allude  to 

Waddbl's  Will.  ' 

Mr.  Leishman,  in  the  course  of  his  sermon,  made  the  FoUdwing 
mtMtmmenX  to  the  congregation, — which  we  quote  precisely  as  we  find 
it,  in  the  60th  No.  of  the  <*  Scottish  Pulpit  ":— 

••  Too  are  likciriss  aware,*'  said  he,  **  that,  as  a  trustee  of  the  late  Mn.  Waddell, 
b«t  tt  ahort  tiae  before  his  death,  be  (Dr.  McLean)  caused  a  schooUhouse  to  be  built 
far  thm  cdaeation  of  young  and  dcecitttte  females.     This  school,  a  female  teaefaer  pro- 
perly qvalifled  haviqg  been  appointed  to  it,  is  just  on  the  eve  ef  beug  opened.       it 
will*  i  troa^  prove  an  ioestiinable  privilege  to  no  small  |3ortio&  of  the  young  a  nd 
Ti»u»g  generatioo.     One  of  the  last  acta  of  your  minister's  lift  waa  to  pftpsm  r^o'f- 
tiawtm  ib>r  it.     JFew  of  you  kmew,  however^  thai  the  ftmde  fbr  the  ereetUm  oftiAkf^   ' 
koMM0  iBtre  provided  by  Dr.  M^Letin  hims^.     It  was  an  oljcct  on  whidi  hr' 
him  h9tmt»     Often  did  be  speak  to  me  regarding  it  with  the  liveliest  iaS^ 
^ad  eadoavoorad,  withont  snecase,  to  obtain,'  for  the  pvrpeee  be  had  in 
of  g^ottad  in  a  aaitable  situation.     At  length,  disappointed  in  bis  r 
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gave  orderi  for  the  building  to  be  reared  on  ground  of  Am  own,  undertaking  to  pay  the 
coHtraetoTt  in  thejirst  instanctf  wWkhis  own  funds,  as  die  legacjrlcifc  by  the  foundren, 
havings  been  lent  out  by  ber  faa»b«iid  at  an  adwiatiigeoua  rate  of  intereat»  coald  not  be 
uplifted  till  tbe  expiration  of  the  period  apeoBed  in  the  bond.*' 

Now,  tf  the  statement  thus  made  hj  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthew  Leisb- 
man  was  tru^,  '<  that  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  this  school  were  pro- 
▼i(ied  by  Dr,  3f*Leizn  himse^^  we  should  not  hesitate  to  aay  that,  in 
this  .respeqt,  tbe  t^er.  Dr.  deserved  very  great  credit  indeed,  and  that 
we  had  previously  maligned  him  most  unjustly.  But  how  ataod  the 
facts  f  Mrs..  Waddell  left  £10,000  to  three  trustees,  vi?,  her  huaband, 
Mr.  Alexander  Waddell^  Mr.  Samel  Wilson,  ami  Dr.  M^Leaa,  direct- 
ing them,  six  months  after  her  decease,  to  lend  out  and  secare,  on  good 
heritable  property,  &c.  the  sum  of  £2000,  for  the  purpose  of  fotindiog* 
and  maintaining  a  school  in  the  Barony  of  Little  Govan  and  Gorbak, 
for  teaching  a  competent  number  of  girts  reading,  writing,  andaewing, 
and  the  principles  of  religion,  to  be  called  the  Macfarlane  School. 

Mrs.  Waddell  died  in  June,  or  July,  1829.  Her  husband  died  in 
about  a  year  after.  Mr.  Samuel  Wilson  died  also,  so  that  Dr.  M'Leau 
himself  became  the  sole  s^mving  trustee.  It  cannot  be  clenied  that 
as  such  he  intromitted  with  the  qioney  left  tty'Mrs.  Waddell.  In  par- 
ticular, it  eannot  be  denied^  t))at  he  drew,  at  least,  ihe  intertot  on  this 
very  sum  of  £2000 ;  and  calculating  the  interest  from  the  day  of  her 
death,  as  was- provided  in  her  settlen^enti  it,  of  itself,  would  now 
amount  to  S  or  £400  sterling. 

Now,  the  charge  we  made  against  Dr.  M'Lean  was,  that  he   kept 
this  praiseworthy  legacy  of  Mrs.  Waddell  carefully  coneedted  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Gorbab  till  we  attacked  him  about  it,  on  the  28t]i  Jan. 
1832 — (see  Gazette^   No.  39)-.-at  which  tinae,  be  it  observed,  Mrs. 
WAddel  had  been  dead  for  upwards  of  two  years,  and  Dr.  McLean 
himself  was  then  in  the  entire  and  uncontrolled^  management  of  her  whole 
affairs.     We  verily  believe  that  it  was  owing  to  tne  repeated  attacks 
we  made  upon  him  in  the  Gazette^  and  when  he  saw  that  the  thing 
would  conceal  no  longer,  that  be  set  about  tbe  erection  of  this  achool, 
— for  which  we  i\o  not  believe  he  advanced  out  of  his  own  pocket  one 
fartlnng,  the  funds  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  late  Mta.  Waddell — 
the  very  interest  on  the  £2000  being  adequate  for  tite  purpeae.     And 
we  must  here  say,  that  Dr.  M*Lean  finally  procee<ied  to  erect  the 
school  with  the  worst  grace  possible.     Did  be  consult  the  pansbioners 
of  Gorbals  in  any  way  about  it  ?     Did  he  even  advertiae  publicly  for 
esHmaieg  to  do  the  work  ?     Not  he.     But  tlie  beauty  of  the  thing  im 
that,  not  content  with  keeping  these  traiisaotiona  to  himself,  be  would 
uot  allow  the  school  to  be  erected  on  any  otker^ilace  than  on  greund  at  his 
own  door — belonging  to  himself — and  new  it  nsiikes  a  very  oice  and 
convenient  wall  to  his  own  garden!     We  are  cnrioua  to  know  bow 
~'tcb  he  charged  to  hiniself,  as  the  value  of  the  gi!«>iind.     Of  la  truth  the 

cter  was  a  knowing  oAe.     Mr.  Leishman  says  his  "  heart  *'    was 
upon  this  business ; — not  a  doubt  of  it ;  but  it  was  i^t  the  expenst* 

Mrs.  Waddell's  legacy,  for  aH  that.     We  will  be  beund  to  aay,  that 

.lougb  the  Dr.  (according  to   ri^p)>Pt)  had  aviaased  eicht    or   t«Mi 
^lousand  pounds,  he  left  none  of  it  for  a  school  like  Mrs.  WadtUsU.

According  to  ihe  destinatioo  in  her  seUletnent,  the  three  trustees 
therein  named  being  now  dead,  the  management  of  this  legacy  and 
school  now  becomes  rested  in  the  Mag^etiates  of  Gorbals,  the  Minister 
of  the  parish  (when  chosen),  and  three  Etders  to  be  named  by  the 
Kirk-Session. 

We  learn  that  a  party  is  at  work  to  get  Dr,  M*Lean  s  son  fixed 
•pen  the  pariah,  aa  tke  spiritual  guide  and  director  of  it.  They  must 
be  aeoselesa  mea  who  attempt  such  a  thing,  for  we  presume  they  will 
not  allege  that  the  qualities  of  the  son  are  superior  to  those  of  the 
fiither,  and  if  the  one  preached  the  Church  thin,  the  other  is  only  likely 
to  do  ao^  on  a  more  extended  ratio.  We  trust  the  Heritors  of  Cor- 
bels, who  ai;e  the  Patrons  of  this  Church,  wilt  select  some  populftr 
persbA,  who  by  filling  the  Church,  will  enable  them  to  clear  off  the 
heavy  debi  upon  it>  and.  render  other  and  efficient  services  to  the 
eommnnity*' 

Old  Masons  IN  Glasocw. 

Having  in  the  preceding  article  adverted  to  Mrs.  .WaddeU*s  will,  we 
beg  to  state,  th^t  now,  by  the  death  of  Dr.'  M'Lean^  lier.lait  acting 
Trustee,  th^  sum  of  J^^iOO  falls  "  to  be  paid  ever  to  the  Deacon  and 
Master  Court  of  the  Incorporation  of  Masons  in  Gla^^ow,  U^  be. kept 
aeparate  from  their  other  funds,  and  the  interest  of  tha  same  to  be

wiUt  from  which  we  have  quoted  it.  And  we  should  like  to  know 
/whether  Dr.  McLean's  heirs  have  paid  ovet-the  money  to  .the  Deacon 
mad  Master  Court,  as  ordered  ?  The  Ma8oa^  themaelves»  at  any  rate, 
ahoold  now  take  tKe  hint  and  look  after  it. 


BMIGRAflON.

Sir, — Tn  the  oourse  of  last  month  the  Master  Turners  of  Paisley  ealne  t«  an 
agreement  to  pay  their  men  by  piece  work,  so  that  a  good  tradesman  ttiglit  ear* 
from  16a.  to  ITs.  a- week.  But  a  certain  peraonage  named  John  Loekhafty  ia 
Well  Meadow- Street,  who  Is  knofvn  as  a  sctvwer  down  of  tbe  ^oor  tradamaBi 
thought  this  too  much  for  a  Journeyman,  and  that  be  rolghfr  podwt  a  Mttia  bmwi 
for  hiiQself,  by  lowing  tbe  wages  of  his  men.  Afler  trying  Ut  polatfn  flie  mfods 
of  some  of  the  Masters^  be  came  to  me  with  a  written  engagcmant,  wbidh  he 
wished  me  to  sign,  saying  that  he  would  give  me  twelve  moathV  wiifk  «t  the 
rate  of  12s.  per  week,  being  4«.  below  the  common  wage.  I  told  hin\  it.  waa  too 
nttle  for  a  man  who  bad  a  large  family  to  support,  and  refused  to  enter  into  any 
engagwnent  with  him  on  eueb  torms. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  when  such  §^fi$k  ma^tors  «•  this  wish  to  reduce  the  poor 
man*s  wages  to  a  much  lower  rate  than  the  other  masters  are  wilting  to  pi^,  f 
think  they  ought  to  be  expoeed,  and  numy  of  the  operatives  of  Pkisley  concur 
with  me  In  hoping  that  you  will  do  so,  and  oblige  ypur  ooniCant  reader*

So  let  the  mind  be  as  naked  as  the  walls  of  an  empty  and  for- 
saken teoeaient^  gloomjjr  as  a  dungeon,  or  ornamented  with  tne  richest 
abilitiea  of  thinking^,  let  it  be  hot,  cold,  dark  or  li^ht,  lonely  or  inhabited, 
■till  prejudice^  if  undisturbed,  will  fill  it  with  cobwebs,  and  live  like  the 
spider,  where  there  seems  nothing  to  live  on.  If  the  one  prepares  her 
food,  by  poisoning*  it  to  her  palate  and  her  uae^  the  other  does  the  same  ; 
and  as  several  of  our  passions  are  stronn^l^  characterised  by  the  animal 
worid,  prejudice  may  be  denomitialed  the  spider  of  the  mind. 

Principle,  like  truth,  needs  no  contrivance:  it  will  tell  its  own  tale,  and 
tell  it  in  the  same  way. 

The  true  idea  of  a  g^reat  nation,  is  that  which  extends  and  promotes  the 
principles  of  universal  society  ;  whose  mmd  rises  abt>ve  the  atmosphere 
of  local  Ihongbty  and  oonsiders  mankind,  of  whatever  nation  or  proression 
thev  may  be,  as  tbe  work  of  one  Creator.

Or  more  use  was  one  philo- 
sopher, tnough  a  heathen,  to  the  worid,  thau  ^U  the  heathen  couquerers 
that  ever  existed. 

He  is  a  weak  politician  who  does  not  understand  human  nature^  and 
penetrate  into  the  efeet  whfoh  tbeneasures  of  government  will  have  upon 
the  miAd.

It  ia  be- 
tieved,  be  wasocooMarf  to  the  marker  of  bh  own  htber.— and  a  murdenr 
he  is,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  fbr  he  has  alabbed  others  with  bis  own  hatfds 
iti  his  otni  polaoe;  nor  has  he  gcrnpled  lo  TioUrte  the  most  sotemn-  oaths, 
and  to  pUee  biolMtr  on  the  Ibrotie  of  Portngal  aa  an  e{<en  and  avowed 
Umrper.  At  this  moment,  it  is  oompnted  that  npwardt  of  40,000  indiTi- 
duals,  neo,  women,  and  children,  are  oonftned  in  the  dungeons  of  Por- 
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tugal,  on  the  fiat  of  his  arbitrary  wiU*  In  short,  his  whole  conduct  may 
be  described  as  that  of  a  monsttr-vi}!  homaa  form — brutal,  treackeroiis,  mod 
unrelenting.  And  we  wiU  nay^  thfit  if  such  i^  monhter  should  be  suffered 
to  exist  by  the  people  of  any  ooojDtry.and  to  f^ast  on  their  sighs  and  tears  and 
conyulsive  throes,  they  deserve  to  be  lashed  with  a  rod  of  iron  till  the 
flow  of  blood  itself,  shall  wash  away  tbetr  baseness  and  their  bigotry !  But, 
unhappily,  the  Priests  of  Portugal  are  the  (fiends  and  supporters  of  Don 
Miguel,  who  again  takes  care  to  pamper  to  all  their  desires — and  w^e  need 
scarcely  make  the  observation,  which  all  history  confirms,  that  there 
never  wajB  a  priest-ridden  country  on  the  face  of  the  earth  where  genuine 
liberty,  or  any  thing  approaching  to  it,  was  permitted  to  exist,  far  less  to 
flourish.

We  shall  also  read  them  their  fisite  from  the  history  of  passing  cTonts  in 
England,  .  Their  own  conduct  has  taught  the  people^  that  as  wisdom  can- 
not he  made  hereditary,  so  neither  ought  power ; — that  the  idea  of  a  hers- 
ditary  legislator  is  as  absurd  as  that  of  a  hereditary  poet ;— that  men  who 
hold  themselves  accountable  to  none,  ought  to  be  trusted  by  none ;  and 
that  their  present  assumptions  are  founded  in  the  injustice  and  insolence 
which  supposes  one  man  to  have  a  property  in  others,  and  to  govern  them 
by  the  right  of  a  despot  over  the  persons  of  slaves.  This  feeling,  we 
think,  is  now  becoming  pretty  universal  among  reflecting  people.  And 
in  this  country,  the  caste  of  these  heredifsry  Lords  assuredly  will, 
soooer  or  later,  follow  the  fortunes  of  their  bretl^ren  in  France  I — And 
as  for  the 

Bishops,        .    . 
When  we  see  them  supporting  a  Murderer  and  a  Tyrant,  we  say,  without 
the  slightest  hesitation,  that  their  political  career  ought  to  be  brought  im- 
mediately to  an  end. 

It  is  too  late  now-a-days  to  gull  the  People  about  the  **  divine  origin" 
of  Bishops. — No!  No  I  We  are  completely  cured  of  that,  by  the  noted 
instance  of  the  late  Bishop  Pelham,  who  was  made  a  Bishop,  though  he 
could  not  write  his  own  language,  and  who  wore  the  mitre  on  his  head  at 
the  very  time  he  pocketed  his  pay  as  a  Captain  in  one  of  the  Dragoon 
Ouards! 

Nor  will  the  conduct  of  these  Bishops,  in  voting  against  the  Heform 
Bill,  be  foi^otten. — But,  in  truth,  their  whole  political  conduct  is  so 
utterly  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  that  holy .  religion  of  which  they 
claim  to  be  pre-eminently  the  Ministers,  that  they  have  already  forfeited 
all  right  to  the  national  respect  and  confidence.    - 

Did  noti  then,  our  Scottish  ancestors  do  well  to  get^rid  of  these  fellows 
some  centuries  ago  ?

^ifiDOJMM^f  Ml^  fmt  teeuriog  the  pbjrmeil  of  the  hiterwt,  taitt  weM  laid 
upon  beer,  ale,  and  other  liquors.  Upon  ooodition  of  one  milJum  t^ 
hundred  thousand  pounds  or  this  sum  being  advanced  within  a  certain 
ttme,  the  subscribers  were  to  be  incorporated ;  and,  this  being  done,  the 
incorporation  took  place,  and  the  sobseribers  were  formed  into  a  trading 
company,  oaUed  **  The  tioveraor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England.*' 
The  charter  of  oorporafibn  was  eiteboted  July  1^7,  1094;  and  directs, 
among  other  things,  that  a  goremor  or  deDnty-govemor,  and  twenty-four 
directors,  shall  be  chosen  for  conducting  the  establishment.  For  the  one 
million  two  hundred  thousand  pounds  lent  to  government,  they  were  to 
receive  yearly  one  hundred  thousand  pounds,  the  interest  at  eight  per  cent. 
and  £4000  ror  the  charges  of  management.  Their  loan  to  government 
■ailghi  he  rodaemad,  that  is,  repaid  on  a  year's  notice ;  and,  in  that  case,  the 
charier  and  company  to  expire. 

Siicb  is  the  origin  of  the  Bank ;  on  which,  one  or  two  remarks  may  be 
made.  It  is  clear,  from  tlie  act  of  incorporation,  (the  5  &  6  William  and 
Mary,)  IhatngthiQg  BMra  than  the  establishment  of  a  company  of  traders, 
•r  pawnbrokers,  waa  iatendei;  and  that  it  never  was  surmised  that  they 
woM  aver  form  a  part  of»  or  have  any  dominant  influence  iiv  the  gov-i 
cramoat.  The  tet  specifies^. very  particukslv,  the  sort  of  trade  they  wera 
to  earty  on :  tber  wera  not  to  trade  in  goods  or  merchandise,  but  to  en»- 
pldy*  their  capital  in  advaaciDg  money  on  goods  and  pledges,  in  dis* 
eaanting  bills  of  exchange,  Ima  the  biaying  and  selling  gold  and  silver 
aaMi^Hi* 

Anothor  oircumstaaoe  cooaaoled  with  the  early  history  of  the  Bank  is 
ID  Iho  moda  of  issailig  its  notes.  For  above  sixty  years,  no  notes  were 
issued  for  a  less  sum  than  £20 ;  and  these  were  made  pimble,  not  to  any 
paKlaoaki#  parsoo,  b«l  to  Um  bearer,  on  demand:  mm  hmt  the  amount  of 
wihwfa  notea,  in  the  lekal  eoin  of  the  rte^m,  the  Comnany  waa  liable  to  be 
sited  ami  aRaste4  B«t  the  Bank  havhig  greatlv  enhrged  its  advances  to 
^awraaiaal,  it  became  noeesaary  to  lower  the  denomination  of  ita  notes. 
A  ditfereni  reason  has  been  asaigaed ;  but  this,  no  doubt,  is  the  true  one. 
it  ia  ole^r,  indeed,  tbut  the  real  capital  of  the  Bank  being  a  limited  sum, 
ittcauld  only  hmf%  moaey  to  lend  to  ppovernment  by  increasing  its  fictitious 
oapilali  in  atbe?  wteda,  by  axtendmg  its  issues  of  paper ;  which  again 
cnakl  only  be  doali  by  lowering  the  denonsinatlon  of  its  notes.  Wnila 
£'i$  AOles  aleac  weiH  imtied,  their  circnhition,  from  their  amount^  being 
KriBtad  to  the  oomnercial  and  trading  dasses,  no  gteat  ^ttsatity  of  peper. 
COttU  possthly  ba  emitted;  but  when  notes  of  the  value  of  15^  lo,  5,  and 
1  pannd  ware  issued,  Ihair  ctreolation  exten<fin|;  throtagh  all  classes  of  tba 
CDaamnaky,  the  imiie  of  Bank  paper  would  proportionately  increisej 
Bovenlment,  therefore,  ia  order  to  ohtaiu  addttioaal  advaaces  fcom  the 
9Mki  readiiy  ptermltted  the  issuinpf  of  notea  of  smaller  value.  In  the  waa 
of  1765,  the  Bank  began  to  put  out  notes  of  the  valne  of  X16 ;  and  before 
Ihaoonckitfioa  ol  that  war,  notes  of  the  valiie  df£lO,  At  the  commenoo* 
meat  df  the  AadWacObia  war,  iBi.>7&aL  Ihey  wcra..etill  farther  indnlgjedi 
and  allowed  to  issue  «Ci»  notes  i  aad,  .lastly,  in  the  year  1797,  caiaf  the 
£1  akid  £2  notes.  Rtets»  Wages,  salaries^  taxe%  and. every  thia^  elsoi 
CMit^  MOW  ha*  pakl  in  Bank  paper;  and  the  celebrated  Kestsiotion^i^ 
af  whiah  we  shall  afterwards  speak,  having  proteetdf||h^^|fl^mmtiia 
naaassity  of  lilking  npt  their  own  notes,  they  #ei 
^twrntities^  and  in  edUotly  the  sanm  proporliilii' 
advances  to  government.  The  followin 
rfport  of  tbs  committee  of  the  Uonsa  of

Haying  ehown  the  causes  which  led  to  the  nsue  of  small  notoe,  and  Uw 
connexion  betwixt  the  issue  of  Bank  paper  and  advances  to  govenuBimt^ 
we  shall  now  mention  some  other  points  connected  with  the  history  of  this 
company. 

Without  the  assistance  of  the  Bank  the  immeBoe  fabric  of  debt  and 
taxation  could  not  have  been  reared.  Of  this  goivomaieot  appears  to  havo 
been  soon  sensible,  from  the  numerous  laws  enacted  for  its  encouragcmeot 
and  protection.  To  prevent  competition,  by  the  statote  6th  of  Queen  Ann, 
it  is  enacted  that  no  other  banking  company  of  more  than  gixpenmu  hi 
England  shall  issue  notes  payable  in  less  than  six  mentha.  Innomerabla 
acts  have  passed,  imposing  the  penalty  of  death  for  forging  Bank  notes; 
others,  the  punishment  of  transportation,  on  persons  uttering,  or  bairog 
them  in  their  possession.  The  English  code  has  beeiT  made  the  bjUtodiest 
in  the  world,  in  order  to  uphold  the  Bank  and  the  oligarchy,  and  its  laws 
more  savage  than  those  of  Draco. 

Af^r  the  Restriction* Act,  the  Bank  ceased  to*  be -an  independeat  oon-' 
pany;  it  was  a  mere  government  office,  of  which  the  governor  and  dweo* 
tors  had  the  management ;  and  which  issued  9k  farced  gorerameat  paper. 
Paper  issued  under  such  circumstances  would  necessarily  depreciate;  and 
.  this  was  an  evil  which  it  was  of  importance  to  goiAemment,  as  ftur«s  possi- 
ble, to  prevent.     Having  hy  force  kept  bank-notes  in  circelation,  it  seemed 
a  slight  extension  of  the  same  desperate  principle  to  attempt  also  by/orcv 
to  maintain  their  credit.    Various  laws  were  passed  for  this  purpose. — 
After  the  Restriction- Act,  a  -law  passed  to  protect  debtors  from  arreat, 
who  tendered  payment  in  notes,  though  they  atiU  contiaaed  liable  to  a 
common  action  for  debt,  to  compel  payment  in  gmneaSi    Thia  was  the 
first  attempt  of  the  boroughmongers  to  render  Bank  paj^r  a  legtd  Umder^ 
and  equivalent  to  gold.    In  1810,when  paper  had  deproeiided 30 percent^ 
and  guineas  sold  for  from  258*  to  28s.  in  bank-notes,  a  law  passed  toponiab 
poisons  pursuing  this  traffic,  and  imposing  penalties  on  those  who  sold 
them  for  their  reed  value  in  paper.    Tenants,  who  offered  notes  for  rent, 
were  protected  from  distress,  though  liable  to  a  common  action  of  debt  or 
ejectment  At  lenj^h,in  181 1,  Lord  King  having  given  notice  to  his  tenanta 
to  pay  their  rents  m  gnineas»  Uie  legal  coin  of  the  realm,  an  act  passed  topro- 
teot persons,  tendering  pajrment  innotas,  from  all  further  proceedings.  This 
was  the  finish.    Bank  paper  was  now  a  legal  tender  to  all  intents  amd  pnr- 
"oses  ;•  and  by  the  fiat  of  the  digarchv,  old  rags,  as  Cobbet  calls  tlien, 
ere  metamorphosed  into  gold.    Even  this  was  not  enough  to  satisfy  the 
noipotent  parliament ;  they  actually  passed  a  resolution,  declaring  a  ono- 
^^nk-note  and  a  shilling  equal  in  value  to  a  guinea^  though  the  latter 
selling  for  twenty-seven  shillings ! 

)w  revert  to  the  capital  part  of  Bank  legislation  ^the  BntriC' 
}y  looking  to  the  head  of  this  page,  and  observing  the  amomt 
'-  ''dvances  to  government  in  the  year  1796,  and  reflectbg  on 
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tbe  varioas  laws  enacted  in  favour  of  tbe  Company,  it  trill  appoar  that  an 
intiiiuite  oonnezion  and  mutual  dependence  had  been  createa  uetnnxt  the 
Bank  and  Government,  before  the  Restriction- Act,  in  1797;  that  lavr, 
however,  completely  incorporated  the  Bank  with  church  and  state.  The 
causes  which  produced  ttie  stoppage  were  briefly  these : — From  the 
commencement  of  the  year  1797,  great  apprehensions  were  entertained  of 
a  French  invasion :  the  people  were  alarmed  for  the  stability  of  the  gov* 
emment,  consequently  for  the  stability  of  tbe  Bank,  which  depended  upon 
the  government :  a  run  upon  the  Bank  ensued :  the  credit  of  the  estab- 
lishment was  endangered ;  and  wspician,  which  Painb  justly  denominates 
credit  asleep,  was  now  awakened.  The  run  on  tbe  Bank  continued  hourly 
to  increase,  till  Saturday,  the  25th  of  February,  1797.  This  was  the  last 
day  the  Bank  was  compelled  to  pay  their  notes  on  demand,  agreeably  to  the 
tenor  of  their  notes,  and  the  conditions  on  which  they  had  been  issued. 
Tbe  alarm  not  being  likely  to  subside,  and  the  run  continuing  to  increase 
till  the  latest  hour  the  Bank  was  open,  on  the  next  day,  Sunday,  an  order 
was  issued  from  tbe  King  in  Council,  requiring  the  Bank  to  forbtar 
issuing  amf  more  cash,  till  the  sense  of  parliament  could  be  taken  on  the 
subject  This  order,  as  might  be  expected,  was  instantly  o)l)eyed.  A  few 
days  more  would  have  drawn  out  of  the  Bank  coffers,the  last  farthing  of  cash 
and  bullion.  The  Company  wished  anxiously  to  conceal  the  amount  of 
specie  in  their  possession  at  the  time  of  the  stoppage ;  but  it  was  subse- 
quently ascertained  that  on  the  25th  of  February,  the  last  day  of  payment 
tne  notes  in  circulation  actually  amounted  to  eight  miiiions  sir  hundred 
and  forty  thotisand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  whereas  the  total  amount 
of  cash  and  bullion  in  the  Bank,  only  amounted  to  one  million  two  hundred 
and  seventy-two  thousand  pounds. 

The  Bank,  like  true  traders,  has  always  manifested  ^eat  anxietv  about 
the  credit  of  the  house,  and  endeavoured  to  make  it  appear  tnat  the 
stoppage  did  not  originate  in  the  necessities  of  the  Bank,  but  the  necessf* 
ties  of  the  government.  In  the  resolutions  of  a  court  of  directors,  on  the 
25th  March,  1797,  affixed  to  the  second. report  of  the  Bank  committee  of 
1S\9,  it  is  said,  "  That  the  restriction  on  cash  payments  wfw  altogether 
m  measure  of  state  necessity'*  Whether  it  originated  in  the  n^cepsitie^  of 
the  Bsdnk,  or  of  the  boroughmongers,  or  both — (the  latter  appears  most 
probable)--it  is  not  now  very  material  to  inquire. 

But  the  fdxt  is,  the  stoppage  was  concerted  betwixt  Mr.  Pitt, and  the 
directors.  Sometime  before  tbe  order  in  council  was  issued.  Mr.  fiosan* 
quel  and  other  directors  had  had  repeated  interviews  with  that  minister^ 
to  Goosidt  how  the  run  could  be  stayed,  and  the  company  saved  from  im* 
pending  bankruptcy.  The  last  interview  was  on  the  22d  of  February  | 
the  directors  were  then  in  a  terrible  fright ;  they  told  the^  minister  they 
were  ''alarmed  for  the  safety  of  the  house;"  and  asked  him,  when  "he 
would  think  it  necessary  to  interfere."  Pitt  interfered  on  the  following 
Sunday :  a  singular  day  for  the  consummation  of  this  «;^traordinary  trans- 
aetioo.  Immediately  after,  the  Bank  had  recourse  to  a  great  deal  of 
diasimukition  to  disguise  their  bankruptcy  from  the  public.  On  the  2d  of 
March,  liz  daYS  after  the  stoppage,  a  court  of  proprietors  was  called.  Mr, 
BMaadoety  wno  watted  on  Pitt  to  express  his  fears  for  tbe  ''aafety 
fl#Cbe  iMMae,"  mcA  to  know  when  ministers  would  interfere,  waa  present. 
JJIer  expattating  on  tbe  thsn  proeperaus  state  of  Bank  affairs,  tUe  geiiUe- 
■MO  told  the  proprietors  that  be  earnestly  hoped  they  would  soon  be  per^ 
mdtied  to  pay  their  notes,  as  usual,  in  cash.  Thanks  ware  then  voted  to 
the  direGtors  for  con^lying  with  the  order  in  oonndl,  wbieb  empowered 
tiiem  to  violate  their  engagements  to  the  pnUie  with  impunity,  and  rr' 
payaseot  fo  their  notes.    AU  this  was  exoeUent    Mr.  fioaaoqaei 
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nestLy  h#|M4*'  that  they  would  befiehmUted  to  do  4hat  wkidt  ho  had 
a«tly  petitioned  Pitt  ih^  might  he  pr6tteted  from  doings  and  tkm

It  is  truly  disgusting  to  find  any  set  of  men  attempting,  in  the  19th 
century,  to  chain  down  the  human  mind  and  body  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
It  would  be  a  pretty  thing,  would  it  not,  to  see  two  constables  or 
ofilicers  oxtering  away,  on  the  Sabbath  day,  some  unfortunate  wight  to 
bear  some  ^\  drone'*  or  another  in  the  '<  Established  Church  ?'* — This, 
we  opine,  would  create  plenty  of  "  Merry  Andrews,'*  at  the  expense 
of  religion  and  decency.

IMPEACHMENT  OF  THE  BISHOPS. 

To  she^  our  readers  what  the  Bishops  were  thought  of  in  England 
two  huiidred  yeans  ago-^aboat  tha  commoQcettent  of  the  .Civil  War, 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  tho  First,  we  beg  to  direct  their  attention  to 
the  followieig  article^  undertbe  abofve  tide,  extracted- fVom  the  Tib  vol. 
of  Hume's  History  of  England,  p.  1rl9 :—      ' 

**  Meanwhile  the  tumults  still  continued,  and  even  incrsfsed,  about 
Westminster  and  Whitehall  The  cry  inoessaatly  resounded  aaainsi 
Bishops  tmd  rotten^hearied  Lords,  The  former  especially,  being  distiik* 
guishable  by  their  habit,  and  being  the  object  of  violent  hatred  ^  all  the 
sectaries,  were  exposed  to  the  niost  dangerous  insults.  Williams,  now 
fveated  Archbishop  of  York,  having  been  abused  by  the  populace^  hastily 
called  a  meeting  of  his  brethren.  By  Jbis  advice^  a  protesta^tion  was  drawn 
and  addressed  to  the  King  and  the  House  of  tords.  The  Bishops  there 
set  forth,  that  tboiigh  they  had  an  undoubted  ri^ht  to  sit  and  Yoie  in  Par» 
liament^  yet  in  comiioig  thither,  they  had  been  menaced,  assaulted* 
affrontcMl,  by  the  unruly  multitude,  and  could  no  longer  with  safety  attend 
thMT  duty  in  the  House.    For  this  reason  they  protested  against  all  lar^

In  the  above  state  of  matters,  the  King,  according  to  the  principles  of 
the  Constitation,  became  the  chief  umpire  between  the  parties,  and  the 
Ministers  having;  tendered  their  resignations,  the  King  refused  to  moo&pt 
them,  thereby  shewing  that  he  approved  of  their  conduct  in  this  p«r- 

ticnkr. 

The  King  also  thanked  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  part  they  had 
taken  in  it;  but  he  sent  no  thanks  to  the  Lords;  he  rather  administered 
to  them  a  gentle  rebuke. 

Now»  whether  our  readers  take  any  interest  in  this  affair  or  not,  we 
must  say,  that  it  elicited  a  most  important  declaration  from  Lord  Johh 
RuasBLL^  in  his  place  in  the  House  of  Commons,  which  goes  &r  to  ex- 
plain the  whole  conduct  and  policy  of  Ministers  since  this  Parliament  met 

Lord  John  Russell,  be  it  observed,  is  a  Cabinet  Minister,  and  therefore 
cognisant  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Cabinet  His  declaration  was,  that 
Ministers  had  intended  to  make  their  measures  greatly  more  liberal,  but 
they  found,  that  though  the  House  of  Commons  would  support  then,  the 
House  of  Lords  would  not,  and  therefore  they  were  obliged  to  modify  or 
shape  their  measures,  so  as  to  avoid  a  direct  and  absolute  "  collision'*  with 
the  Lords,  a  thing  that  dm  rarely  happen,  without  throwii^  the  whole 
Empire  into  a  state  of  convulsion.  And  Lord  John  Russell,  at  the  same 
time,  candidly  stated  his  regret  that  this  policy  of  Ministers  had  deprived 
them  of  that  popularity  with  the  Nation,  which  they  otherwise  would 
have  enjoyed. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  character  of  the  Ministers  have  been  damaged, 
and  the  just  expectations  of  the  nation  have  been  disappointed,  because 
there  is  a  dominant  Tory  party  in  the  House  of  Lords,  who  will  concede 
nothing  of  a  liberal  character  but  at  the  verge  of  revolution, — at  the  point 
of  the  bayonet 

Is  this  a  state  of  things  that  ought  to  continue  ?  .No»-  eertainly ;  and 
therefore  since  we  see  now  who  are  the  palpable  enemies  of  the  ooontry 
—since  we  see  that  the  ^  hereditary  Lords*'  are  those  enemies,  we  have 
ventured  to  state  pretty  distinctly  in  our  corresponding  No.  how  they,  tiie 
*' hereditary  Lords"  ought  to  be  disposed  of.  The  nation  will  not  be  trifled 
with  or  insulted  by  them  much  longer. 

Bat  this  brings  us  back  to  the  House  of  Commons.  And  sorry  are  we 
to  say,  they  having  so  for  redeemed  themselves  by  the  noble  attitude  Ihey 
took  against  the  Lords,  that  the  great  minority  of  the  Members  of  that 
House  have  again  sunk  themselves  in  the  estimation  of  all  patriotic  men, 
by  their  truckling  to  the  Lords,  as  they  have  unfortunately  done,  on  the 
Irish  Chnrch  Reform  Bill. 

The  object  of  that  Bill,  for  which  the  Ministers  ought  sincerely  to  be 

thanked,  was,  to  curtail  the  number  of  Bishops  in  Ireland,  and  to  rectify 

the  other  glaring  and  disgraceful  abuses  in  the  Irish  Church  Establishment 

▼  .^^1^^  ^^^^^  ^^  ^  clause  in  the  Bill,  declaring,  that  the  jt^TilKf 

the  Chnrch  in  Ireland,  estimated,  we  believe,  at  no  lees  than 
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thru  miliums,  of  moii^y  fw  mmum,  skoukd  he  ttiipoted  of  ^  in  such  way 
ftod  manner  as  PetrUctment  should  aftorwardt  direct."  ... 

This  dause,  it  was  understood^  gave  great  offence  to  the  House  of 
Lordsy  and  especially  to  the  Bishops.  They  insisted  (or  rather  meant .  to 
insist,  when  the  Bill  went  before  them,)  that  Parliament  should  haYS^ 
nothing  to  do  with  the  money,  but  that  the  surplus  roTenoe^  whatever  it 
might  be,  should  be  applied  exelusirely  to  the  purposes  of  the  Church, 
And  so^  to  prevent  any  new  ^  wMatwa*'  with  the  Lords,  the  House  of  Com* 
mons  have  tamely  otmsented,  by  a  great  majority,  to  strike  out  the  above 
most  excellent  clause  from  the  Bill  I 

We  must  not  omit  to  state,  in  this  particular  place,  the  conduct  of  our 
iwo  Glasgow  Representatives  on  this  occasion. 

Mr.  James  Ewing  did  not  like  the  clause. — He  wished  to  please  the 
Lords  and  the  Bishops,  and  so  he  voted  for  its  removal^ropi  the  Bill. 

Mr.  James  Oswald  highly  approved  of  the  daase  (as  we  are  persuaded 
the  great  minority  of  his,oonstitnents  also  do),  and  so  be  manlnlly  vote^ 
that  it  should  be  retained. — This,  we  bet  to  remitid  our  readers,  m  met  Ume 
only  occasion  of  our  City  Representatives  having  given  opponte  or  con- 
tradictory votes.  In  fkot,  they  rarely  join  hands  oh  the  same  side  of  a 
question ;  and  it  is  almost  needless  for  us  to  say  which  of  them  is  the' 
best  man. — (Oswald,  undoubtedly.)— Then,  let  our  readers  just  take  a 
memorandum  of  the  above  circumstance :  it  will  refresh  their  memory, 
and  assist  them  greatly,  if  they  are  any  way  bamboQzled  at  the  next 
Election.  ,    . 

We  have  no  observation  to  make  at  prseent  on  the  otlier  great  and 
leading  qoeetiom  now  before  the  House  of  CSommons,  via.  the  hkmk* 
Cfaarter«*Ae  East  India  Monopoly— «nd  Slave  Emandpatidn,  ftc^  W^ 
stUl  look  ibrward  with  great  anxiety  to  the  motion  for  THemM  ParHo' 
meniSf  which  is  to  be  introduced  one  of  these  days.  And  we  again  repeat, 
what  we  stated  in  our  96th  No.  that  if  Ministers  shall  support  that  mo- 
tion, and  carry  it,  we  shall  be  ready  to  forget  and  forgive  not  a  few  of 
their  bygone  transgressions,  for  we  would  be  the  most  unreasonable  of 
nwn,  did  we  not  make  some  allowance  for  the  difficulties  of  their  situa- 
tion, which  we  are  afraid  few  peroeive. 

If,  however,  the  Ministers  shall  disappoint  the  expectations  of  tlie 
oountry  on  that  vital  question,  those  of  our  readers  who  are  probably 
disposed  to  bkme  us,  for  dinging  to  them  so  long,  will  then  ind  that  we 
aliall  take  up  a  position  as  formidable  as  we  possibly  can  against  them.— 
For  when  we  are  once  ISurly  satisfied  that  the  necessity  has  ari^n  for  so 
doing,  we  shall  discharge  our  Artillery  against  the  Whiffs  as  fearlestf y  as ' 
we  did,  and  still  do,  against  the  Tories — the  only  cause  wo  have  warmly 
and  sincerely  at  heart  being  that  of  THE  PEOPLE.  .  !^|3iiJj||CL..

hawi  the  power  of  exercising  tbem>  triennalfy  (^e•  at  tbe  ei^  of  erary 
three  years),  aod  that  existiag  reprasentativesi  having  all  the  advantage 
of  actual  posse8sioI^  should  not  hopelessly  excWe  all  other  competi- 
tors. 

Thus  tlie  periods  of  election,  with  the  machinery  of  the  BaBoi^  for 
T^hich  we  are  also  advocates,  and  about  which  we  shall  have  a  short 
articfe  in  our  99th  No.,  would  constitute  a  triennial  jnbtlee,  hi  whieb 
intelligence  and  happiness,  as  Ireqaentty  kvarMsad^  irottid  forai  Sho 
deligbtfol  natianal  speotada* 


TftE  CURRENCY. 

In  o^r  96th  No*  wa  pnblishad  a  atatement  in  regard  to  "  Taxation  and 
Curc^ncy/'  and  promised  to  illustrate  it  in  the  present  Ko.,  and  to 
sdf  w  "  tue  enormous  sums  pillaged  from  the  people  by  the  cbanj^o  in 
the  monetary  system  of  the  country,  arising  from  Sir  Robert  Peers 
Bill  in  1819.'^  We  therefore  now  proceed  to  perform  that  promise, 
remarking,  that  since  it  was  made,  we  have  been  gratified  by  the  per- 
"  -^  able  article  on  the  subject,  in  the  last  No.  of  the  London 
My  Magaziney  from  which  we  shall  occasionally  quote.

M-«ch,  verily,  baa  been  talked,  written,  aad  spoken  lately  on  tbi^ 

Saestion  of  the  Carrency  (or  monetary  system  of  the  nation),  yet  it  is 
imbtfiil  whether  tbere  are  one  hundred  penons  altogether,  who  know 
accurately  what  it  is. 

The  people  are  aocnsed  by  tbeir  detraoiers  of  being  stroi^  addtcied 
to  the  worship  of  ManMnoo.  And  it  is  Mrtahi  tfaef  ekkult  fto  want 
of  attachnient  to  that  thai  prtneiple  of  cifilissation^^iiiflvi^.  Yet, 
by  a  strange  ineonsisieney,  there  is  no  sobject  on  wbieb  so  mueh 
aheer  ignorance  prevails,  as  that  of  the  attribntes  and  qtta1it9es>  of 
money.  Nor  is  there  any  legislative  proMem  which  is  studied  by  the 
pablie,  and  dtscnssed  by  the  press,  so  relnctantiy  or  so  blunderingly 
aa  the  character  of  the  laws  which  determine  the  sobstanceand  essence 
of  those  same  pounds,  shillifigs,  and  pence,  whose  abstract  idea  is  oul* 
ttvaled  with  such  sealous  devotion  aknost  by  every  body. 

But  it  was  and  is  the  same  in  all  countries  and  ages.  Phifosopbers 
and  Togties  have  long  been  aware  of  the  power  of  words,  and  the  fkf 
greater  Imponaenoe  attaiebed  bv  the  wuteitade  to  nameg  tha,n  ^ingt*-^ 
And  the  history  of  inon^y  suppKea  many  strangiNustrations  of  this  com^ 
aaoB  pbenooDenon.  The  viitae  and  value  of  a  deHar,  a  sKtlRng^  or  %  litre, 
was  always  cenrfdered  by  the  many  io  residein  the  term.-*  And  whenever 
a  ktng^M- a  government  owed  aeveral  more  thouaandsof  doUara,  shillings, 
or  livretf  than  it  was  eon venient  to  pay,  the  received  practice  was  to  pay 
the  debt  in  a  new  coinage,  containing,'  under  the  same  denominatibn, 
only  half,  or  perhaps  two«thtrds  (accerding  to  the  conscience  of  tbA 
iflaners),  of  the  quantity  of  pure  silver  wbicb  #ae  contained  in  the 
eeins  tbey  had  borrowed.  The  mnltkode  perceived  no  knaverv  in 
tlris«  Tbey  saw  coins  still  circulating  undier  the  same  name  as  bmre ; 
•ad  were  satisfied'  that  all  must  be  ifgfit.  They  found  the  change 
adways  ibllowed  to  be  sura,  by  singular  altemtion  in  all  prices,  and  a 
nyateriotts  derangement  in  all  pecuniary  transactiona ;  but  it  was  cert<- 
turies  before  they  found  out  that  the  one  circumstance  had  any  necea^ 
any  connection  with  the  other. 

Although  direct  debasement  of  the  coinage  is  not  so  frequently  prac* 
tioed  now-a-days  as  formerly,  and  perhaps  would  hardly  pass  muster 
in  Uie  present  age,  yet,  in  feet,  we  have  grown  very  little  wfaer  on  this 
anbject  than  our  ancestors  hundreds  of  yean  ago.  We  have  detected 
tint  trick  (the  debasement  of  the  coinage),  it  is  true ;  but  it  haa  onfy 
to  be  varied  very  alightly,  to  impose  upon  us  as  much  as  ever.  The 
people  of  this  country,  in  fact,  are  suffering  at  the  present  moment, 
neat  severely  fmm  a  simikn*  imposition  which  has  been  detected  as  yet 
but  by  B  very  feir. 

We  suppose  we  should  startle  our  readers,  and  run  some  chance  of 
being  thougbt  insane,  if  we  were  to  aasert,  that  the  (|ense  blindness  of 
the  pubiici  and,  still  aiibre,  of  those  who  profess  to  prtneot  d«  interesta 
ti  tbe  publie  in  the  legistature,  to  the  simple  vn^fdJlMl^^^^'^''^'^'^r^ 
¥ldQe«  kOB  been  tke  fxnmpfn  dead  fnnirfiifllffjinnftijr 
indmiKriamtemmfmU^yfoUMn^lagt/i^^ 
wdenif  of  feosf,  4o  as  mant  ttCNonitD  MtLtiim 
i/iwo,    such  aa  pounds  ateriing  now  are.    AaKF 
which  we  propose  to  demonstnte  this  feet  arifl 
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cate,  aod  may  be  easily  placed  within  the  grasp  of  any  ordinary  under- 
standing. 

Neither  is  there  anything  incredible  oh  the  ftkce  of  the  proposition 
we  have  just  stated.  We  see  symptoms  enough  of  suffering,  from 
some  caase  or  other*  among  these  same  classes  who  are  engaged,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  production ; — from  the  owner  of  thousands  of  aone^ 
cultivated  on  his  account  by  his  tenantry,*— or  the  proprietor  of  works 
and  fiactories,  on  which  tens  of  thousands  of  monied  capital  have  been 
expended,  down  to  the  starving  and  half -employed  weaver  or  mechanic, 
by  the  other.  And  certainly  it  will  not  be  from  any  doubts  of  the 
facility  with  which  the  public  may  be  imposed  upon,  that  we  should 
hesitate  to  believe  them  to  have  been  defrauded,  even  to  the  astonish- 
ing amount  above  stated,  by  a  mysiifioaiion.  of  the  instrument  with 
which  they  conduct  their  exchanges.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  the  great  body  of  the  public  should  be  more  eulighteBed 
on  this  subject  than  was  their  <<  collective  wisdom,"  not  many  years 
ago,  when  the  House  of  Commons  solemnly  resolved  that  a  guinea 
was  worth  no  more  than  a  pound  note  and  one  shilling,  in  the  laoe  of 
the  notorious  undisputed  fact,  that  a  pound  note  and  eight  shillings 
could  then  easily  be  obtained  for  any  number  of  guineas  1 

It  is  strongly  to  be  suspected,  that  were  Parliament  to  enact  to- 
morrow, that  the  ounce  of  gold  should  be  equivalent  to  only  three 
pounds  sterling,  and  to  be  coined  into  three  sovereigns,  instead  of 
nearly  four,  as  at  present,  scarcely  one  peiison  in  a  thousand  throughout 
the  country  would  consider  himself  injured.  Our  country  gentlemen, 
manu&cturers,  farmers,  shopkeepers,  labourers»  and  mechanics,  woold 
uo  doubt  find  the  sovereign  a  size  thicker  between  their  fingen  than 
usual ;  and  they  would  become  sensible,  about  the  same  time,  that  the 
prices  of  all  they  had  to  sell  or  buy  had  fallen  in  a  most  unaocouatable 
way.  But  the  process  of  reasoning  which  is  necessary  to  connect 
these  two  facts  in  their  minds,  as  cau&e  and  effect^  would  Jie  too  great 
an  effort  for  them  to  master ;  and  as  for  proceeding  a  step  further,—- 
to. the  discovery  that  the  remarkable  fall  which  they  would  immedi- 
ately experience  in  the  rents,  profits,  and  wages  on  winch  they  live, 
and  the  distress  they  consequently  endured,  bad.  anything  to  do  with 
the  alteration  in  the  gold  or  money  standard — except  that  they  chanced 
to  happen  t(M;ether->thisj  indeed,  would  be  far  too  OMich  to  expect  of 
any  among  them. 

The  mass  would  doubtless  bewail  their  hard  fate,  and  probably  assail 
their  masters  for  an  increase  of  wages,  he*     The  moro  reapectabk) 
would  raise  a  cry  for  a  further  reform  in  Parliament*     The  political 
economists  would  undertake  to  prove  by  mathematical  and  algebraic 
rules,  that  no  one  had  suffered,  or  could  suffer,  tlurough  any  change  in 
the  currency ; — rtbat  a  gold  sovereign  was  still  a  gold  sovereign ;  and  a 
pound  note,  a  pound  note  {^^that  there  was  no  disu^sa  at  all,  or  no 
more  than  was  to  be  accounted  for  by  other  causes ; — that  the  fall  in 
-'    -  was  owing  solely  to  over-production,  the  fall  in  profits  to  over- 
ion,  and  the  fall  iu  wages  to  over^population ;— th<4  the  only 
r  this  excossivo  production  of  ail  good  things- wi^  to  check 
and  so  lessen  the  number  of  consumers.     The  probability 
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18,  tliat  the  fvritdra  who  preached  this  doctrine  woald  be  esteemed 
orac]f»8  in  the  Government,  and  make  converts  of  a  majority  in  the 
legislature,  by  which  all  inquiry  into  the  real  cause  of  the  general  600 
tress  woald  be  refused,  and  ten  or  a  dozen  Sesuons  spent  in  debating 
about  Catholic  Emancipation,  Negro  Slavery,  or  the  possibility  of  iav«>. 
ing  a  pound  here,  and  a  shilling  there ;  while  the  sufferings  and  ooase** 
quent  discontent  of  the  people  were  constantly  gaining  in  intenrity, 
and  threatening  yet  farther  miscfiief. 

For,  in  truth,  what  has  actually  been  taking  place  before  onr  eyei 
differed  little  in  mode  from  the  case  we  have  here  taken  the  liberty  of 
imagining,  and  in  effect  was  hr  more  severe.  The  value  of  money  baa 
been  raised,  not  by  a  third  or  a  half  only,  but,  as  we  shall  afterwards 
shortly  shew,  cent,  per  cont ;  and  though  not  by  a  new  act  of  the 
legislature  increasing  the  quantity  of  gold  in  the  pound  sterling,  yet  by 
(what  is  the  same  thing  in  effect)  the  enforcement  of  the  old  legal 
standard,  binding  the  pound  sterling  to  represent  a  ^ed  quantity  of 
gold,  throughout  a  period  during  which  tnat  metal  has,  from  a  con- 
eurrence  of  peculiar  circumstances,  (to  which  we  shall  also  afterwards 
advert),  doubled  in  vtUue.  And  the  consequences  therefore  to  the  pro- 
dttctive  classes,  whose  aggregate  remuneration  roust  wholly  depend  on 
the  sum  they  can  clear  by  sale  of  their  produce,  after  payment  made 
cfall  the  fixed  money  claims  to  which  it  is  liable^  have  been  exaetly 
such  in  every  respect  as  would  have  occurred  under  the  supposed  case 
of  a  doubling  ef  the  quantity  of  gold  in  the  pound  sterling,  the  value 
of  the  metal  (the  gold)  remainiag  fixed.  Whether,  indeed,  the  staiip 
dard  is  changed,  the  value  of  the  metal  remaining  fixed,  or  the  value 
of  the  metal  is  changed,  while  the  standard  remains  fixed,  nnist  be  im- 
material.  The  result  is  the  same ;  namely,  a  proportionate  alteration 
in  the  value  of  money,  with  its  consequences,  the  vitiation  of  all  money 
contracts. 

But  so  thick,  we  fear,  is  the  extraordinary  ignorance  generally  pre- 
valent upon  the  theory  of  money ; — so  strong  are  tlie  prepossessions 
engendered  by  the  habit  of  investing  names  with  the  attributes  of 
things ; — so  complete  has  that  which  is  simple  and  obvious  enough  in 
itself  been  obscured  and  mystified  by  the  volumes  written  expressly  to 
throw  light  upon  it,  that  we  cannot  hope  to  obtain  the  assent  of  all 
oar  readers  to  the  proposition  we  have  broached  on  the  subject,  until 
they  have  followed  us  through  a  short  statement  of  the  fundamental 
principles  upon  which  every  honest  inquiry  into  Systems  of  currency 
must  proceed.

PfiBPOTic  governments  have  heaped  Taxes  upon 
calar  upon  newspapers,  for  the  purpose  of 
of  placing /N>/^Mxi/  knowledge  bieyond  the 
so  as  to  render  it  more  easy  for  them  to 
the  danger  of  exposure. 

There  iff,  acroriKngly,  levied  upon  ne 
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Inow,  a  foui^enny  aUnip  on  a  tbreepteny  artkle :  in  other  wprdB,  a 
tttk:  of  138  per  cent. ;  aad  the  other  impedinenls  to  such  pnblicatloin^ 
wfckh  we  need  not  eniuneratey  tre  no  less  oppressWe. 

The  govenmients  wbicb  ti&poied  tbeae  taxes  and  impediments,  did, 
in  fwintof.faet,  deolire  tbeir  own  baseneas ;  and  certainly  more  blacky 
maligoaDt,  and  disgraceful  taxes  were  never  iaflioted  by  the  Oligarchy. 
Every  one  of  them  is  a  confession  of  crime  of  the  worst  description, 
because  its  tendency  is  to  perpetuate  ignorance  and  crime  of  every 
description.  We  scarcely,  therefore,  hesitate  to  say,  that  if  the  men 
who  perpetrated  these  taxes  were  idive,  it  would  be  a  pro<)f  of  virtue 
in  the  people,  to  hang  them  up  like  so  many  dogs. 

We  are  told,  however,  that  even  when  a  den  of  thieves  passes  kwa 
to  crash  knowledge  and  cnsate  crime,  these  laws  **  must  be  obeyed  till 
altered  ;*'  and  that  when  the  people  punish  the  perpetrators  of  this,  they 
become  criminals  themselves, — ^in  other  words,  that  what  the  ihioTes 
do  is  **  lawful,''  and  right ;  and  what  the  people  do  is  "  unlawful,"  and 
wrong  I 

GcNod  government  assnredly  may  have  something  to  fear  firom  ig- 
noranee,  but  can  have  nothing  to  fear  from  knolriedge. 

Had  the  Whigs  intended  to  do  any  more  good  to  the  people  than 
they  were  actually  forced  to  do,  one  of  their  6rst  acts  would -certainly 
have  been  to  remove  the  taxes  on  knowledge-^-to  repeal  the  execrable 
acts  of  Castlereagh.  But  the  Whigs,  unfortunately  for  their  own  fame, 
have  perteciit»d  the  Press,  by  tbe  enforcement  of  those  very  lawn  whidi 
they  bad  previously  affected  to  oppose. 

it  is  oieluiGboly  to  reflect  joh  the  conduct  of  Lord  Brougham  in  this 
matter-^be  /that  stands  at  the  head  of  <*tbe  Society  for  the  EH&sion 
of  Usefal  Knowledge  I"  We  are  afraid  he  foigeta  bis  relation  to  his- 
tory. 

The  means  of  knowledge  are  sacred,  holy;  and  their  perfect  freedom 
is  the  gk>eaftest  glory  of  a  nation.  If,  then,  the  present  jbimatry  mean 
to  bestow  this  boon  on  tbe  people  of  this  country,  they  have  no  tioM 
to  loae*  For  a  spirit  is  now  arising  in  England,  determined  to  make 
the.PiresB  victorious  and  free. 

We  shall  not  iail  to  aid  it  in  Scotland  by  every  means  in  osr  power.

Yet  thousands  of  pounds  per  annum  are  extracted  from  the  pockets  of 
the  citizens  under  that  title  I 

The  maxim  never  held  truer/in  anv  case  than'this — *Hhat  what  is 
every  body's  business  is  nobody's." — But  will  ficm«  of  the  intrepid  citi- 
zens of  Glasgow  come  forward  and  get  to  the  bottom  of  this  business, 
or  will  they  rather  submit  to  be  imposed  upon  or  cheated,  year  after 
year,  without  knowing  the  why  or  the  wherefore  ? — In  good  sooth, 
they  deserve  to  be  cheated,  aye,  and  to  be  grinded  too,  if  they  submit 
to  this  barefaced  jugglery  or  jobbery  much  longer.  Wbat  are  the 
Lumsdens,  or  the  Craigs,  about  ? — They  used  to  kick  and  spurtle  at 
the  "  Old  Lady  down  i'  the  chambers,"  but  now  we  see  that  they 
have  been  making  love  to  one  of  her  disci pjes,  and  have  concurred  in 
electing  him  (we  refer  to  an  ex-Tori/  Baillie)  to  the  situation  of  CoUec- 
tor  of  Taxes  in  the  Police-Office  ! — But  such  are  the  ways  of  the  world, 
and  we  make  no  reflection. 

If,  however,  some  ten  or  twenty  real  thorough-going  citizens  would 
only  form  themselves  into  a  preliminary  committee,  and  call  a  public 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants^  we  would  put  them  on  a  plan  to  knock 
this  thing  called  Land  Stent  and  Trade  Stent  fairly  on  the  head.  The 
plan  is  quite  easy  and  simple.  It  is  to  send  a  petition  to  Parliament, 
and  get  one  of  the  members  (Mr.  Oswald  would  be  the  right  man)  to 
move  for  a  return  of  all  sums  collected  in  Glasgow,  say  during  the  last 
five  years,  in  name  of  Land  Stent  and  Trade  Stent — shewing  the 
authority  (if  any)  under  which  the  said  sums  were  collected — and 
(specially)  shewing  how  or  to  what  purpose  they  were  applied* 

This  is  the  way  to  bring  the  thing  to  a  point  at  once,  and  this  is  the 
only  advice  we  can  in  the  meantime  give  to  the  numepous  corr^on- 
dents  who  have  written  ua>on  the  subject.  We  have  ulterior  measures 
in  view,  should  the  above  foil.

A  Micfi  liule  bit  of  a  Job  (the  parties  implicated  in  it  will,  no  doabt, 
call  it  a  misUdte^)  has  been  discovered  the  other  day  in  the  parish  of 
Govan.  There  were  funds  wanted  to  discharge  the  Cholera  expenses, 
in  that  parish.  The  Minister,  Heritors,  and  other  officials,  met,  and 
ascertained,  that  the  whole  of  these  expenses  did  not  exceed  €500, 
bat  they  agreed  to  add  another  £100  to  them  to  cover  '<  conHngendes^*' 
thus  making  the  whole  sum  £600.  Very  well-*-it  was  agreed  that 
the  Collector  of  the  Poor's  Rates  for  the  parish,  which  iodudesy  be  it 
observed,  the  whole  of  Gorbals  and  Hutcbesontown,  Glasgow,  should 
be  employed  as  a  fit  person  to  assess  the  Heritors  and  inhabitants  Of 
the  parish  for  this  sum  of  £600,  as  well  as  to  eoUed  it  from  them  at  a 
certain  equalizing  rate  per  pound.  Latterly,  some  of  the  Heritors 
and  inhabitants  in  the  landward  part  of  the  parish  fretted  sadly  at  the 
comparatively  laige  sums  which  the  Collector  demanded  from  them— 
in  fibct,  they  demurred  to  the  payment  of  the  assessment,  tiU  thev  saw 
better  about  it.  One  or  two  of  them  called  upon  us,  and  we  advised 
them  not  to  pay  one  shilling  HU  ikey  saw  the  CoUeetof^s  boohs,  crnH 
the  authoritg  on  which  he  proceeded.  After  a  great  many  shifts,  eva- 
sion^ and  delays,  the  books  were  at  last  produced,  for  the  thing  was 
beginning  to  make  a  sensation,  and  the  CoUector^  we  presume^  saw* 
that  he  could  not  weather  the  storm  much  longer.  But»  k> !  it  aip* 
peared  on  the  lace  of  these  very  books,  kept  by  the  Collector  hinaal^ 
that  be  had  already  drawn  £ldOO,  being  about  £1000  more  than  he 
was  warranted  to  draw !  What  the  honest  Collector  intended  to  do 
with  this  pretty  large  surplus,  we,  of  course,  cannot  tell ;  but  certes,  it 
could  be  "  no  mistake"  for  him  to  have  in  his  pocket  one  thousand 
pounds  of  the  public  money — and  (observe)  he  was  going  on  puftting 
more  into  it  as  fast  aa  he  cookl.

We  first  witneised  tbeir  treatment  of  unhappy  Ireland  with  aato- 
nUhment  and  alarm.  But  withoat  going  over  the  catalogue  of  their 
subordinate  offences,  if  we  may  so  speak,  against  the  rights— *the  just 
rights— of  an  insulted  People,  we  owe  this  candid  explanation  to  our- 
selves, that  we  sought  an  excuse  for  Ministers  in  the  difficulties  of  their 
situation,  rather  than  the  indulgence  of  a  rash  or  premature  condemna- 
tion of  them,  not  thinking  it  possible  that  they  would  wilfully  per- 
severe in  a  course  of  legislation  calculated  to  bring  down  upon  them 
the  execration  of  every  friend  of  Freedom. 

And  we  take  our  readers  to  bear  us  witness,  that  even  when 
we  were  pounced  upon,  without  a  moment's  warning,  and  sent 
to  prison^ — the  head  and  front  of  our  offending  being,  that  we 
had  battled  for  Reform,  and  for  these  very  Ministers  themselves — 
no  outrageous  feeling  of  indignation,  such  as  ordinary  men  might 
well  be  excused  for  entertaining  from  such  treatment,  was  mani- 
fested by  us.  We  bore  our  punishment  meekly.  We  even  threw 
our  shield  over  the  delinquencies  of  the  Whigs,  and  acted  on  the 
words  of  the  old  couplet,  which  says, 


*'  Be  to  their  virtues  very  kind. 
And  to  their  errors  very  blind.'* 


But  we  can  stand  this  no  longer : — and  our  readers  will  now  be 
prepared  for  the  change  that  has  come  over  us. 

They  will  recollect  we  assured  them,  as  we  indeed  considered  it 
our  duty  to  do,  that  if  Ministers  should  set  tbeir  faces  against  the 
repeal  of  the  bated  Septenniai  Act ;  or,  in  other  words,  if  Ministers 
opposed  the  right  of  the  People  to  return  theit*  own  Representatives 
to  Parliament  at  the  end  of  every  three  years  at  farthest,  we  should 
«ut  off  every  lingering  hope  of  attachment  to  them. 

Now,  this  question,  to  which  we  have  ever  attached  the  utmost  im- 
portance,  was  fairly  brought  to  issue  on  the  2Sd  nit.  by  Mr.  Tenny- 
son, otte  of  the  most  able  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons. — And 
this  Mr.  Tennyson,  we  beg  our  readers  to  observe,  was  not  very  long 
ago  connected  with  the  present  Ministers  himself.  He  held  a  high 
and  pretty  luorative  situation  in  the  Government,  which  he  resigned 
and  tfaifl  leads  ns  now  very  strongly  to  suspect  that  Mr.  Tennyson  so 
resigned,  because  he  was-  dissatisfied  with  the  oonduet  of  Ministers, 
becMtse  he  saw  that  they  were  not  acting  in  the  way  he  thought  they 
ought  to  do  towards  the  country.  But  Mr.  Tennyson's  Motion  for 
Triennial  Parliaments,  ably  seconded  as  it  was  by  Mr.  Hdms  and 
othAra.  was  resolutely  opposed  by  Lord  Althorp,  Lord  John  Raeseil,

they  now  §fiv«  them  a  alone ;— whereas  they  expected  kindly  tr^oiemt , 
they  are  now  buffeted  and  despised ;— whereas  they  expected  a  cisonf* 
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pleto  and  searching  inquiry  into  every  abuse  in  the  State,  ami  in  par- 
ticular the  Pension  List^  they  are  now  parried  off  with  mibterfuges 
and  evasions  ; — whereas  they  expected  a  succession  of  great  and  vivi- 
fying measures,  they  have  got  nothing  but  coercion  Bitts  and  penal 
laws ; — whereas  they  expected  that  these  Ministers  would  have  proved 
faithful  to  a  grateful  Nation,  they  have  only  falsified  or  betrayed  all 
their  previous  professions,  and  have  done  no  one  thing  in  unison  with 
the  People,  but  quite  the  contrary — against  them  ? 

It  is  painful  to  us,  froaa  our  former  recollections  and  anticipations,  to 
write  now  in  this  strain :  but  we  cannot  help  it*  The  stern  path  of  duty 
is  before  us,  from  which  we  hope  we  shall  never  flinch  for  Whig  or  Tory.

It  would  be  a  bad,  nay  a  deplorable  look-out.  for  the  country, 
if  these  false  Members  were  to  be  eontinued  in  the  possession  of 
power  for  the  long  period  of  seven  years.  Tbe  Nation  would  fret 
itself  to  death  rather  than  snocmnb  to  sach  a  set  much  longer,  in  the 
way  they  have  been  doing. 

Applicable  to  this  state  of  things,  an  old  author,  whom  we  delight  to 
read  and  quote,  somewhere  obeervee,  that  **  leeches  and  other  bkMxl- 
sucking  worms  are  engendered  in  standing  pools :  but  flowing  waters 
do  not  corrupt  or  breed  so  many  insec^«".  And»  again,  he  compares 
the  House  of  Commons  to  *'  a  fertile  piece  of  land  that  a  man  enclosed 
with  walls,  and  planted  therein  the  choicest  trees,  fruits,  and  flowers;, 
but  if  he  neglects  yeady  (say  irkntmiily)  t»  praae,  clean,  and  culti- 
irate  the  garden,  ii  wiU  soon  be  overrun  wUkweede  and  verminy  as 
Maify  to  ruin  all  Hs former  labour  and  expense" 


THE  CHURCH. 


Thosb  who  are  aealous  for  the  promotion  of  religion,  ought  not  to 
defend  eitlier  the  ponderous  Irish  or  English  Church  Esti&Iishment; 
for,  under  both  branches  of  the  united  church,  the  number  of  their 
members  has  relatively  decreased.  Pure  Christianity,  indeed,  can 
never  flourish  under  the  auspices  of  wealth  and  power ;  its  precepts 
and  origin  are  in  perfect  contrast  to  the  titles,  pomps,  and  vanities  of 
tlie  werid.  It  has  no  comnasMn  with  Bishops,  nor  Conrts,'  nor  Pa- 
laces ;  it  was  cradled  in  indigence ;  it  flourielied  from  persecmion,  it 
denounced  the  cant  of  hypocrites,,  and  never  allied  iAsalf  with  die 
Scribes  and  Pharisees  of  authority.  They  roay»  indeed,  haptiza  state 
religioDs  under  the  name  of  Christianity,  but  it  has  little  to  do  with 
them  i  they  are  only  heathen  institutions,  and  their  followers  more  the 
disciples  of  Mahomet  than  of  Jesus.     - 

Little  more  than  one?fourteenth  of  the  popalatioaof  Irisland  belongs 
to  the  state  religion,  yet  the  teachers  of  this  fraction  of  the  ooamnnityt 
ckim  one4enth  of  tbe  produce  that  feeds  the  whole  bight  millions  1 
Snrsly  if  church  property  was  intended  for  tbe  maintenance  of  reli- 
gion, it  was  ioteaded  for  the  religion  of  the  pbofle,  not  for  an  insig* 
aificaat  minority  of  ihem.  ?

THE  BANK  OF  ENGLAND. 

ICoiUinu^  from pag9  lOQ.] 

The  Order  in  Council,  requiring  the  Bank  to  issne  no  more  gold)  wm 
issued  on  the  26th  of  Febmary.  1797.  Tbei  Restnetion-Aot  neceiTed 
the  royal  assent  ep  the  Sd  of  Mav,  and  wa$  to  oontimie  in  force  till  the 
84lh  oip  June,  that  is,  only  for  Jijh/tipo  day9*  On  the  22d  of  Jnne, 
two  days  before  the  expiration  of  the  original  act,  it  was  renewed  till 
one  month  after  the  next  session  of  Plariiament.  This  w$s  the  fit$i 
renewal ;  the  second  renewal  was  in  179S,  to  continue  till  e»t«  nionM 
after  the  signing  of  a  definitive  ix-aaty  of  peace.  Peace  came  in  1801, 
buty  before  the  expiration  of  the  month,  Uie  ^Wd  renewal  was  paeaed, 
to  conlinne  till  the  ist  of  March,  lb08 ;  before  that  time,  notwilh8limd-> 
log  peace  continuedi  a^t/rMrenewal  passed  to  continue  till  siz^#eeliB 
after  the  next  session  of  Plariiament.  In  the  intcmm  iM*  brain  mit ; 
thefifth  renewal  followed  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  fo'  continue  till 
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iIm  tigniiig  of  a  dtAnitive  trtaty  of  peace.  In  1814s  P^|uy  peace 
came  again  to  put  these  deluden  to  the  test;  bat  before  the  expiim- 
tion  of  the  mt  months,  the  sixth  renewal  passed,  to  continue  only  onm 
year,  la  181d^  the  country  being  at  peace,  every  one  expected  the 
law  would  expire;  when,  lo  (  it  was  renewed  the  seventh  time,  for  two 
years !  In  1818,  it  was  again  renewed,  for  the  eighth  timo,  for  one* 
year ;  aod  in  1819,  it  was  renewed  for  the  nmih  time,  and  the  Bank 
pM»l^ted  from  payment  of  its  notes  in  gold  for  fonr  yeans* 

Tfaie  was  the  lost  renewal,  the  Bank  in  1823  resuming  payments  in 
specie,  after  a  suspension  of  tweniy-six  years* 

It  appears,  from  returns  to  pariiameat,  that,  in  the  interval  from 
1797  10  18S3,  the  Bank  instituted  1478  prosecutions  either  for  foi^ng, 
ottering,  or  having  forged  notes  in  possession.  The  results  of  these 
proaecsrtions  were  a  dreadfol  sacrifice  of  human  life ;  and  it  has  been 
caicwialed  that  four  hundred  victims  were  offered  up  in  the  space  of 
twenty-six  years  to  the  Moloch  of  paper  money. 

Another  ovil  may  be  justly  charged  to  the  vast  amount  of  paper 
issued  by  the  Bank  of  fingkmd ;  the  great  extent  of  ifaeir  cirenlatloii 
gave  them  a  complete  control  over  the  national  currency,  which  en- 
abled them,  at  their  own  arbitary  discretion,  merely  by  contracting  or 
enlarging  their  Issues,  lo  determine  the  prices  of  all  articles  of  consump- 
tion and  merchaodixe.  Thus  was  a  company  of  tradersi  withoMt  re- 
spoosibility  or  peculiar  fitno^s  for  so  grave  a  function,  and  whose  con- 
duct experiencB  proved  not  to  be  alwi^ys  influenced  either  by  absolute 
wisdom  or  disinterestedness,  empowered  to  entail  on  the  body  f>i  tbu 
people  a  plenty  or  scarcity  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  on  the  com- 
mercial public  the  most  sudden  and  disastrous  vicissitudes. 

The  profits  of  the  Bank  arise  from  various  sources.  First,  from  the 
interest  of  their  notes  in  circulation,  which,  in  some  years,  as  in  1817, 
amounted  to  more  than  twenty-nine  millions.  Secondly,  from  bal- 
ancee  of  public  money.  These  balances  arise  from  the  produce  of 
difierant  tases  paid  into  the  Bank,  and  which  have  not  been  dimwD 
out  for  the  service  of  government.  On  an  average  of  ten  jreaia,  DtoBa 
1806  to  1816,  the  balances  amounted  to  £11,000,000,  on  whicti  the 
Bank  gained  an  interest  of  6ve  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  third  source  of  profit  is  the  interest  on  their  capital  and  savings. 
The  Bank's  permanent  capital  amounts  to  £l  1,686,000,  lent  to  govern- 
ment at  an  interest  of  3  per  cent.  The  fourth  source  of  profit  if  from 
the  manaffement  of  the  national  debt.  From  a  late  act  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  debt,  the  Bank  is  paid  £300  for  every  million  per  anftum. 

Besidee  these,  the  Bank  derives  a  profit  from  its  trade  in  bullkm,  the 
l«es  or  destruction  of  ite  notes,  and  the  private  deposits  of  individuals; 
la  also  has  a  profit,  at  the  rate  of  £805 :  15 :  10  per  million,  for  rece?t^ 
Hig  subscriptions  on  loans  contracted  ff>r  by  government.* 

I«  the  Bank  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  fn 
ISL9,  there  is  an  estimate  of  the  total  profits  of  the  Bank  since  thtf 

*  During  the  cootinuAoce  of  the  property -tax,  the  Bank  hftd  an  aUowaooe  of  i£l|^0 
per  million,  or  OQC>eighth  per  cent,  for  receiving  the  produce  of  that  impott.     It  Ir^ 
ah9  aaotber  tonrce  of  profit  from  lotteries ;  for  iMuing  the  tirketi  and  psjftf^ 
pmet  il  nceived  ^lOOO  for  each  lottery. 
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Kosiriction- Act  shewing  that  on  a  capital  of  eleven  Diillions  the  Baak 
bad  realiEed  a  clear  profit  of  more  than  tvrenty-nine  milUona.  This 
Urief  history  of  the  Bank,  for  ninteen  yean  after  the  stoppage  in  1797, 
is  this :  they  have  hanged  and  transported  abont  pi ftebn  hundred 
PBRSOKSy  and  in  addition  to  their  old  dividend  have  made  a  profii 
of  near  THREE  hukdred  per  cent! 

.  There  is  no  establish ibent  which  was  so  deeply  interested  in  the 
permanence  of  the  borough-system  as  the  Bank  of  £nglaod.  It  is  to 
the  war,  commenced  by  the  bouroaghmot^^ers  in  1793,  the  Bank  is 
indebted  for  its  enormous  wealth  and  inordinate  gains*  It  is  to  this 
war  the  Bank  was  indebted  for  the  Restriction- Act,  which  enabled  it 
to  raise  the  circulation  of  its  notes  from  12  milltens  to  30  millions. 
It  was  the  war,  which  raised  the  unredeemed  public  debt  from  220 
to  850  millions ;  of  this  debt  the  Bank  has  had  the  management,  and 
Ibr  which  it  has  received  from  the  pnblic  about  £300^000  per  aimuin. 
Should  there  ever  be  any  thing  like  an  equiiabk  adjutimemi,  a  refund- 
ing or  surrendering  of  surreptitious  gains,  the  Bank  will  certainly  have 
to  yield  up  the  most  freely  next  to  the  Church  and  the  Aristocracy. 


HOPE8  OF  LEGITIMACY ! 

It  is  not  a  little  singular  that  the  heirs  to  the  I'hrones  in  England, 
Spain,  and  Portugal,  are  all  little  girls ;  and  it  is  possible,  nay,  probable, 
that  at  one  and  the  same  time  there  will  be  Queens  reigning  in  these 
three  countries.  It  is  also  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  aspirants  for  the 
Thrones  in  these  countries  and  in  France  (Henry  the  Fifth)  are  all 
minors. 


GLASGOW  JAIL— DISGRACEFUL  EXPOSURES. 

Our  attention  was  directed  to  the  following  paragraph  in  the  Glasgow 
newspapers  this  week : 

"  Thursday,  a  young  woman,  in  humble  life,  but  of  good  character^  was 
imprisoned  in  our  jail  for  a  debt  of  Three  Shillings  :  Our  readers  will 
have  some  idea  of  this  luxury  to  the  creditor,  when  we  inform  them,  that 
to  entitle  him  to  its  enjoyment,  he  must  lodge  Ten  Shillings  with  the 
Jailer  for  the  aliment  of  his  prisoner." 

So  saith  the  newspapers. — Now,  we  confess  we  saw  many  strange 
scenes  in  jail  when  we  had  the  honour  (as  it  really  was)  of  being  in  it ; 
but  thinking  it  scarcely  possible  that  <^  a  young  woman"  would  be  in- 
carcerated **  for  a  debt  of  three  shillings,*'  we  repaired  to  the  jail  on 
Wednesday  this  week,  for  the  special  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
'be  above  paragraph  was  correct,  and  sorry  are  we  to  say  that  it  U 
orrect.     We  are,  therefore,  now  only  surprised,  Umt  the  newspapers 
id  not,  at  the  same  time,  inform  the  public  who  the  parties  were  that 
ad  the  heart,  the  decency,   to  send  the  " young  woman*  to  jail  for 
bis  paltry,  mit<crable  debt  of  three  shillings  ! — Law  is  Law  :  but  hu- 
manity and  public  virtue  bhouhi  not  be  insulted  through  the  law>  and 


our  readers,  we  are  sure,  will  not  blame  ub  if  we  now  proceed  to  sup- 
ply the  omission  in  the  newspapers,  by  giving  the  names  of  the  parties 
at  whose  instance  this  young  woman  was  sent  to  jail.  They  are — 
WILLIAM  SER  VICE  Sf  CO.  Wardiousemen  ami  Manufaetur- 
ers  in  Glasgota — and  the  girl's  name  is  Mary  JBuckanan. 

Perhaps  William  Service  &  Co.  will  now  bite  their  lips  at  this  very 
plain  exposure,-^on  which  no  further  comment  seems  necessary  for 
the  present,  on  our  part,  except  this,  that  they  will  add  little  to  their 
puree,  and  as  little,  we  apprehend,  to  their  repitation,  by  the  means 
they  employed  to  extract  <*  three  shillings"  from  this  young  woman. 
She  was  liberated  after  being  kept  a  night  and  a  day  in  prison — one 
of  the  Magistrates  humanely  advancing  the  sum  for  her. 

But  although  the  above  case  is  humUiating  enough  in  all  conscience, 
it  has  led  us  to  ascertain  the  startling,  the  melancholy  fact,  ^at  during 
the  last  twelve  months  no  less  thtmfour  hundred  and  sixty^^even  men 
and  women  were  aduaUv  incarcerated  in .  the  jail  of  Glasgow  for 
debts  under  the  wUue  of  £10 1!! 

We  subjoin  the  following  Tables,  shewing  the  different  degrees  of 
debt,  as  well  as  classification  of  prisoners,  warrants,  &c.  They  are, 
indeed,  instructive  Tables,  and  we  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  of 
exprestfing  our  thoughts  on  the  policy  of  the  law  of  Imprisonment  as 
it  now  stands.

A  Commission  has  just  been  issued  by  the  King  in  favour  of  certain 
highly  respectable  gentlemen  in  Edinburgh,  authorising  them  to  in- 
quire into,  and  report  on  the  state  of  the  ^airs,  &<%  of  all  the  Corpor* 
ations  in  Scotland.  This  is,  what  we  may  call,  an  admirable  Com- 
mission, inasmuch  as  it  will  lay  bare  the  gross  jobs  of  "  self-elected'* 
Magistrates,  and  other  such  functionaries,  including  their  peculations 
or  pilferings  of  public  funds  and  charities.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
assist  the  Commissioners  in  the  course  of  their  investigations  in  the 
West :  for  we  have  a  number  of  cases  in  reteiUiSi  which  we  shall  not 
fail  to  lay  before  them :  and  the  public  will  see  what  we  have  done, 
and  ar(k  niill  doingi  in  this  respect,  ere  long.

We  understand  that 
one  job  has  already  been  attempted  in  a  neighbouring  county  to  defeat 
its  provisions. — But  it  won't  do.  We  shall  watch  the  sly  rogues  for 
another  month,  at  any  rate,  by  which  time  ve  hope  the  Bill  will  have 
become  the  law  of  the  land,  and  when,  of  course,  we  shall  be  able  to 
speak  of  it,  as  well  as  the  parties  just  alluded  to,  somewhat  more 
freely.

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GORBALS  MEETING,  V^. 

In  our  89th  No.  we  blamed  Baillie  Paal  for  not  calling  a  Public 
Meeting  of  the  inbabitanta  of  Gorbals  to  consider  their  situation  under 
the  Burgh  Reform  Bill>  as  we  understood  he  had  previously  promised 
to  do.  But  we  were  rery  soon  afterwards  informed  that  Baillie  Paul 
had  been  confined  to  his  house  for  some  weeks  by  severe  indisposition, 
which  was  the  reason  of  the  Meeting  not  being  called  by  him,  and  too 
good  a  reason  it  was.  The  Meeting,  however,  was  held  on  the  17tb 
curt,  and  it  is  but  justice  to  the  Magistrates  of  Gorbals  to  say,  that  it 
was  conducted,  on  their  part,  with  great  liberality.  In  fact,  we  were 
agreeably  disappointed  at  the  manifestation  they  made  on  this  occa- 
sion— and  the  more  so,  when  we  recollected  the  previoas  mem,  and 
very  reprehensible  .conduct  of  Mr.  Paul's  predecessor  in  office  (Mr. 
James  Martin),  who  refusecl  to  call  a  public  meeting  of  the  inhabit- 
ants, though  a  respectable  requisition  was  presented  to  him  for  tliat 
purpose. 

By  some  mistake,  trick,  or  juggle,  not  yet  clearly  ascertaioed,  ike 
Baromf  of  Gorbals  kas^  it  seems,  been  left  out  of  the  JBurgh  R^brm 
Bill  altogether  I  and  in  this  state  the  Bill  has  passed  the  House  of 
Commons,  so  that  if  it  should  pass  the  Honse  oiP  Lords  in  the  same 
state,  the  blessed  system  of  **  gelf-election"  will  still  be  kept  up  in  the 
Gorbals  for  some  time  longer — indeed  there  is  no  saying  bow  loqgi 
Proper  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed,  reprobating  and  con- 
demning this  state  of  things ;  and  as  there  was  nat  a  moment'a  time  to 
lose  in  the  matter,  it  was  agreed  that  Baillie  Paul  should  immediately 
proceed  to  London,  to  represent  the  claims  of  the  Barony  in  the  pro- 
per quarter.  We  trust  he  will  be  successful  in  his  mission,  for  it  will 
certainly  be  a  most  disgraceful  thing  if  a  population  of  40,000  inhabi- 
tants, among  whom  there  are  upwards  of  1200  Parliamentary  Electors, 
should  still  be  kept  in  political  thraldom,  while  their  neighbours  in 
Glasgow  are  rescued  from  it.

Mft.  Editor,— The  Clergy  in  sU  ages  have  been  a  greedy  and  diaoontented  aet, 
a  melancholy  example  of  vrbich  we  have  at  preeent,  in  the  eoodact  of  yo«r 
fViend,  the  Bishop  of  Greenoek.

The  late  Minister,  Mr.  Steele,  who  was  a 
Moderate,  thought  shame,  as  well  he  might,  to  do  this,  bat  the  Rev.  Pktridt, 
his  saetieseofy  and  who  is  an  Evangelical,  thinks  no  shame  to  do  it.     Bnt  this 
is  not  all.     He  is  not  only  prooeoating  them  for  more  stipend,  bat  he  haa  the 
impudenoe  also  to  demand  from  them  a  New  Choroh  and  Manse.     This  is  cer- 
tainly like  the  Ciah.     **  They  are,"  says  the  Prophet,  "greedy  dogs  that  can 
^er  have  enough."     For  a  new  Church,  be  may  have  some  claims,  for  really 
present  one  is  an  ugly,  old,  rickety  building,  though  I  believe  many  of 
he  Voluntary"  would  be  glad  of  it,  but  a  new  Manse  Is  oat  of  the  question. 
I  prcynt  is  a  very  good  hoDse  and  garden  by  the  water<slde.     A  more  pleas- 
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■nft  tiUuiliMi  yoa  eanoot  irdi  eoootive.  Yon  mny  lie  in  yonr  bed,  and  vtow  the 
•tauB-bottta  pljrinf  up  and  down  the  rirer  in  all  directiona.  You  may  ace  tliMn> 
witiiont  rmialng  your  bead  off  Cbe  pUlow*  landing  paaaengen  at  Dunoon,  eoniiiif 
from  Kllmun,  Miling  up  tbe  Gair-loch,  or  Teaving  Helenabargh.  But  ibe  Rev. 
Patrick  la  not  pleased  witb  it,  and  thai  is  enough.  He  says  it  Is  damp — and  it 
is  not  in  a  genteel  place  of  tbe  town,  and  that  there  are  a  thousand  other  uu- 
plaaaant  tbings  about  It.  Hia  chief  objection,  howerer,  is,  the  many  buildings 
aroiiod,  and  especially  a  sagar'hoose,  wfaieh  baa  lately  been  erected  in  ita  neigb- 
bourlioad.  In  abeirt,  it  Is  nnilrfor  him  to  lit*  in,  and  support  bis  dignity  as 
the  Bishop  of  Grrenook.  He  wrata  a  iHoo  genteel  house  oat  of  town.  Now, 
all  thia  is  moat  usreaaoiiabia.  The  "  many  honsea  arvund**  are  on  bla  own 
glaba,  and  it  is  no  fault  of  the  heriton  that  tbay  are  tbare.  Ha  drawa  the  fen- 
duty  for  them,  and  a  heavy  one  it  is,  and  he  ought  in  justice  to  put  up  with  the 
iaaaayeniance,  if  it  be  one.  The  sugar-house,  too,  pays  him  aweetly  for  ita  ac- 
eoauBodatioa ;  and  why  damand  of  the  heritors,  since  tbe  advantages  are  all 
hia  own,  a  splendid  raaaalon  out  .of  town  ?

I 
made  inquiry,  and  found  that,  as  yet,  be  has  done  none  of  these  things, 
and  that  as  yet  be  pockets  erery  farthing  of  the  money,  aitd  i§  proeecuting  the 
kenUnfor  mores  and  I  think,  notwithstanding  his  dedaralion  to  the  contrary, 
tkathe  is  likely  to  do  so  tfH-the  end  of  bis  incumbency,  and  will,  moreover, 
leaire  hia  son,  if  he  ean,  to  enjoy  it  for  another  generation.

"  Lordships**  actually  made  it  a  party  question  ;  they  did  not  care  one 
straw  for  the  wants  of  the  humbler  classes^  for  whose  benefit,  indeed, 
this  Bill  was  mainly  intended,  and  they  threw  it  out  of  the  ^  Upper 
House,"  8am  eeremoni,  by  a  majority  of  seven  votes  I 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  and  Lord  Lyndhurst  headed  the  Opposition  on 
this  occasion  (they  are  both  rank  Tories);  but  what  we  desire  to 
impress  upon  our  readers  is  the  fact,  that  this  Bill  was  rejected  chiefly 
by  what  is  called  the  votes  of  PROXIES.  And  these  we  shall  now 
shortly  explain,  in  proof,  moreover,  of  ithe  fisMSt,  that  in  no  country  oa 
the  earth  it  fegiglaHon  io  aiana^  as  it  ii  In  thif  sauie  Hoaae  of 
Lords  in  England. 

Their  Lordships  attend  the  House  or  no^  as  they  please.  It  is 
seldom,  indeed,  that  many  of  them  attend  it,  unless  to  vote  against 
soma  fiivourite  measure  of  the  People.  And  those  of  their  Lordships 
that  cannot  attend,  or  do  not  choose  to  attend,  but  wish,  at  the  same 
time,  to  pnt  their  vote  in  the  scale,  whether  in  the  right  side  or  the 
wrong  side,  have  only  to  write  down  their  name  on  a  slip  of  paper, 
and  hand  it  to  some  Noble  friend  or  confederate  who  Intends  to  he 
pcesent,  and  who  can  use  the  vote  exactly  as  he  pleases,  either  in  fa- 
vour of  the  measure  before  the  House,  whatever  .it  may  be,  or  against 
it.  This  is  what  is  called  voting  by  Proxy. — And  it  is  one  of  the 
peculiar  privileges  of  the  House  of  Lords— -no  such  privilege  being 
allowed  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  consequeace  is,  and  i,t  not  unfreqaently  happens^  that  their 
Lordsbtpa  are  attarJy  ignorant  of  the  nature  or  meijta  of  the  qoestion 
KfSk.  which  they  thus  vote  by  proxy  ;«^hey,  in  fact,  laiow  le  much  about 
it  a*  the  aiaa  in  |be  moon— rsome  of  tham  indeed  hav(9  been  known  te 
be  travelliiy  on  the  eontinentTr-and  otheca  of,  them  lying  on  their 
4aath*bads,  and  yet  they  wore  voting  all  the  while  by  proacy  in  the 
liptiRe  of  Lords  j  Aye,  in  the  very  instance  of  this  Bill  of  Lord 
Ory^gham's,  it  so  happens  that  two. ojP  them  actually  voted  bj!^  proxy

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

We  have  taken  some  pains  to  view  the  House  of  Lords  ander  ita 
▼arioas  aspects.  It  presents  itself  in  the  way  of  the  Nation's  wish  ; 
and  it  is  natural  that  the  Nation  should  seek  to  understand  the  chn- 
racter  of  the  obstacle  which  impedes  its  progress.  We  have  looked 
into  ibe  biatory  of  the  Peerage,  and  what  is  the  result  ?  Who  are 
they  that,  generally  speaking,  hare  been  made  Peers — and  why  ?  la 
a  peerage  the  reward  of  virtue,  of  talent,  of  disinterestedness,  of  g^nd 
patriotic  efforts,  of  a  long  course  of  nohle  doings  ?  No  one  who  has 
looked  with  any  care  to  the  family  annals  of  the  British  Peers  will 
venture  to  say  that,  even  in  the  selection  of  a  virtuous  roan  for  a  Peer, 
bia  virtoe  baa.  been  the  cause  of  his  ennoblement ;  or  if  a  man  of 
talent,  that  be  has  been  chosen  because  bis  talent  has  been  patrioti- 
cally directed.  No — the  peerage  has  been  one  of  the  means  employed 
for  several  ages  to  carry  on  the  great  Job  of  government.  If  a 
pktti&i  was  troublesome,  he  was  bought  off  by  a  peerage ;  if  a  pow- 
erfad  individual  waa  importanate,  he  waa  quieted  by  a  peerage;  if 
votes  were  in  demand,  the  possessor  or  manager  waa  paid  by  a  peer* 
age ;  if  a  minister's  place  was  desired,  be  vacated  it  for  a  peerage. 
Tne  lawyer,  who  proved  the  ablest  instrument  of  government,  waa 
riewarded  by  a  peerage.  In  short,  the  honour  of  the  peerage  has 
mostly  been  the  Treasury  of  Corruption. 

,  If  |he  KJouae  of  Lords,  by  the  natural  progreaaioo  of  tbiogs,  ia  baa- 
,  taping  to  an  end,  because  of  its  want  of  correspondence  and  sympathy 
with  public  opinion,  what  is  so  well  calculated  to  postpone  that  inevi- 
table nonrj  as  the  adoption  of  that  for  the  want  of  which  they  must 
wither  and  decay  ?  A  large  and  copious  addition  of  popular  peers 
tift  only  revivify  the  antique  and  mouldering  mass.  Unless  tbia  plan 
be  afcceded  to,  the  days  of  the  peerage,  as  at  present  constituted,  are 
nnmbered ;  and  yet  it  is  against  this  very  measure  that  the  greateat 
number  of  prejudices  are  arrayed. 

The  Peers  are  jealous  of  mew  men.  What  are  they  themselves? 
Take  even  the  oldeat  of  them,  they  are  but  of  a  few  centuries ;  and 
ibe  'majority  are  tbe  meiBst  nooi  ^iiiiiMtf—- musbrooma,  whom  a 
abower  of  wealth,  or  an  accidental  fall  of  borough  rottenness,  baa 
faiiued  to  spring  from  tbe  earth  within  the  last  few  years*  The  peer- 
age of  England  is  the  most  modern  in  Europe :  it  is  a  contemptible 
upstart,  compared  with  that  either  of  Germany  or  of  France.  Where 
^re  the  true  ancestors  of  Eoglisbmen,  tbe  men  of  Saicon  blood  F  where 
#van  the  deacendaota  of  tbe  butchers  and  bakers  that  .came  over  with 
t^eNormf^n' Conqueror?  Not  all  the  lies  of  all  tbe  heralds  can  give 
lie  a  creation  six  hundred  years  old :  and  such  as  go  even  two  hun- 
dred years  back  are  very  thinly  scattered  indeed.  Some  of  the  most 
iinn^nt  blodd  of  Enghtod  is  represented  by  tnen  of  private  station. 
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It  wovUi  be  a  cariou*  plicnomenen,  if  the  obttacle  whi^h  thd  Pc«rv 
have  thrown  in  ihe  way  of  popular  measures,  ahotifd  lead  to  an  imme- 
diate cbange  in  their  own  oody.  It  was  a  reforno  in  the  Codamoria 
that  was  demanded :  wo  may  come  to  see  that  i|  virtual  reform  in  the 
House  of  Lords  is  a  necessary  sequence.  The  House  of  Communa 
confessed  its  corruption :  are  the  Lords  immaculate  ?  They  debatci 
as  if  their  House  stood  upon  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  and  as  if 
angeie  guarded  its  keystone.  It  would  seem  they  deemed  it  the  very 
eun  of  our  political  constellation :  they  are  mistakea^t  is  but  a  hmpt 
and  may  want  trimming — may  be  worn  out,  and  renewed* — may  bai^ 
grown  useless,  and  be  entirely  removed. 


THE  QUEEN'S  BALL  AND  TjIE  IRISH  BILL  VJSBSUs 
THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

The  following  graphic  article,,  written  by  a  Member  of  the  House  ol 
Commons,  appears  in  the  current  No.  of  Tait's  Magazine.— ^We  owe. 
no  apology  to  our  readers  for  inserting  it  (somewhat  abridged  from  the 
original)  in  this  place,  as  it  is  too  interesting  to  require  any  apology. 
Olraerve  that  the  scene  described  took  pisce,  on  the  last  division  of 
the  Irish  Church  Reform  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

**  There  was  great  buax,  and  much  unpleasant  feeling  anoDgil  nM»^ 
bars  during  the  early  part  of  the  evening.  It  was  oonfitaitljr  stared  thai 
tke  Ministers  had  deterasined  to  give  up  the  inttfrity  of  the  bill,  and  enaa 
the  clause  respecting  the  appropriation  of  eburch  property.  Such  libersl 
members  aa  have  supported  these  men  from  the  beginning  feel  that  tbejr

If  they  braak  their  word,  |p  so-t 
lemnly  given,  they  shall  not  have  my  oonnteaance  or  support'  The  Hoiis» 
not  rery  full ; — go  iuto  committee,  and  mattera  proceed  quietlr^  until  tha 
reading  of  the  I47tb  clause,  when  Stanley  ^for,  be  it  observed,  Lord  HU 
thorp  oontinues  ill  of  the  gout)  gets  up,  ano  with  nuich  calmness  and  ctna^ 
plaaency»  much  talking  of  the  great  aavaatagea  of  concord,  and  of  the  evil* 
of  ooUiston,  much  emphstio  appeal  to  the  motives  usually  suoeesafally  ap* 
pealed  to  by  him, — proposes  to  leave  oat  the  whole  clause.  I  remarked 
that  the  House  app^ed  seriously  hurt.  He  oould  not  get  a  single  ebeerJ 
His  usual  commonplaces  were  no  longer  snecessful ;  and  at  leagth  beriblt 
tliat  this  hitherto  obsequious  bouse  was  no  longar  at  his  ooBaMntd-^thst 
ie,  he  couhl  no  longer  get  their  sympathica  with  him.  Their  vetea  maayt 
will  give;  but  there  is  not  a  genUenaui  in  the  House  but  Muahea  for  Mio- 
iaters,  and  laments  that  he  is  obliged  to  support  their  now  disboaouMd 
power.  'I  he  usualljr  bold  Mr.  Stanley-«4>olcl  against  the  people  witboat-*i*« 
shrinks  under  the  tierce  cheers  of  his  opponents.  I'he  cries  of  the  OppOi 
aitkm  were  continuous  and  triumphant.  Their  scornful  Uugha  nmde  htm 
irendUe  with  rage  and  shame.  But  not  liaving  the  moral  support,  efea 
of  hia  own  voters,  he  dares  not  haaard  anv  of  his  aaaal  flippaDer,  petuhmeev 
and  SQomful  npbraidings.  He  cowers  under  tbeir  well*desenrea  ooata»(<bBi 
aad  ia  more  than  usually  pole  and  ghastly.  Hia  proposal  waa  mf 
uodisguiaed  scorn,  and  shouts  of  bitter  and  coatamptueus  laog^' 
I  aeter  ahall  forget  the  burnt  whidi  folbwed  O'Conaeira  opeii« 
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whiA  «ita«.fi^<tiii  Um^.wilb  nil  tbat  w  ef  tmtb  aM  tmroiqg.  Migwlnm, 
v^ijcb^^  0Q  fiy«U  k^awj9  how  t9  throw^  into  his  ^tate^aeo^,  .  'Nq»  ^»'  ha 
fl^id. '  I  am  noi.  diaappomt^d.

neeil  we  then  wonder,  that  sorrow-  and  shame  wait  upon  its  deeda  ?    Aui  \ 

ibese  things  are  permitted,  even  when  our  sons  ot  America  exhibit  so  1 

fli^erent,  so  instructive  an  example.    The  wildest  freak  oftbemoat^^  J 


rtinged  imagination  could  not  fcncy  sneh  a  aeene  aa  the  one  above  d 
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UkiQ^  l^laM  at  WashingtOD.    Ckildnn  and  fi^  kave  do  voice  in  thm 
councils  of  republican  Amerioa.    From  the  people  emanates  all  power ; 
and  the  Government  is,  consequently,  heoest,  induatrioiis*  deoorouBy  anj 
peculiarly  sa^cious.    My  notions  mav  be  very  democratic,  and  in  very 
bad  taste,  but  i  most  sincerely  own  that  1  believe  the  sooner  we  g^l  rid 
of  the  causes  of  such  disj^fraceful  exhibitions;  the  sooner  we  follow  Uie 
example  of  our  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic;  the  sooner  wt 
take  the  government  of  ourselves  into .  our  own  hands,  and  cut  off  all 
vain  and  useless  trappings,  the  better  for  all  parties  concerned ;  for  the 
nation  as  well  as  those  who  now  occupy  the  chief  places  among  us^     The 
people  would  no  longer  be  tormented  by  the  ignorant,  and  the  idle,  and 
the  dishonest,  who  now  prey  upon  their  vitals ;  while  these  would  be  ob> 
liged  to  obtain  an  honest  subsistence  by  honest  labour,  no  longer  debasing 
and  demoralizing  the  whole  body  of  their  countrymen  by  their  degrading, 
their  disgraceful  example.

POLICE  FINES. 
Wjs  had  often  heard  it  whispered,  that  a  ooasiderable  pari  (nearly  the 
one-haif )  of  the  fines  levied  from  poor  devils  in  the  Police-offices  of 
Glasgow  arid  Gorbals,  &c.  were  secretly  divided  among  the  Mapis- 
trateSf  and  other  officials  attending  these  offices ;  but  we  tbonght  this 
such  a  disreputable  charge,  that  we  could  scarcely  believe  it.  Never- 
theless, we  have  now  ascertained,  by  undeniable  evidence, ->from  the 
very  lips  of  some  of  these  officials  themselves,  that  such  is  the  &rt, 
and  that  they  do  share  in  every  fine  levied  in  the  Police-Office  ! 

No  wonder,  then,  that  **  their  Honours "  have  such  an  itch  to  Fine  I 
Fine !  in  every  case,  however  trumpery,  that  comes  before  them.-* 
Thie  fs  just  bringing  grist  to  their  own  mill.  But  we  venture  to  say, 
that  it  is  a  most  lawless  and  disgraceful  practice,  and  one  which  we 
shall  endeavour  to  put  down,  or  at  least  not  scruple  to  e^spose.  Nor 
sh^l  we  do  so  on  light  ground.  There  is  a  {principle  which  pervades, 
or  ought  to  pervade,  every  court  of  justice  in  this  kingdom,  namely, 
that  l|he  judge  shall  have  no  personal  interest  whatever  in  any  cause 
.wfaicli  he  is  called  upon  to  try  or  decide.  This  principle  likewiss 
extends  to  witnesses.  If  they  have  an  interest  in  any  case,  they  are 
at  once  excluded  from  g^fving  their  evidence  in  it.  And  no  person, 
possessed  of  any  understanding  or  information  respecting  the  laws  of 
this  country^  will  dispute  the  accuracy  of  the  principle  we  have  just 
stated. 

Now,  supposing  it  were  discovered  that  some  of  our  worthy  Magis- 
trates had  agreed  to  fine  a  man,  say,  in  two  guineas,  provided  he  (the 
Msgistrate)  got  the  one- half  of  that  sum  to  himself,  would  not  this  be 
tantamount  to  bribery,  and  therefore  sufficient  not  only  to  disgrace  the 
Magistrate,  but  vitiate  his  decision  ?-^ Undoubtedly  it  would.  Bat 
Again,  supposing  it  could  be  proved,  that  the  whole  of  these  Msgis- 
^'^^tes  had  entered  into  a  secret  paction  beforehand,  by  which  the  fines 

^  on  by  tJiem  on  hapless  defaulters  were  to  he  secretly  distributed 
ng  themselves  in  certain  proportions,  would  not  the  knowledge  of 
fact  startle  the  public,  and  excite  the  public  indignation  ?— -Would 
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ttol  a?try  imparimltnaB  exclaim,  that  the  dedaioiifl  of  tlivae  Magbtratiit 
were  GootamiDaced  for  tbeir  own  eelfisb  ends  ? 

It  18  impossible  to  deny,  that  the  share  which  these  Magietrlitea  en* 
joy  of  theae  fines  affords  a  strong  tempioHon  to  them  to  swetl  the  fines 
as  much  as  possible.  For  a  <<  Magistrate/'  after  all,  is  no  better  than 
other  men  ;  and  we  know  some  of  them  \vho  are  so  intent  on  mal(iff|^ 
money,  that  they  would  not  hesitate  to  skin  a  louse  for  the  sake  of  the 
skin,  if  they  could  only  make  a  boddle  by  it !  In  saying  this,  we  are 
really  not  conscious  that  we  are  slandering  any  of  **  their  honours,  the 
worthy  Batllies."  We  protest  it  is  the  **  gygUm'*  only  we  are  looking 
after. 

And  what  think  our  readers  is  the  amount  of  these  fines  P^^indeed 
we  cannot  tell ;  but  they  must  amount  to  a  goodly  sum, — to  hundreds, 
if  not  thousands  of  pounds  per  annum ;  for  if  one  only  adverts  to  the 
number  of  cases  daily  disposed  of  in  the  Police-offices  of  Glasgow,  we 
dare  say  it  will  not  be  thought  that  we  exaggerate  the  fines  at  less  than 
some  thomsands  in  the  course  of  the  year.  An<l  there  is  this  peculi- 
arity in  the  matter,  which  an  attentive  observer  cannot  overlook; 
namely,  that  the  great  majority  of  cases  are  rattled  gS  by  Jines^  which 
leads  ua  to  believe,  that  many  poor  devils  are  sent  to  Bridewell,  or 
otherwise  punished,  only  because  no  fine  can  be  extracted  from  them, 
they  not  having  the  wherewith  to  pay  it.  And  vice  versa^  there  are  a 
oaitain  ckiss  of  defaulters  in  the  *<  upper  circles,*'  who  richly  deserve 
hridewelly  but  their  purse,  aluu  the  fine,  protects  them  from  It. 

If  you  aak  why  fines  are  levied  at  all,  the  answer  is,  *<  to  defray  th«f 
expense  of  the  Police  establisbmeDi."  But  the  inhabitants  are  yearly 
assessefl  for  that  expense.  And  though  we  by  no  means  say  that^net 
engfat  to  be  departed  from, — on  the  contrary,  we  wish  them  continue 
in  many  cases,  as  the  mont  proper  means  of  punishment,  yet  we  A6 
a^,  that  the  Magistrates  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  pilfer  any  part  of 
these  fines  from  the  public,  or  to  share  tbcm  clandestinely  like  the  very 
pickpockets  whom  tiiey  are  called  upon  to  punish.  And  we  do  fur- 
ther say,  that  nlil^ss  this  disgraceful  system  is  fftirtiedlatety  put  an  enjf 
to,^-j.ifnIe6S  the  whole  fines  are  faithfully  accountied  for  to  the  pubtfii^ 
firom  the  one 'end  of  the  year  to  the  other,  without  peculation  of  any 
sort,  the  very  first  person  that  considers  himself  iin;^^(y  fined,  shdfild 
coropkin  to  the  Lords  of  Justiciary,  and  we  will  be  bound  that  the 
facts  we  have  stated  will  blow  up  the  system,  to  the  benefit  of  fhif 
aggrieved  party,  and  the  public  at  large.  If  the  whole  fines  were  faith* 
fully  aceounte<l  for,  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow  would  not  require  td 
pay  the  one-half  of  the  Police  assessments  tliey  now  do. 

It  may  he  said,  that  the  Magistrates  ought  to  be  remunerated  for 
their  trouble  in  attending  the  Police  Courts.  Be  it  so.  But  let  this 
be  done  in  a  fair,  open,  and  undisguised  manner,  without  exposing  theitf 
to  the  ugly  imputation  of  extracting  money  f^om  the  pockets  of  poor 
wretches,  who  are  principally  the  victims  of  Police  fines.  No  Jndge,- 
Bo  Magistrate,  ought  to  derive  any  emolument  from  such  a  soctfce.  p* 
ought  to  receive  no  pecuniary  premium  for  any  of  his  decisions.  ^^ 
Cssar's  wife,  he  ought  to  be  beyond  suspicion.

W|7U  all  our  beautiful  and  boeated  Jastituiioas  in  Gla^^ow,  there  is, 
we  bumltly  think,  nothing  so  much  wanted  in  it  as  a  Houite  cf.  Ue- 
^e  far  the  destitute  and  forlorn — and  it  is  a  reproach,  we  bad  aliaost 
qaid  pi  ^cafidal  and  disgrace  to  oar  wealthy  citizens  that  such  a  House 
Ml  not  already  been  erected*  Rbeing  that  there,  is  not  a  town  or  oity 
io  the  eoipire,  anything  like  Cilasgoft",  that  want«  one..  Day  after  day, 
a^  night  after  nighty  we  see,  bear,  and  read,  the  fno»t  distressing 
iiiatances  of  juvenile  depravity — of  children  of  the .  tonderaaC  yeans 
who  bave  neither  father,  mother,  brotheri  or  isiHer».  loiook  after  tlien, 
bfeiog  taken  up  and  committed  to  BrideweU  tor  offonoea  of  one  kind 
or  other  against  law  and  morality^  Without  education  and  vithout 
9uateaancei  without  any  earthly  hand  to  gnide  a«d  protect  tbeoi,  ihey 
a^e  left  to  shift  for  themselves  on  the  troubled  atreaot  of  Uf«,  and  it  ia 
Aot  auifprising  that  the  greater  proportion  of  then  ahould  aoon  sink 
into  the  vortex  of  crime.  At  this  inoineni,  wo  onder^taad  there  are 
'  H»any  destitute  cbiklren,  mere  infents,  who  have  acquired  ihe  doeigna- 
tioo  af  cnnuoals»  and  who,  aa  criminah^  are  ooofiood  ip  the  Bridewell 
of  Glasgow.  When  they  come  out  of  it,  what  are  they  to  do  ? — Only, 
wo  are  afraid,  to  pursue  their  former  devious  coursea  with  increased 
wretchedness,  guilt,  and  misery.  Is  there,  then,  no  helping  band  to 
^ave  them  in  this  city  ?  Is  there  no  House  of  Refuge  to  which  they 
can  fly? 

•We  know  that  one  or  two  philanthropic  men  have  lately  writleo  on 
fbis  subject  in  the  newspapers.  We  humbly  desire  to  aid  them  in 
tbeir  efforts.  And  now,  we  call,  earneetly  and  energetically,  on  iAb 
Ma0straU€  of  Glasgow  to  begin  this  good  work-^to  lay  the  founda- 
tion, ibr  this  House  of  Refuge.  They  can  most  easily  do  bo.  They 
hafvei  we  are  persuaded,  only  to  set  the  eicample,  and  the  thing  ia 
done.  And  we  shall  tell  the  Magistratea  k&to  they  ought  to  aet  the 
example.

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THE  CLERGY  vbesus  MODBRN  ATHENS. 

Tnbrb  18  some  peculiar  law  in  favour  of  the  Established  Clei^  in 
Edinburgh.  It  seems  they  can  compel  the  inhabitants  at  large, 
Quakers,  Catholics,  and  Dissenters  of  every  denomination  included,  to 
pay  tliem  their  yearly  stipend  or  ** annuity"  which  is  higher  in  Edin- 
burgh than  any  other  part  of  Scotland.  But  many  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Edinburgh  were  not  very  well  pleased  at  some  of  these  drones^  for 
there  are  drones  in  Modern  Athens  as  well  as  other  places,  or,  to 
speak  more  plainly,  some  of  the  inhabitants  did  not  tike  the  character 
of  the  "  Establishment^'  and  not  being  connected  with  it,  they  thought 
it  extremely  hard,  and  unchristian*like,  to  be  compelled  to  support  it, 
against  their  consciences  and  their  conviction.  They  therefore  de* 
murred  to  the  payment,  at  which  the  Established  Clergy  took  fire, 
and  ordered  homings  and  captions  to  be  raised  against  '*  the  daring, 
the  impious  defaulters !"  Th^  even  went  further,  for  the  &ct  is, 
that  they  gave  orders  to  imprison  the  defaulters,  and  one  or  two  of 
them  were  accordingly  imprisoned !  This  has  created  a  great  sensa- 
tion in  Edinburgh,  and  at  this  moment  there  is  nothing  heard  in  it 
but  the  cry  of  '*  Down  with  the  Establishment."  It  has  certaioly 
come  to  a  pretty  pass,  when  men  calling  themselves  the  disciples  of 
the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus  should  persecute  their  fellow  creatures  in 
this  manner,  and  all,  too,  for  the  sake  of  their  own  pockets.  But  it  is 
not  the  first  time  we  have  said,  that  the  Clergy,  as  a  body  (there  are 
aome  splendid  exceptions),  are  the  most  selfish  men  on  the  face  of  this 
eaith.  Our  creed  is,  that  they  should  be  put  on  piece-work,  and  if 
they  cannot  support  themselves  in  that  way  like  honest  people,  let 
them  betake  themselves  to  some  other  calling.

We  advise  the  inhabitants  of  Gorbals  to  take  care  of  the  men  they  are 
now -about  to  elect  as  Commissioners  of  Polled.  There  are  wolves  ia 
sheep's  clothing  going  about  seeking  for  votes.

THE  CURRENCY. 

{CotUinued  fimn  No.  98,  p.  119.) 

MoNE^  meana  whatever  passes  *<  current'* or  ^^circnlates"  in  commerce 
as  a  general  *<  purchasing  power,"  or  **  instrument  erf  exchange  ;*' — 
gold,  silTer,  copper,  iron,  salt,  cloth,  are  things  that,  in  difierent  times 
and  places,  liave  heen  emplojred  as  money.  It  is  the  law  that  deter- 
mines \Vhat  particalar  commodity  shall  be  employed  for  this  purpose : 
and  the  law,  moreover,  determines  what  particular  qoantity  of  that 
commodity  shall  be  intcttided  in  all  pecuniary  contracts  by  certain  de- 
nominations. In  this  country,  the  law  at  present  declares  that  a  cer- 
tain nnmber  of  grains  of  gold,  of  a  certain  fineness,  shall  be  a  pound 
sterling,  and  compels  all  persons  who  are  under  engagement  to  pay  any 
number  of  peiinds,  ta  saslsfy  their  debts,  in  m  many  mcdliplis  of  this 
quantity  of  gold.  Thi^  law,  as  We  formerly  noticed,  wad  suspended 
if  the  Restriction  Act,  hat  renewed  again  in  1819 :  since  which  tune  it 
is  erident  to  all  who  can  think  upon  the  subject,  thatpm^^  in  Briteio 
have  been  simply  an  expression  of  the  quantity  of  gold  which  each  ar* 
tide  would  command  in  exchange,  and,  conversely,  of  the  quantity  of 
different  commodities  which  a  fixed  weight  of  gold  would  purchase ; — 
that  eve^y  general  rise  of  prices  was  in  effect  a  proportionate  foil  in  the 
talue  of  gold,  and  every  fall  of  prices  a  proportionate  rise  in  the 
value  of  gold.  To  say  that  prices  at  present  are  generally  fifty  per 
cent,  lower  than  they  were  in  1819,  is  one  and  the  same  thing  as  to 
say  that  the  tahie  of  gold  is  one  hundred  per  cent,  h^her  than  it  was 
at  that  tiine. 

Many  persona,  however,  experience  a  difiicnlty  aa  bringiflg  their 
minds  to  grasp  the  idea  of  any  alteration  in  the  ecUuB  of  that  substance 
which  both  law  and  custom  have  taught  them  to  consider  as  the  stand- 
ard of  valuBf  and  consequently  fixed  and  invariable  itself  in  that  quali- 
ty. Iyi  iiict,  the  very  condition  on  which  the  precious  toietals  are  em- 
Eloye«l  as  a  standard  measuM  of  value,  is  an  assumption  of  their  iavaria* 
ilityf.  The  general  argnmeni  of  civilized  nations  throughout  thfe  com- 
mercial world  to  use  gold  and  silver,  one  or  both,  as  measures  of  value, 
is  essentially  an  argument  to  consider  the  value  of  these  metals  as  an 
linit,  tt  fixed  point  from  which  to  measure  the  value  of  6ther  things. 
This  conventional  assumption  is  the  basis  on  which  alone  any  thing 
rai»  ha  adoptiMk  as  a  meatnre.  When  a  ibot,  a  pint,  or  a  pound 
sre  employed  as  standard  measures  of  length,  capacity,  and  weight, 
U:is  aecesearlly  assumed  that  these  objects  themaelves  arOj  aotd  wiil  re* 
isiatn,  absolutely  invariable  in  that  quality  of  which  they  are  taken  as 
fli6  rtieastire  in  others. — And  in  the  same  manner,  the 
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or tilter  n  ntfcMSirity  flssflmed  td  b«  ianriible  in  thtfl  qilslhjr,  vks^  ?«kie, 
which  it  i«  •mployed  to  measure  in  other  things.  We  need  not  ireii^ 
der,  therefore,  at  the  strong  impression  existing  in  most  minds  of  tkA  in- 
Vftriahl^  value  of  the  preeions  metafs,  of  at  the  difScoUy  ekperi^ntod 
in  obtaimng  a  general  recognition  of  (he  hnpottant  feet,  (a  flact  whfols 
when  duly  intesttgated,  will  be  found  to  account  for  all  tfte  ^Wls  we 
hare  solfered  through  an  imperfect  monetary  8ymem,)-^thal  gold  wffd 
sTlrer^—the  standard  measures  of  value  in  use  tfatoofghotft  the  eommer^ 
ctal  world — are  liable  to  frequent,  great, and  general  variatkins  in  valuei 
that  the  assumption  on  which  they  are  universally  emj^loyed  as  the 
sole  expression  of  value  in  all  contracts,  temporary  or  permanent,  h^*- 
tweenr  individuals  or  nations,  h  an  utter  th)l^ ;  ^d  that  instoad  of 
bemg  true,  just,  and  eorr^et,  they  are,  in  fhct,  mosi  falite^  creMfaerbuir, 
and  faithless  measures  of  (he  vaTu^  of  othto  llhlngs ! 

But  so  habituated,  iri  we  formerly  remarked,  are  iMst  |)eraoni  to 
measure  value  only  in  money, — that  is,  in  goM  or  Bllver,*^and  to  M^ 
possess  mny  clear  idea  6f  value  apatt  fh>m  auch  estitkMtion,  thftt  we  faiiMI 
still  fiirth«r  amalize  and  cleai^  op  the  nature  of  this  same  qiKttNvf,  valiM^ 
before  we  can  expect  t6  gain  the  foil  assent  of  our  readers  to  thia  pro* 
position ;  without  a  efear  understanding  of  wM^li  ifo  one  eatt  obtnii 
any  intight  into  th«  mysteries  of  the  monetary  system— «littpte 
as  %tfaey  appear,  when  the  prejudices  we  speak  of  have  beem  ofM^ 
removed. 

Vahie<^'^xchaf^geab1e  or  commereBsl  value-Mcan  mean  nothing  els6 
than  what  Adam  Smith  deffoes  it  to  be,  jMHvA^win^ /wiMil^  in  ih<a  mar- 
ket. The  value  of  a  thing  is  the  quantity'  of  gM>ds  of  olh^r  kindii 
whfch  it  win  exchange  for,  or  command.  If  at  oAe  time  H  will  cow^ 
maid  t#rce  ao  modi  of  other  thinj^  in  the  groM  as  at  another,  ito  valtt^ 
Is  doable  on  the  first  what  it  is  on  the  latter  occasion,  andtrtV^e^^mi.^-^ 
Thia,  we  think,  is  indisputabTe. 

When  A.  therefbre,  bargains,  in  consideration  of  An  equivalent  re- 
ceived in  hand,  to  pay^  to  B.-  at  ft  future  time  a  certain  value,  tIrA 
meining  of  both  parties  is,  that  A.  ehould  tran^fbr  to  B.  nt  tbe  speci«- 
fied  time,  the  power  of  commanding  a  fixed  quantity  of  the  difietent 
goods  in  the  market, — a  little  more,  perhaps,  of  one,  and  a  little  lesA 
of  pother  sort,  acco^dfn^  as  their  illative  supply  And  detnand  maf 
have  varied  in  the  intern^, — ^but,  at  all  events,  neither  more  nor  1(m4 
d(  godds  in  (he  grass  than  the  value  transferred  commav^tied  at  thetimd 
of  the  contract.  Some  expressions,  however,  must  be  employtid  to  dt^ 
aignate  this  valde :  and  civilized  nations  are  in  the  habit  of  referring  to 
fixed  quantities  of  the  precious  metals  as  the  measure  dr  expres^ti 
of  value.  But  in  employing  them  for  thi^  purpose,  it  is  takeh  for  grant* 
ed,  as  has  been  said  already,  that  they  will  remain  invariable  in  value 
thetaielVes.  Dnhmpiiy,  experience  has  proved  this  assumption  to  b6 
a  fhOacy ;  gold  aflv  silver  having  varied  in  value  (that  is,  in  their  com- 
mand over  commodltlea)  at  several  periods,  to  a  great  extent. 

It  is  indh^otabley  for  example,  that  they  fell  in  value  between  the 
dlaeoVtf^  of  Jlmerica  and  the  beginning  of  the- present  centurv  nearly 
in'  Ifa^'  pMUHBotf .  «f  from  ten  to  one.  The  same  quantity  of  gold  or 
dilttr  vMMQfttMhiA  in  the  fifteenth  century  ten  times  as  much  of 
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.nec««$arie8  and  luxuries — of  goods  in  the  grou«-as  it  would  in  the 
■nioeteenth. 

The  rise  or  fail  in  the  exchangeable  value  of  any  commodity  will,  io 
the  long  run,  depend  on  the  greater  or  less  facility  of  sopplying  it  to 
meet  the  demand,  as  compared  with  the  average  of  other  goods  agminst 
which  it  18  exchanged. — It  mattere  nothing  whether  the  change  take 
place  in  the  actual  supply  of  the  one  commodity,  or  of  the  aggregate 
of  others.     Value  is  merely  relative ;  and  it  is  the  relative  supply  of 
one  article,  as  compared  to  the  mass  of  others,  which  determines  its 
value.— Thus  the  value  of  iron  would   be  equally  raised  by  circum- 
•titnces  which  should  obstruct  the  supply  of  tliat  metal,  while  all  other 
things  i^mained  unaffected,  and  by  circumstances  of  an  opposite  nature 
.which  should  increase  the  supply  of  all  other  goods  (or  of  the  average 
of  all  other  goods)  while  that  of  iron  remained  stationary. 
,    In  the  progress  of  civilization  there  is  rarely,  if  ever,  any  general  re- 
trogade.  movement  in  the  useful  arts. — But  though  the  iacitities  for  the 
production  of  commodities  in  the  aggregate  fire  continually  on  the  in* 
ierelMe,  there  is  a  frequent  variation  in  the  relaiive  costs  of  production  • 
of  particular  commodities  ;  some  few  of  which  may  remain  stationary 
(or  even  retrogade)  in  their  rate  of  supply,  while  the  rest  are  advancing 
more  or  less  at  different  rates*    Should  the  peculiar  coqomodity  which 
bappea«  to  be  used  as  the  convei\tiooal  measure  of  value-^say  gold — ad- 
vance in  the  facility  of  its  supply  faster  than  the  average  of  commodi- 
ties (aa  Would  follow  from  the  discovery  of  neir  and  exceedingly  produo 
tive  gold  mines),  its  value,  and  with  it,  the  value  of  o)oney,  will  £ill.— 
Should  the  supply  of  gold,  on  the  contrary.  Call  behind  that  of  the  aggre- 
gate of  commodities,  (aa  would  be  th^  con^eq^nce  either  of  an  ezfaaosp 
tion  of  the  principal  gold  mines,  or  of  an  increased  facility  for  tbe  pro- 
duction of  most  other  goods,  while  that  of  gold  remained  stationary,) 
its  value,  and  that  of  money  likewise,  will  rise  in  proportion. 

Suck  variations  in  the  exchangeable  value  of  that  commodity  whidi 
tbe  law  declares  to  be  the  measure  of  value,  and  identifies  with  money, 
would,  indeed,  be  of  little  consequeiice  if  all  bargains  were  settled  io 
ready  money  at  the  time  of  their  being  made.  But  the  case  ia  far  other* 
wise  in  highly  civilized  and  commercial  countries,  and  especialy  in  this, 
where,  a  vast  multiplicity  of  engagements  are  continually  outstanding 
lor  the  future  payment  of  money;  and  where  the  injury  inflicted  by 
any  variations  in  its  value  must  be  proportionally  extensive.  If  A*  bar- 
gain to  pay  B.  at  any  future  time  a  specified  sum  of  money,  the  sum 
is  employed  merely  as  an  expression  of  value,  and  upon  the  supposition 
implied  in  the  use  of  money  as  a  measure  of  value,  that  it  will  remain 
invariable  in  that  quality.  Should  it  be  otherwise — should  the  ex- 
changeable value  of  money  rise  in  the  interval  between  tbe  arrangement 
and  tlie  fulfilment  of  the  contract,  A.  is  a  loser,  B.  a  gainer;  if  it  fall, 
A.  gains  and  B  loses.  In  either  case,  the  gain  and  loss  are  equally  un- 
fair and  unjust,  because  uncontemplated  by  either  party  at  the  time  of 
their  engagement, — because  the  cliaoge  arises  only  .firom  the  law  having 
forced  upon  them  the  use  of  a  false  and  treacherous  measure  of  value. 
.  In  whatever  degree,  therafore,  the  value  of  money  vary  from  time 
to  cime«  ill  th^t  degree  are  all  money  contracts  vitiated,  and  the  in- 
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tended  relation  of  creditors  and  debtors  most  unfairly  deranged.  It 
matten  nothing  what  may  be  the  originating  caase  of  the  change — whether 
an  increased  or  diminished  facility  of  producing  the  precious  metals^ 
or  an  increased  or  diminished  facility  of  producing  goods. — The  vftlue 
of  gold  and  silver,  and  therefore  of  money,  depends  on  the  relative 
supply  (as  compared  with  the  demand)  of  those  metals  and  of  other 
goods :  and  the  injustice  to  all  the  parties  to  money  contracts  is  just  as 
great,  whether  the  immediate  cause  of  the  change  in  amount  of  their 
engagement  lies  in  circumstances  affecting  the  production  of  the  precious 
metals  or  of  the  mass  of  other  goods.

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  we 
now  regard  their  promises  like  so  many  broken  reeds.  At  the  same* 
time  "  better  late  than  never,*'  and  if  the  Whigs  shall  continue  in  power 
and  really  repeal  these  atrocious  acts,  we  shall  ascribe  all  the  honour  to 
them  for  so  doing  that  they  deserve. 


IMPRISONMENT  FOR  DEBT. 

Thbrb  is  no  law  so  barbarous,  or  so  much  abused,  as  that  which  toler- 
ates imprisonment  for  debt.  Like  many  other  laws,  it  seems  to  have 
been  passed  entirely  for  the  purpose  of  restraining  the  liberty  of  the 
poor  roan,  while  it  can  never  reach  the  rich.  The  poor  man  is  carried 
to  jail»  where  he  must  remain  until  death  shall  release  him,  or  until  it 
please  the  merciless  incarcerator  to  grant  bis  liberation ;  while  the  rich 
osam  can  and  does  defy  his  creditors  to  approach  him,  by  taking  up 
hia  residence  within  the  sanctuary.  It  may  be  said,  that  this  is  an 
ezaggarated  statement  of  the  operation  of  tiie  law,  because  the  honest 
nan  may  prevent  his  creditors  from  imprisoning  him  beyond  a  certain 
period  by  pursuing  a  process  of  cessio  /  but  it  will  be  found  neither 
prepiiiioed  nor  exaggerated  ;  for  how  is  the  unfortunate  debtor  to  obtain 
his  decree  of  eguw  f  Suppose  the  debt  for  which  he  is  imprisoned 
ia  £15  or  £20,  that  he  has  declared  upon  oath  that  he  cannot  pay  it* 
tbat»  in  point  of  fact,  he  has  not  one  shilling  wherewith  to  aliment 
hknaeUf  bow  is  it  possible  for  this  man  to  proeniebi^/aialaigement? 
The  east  of  a  ee$sio  would  exceed  tbe  debt  Car  w|i||Hb|Mrisooed ; 
and  ia  it  not»  then»  an  insult  to  cooi«iartitlVVUl||^^^PPB^w  pro» 
teeta  the  poor  man,  when  tbe  <»ttlf;|Mli|H^  ^ond  hia 
ranch,  and  might  as  well  be  dt   "   "  ^^^ 

To  those  who  doubt  this,  it  nii||  ^^^V  le  s( 

fivther»  and  to  assert,  that  as  tha  hi  ^^^  Vfhm 

not  only  in  bis  power  to  confin^r 
he  has  it  also  in  his  power  to 
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b^t  immbers  of  inftnfttripa^  tir^dMiieii  nre  arreBled  wbiie  l^boori^ 
hard  for  the  9D{yport  of  d)em8elf«9  itnd  f«tiiilfe8»  nod  carried  lo  jail  for 
debts  not  efceodiog  10$.  Now,,  let  it  be  a3ked,  bovf  are  these 
poor  men  to  proouse  a  tivelihood  ?  Will  it  be  believed*  tbat  to  ob- 
tain decree  for  aliment,  the  debtor  ma^t  adv^pce^  before  o|i^  word  i» 
vicritten  by  the  magistrate*  fees  to  clerks*  jailor*  .&c«  to  the  amoctnt  of 
lOs*  6d.  ?  and  if  be  cannot  pay  the  debt  of  IOs»  where  is  be  to  get  the 
10s*  6d.  ?  Is  it  not  abundantly  clear  that  in  euch  cases  as  this  starm- 
tioo  is  inevitable? 

But  suppose  the  debtor  has,  through  the  assistance  of  soipe  of  his 
fellow  prisoners,  scraped  together  the  necessary  fees  to  get  aliment 
awarded,  what  is  the  consequence  ?  It  is  this, — the  incarcerator  liber- 
ates him,  and  he  is  then  just  lOs.  6d.  deeper  in  debt  than  when  he  was 
apprehended.  Again,  let  it  be  supposed  that  he  has  no  fellow  prison- 
^rsy^D  that  case  ipust  no^  he -starve?  Why  ^hould  this  be  ?  Why 
sbpuld  the  law  suffer  any  individual  to  exercise  such  cruelty  upon  bis 
fj^llow  creatures  ?  No  such  cruelty,  can  be  inflicted  upon  the  rogue  or 
fraudulent  debtor,  because  tb.e  Sanctuary  is  open  to  him  ;  and  if  90, 
why.  suffer  it  to  be  inflj<;ted  upon  the  bopestman  ?  is  not  this,  on  the 
oqe  band,  punisbiiig  4  qaan  for  his  poverty,  au4  on  th^  ot)ier,  encour- 
aging and  protecting  the  rogue? 

In  both  these  cases,  wliere  tli^  law  is  so  unji^st,  so  cruel,  and  defec- 
tive, a  remedy  ought  to  he  applied ;  find  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Parlisr 
ment  will,  upon  a  proper  representation  being  made,  amend  the  lavr 
so  as  to  make  it  available  to  the  poor  as  well  as  to  the  rich. 

The  only  remedy  Which  could  be  applied  in  the  eases  rrferred  to^  with 
any  benefit  to  the  country,  would  be  to  prohibit  altogether  impriaoo- 
ment  for  debts  under  £20.  Bat  even  this  is  objectionable,  as  it  w^ouU 
give  to  the  lower  classes  of  society  an  immunity  whidi  woold  aol  be 
(possessed  by  the  middle  and  higher  ranks ;  so  that  to  place  all  on  aa 
equal  footing,  by  the  total  aboHtion  of  impntonmeat  for  debt,  vouM 
be  the  moat  equitable  adjustment. 

To  this  latter  proposition)  it  has  been  objected,  that  it  Would  putaa 
end  to  all  credit  by  which  our  commerce  has  been  advanced  to  the 
great  pitch  at  which  it  has  arrived ;  but  this  objection  is  as  failadous 
as  it  is  absurd,  for  every  day's  experience  eatablishea  the  feet,  tbatcredit, 
to  the  extent  to  which  it  hasfor  many  years  been  carried,  has  been  the 
very  ruin  of  the  country.  Extreme  credit  not  only  enablesand  iodtioes  a 
man  to  speculate  fer  beyond  his  sMans,  but  it  faoldia  out  to  him  a  tempta* 
tlon  to  live  above  them  ;  and  does  not  the  sudden  withdrawal  of  that 
Credit  (which  invariably  follows)  bring  that  man  to  ruin  ?  It  is  a  mis- 
take, however,  Co  say  that  comneree  would  be  injured  by  prohibiting 
imprisonviene  for  debt,  even  supposing  that  imprisonmant  oo«ld  be 
proved,  wbich  it  oannot,  to  have  been- beneficial  in  its  oecovery ;  sa 
fer  from  that  being  the  case,  commerce  would  be<carried  on,  foas  gnat 
an  extent,  if  not  greater,  with  mueh  more  secarity,  and  with  more  ad- 
vantage. 

The  advantages  which  would  ensue  to-commeroe  from  tlus  proposed 

remedy  b^ng  passed  into  a  law,  would  he  inoumereble,-^!!  woaM 

'ly  annihilate  rogtaery^  and  thereby  prereat  losses — it  wouM 
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pat  a  stop  to  credit  being  given  to  the  mulBserving'— ^and  it  would  pre- 
rent  the  thoughtless  roan  from  getting  into  debt,  and  thereby  veiy 
much  enhance  his  own  comfort  and  that  of  his  family. 

It  IS  credit  which  facilitates  the  commission  of  roguery,  and  occa* 
fiona  losses ;  and  tf  the  remedy  pointed  out  as  an  improrement  in  the 
law  were  adopted,  no  tricks  conld  be  played  offy  or  losses  made,  either 
on  the  part  of  the  debtor  or  the  creditor;  for  merchants  would  be  mora 
cautious  in  giving  credit  to  those  whose  characters  are  not  above  sua* 
picion,  while  to  the  man  of  good  repute  the  alteration  would  make  no 
difference.  The  honest  man  would  purchase  upon  crtiHi  as  freely  and 
as  easily  as  before,  while  the  rogue  would  be  frastrated  in  his  attempts 
to  make  money  at  the  expense  of  the  innocent  and  unsuspecting.—* 
Some  people  imagine  that  the  debtor  is  always  the  rogue,  but  this  is 
not  the  fiict ;  on  the  contrary,  the  creditor  is  more  frequently  deserv* 
ing  of  that  epithet  than  he,  and  it  is  the  very  law  now  represented  as 
cmel  and  oppressive,  which  leads,  encourages,  and  snpports  him  in  his 
career. 


TORY  PATRONAGE. 

Wfi  never  hear  the  danger  of  increased  patronage  urged  by  a  Toryi 
but  we  know  that  some  object  useful  to  the  people  is  to  be  defeated. 
Let  there  be  a  question  of  raising  a  Regiment  of  Dragoons,  with  its 
Colonely  Lieotenant^Colonel,  Major,  Captains,  Lieutenants,  Comets^ 
Paymaster,  Adjutant,  Surgeon,  Assistant- Surgeon,  Veterinary  Suro 
geon,  and  Quarter- Master;  all  these  officers,  averaging  in  pay  and 
allowancos  from  three  to  four  hundred  a-year  each ;  and  we  never  hear 
of  the  danger  of  conferring  on  Lord  Hill  the  disposal  pf  so  many  valu- 
able appointments*  But  let  there  be  a  question  of  improving  the  judi- 
cial establishments  of  the  country,  and  every  patrician  plunderer  of  the 
public  purse  becomes  an  ecoqomist.  This  is  quite  natural ;  they  cannot 
see  the  use  of  any  establishment  in  which  they  and  their  families  are 
not  directly  to  participate.  A  cometcy  for  Lord  Charles,  or  a  pay- 
mastership  for  the  Steward*8  son,  are  pr^ei^t  goods  of  which  they  can 
estimate  the  value  ;  but  the  equal  administration  of  justice  is  a  benefit 
of  which  they  have  not  the  means  or  inclination  of  forming  an  estimate. 
None  of  the  idlers  of  their  bouse  are  likely  to  have  attained  the  pro- 
fessional eminence  which  would  justify  their  appointinent  to  the  bench, 
or  to  possess  the  requisite  diligence  for  the  inferior  offices.

This  Bill  having  passed  the  House  of  Lords,  and  received  the  Royal 
aasent/has  now  become  the  law  of  the  land,  and  the  self-electing  sym- 
teftt  heretofore  practised  so  dis^cefully,  and  withal  so  ruinously^  in 
the  Royal  Burghs  of  Scotland,  is  exterminated,  we  trust,  finally,  and 
for  ever.  It  is  needless  for  us  to  express  the  joy  we  feel  on  this 
occasion*  For  though  the  Bill  is  nut  so  liberal  as  we  could  haire 
wished  it  to  be,  it  is  unquestionably  a  mighty  boon,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, to  the  ten-peunders,  and  will,  we  hope,  enable  them  to  go  on 
<*  conquering  and  to  conquer,*'  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community. 
Our  present  self-elected  rulers,  therefore,  may  doff  their  cocked  hata 
at  the  first  election — and  please  walk !  But  before  parting  with  them, 
we  deem  it  our  duty  to  warn  our  readers  of  the  tactics  that  will 
likely  be'  employed  to  deceive  find  g«ll  them  at  this  first  election,  by^ 
the  men  at  present  in  office,  or  their  paid  creatures  or  agents  in  their 
behalf.  These  men  are  terribly  chagrined  at  present.  They  had  no 
idea  that  the  Bill  would  pass  this  Session :  indeed,  they  confidently 
anticipated  that  it  would  be  rejected  altogether  in  the  House  of  Lords* 
Heuce  they  are  now  taken  by  surprise,  and  have  scarcely  time  to 
trim  their  Corporation  AccouniSj  or  square  off  some  of  their  Corpora- 
tion ^o^f,  or  meet  the  public,  to  whom  they  are  now  responsible,  in  a 
fair  count  and  reckoning  for  tdeir  bygone  transactions,  before  the  first 
pppular'  election  under  the  Bill,  which  takes  place  in  about  a  month. 
They  are  therefore  how  laying  their  cunning  plans,  and  will  mo^e 
)jeaven  and  earth  to  be  continued  in  office  for  one  other  year;  and  if 
they  succeed  in  getting  that  accomplished,  they  will  be  able  (they 
think)  to  hide,  or  smoothe  down,  some  of  the  ugly  projects  in  which 
they  have  lately  been  engaged,  and  to  one  of  which  we  shall  speak 
presently,  as  being  quite  sufficient  to  cover  them  with  disgrace. 

It  is  quite  possible,  nay  we  think  it  is  very  likely,  that  some  of  the 
dill  selfelected  stagers,  will  now  hold  up  their  faces,  and  assert,  in 
order  to  deceive  the  unwary,  and  to  secure  votes,  that  they  have  been 
decided  Reformers. — Decided  Reformers!' — Why,  we  venture  to  say, 
that  there  are  not  six  out  of  the  whole  batch  of  thirty-three  Magis- 
trates and  Town  Councillors  of  Glasgow  who  are  worthy  of  that 
iiame,  or.  have  any  honest  pretensions  to  it..    Just  observe  what  they 
did  the  other  day,  in  their  holes  and  corners,  in  reference  to  this  very 
Burgh  Reform  Bill.     They  met,  and  voted  away  between  two  and 
three  hundred  pounds  of  the  public  money,  to  defray  the  expense  of  a 
deputation  from  among  themselires  to  London,  for  ike  very  purpose 
^^pgMSwy  it !     This,  we  can  assure  our  readers,  is  an  undoubted 
'4|ble  fact ;  and  because  it  is  so,  we  say  that  not  one  of  the 
V^lected  Magistrates  and  CoanciUora  of  Glasgow,  the  Lord 
mself  included,  who  were  acceanry  to  that  most  discredita- 
didg,  ought  to  be  ctmimued  in  office  for  one  moment  alter 
nt  rotten  career  eomea  to  its  cloee.     Turn  theai  off-— oflF<— 
jeaitation,  and  bring  in  new  men  altogether — men  who  have 
ia^b^contamiaated  with  any  rotten  Burgh  hole-and-corner  pro- 
^d  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  nrnstake  about  tfaia 
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niattOT<-^ia  order  diat  oar  reailerB  may  know  the  sheep  fron  the 
go«t%  'and  diacrimiiiale  acoordingly,  we  here  pnblifth  the  names  of  the 
preieBt  Magintratee  of  Ghsgow,  vraming  our  readers  to  note  them 
well  before  the  election  takes  place.

There  will  be  a  pretty  scramble  at  this  6rst  election,  we  have  no 
doubt.  But  neither  man  nor  mother^s  son  of  a  Tory  or  an  Anti-Re- 
former will  succeed,  or  can  succeed,  if  the  Ten^poundei^s  are  only 
united  and  true  to  themselves.  We  earnestly  exhort  them  to  take 
care  of  their  votes.  Do  not  pledge  themselves  to  any  man  at  present. 
Wait— coolly  wait,  till  within  a  day  or  two  of  the  eleetion,  and  then 
let  the  Ten-poondera  discharge  their  batteries  with  courage  and  pre- 
cbion.  Public  Meetings,  we  should  think,  will  be  called  beforehiand 
in  the  different  districts,  to  sift  the  merits  of  the  different  candidates : 
and  the  voting  will  take  pkce  like  the  election  for  a  Member  of  Par- 
liament. There  is  this  peculiarity  in  the  business,  however,  that  the 
Ten-ponnders  are  only  to  elect  the  requisite  nnmber  of  QmileiUcrti 
and  it  is  the  Councillors  themselves,  after  they  are  so  elected,  who 
have  the  power  of  electing  the  Provost,  BuKes,  and  other  dvic  ftp*' 
tionaries.  Tbereforei  it  is  of  the  utmost  consequence  for  the  EF' 
to  take  care  of  who  they  elect  as  Cooncillors.  We  hope  '^ 
Oswaidf  o'  -o-^  A»Ker  good  maUi  will  be  pitched  upon  r 
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and  vm  adviae  eveiy  Elteldr  not  to  jpvoniiM  fais  vote  to  any  CoauMil- 
kr,  aalen  diat  Counotttar  ihail  previoady  pledge  himself  to  wotm  fo 
Mr.  Oswaidy  or  the  gentlemaa,  whoever  he  may  be,  irhom  the  citi- 
zens of  Glasgow  wish  to  honour  by  electing  biai  as  the^af  Rdbm- 
ing  Lord  Provost.  If  their  attend  to  this  advice,  it  is  plain,  that  the 
Ten-pounders  will  virtually  have  the  whole  election  in  their  own 
handfl.  We  also  trust  that  every  Elector  will  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
extract  such  pledges  as  the  following  from  the  Councillor  seeking  his 
suffrages: — Ist,  that  he  will  narrowly  watch  the  City  Accounts,  and 
do  every  thing  in  his  power  to  reform  every  Corporation  abuse,  and 
carry  economy  and  retrenchment  into  all  the  Burgh  affeiirs ;  and,  2d, 
that  the  Meetings  of  the  Magistrates  and  Council  shall  be  open  and 
patent  to  the  citizens,  like  a  coait  of  joatice — reporters  from  the 
Press  being  admitted  to  aote  and  publish  their  proceedings. 

In  this  way,  the  Burgh  Reform  BiH  will  soon  produce  the  good 
fruits  we  anxiously  expect  from  it.  And  the  Old  Lady  of  Self-elec- 
tion will  be  dead  and  buried — none  lamenting  her  but  those  who  ht- 
tened  on  her  ill-gotten  gains,  or  made  her  the  stepping-stones  for  their 
spurious  ambition. — Ai^an  !

We  say 
nothing  of  the  shame  and  disgrace,  the  disappointment,  and  the  morti* 
ficatton  which  every  operative,  more  or  less,  must  feel,  when  an 
Stfrestment  of  hie^wages  \w  vxecnted  against  Himw     But  we  say  that  the 
cruel  case  of  (lite  man  ought  to  be  taken  home  hy  the  whole  of  the 
operatit^es  together,  since  they  are  aU  exposed  %o  this  lash  of  the  law, 
and  if  tliey  would  only  join  as  in  one  common.  Mtiie,  to  get  the  law 
'altered,  we  repeat  our  perfect  confidence,  that  it  would  bealtered.to 
a  certamty.     If,  however,  the  operatives  shall  still  disregard  tbii^  the 
last  waming  we  intend  to  give  tnem  on  the  subject,  we  do  say  in  con* 
chision,  whether  it  offends  them  or  not,  that  they  deserve  to  have  their 
noses  kept  to  the  gribdstdne  as  long  as  their  unprincipled  aggressota 
think  fit.

If  they  make  the  attempt^ 
it  will  assuredly  end  in  tbeir  own  destruction,  for  there  are  prindplee 
and  spirits  now  abroad  which  cannot  be  put  down,  and  will  not  brook 
opposition.  If  the  despots  will  go  to  war  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
principles  of  the  Holy  Alliance,  they  will  find  the  people  of  every 
land  arrayed  against  them, — and  it  will  be  strange,  indeed,  if  they 
themselves  escape    destruction  amidst   fhe   storm   they   will    have 

provoked. 

The  general  belief  is,  that  the  affairs  of  Portugal  and  Belgium  will 
occupy  the  first  place  in  the  deliberation  of  the  despots.  When  they 
last  met,  they  had  France  their  ready  tool  to  execute  tbeir  behests  in 
the  Peninsula ;  but  France  is  now  more  their  enemy,  than  ever  she 
was  their  friend ;  and  therefore,  though  they  may  resolve  that  Miguel 
is  the  true  son  of  Royalty,  and  ought  alone  to  be  acknowledged  as  **  a 
well-beloved,"  they  have  not  now  the  means  of  carrying  tbeir  resolu- 
tion into  effect. — Great  as  are  tbe  military  resources  of  Russia,  her 
power  is  unwieldy,  and,  without  tbe  aid  of  others,  she  can  hardly  move 
beyond  her  own  frontier.  Austria  and  Pnissia,  when  they  come  to 
cast  their  accounts,  will  find  they  have  work  enough  at  home  to  keep 
their  own  subjects  in  quietness,  without  seeking  abroad  for  objects  of 
vengeance*  The  meeting  wil),  after  all,  prove  perfectly  harmless. 
Their  intentions  are  su£Bciently  evil ;  but  their  means  are  too  limited 
to  accomplish  it.  They  are  wolves,  with  their  teeth  drawn,  and 
their  claws  pared.

THE  DUKE  OF  CUMBERLAND. 

This  paragon  of  grace,  virtue,  and  morality,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Tbraat , 
Is  about  to  leave  England,  some  say  for  good  and  all,  and  take  up  hm 
residence  in  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Prussia^  We  only  wish  he 
had  left  England  some  years  ago,  for  he  has  never  done  one  good  ac- 
tion in  it^ — his  delight  rather  was  to  excel  in  deeds  of  darkness, 
tyfauny,  and  oppression-^and  we  shall  not  grieve  if  he  never  returaa 
to  It.  We  remember  it  was  said,  that  Earl  Grey  refused  to  go  b«ck 
agaitt  to  offiee  unless  the  King  ordered  the  Duke  of  Cumberlaad  to 
leave  England*- the  Duke  being  the  notorious  intriguer  among  the 
High  Court  party,  and  tbe  decided  foe  of  civil  and  religious  liberty. 
He  will,  of  course,  be  received  with  open  arms  by  the  Despots  on  the 
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IMPRISONMENT  FOR  DEBT.

But,  admiUiDg  that  the  debtor  is  the  rogue,  what  injury,  we  ask,  could 
bis  oreditors  ■natain  by  imprisonment  for  debt  being  abolished  ?  The 
abolition  of  that  law  would  not  protect  his  person  ;  for  if  swindling  or 
roguery,  in  any  shape,  could  be  established  against  him,  the  creditors 
would  be  entitled  to  prosecute  him  on  that  charge,  and  to  have  him. 
imprisoned,  or  otherwise  punished,  for  the  offence ;  but  why  should 
the  hooest,  industrious,  unfortunate  man  meet  with  a  more  severe 
punishment,  or  even  with  the  same  degree  of  punishment,  as  that  a- 
warded  to  the  blackguard  ?  The  punishment  inflicted  upon  thieves, 
swindlers,  and  pickpockets,  seldom  amounts  to  more  than  sixty  ((ays' 
imprisonment ;  yet,  strange  to  say,  while  the  law  treats  these  ruffians 
with  mercy,  it  aJlows  so  unfeeling,  heartless  creditor  to  deprive  a  poor 
man  of  his  liberty,  and  to  starve  him  in  jail,  because,  for  want  of  em- 
ployment, ho  has  been  unable  to  pay  a  few  shillings  I  Such  monstrous 
cruelty  ought  not  to  be  suffered,  and  never  would  be  sanctioned  by 
the  legislature,  if  only  the  one-hundredth  part  of  the  atrocities  com- 
mitted were  made  known.  Imprisonment,  even  for  the  shortest  period, 
for  such  a  trifle,  would  be  bad  when  compared  with  the  punishment 
awarded  to  the  criminal ;  but  there  is  this  distinction  between  the  two 
cases,  that  in  the  former  the  law  merely  permits  a  creditor  to  enforce 
its  enactments  or  not  as  he  chooses,  while  in  the  latter,  the  law  itseK 
most  and  does  imperatively  pursue  its  own  course. 

But  the  law  should  not  suffer  the  liberty  of  the  subject  to  be  so 
trifled  with ;  for  nothing  can  be  dearer  to  him  than  his  freedom,  and 
nothing  more  injurious  to  society  than  its  insecurity. 

The  cruelty  does  not  stop  here,  however ;  for  not  only  is  it  compe- 
tent by  the  law  of  Scotland  for  a  creditor  to  imprison  his  debtor  as 
described,  but  a  great  deal  more  is  allowed  to  him.  For,  1st,  He  is 
entitled,  even  before  summoning  his  debtor,  to  arrest  his  funds,  which 
in  many  cases  operates  as  a  complete  bar  to  satisfying  his  creditor;  2dy 
He  is  allowed  afterwards  to  poind  his  debtor's  furniture  and  effects, 
and  then  to  sell  them ;  Sd,  He  is  allowed  to  pocket  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale,  which  he  applies  (minus  the  expenses  of  sale)  in  payment  pr^ 
tanio  of  the  principd  sum,  and  to  imprison  the  debtor  for  the  balance; 
4tb,  He  is  allowed  to  bring  an  action  of  forthcoming  to  recover  the 
funds  arrested,  and  until  these  are  recovered  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
debt,  the  debtor  mast  remain  in  jail.  In  short,  after  arresting  his  funds 
and  depriving  liim  of  all  the  property  he  had  in  the  world,  the  debtor 
Is  still  liable,  and  must  undergo  the  harsh  and  cruel  punishment  of  im« 
priaomnent,  until  he  pay  the  balance  due,  or  procure  a  decree  of  cessio 
from  tbe  Court  of  Session,  at  a  cost  of  about  4*20,  and  when  opposi- 
tion 18  made  by  the  creditors,  at  a  moch  greater  expense.  These  ex* 
peneive  and  oppressive  measures  are  adopted,  not  for  the  bonaftde  re* 
eorety  of  the  debt,  bui/rom  vindictive  feelings  of  revenge  against  the 
debtor. 

BqI  tbe  hardship  of  tbe  whole  proceeding  will'  be  more  apparent, 
with  a  little  explanation,  than  it  appears  at  first  sight.    In  tbe  fitat

place,  the  expense  pf  Jjhe  whole  fivAdiffereQt  proce&ses  of  arreaimeBl, 
poiodii^^t  Bale»  impri8onpQQt,.^iKi  f^rtTicoming,  fell  upon  the  debtor. 
2dly,  If, the  d^^Ucu;  nhoulil  Happen  to  be  impridoned  in  the  month  of 
June,  and.althoi^h  ]m  frienqs  i^ere  prepared  to  advance  the  £80  to 
procure  a  decree  of  cessiQ%  he  cannot  obtain  it,  h\xi  intist  remain  in  pri* 
son  uolij,  the  moi^tti  ojT'Ko.vemW,  for  thi»  sinlple  reason,  that  the 
debtor  mnajt  have,Ve^n  Tnpriaon  thirty  days  before  the  decree  can  be  grant- 
iBd»  and  l)Qcauae  the  Court  of  Session  rises  on  the  ISth  July,  ami 
does  Apt  sit  «^in  till  !l^2th  Koveraber,  and  also  because  the  Lords  Or- 
dinary on  the  bills  h^ve  no  power  to  interfere.  Herre  the  liberty  6f  ihe 
subj^pt  18  ;(!^tramed  for  fire  months,  that  the  Judges  may*  enjoy  thetn- 
selves,  and  the,  poor  unfortunate  debtor  must  remaiii  in  i^rison  t?ll  they 
resQvie  the  duties  for  which  they  are  in  general  so'ahiply^^id.  - 

The  severity  of  the  law  of  Scotland  on  this  subject,  is  greater  than 
that  of  EnglaiM.  .  By  the  law  of  the  latter  country,  k  creditor  ivboond 
to  make  his,  election  of  either  his  debtor^s  person  of  his  effects;  'He 
cannot  attach  both.  The  propriety  of  this  ruf^  i^  very*  appflrent :  It 
prevents  a  creditor  from  the  oppression  bf  ixicmrlt^' iifefeliess  eicpenMs 
against  bis  debtor,  by  double  process.  If  the  debtor  is  di^ived  of  all 
his  property,  is  it  not  just  and  proper  that  his  person  should  be^'fi^M 
sacred  ?  yihypunisn  a  roan  for  that  which  h'l^'conldnot  h^p?  Agi^n, 
if  the  creditor  snail  prefer  the  person  to  the  effeicts'of  his  'debtor,  attd 
deprive  him  of  the  means  of  paying  in  full  his  othlei^^i'^dhbrs  by  Mif  in- 
dustry^  is  it  not  consistent  with  reason  and  comiiadn's^fise,' 'that  Ate  in- 
dulgent creditors  should  not  suffer  in  consequence,  'but  he  preferred  to 
the  property  ?  If  this  had  been  the  law  of  Scotland,  Mtttib  1et#  op- 
pression and  cruelty  would  have  taken  place.  There  tr6uhf  have  been 
fewer  imprisonments,  and  likewise  fewer  seizur^^^  of  ^fi^cts.    '    '*

cotipg)  principlea about  them  than  any  other  class  of  men;  and  that

Church  of  Bothkenaarfor  some  hundreds  of  pounds,  for  the  caipreaa 
purpose  of  giving  it  to  his  son,  who  is  a  licentiate  of  the  Presbjrtery  of 
Glasgow,  and  who  writes  for,  and  defends,  the  Rererend  Fathera  in 
the  newspaper  ycleped  the  Scottish  GuardcUn, 

Did  the  Rererend  Fathers  of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow  snari  at 
these  two  last  mentioned  cases  ?  Did  they  say  one  word  against  Lekb- 
man— -orone  word  against  Lewis?  Not  they,  indeed!  And  thus,  though 
these  two  cases  were  in  every  sense  infinitely  more  disreputable  ffaaui 
the  case  of  Brown,  they  wink  at  them  altogether,  and  fix-  their  takma 
on  poor  Brown,  till  tliey  devour  him,  though  we  are  persuaded  he  is 
the  best  and  most  innocent  man  of  the  lot. 

And  there  is  this  disgracefxil  feature  in  the  business — ^that  Leisfamnn 
himself  takes  part  in  the  proceedings  against  Brown,  and  has  actually 
flat  in  judgment  against  him.  We  saw  him  in  the  Presbytery  of 
Glasgow  last  Wednesday  with  our  own  eyes>  daring  the  progresa  of 
the  case,  and  wonder  that  his  very  appearance  did  not  make  the  iacea 
of  the  Reverend  Fathers,  including  the  Mi>derater  himself,  turn  red  like 
crimson. 

'  .  But  there  are  other  and  more  disgraceful  features  in  this  busineaa 
still,  which  have  fallen  within  our  own  personal  observation,  for  "w^ 
made  it  our  business  to  attend  the  proceedings)  and  therefore  feel  the 
more  confident  to  speak  about  thenn 

L  The  General  Assembly,  as  our  readers  are  aware,  reversed  the 
former  sentence  of  the  Presbytery  against  Brown,  and  remitted  die 
ease  back  to  the  Presbytery, "  to  take  ^rther  evidence."  In  other  words, 
the  plain  construction  of  the  sentence  of  the  Assembly  traa,  that  there 
Was  then  no  proof  in  the  case  to  touch  Brown,  or  to  wnrrant  the  Pree- 
bytery  in  pronouncii^  the  sentence  against  him  which  they  did, 
and  hence  they  ordered  "  farther  evidence"  to  be  taken.  Now,  tliie 
*< farther  evidence"  has  been  taken,  and  we  have  heard  the  whole 
of  it,  and  declare  that  there  is  not  one  word  in  it  which  leaves 
a  stain  on  the  conduct  or  character  of  Brown.  In  tet,  the  wit- 
nesses examined  &tly  and  solemnly  eimtradieted  the  allegation  that 
Brown  had  given  any  money  to  compromiae  the  law^suit  at  all«—- 
But  strange  to  say,  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow, -with  only  one  dissen- 
tient voice,  have  unanimously  adhered  to  thoir  former  sentence  against 
Brown.  And  the  case,  therefore,  again  goes  back  to  the  Synod,  and 
ultimately  to  the  General  Assembly,  where,  we  have  no  doubt,  the  sen- 
tence will  be  reversed,  and  that  Brown  will  beindmsted  into  the  RirMi 
Church  of  AutherElen  by  this  day  twelvemonth,  in  epite  of  his  perse- 
cuting friends  in  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  concerning  whom  we  hmre 
now  a  few  words  to  say. 

Observe,  Ist,  that  the  Members  of  the  Presbyt^y,  and  they  alone, 

-^A  the  prosecutors  of  Brown.     Nobody  else  have  complained  agaiaet 

That  they  have  some  personal  pique  or  animosity  against  him, 

B  now  no  doabt;  some  say  he  is  too  liberal  or  radical  in  his  no* 
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ttom  fur  tbem.  But  be  llutt  ae  it  miky,  we  hafe  aeeo  enough,  and 
none  UwD  eoongbi  to  convince  us,  that  they  will  never  hold  oat  "the 
right  hand  of  fellowship"  to  him,  if  they  can.  The  zeal — the  keeunew 
with  which  they  have  proaecntcd  this  bu6ine«8  against  him  from  first  to 
last,  affords  a  md  commentary  on  many  other  parte  of  their  conduct; 
£dr  instead  of  running  down  <<  a  poor  brother/'  and  taking  from  him 
**  the  bread  of  life/'  we  think  it  wonkl  have  been  better  for  them  to  have 
devoted  ibeir  attention  to  the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy  in  their 
own  respective  parishes :  and  iu  so  far  as  their  catucienoesy  or  their 
pioua  cater-wailings  about  the  purity  of  the  church,  and  the  terrors  of 
thm  law,  and  so  forth,  are  concerned,  we  further  think,  that  since  thejr 
stomached  the  case  of  Leishman  and  Lewis,  they  might  the  more 
easily  have  stomached  the  case  of  poor  Brown,  or  said  nothing  at  all 
about  it.  Bnt  look  at  this,  reader  !•— These  Rev.  Fathers  have  taken 
caie  to  collect  the  stipend  of  Ruthei^glen  ever  since  the  dispute  began, 
now  six  years  ago^  and  they  have  sot  into  their  clutches  upwards  of 
two  thousand  pounds  Uerlmg^  whkh  they  modestly  say  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  purposes  of  their  Widows'  Fund,—- in  other  words,  it  is  tobesbared 
hereafter  among  their  own  respective  families.  Would  it  not  be  better, 
and  look  more  Christian  like,  that  they  applied  this  money  to  the  chari- 
table institutions  of  the  country  ?  Or  what  is  perhaps  more  legitimate 
still,  that  they  applied  it  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the 
parishioners  of  Rutheiglen,  which  have  now  been  utterly  neglected  for 
tko  long  space  of  six  years  ?  And  yet  these  men— these  Rev.  Fathere 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Glasgow,  have  tlie  irapudence*-^he  cool  effiron- 
t0ry— to  turn  up  their  Ayes,  and  say  that  they  are  acting  in  this  whole 
bnsiness  "  for  the  good  of  souls,  and  the  glory  of  God  !*' 

But  let  us  examine  their  conduct  a  litde  more  closely,' for  ibis  is  a 
ease  that  enables  us  to  develope  a  more  than  usual  quantity  of  clerical 
knaviery.  We  cannot  too  often  repeat  this  extreordiaary  anomaly  in 
the  case,  that  the  IVeabytory  of  Glasgow  are  at  one  and  the  same 
time  the  Prosecutors  and  the  Judges  of  Brown.  To  perceive  the  true 
diaracter  of  that  situation,  we  have  simply  to  ask  any  man,  how  he 
would  Kke  to  be  tried  and  condemned  by  the  very  parties  making  the 
•omfMnt  against  him  ?  Would  he  not  at  once  entertain  the  natural 
and  irresistable  conclusion,  that  he  had  no  chance  with  his  enemies, 
and  that  it  was  in  vain  to  expect  anything  like  justice  from  them  ? 
And,  accordingly,  we  shall  now  give  a  pretty  example  of  the  way  this 
haa  opented  in  the  present  instance.  It  so  happens  that  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Henderson  of  Carmunnock  (for  whom  we  beg  to  say  we  entertain 
every  respect)  is  a  Member  of  thb  Presbytery  of  Glasgow.

Our  readers  know  the  painii  we  hare  taken  to  get  the  excellent  pro- 
visions contained  in  the  Settlement  of  the  late  Mrs.  Waddell  of  Stone- 
field  carried  into  effect;  and  it  is  our  belief,  that  but  for  the  repeated 
attacks  we  made  on  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  McLean,  Minister  of  Gorbals, 
the  sole  surviving  Trustee  of  Mrs.  Waddell,  the  School,  ordered  by 
her  in  that  settlement  to  be  erected  in  Gorbals^  vnth  her  money 
(£2000),  which  the  Doctor  drew,  would  not,  in  all  probability,  have 
been  heard  of,  or  erected  at  this  day.  We  think  we  virtually  shamed 
the  Doctor  into  the  business,— and  certainly  we  see  no  reason  to  re- 
gret the  part  we  took  respecting  it,  much  as  it  mortified  the  Doctor, 
and  his  particular  friendls.  Having 'said  this,  we  now  deem  it  our 
duty  to  make  our  readers,  and  especially  such  of  them  as  are  domi- 
ciled in  Gorbals,  and  therefore  more  interested  in  the  matter,  a  little 
acquainted  with  certain  movements  now  going  on  about  the  School. 
They  will,  1st,  please  observe,  that  on  the  death  of  Dr.  M'Lean, 
which  happened  some  months  ago,  the  management  of  said  School 
(agreeable  to  the  injunctions  of  Mrs.  Waddell  in  her  settlement,  a 
copy  of  which  is  lying  before  us,)  became  "  vested  in  the  Magistrates 
of  Gorbals,  and  the  Minister  and  Elders  of  that  parish,  who  are 
authorised  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  respecting  it,  as  they 
shall  think  proper.''  Now,  the  School,  though  built,  was  not  opened 
at  the  death  of  Dr.  M*Lean,  and  no  rules,  that  we  are  aware  of,  were 
promulgated  by  him  for  the  "  management"  of  it.  The  whole  <<  ma- 
nagement," therefore,  after  his  death,  became  vested  in  the  other 
«vties  above  alluded  to,  namely,  the  Magistrates  of  Gorbals,  and  Mi- 
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niater  and  Elden  of  that  parish,  agreeably  to  the  clause  in  the  settle- 
nent  just  quoted*  Now,  it  is  worthy  pf  remark,  that  Mr,  Jamw 
M^Lnin^  the  soo  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  McLean,  was,  as  we  under- 
etaud,  extremely  anxious  to  become  the  successor  of  his  father  in  the 
office  of  the  Ministry,  in  that  important  and  populous  parish.  But 
the  Heritors,  in  whose  hands  the  election  lay,  did  not  choose  to  prefer 
Mr.  James  M'Lean :  they  unanimously  preferred  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tur- 
ner of  Gartmore,  who  is,  we  believe,  a  very  popular  man,  calculated 
to  do  a  great  deal  of  good  in  Gorbals,  and  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Tur* 
ner,  against  which,  however,  Mr.  James  McLean  protected  (and  he  is 
the  only  solitary  individual  who  did  so,  in  a  population  of  40,000  in- 
habitants,) will  take  place,  we  believe,  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  two. 
It  is  thereibre  plain  that  the  JRev.  Mr,  Turner,  the  newly-elected  Mi- 
nister of  Gorbals,  with  his  Elders,  and  the  Magistrates  of  Gorbab,  are 
now  the  sole  parties  entitled  "  to  make  such  roles  and  regulations  re- 
specting the  management  of  the  said  School,  as  theff  shall  think 
proper.*' 

We  were  thereibre  somewhat  surprised  to  see  posted  up  in  Gor- 
bals, for  the  first  time,  this  week,  printed  placards  or  notices,  to  the 
effect  that  applicants  for  admission  to  this  School  should  lodge  their 
claims,  under  certain  regulations,  with  Mr,  James  M^Jjean,  the  Secre- 
tary  (so  he  calls  himself),  on  or  before  the  8th  of  October  next 

One  of  these  regulations  is,  that  the  parties  applying  for  the  admis- 
sion of  their  child  or  children  into  this  School,  must  be  certified  to  be 
** re^Mdable  or  reputakU^^  to  the foresakl  Mr.  James  M'Lean.  And 
another  is,  that  no  child  or  children  will  be  adanitted  into  the  School 
whose  parents  are  receiving  parochial  reliefy  ^ic 

Now,  before  speaking  to  these  regulationa,  aa  we  intend  very 
shortly  to  do,  we  should  like  to  know,  first  of  all»  who  it  was  that 
anthorised  Mr.  James  M'Lean  to  promulgate  them  in  the  way  he  has 
done  ?  For,  we  confess,  our  present  impresnon  is^  that  since  be,  or 
rather  his  ftither,  tarried  so  long  in  setting  the  School  a-ffoing,  they 
might  have  waited  for  a  few  days  longer,  till  the  new  Minister  of 
Gorbals  came  thither,  and  be  consulted  about  them;  and  the  not 
allowing  him  such  an  opportunity,  gives  rise  to  the  impression,  that 
Mr.  James  McLean  wants  to  shove  that  respectable  man  out  of  any 
say  in  the  management  of  the  School,  at  least  for  a  season,  and  that 
McLean  himself  wishes  to  be  the  sole  Governor  or  Director  of  it,— 
but  this,  we  trust,  he  will  not  be  permitted  to  be,  for  various  reasons, 
which  we  are  not  called  upon  to  mention,  more  particularly  cJt 
preeet^ 

We  must,  however,  enter  our  decided  protest  against  one  of  these 
regulations,  which  is,  that  '<  no  child  will  be  admitted  whose  parents 
•re  receiving  parochial  relief."— We  beg  to  remind  our  readers  that 
this  was  a  Chariiy  School  endowed  by  Mrsu  Waddell,  without  limita- 
tion or  restriction  of  any  sort.  All  the  children  frequenting  it  w«« 
to  be  taught  ^rolts.— And,  therefore,  one  would  think  that  the  chil- 
dren of  poor  parents;  and  those  especially  who  were  so  poor,  as  to  be 
obliged  to  seek  relief  from  Kirk  SessioM,  to  keep  them  in  a  miseiuUe 
state  of  existence,  were  just  the  penons,  beyond  all  others,  wIk 
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cltildren,  itt  tb^  eye  <yf  the  itfaker  of  the  iettiemeDt,  vMre  freely  to  be

Sia, — Having  lately  seen  in  the  Glasgow  Courier  -of  16th  May,  a  letter  addressed 
to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  from  ex-Sheriff  Alton,  wherein  the  wrifch- 
ings  of  a  guilty  conscience  are  strongly  marked,  for  the  part  he  took  in  the  case 
of  my  unfortunate  relative^  the  late  murdered  James  Wilson,  and  wherein  be, 
(Alton,  with  an  audacity  unequalled  even  in  the  most  depraved,)  would  make 
the  world  believe  that  he  was  bis  best  and  truest  friend,  I  now  come  forward  to 
say,  that  such  friendship  he  (  Alton)  indeed  professed,  and  by  the  inoffenaiTe 
oaan  was  bat  too  readily  believed ;  and  while  Alton  held  oat  to  him  the  band 
of  friendship  (like  the  midnight  assassin,  to  promote  bis  own  aggrandizement,) 
he  atabbed  him  to  the  heart.

If  we,  with  themselves,  have 
complaifted,  ind  justly  complained,  of  the  conduct  of  the  IVfembera  of

accessary,  art  or  part,  to  theii*  base  proceedingia,  which  are  now  hap- 
pily deneuttced  throughout  the  land — then,  and  in  that  case,  we  fer- 
rently  trust,  that  such  men,  one  and  all  of  them,  will  meet  with  the 
oppoeitiouy — with  the  discomfiture  and  disgrace,  which  they  so  richly 
merity  at  the  hand  of  every  independent  and  right- thinking  citizen. 

We  oWn,  we  shall  be  extremely  well-pleased  if  feW'  or  ndne  of  the 
present  Magistrates  and  Town-Council  of  Glasgow  shall  be  returned 
to  office. — And  for  this  reason :  the  books  containing  the  City  Ac- 
counts require  yet  to  be  overhauled,  in  the  most  acute  and  searching 
manner.    We  have  merely  been  nilibling  at  them,  startling  as  our  ex- 
posures of  certain  parts  of  them  have  probabljr  been,  in  the  estimation  of 
not  a  few  of  onr  readers.

In  the  meantime,  our  eameet  advicei  to  them  id,  to  ]:)ut  a  mark,  with-

Council,  from  the  Lord  Provost,  down  to  his  particular  friend,  th« 
Deaeon-Cottvener,  with  the  intent,  the  thalice  prepeMe^  of  veting  out 
tine  irhnlH  of  them,  and  sending  them,  #tth  their  kith  and  kin,  to 
C^Vttktry.    And  if  ariy  doilbt  shall  arise  in  tbs  mind  ef  any  oC  our 
IHends  ab  tb  the  merits  of  the  neio  (Candidates  that  come  into  the  field 
'*^d  there  will  be  plenty  of  them  under  Tory  colours),  we  advise  all 
ftieilds  to  turn  up  the  printed  List  of  Glasgow  Electors,  and  see 
tiey  i^oied  at  the  Election.    We  confess  we  shitll  be  mortified, 
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and  coQiiider  the  City  disgraced,  if  the  Tories  are  permitted  to  rule  it 
one  year  longer,  or  even  for  one  single  hour  after  the  period  of  theit 
probation  expires  in  November.  And  we  are  the  more  anxious  on 
this  flubject,  just  becanae  we  are  perfectly  aware  of  the  desperate

THE  CURRENCY. 

( Concluded  from  page  \  65. ) 

It  has  been  ascertaine<l  beyond  dispute,  that  since  the  rotnm  to  cash 
payments,  which  took  place  in  1819,  the  prices  of  the  principal  articles 
of  consumption  have  fallen  on  the  average  about  thirty-seven  per  cent. 
or  very  conslderaby  more  than  one-third.  The  reduction  in  the  price 
of  tnanufhctured  articles  has  been  much  more  cor.siderable.  In  the  same 
proportion,  therefore,  has  the  value  of  all  money  engagements  through- 
out the  empire  been  contemporaneously  augmented;  to  the  unlooked- 
for  benefit  of  their  owners,  and  the  equally  unexpected  detriment  of 
those  who  stand  pledged  to  their  payment.  In  order  to  form  some 
idea  of  the  extent  to  which  wealth  (lt>r  the  power  of  commanding  all 
saleable  articles  is  emphatically  wealth)  has  been  thus  unjustly  trans- 
ferred from  one  party  to  another,  we  must  endeavour  to  estimate  tlie 
amount  of  monied  ohlic^ations  at  all  times  outstanding  in  this  country. 
Now,  the  first  item  in  the  account  will  be  something  considerable, 
namely,  the  annual  estimates,  or  the  sum  to  he  raised  within  the  year 
by  taxation — at  present  somewhere  about  ^fty  millions.  If  to  this  we 
add  the  immense  mass  of  private  liabilities  in  the  shape  of  mortgages, 
annuities,  bonds,  and  other  engagements  bearing  interest,  we  shall  see 
good  reason  for  believing  that  the  entire  iiJigjBf  frfjiiBg  monied  obli- 
gations of  a  fixed  amount  and  petmaiiei**^^'^>iHMpii  flMldera- 
bly  above  one  hundred  millions  per  f '  "^ 

twenty  years*  purchase,  at  two  thoi' 
We  must  add  again  to  this  at  least 
amount  of  the  constantly  ontM" 
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character,  consistiDg  of  commercial  bills  and  book  JebU.  Tbia  total 
sum,, then,  of  three  thputaad . mUli^iaav  has  been  gradually  doubled  in 
value  during  the  last  fourteen  y^eani^  by  the  treaehecoiiaeahancemeot 
of  the  legal  standard  of  value  ! . 

But  since  no  variation  in  the  ^kl0  ^  gold  ivaa  contemplated  by 
the  parties  to  this  immense  mass  of  money  engagementa  at  the  time  of 
their  being  contracted  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  invariability  of  the 
standard  of  value  was  tacitly  and  virtually  assumed  by  them  when  they 
employed  it  as  a  measure — the  Increased  command  which  has  been 
cooferved  u|^on  the  owsera  of  those^  not  claims  over  die  iMvpertf  and 
labour  of  the  other  members  of  society,  who  are  responsible  for  themv 
represented  by  on^-half  of  their  total  amount,  or  not  less  than  Jifteen 
hundred  milttonSt  is  to  that  extent  a  boon,  agodsend,  an  unlooked-for, 
chance  allotted  gain  to  the  former  parties ;  and,  consequently,  an  un- 
merited, iiucontempl^ted,  and  unjust  loss  to  the  latter.  We  do  not 
employ  the  terms  fraud,  robbery,  or  spoliation  in  characterising  the  in- 
jury sustained  by  the  debtor  party  in  this  great  revolution  of  property ; 
only  because  we  will  not  believe  it  to  have  been  intentionally  brougnt 
about  for  the*  purposes  of  gain  by  any  of  its  contriver^  (however  great- 
ly some  of  ihcra  nave  since  profited  by  St  through  the  doubling  in  valiie 
of  their  enormous  roonied  incomes).  In  all  else  but  the  animnkjuran" 
di  it  has  been,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  complete  an  act.  of  ^0il 
robbery  (for  It  is  the  law,  be  it  remembered,  that  has  tied  down  the 
common  measure  of  value — the  pound  sterling  to  a  variable,  chance- 
de|>ending  standard)  as  any  sentence  of  direct  confiscation  that  revolu- 
tionary or  despotic  power  ever  pronounced. 

What  renders  the  prodigioua  iajostice  bare  denounced  More  aSmh 
siva  vh  tbaJK  the  tnivafer  baia  been  chiefly  made  from  tbe  iaduairioua  lo 
the  idlej  from,  the  producing  to  the  Qonp-produeiDg  claasee.  The  yast 
proportioii  of  all  these  naonied  esgagementa  aie  duo  fiooi  tbe  aoiivo 
employers  of  labour*  land,  and  capital^  to  those  persona  whose  inooom 
conaista  neither  of  wages,  rent,  nor  profit,  but  of  fixed  aBme  of  mooey*-*- 
in  a  word,  the  monied  interest  Need  we  wonder  any  longer  at  tbe 
universal  and  continued  deprreasion  in  wagee*  in  renti,  and  in  pj-ofita, 
which  has  accompanied  this  gradual  appredation  their  reoaiven  ate 
subject  to  ?  The  labourer,  tbe  land-owner,  and  the  oapitaliat,  only  ahnre 
between  them  what  ja  left  from  the  pricea  ihey  obtain  for  their  joint 
produce,  afUr  the  &%SiA.  money  payments  to  which  they  are  liable  have 
been  deducted*  The  fall  of  prices — which  the  owners  of  fixed  money 
incemea  hav.e  found  ao  agreeable— baa  naturally  brought  niin  and 
beggary  upon  these  who  have  to  pay  these  sane  monies  oul  of  (he 
prices  they  can  realize  for  the  produce  of  their  property  and  industry. 
High  tajces,  for  example  (to  take  but  one  item  of  the  .fixed  chaif  ea  to 
which  the  industry  of  the  country  is  liable)  could  be,  and  were,  easily 
paid  out  of  high  prices^  and  left  high  ufoges^  high  renig^  and  highpn^U 
10  the  classes  whose  labour  and  property  are  engaged  in  production. 
But  when  high  taxes  are  (as  now)  to  be  paid  out  of  low  prices,  the 
■-*  altered  materially,  and  wages,  rent,  and  profits  are  neceaaarilj 
Selow  the  proportion  of  the  fall  in  prices.

Wb  formerly  took  occasion  to  expresa  the  satisfoction  we  felt  at  the 
resolation  taken  hv  Mr,  Oswald's  friends  to  give  him  a  public  dinner

TRADES'  UNIONS, 
'therto  kept  ourselves  clear  of  the  disputes  going  on  be- 
Masters   of  Glasgow,  and  their  Workmen,  simply  because 
t  csNed  upon  to  interfere  about  them  in  any  way :  but  we 


kirn  thtt  tlrase  dispute*  bftre  now  ritm  to  Micfa  a  height,  that  there  ie 
ecarcety  a  Master  or  a  Workman  in  the  cily  or  suhurhs,  who  is  not 
coBoemed  in  them  more  or  lessj  Tbis^  certainty,  is  a  very  unhappy 
atate  of  thtnga  ;  and  ifcitwoald  be  'udpardboable  :in'  us- to  remain  silent 
abeat  is  much  longer.  Yet  we  are,  at  beel^  b«i  very  imperfectly  ac-' 
quaiiited  with  the  true  state  of  Isots  on  leitbct  side.  *We  have  read 
innomeiable  pbcards  posted  up  and  down  the  ssreete^  headed  <*  Caution 
to  Worlnnen,"— *<  Lies  aad  Libel,"  4^  Ac*.  Bttt,  in  particular,  we  are 
aorry  to  say,  we  liave  of  late  read  too  Dwny  pangraphs  in  the  news- 
papers, tdiiag  of  the  apprebeaeion  of  Workmctt  by  dosens,  and  balf- 
dQzen8,---of  the  heavy  fines  inflicted  on  aome  of  them  in  the  Police 
O/fice, — and  of  tin  disgraceful  sentsnces  inflicted  on  others  of 
them  by  tiieir  eommitment  to'  JBridewilt  foi*  sixty  days,  &c«  In 
almost  tiie  wfade  of  (bese  eaaea  we  obieffa^  with  reavet,  that 
the  rigour  of  the  law  seetts  to  haw  bedn  cprned  to  ita  utmost 
extent;  and  with  only  .one'  or  %wb  exceptions,  if  so  many,  there 
is  not  a  frank  or  kiadlyi  trard'  addressed  to  workmen  tbrougb 
the  newspapers.  On  the  cbntrary,  they  are  treated  witb  a  degree 
of  asperity,  as  if  they  were*  worn  actually  than  brute  beaste»  This  is 
not  the  way  to  treat  mankind ;  it- is  assuredly  not  the  way  to  treat  the 
beat,  and  by  fer  tim^  nest*  valuable ^r^  of  God's  ereation.  ' 

We  can  tberefeee  only  Intimate  at  present,  that  we  shall  endea?our 
to  Make  oumehrrti'tberouifhiy  arquainsed  srrih  tile  reai  causer  of  these 
disputes  between  "  masthead  UMia^'Niaafd  ilibe  Uauie  lie  on  tlie  sid* 
of  the  workmen,  we  shall  not  scruple  to  tell  them  of  it,  any  more  than 
their  masters.  The  only  difference  we  shall  make  in  the  business  is, 
that  if  the  bkme» — if  the  origin  of  all  these  unhappy  disputes — these, 
fines  and  imprisonments,  not  saying  any  thing  ot  the  positire  misery 
thereby  occasioned  to  many  poor  families*— can  fairly  be  brought  home 
by  us  to  the  masters  of  Glasgow,  or  auy  one  of  them,  we  shall  then 
make  it  a  point  to  explore  the  history  of  that  **  roaster,*^  aod  we  shall 
next  lay  upon  his  shoulders  the  utmost  chastisement^  which  it  is  pos- 
sible for  us,  by  the  aid  of  the  Press,  to  inflict.

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JUDGES  VEBSU8  JURY. 

In  a  caae  tried  at  the  present  aittiDgQ  of  the  Justiciary  Court  in  Gka- 
gowy  the  Judges  present  being  the  Lord  Joatice-Clerk  and  Loid 
Gillies,  the  following  scene  is  stated  to  have  occurred — vids  the  nevs- 
p4pers«-7-Tbe  caae  referred  to  is  that  of  Donald  McDonald,  for  home- 
breaking  and  theft.  He  pled  guilty  to  the  theft — ^not  to  the  home- 
breaking.    And  after  some  witnesses  were  examined, 

'<  The  Lord  Justice-Clerk  (according  to  the  newspapers,  from  which 
we  are  now  quoting,)  having  snmmed  np  the  evidence,  the  Jury^  after 
a  few  minutes'  consultation,  returned  a  verdict  of  not  proven  as  to  the 
honsebreaking ;  on  which  the  Lord  Justice*  Clerh  addressed  them  with 
considerable  asperity^  concluding  by  requiring  them  to  re^consider 
their  verdict.  After  again  consulting  for  two  or  three  minutes,  the 
same  verdict  was  unanimous^  returned ;  on  which  the  Lord  Justtee- 
Clerk  inquired,  with  a  sneer,  whether  they  had  also  found  the  theft 
not  proven  (to  which  he  had  pled  guil^).  The  prisoner  was  sentenced 
to  18  months'  con6nement  in  Bridewell." 

Npw,  although  it  is  rather  a  bold  and  unusual. thing  to  say  a  single 
word  against  the  Lords  of  Justiciary  in  this  country,  we  can,  in  this 
instance,  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  if  the  above  statement  in 
the  newspapers  be  correct,  the  conduct  of  the  Lord  Justice-Clerfc  was 
highly  unbecoming  and  insulting  to  the  Jury.  We  know  the  tamper 
snd  feelings  of  the  Lord  Justice-Clerk  quite  well,  and  really  we  can- 
not say  that  we  admire  them  greatly.  We  hav«  frequently  tboi^bt, 
that  certoin  Judges  in  this  country,  sometimes  *<  rode  on  the  top  of 
their  epnunission*'*  And  recollecting  their  conduct  in  179S,  which 
was  of  iJipe  most  disgraceful  and  revolting  description,  it  is  impossible 
that  we  ean  have  any  great  affection  for  them,  and  especially  for  such 
of  tbem  as  belong  to  the  Tory  school. — But  to  come  more  directly  \» 
tbepartic«lar  case  on  hand,  we  must  further  say,  that  the  Lord  Jps- 
tice-Clerk  had  no  right  to  require  the  Jury  "  to  reconsidei:  .their  ver- 
dict." The  Jury  might,  with  equal  propriety,  have  turned  round  and 
'^  required"  his  Lordship  to  <'  reconsider"  his  charge  or  summing  up. 
A  Juryman,  though  a  plain  man,  is,  or  ought  to  be,  just  as  independent 
as  a  Judge,  in  his  powdered  wig  and  silk  gown,  who  preudes  in 
po^rt.  A  ad  it  has  often  jbe^n  matter  of  deep  regret  to.  us  to  witness 
tbp  trp.cul^t  »\!^r\\  which  Juries,  in  too  mf^ny  .c^ses,  l)||ve  ^ewn  to 
the  Judge.  It  is  cle^r  from  the  principles  of  the  Constitution  oi  this 
country,  that  no  Judge  whatever  has  a  right  to  dragoon  any  Jury  into 
a  verdiot  palatable  to  his  own  wishes.  This,  no  doubt,  was  once  at- 
tempted, by  the  infamous  Jeffries  in  England,  who  for  so  doing  was 
torn  to  pieces.  But  it  is  now  the  sacred  prerogative  of  a  Juryman  to 
return  such  verdict  on  the  evidence  adduced  before  him,  apphcable  to 
the  case,  as  he  thinks  proper,  and  for  which  verdict  he  is  alone  respon- 
God  and  his  own  conscience.  We  are,  we  confess,  the  more 
o  >vr.ite  o;p  this  subject,  loiowing  the  dre^dfgl  power  which  is 
,  afid  ^^invetim^s  usurped  by,  thei^e  Jpidges  .ii)  t^e  JusUciiuy 
We  Icier  t^iey  sometives  act  as  if  iho  ^\wf  mure  the  m^se 
puppets  in  their  bands.     In  this  particular  .case,  it  IcMiks  Stt  if 
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the  Lord  Juetice-Clerk  wished  to  overawe  them  into  a  verdict  con* 
trary  to  the  one  they  had  returned ;  but  finding  he  did  not  succeed, 
we  are  told  that  he  ^'  sneered!*  at  the  Jury !  This  doubtless  was  a 
▼ery  dignified  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  President  of  the  High 
Court  of  Justiciary,  which  the  Jury  might  have  aclinowledged  by 
sneering  at  his  Lordship  in  return. — However,  they  understand  these 
things  much  better  in  England,  wtiere,  during  the  last  quartet'  of  a 
century,  we  believe,  no  Judge  has  ventured  to  animaavert  on  the 
verdict  of  a  Jury,  fn  any  manner  4d  way.  Indeed,  an  'English  Jury 
know  too  well -the  principles  on  whkh  they  are  ealied  upon  to  act,  and 
would  not  suffer  any  Judge,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Engiand  him- 
aelfj  to  "  sneer"  at  them.  If  he  did,  there  are  ten  chances  to  one  that 
he  would  be  publicly  hnpeaehed  in  Pterliament.  We  only  wish  that 
Scottish  Juries  would  occasionally  shew  the  pluok,^*the  manly  and 
independent  spirit  of  BoriiBfr  Juries.  And  we  allude  to  this  pafticiikur 
case  before  the  Circuh  Couvt  of  Jnsttciary  in  Glasgow,  more  for  the 
purpose  of  expresafing  our  ad  miration  at  ihe  magnanimity  of  the  Jury 
referred  to,  then  for  any  thing  else.  If  we  knew  their  names,  we 
should  have  recorded  them,  thinking  that  their  conduct  really  deserves 
some  mark  of  public  approbation.  We  only  hope  that  the  (Example 
which  they  have  set  to  all  their  countrymen  will  not  soon  be  lost 
sight  of.  May  every  .luryman  be  impressed  with  a  right  sense  of  the 
sacred  duty  reposed  in  his  hands. 


THE  BRIDGE  PROCESSION. 
We  are  not  going  to  refer  to  this  Bridge  (Broomielaw)  ProoessipPi 
which  took  place  on  the  beginning  of  this  mouth,  except  to  say,  ih^t 
it  shews  the  wonderful  magnifying  vision  of  our  very  particolar  fnends, 
the  Glasgow  Tories ;  and  it  shews,  too*  the  qneer  sbtfto  to  which,  ii^ 
their  helplessness,  they  are  sometimes  driven.  Their  organ,  the  lying 
Glasgow  Courier^  first  said,  that  <*  it  was  the  noblest  afid  gratident 
Procession  ever  seen  in  this  part  of  Scotland — far  eclipsing  in  vumbers 
and  respectability  any  of  the  JReform  Processions."  But  when  they 
saw  that  the  Ijord  Pro,  was  tiot  exactly  saluted  in  the  way  they  ex* 
pected,  they  changed  their  tune,  and  declared  that  it  was  composed  of 
**  the  lowest  rabble,**  &c. 

The  real  truth  is,  that  it  was  a  very  heartless  aflhir  at  best ;  got  up, 
we  suspect,  to  give  a  little  eclat  to  the  self-elected  Magistrates  and 
Tovn-Council  of  Glasgow,  before  their  final  exit  from  office,  and  no 
more  to  be  compared  to  any  of  the  Reform  Processions,  that  a  burkd 
is  to  a  wedding.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  Brigg  itself  will  really 
prove  an  ornament  to  the  city,  notwithstanding  of  the  drttfiasg  auapl 
under  which  the  foundation-'Stone  was  laid. 


GORBALS  AFFAIRS. 

Mb.  Paul,  the  present  Chief  Magistrate  of  Gorbali^  Iw/W 
acquitted  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  Ute  inl^bitanta  /it  y 
regard  to  his  late  miwion  to  London,  nnsuccessfol  tho^f^ 
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and  a  wish,  we  beliere,  ia  pretty  generally  expreased,  that  since  the 
blessed  system  of  self-election  must  continue  in  the  Gorbala  for  one 
other  year.  Mr.  PauV should  continue  at  the  head  of  the  Magistracy, 
he  being  allowed^  on  all  hands,  to  be  the  best;  person  to  see  carried 
into  effect  the  {pledge  made  to  him  personally  by  Earl  Grey  in  Xion- 
don,  that  Oorbals  tvould  certainly  be  emancipated  niext  year. 

For  our  own  pkrts,  and  interested  as  we  are  in  the  prosperity  of 
Gorbals,  we  should  be  happy  at  the  re-election  of  Mr*  Paul ;  but  this 
entirely  depends  on  the  will  and  pleasure  of'  the  present  Magiatratea 
of  Glasgow,  who  are  the  superiors  of  the  Gorbals,  and  who  C9n  ap* 
point  such  persons  to  the  Magistracy  as  they,  please^  witboat  tbo 
slightest  regard  to  the  wishes  of  the  iohabitants. 

We  thought,  and  still  think,  that  the  best,  and  most  d^nified  coune 
wotiid  have  been  to  have  called  a  public  meeting,  of  the  inhabitants, 
specially  to  consider  the  situation  of  mq^Hers^  and  to  pass  resolutioas 
in  IWvonr  of  Mr.  P^bluI,  &c.  ;  but  a  majority  of  the  Members  of  Com* 
mittee  appointed  at  the  Meeting  lately  held  in  the  Baronial  Hall,  ob- 
jected to  any  public  meeting,  for  fear,  forsooth,  that  it  would  offend 
*<  their  Honours"  the  sodf-elecied  in  Glasgow  ]  The  truth  is,  that 
th^y.bate  a  public  n^eting, .  lest  soau}''unp«)atabIi»  frofths  should  be 
disclosed  at  it;  but  the  inMitantt  t^M^ms^H^es  cao  call  a'  public  meet- 
ing fi»r  alt  that,  whenever  they  like;  and  #e' trope  they  will  do  it  ere 
long. 

We  have  occasion  to  know  that  there  is  a  ceriauj  trijwmer  In  the 
Gorbals,  who  is  extremely  anxious  to  be  one  o*  tbA  ither  JSailliet'^ 
and  to  wear  the  cocked  hat  and  the  gold  chain — for  the  oext  year. 
He  put  his  name  to  the  Requisition  for  a  Public  Meeting^in  favoerof 
Reform  during  the  days  of  Bailtie  James  Martin  ;■  bat  lie  tffcet^ards 
crept  out  of  it  like  a  rat,  and  as  we  very  much  dislike  all  such  cha- 
racters, so  we  may  as  well  give  him  notic^e,  that  we  shall  review  his 
conduct  pretty  sharply  as  soon  as  he  gets  into  the  prominent  situation 
to  which  he  now  aspires,  but  into  which  situation  he  never  would 
enter,  if  the  inhabitants  themselves,  aware  of  tt^htit  he  did,  had  to 
determine  the  election  this  year,  as  we  eonfidentlt  tmst  tfaeywiiFbe 
enabled  to  do  in  tlie  next.  '

nofr  to  ivhat  it  was*  for  the  Clab  Merchanta,  yoa  see,  are  too  wiae  to  do  aa  they 
once  did ;  but  to  tall  you  tbe  meaning  of  a  Club  Merchant,  I  nmsl  begta  at  tibo 
beginning.  Well,  a  Club  Merchant  means  a  Merchant  who  gives  oat  goods  te 
be  paid  at  one  shilling  par  pound  per  weelr ;  and  you  see,  Sir,  when  a  person  be. 
gins  this  trade,  he  gets  tickets  made,  (and  beautiful  ticlcets  they  are;  by  a*  tbe 
world,  if  you  saw  them,  you  would  talce  them  foi*  bank  notes,  and  many  a  poor 
body  has  been  cheated  wi'  tbem,  by  rogues  passing  them  off  as  subfr ;)  then  be 
Idoksout  for  what  they  call  Collectors-^nfen  who  canvass  a*  public  warks,  private 
wark  shops,  and  ettry  poor  body^s  honse  be  can  pbhe  hts'nqaa  into,  in  order  to 
get  members  to  buy  his  club  tickets,  and  every  one  he  sells,  be  gets  from  tbe

fa«  was  printing  about  two  ream  o'  summonse!^,  charges,  and  letters  V  wamin^r- 
for  one  Cldb  Mei^cbant  In  the  t6#n.^'  "  One  vMy^  aVIfd  an<ither,  these  poor 
people  will  not  have  more  than  13s.  or  I3s.  valin;  tbrthetr  hafd^eterneH  pooMd  ster- 
ling?"  ^' Aye,  Sfr,  mony  a  time  have  I  thboght  it  vfv^r  in  my  nMnd,  and 
thonght  thtoy  could  not  have  more  tban  from  10s.'  to  12si  real  val^e  ;  for  1  bave 
heard  some  of  their  ain  lads  say,  it  was  a  most  Iniqnitoa^  boslntfoA,  and  that  tbe 
puir  people  were  just  robbed."  '*  And  do  they  get  many  to  join  those  clubs  ?"

Of  late  Mr«  George  Thofp&Qn-^aj)  Bnglisb  gentleman— i^baa  beea  lec- 
turing in  sDoie  of  the  Clii4rQbea  in  Glaagonr,  to  "  bi^e  and  respectable 
audiences/'  on  tb^. subject  of  Weai  India  Slavery,  and,  in  particular, 
on  the  state  and  condition. of,  tbe  Si|la,v^B4n  the  isJand  of  St.  Domliigo. 
And  so  captivated  have  hia  hearers  been  with  the  '^  eloqupot  lectarer,** 
as  he  ha3  often  been  called,  that  they  have  madebina  tbe.pxeaent  of  "  a 
splendid  Gold 'Watch/'  &c.  besides  paying  a  goodly  siiminnaiaa  oX. 
"admission  money/'  to  his  lectures.    All  this  is  well  enoiigb.     We 
have  certainlj^  no  objections  to  state  against  it.

the  presc^nt  occasion.     Here,  then,  goes  the  story*    When 'th^  Rev. 
Doctor  was  Indiicted  to  the  church  of  Gorbals,- sooae  tliirty  orfortf 
yekn  ago,  a$ 'assistant  and  successor  to  the  Clergymaja  then  in  it»  "whosit 
name  we  forget,  but  it  is  of  no  great  consequence^  hia  yearly  ii^come 
or  stipend  was  fisced  at  £90 — a  very  moderate  sum  cprtainly^  and 
which  we  have  nd  hesitation  in  saying  was  ouite  inadequate  for  aoy 
Clergyman,  whether  in  the  ^<  Established'*  Church  or  notJ  .  But  ^ 
Rev.  Doctor  made  hib  bargain  for  £90,  and  he  took  his  bond  for  £90 
(the  Clergy  always  likb  to  get  bonds  for  their  stipend)^  and  the  ttans- 
action  bein^thu8'fi:ited  and  settled,  it  is  clear  that  the  Re?.  Doctor 
had  no  legal  riglit  to  draw  anything  more  than  the  sum  contain^  io 
his  bbnd;   But  the  Heritors  Of  Gbrbals,  in  their  liberality  or  generosity 
towards  him,  very  soon  afterwards  raised  his  stipend  to  between  two 
and  thrte  hundred  pounds  per  annumi  a  sum  which  he  regulfiziy  re- 
ceivi^d  f^m  theth  iSYI  the  day  of  his  death.   In  all  tbis»  there  was  nothii^ 
wrong  tmf  either  side.     Btxt  the  Doctor  verily  was  *^  a  knowing  oo^i" 
and  as  we  shall  now  show,  he  contrived  to  pocket  regularly  a  great  deal 
more  than  the  heritors  of  Gorbals  ever  dreamt  of,  and  in  9  way,  too, 
which  beats  the  cunning  of  Nick  himself.     He  well  knew  that  Parlia- 
ment had  decreed  that  the  income  of  the  Established  Cls^y  in  tba 
Church  of  Scotland  should  not  be  less  than  £190  per  annum;  and  that 
the  Parliament  had  ordered  the  Barons  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland  to 
make  up  that  Amount  in  everj  instance  where  it  was  require,  ftixD 
the  public /Uhds  in  their  hands.     Now.  what  does  the  Doctor  doP-* 
He  sends  (fite  we  have  just  discovered)  his  original  bond  for  £90  to  the 
Barons  of  Exchequer :  he  carefully  conceals  from  thepn  the  faot,  that 
his  sUpendy  by  th(!  liberality  of  bis  Heritors,  far  exceeded  that  sum :  he 
makes  the  Barons  believe  that  he  is  a  poor  Clergyman,  ia  a  great 
'''^^  like  Glasgow,  drawing  only  the  pittance  of  jC90,  from' which 
">  maintain  '<a  wife  and  a  small  family;"  a^d  the  Barons, 


tberefore,  nalorinv  and  aX  onee-ord^f' the-Re^.  Doelor  to  be  paid  £100 

per  auumm  from  the  **  Bounty  Fund:"*  wiilt  aeoor^Kngfljv  the:  Doctoiy 

ev«ry  y«w  till  bis  death,  tent  hie  roeeipt  tO'lllO'  Biron«  «t  EdMurgh' 

for    ^be  £100,  and  gottb»  Qi<Hief«    Jn' this*  way  be  podcetod  some' 

\liouaandt  of  the  pMU  mane^^  %p .  which  he  had  no  legitimate  or 

hooeat  right?  for  if  ha  bad  told  the  Barant  ifaat)  in patotof  fact,  his  in- 

corae  from  hia  Heritoni  waa  helween  feira  aad'thrae  huadred  pauiidB 

per  .anaain,  it  is  plaia  tbey  would  not  hate  alloMred  fcitn  «na  flirtbing* 

Amlj  on  the  other  baadyit  ia  prolmble,  that  if  the  Haritova  had  been 

a^vare  that  he  was  drawing  in  this  sly  way  £100  psp  annum  from  the 

Baronsy  they  would  have  dropt  thaicaopplies  to  him  to  a  corresponding 

extent* 

By  snch  means  as  these,  we  are  not  at  all  surprised  that  Dr.  M'Lean 

died,  comparatively  speaking,  %mm'en$elyr\ch ;  some  say  he  has  left 

£10,000  or  £15,000.    We  point  attention  to  the  affair  for  this  reason, 

that  there  is  no  class  of  men  in  existence  who  have  such  an  itch  to  ac- 

qmr€<  money,  and  to  hoard  It  up,  ihan  the  Clergy.     Yon  will  hear  theni 

constantly  preacTiin^  about  charily y  and  telling  you  in  t^e  most  solemn 

manner  from  t^e  niblc  itself,  that  "  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go 

throogh  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich,  man  to  enter  the  kingdom 

of  heaven."     And  what,  we  a/ak,  are  their  own  actionsy — or  how  do 

theae  tatty  with  their  own  pulpit'  professions  ?     Alas !  the  difference 

betw^^n  ihem  fs  vastly' Wide.     Not  that  eveiy  Clergyman  is  alike, — 

far  from  it:  ve  know  there  are  some  splendid  exceptions  ainong  them, 

atid  those  are  the  men  we  delight  to  nooour,  ,  But,  no, inconsiderable 

portion  of  them  stand  in  need  of  correction  and  chast«9ement^  an  much 

as  any  other  class ;  and  we  have  had  the  presumption  to  deal  with 

tbem  in  that  manner  oftener  than  once.    Nor  have  we  been  datanred 

from  doing  so  by  the  consideration,  that  the  Clergy  are  still  looked  upon 

by  the  great  mass  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  as  a  sort  ofprivi" 

leged  persons,  against  whom  nothing  should  be  said  at  i^y  tiqe.     We 

wish  to  repudiate  that  doctrine,  as  much  as  the  <'  divine  right"  of  kings 

to  govern  wrong.     We  wish  that  men  should  look  to  ibia  common 

sense  hiaxim,  that  "there  is  no  sanctity  in  garments:*'  keeping,  also, 

this  other  maxim  in  view — 

''For  points  of  faith  let  senseless  bigots  figbt, 

That  man  osn  a«*er  be  wrong  whose  life  Is  In  the  right.** 

We  know  tery  well  that  we  shall  be  denounced — (as  usnaI)-f-for 
writing  in  this  way ;  and  that  many  old  piou9  womerif  othervisa  very 
much  attached  to  ns,  always  shrug  their  shoulders  aud  shake  their 
heads  whenever  they  see  us,  as  some  of  them  are  pleased  to  say, 
'*  thumping  at  Ae  tUtgy^  There  are  others,  too,  who  will — (as 
nBual)-->set  us  down,  just  because  we  thus  write,  as  absolute  infidels. 
We  can  submit  to  these  things  very  contentedly,  assuring  our  readers, 
one  and  all  of  them,  and  especiidly  the  Clergy  themselves,  many  of 
whom,  as  we  hare  occasion  to  know,  glance  at  these  pages  much 
oftener  than  at  the  ''  Pilgrim's  Progress," — that  whenever  we  take  up 
our  pen  to  attack  the  Clergy  (as  we  never  do  without  occasion),  ^ 
cottfageoualy  rataamber,  and  place  before  ns,  this  motto, 

'  «i  shsmed,  and  ccaU  snd  enfi  most  it/, 
forth  to  meet  the  publle  eye."

The^r^^  point  wfaicli  we  wish  to  impress  upon  our  readers,  is  the 
recollection  of  the  fact,  that  the  present  self-elected  Magistrates  and 
Councillors  of  Glasgow  petitioned  Parliament  o^atW^  the  Borough 
Reform  Bill ;  and  that  after  it  was  in  the  House  of  Lords,  ^ey  voted 
away  £250  of  the  Burgh  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  Deputation, 
from  among  themselves,  in  going  to  London  to  oppose  the  Bill.   This 
single  foct  ought  to  speak  trumpet-tongued  to  the  Reforming  Electors 
of  Glasgow. — It  ought  to  convince  them  ihat  not  one  of  these  aelf- 
elect^d  Magistrates  and  Councillors)  who  voted  away  tUs  money,  for 
such  a  purpose^  ought  now  to  be  trusted ;  or  to  be  believed  yr\ieii  they 
say,  as  some  of  them  are  now  saying,  that  they  were  all  along  <<  in 
favour  of  Burgh  Reform/'     This  very  action  of  theirs  is  quite  suffi- 
cient to  convict  them  of  positive  falsehood  in  this  respect;  and  we 
wonder  that  any  of  them,  accessary  to  it,  should  have  had  the  effion- 
tery  (we  cannot  describe  it  too  strongly)  to  bold  up  their  heads,  and 
say,  that  they  are  ReformerSs  when  they  must  have  been  in  the  guilty 
knowledge  of  the  above  deed,  committed  by  <<  themselves*^  wUkin  ths 
last  six  months.     The  very  thief  caught  in  the  act  might  as  well  assert 
his  innocence,  as  do  any  of  these  Magistrates  and  Councillors  who  assert, 
in  the  face  of  the  above  glaring  fact,  recorded  against  them,  that  tbey 
are^  in  good  sooth,  true  and  honest  Reformers.

honour*,  and  the  o lie,  too,  which  gives  him  the  tide  of  a  ^' Lord" 
within  the  apace  of  one  ahort  year,  it  he  could  possibly  retain  it? 

IT  you  watch  bia  conduct  in  regard  to  this  very  Reform  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  yon  will  find  him  promising,  no  donlit,  to  l>e 
frjeadty  to  it,  but,  at  the  same  time,  speaking  and  voting  for  \\Bpott- 
ponemtnl  to  Biiotfaer  year,  on  the  pretence  that  farther  in^iry  ahould 
be  made.  He  aawi—he  indeed  knew,  that  if  the  Bill  was  pogtptmed,  , 
the  preaent  "  self- elected'  Coimcillora  would  cotKinue  him  at  tbeit 
head,  a*  Provost,  for  "  another  year,"  'according  to  the  usual  coiTrse.— 
And  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  till  the  BHI  was  carried  into  a  law, 
■Dil  the  reign  of  the  aelf~electcd  thereby  brought  to  an  end,  his  Lord- 
ship uever  declared,  m  far  aa  we  are  aware,  that  the  aituattona  of 
Provoel  and  M.P  wm  "  ineonipatibU."  On  the  contrary,  iFreference 
be  made  to  his  apeechea  to  the  House  of  Commona,  he  will  be  found 
plumins  himself  before  that  Houae  aa  the  LonI  Prorost  of  GIb^w. 

In  abort,  the  whole  tenor  of  hia  conduct  leada  a*  to  entertain  the 
belief  (not  by  any  meana  disreapectful),  that  he  we*  eztnauly  pnud 
of  the  two  aituations,  combined  in  hU  own  jpersou.

that  It  poverty  be  a  sin,  as  we  are  afraid  it  too  often  is  in  the  aight  of

wMnahmg  Fakehooda,^^^ e  wonder,  indeed,  that  Mr*  Clarke  could 
haire  put  hia  nanae  to  such  statements,  knowing^  as  be  must,  that  his 
own  cbaraeter  was  personally  implicated  in  them,  and  that  they  must 
iaialiibly  be  detected,  and  recoil  oa  his  own  bead.  Wo  shall  now 
notice  and  answer  the  whole  of  them,  remarking,  that  Mr.  Clarke  has 
only  to  thank  himself  if  we  do  so  in  a  way  not  very  palatable  to  him 
or  any  of  bis  discreet  friends. 

**  The  Fines  (says  he)  levied  during  my  duties  in  Gorbals,  were 
£2,863.:  Q  :  10^,  out  of  which  the  Magistrates  got  £1,574  :  13  :  5^, 
aad  the  balance,  £1,268  :  7  :  5,  was  paid  to  the  Commissionera. — 
Have  the  Bailiea  books  in  their  possession  to  shew  how  the  whole  of 
this  £1,574 :  13  :  5^  has  been  disposed  of?  lliat  it  has  passed 
Ihrongh  i)ke  fingers  of  the  Magistracy  is  certain — biU  how  has  ii  been 
^pp/Mt^^"— And  the  statement  of  Mr.  Clarke  is  headed  in  this  bold 
way—

'^  Will  the  Magistrates  of  Gorbals  account  for  this  sum  to  their 
auperiors,  the  Town  Council  of  Glasgow  and  the  Inhabitants  of 
GorUls  r 

Now,  any  one,  on  reading  these  statements  of  Mr.  Clarke,  would 
conclude,  that  they  convey  a  serious  imputation  against  the  JMagis- 
ftvates  of  Gorbals,  since  they  are  indirecdy  accused  of  not  having  fairly 
or  honestly  accounted  for  Police  Fines  to  the  extent  of  £1,574  odds. 
Yet  the  fad  is,  and  no  one  knew  it  better  than  Mr.  Clarke  himself, 
that  the  Magistrates  accounted  for  every  shilling  that  came  through 
^Mir  hands,  in  the  very  book  that  he  has  referred  to,  and  which  we 
have  seen*  But  we  are  sorry  we  cannot  sav  as  much  for  Mr.  Clarke 
hioBself* — The  fttct  is,  that  he  iTftir  ttl|r  n>flfi[frrr  ttf  the  fines  :--*-it  was 
through  Ms  hands  that  the  ^naa  '^JMliMlJMj^MP'  be  insinuates  that 
€ikers  misapplied  the  fines,  wo  ^■'^■■^'■MlrtHt  him  ili«tin<H]y,  on 
the  evidence  we  have  seen,  wr  '  ^^  "v  did 

ao. — Yes,  the  very  man  wl*  hall 

diew,  the  guilty  parly  hinr  aly. 
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August,  and  September,  1833,  we  find, .  by  evidence  vhicii  it  ie  in 
Tain  for  Mr.  Ckrke  to  aUempt  to  danp  ihat  ha  kept  i^  or,  at  leaet^ 
failed  to  aeeonnt  to  tbe  Magittvates,  hidaupkenors,  as  he  was  boaod  to 
bare  donei  iot  the  •  amount  of  ibe  Eoes  ooUeoted  by  biro  in  iheem 
montba,  ameiiBting  to  XS2  ;  ^  :  1 1,  tb«y,  tbe  Magistnates,  hein^  a&- 
Bwerable  for  tbese  finea  to  tbe  public.  And  we  repeat,  tbat  with  tbe 
exceptien  of  tbis  suoat  Aatermeddled  whb  by  Mr.  Clarke  bimself^  aa  he 
dare  not  deny,  .the  Magistrates  bavO'  accounted  for  every  sbiliixig 
receired  by  tbero* 

On  tbe  new  appointment  (we  caanet  call  it  «/!0o6aa)  of  Magistrates 
in  October,  1882,  some  of  tbem  took  care  te  be  more  exact,  u'itbb  Mr. 
SnperinteMleikt  Clarke,  or  to  look  more  sbarply  after  bin),  in  .respect 
of  bis  intron1is8ioo%  than  bad  been  tbe  case,  in  tbe  four  prBvieus 
montba  we  bare  mentioned^-*- Accordio^y^  bis  beok^  coiitaioiii^  liis 
intromissions  witb  the  fines>  were  afterwards  regularly  balaoced  as  tbe 
end  of  each  month,  and  the  amoant  paid  over  by  him  to  the  Sitting 
Magistrate,  as  answerable  to  the  public.     Oa  .tbe  llib  of  FeUniary> 
1833,  bowever,  tbe  -Magistrates  and  Comipissioners  of  Police  uaaiii* 
mously' dismissed  Mr.  Clarke  from  bis  situation  ia  tbe  Gorbals  Police 
Office,  for  reations,  we  dare  say^  which  Mr.  Clarke  wUl  qot  -call  u|m>b 
us  to  state»  but  which  will  be  found  reoovdedat  tolevBble  Jbagtb  ia  one 
of  the  books  kept  in  tbe  Qovbals  Police.  Officer  and  we  shall  aai^ 
remark,  on  this  part  of  the  business»  that  Mj«  Clarke,  lias>  never  ven- 
tured pnbliely  to  impeach  tbe  Magistratea  and'  Cominissieiisi«  for 
having  dismissed  him  imprcpfrfy,  iar  Jess  has  .he  attempted  to.  deny 
the  truth*  of  any  oae  of  the  reasdns  which  led  to  tbat  di^^lissal»  . 

On  that  occasion,  then,  it  was  discovered,  as  we  have,  stated)  that 
he  owed  of  fines  not  accounted  for,  £32  :  5  :  11;  aud  tbe  Commn- 
sionens  of  Police  diaooi^ered  tbat  he  owed  them^  for  lamp  aaaney  and 
rent  not  •  accouated  for,  a  sum  of  £14> :  9  :  L  His  salary  had  been 
paid  up  to  the  very  day  of  bis  dismissed,  because  be  was  allowed  to 
retain  it,  as  he  did,  from  the  fines  daily  parsing  through  bis  b^ods. — 
But  the  Magistrates  and  Commissionersy  desirous  not  to  press  too 
heavily  upon  him,  agreed  to  allow  him  a  full .  quarter's  salary,  being 
£40,  though  be  did  no  service  for  it»  and. therefore  was  not. legally  or 
justly  entitled  to  it;  for  he  left  bis  office  finally  on  tbe  15tb  of  F^ 
ruary  hist,  and  bis  successor,  Mr.  Jeffirey,  came  to  it  on  tbe  day 
following. 

Out  of  the  £40  so  allowed  him,  Mr.  Clarke  made,  what  may  be 
called,  a  virtue  of  necessity,  for  be.  agreed  to  pay  tbe  CammissiQfters 
the  £14  odds,  then  ascertained  to  be  owing  to  them ;  and  the  Magis- 
trates consented  to  take  £20  in  full  of  tbe  £32 : 5  : 1 1  owing  to  tliem, 
as  above-mentioned.     He  therefore  carried  away  some  bard  cash  with 
him  from  the  Establishment,  at  any  rate :  and  not  speaking  of  the 
above  allowance  of  salary  at  all,  he  knows  best  tbe  amount  of  the  iota/ 
loss  which  the  Establishment  sustained  at  bis  hands.    It  appears  to 
ufi,  from  a  careful  examination  of  bis  accounts,  tbat  tbe  Magistrates 
miBsioners  allowed  him  to  get  off  very  leniently— ^nd,  in  the 
circumstances  above  stated,  our  readers,  we  humbly  think, 
with   us  in  opinion,  that  it  ill  becomes  him,  or  any  one 
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else  for  him,  to  speak  of  the  **  mal-appropriaiUm  of  Fines  in  the  Po* 
lioe  OfSax  in  Gorbalt,"  in  the  way  he  has  '<knet  The  lipa  of  Mr. 
John  Clarke  afaonld  bare  heen  sealed  aaikst-mAhjeti ;  or,  if  ha  had 
wkw%y  distinct  charge  of  maWersatfon  %6  mirike  agfainst  she  Magi eftraiea  or 
Oomosissioners  (and  none  could  hare  b^n  wofe  4ag«r  to  laicetit  np 
clian  ourselves),  the  pablie,  vre  apprehendi  would  have  thought  mere 
Iftil^hly  of  him  if  he  had  come  fbrwwrd  Hke  an  faonessman,  and  *de* 
Tiouneed  suth  things  at  an  earlier  and  more'  proper  period,  instead- of 
jMirHcipaUng  in  them,  aye,  or  of  crouching  under  them,  as  he  has 
clone,  for  so  many  months  after  his  tKsmisstu. 

He  is  wroth,  we  find,  because  tlie  Magistnttea  of  Gorbals,  in  their 

printed  statement  of  the  Gorbals  afikir»-*>f  atki  we  thank  the  Magis* 

cratea  for  that  statement,  which,  unlike  their  predecessors,  they  have 

published  this  year  for  the  first  time) — he  is  wroth,  we  say,  because 

xhe  Magistrates,  in  their  published  statement,'  liave  loadc  the  following 

entry — ^*  Deduct  fines  received  by  Mn  Chitke^  forFebroary  laaty  not 

paid  by  him  to  the  Magistrates,  and  given  up  as  irrecoverable,^  £2  ISa." 

Mr.  Clarke,  with  all  the  dignity  of  a  man  serioualy  injured,  sets  out 

with  saymg, '  in  his  prinSed  statement,  **  I  beg^  to  mention,  that  this 

sum  was  never  asked  fironr  me,  nor  was  I  aware  tfaey  couki  claim  upon 

me  far  thai  ameuut  (mark  his  words)^  otherwise  it  would  have  keen 

paid  them— and  if  they  shew  just  cause,  I  will  pay  itatill«" 

Positivi#y,  we  begin  to  lose  all  patience  with  this  nMnv^Bebok) 
how  a  plain  tale  will  set  hiH»  down. — We  have  stated  that  he  w«s  dis- 
missed from  bis  silMtvsn  oh  the  Idiih  of  February,  1899.  But  he  had 
received,  as  canrbe  pto^^  by  his  own  hand-writing',  all  the  fines  in  Che 
Police  Otkte  from  the  ist  to  the  1 5th  of  February,  ameunsing  to 
£2  :  19i  S  (the  sum  suted  by  the  Magistrates),  andhe  wmiuwajf 
unihoiU  aocounfimgjw  ikat  sum*  Therefore,  the  Mag«trate%  when  tfaey 
saw  thut  he  owed  ihem  a  balance  on  the  old  score,  as'  he  wndeahtedly 
didy  phioed  down  this  additiotial  item  to  his  debit  as  irrecoveiaibli^ 
They  were^learly  entitled  to  do  so ;  and  yet,  though  this  balanee  can 
be  established  agatast  Mr.  Clarke  by  his  own  handowrittag  in  the 
Police  books,  he  has  the  eflfrontery  to  say,  that  he  waa  not  ^^awm^ 
of  it-^^^  otherwise  it  would  have  heen  paid  them— and  if  (aays  he) 
they  shew  juet  cause,  I  will  pay  it  still."  Why»  we  have  notr  shewn 
him  the-  '*  just  cause ;"  and,  therefore,  hereby  call  upon  him  to  come  lor* 
ward  and  pay  the  money  immediately,  together  with  the  former 
balance,  as  soon  as  convenient. 

He  complains  that  the  Magistrates  have  chai^^ed  the  inhahitanta  of 
Gorbali^  this  year  £37  :  16  :  8  ••for  election  datnera,"  te.  •  This  la 
pretty  decent  from  a  maa  who  was  alurays  accustomed  to  sit  at  the 
foot  of  the  table  on  such  occasions,  and  take  his  full  share  of  the  din- 
ners, iHth  the  drink  to  the  bm^n.  He  never,  we  suspect,  Mt  aay 
qualms  of  conscience  on  the  subject  till  now— and  much  as  we  are 
opposed  to  oficial  giuoKngs  at  the  public  espeaae,  especially  wheo 
conducted  on  an  extravagant  acale,  we  are  not  sore  that  the  iohahil- 
ants  of  Gorbals  will  gm<^e  the  above  item,  after  aK. 

But   **  w  hat  authority  (says  he)  had  the  Magistiates  to  sol 
£21  to  carry  through  measurcft  counected  with  Burgh  Refer 
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We  answer,  that  tbey  subecribeU  the  money  to  carry  into  effect  C- 
onanimous  Reaolationa  of  a  Public  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants;  m 
we  may  tell  Mr.  Clarke^  that  we  raised  Ttoenfy-Jive  Gumeas  forti< 
purpose  ouraelvesy  beii^  extremely  anaions,  in  comcDon  with  im^i- 
others,  to  get  Gorbals  inclntled  in  the  Borgh  Reform  Rill. — And  vt 
mast  say,  that  it  was  extremely  oreditalile  to  the  Magiatrates  of  Gor- 
bals to  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  inhabitanto  oa  that  iioportant  raalttr 
rniich  as  their  eapectationa  have  been  disappointed  in  tbe  xneanwL^ 
about  it. 

Mr.  Clarke  next  says,  *^  It  is  strange  that  sums  twice  appear  is  ost 
year  at  the  debit  of  the  assessor,  Procurator-Fiscal  and  Infirmary  sub- 
scription."— He  should  have  bad  the  candour  to  add,  that  tLe$<! 
charges  were  not  settled  last  year,  in  consequence  of  his  having  kff  i 
up  the  fines,  which  would  have  enabled  them  to  be  settled ;  bat  Le 
cannot  allege  that  the  inhabitants  are  charged  twice  over  for  tbeec 
things,  instead  of  once ;  and,  therefore,  tbe  insinuation  which  his  state- 
ment is  calculated  to  make- on  this  head,  is  utterly  wortbleae. 

Tbe  next  and  last  item  which  Mr.  Clarke  carps  at,  is  £5^  15a.  e' 
law  expenses  incurred  by  one  of  the  Magistrates  in  defending-  hioHel: 
from  a  prosecution  in  tbe  Court  of  Session.  This,  we  admit,  eeesf 
to  us  to  be  the  only  exceptionable  item  in  tbe  Magistrates*  Accousb, 
and  we  give  Mr.  Clarke  the  full  benefit  of  it.  He  asks,  **  Where  v&- 
the  authority  to  pay  this  £55  15s.  for  a  Magistrate,  because  be  coaVl 
not  do  so  himself.^*'  It  is  a  pity,  however,  that  Mr.  Clarke  did  no! 
perceive  the  force  of  that  question  to  his  own  case ;  and,  therefore,  ve 
ask  him,  in  reply,  **  What  atiUhority  had  the  Magistrates  of  Gariiale  t« 
advance  their  late  Superintendent,  Mr.  John  Clarke,  £40,  fer  doing 
nothing^~»m\aX  authority  had  they  to  allow  him  to  meddle  with  the 
Police  fines  in  the  way  be  did  ?" 

These,  we  dare  say,  are  sharp,  and  not  by  any  means  pkaasst, 
questions  for  Mr.  Cbrke  himself.  It  is  plain  the  Mlagiatnitea  bsw 
discretionary  powers  committed  to  them ;  and,  on  the  whole^  we  csi- 
not  say  that  tkey  have  prostituted  them  for  dishonest  or  reprehensiUe 
purposes  in  any  of  tbe  instances  alluded  to. 

.  We  are  now  done  with  Mr.  Clarke's  **  printed  statement,"  which  is 
said  to  have  made  ^'  so  much  noise." — We  think  we  have  not  sbyed 
any  part  of  it :  we  rather  think  we  have  taken  the  whole  ef  it  to 
pieces,  pretty  deliberately.  \Ve  have  done  so,  not  so  much  for  its 
own  intrinsic  merits,  if  it  really  possesses  any,  which  we  doubt,  as  for 
the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  public  that  the  unworthy  inainuation  le- 
▼died  at  ourselves  is  utterly  groundless.  Depending,  as  we  do,  oi 
the  favour  of  public  opinion  alone,  we  should  consider  ourselves  for 
ever  debased  if  "  eelf-interegted"  motives  of  any  kind  should  make  us 
wink  at  the  delinquencies  of  public  men*  We  have  put  ouraelvBa  to 
the  test  in  the  present  instance. — And,  in  conclusion,  we  assure  oar 
teaders  (begging  their  pardon  for  this  long  article),  that  in  whi^ver 
'  '«M;ion  we  may  be  plaised,  we  shall  endeavour  to  discharge  our  duty, 
rlessly,  and,  as  we  hope,  as  faithfuUy  and  independently  as  we 
heretofore  done.

only  d£li5  per  ainnam  for  discharging  the  dvtics  of  it,  which- datlea  ate alnuiat  m 
onovKs  M  thoae  of  tbe  Fiaeal,  that  the  Utter,  who  in  one  atMe,  may  be  aaid  to'be  tbe 
aarwat  of  the  Judge,  gela  by  free  a  earn  six  tinea  larger.

A  friend  of  mine*  wboliMOoeiipiad  and  pai 
for  seats  In  the  church  for  many  years^  was  anxious  that  I  sIuni14  go 
hear  the  new  Minister,  at  same  time  stating,  be  was  certain,  that  if  I  beard  him, 
I  would  take  aeata  and  become  a  sitter.  And  as  my  friend  could  oot  go  tlias 
day  himself)  he  offered  roe  the  use  of  his  stat  I  accepted  the  offer,  with  tbe  io- 
teotioo  of  taking  seata  if  I  was  pleased.  But  to  my  surprise,  on  goin^  to  bis 
seat,  tiM  door  of  it  was  nailed  up.  I  tried  many  otbers,  which  were  all  empty, 
but  all  were  nailed  up.  Tlie  passages  were  crowded,  and  many  were  complain* 
ing  who  were  standing,  etatlng,  that  they  had  paid  for  seats  only  on  the  Monday 
prevloaa.  I  should  enppooe  I  saw  at  least  40  pews  entirely  empty.  A  great  many 
went  away  rather  than  stond ;  I,  liowever,  remained  from  curiosity,  to  bear  the 
now  MinlateT)  and  was  well  pleased  whb  him,  but  really  I  deteated  the  authors, 
whoever  they  were,  who  had  ordered  the  seats  to  be  closed.  And  upon  my 
informing  my  Ariend,  on  return,  that  I  could  not  get  into  his  acat,  whkli 
he  waa  kind  enough  to  offer  me,  he  was  very  much  hurt,  and  resolved  to  find  out 
thooe  who  had  ordered  such  proceedings.— On  Monday  forenoon,  I  accompanied 
him  to  the  realdenee  of  Mr.  Coats,  the  Proses  of  the  Heritors,  but  waa  there  io- 
formed  that  he  was  from  home,  and  had  been  for  nearly  a  week,  but  was  expect- 
ed every  day.  We  next  called  at  the  Collector's  office,  but  there,  could  get  no 
satisfaction ;  but  we  afterwards  hoard,  that  several  complainants,  on  calling  there, 
were  eoandaloosly  abilsed,  and  cursed  and  damned  by  a  fellow  of  the  name  ef 
Alexander,  who,  ft  hbs  sidoe  turned  out,  took  advantage  of  the  abe^noe  of  the 
Preaes  (to  try  ind  abuae  a  little  brief  authority),  and  without  even  consulting  with 
the  managers,  nailed  op  the  seats  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  collector,  althoiyh 
he  aHerwards  aaaisted,  by  being  threatened  with  bis  foul-mouthed  epithets^  and 
enning  and  sweating  most  violently  at  ait  opposition  and  entreaty  to  the  oontra- 
I'y.  His  conduct  baa,  however,  been  expoeed,  and  let  him  bear  the  obloquy  :  it 
has  rightly  recoiled  back  upon  himself,  although  for  a  time  the  blame  actually 
was  wholly  atta<:hed  to  the  preses,  who  was  absent,  until  his  return,  wheo  be 
frankly  avowed  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter,  but  would  make  every  iofolry 
into  the  ease,  and  get  all  set  to  rights.

But,  on  the  otlaer  baod»  when  men  ge* 
erousTjr  oome  forward  on  tbe  spur  of  the  moment,  as.seems  to  have  b«en  tho 
kse  here,  and  risk  their  lives  in  the  way  stated,  whereby  much  vaiuahla  proper- 
la  saved,  which  wouldotherwise  have  been  losti  we  apprehend,  that  they  ought 
be  rewarded  for  the  risk  and  labour  they  encountered*  .

Sir,— I  have  always  been  much  pleased  and  gratified  with  yonr  naefnlaeaa  Intx- 
posing  the  corruptions  of  those  whose  selfish  and  hidden  motires  predominaltd 
over  their  sense  of  daty,  or  of  the  responstblifty  and  tmet  fepoeed  la  llk«iB ;  aad 
I  have  admired  and  applatided  your  honesty^  and  aatidnlty  in  sifting  out,  aad 
exhibiting  to  public  exeeration,  those  whose  eondoct  Justly  eubjeeted  tkem  to 
such  a  castigatlon,  and  I  may  add,  that  few  have  sgifered  under  your  lash  tu^ostlj. 

But  in  the  present  instance,  I  must  advert  to  one  case,  where  the  IndiTidosI 
is  considered  by  many  of  your  intelligent  readers,  not  to  m^rit  the  oensure  bestowed 
on  him, — I  allude  to  Mr.  George  Thompson,  agent  for  the  London  Anti-alavery 
Society.

We>  think  f^  bave  abieady  distinctly ;  traced  out  the  real 
authors  of  the*  "  Ttmimiabh  Adebtee^t' .  wbi^  pificed  "  Gotham  in 
alarm,"  and  brougbt  upwards  of  -5000 .9/  )ijbe  Kiog  a  troops  into  this 
cityi  besides  h«ge  pieces:  of  artiU^yt^^pt  .frying,  aj^y  thing  of  sharp- 
shooters, or  armed  associations,  aU  for  tih€|,^va»^ed,'purppae  pf.'/ pre- 
serving tbe  lives  and  property  of  the  citiz^na  frqip  a^^t  atrjiH^ious  attack 
of  the  bloody  Radicals  l.r*«-W.e  ai^e  iiot.g^i^g  to  ^pter.  hpre.  into  any 
of  the  heart-stirring  and  extraordinary  details  „^.  tnat  .periods .  It  is 
su!fficietit  forottff.pceseut  puxpose  ,to  desire  .<;^lr. reader^  t,<^  refuei^ber 
tlw^faott  that  Messff9*'«I«npes.  Ij[i^i:di6!a«4  T'^QW  t{opki^Jk,.tw9,of  Jbis 
Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  tbe  county  .oJ^.Lr/|ifaf4c^..\X«re  ex- 
tremely active  in  those  dayPy  so  much  so,  indeed/  that  we  are  irell 
assuretl  an  apf^licatbn  was  made  to  Lord  Sidipeutii*  then  tbo  Home 
Secretary*  of  State^  to  get  ithem  put  on  Government  p^,4  but  it 
lUled^  mauiiy  i^wing  to  the  indiignation  then, expressed  from  the  one 
end  of  tbo^  country  to  the  other»  against  Sidmoutfa^  for  rewarding  tbe 
MiMciksier  Magistrates  by  a  pension,  called  salary,  because  they  ordered 
menywottensand  ohildren,  to  be  sabred,  for  attending  a. Re^u^  Meeting! 

Aye^  therei  were  no  Reform  Meetings  then  permitted,  to.  be  held 
in  Glasgow*  No  man  dared  to  cheep  qp  that  ^ubiieslbi, without  having 
the  Dragoons  at  bis  heels»  and  a  conataUo  ready  .t9  clajp  on  (he  band- 
cuft,  and  a  Justico,  or  a  SheriiF,  also  ready  to  take  ^pwf»  the  ".  Declar- 
ation of  High  Treamn!" 

By  these  means,  the  M  Voioeof  the  People''  wi^  foe  a  ^ime  sqhdi^. 
Our  rulers  then  acted  as  tbey  pleased  v  and  they  did  act,  God  knows, 
on  the  very  top  of  their  oommission,  no  man  daring  to  attempt  to 
«heck  them  in.  their  high  career^  even  with  a  word  of  peaceful  remon- 
strance. 

See  now  what  the  Magistrates  did  in  that  same  year  1820.  After 
they  had  filled  the  citizens  with  terror  and  alarm,  (and  every  rational 
man  can  now  appreciate  the  motives  for  doing  so,)  they  carried  a 
Statute  Labour  BiU^  as  it  is  caUed,  through  Parliament,  affecting  the 
inhabitants  of  this  city  in  a  manner,  we  are  persuaded,  they  bui  no 
accnrate  idea  of  at  the  time.  Indeed,  the  inhabitants  were  kept  in 
-^tate  of  alarm  by  the  awful  forebodings  of  the  Magistrates,  that 
ught  of  nothing  but  their  own  personal  safety.     They  cer- 
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tmtnly  nerer  thought  of  thin  Statute  Lahour  Bill :  yet,  in  ordinary 
times,  or  under  other  ctreumstanceB,  we  are  convinced  the  inhabitants 
qroald  have  raaiated  it  to  the  altermoet,  as  a  grosa  ao<l  bare&ced  im- 
position upon  them.'  We  shall  shew  that  it.  deserves  that  character 
immediately ;  hut  we  are  first  anxious  to  let  the  inhabitants  see  how 
they  were  hoodwinked  with  this,  among  oth^r  things,  in  1820, — a 
period,  be  it  observeil,  when  the  Magistrates  kn^w  that  every  public 
meeting  was  expressly  interdkled,  a1^ay«t^»nf opting  those  for  *^  loyal 
and  datifal  Addresses  to  His  Most  GrsxH^us  IVfofesty,  in  sopport  of 
our  glorious  Constitutioa  in  '  Church  and  State  F  The  Magistrates 
therefore  selected  a  capital  period  for  getting  dieir  Statote  Labour 
Job  quietly  carried  through  Parliament';  and  tJiis,  doubtless,  may  be 
quoted  as  a  proof  fA  their  wisdom^  or,  if  it  please  the  Tories  bettart 
we  should  say  it  is  indeed  a  proof  of  thefr  dexterity,^ — their  "  match- 
less integrity" — and  *'  unquestioned'  honour.'* 

They  iatroihiced  the  Bill  into  Psrffiimeiit  ev)  the  pretence  that  ^  the 
public  revenue  of  the  dty  (£15,000)  was  inadequate  to  meet  the  ex- 
pense of  keeping  the  public  streets  in  repair;"  amf,-  accordingly,  tboy 
got  powers  to*  levy  a -tax  on  every  mnle  inhabitant  of  the  city,  'lodgen 
included,  above  <he  a^e  of  18  j^atn,  the  fax  commencing  on^haiMea 
rented  so  tow  as  £4,  and  stopping  at  those  rented  at  £100  per 
annum;  and  the  tax  in  no  case  beirtg  less  than  19s.  Bd.  nor  higher  thaa 
£1  :  11  :6  per  aiin«m. 

Well,  the  very  first  yieat-,  we  find,  ihey  extracted  from  the  inlia- 
Intants,  in  virtue  of  this'Statiite  Labour  Bilf,  a  sum  of  between  Three 
and  Four  Thousand  PoqtkIs  sterling.— >>£tt^  idhcrt  did  they  lay  Wit 
upofi  Me ^/r^te>*-« Positively,  not  above  the  one-third  part  of  that 
sum— -no,  not  even  so  mudi ! !  And  since  then,  they  have  been  going 
on  squeexhig,  year  after  year,  thousands  of  pounds  ffoxo  the  inhaMt- 
ants,  on  pretence  of  making  new  streets,  or  keeping  tltesa  ahreaily 
made  fn  repair,  while  the  fact  is,  that  they  have  secretly  bebn  apply- 
ing the  money  to  ot/ier  purposes  altogether;  they  not  deigning  ta  hiy 
before  the  public  any  account  of  their  intromissions  with  the  Statote 
Labour  money,  though  some  account,  we  believe,  has  sometimes  been 
privately  circuhited  among  themselves ;  bat  the  particulars  of  which, 
we,  like  others,  are,  of  coonie,  kept  ignorant.  However,  the  Kglit 
will  soon  dawn  on  these  and  many  other  matters  of  the  ^*  self-elected,** 
which  were  transacted  in  their  close  divans ;  and,  in  the  meantime, 
we  can  be  under  no  delicacy  in  dealing  with  a  few  of  the  facts  that 
have  just  been  brought  rather  incidentally  to  our  knowle(lg<>(.    • 

The^r^^  strildng  feature  in  this  Smtute  Labour  hosiness  isy  tlmt  a 
much  larger  sum  has  been  levied  firom  the  citizens  than  was  actnally 
required  or  expended  on  the  streets  — For  instance,  since  the  year 
1820,  when  the  Act  was  passed,  down  to  the  current  year,  183^,  this 
tax,  called  Statute  Labour  Money,  to  keep  the  streets  in  repair,  has. 
amounted  to  upwards  of  £40,000  sterling,  whereaa  the  tialf  of  that 
sum  has  not  truly  been  expended  on  the  streets  1 1 

The  citizens  will  here  exclaim, — and  have  the  se]felecte<l  piifere<l 
us  of  £20,000,  on  this  item  alone?— We  answer,  by  saying,  that 
whether  they  have  pilfered  it  or  not,  they  have,  at  least,  rendered  r 
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difttmct  account  of  it  up  till  tliis  day.  Methinks,  some  good  confiding 
•oab,  perbap9  allied  to  the  self-elected,  and  reluctant  to  hear  onytlmig 
stated  to  their  disparagement,  especially  by  wicked  and  contemptible 
derils  like  as,  will  say,  in  smooth  accents, 

"  honied  o'er  with  lies,** 

**  Well  1  well  I  the  Magistrates  depopited  ^  balance  Rafter  deducting 
expenses)  in  the  Bank,  to  the  credit  of  tbe-cftisent,  where  it  is  Ijring 
mug  at  interest  to  meet  semeigrett  pnblie  etoeiigency<.''-^Not  so,  kisd 
aouls !  For  there  is  not  a  fiu'ihi«f(  in  the  Bank  from  the  Statute  Ln- 
boar  Trustees.— i-But  wait  a.  mom«iKt«-f4we  s^ali  take  the  afainn  out  of 
Honours,  and  shew  that  they  are  the  poorest  set  of  Tmateea  tlwt  ever 
existed  in  this  city* 

For  the  next  striking  jfeal^ne  in  thk  hnsinese  is,  that  with  all  the 
money  they  have  levied,  tka^  am  ^tnatly  m  debt^-^^^ep  in  debt  J- 
How  the  deuce  f:an  that  be»  methinkSk  we  heav  4ithera  of  the  aimph 
hearted  citisena  exclaim,,  .when  tho'  i« venue  gneady  exceeded  the 
penditure — nearly,  as  yoip.  say*  one^-half,  if  not  .radre  7>*-iadeed,  kind 
Sirs  I  we  cannot  tell:  because,  we  confess,  weliaire  natnr  yet  be«] 
able  thoroughly  to  understand  the  aeevet  doings  t»f  the  aelf-elBoted, 
any  more  tlmn  the  great  bulk  of  the  cemmnaity*  i  Bui -we  can  etate 
this  fact  most  positively,  in  proof,  so  faf^  of  ininr  aascortien,  ibaa  if  any 
one  goes  down  to  the  Cbamberlain-s  OiOce  in*  the-  etty  of  Giaagow, 
and  aaks  for  the  last  year's  City  Accounts  -(as  wa  hme  done  ^nAener 
than  once),  they  will  find  that  a  sam  <of.  a o  less  thaa.£90M  ia  there 
entered  to  the  debii  of  the  Statute  Labenr  Tpnaleeas  or^^  ia  other 
words,  the  Statute  Labour  Trustees  appear  as  cMlofta  to  tha  city  in 
that  amonnt — whether  it  waa  a  loan  or  not  wa  eannot  tell^-oiltlMnigh, 
if  inquiry  is  made  about  il^  we  believe  it  will  be  fbuad,  that  the  sun 
was  much  larger  a  lew  years  ago,  and  iiaa  beea  leducad  to  die  above 
amount  by  partial  payments  of  £200  at  a-  time^ 

What  a  pretty  set,  then,  these  Magietrates  of  Glasgow  wwe  to 
apply  for  an  Act  of  Parliament,  on  the  begj^ly  pretence  diat  they 
were  unable  to  keep  the  stroets  of  the  city  iaTepais,  nad  yatto  be 
able  to  lend  or  aooommodate  the  very  Tmateea  caeatedby  that  BiH, 
alias  themselves^  several  thousands  of  pouads  of  the  public  revenue  of 
the  city  1  And  whaJL  a  pretty  aet  the  Statute  Labour  TnMtaea  are^  or 
jtitbar  must  liave  been,  ta  take  that  money,  and  contasne  to  asoees  the 
inhabitants  ia  a  way  wliich  honest  or  discreet  management  weald  have 
avoided  1 

It  is  plain  that  the  Magistrates  and  Statute  Laboor  Trastees,  if  any 
distinction  can  be  made  among  them,  have  been  playing  into  each 
other's  bands.  In  -1820,  they  never  imagined  that  a  Reform  Bill 
would  pass  in  their  day  and  generation  ;  nay,  if  they  woukl  only  tell 
the  truth,  we  dare  say  some.of  them  would  confess  that  they  had  no 
eenception  this  time  last  year  that  Polling  Booths  woakl  be  erected  in 
this  city  in  November,  1833,  or  that  '<  their  Honoars"  wonld  be  ex- 
pelled from  the  Council  Chambers  by  the  Ten  Pounders,  in  the  way 
they  were. — Truly  their  warning  was  summary:  their  <>xit,  we  are 
L 4^  know,  is  complete.     Thwefore,  we  hope  they  will  be  brougiit 
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to  a  speedy  count  and  reckooiag  by  the  neir  Comtitaeiicy  for  their 
eoormotts  peculations  with  this  Statute  Labour  money. 

But  we  cannot  close  this  article,  long  as  it  is,  without  stating  one 
or  two  curious  heia,  which  some  of  our  readers,  we  know,  will  relish, 
not  as  scandal,  for  that  we  disclaim,  but  as  affording  a  pertinent  and 
▼f?ry  significant  commentary  on  the  doings  of  the  self- elected. 

Observe,  that  when  Mr.  James  Hard^  was  not  rewarded  for  his 
««  valuable  services"  in  l&20y  by  Lord  Sid mouth-^ (read  the  Spy 
System,  for  the  full  and  true  particulars) — the  then  Tory  Magistrates 
of  Glasgow  inducted  him  into  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Police,  at  a  goodly  salary. 

Recollect,  that  when  the  "  independent  Commissionenf  of  Police," 
(so  called,)  afterwards  became  indignant  at  some  parts  of  Mr.  Bar- 
die's conduct,  which  we  do  not  choose  to  refer  to  more*  particularly  ; 
and  when  they  dUndieed  him  from  b«s  situation,  they  having  the 
power  to  do  so,  which  his  Pitrons,  the  Magistrates  of  Glasgow, 
straggled  with  all  their  might  to  prevent,  declaring  him  to  be  **  a 
valuidile  pnbKc  officer,"  as,  no  doubt,  be  was,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, in  the  days  of  Sidmoutfa  and  Castlereagh.  Recollect,  we  say, 
that  on  his  diamissal  from  the  Police  OflSre,  the  Magistrates  immedi- 
ately found  a  billet  for  bim  in  the  office  of  the  Statute  Labour  TVust, 
where  he  has  since  been  quattered,  at  an  expence  to  the  citizens  of 
Glasgow  of  Some  bnniireds  of  pounds  per  annum— which  ought  to 
have  been  avoided,  because,  we  aver,  the  **  duties"  which  he  is  said  to 
discharge  in  that  office,  cook!  easily  be  done  by  the  Collector  of  the 
Police  rates ;  and  this  is  a  hint  which,  we  trust,  the  Reformed  Town 
Council,  in  their  desire  for  retref^hment^  will  not  forget. 

Having  thus  spoken  of  Mr.  James  Hardie,  we  come  now  to  his 
honoarable  colleague  of  1820— Mr.  Thomas  Hopkirk,— than  whom  no 
man  discovered  more  Radical  Pikts  in  those  days,  and  discovered 
them,  too,  in  ^oee  beyond  the  ken  of  vulvar  eyes,  but  into  which  the 
*<  local  authoritiea''  could,  somehow  or  other,  penetrate,  as  if  guided 
by  natural  instinct.  When  Mr.  James  Hardie,  therefore,  was  re- 
warded for  his  ^*  valuable  services,"  In  the  way  we  have  shewn',  by  the 
local  authorities,  it  would  have  been  invidious,  as  well  as  ungrateful, 
not  lo  have  rewarded  Mr.  Thomas  Hopkirk.  Accordingly,  the  Ma- 
gialfatee  appoialed  him  to  the  attuaiion  of  '*  Cotfector  of  the  Burgb* 
Tiends"-«*4Hid  it  now  lunia  out,  that  they  alk>wed  him  to  retain  In  bis 
own  hands  a  sum  of  FouHeen  Hundred  and  Piffy  Pounds :  or,  to 
speak  nrnre  aignificantly,  ha  has  cMMged  that  amount,  besides  bis 
salary,  and  having  sinoe  become  ^^unfortunate!*  we  believe  the  whole 
of  the  above  sum  may  be  set  down  as  a  total  loss  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Glasgow :  yet  the  self-elected  kept  their  thumb  on  this  transaction  : 
they  never  made  the  least  acknowledgment  about  it  in  the  City 
Accounts:  Oh,  no !  they  acted  in  this  instance  as  if  they  were  either 
afraid  or  askamed  to  tell  the  truth. 

This,  then,  le  the  £1660  Job,  about  which  a  leetle  fuss  was  made 
by  some  of  our  esteemed  friends  on  the  day  of  the  City  Election.     W' 
have  now  correctly  stated  it  to  amount  to  xl450i  And  we  only  wor 
that  soma  of  our  indq^ndeni  Glasgow  Newspapers  have  not  r 
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atit  directly  nbout  it,'  instimd  6f  dcfuthig  in^Bguetitriniies.  We  never 
hesitate  to  put  the  raddle  6ii  the  H^ht  horn  at  onee ;  and  we  aisopnt 
the  spurs  into  him, — ocoftBi<miiiT}^.'  We  iherefbiifr  mm*  leave  lh«  whole 
of  the  for<>going  facts  to  be  dtol9ted  by  our  readers,  and  aH  others 
frhom  they  may  concerh.       '     .     ••     ,i .

tions do  not  reach*  As  we  have  ever  h^ex^,  opposed  to  monopolies  of 
every  kind,  whether  «t  home  or  ghrpad ;— as  we,  think  ihe  utmost 
freedeai  should  be  afferded  to  the  prosecution  of  every  branch  of 
trade,  we  cannot  but  bail  the  conten^plated  Bill  of  the  Lord  T^dvocate 
with  siBcere  pleasure,  a^d  the  more  especially  since  it. tells  the  Opera' 
fives  of  Sfsotlawd,  whose  interests  are  rai-ely  attended  to,  that  they  may 
con»meuce  business  on  their  own  accouuti  when  and  where  they 
please,  '^^-witboni  hindrance  or  molestation  of  any  sort,"  at  tTie  hands 
of  any  Incorporatioa  {  and  to  this  ej^tent,  the  Bill  undoubtecny  will  be 
a  great  boon  to  many  .of  them.

^ix  or  Me  veil  years  li^o,  the  MagistHttee'  and  'Tmsteea  of  Utttdie- 
Hospital  got  a  Bill  carried  through  Parliament,  authorising  ihem 
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to  erect  a  new  Stone  Bridgb  acroM  the  River  leading  from  the  Salt- 
inBrket  to  Crown-atreet  in  Hu^Jieftontown,  in  place  of  the  Wooden 
Bridge  then  in  ua»»     Aa  it « was  thought  tl^e  property  helonging  to 
Hatcheeooe'  Hospital  would  h^. mater j^y  henefited  hv  this  new  erec- 
iioot  tlM  fiiftds  of  that  Hospital  WJ^e^  we  ^helieve,  pledged  to  defray 
tlie  expense  of  it,  to  the  extent  of  £6000  ;  and  tlie  remainder  of  the 
sum  required  to  complete  it,  amouiuipg  to  £12,000  (in  all  to  £1 8,000), 
waa  to  be  raised  in^aom^  oUipr  y^Yf)  W)  whple  estimated  expense  be- 
ing to  be  ultimately  cleareu  on  by  a  pontage  or  toll-duty  from  the 
Bridge  itself.    W e  beg  our  re^detis,'  or  stttli  of  them  at  take  aa  interest  in 
the  matter,  to  attend  to  the  f8L%  that  the  Magistrates  laid  a  Flan  of 
tbeir  proposed  Bridffe  bcforre  Farliahleni,  sh^v^ing  tlie  level  and  di- 
mensions of  it,  and  I^irliament  gave  'fhem  <  lautbeHty  to  erect  the 
Bridge  according  to  that  Plan,  and  to  no  other.'

pidity  and  extravagance.  The  con8equen<;e  is,  that  the  Bridge 
will  be  rendered  utterly  uixpassable  on  the  eoath  side  of  the  river^ 
nnless  a  corresponding  elevation  be  made  on  the  street  or  pro* 
perty  there  situated;  and,  even  in  that  eas^,  the  Bridge  will  look 
more  like  a  mountain  than  the  thing  for  wmch  it  Waa  intended.  We 
are  not  sure  that  we  are  jdescribing  it  very  accurately  to  our  readers; 
but  we  have  formed  an  id^,  which  we  may  express,  as  tolerably  de-

Some  may  think  tbat  tb^  is  room  to  be  Jocular  here): but  we  knit 
our  brows  in  sober  earnest,  *when.  we.  tbiuk  of  the  •euprmoos  eums 
which  have  been  squandered  in  this  unfortunate  undeittkiug  i  oay^ 
our  indignation  is  aroused  when  we  know5  that  these  sums  have  beeo 
pillagedy  as  they  will  pei  be,  from  a  (Writable  J»stiMim  io  thaa 
city! 

Let  our  readers  only  bear  with  us  a  few  momenta  longer,  while  ore 
unravel  this  business — while  we  expose  the  unhallowed  inroads  tbat 
have  been  made  on  the  fun^s  of  that  Charitable  Institution  to  an  ex* 
tent  that  almost  beggai^  belief, — We  shall  state  nothing  but  ihe^^Mit, 
and  defy  them  to  be  contradicted  from  any  quarter. 

We  hatre  already  stated,  that  the  whoh  estimated  expense  of  this 

Bridge,  including  the  alteration,  was  £17,419  :  17  ;  2.     Steedman 

became  bound  to  finish  it  for  tbat  sumy  and  the  public  long  ago  were 

assured  that  he  had  found  caution  so  to  do.     Bnt»  as  already  stated^ 

before  be  had  one  single  arch  of  the  Bridge  completed,  it  turns  out 

that  he  had  drawn,  within  the  merest  trifle,  a  sum  of  Tkoenty  Thousand 

Pounds:  and  he  became  Bankrupt  during  the  pt^ogi^ss  of  the  Work. 

His  cautioners  should  then  have  been  looked  a^r^  but  it  turns  out  they 

were  his  own  relations,  men  of  straw,  worth  nothing.

probability  rather  is,  that  it  will  require  to  be  fumbled  doim,  for,  we 
understand  some  of  the  proprietors  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  some 
tine  ago  presented  a  complaint  to  the  Sheriff,  setting  forth  that  their 
properties  would  be  materially  injured  from  the  improper  way  tha 
Bridge  was  ereeting,  aad  the  8beriiF,  wt^  observe,  has  just  pronounced 
a  sentence,  Sustaining  that  complaint :  inteftlicting  the  Magistrates  or 
Tru8te<>8  from  going  on  with  their  operations,  and  ordaining  them  to 
remove  their  *'  obstructions,'*  as  he  is  pleased  to  call  them,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  their  whole  proceedings,  as  the  Sheriff  finds, 
being  contrary  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  he  very  properly  aab- 
jecta  them  fn  the  whole  expense8.^-^8o  th*t  the  Magiatratea  and 
Tmstees  are  now  in  a  pretty  scrape,  to  say  the  least  of  it.  They 
have,  indeed,  hft  a  nice  legacy  to  tneff  '^  ancoessoiv  hi  office,"'  and  we 
are  anxious  to  see  how  the  Aefbrmfng  Magistratea  and  Council  slmll 
dispose  of  it«  Bnt  one  thing  is  very  plain,  and  to  this  point  we  would 
Rpecially  dnvct  the  atteatron  of  the  publte,  namely,  that  Thirty  or 
Forty  Thousand  Ponndd  winhl^te  been  s^unndered,  from  first  to  laat;

How  scandalous,  may  we  not  say,  was  it,'  for  any  set  of  men  to 
pledge  or  pillage  the  funds  of  this  Charitable  Institution  for  such  a 
purpose  ? — We  doubt  not  they  have  greatly  exceeded  their  powers  in 
thia  maMer,  an^  trust  they  will  soon  be  strictly  called  to  account  fo^ 
their  ocmdttct  or  proeeedings.  And  ahbough  it  be  true  that  we  can- 
not tax  them  with  pvtting  the  money  Into  their  own  individual  pock- 
eta  ;  and  although  it  be  eqnftlly  tru^  thai  each  of  them  wiN  try  to 
ahifi  Che  responalbilHy  from  hit  own  shoulders,  yet,  in  a  moral,  as  well 
•a  legal,  point  of  view,  they  are,  we  think,  all  e^oally  culpable  finr  th» 
groea  mlam«iageafent  attending  this  bilsineas  $  and  we  do  not  envy  the 
feelinga  of  the  men,  however  high  or  mighty  they  nftay  be,  who  have 
placed  the  fbnda  or  properly  of  Hutchesona'  Hoapitnl  in  aneh  a  pre- 
dioament

ciottfl  God !  Ho^  many  Houses  of  Refage  woaM  the  nsoney  squan- 
dered on  thia  Bridge  have  bailt  !>-^How  many  poor  cfMtures  could  be 
clothed,  ediKaiedi  and  supported  for  Twenty  'Oroinand  Pounds !

But  although  these  maxims  are  true,  the  misfortuae  ie,  that  hlfeluifto  the 
workin^r  classes  of  this  conntry  have  been  treated  ^blie  so  mangp  alavM — 
the  mam  object  of  their  masters  b^ng  to  cxtraol  aa  much  moaey  oat  of 
their  sinews  aa  possible,  whereby  they  migbt  be  enabled  to  fiU  their  cof- 
ftr»>-4>eeoflie  nch — and  aet  like  autocrats.  This,  we  apprehend,  is  the 
arae  raasen  why  the  working  classes  have  been  so  long  aepressed.  There 
iaKttle  raoiprooity  of  feeling  between  them  and  their  masters.  If  we  ma^ 
sa  speak :  we  mean,  that  it  is  neither  so  cordial  nor  so  equitable  as  it 
might  or  ought  to  be ;  yet  the  interest  of  master  and  semmt  oiyhttD  be 
identified,  on  all  occasions,  each  w!tii  the  other. 

We  fear,  however,  that  *tbe  great  leadioif  mastsia"  pretty  aiaah  re- 
semble the  great  leadmg  Borongbaioafiiara,  whai  tfaoMht  ihif  eaaH  do 
aay thing  they  pleased  ^  With  their  *wil."  The.  People  thou^t  differently, 
aM  un&d  aat^naman  ta  drivv  thsa^  Irom.their  atrongholds^  la  order  that 
thegr  (the  peeple)  mi^ht  ao^aira  their  just  rights,  we  can  therefore  no 
OBeia  Idame  the  workmg  classes  for  uniting  now  to  seek  their  own  local 
rights  at  the  hands  of  their  masters,  than  we  could  blame  the  country  for 
uniting^  in  the  way  it  did,  to  demand  Reform. 
But  while  we  approve  of  the  principle  of  these  Unions,  it  moat  not  be 


MMKMed  that  wi  art  to  ••nction,  for  a  moment,  tfaa  doctrioa  of  faapfec* 
viowtee,  whicb  none  but  tLe  won't  enemie*  of  these  Unions  could  ei>- 
oonraee.  We  haTO  heard,  with  great  r«gr«^  ibat  violence  hag  been  re> 
lortea  to,  in  several  instances;  and  we  coojure  the  worhin^  rlaBses  of 
Ghu^w  not  to  be  accessary  to  such  thingSj  directly  or  indirectly.  On 
this  topic,  we  thinh  we  cannot  do  better  than  quote  to  tliem  tbe  opinion 
of  oar  esteemed  friend  Mr.  B^rplay,  the  presont  Sherifr- Substitute  of 
Stirlingshire — a  g'entleinaii  of  ^ri'at  liberality — and  who.  we  know,  hat 
the  interest  of  the  worhieg  oUsst's  in ONt  sincerely  at  heart. 

In  a  late  case  of  itttimidalion  tried  before  him  at  Stirling,  he  tleolared, 
in pauio^ sentence  on  the  uorkoiaii  accused  and  couTicted,  "  That  it  was 
painful  in  an]r  case  for  bim  to  award  uuniiibnieat,  but  doubly  so  in  a  cMe 
where  the  prisoner  had  been  certified  to  bear  an  excellent  character,  and 
where  it  is  feared  that  much  igHurauce  existed  as  to  the  state  of  tbe  Uw. 
At  one  period,  tbe  law  prereuted  nil  combinations  amongst  workmen. 
Tbe  law  ABB  been  altered,  and  it  was  to  be  feared  that  it  was  auypoMd 
that  now  no  restrainta  whatever  existed  on  the  workman.  This  wm,  id- 
deed,  f  great  mistake.  It  was,  no  doubt,  now  guile  legal  for  loorlbaem  to 
assodaie  fi»r  the  re(fulation  of  their  oivn  tcaga,  and  of  their  onm  time  cf 
working.  But  tbey  have  no  right  to  associate  for  the  legulation  of  tbe 
wa^,  or  of  tbe  time  of  working  of  othms;  pr  to  dictate  to,  «r  coatr^l 
tbeir  masters.  If  they  are  not  pleased  with  the  terms  oSered,  there  is, 
and  ought  to  be,  no  taw  to  compel  them  to  (tccept  suob  terms.  Bnt  the 
stOB^  principle  of  freedom  which  prevented  them  from  being  compelled  to 
accept  these  terms,  in  its  lUrn  prevent  them  from  compelHtiff  others  not  to 
accept  of  them.  To  perbit  any  such  interference,  would  be  subversive  of 
every  principle  of  linerty,  Justico,  and  sound  policy,  and  woold  injure 
much  our  manufoctures.  The  workmen  tbenselves,  however,  would  ba 
th«  tint  vidtimB  of  Aeir  own  unfortunate  policy.  DerModing  and.  at- 
taining liberty  themaelveB,  they  are  bound  to  give  liberty  to  otbera.  In 
the  present  case,  there  had  baen  no  violence  proved,  but  there  is  dear 
evidence  of  intimidation  and  molestation  to  endeavour  to  force  the  wit- 
nesaes  to  depart  from  their  work  or  employment.  I  hope,"  said  the 
Learned  Judge,  "  this  will  be  the  last  case  from  the  worka  with  w^ick 
,  yon  are  oonnetded,  and  I  still  more  fondly  hope  that  this  will  he  ataonot 
tbe  last  cases  in  this  county,  and  with  the  knowledge  lioN  the  law  rewly 
■tanda,  this  offence  will  oompletelv  disappear,  and  that  the  workiBeii,«F 
this  conntry  wQl  perceive  that  their  own  and  tbeir  masters'  intareata  ire 
one,  and  that  every  restriction  they  impose  on  the  freedom  of  our  rnann- 
bebirai  is  a  blow  to  their  prosperity,  of  wbioh  other  countriot  will  net 
ba  ilow  to  avail  themselvea.*'

^men, — indeed,  Mr.  M'lutyre  might  have  made  it  much  stronger  than  it 
wno»  He  thereibre  comes  out  of  this  business  with  the  ponsciooa  satisr 
ftetiott  that  he  has  only  told  the  truth,  for  the  sake  of  putting  those  upon 
their  guard  who  are  too  apt  to  be  imposed  upon  by  dexterous  quack  ad- 
iFertisements ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Moat  has  been  confronted,  we 
had  almost  said  branded^  by  the  very  parties  to  whom,  in  his  confidence, 
he  had  appealed."

Tub  most  of  our  Glasgow  reftders,  we  presuine,  are  awaure  of  the 
fl^rant  natore  of  ihia  case,  whick  we  hste  exposed  within  tbe  last 
eight  days  in  teparate  publications.  Bat  those  of  them  who  bare 
not  ^  heard  of  the  case,  are  referred  to  these  publications,  which 
oan  be  had  from  oilr  Printera. — The  flnt  ia  a  Lett«  addressed  to 
the  Editor  of  the  Gbugow  Argus,  entitled)  "  An  Extraordinary 
Case,"  (price  one  penny.)  The  second  ■  a  wpante  publication, 
entitled,  '<  The  GlawoW  Argiu — The  Glasgow  Clique— the  Glas- 
eow  Justices — The  Lord  Adrocate  of  Scotland — and  Trath  Over 
All, — by  Peter  Mackenzie,"  (price  twopence.) 

We  intended  to  have  broaght  out  a  CAmr  Letter,  in  n  mptafatt 
form,  last  Thursday,  on  the  same  subject,  with  the  Resolutions  of 
the  Public  Meeting  held  od  Tuesday  evening,  &c ;  but  want  of 
time  compels  us  to  incorporate  these  in  the  present  Nos.  of  the 
OastUt.  We  are  afraid  some  of  our  readers  will  thinlt  we  have 
occupied  too  much  of  tlie  Gazelle  with  this  case  of  William  Mac- 
kenzie. We  are,  however,  struggling  for  a  g^tal  public  principle : 
and  few,  we  hope,  will  blame  us  for  bringing  Tyranny  and  Oppres- 
sion  to  the  bar  of  public  opinion.  That  is  the  only  apology  we  c^ 
offer  for  the  extreme  letigth  of  the  following  letter,  which  cannot, 
however,  be  properly  understood  without  reference  to  the  previous 
publications  above  specified. 

TO  THB  EDITOR  OF  TMB  GLASGOW  fKBK  PKBSa. 

Sir, — I  said  that  the  letter  of  William  Mills  was  "  hplattsUJe  tetter." 
I  shall  now  shew  that  it  Is  also  a  very  incorrect  one:  that  it  miare- 
presents  several  of  the  facts,  not,  I  admit,  designedly,  but  I  must  say 
very  egiegiously. 

See  how  a  plain  tale  will  set  him  down !  In  my  original  letter,  I 
stated,  that  the  boy's  father  requested  "^  I  wonld  interfere,  and  get  ^r- 
mlmion,  if  possible,  from  the  authorities,' to  allow  the  boy's  mother  or 
sister  to  talce  into  him,  at  Bridewell,  the  ordinary  victoals  he  bad  been 
accustomed  to  get  at  home,  but  which  bad  been  denied  by  the  strict 
rules  of  the  Bridewell."    I  might  have  ex  plained  (but  I  deemed  it  quite 
superfluous),  that  as'an  additional  Veason  for  making  that  reqnest,  the 
sent  me,  atoi^  with  his  letter,  a  small  piece  of  eoarte  bnad, 
of  that  which  be  was  getting  in  Bridewell.     Hie  Provost, 
raig,  both   thought  that  the  request  oF  the  boy's  fittfaer 
ible— tliat  it  should  be  eompfied  with,  sa  it  was,  and  I 
re  no  occasion  to  trouble  Mr.  Mills  on  that  subject.    I 
hiiD,  along  with  Mr.  Craig,  solely  for  the  purpose  of  gel- 
mitigate  the  lentenee,  and  nothing  could  be  more  natnnd 
to  explain  to  Mr.  Mills  bow  I  came  to  interfere  at  all  in  the 
^  did  by  pntting  my  hand  into  my  pocket,  and  taking  «nt 
lim  to  the  letter  of  the  boy's  fktoer  to  me,  in  which  the 
i  wrapped, 
w,  the  first  egregious  error  of  Mr.  Mills.    The  defender 
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{mpf  he)  bad  been  in  Bridewell  aboat  ibree  weeks,  wbee,  for  tbe  first 
siiiiey  I  received  a  mit  from  Mr.  Peter  Mackerae,  who  was  iDtrodaeed 
by  Mr.  Craig.  On  this  occasion  (continues  Mr.  Mills)  Mr.  Peter 
Mackemie  stated  that  he  had  called  upon  me,  in  consequence  of  honing 
hceniit^enntdikaAlhadr^ui^U>eam^ 

Why,  it  is  qnite  impossioh  that  I  could  have  made  any  such  statement 
to  Mr.  Mills  of  his  oaving  **  refused  to  examine  witnesses"  for  the  de« 
lender,  because  the  letter  of  the  boy's  fiither,  thenin  my  hands,  expressly 
aciitaoned  that  one  witness  had  been  examined  6^*'"^  the  boy,  while 
iwo  wiinetses  had  been  examined  in  his  favour.  The  idea,  therefore,  of 
eomplaininff  to  Mr.  Mills  that  he  had  *<  refused  to  examine  witnesses 
for  the  defender,**  never  could,  bv  any  possibility,  have  entered  into 
my  head.  What  I  stated  to  Mr  Mills,  on  this  first  occasion,  was,  that 
the  boy's  father,  who  I  believed  to  be  an  honest  man,  declared  to  me, 
that  hii  son  was  innocent :  and,  at  all  events,  as  only  one  witness  bad 
been  examined  against  him,  and  two  in  his  behalf,  and  as  the  boy 
had  hitherto  borne  an  excellent  character,  and  this  was  his^r«f  offence, 
the  sentence  against  him  was  too  severe.  It  was  upon  these  grounds 
alone,  as  I  remember  perfectly,  that  Mr.  Craig  and  I  called  upon  Mr. 
Mills  Ai  miHgajte  hU  aentenee.  And,  indeed,  every  man  of  common 
sense  will  perceive,  that  it  could  only  be  on  some  such  grounds  that  a 
mitigation  of  the  sentence  was,  or  could  be  applied  for.  But  I  remem- 
ber quite  well  that  Mr.  Mills  shook  his  head  and  declared  that  this  was 
ft  verv  bad  case  for  Mackenzie— one  of  the  worst  of  the  kind  he  (Mr. 
MiUs)  had  ever  seen,  and  on  my  reminding  him  that  only  one  witness 
bad  been  examined  against  the  kd,  who  might  be  mistaken,  the  reply 
of  Mr.  Mills  was,  No  1  Ko !  there  were  severtU  witnesaes  examined 
against  him  all  equally  clear.  In  short,  Mr.  Mills  made  the  case  against 
Mackenaie  modi  worse  than  the  mtisecntor  himself,  and  plainly  inti- 
mated that  the  seatence  should  lake  f\ill  effect.  This  was  the  thing 
that  staggered  me,--his  assertion  that  several  witnesses  had  been  ex- 
amined against  the  lad^-contrary  to  the  express  assurance  of  the 
boy's  father,  who  I  thought  incapable  of  deceiving  me.  And  on  that 
account,  and  that  it  might  not  be  supposed  I  had  suffered  myself  to 
be  imposed  upon,  by  the  application  to  the  Provost,  and  the  subse- 
quent application  to  Mr.  Craig  in  fiivour  of  tbe  lad,  all  as  stated  in  my 
orieinal  letter,  I  determined  to  make  those  inquiries  into  the  case, 
which  ended  in  the  extraordinary  manner  therein  detailed.  It  is  here 
only  necessary  for  me  to  add,  that  Mr.  Craig  and  I  both  satisfied  our- 
selves, firom  an  examination  of  the  record  of  the  written  proceedings 
themselves,  in  ihe  Justice  of  Peace  Clerk's  Office,  that  only  one  wit- 
ness bad  been  examined  for  the^prosecution,  while  two  had  been  exa- 
mined for  the  defender — and,  conseqnently,  that  Mr.  Mills  was  wrong 
in  making  the  representation  to  me  about  the  witnesses  which  he  did, 
as  above  stated. 

The  next  error  into  which  Mr.  Mills  has  fUlen,  is  this : — "  Soon  af- 
terwards (says  he),  Mr.  Peter  Mackenzie  called  iapon  me  a  second 
time,  along  with  Mr.  Craiff,  when  he  stated  that  he  had  perused  '

eHmioei]  wiinesMS  for  hie  Dunewke ;  anil  tliat  lie  mi  utitfied  tlie 
conviclion  wet  unavoidaUe." 

I  waa  eo  petrified  at  ihia  statoment  of  Mr.  Milb,  trhen  I  read  it  ia 
the  Argua  last  Thuraday  eveniog — I  waa  so  confident  it  was  erroiuoia, 
to  giive  it  DO  harsher  uame,  that  I  iraniediatelr  sat  donm,  and  addraawd 
the  ftdlowiDg  note  to  Mr  Craig  faimaelf: — 

Thursday  EvBttiyo,  Dec.  19. 
Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fifth  paragraph  io  the 
letter  of  Mr,  William  Mills,  puliliahed  in  the  Argwi  of  this  eTeoing, 
as  followB.     (The  passage  is  above  quoted). 

And  I  have  to  reqne«t,  that  you  will  do  me  the  j«slice  to  nay  wbetlier 
or  not  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Mills  in  the  said  paragraph,  is  cor- 
rect—or whether  I  called  upon  him  "a  second  time  along  with  yon?" 

Sir, 
Your  obedient  hambte  eervaot, 

P.  Mackenzie. 
The  public,  I  hope,  will  do  mo  the  justice  to  consider,  that  Mr.  Craig 
is  the  personal  friend  of  Mr.  Mills :  they  sit  in  Council  t<^ther  :  and 
it  is  therefore  natural  enough  to  suppose,  that  if  Mr.  Craig  had  any 
leaning  in  the  case  at  all,  it  wonld  be  in  tavour  of  Mr.  Mills — cot  of 
me. — tJut  I  knew  that  Mr.  Craig  was  a  man  of  bononr,  and  consciou 
of  "mine  own,"  I  hesitated  not  tn  call  upon  him  to  tell  the  troth, 
disagreeable  as  it  might  be,  to  one  or  other  of  the  parties.  On  the 
following  morning,  I  received  the  following  reply  from  Mr.  Craig. 

Glasgow,  Dtc.  SO,  1833. 
Pbter  Mackenzie,  Esq. 

Sir, — tn  ansi^er  to  yonr  tetter  which  I  received  last  nigfit,  t 
have  to  aay.  that  to  the  best  of  my  remembrance,  I  accompanied  yon 
on/^  once  to  Bailie  Mills,  relative  to  the  case  of  the  youngman  Mackenzie. 

'SiR, 
You  roost  obedient  servant, 

William  Craio. 
And,  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon  of  the  day  on  which  the  above 
letter  from  Mr.  Craig  was  received  by  me,  I  was  favoured  with  a  sub- 
sequent letter  from  him,  referring  to  a  visit  he  had  just  received  from 
Mr.  Mills,  who  ■'  was  (now)  sure  I  had  called  only  once  widi  yon  on 
the  subject." 

I,  I  have  ;;rotietf,  in  the  clearest  manner,  by  the  verygen- 
ir  to  whom  Mr.  Mills  had  referred,  that  he  (Mr.  Mills) 
I  one  part  of  his  statement,  which  Mr.  Mills  indeed  hu 
iliged  to  Bckdowledge,  by  a  letter  under  his  own  hand, 
ig  the  esse,  I  apprehend  I  might  be  entitled  to  aay  of  Mr. 
le  in  all  probability  would  readily  have  said  of  me,  coold 
ed  ang  pari  of  my  letter  to  be  erroneons  or  false,  namely, 
t  reliance  could  now  be  placed  on  any  part  of  hia  subae- 
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Bni  I  thtll  follow  Mr.  Milb  into  every  other  part  of  bis  letter.  He 
•aye,  that  <«Mr.  Peter  Mackenaie  afterwards  called  upon  me,  (t.  e. 
«f£er  Mr.  Mills  had  been  assured  of  tlie  lad's  ionocence  b^  Mr.  Craig,) 
sod  afiter  a  good  deal  of  ooDversatioii,  in  the  course  of  which  I  repeated 
my  want  of  power  to  interfere  where  sickness  was  not  allegM,  Mr. 
Peter  Mackenzie  stated,  that  his  namesake  was  in  such  bad  health, 
iiiat  he  would  not  survive  the  term  of  his  imprisonment.  I  observed 
that  on  this  ground  I  would  most  willingly  interfere,  am/  duired  km 
io^to  Dr.  Carkindalet  and  request  him.  In  my  name,  to  esnmine 
the  lad,  &c.  Mr,  Mackenzie  esepnstedhimMe^eHiirefyMaiisfiedf  and 
wmd  he  eouldoik  no^mareJ* 

From  diis  statement  of  Mr.  Mills,  he  obviously  wishes  to  make  the 
public  believe  that  I  had  called  upon  him  on  three  different  occasions. — 
J  St,  with  Mr.  Craig,  when  the  ^introduction,"  as  he  calls  it,  took 
place  :  2dly,  *'  soon  afterwards,  along  with  Mr.  Craig,"  when  he  asserts 
I  made  certain  admissions  to  him,  which  I  shall  afterwards  notice,  and 
here  beg  most  solemnly  to  deny ; — and,  Sdly,  when  I  wished  him  to 
interfere  on  the  pretence  that  the  lad  was  in  **  bad  health,"  kc. 

Now,  it  is  utterly ycii!se  to  say  that  I  called  upon  Mr.  Mills  on  three 
occasions ;  or  that  I  made  on  any  of  these  occasions,  or  on  any  other 
occasion  whatever,  the  statements  which  he  imputes  to  me.  After  1 
parted  with  Mr.  Mills  on  the  ^rsi  occasion,— ij^  1  had  read  the 
proceedings  in  the  Justice  of  Peace  Cleri&'s  office,— »q/2!er  1  had  made 
farther  inquiries,— <j[/ter,  in  short,  1  had  sifted  the  case  in  all  its  bear- 
ings, and  became  morally  satisfied  of  the  innocence  of  William  Mack- 
enzie-—! admit  1  did  return  to  Mr.  Mills  to  express  my  surprise  at 
his  previous  statement  to  me,  as  well  as  at  the  nature  of  his  sentence, 
and  I  urged  him  as  earnestly  as  I  possibly  could  to  liberate  the  lad  on 
the  ground  of  his  innocence  alone,  without  a  moment's  delay.  Mr. 
Mills  seemed  staggered  by  my  statement.  He  called  me  into  hieprivaie 
room,  where  we  certainly  had  **  a  good  deal  of  convemtion"  together ; 
and  he  became  peculiarly  sensitive  when  1  alluded  to  the  highly  im* 
proper  interference  of  Mr.  Henry  Houldsworth  at  the  trial.  I  had 
certainly  no  wuh  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  Mr.  Mills,  any  more  than  I 
have  now  {public  duty  is  another  thing),  and  it  is  quite  possible  1  may 
have  said  to  him,  as  I  am  willing  to  say  here,  that  1  did  not  impute 
corrupt  motives  to  him,  but,  on  the  contrary,  believed  that  his  sentence 
was  pronounced  most  conscientiously  at  the  time.  That,  however,  is 
quite  a  different  thing  from  saying  tnat  1  admitted  "  the  coiiviction  was 
noavoidable," — words  which  I  am  confident  I  never  used,  and  could 
not  possibly  use,  consistent  with  the  opinion  I  had  formed  on  the  fects 
of  the  case.  I  repeat,  then,  that  I  uiged  Mr.  Mills,  as  earnestly  as  I 
was  able,  to  ^*  interfere,"  and  liberate  the  lad  on  the  ground  of  his  in- 
Dooence  alone,  telling  him  that  whatever  opinion  he  had  formed  on 
case  at  the  beginning,  it  had  assumed  a  totally  different  aspcf*^  ~ 
and  that  he  could  no  longer,  in  conscience^  cling  to  his  sentena^ 
in  the  lace  of  the  dear  and  undeniable  proofe  I  offeaa' 
Mackenzie's  innocence.  It  was  in  vain  for  Mr.  Mills  f 
that  poin^  jBd  he  felt  this,  I  have  no  doubt,  and  beto^''

I  ftwnd,  however,  that  I  ceuld  not  orercome  his  Knrples  "  on  ibe 
law,"  or  his  han  of  being  complained  of  eliewbere,  by  luperior  infla* 
ence,  And  I  wu  abont  to  d^rt,  when,  b  gentle  tOBea,be  inquired  al 
me  after  the  kd'a  beallti,  and  befiire  I  had  time  to  reply,  be  auted, 
that  if  the  cenificats  of  a  HU^eon  oould  be  got  thai  it  waa  in  any  way 
iviiired  by  tbe  imprtMumeDt,  he  (Mr.  Mills)  would  M<n  be  rdiered 
of  all  difficulty  or  embarruament,  and  conaent  to  the  Itbentioa.

THB  PENSION  L18T. 

A  PAPER  has  been  pHnted  by  order  of  the  House  of  Commoos, 
which  bears  an  ominous  title.  The  title  is  as  follows :— -"  A  List  of 
the  names  of  all  persons  having  Pensions  on  the  Civil  Lists  of  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  and  Ireland,  on  the  SOth  Dec  1882,  stating  the 
date  of  the  Grant,  and  the  amount  of  each  Pension,  distinguishing 
those  that  have  been  continued  on  the  Civil  List,  and  those  that 
have  been  paid  from  the  Consolidated  Fund,  agreeably  to  the  2d 
and  3d  of  William  the  Fourth,  cap*  116,  and  also  distinguishing 
those  who  have  ceased  to  receive  their  Pensions  from  the  Consoli- 
dated Fund,  and  the  dates  when  the  payments  were  discontinued, 
stating  whether  by  death  or  otherwise.  * 

We  have  looked  into  this  invaluable  list,  which  contains,  as  near 
as  we  can  conjecture,  about  1100  gentlemen  and* lady  Pensioners. 
Really,  on  a  consideration  of  the  names  of  these  reapers  in  the  wide 
field  of  public  bounty,  one  is  perplexed  by  a  variety  ot  feelings. — 
When  we  see  the  immense  number  oifemcile^^  constituting^  we  be- 
lieve, a  decided  majority  of  the  whole,  the  first  question  which 
occurs  is,  what  service  can  these  privileged  regiments  have  ren- 
dered tp  justify  such  large  draughts  upon  me  means  of  the  People? 
Then,  again,  when  the  names  oi  the  fair  plunderers  are  iust  at  our 
pen*s  end,  a  qualm  of  delicacy  comes  between  us  and  our  outy,  and  vc 
dread  the  reproach  which  was  formerly  made  of  want  of  decorum 
towards  <<  helpless  and  unofiending*'  — *«  ladies  I  God  save  the 
mark  I — Eut  painful  as  the  task  is,  it  must  be  executed.  There  is 
Mrs,  Harriet  Arbuthnot,  £1000,  and  three  more  A.  A«  A.'s,  all  of 
the  same  &mi]y,  with  the  several  pensions  of  £150,  £150,  and  £100, 
set  down  against  them.

What  service  can  she  have  rendered  to  the  country  aoj 
more  than  the  above-mentioned  Harriet?  There  is  a  Dowager 
Countess  Clare,  the.  widow  of  a  deceased  Tory  Chancellor,  and  a 
termigant  politician,  with  £800  a-year?  There  is  a  female  Ca- 
meron, with  £500  a-year ;  a  Dame  Something,  with  £700 ;  a  Rosa- 
mond with  £300;  a  Dame  Dundas,  £800;  an  Isabella  Goddard, 
£7004  a  Mary  Gwyne,  £400;  three  Uidies  of  the  name  of  Hamil- 
ton»  £180;  a  Lady  HiU,  £500;  a  Mrs.  Thomas  Knox  Holmes— 
Hdn^sI-^Is  this  a  second  edition  of  Harriet?  One  Dame  Lush*- 
ington,  .£350 ;  another  Htmowabk  Dame  Lushington  and  her  Chil- 
dren,  £624;  a  Lady  Charlotte  Murray,  £300;  a  Catherine  Ger- 
trude Rpbertson,  £500;  a  Dame  Sarah  Torrens,  £624b — ^Is  this

This  is  the  reflection  suggested  to  us  by 
the  Pension  List*  We  are  aatonished  that  to^  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  it  could  have  appeared  in  i^y  other  light  but  as  the 
people  out  of  doors  have  seen  it. 


THE  CORN  LAWS. 
A  Public  MsBfiNO  was  held  last  week  in  Glasgow-^^the  Loid 
Provost  in  the  Chair — for  the  purpose  <<  of  forming  an  Association 
to  difiuse  useful  knowledge  among  all  classes  on  the  subject  of  the 
Com  Laws."     We  cannot  help  thinking  that  ^ch  an  Assocfietttoo 
seems  to  us  to  be  quite  unnecessary,  beoEtuse  the  vast  miyority  of 
the  People  are  already  thoroughly  aware  of  the  obnoxious  nature 
of  these  Laws,  and  desire  their  immediate  repeal.     Still  there  is  no 
harm,  certainly,  in  forming  an  Association  to  diffuse  useful  know- 
ledge on  this,  or  any  other  subject    We  only  regret  that  the  Asso- 
ciation in  Glasgow  is  already  based  on  sudi  Aristocratio  and  extrai* 
vagant  notions  as  to  mar  its  success*    Mr.  Colin  Dunlop  moved 
that  the  admission  money  of  each  member  should  befixed  at  <tMfi^ 
shiUinga  ! — We  endeavoured  (presumptuous  el&  I)  to  get  it  reduced 
to  one-fourth  of  that  sum — to  Jive  shillings;   but  even  at  that 
reduced  rate,  we  feel  that  it  is  in  vain  to  expect  that  this  Glasgow 
Anti-Com-Law  Association  will  become  popular;  we  mean  that  it 
will  not  be  joined  by  any  considerable  number  of  the  inhabitants. 
How  is  it  possible  to  expect  that  a  working  imnn  in  these  times  will) 
or  con,  give  twoity  shillings,  or  even  five  shillingSy  to  be  admitted 
a  member  of  this  Association?    The  idea  is  quito  extravagant: 
and  if  we  w^e  disposed  to  write  ill-naturedly  about  it,  as  we  are 
Bot»  we  should  say  that  the  twenty  shillings  seems  only  to  have 
been  proposed  with  the  view  of  excluding  the  working  classes  en- 
tirely from  any  voice  or  control  in  such  an  Association.    The  ad- 
mission money  as  regards  th^n  should  not  have  exceeded  eixpenc^-*^ 
leaving  it  to  oth^s  to  contribute  such  larger  sum  ai  they  pleased. 

The  inhabitants  should  take  up  the  Corn^Law  question  them- 
selves directly,  by  holding  a  great  Public  Meeting  accessable  to  all 
classes,  and  spirited  Resolutions  should  be  adopt^  dewmmdng  ih» 
Com  Laws, — ^these  Resolutions  being  followed  up  by  proper  and 
energetic  Petitions  to  Parliament,  which  Petitions  (if  properly  gone 
about)  we  predict  would  be  subscribed  by  at  least  30,000  of  the  in* 
habitants.    This  would  be  better  dian  '^aCom  Law  Assodatioo." 
We  are  glad  to  know  that  Mr.  James  Oswald,  M.P.  does  nOt  «^,  but 
rather  ^»proves  of  public  meetings.    We  cannot  say  so  much  of  his 
*<  honourable  CoUeague,"  Mr.  James  Ewing.    But  both  of  them 
should  be  *'  eaccamMd  ligki^^  on  this  and  other  subjects,  in  presence 
of  an  assembled  meeting  of  their  constituents,  ere  they  retutn  to 
London. 
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Can  no  publio  movement  ever  be  made  in  Glasgow  without  the 
<*  Clique?"  Why  are  the  inhabitants  of  this  great  city  so  truccu- 
lent — so  sabmissive?  Verily^  there  is  a  great  want  of  ^ptm^  among 
•them. 


GLASGOW  WATER  COMPANIES. 

What  are  the  citizens  about? — Don't  they  see  Notices  in  the 
whole  of  the  newspapers  that  the  two  Water  Companies  have  coa- 
lescedy  and  intend  to  get  a  Bill  carried  through  Parliament  as  soon 
as  possible,  for  forming  them  into  one  and  the  same  Company,  with 
power  to  levy  additional  rates,  &c.  from  the  inhabitants.  Are  the 
inhabitants  not  sensible,  that  in  consequence  of  this  coalition,  the 
water  rates  are  already  actually  doubled  on  them  for  the  current 
year?  And  will  the  inhabitants  tamely  submit  to  this  double 
assessment — to  this  Parliamentary  attempt  at  Monopoly  f  It  is 
vain  to  expect  that  the  would-be  libereUs  of  Glasgow  will  raise  the 
note  of  alarm  to  the  inhabitants  on  this  subject,  because  the  most 
of  them  are  shareholders — proprietors — in  one  or  other  of  these 
Water  Works :  and  the  ^* per^-shentSf"  as  the  Jews  speak,  have  a 
wonderful  effect,  even  sometimes  on  the 'most  flaming  Patriots.

At  a  nunwrooa Public  Meeting (rftb«tnl)abtt«nU  nf  fllmgnii.  liilil 
in  the  Lyeeun  Rooms,  ths  Sltk  dajr  gf  December,  1838. 

On  tbemotion  of  Deacon  Carse,  Mr.  Alex.  Ketbr,  ManiActurer, 
was  called  to  the  Chair. 

A  letter  froia  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  wMrMsed  to  the  Cbunnan, 
approving  of  the  objects  <^  the  Meeting,  vma  read.  And  th^  atten- 
tion ortlie  Meeting  having  been  spetnal^  called  to  the  caae  of  ^illiam 
Macksiuie,  Apprentice  to  Hear;  HonldsiTOrth  8e  Sons,  of  Ander- 
ston,  who  was  liberated  from  the  BritUweU  of  Glasgoir  yesterday 
morning,  the  23d  day  of  Dec  curL  after  suffering  imprisonnieDt 
therein  lor  the  space  of  60  days,  at  hard  labour,  in  terma  of  a  sen- 
tence of  tvo  of  the  Justices  of  the  Pcaoe  of  Glasgow.  Aad  the  at- 
teation  of  the  Meeting  having  been  Atrther  caUed  to  tha  state  of 
the  law,  and  to  the  unhappy  oisputes  bX  preeeut  exiiring  between 
the  Operatives  of  Glasgow  and  their  Empluysrs,  — as  well  a»  to  other 
subjects  of  a  local  and  public  ntiture,  and  the  Meeting  having  ^nt 
unanimoualy  and  expressly  declared  that  they  had  no  intention 
whatever  to  interfere  with  the  just  and  lawfiil  prorogative  of  any 
of  the  Judges  in  this  country,  which  they  admit,  and  hold  to  be 
sacred. 

■  The  following  Resolutions  were  then  proposed  by  Mr.  Peter 
Mackenzie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Daniel  M'Aolay,  and  unanimously 
carried.

SIR  D.  K.  8ANDF0RD— THE  MASTERS  AND  OPERATIVES 
OF  GLASGOW,  tec 

We  point  attention  to  the  following  letter  from  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford, 
which  y/OB  read  at  the  Public  Meeting  in  the  Lyceum  on  Tuesday 
last.  He  is  the  Operatives'  best  and  truest  friend  who  gives  them 
the  exoellent  and  wholesome  advice  therein  contained.  We  wish 
that  the  Masters  themselves  would  lay  it  seriously  to  heart.  And 
to  both  parties  we  would  put  the  question.  How  long  is  thb  miser- 
able and  unhappy  state  of  things  in  Glasgow,  between  Master  and 
Servant,  to  continue? — Trade  isnow  seriously  injured  by  it;  and  al- 
ready many  families  are  actually  ruined  by  it.  We  earnestly  advise 
both  parties  to  throw  aside  all  haughty  and  revengeful  feeling,  if 
such  be  entertained,  and  to  meet  and  settle  their  differences  in  this 
plain  common  sense  and  Christian  manner. — Let  them  appoint 
one  or  more  arbiters  on  either  side,  in  whom  they  have  confidence. 
Let  these  arbiters  hear  the  objections  of  the  Masters,  and  the  an- 
swers of  the  Workmen ;  or  if  it  be  the  Workmen  who  make  the 
c^aetioiu,  why,  then,  let  the  Masters  answer  them.  And  after 
.  feirly  to  the  end,  let  the  ^bitera  pronounce 
hole  parUes  being,  of  course,  bound,  in  honour 
iply  with  it,  whatever  it  may  be.

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Meeting. 

SiBy — It  has  been  sufgeaM  to  me  that,  shoold  I  not  attend  the  publio 
meeting,  to  be  held  this^  STening,  respecting  the  recent  imprisonment  of 
William  Bfackeniie,  it  might  not  be  disagreeable  to  a  number  of  my  fello  w- 
dtisensy  were  I  to  state,  in  writing,  my  opinion  on  the  subject. 

Two  conaiderations  deter  me  from  a  personal  attendance  at  the  meet* 
ing  :-~the  resolution,  on  which  I  have  lately  acted,  of  abstaining,  for  some 
liiiie  to  come,  from  taking  a  part  in  assemblies  of  a  political  character ; 
and  the  apprehension  that,  were  I  to  eome- forward  in  this  aflair,  my  con* 
duct  might  be  imputed  to  private  hostility  towards  some  persons,  whose 
Danes  are  conne<^  with  the  transaction. 

An  aq>ression  of  my  sentiments,  howcTer,  haTing  been  requested,  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  say  thai,  from  all  the  evi4^ce  adduced,  J  believe  William 
BCackenaie  to  be  entirely  innocent  of  the  offence  for  which  he  has  endured 
ssrere  punishment,  and  that  I  shall  be  happy  to  contribute  to  any  pnbUc 
testiiBonial,  of  which  the  meeting  may  approve,  of  sympatiiy  with  his  un- 
merited sufferiuffs. 

While  I  do  this  justice  to  an  individual,  the  meeting  will,perhi^  par- 
don my  adding  a  few  words  on  the  peculiar  and  unfortunate  position  in 
whidi  a  large  portion  of  the  working  chuses  at  present  stand  with  regard 
to  their  employers.  Of  all  politicu  objects,  I  must  earnestly  desire  the 
happinem  oi  the  labouring  members  of  the  community ;  and  of  all  human 
▼ices,  I  must  abhor  that  pride  and  insolence,  in  whatever  breasta  it  may 
reside,  that  oppresses  their  weakness,  abridges  their  comforts,  or  contemns 
and  modn  their  just  remonstrances.  But,  inclined  to  take  a  practical  view 
of  all  snftjeets,  and  wishing  to  see  abuses  rectified  by  the  least  violent  and 
dangerous  methods,  I  cannot  too  strongly  mark  my  regret  that  the  work- 
men of  this  country  should  deem  it  expedient  to  array  themselves  against 
the  possessors  of  capital,  in  extensive  combinations,  wnich  seem  to  aim,  in 
many  instances,  at  unreasonable  ends,  and  to  lead,  in  some  cases,  to  attempte 
eqoaby  illegal  and  unmoral  I  am  quite  sure  that,  if  a  decided  contest  oe- 
tween  labour  and  capital  be  in  contemplation,  the  ultimate  triumph  of  capi- 
tal, in  a  oonntry  constituted  as  this  is,  must  be  anticipated  by  every  reflect- 
iiw  man.  ^  The  only  probable  result  of  such  a  contest  is,  that  a  great  deal 
orimmediate  confrision  and  misery  will  lead  to  a  more  depressed  condition 
of  the  woriring  popfdatTon  than  Uiat  which  at  present  exists.  And  an 
addittonal  evil  will  be  the  alienation  from  the  interest  of  the  labouring 
nlamns  of  msny  who  are  now  warmly  concerned  for  their  welfare,  and 
amdons  to  employ^  dl  means  to  promote  it  that  are  warranted  by  the  true 

2irit  of  the  constitation  and  the  laws.  In  the  present  critical  posture  of 
e  oonntry,  may  mjjsfellow-townsmen  and  feUow-eountiymen  listen  more 
to  the  sogrestions  of  their  natural  sagacitr,  and  of  their  real  friends,  than 
fo  those  of  fiietious  and  designing  men,  who,  in  asmulting  our  national  in- 
stitutions and  promulgating  Revdutionary  doctrines,  sedc  nothisff  but 
their  own  advancement  f  such  is  my  ardent  prayer.  I  obum  the  ndlest 
confidence  in  ite  shucerity,  because  I  have  never  sacrificed  candour  and  the 
love  of  truth  to  the  dread  of  consequences  on  the  one  hand,  nor  to  ambi- 
tion and  the  love  of  popularity  on  ttie  other.

If  it  be  cousidered 
that  the  salary  of  the  Collector  of  Cess  is  only  jCIOO  ;  that  the  Assessed 
l^eSyfor  many  years  past,  have  yielded  little  more  than  £200 ;  and  that  this

We  thmk  ourselves  bound  to 
asake  this  statement  public,  in  justice  to  the  present  Colleotor,  as  certain 
inii  statements  pot  forth  on  this  head,  and  a  false  report  that  has  been  circu- 
lated of  Mr.  Craiffie's  intention  to  resign,  shew  an  inclination  on  the  part 
ofaoma  iadividusli  to  mislead  the  Council."

Mr.  James  Murdoch,  jun.  merchant  in  Glasgow^  died  on  the  21 A 
day  of  March,  1826,  leaving  property  to  the  value  of  upwards  of 
twenty-five  thousand  pounds.    Prior  to  hb  death, — and  on  the  2d 
day  of  July,  1824,  we  find  he  executed  a  settlement,  bequeathing 
his  property  to  certain  trustees  for  the  ends  therein  8pecifi^(L^<># 
Perhaps  it  may  be  as  well  that  we  should  mention  '' 
these  gentlemen,  in  order  that  they,  or  any  of  them, 
us  if  we  are  wrong. — They  are,  Messrs.  John  Murdoclj    , 
Merchant;  William  Kippen  of  Busby;  M.  N.  Campbell,   ^^-^ 
Provost ;  and  Colin  Campbell  of  Possil. 

By  a  dodicil  to  his  settlement,  Mr.  Murdoch  made  th 
provbion  :*-"  I  hereby  leave  Five  Thousand  Pofundg  stei 
laid  out  in  lands  for  the  maintienance  of  a  School  for  Boys  i 
ing  and  writing  and  arithmetic,  to  be  under  the  management 
Magistrates  and  the  Ministers  of  the  Established  Chiirch." 

Now,  although  it  is  upwards  of  seven  years  since  Mr.  Murdoch 
died,  there  is  no  appearance  of  this  School.  And  we  simply  beg 
leave  to  ask  at  Mr.  Angus  Turner,  Deputy  Town  Clerk  of  Glas- 
gow, whether  it  be  true,  that  he  has  received  the  whole,  or  any  part 
of  this  money,  from  the  Trustees  of  Mr.  Murdoch — and  if  so,  what 
he  has  done  with  it  ? 

We  recommend  to  the  <<  Established  Clergy*'  to  look  into  this 
business ;  and  although  they  say  we  are  wicked  devils,  fit  only  for 
Satan  and  his  Angels,  we  protest  we  have  endeavoured  to  bring 
some  of  them  to  a  proper  sense  of  their  duty  on  divers  occasions. —

le  last  Session  of  Fariiament,  one  hundred  and  six  new  Acta  were 
ed  to  the  Statute^Book,  forming  a  ponderous  Tolume  of  one 
umtamd  ihrte  hundred  andfiffy4ux>pagee!  In  the  first  six  months 
of  the  Session  only  46  of  these  Acts  receired  the  Royal  Assent ;  but  in 
the  laat  two  days  of  the  Session,  namely,  the  28th  and  29th  of  August, 
the  Rojral  Assent  was  given  to  no  fewer  than  60  Acts,  or  about  three* 
fifths  of  the  whole.  Besides  the  public  Acts,  there  were  122  local  and 
personal  Acts  passed,  and  43  private  Acts,  making  a  total  of  271  ad- 
diiional  Acts  of  Parliament  for  the  stud  v  of  the  Lawyers.  Fme  work, 
to  be  sure,  for  a  Reformed  Parliament ! 


AMERICA. 

Wb  quote  the  following  extract  from  an  admirable  address  ddiferad 
last  month  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Geoigia,  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  that  State ;  and  we 
venture  to  think  that  the  prmciplee  inculcated  by  the  Governor  of 
Georgia  are  rapidly  gmning  ground  in  the  estimation  of  the  people  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

''Felbw-Citizens!— Under  a  deep  sense  of  the  magnitude  of  our 
responsibilities,  suffer  me  to  remind  yon,  that,  as  American  Citixens, 
a  beneficent  IVovidence  his  placed  us  upon  a  lofty  eminence.  The 
eyes  of  all  the  world  are  directed  to  the  people  of  these  United  States. 
To  us,  as  a  people,  has  been  entrusted,  upon  a  larse  scale,  the  experi- 
meot  whether  a  people  can  govern  themselves  without  kings,  nobility, 
or  standing  armies.  To  us  belongs  the  distinction  of  demonstreting, 
that  millions  upon  millions  of  free  and  eoual  citixens  may  dwell  to- 
gether in  peace  and  prosperity,  exerdsmgsJl  the  prerogatives  of  wise  self- 
government,  without  tumult,  anarchy,  or  domestic  wars.  And  to  en- 
sore  and  perpetuate  these  inestimable  privileges  to  our  posterity,  we 
should  always  bear  in  mind,  that  our  people  must  be  virtuous  and  in- 
telligent. Ignorance  and  vice  are  opposed  to  liberty.  Rdigioq,  wil^ 
out  religious  estabBahments,  affords  the  best  guarantee  of  tir 


peluation  of  our  llepiiUicaD  ayflten.  The  principles  tnculca&ed  by  the 
Sa? iour  of  man,  in  hie  Sormon  oa  tbe  IMoonti  will  make  a  people  obe- 
dieHt  to  laws  emanating  from  tliemselTee,  and  adminutered  by  a 
Citizen-Magistrate  of  their  own  choosing,  without  the  aid  of  merce- 
narj  Jegionc^  and  the  pomp  and  power  which  are  the  attendants  of 
de^potio  and  arbitrary  governoiente.  That  the  Creating  Power  of 
the  Uaiverae  may  clothe  us  with  a  apirit  of  Republican  simplicity, 
equality^  and  liberty — and  guide  the  onward  march  in  that  course  of 
poliey  which  shall  ensure  to  posterity  the  unfading  inheritance  of  eqmil 
and  fir^  government^  is  the  fervent  prayer  of  your  fellow-citizen/* 


PRINCIPliES  RELATING  TO  POWER. 

The  nation  is  the  source  of  all  sovereignty;  nor  can  any  indivii 
nor  any  body  of  men,  be  entitled  to  any  authority  which  is  not 
pressly  derived  from  it. 

As  civil  distinctions  can  befbunded  only  on  public  utility,  all  shonla 
be  equally  eligible  to  honours  and  employments,  without  any  other 
distinction,  than  that  created  by  virtue  and  talent 

All  offices,  civil,  military,  and  naval,  ought,  therefore,  to  be  filled 
by  competition  protected  against  influence,  and  decided  exclusively 
by  superiority  of  ability. 

The  exercise  of  pecuniary  or  property  qualiiicalion,  and  of  faronr, 
is,  therefore,  a  crime  against  the  rights  of  society. 

A  common  contribution  being  necessary  for  the  support  of  public 
force,  and  for  defraying  the  expence  of  government,  it  ought  to  be 
divided  equably  among  the  members  of  the  community. 

To  simplify  taxation,  to  render  its  means  most  economical,  and 
tp  divide  it  equably  among  the  members  of  the  conuBunity»  one 
single  intcdpnal  tax,  *  and  that  levied  upon  property  alone,  and  pro- 
portioned to  its  extentp  is  essential  to  the  comfort  and  to  tke  Sre^ 
dem  of  society. 

Government  ou^t,  therefore^  to  be  conducted  as  cheaply  as  is 
consistent  with  its  efficiency;  and  consequently  all  pensions,  sine- 
cures^ official  pluralities,  unjust  compensations,  and  exorbitantly  paid 
offices,  are  robberies  or  thefts^  whidi  ought  to  be  punishable,  as  all 
others,  by  law. 

Every  man  has  a  right,  either  personally  or  representatively,  to 

a  free  voice  in  determining  the  necessity  of  public  contributionS|. 

^fieir  amount,  mode  of  assessment,  appropriation,  and  duration. 

\ery  community  has  a  right  to  demand  of  all  its  agents,  an  ac-

Each  man  ii^ 
therdbre,  entitled  to  keep  and  fa«ar  anas ;  and  no  unrcpreunted 
penon  i*  bound  to  nrra  in  sooh  a  fon^. 

A  stendiDz  army  ftught  to  be  for  ever  abrogated ;  but  military 
and  Davsl  wjnoots  and  ooUegea,  muuienMu  engineer*  and  artilleiy, 
and  a  powerflil  navy,  are  essential  to  the  safety  o(  the  state. 

Service,  both  in  the  mllitta  and  the  oavy,  ought  to  be  regulated 
by  law  i  and  pensions  or  half-pay  ihould  be  awarded  only  for  di*- 
abilify,  injury,  great  hardship,  long  continued  o;  extraordinary 
•ervico,  or  loss  in  such  service  of  those  on  whom  a  daimiuit  may  bo 
naturally  depeackot.

Evsrj  pemoa  knows,  In  each  oiroamataaom,  that  knows  any  thiqg 
of  popolar  eleetlone,  the  advantages  of  saeb  a  heaMag  over  the  other  Candhtolot. 
I  would  therefore  respectfally  ask  Mr»  VaUanee^  what  Mcmriij^  has  dm  igifrfii— fi 
for  the  present  eitucUion  againtt  such  unfair  procedure  f  It  was  this  kind  of  pro- 
cedure that  spoiled  the  late  election  of  a  Minister  for  the  High  Cburok.  No  re- 
spectable candidate  would  preach  for  it,  because  the  Magistrates  would  not  pledge 
themselres — nay,  had  not  even  the  politeness  to  answer  some  of  their  letters  oa 
the  sal^ect,  though  ordained  clergymen, — that  the  same  game,  as  at  the  election 
of  the  Middle  Church,  would  not  be  played  over  again.  Of  the  five  fixed  upon, 
therefore^  only  one  preached,  and,  in  £Mt,  the  Middle  Charoh  game  waa  repeated, 
for  the  gentleman  who  got  it,  happened  aeddentaily,  a  few  days  before  the  ele^ 
tleo,  to  oome  down  ftnm  London  to  Greenock  to  see  hie  firiends — preached,  aad  so 
dropped  in,  to  the  astonishment  of  the  whole  cloth.  So  ranch  for  Paisley  eleelloae.  I 
woald  rather  have  no  objections  for  Magistrates  or  Congregationa  to  fix  upon 
their  Ministers  at  once,  but  when  they  ask  young  men  to  preach  as  candldatee, 
they  should  give  them  fair  play,  and  confine  the  election  to  the  individuals  se* 
leeted  to  preach  as  such,  and  not  allow  a  man  to  step  in  over  them  as  if  from  the 
clouds.  Besides,  in  such  cases,  it  is  unfair,  nay,  it  is  actually  dishonest,  not  t6 
payoUihe  candidates  their  expencestki  least.

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POOJl^S  RATES. 

A  GRBAT  (M  of  dheiiB«j^i|  Imm,  «f  late,  token  plaee  betwwp  certain 
parties  in  Olasgoir,  about  pia  aUetfjUion  of  the  Poor's  Rates, — It  ia  a 
subject  of  great  importanepi  mid  e?eiy  right-thinking  man  ought  to 
take  some  interest  in  it.  pMt  though  the  matter  itself  is,  on  the 
whole,  ezceedingW  plWy  and  easy  of  solution,  it  has,  we  find,  been 
confused  or  bewildered  by  a  variety  of  plausible  and  conflicting  state- 
ments, calculated  to  mislead  the  public  from  the  tnui  point  at  isaue; 
and  it  is  therefore  our  dnif t  as  it  is  our  inclination,  to  set  the  matter 
in  the  deafest  light  befofe  our  readerst  and  this,  wb  think,  we  shall  be 
able  to  do  without  (atiguiBg  them  with  any  unnecessary  detail. 

By  the  ancient  law  of  Seetbuul,  it  ia  declared,  that  ^  the  haiU 
(whole)  iuk0bUani»  in  lntr§k9  ond  iQwn$^  unikoui  re^aed  ofpersonM^ 
are  to  b^  aawmd  m  ^*r  mmms  ami  gybskwoefar  the  mppturt  ^  the 
necessitous  potWf^  This,  we  apprebei|d,  is  a  bunume,  just,  and  equi- 
table ]aW|  and  we  sl)ouId  be  sorry  to  see  it  altefod. — For  who,  on 
earth,  ought  to  support  the  poor,  but  persons  of  <<  means  and  sub- 
stance ?" 

Accordingly,  it  has  been  the  practice  in  Gksgow,  for  the  last  hun- 
dred ye^  and  aiere,  to  assess  the  inhabitaats  of  that  deaeriptiefi  for 
the  support  of  the  poor.  This  assessment  was  negulated  by  the  Ma- 
^strates,  who  were,  or  should  have  been,  and  now  more  than  erer 
ot$ght  to  bO)  the  proper  guardians  of  the  public ;  but  the  Magistrates 
themselves  could  hardly  he  supposed  to  be  acquainted  with  the  extent 
of  the  <'  means  and  substance*'  of  every  one  of  the  inhabitants ;  and  so 
they  appointed  fifteen  or  twenty,  and  sometimes  as  many  as  fifty  in- 
telligent inhabitants  to  assist  them  in  laying  on  the  assessment.  Hence 
these  persons,  who  were  annually  appointed,  were  called  <<  Assesaeiv 
for  the  City  Poor ;"  and  ve  befieFe  they  acted  gratitiiousfy^^r^  dr- 
pumstapce,  we  think,  which  qieaks  wy  n^uph  in  their  favour.  Their 
duty  simply  was  to  report  to  the  Magistrates,  or  to  the  Collector,  the 
t9(mies  pf  fill  those  inhabitants  they  thought  liable  fpr  the  poor's  ratu, 
with  the  afnount  of  their  <<  meaus  and  substance,"  in  order  that  they 
.  might  be  assessed  in  proportion  thereto.  It  is,  no  doubt^  quite  true, 
(and  herein  lies  one  of  the  main  objectioDs,  which  we  shaH  afterwards 
notice,)  that  these  Assessors  had  no  precise  data  on  which  to  pro- 
,ceed.  For  example,  they  had  no  power  to  compel  any  of  the  inhabit- 
ants to  disclose  to  them  the  precise  amount  of  Us  means  and  sub- 
BtaiH^;  and  therefore,  the  Assessors,  at  best,  might  he  said  to  make  a 
aort  of  guess-work,  just  as  if  neighbour  John  wonld  say,  J  think 
>eighbour  James  must  be  worth  so  many  thousands  of  pounds,  be- 
luse  he  drives  his  carriage,  and  keeps  a  splendid  establisbment :  or, 

if  another  would  say,  I  think  Thomas  is  m  an  excellent  business — 

I  must  be  making  £500  per  annum.     There  is,  we  admit,  something 

jfuisitive  in  this ;  but  we  do  not  see  that  it  warrants  the  loud  outcry 

nat  has  been  raised  against  it ;  and,  at  all  events,  we  do  not  see  that 

i^  wanantp  the  highly  sweeping,  and  equally  jPMrlitiri^  diaagn  in  the 

"^  assessment  that  the  stidders  at  the  present  mode  osem  now 

npiaAe.     For  our  parts,  we  would  far  lather  prdvr  to  he 


•Mened  lir  any  givoi  tax  by  the  jadgttent  of  our  unbianed  Miow- 
eitneB%  Uum  by  the  judgment  of  ^nj  paid  Gorernmeut  surveyor* 
And  we  could  soareely  complaiB,  with  any  reason,  of  the  one  oc  the 
other,  if,  after  all,  we  were  entitled  to  get  quit  of  the  tax,  by  shewing 
that  they  had  asseased  us  erroneously— we,  in  fact,  not  bmng  wort£ 
the  sum.  they  had  supposed  us  to  be. 

This  brings  us  to  exphun,  and  we  beg  our  readers  to  notiee  wdl, 
that  no  person  is  assessed  in  Glasgow  for  the  poor's  rates,  unless  he  is 
understood  to  be  worth  £300  sterling  per  aanuna^  either  derired  from 
the  profits  of  his  business,  or  the  rental  of  his  property.  Ail  persona 
not  enjoying  an  income  of  that  amount,  are  ejtempi&i  /r^m  poor*s 
rates :  and,  therefore,  these  rates  may  be  said  to  be  confined,  and  pro- 
perly eoofined,  to  all  those  inhabitants  who,  in  the  words  of  the  old 
law,  are  possessed  of  <<  means  and  substance;"  and  whose  duty  it  is, 
we  repeat,  in  an  especial  manner,  to  support  the  p<NNr. 

We  need  scarcely  inform  our  readers,  that  toe  great  bulk  of  the 
inh^itaats  of  Glasgow  deiiFing  incomes  of  £300  and  upwards,  are 
the  Merchants,  the  Bankers,  the  Manufiacturers,  the  Lawyers,  &c.*— 
The  'Mower  orders,''  consisting  of  the  Shopkeepers,  the  Ten«>pound 
Householders,  the  Artiaans,  drc.  (by  far  the  most  numerous  class  of 
the  community),  do  not,  on  an  aTorage,  eajoy  the  J^ik  part  of  that 
income.  And,  as  ah«ady  stated,  they  are  at  present  exempted  from 
poor's  rate  assessment.  But  theve  is  a  scheme  now  afloat  to  bring 
them  pretty  cflGBCtnally  within  its  operation :  or,  to  speak  more  plainly, 
a  movement  is  now  made  to  get  the  tax  removedjrom  the  rick  ;  and 
placed  principally  on  the  shoulders  of  the /wor* 

The  eeheme  comes  forth  under  such  plausible  auspices,  that  the 
Ignorant  are  very  much  apt  to  be  led  astray  by  it*  We  have  studied 
the  thing  in  all  its  bearings,  and  feel  that  we  have  only  one  duty  to 
discbaige  in  regard  to  it,  and  that  is,  to  Reprobate  and  Expoee  it,  as 
wa  shaU  now  proceed  to  do. 

The  scheme  is  this :  that  the  present  mode  of  assessment  shall  be 
altered,  and  that  hereafter  the  assessment  for  the  poor  shall  be  laid 
entire^  mi  heritable  property— -the  landlords  being  to  pay  (he  one-half 
of  the  assessment,  and  the  tenants  the  other  half.     This,  at  fint  sight, 
seeoDS  rather  to  be  a  very  feasible  scheme ;  but  a  moment's  conriderfr- 
tion  will  shew,  that  it  is  utteriy  repugnant  to  the  good  old  equitable 
law  of  Soothmd,  already  quoted,  viz.  that  the  haill  inhabitaiit^  with- 
out reepect  of  persons,  are  to  be  assessed'  *<  on  tbeir  meane  and  eub- 
atanae.      For,  in  the  Ist  place,  it  must  be  erident  to  every  reflecting 
i]riad,.that  ^  gveai  nrnjoritv  of  the  inhabitants  occupying  honaes,  say 
at  a  rental  of  from  £10  to  £20  per  annum,  have  no  *^  means  and  subi- 
stance"  at  tbeir  disposal,  except  such  as  are  requisite  for  the  support 
of  their  own  families.     To  lay  this  tax,  therefore,  upon  them,  would 
be  «  eeveee  and  unexpected  hardship  in  numberless  cases.     And,  2dly, 
an  layiiig  it  upon  them»  according  to  the  mode  proposed,  it  would  have 
tfaia  other  and  very  opposite  efi^cl,  namely,  that  the  ridi  olaasee  of  the 
commttnity,  those  whp  really  have  the  *'  means  and  substance,"  would 
eithoe  escape  from  the  assessment  altogether,  or  pay  a  aum  quite  dis- 
proportiened  to  their  ^  means."     For  example,  a  man  may  have  £5000 
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lying  in  Bank,  or  lent  oat  at  interest,  or  he  may  faaire  £i0,00O  of 
goods  (all  clear)  in  his  warehouse ;  yet,  according  to  the  proposed 
new  lavr,  he  would  not  be  required  to  pay  one  farthing  upon  these  for 
the  support  of  the  poor !— or,  again,  there  are  many  Merehaats  and 
Manufacturers  in  Glasgow  who  occupy  counting-houses  or   ware- 
houses at  a  rent  of  £30  or  £40  sterling  per  annum,  in  .which,  probably, 
they  transact  business  to  the  extent  of  as  many  thousands  per  annnm, 
and  realise  proJUs  thereon  to  a  cmresponding  extent,  yet  these  peiaona, 
forsooth,  by  the  proposed  new  law,  are  to  pay  no  more  than  the  man 
'who  is  not  in- any  business  whaterer,  but  living  in  a  house,  perhaps^ 
•of  an  equal  rental  with  the  above,  though  his  fixed  income  ia  not  a 
tithe  equal  to  that  of  these  Merchants  or  Manu&cturers.     Ought  he, 
•  we  ask,  to  be  required  to  pay  as  much  on  account  of  the  poor  a  rata 
assessment  as  the  rich  boundless  Merchant  ? — We  say,  No  I 

When  the  proposed  new  scheme  was  firat  brought  forward  in  the 
Town-Council  by  the  Dean  of  Guild,  who  is,  we  believe,  a  very  intel- 
ligent and  welUmeaning  gentle^man,  Mr.  John  Douglas,   we  think, 
fairly  knocked  it  on. the  head  by  the  following  personal,  yet  apt  illus- 
tration :— >"  Then  (says  he),  according  to  this  scheme  of  -my  Lord 
•Dean  of  Guild,  Mr.  James  £  wing  would  pay  no.  more  than  Mrs. 
Younghusband*"     Some  of  the  Councillors,  we  baro  no  doubt,  looked 
amazed  at  Mr.  Douglas  when  he  thus  spoke,  and  he  has  tickled  tbem 
on  two  or  three  occasions,  we  observe,  since  he  went  to  the  Councii- 
board.     But  the  public^  we  dare  say,  will  be  still  more  amaaed  when 
they  are  hereby  informed,  that  Mr.  James  •  Ewing  is  the  rich  M.  P. 
and  West  India  I^erchant,  worthy  they  say,  hundreds  of  thousands  4^ 
pounds,  while  Mrs.  Younghnsband  is  the  respectable  lady  that  keeps 
the  Star  Hotel,  within  a  few  yards  of  his  reudence.     Yet,  according 
•to  the  proposed  new  scheme,  we  query  if  Mr.  Ewing  would  be  re- 
quired to  pay  nigh  hand  so  much  as  this  widow  lady  of  the  Star 
Hotel !     His  <<  meam  and  substance,"  at  all  events,  would  not  be  bid 
under  contribution  for  this  assessment,  in  theproponion^  we  think, 
they  ought  to  be. 

We  find,  by  the  bye,  that  Mr.  Ewing  is  one  of  the  great  aupporten 
'Of  the  proposed  new  scheme.  He  ha^  signed  a  petition  to  the  Magii- 
trates  and  Council  in  its  behalf  and  so  likewise  has  the  greiU  propor* 
tion  of  Sugar  Lords  and  West  India  Nabobs,  they  grudgmg  to  con- 
tribute to  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  this  city,  according  to  their 
<<  means  and  substance." — For  that  is  the  true  English  of  the  oiatter. 
What  a  heartless  narrow-minded  set! — wallowing  in  wealth,  yet 
grudging  a  miserable  pittance  to  support  their  poor  hdplesa  fellow- 
creatures ! 

We  are  happy  to  know  that  Mr.  James  Oswald  has  not  committed 

himself  in  the  way  Mr.  Ewing  has  done.    He  stands  aloof  from  these 

new  schemers.    He  waits  to  see  what  the  great  bulk  of  his  coasti- 

tuenta,  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow,  say  to  it..    And,  in  this  respect,  he 

does  well;  because,  if  the. matter  ffoes  before  Parliament,  as  it  most 

'"-^e  law  can  be  altered,  -in  what  a  pretty  plight  would  the  inha- 

f  Glasgow  be,  if  their  two  Members  were  marshalled  agains 

And  this  leads  us  to  say,  that  it  was  wrong,  rery  wrengi  o 
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fifr.  Janes  Ewing  t6  put  his  Mme  to  any  t uch  patitioiiy  knoving,  ts 
he  miBty  that  this  was  a  gieat  public  qoastion  likel  j  to  come  before 
Pailiameiit,  and  he  ought  to  have  saerifioed  his  own  penonal  intei'esls 
at  the  shrine  of  mibKc  doty.  He  ought  to  scratch  out  his  name  from 
this  petition  fbrttiwith.  But  we  are  afraid  he  will  noTor  act  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  wishes  of  these  Sugar  Lords,  or  West  India  Nabobs. 

We  brfaig  this  matter  to  a  dose  by  anin  saying,  that  it  appears  to 
i»  to  be  nettber  more  nor  less  than  a  scheme,  on  the  part  of  the  rich 
Merehants  of  Glasgow — the  men  of  **  means  and  substance"  (but 
without  hearts),  to  liberete  themselres  from  the  liability  they  are 
under  by  the  good  old  hw  of  Scodand  to  mainlain  the  poor,  and  to 
throw  that  liabOity  on  the  shoulden  of  the  humbler  classes,  who  are 
ill  able  to  maintain  themselres.  On  these  grounds,  therefore,  wo 
trust  the  great  body  of  the  intelligent  inhabitants  of  Glasgow  will  re- 
sbt  the  scneme  to  the  uttermost  We  hare  only  to  add,  uat  we  think 
the  inhabitants  should  now  be  allowed  to  select  the  Assessors  of  the 
Poor  themsdres— say  fire  or  six  from  each  of  the  Psrliamentary  Dis- 
tricts, dKMcn  annually.  This  would  make  the  thing  deddedly  popu- 
lar :  and,  at  tJA  erents,  it  would  go  far  to  obfiate  the  chaige  of  the 
new  schemen,  namdy,  that  the  present  system  is  **  inquisitorid, 
arbitrary,  and  partiaL"

Tbs  Magistretes  of  Glassow  are  Trustees  of  the  Rirer  Clyde  and 
Uie  dues  levied  from  the  snipping  plying  in  that  rirer,  amount  to  the 
enormous  sum  of  upwards  of  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds  sleriing  per 
annum.  It  was  the  practice  of  the  predecessors  of  the  present  Magis- 
tntes  to  let  these  does  annudly  by  public  roup ;  and  it  is  now  known 
that  a  Company  or  Assodation  of  rich  Glasgow  Merchants  kid  their 
heads  together,  and  became  the  lessees  or  purchaseis  of  these  dues, 
and  such  was  thdr  influence  and  oiganizatioD,  that  it  b  sdd  no  other 
persons  could  compete  with  them,  as  they  were  sure  to  get  the  dues 
into  thdr  own  hands  somehow  or  other,  by  hook  or  by  crook,  ilka 
year.  It  is  sdd  that  the  profits  they  reaMaed  were  enormous :  io  some 
yean  amounting  to  Eigki  Tfumitmd  Pounds  Hnkng.  But  be  that 
as  it  may,  a  propodtion,  we  think,  of  a  very  wise  nature,  was  brought 
forward,  soon  after  the  present  Magbtntes  were  elected,  to  the  efiect, 
that  the  Hirer  does  should  not  be  let  in  the  abore  manner  asdn,  but 
that  the  Magistretes  should  take  the  collection  thereof  into  their  own 
hands,  they,  of  ooume,  appointing  some  proper  and  respondble  Agnt 
to  superintend  and  account  to  mm  for  the  collection,  wl 
public  would  reap  the  benefit  of  any  profits  that  might 
made.  This,  we  repeat,  was  a  rery  wise  propodtion,  s 
hailed  it,  as  a  proof  of  the  hams^  ofprnpoie  of  the 
Council.  They  kttdy  agreed,  we  lean,  to 
sons  %s  tribe  dwrge  of  the  collectkm,  giving 
rer  wt  that  they  had  no  improper 
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•enrB)  and  thai  evieiy  candidaloi  appl^ag  fof  tbe  situati^ti  w^wiUL  lia^ 
his  diums  fairly  aad  »»tpotf}a%  cai»idered :  in  ahoity  that  ther»  would 
he  fair  play  in  the  whole  baBinesa. 

But  what  are  the  faets?  It  hat  been  publiclf  stated  in  the  ntfws- 
pai^WB^  and  never  contradicted  (at  least  we  are  dot  awane  it  has)f  that 
Mr.  Thomas  Muir  of  M uirparki  a  Coundttor  origitially  of  Uie  5th 
Ward,  and  now  one  of  the  Mafistrates*  has  heen  going  about  *'  among 
bis  brethien,"  htfare  (he  advertisement  itself  has  made  its  appearanGo^ 
and  canvassing  for  the  sitnation  in  favour  of  his  very  particular  fn^Kf, 
Mf.  Allan  FnUarton,  and  his  deputy,  Mr.  Thomas  Sharpe.  Them 
gsntkemen,  be^it  observed^  are  nembeiiB  of  the  Glasgow  Cliqmt  f  and 
it  is  now,  we  think,  very  evident  to  all  and  sundry,  that  the  Glaagow 
CKqne  are  tolerably  represented  at  the  Couneil-board*  But  they  eten't 
be  allowed  to  rule  the  roast  altogether,  according  to  their  own  aelfiah 
notions,  if  we  4W)  -  help  it*  And  therefore  we  now  sound  the  alanu 
udrd  particularly  against  them,  and  say,  that  if  what  is  above  staled  be 
true,  and  we-  are  entitled  to  assume  tint  it  is  perfectly  tnio,  since  it 
has  already  been  made,  and  not  contradicted  elsewberey-— then  the 
aforesaid  Mr.  Thomas  Mnir  of  Muirpark  has  acted  in  a  manner  ilJ  be* 
coming  his  situation  and  his  {nrofessions :  nay,  we  say  he  is  inmUmg 
the  other  candidates  (whoever  they  may  be)  by  his  preference  of  Fc^ 
larton ;  and  bis  constituents,  we  hope,  will  cashier  him  for  so  doing, 
at  the  very  first  opportunity.  If  any  other  members  of  the  Town- 
Council  have  acted  like  him,  they  ought  to  be  cashiered  also — tbat  is, 
dismissed  at  the  very  next  election.  And  we  shall  not  hesitate  to  hold 
them  up  to  the  public  notice  and  admiration  f  of  their  constituents,  so 
soon  as  we  discover  their  names.

was  shared  among  any  of  their  Honours  the  Jiistiees  themselves^'*-*'

And  mark  how  our  words  are  occasionally  realized. — ^We  have 
noses  that  lead  us  to  smell  arrant  Jobs  <<even  a  Jar  off^  For,  at 
the  Public  Meeting  in  the  Lyceum  Rooms  last  month,  about  the 
case  of  our  namesake  Mackenzie,  we  told  the  following  story,  to 
which  this  £100  item  forms  the  most  beautiful  sequel  imaginable! 

The  story  is  this. — So  loose,  and  tyrannical,  were  the  proceed- 
lags  sometimes  in  that  Justice  of  Peace  Clerk's  Office,  that  it  was 
once  deliberately  asserted  by  several  respectable  gentiemen  in  Glas- 
gow, that  certain  of  the  Justices  signed  blank  warrants,  which  the 
Clerk  himself  filled  up  according  to  his  own  pleasure,  whenever  he 
thought  fit,  against  the  parties  brought  before  him  I  In  other 
words,  some  of  these  Justices  put  their  names  to  warrants  against 
parties  whom  they  had- never  seen,  and  whose  case  they  had  never 
heard, — a  proceeding  not  only  disgracefiil  in  itself  but  repugnant 
to  every  principle  of  British  justice. 

Such  a  charge,  we  repeat,  was  deliberately  made  c^^nst  Jfr. 

WiOMSh  Mills,  J.  P.  and  the  Clerk  himself,  Mr.  Vary.    They 

stormed  at  it:  and  tried  to  firighten  the  parties  out  of  it:  bnt  it 

would  not  do.  '  These  parties  stood  firm  like  bricks,  because  they 

knew  the  Truth  was  on  their  side ;  but  Messrs.  Mills  and  Vary, 

nevertheless,  thought  they  would  ultimately  vanquish  or  run  tbem 

down  before  the  Lords  of  Council  and  Session,  and  so  they  brought 

a  thundering  action  of  dami^es  against  Messrs.  King,  Burnet,  and 

others,  to  have  them  amerced  in  no  less  than  Ten  Thousand  Pounds 

.sterling  of  damages  for  libelling  their  character,  about  the  blank 

warrants,  &c.    Messrs.  King  and  Burnet,  &c.  stiU  nothing  daunted, 

met  them  in  that  action  of  damages.    Their  defence  was,  that  they 

had  told  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  they  offered  to  prove  it. '  The 

Lords  of  Session  remitted  the  case  to  the  Jury  Court,  that  it  might 

there  be  seen  whether  the  defenders  had  told  the  truth  or  noL — 

This  remit  to  the  Jury  Court  was  calculated  to  bring  both  parties 

directiy  to  the  scratch,  if  we  may  so  speak.     The  defenders  were 

preparing  for  it;  but  Messrs.  Mills  and  Vary  (to  use  the  language 

we  employed  in  the  Lyceum)  now  began  to  feel  some  quaking  at 

the  hAfljrt  (for  the  Truth  is  a  sore  pincher  in  almost  every  case), 

^dingly,  as  the  day  for  the  trial  approached,  they  lodged  a 

eclaration  to  the  effect,  that  they  had  now  abaneloned  their 

ess,  and  were  willing  that  the  defenders  should  be  dis- 

>f  it,  even  by  their  paying  the  defenders*  expenses  I 
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We  stated  in  tke  Lyeeaniy  that  the  aoeount  of  these  expenses,  on 
the  deiiBnders'  side  alone,  amounted,  as  we  were  credibly  informed^ 
to  upwards  of  £1000  sterling.  And  the  quitry  we  put  in  the  Ly« 
oeum  was  this:  How  shall  these  expenses  be  paid  ?— We  had  a  sort 
of  intuitiTe  knowledge  that  Messrs*  Mills  and  Vary  would  not  pay 
them  out  of  their  aum  pockets,  if  they  could  help  it :  but  would  && 
upon  some  plan  to  get  them  paid  through  some  other  more  conye- 
nient  channeL  And  so  it  turns  out  precisely  as  we  suspeoted.^^For 
the  &ct  of  the  matter  b,  that  the  £100  before  alluded  to,  was  w^ 
plied  as  the  payment  of  the  first  instalment  of  the  account  of  ex- 
penses of  Messrs.  Mills  and  Vary's  own  Agents,  in  their  beautiful 
action  before  referred  to.  Thus  they  want  to  save  their  own  mar- 
row, and  to  diddle  the  Bridewell,  or  rather  the /mft/tc  (for  the  pub- 
lic supports  the  Bridewell),  hj  slUy  appropriating  ue  Bridewell 
Fines,  by  payments,  perhaps,  of  £100  at  a  time,  tiU  the  whole  ex- 
penses of  uiat  beautifiil  action,  as  we  must  again  call  it,  are  cleared 
off.  This,  then,  is  the  true  history  of  the  £100  item  in  the  Bride- 
well Accounts,  to  which  we  adverted. 

And  is  it  not  a  rich  afiair  ? — Consider  that  Mr.  Mills  himself  is 
one  of  the  Bridewell  Commissioners;  and  if  we  are  not  greatly  mis- 
informed, he  attended  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Commissioners,  when 
those  very  Accounts  were  passed — not  a  word,  of  course,  crossing 
his  Craig  on  the  subject; — no,  nor  firom  their  Honours,  the  other 
Justices,  either !  They  all  <*  wink  at  the  thing/'.^They  are  up  to 
it  right  well. 

They  passed  Resolutions— blessings  on  them  I  against  us,  and 
sent  them»  as  is  well  known,  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  expecting  his 
ILiordship  would  lay  us  by  the  heeb  for  proclaiming  the  truth  against 
them  in  the  case  of  William  Mackenzie.  We  counsel  these  same 
Justices  to  assemble  immediately,  and  to  pass  SegobdumM  on  this 
very  article*  But  the  best  thing  they  could  do  would  be  to  retiore 
the  £100,  or  to  pay  it  over  to  thtf  Treasurer  of  the  Bridewell,  to  be 
ligitimatdy  applied  for  Bridewell  purposes.  We  shall  keep,  at  their 
Honours  pell  mell  till  they  do  so.  And,  at  all  events,  we  hereby 
enter  our  caveat  against  any  farther  misapplication  of  the  BridewdA 
Knes  to  relieve  Messrs.  MiUs  and  Vary  of  the  expenses  in  which 
they  were  most  properly  subjected  by  their  own  conduct

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EXECUTION  OP  HUGH  KENNEDY. 

It  is  seldom  we  notice  the  execution  of  any  of  our  fellow  creatures. 
We  are  rather  anxious  to  see  the  punishment  of  death  rescinded  in 
all  cases  except  that  of  Murderm    But  the  crime  for  which  this  un- 
happy man,  Hugh  Kennedy,  forfeited  his  life  on  the  scaffold   in 
Glasgow,  on  Monday  morning,  the  20th  curt  was  of  such  a  de- 
scription, that  we  feel  it  our  dufy  to  advert  to  it.    He  threw^  a 
quantity  of  vitriol^  '<  wilfully  and  maliciously,*'  on  the  &oe  of  one  of 
his  fellow  servants,  who  had  offended  him  in  some  way  or  other, 
and  this,  Kennedy  did,  while  that  fellow  servant  was  fest  asleep  at 
the  dead  hour  of  night    He  awoke  in  agony,  one  of  his  eyes 
being  literally  burned  out  I     For  that  cruel  wrong  Kennedy  de- 
served to  bs  capitally  punished ;  and  we  cannot  say  that  the  ffaUawt 
was  too  severe  for  him. 

His  unhappy  &te  leads  us  to  make  this  solemn  admonition. — The 
crime  of  throwing  vitriol  has,  we  grieve  to  say,  become  so  common 
in  this  part  of  the  country,  as  to  become  almost  a  stain  on  the  na- 
tional cheuracter.  It  is  so  savage  and  cowardly,  that  fiends  only,  in 
the  human  form,  can  be  guilty  of  committing  it  The  Spanish  sti- 
letto b  nothing  to  it ;  and  we  hesitate  not  to  say,  that  if  this  crime 
of  throwing  vitriol,  revolting  as  it  is  to  the  laws  of  God  and  man,  be 
not  henctforth  and  for  ever  abandoned  in  this  country,  the  severest 
punishment  that  one  human  being  can  inflict  upon  another  ought 
to  be  applied  to  its  guilty  authors.  We  would  have  their  arms  cot 
off  by  Ihe  shoulders,  and,  in  that  state,  send  them  to  roam  as  out- 
casts from  society,  without  the  power  of  throwing  vitriol  again. 

We  believe  it  is  the  determination  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown  to  institute  the  most  rigid  investigation  into  all  such  cases 
whenever  they  occur,  and  on  no  account  to  spare  the  guilty  parties, 
whoever  they  may  be.  The  fearful  example  set  in  this  case  of 
Kennedy,  who  was  a  young  man  of  hitherto  irreproachable  cha- 
racter, will,  we  trust,  have  a  lasting  and  salutary  effect  God  for- 
bid that  we  should  ever  have  to  notice  such  another  case  again*

»f  his  Rev*. brethren,  who  are  said  to  have  actually  ^nmlshsd  «s- 
B  minates  of  Presbytery,  also  certifying  the  smaUness  of  the  Out- 
n's  stipend,  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerfc,-*whlch  mtanpls^ 
i  Uunder,  it  is  said,  are  nof  now  to  belMUkd  in  the  Fimbytsry  mbit^ 
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book ! ! !  .  When  will  wttoden  oeaie,  Mr.  Editor  ?— Or  whoa  will  M^gfioCntei 
ond  Ministort  praotiao  what,  tx  eaihedrof  they  preeeh  ?— Not  In  our  day,  I  nu- 
peet, — at  least,  not  in  the  Oorbale.  From  the  above  atatennent,  two  thinfi  ara 
evident,  vfs.  that  Gorbala  JSaiabUthed  Clergymen  are  not  very  fastidious  in  tlieir 
mode  of  dipping  into  the  public  parse,  nor  their  B«v.  brethren  otwr  mes  in  the 
means  adopted  for  asaisting  them ;  nor  are  Gorbals  Baillles  remarkably  lender* 
eottseieneed  in  lendfaig  their  signatorm  to  attest  the  troth  of  derieal  fcifthftftd 
for  the  same  Iionest  pnrpoee. 

I  Imto  been  induced  to  make  these  remarks,  by  hearing  it  mmonred  thai  the 
preeent  Chief  Magistrate  of  Oorbals  adlilbited  his  signatore  to  the  hMt  application 
made  to  the  Ezoheqaer  on  behalf  of  the  deceased  Rer.

From  1821  to  IdSO,  there  bare  been  one  hundred  tund  five  thousand 
and  forty-fire  rolumes  of  Journals  printed  for  the  House  of  Commonsy 
at  an  expense  of  five  thousand  pounds  per  volume.  Of  these,  00I7 
fifty-two  thousand  and  twenty-four  have  been  delivered  to  Menibers 
and  others,  and  there  remain  in  store  sixty-three  thousand  and  twenfy- 
one  volumes*  The  total  expense  for  printing  alone,  paid  to  Messrs.

Now,  we  coidta  we  applaudM  this  fiddress  of  Mr.  Pkttisoii  Tory 
much.  It  indicated,  we  thoofffat,  a  riglit  spirit,— the  spirit  of  a  gen* 
nine  Radical,  thormtthly  detcibting  the  Tories,  and  deiermine!d  to  staa4 
aloof  from  them.  Nay,'  it  app^red,  we  thought,  that  Mr.  I^tisob 
was  actually  in  a  sort  of  fever  at  the  rery  idea  of  his  name  being|- 
•^aaaociated  with  two  of  the  Ibry  candidates." 

Well  now,  see  what  a  Wonderfu  change  has  been  wrought  in  the' tone 
or  iaagnage  of  Ifte  Worthy  gentleman  since  he  became  a  BailUe*  At 
the  Coundl-board  on  the  6th  of  this  month,  a  rery  excellent  piopesi- 
tion,  we  think,  was  made  by  Mr.  Beiih,  or  some  other  Cbunallor^ 
to  transfer  the  office  of  Collector  of  Cess  to  the  Colleetor  of  Police 
rates,  or  10  the  City  Chamberlain,  whereby  a  saving  would  be  efiected 
of  one  or  two  hundreds  of  pounds  per  annum  to  the  inhabitants*  The 
office  of  Collector  of  Cess,  we  need  hardly  remind  our  re^era^  haa 
long  been  held  by  ilfr.  Lawrence  Craigie;  and  "eirery  map  a«> 
quauted  with  Ghi^ow  dnrinff  the  ih)n  reign  of  Pitt  and'I>undas"  (we 
are  quoting  Baillie  Pattfson  s  own  words)  is  aware  that  no  man  i|raa 
such  a  staunch  supporter  of  Pftt  and  Dundas^  as  the. aforesaid  Mr* 
Lawrence  Cra%le.  He  got  up  «<life  and  fortune'*  addresses  to  Pitt 
during  the  war;  and  Pitt  rewarded  him  for  so  doing  by  making  him 
Colle^r  of  Taxes  in  Glasgow,  a  situation  which,  **  during  the  war," 
yielded  Crmgie  not  less  than  £1500  per  annum.  And  even  at  a  more 
recent  period,-— during  the  struggle  for  Refirtrm^  Mr.  Lawrence  Cimgie^ 
a  paper  freeholder  in  the  mterest  bf  the  Duke  of  Montrose,  in  W9- 
lingsbire,  topk  an  active,  we  should  rather  say  a  very  decided  part, 
against  that  measure ;  in  short,  he  is  an  old  staunch  Tory  atager»  if 
ever  there  was  one  oneaftb- 

We  therefore  thought  that  a  Rrfomned  Town  Council  would  be  able 
to  apppredate  all  such  characters,  and  treat  them  as  they  deaerved* 
In  other  words,  we  Uiought  that  a  Reformed  Town-Council  wodA 
never /Mlrofitis  the  notorious  enemies  of  Reform,  but  would  tura' ' 
adrif^  to  make  way  for  those  who  had  laboured,  and  perhaps  f 
their  Uvea  in  that  cause.

Wi  entertain  the  utmost  poisibte  respect  for  8ir  D.  K.  SandfonL 
NaV)  there  are  some  points  in  his  character  which  we  regard  almost 
with  entbusiasm :  and  it  has  long  been  our  settled  opinioo,  that  iie 
is  one  of  the  most  talented  men  in  Scotland,  perEiapa  in  the  whole 
empire.  But  having  said  this,  we  own,  with  deep  regret,  that  then 
ire  certain  poiilkai  tenets  advanced  in  his  lately  published  letter  In 
the  Frte  Pitsx,  to  which  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  ns  to  subscribe. 
For  instance,  he  says  (and  the  letter  itselfmay  be  taken  as  a  model  of 
beautifiil  comppsitionV  that  "  thoee  are  actuated  by  the  stone-blind 
fiiry  of  Jfevolution  who  ore  ever  clnmouring  for  the  destruction  or 
degradation  of  our  Bereditafy  Peerage." 

"  Our  Hereditary  Peerage  I" — Good  God  I — Can  we  fiiiget  their 
conduct  during  the  progress  of  the  Reform  Bill,  when  a  few  blind 
and  imbecile  creatures  among  them  canfederBted  togetherj  and  eX' 
posed  twenty-five  millions  of  men  to  all  the  horrors  of  a  civil  war, 
solely  because  these  "Hereditary"  creatures  would  not  forego  on«, 
iota  of  their  own  sel&sh  interests,  founded,  as  these  wer^  in  abuse 
and  corruption  of  the  rankest  kind,  and  which  Sir  Daniel  hiins^ 
uded  to  extinguish  I 

"  Our  Hereditaty  Peerage  I" — Why,  their  fate  has  been  already 
read  to  them,  from  the  history  cf  recent  as  wdl  as  coming  event«  io 
England.  And  here  we  repeat  what  we  stated  on  a  former  occa- 
sion,  namely,  that  theif  own  conduct' has  taught  the  people  that  as 
wisdom  cannot  be  made  "  hereditary"  so  nei&er  ought  power ;  that 
the  idea  of  a  hereditary  legislator  is  as  absurd  as  that  of  a  heredi<  - 
tary  poet;  that  men  who  hold  themselves  accountable  to  non^ 
ought  to  be  trusted  by  none ;  and  that  their  present  assumptions 
are  founded  in  the  iiyustice  and  insolence  which  supposes  one  man 
to  have  property  in  others,  and  to  govern  them  by  the  right  of  a 
despot  over  the  persons  of  slaves.  This  feeling,  we  know,  is  be- 
coming pretty  universal  among  the  people  oi  thaea  kingdoms. 
Across  the  Atlantic,  twelve  mdlions  of  men,  of  English  descent, 
have  long  prospered  without  any  Peerage.  It  has  been  abrogated 
in  France  (thanks  to  the  conduct  of  our  hereditary  Lords  during 
the  Reform  Bill)  by  a  majority  of  324  against  66,  so  that  in  that 
country  the  cajite  of  the  hereditary  Peerage  is  aholi^ed  for  ever. 
And  we  hesitate  not  to  declare,  as  our  decided  creed,  tbat  no  Coun> 
try  under  the  slobe  ought  to  countenance  any  other  Aristocrat 
hut  that  of  wiAdom  and  talent.

distribution  of  the  enprmous_  revenues  of  the  Chifrch  of  England. — 
But  granting  these  things,  o^iir  firm  dpinioU  is,  that  there  ought  to  be 
no  Established  Cjturoh  at  aM ;' certainly  lionecstaWished  **fiy  iaw/* 
compelling,  as  it  .do^>  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  to  pay  for  fts 
support*  ho!k9rever,phnoxious  it  may  be  t6  thdr  donscientichis  prin- 
ciples. Every  Church,  Ve  say,  ought  to  bfi  left  to  support  itself; 
and  that  Church  is  ^ot  worth  the  name,  "but  btrght  'tather  to  be  blown 
to. the  wuDtds,  thaVdepends  ^r  its  exist6nc6  WiJi^  bther  prfbeiple.

For  these  and  maiw  other  reasons^  we  do  mi^st  elU'ilcitly  doBirc 
a  complete  and  speecfy  separation  between  Church*  and  StAtCb  And 
to  this  extent,  we  also  &xrly  admit  that  we  eit  BtvohiHamtUy  in 
every  sense  of  the  word. 

Having.thus  disposed  of  some  of  the  principal  poHHatl  tbplm  in  tiie 
letter  of  Sir  D.  -K.  Sandford,  we  come  now  to  say.afew  words  on  its 
heal  application.  And  here  it  is  impossible  fbr  us  io  fotg^  tboogli 
this  seems  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  by  others,  that  the  original 
letter,  which  led  to  the  one  now  under  discussion,  aiM  on  wiaeh 
the  ire  of  some  of  the  Operatives  of  Gl^gow  Is' hbw  directed 
against  Sir  Daniel  Sandford,  was  written  by  him  mkkily  ibr  tiie  par- 
pose  of  expressing  his  <^  sympathy  with  the  uhmeritM  snfftiringa^  of 
one  of  the  operatives  themselves — we  mean  William  Mkck^zie 
the 'tyrannical,  proceedings  in  whose  case  we  have  already  e^Lpowd 
Few  men  of  his  high  station  would  have  interested  tbems^ltes  about 
that  case  in  the  way  Sir  Daniel  did. — Not  one  df  the  purse-^pcond 
Aristocrats  of  Glasgow  had  the  generbsity  to  do  so.  And,  there- 
fore, when  we  find  Sir  Daniel  coming  fi>rwa]^d  to  dc/nounee  the  ty- 
ranny practised  in  tliat  case,  and  to  soothe  the  fbcdings  of  its  hnm- 
hie  victim,  we  cannot  but  admire  his  conduct,  nraoh  as  we  do 
regret  the  ta^laiable  nature  of  the  poUdcal  febeis  'be  lias  sab- 
•equently  promulgated. 

Desirous,  as  we  have  ahvays  beea,.tD  fstand  well  in  the  estimation 

of  the  Operatives  of  Glasgow,  we  have  never  tampered  to  their  pas- 

^  their  prejudices,  and  never  will.     We  are,  therefore,  not 

call  upon  them  to  ponder  well  on  the  following  eloquent 
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observations  addressed  to  theniy  in  the  first  part  of  the  letter  t>f  Sir 
D.  K.  S.  in  every  word  of  yrhich  we  entirely  doBciir : — **  I  do'  not 
(says  he)  presume  to  oondemn  the  general  prmcipje  of  coinbination 
among  workmen^  for  the  sake  of  n^utual  protection.  No.  liberal 
man  will  assert  that  they  should  not,  on  the  dbotrary,  be  ehcour- 
aged  to  consult  together  for  their  own  interest,  vctiA  to  maintain  As- 

riations  for  the  promotion  of  their  cdtamon  welfare.'  I  appiroved 
the  repeal  of  the  law  formerly  directed  against  isnch  combina- 
tions, and  would  oppq^e  its  re-enactment  But  conceding  this  wise 
and  wholesome  principle^  the  Unions  must  not  be  surprved  if  dis- 
interested persons  should  see  much  to  blame  in  some:  of  their 
avowed  objects^  axid  in  the  means  of  attaining  tfaeitt,  which  they 
openly  or  tacitly  countenance*  I  esteem  it,  fbr  example,  a  most 
imrensonalble  o^)eot»  to  propose  a  universal  redaction  of  the  tiihe  of 
labour  to  eight  bQurs  a^y.  This  is  a  portion  of  time. decidedly 
below  the  physical  powers  of  man,  and  the  period  of  his  daHy  toil 
in  the  freest  regtoiis  of  the  earth  V  it  b  below  the  avettige  of  the 
aadiaustiog  labours, of  the  teamed  professions ;  and  ft  £9  inadequate 
to  maintain  the  manu&cUires  and  commerce'of  the  coantrjr. '  I  citll 
it  an  attempt  equally  illegal  and  immoral,  when  fbrcef  or  insult  fs 
employed  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the  Unions,  by  the  coercion  of  those 
who  do  not  abNsady  belong  to  them.^' 

The  OweuUtgf  or  the  &t  Simonians,  may  conipl^n'bf  these  sen- 
timents :  but  the  great  bulk  of  the  intelligent  O^ratives  of  this 
country  never  wilL  There  may  be  others  who  have  an  interest  to 
■et  the  Opevatives.of  Glasgow  by  the  ears,  and  will  possibly  attempt 
to  poison  thcaoK  against  us  for  this  very  article.  We  care  not'  for 
aoch  characters ;  nrom  whom,  however,  It  is  our  dufy  sbecidlly  to 
exempt  the  honest  and  able  Editor  of  the  Ubetaior. ' 

It  is  possible  that  others  will  think  we  are  too  pottia}  to  Sir  D. 
K.  Sandford.  We  plead  guilty  to  the  charge.^We  own*  tlmt  we 
are  under  sincere  obligations  to  him,  which,  we  trusi,'  never  will  be 
eflacedi  so  long  as  we  entertain  the  gratefiil  recoUectioi  that  he 
wisited  us  oftener  than  once  while  we  were  in  prison  for  writing 
and  publishiog  this  Gazette  ;  and  we  solemnly  declare  ihkt  we  would 
flooner  loae  our  risht  hand,  than  write  one  unkindly  word  against 
Sir  D.  K*  Sandford,  for  aught  he  has  yet  done.  But  we  again  re- 
peat, that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  go  along  with  him  in 
some  of  his  political  principles  already  adverted  tOb  For  our  own 
part%  we  must  further  declare,  that  we  would  rather  die  iti  a  free 
Republic,  than  live  under  a  degraded  Monarchy.  And  having  said 
this,  we  hardly  suppose  that  any  of  our  readers  will  seriously  blaine 
OS  for  compromising  one  iota  of  our  poUdcal  principles ;  while 
some  of  them  will  probably  think  that  we  have  just  j^ne  fhr  enoogh 
aa  Radical  Reformers.

Lord  Advoe&te  tbie  weejc  in  Edinburgh,  we  took  the  li- 
berty, among  other  thili^a,  ^f  eaUing.the  alitentiou  of  his  Lordship 
to  the  seyere,  and  ofteniii»ias., cruel  ii^dship  of,  the  law  of  Arrest- 
ment He  stated  that  1;hi$.wa^  a  subject  which  was  at  present  under 
the  consideration  of  tbue  Law  Commissioners,  apd  ti^a^  in  all  proba- 
bility, he  would  be  able  to  bring  it  also  under,  the  oonsideraUon  of 
Parliame<it  in  the  oourse  of  the  ensuing  Session,  and  we  have  every 
reasoD  to  think  that  his  Lordship  is  faiKourahle  to  the  repeal  or  mo- 
dification of  this  law  of  Arrestment^  as  &r  as  it  respects. the  actual 
wagefi  of  workmen. 

|t  is  known  to  our  readers,  that  we  have  all  along  advocate  the

&e  repjsaLojr  this  l^w.^lQuery*  Wtat  has  Mr.,  Ewing  ever  done 
tor  the  working  plasses,  fmd  wJbAt  put  it  into  their  be^ds  to  go  to 
him  P.]^ — The  Lord  Advocate  is  the  proper  party  in  a  matter  of  this 
kind,  for  if  he  takes  it  up  in  &vour  of  the  Operatives,  the  law  of 
Arrestment,  to  a  certainty,  will  be  altered,  because  he  would  pro- 
bably make  it  a  Government  question,  and  no  individual  Member 
from  IScotland  has  such  influence  as  the  Lord  Advocate. 

If  the  Operatives  of  Glasgow  are  inclined  to  listen  to  our  advice 
on  jtbis  subject,  we  shall  put  them  on  a.  plan  by  whicb  they  may

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On  the  very  same  principle  that  the  Cnancellor  of  the  Bxche- 
quer,  or  rather  the  present  Ministry,  defend  the  Pension  List,  the 
most  odious  laws  might  be  upheld.     Slavery  had  been  sanctioned 
by  Parliament — therefore  Slavery  must  always  continue.     Parlia- 
ment had  sanctioned  the  Suspension  of  the  HabeajB  Corpus  Act,  oti 
the  motion  of  Sidmouth  and  Castlereagh — therefore  it  should  always 
be  suspended.    It  has  been  well  observed,  that  if  one  Parliament 
has  not  the  vital  power  of  altering  or  amending  the  Acts  of  other 
Parliaments,  the  whole  business  of  legislation  might  stand  still,  and 
there  would  be  no  need  for  Parliaments  at  all.     Mr.  Stanley,  one 
of  the  Ministers,  and  the  cleverest  of  them,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, admitted  that  many  of  the  grants  in  the  Pension  List  were 
utterly  indefensible — ^yet  he  concluded  by  saying,  that  Parliament 
ought  not  to  interfere  with  them !     No,  says  that  arch  Tory,  Sir 
Robert  Peel,  because  if  we  do,  we  would  be  trenching  on  the  sacred 
prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  and  thai  must  be  resisted  at  all  hazards. 
So,  it  is  the  prerogative  of  th^  Crown,  (that  is,  of  any  prodigal, 
spendthrift  Monarch,  like  George  the  Fourth,  for  example,)  to  make 
grants  ad  libitum  of  the  public  money,  many  of  which  grants,  as  one 
of  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  expressly  admits,  are  wholly  indefen- 
sible, y6t  the  representatives  of  the  People,  from  whose  pockets  the 
money  is  extracted,  must  not  mterfere  with  a  prerogative  so  shame- 
fully abused  I     Truly  we  have  come  to  a  pretty  pass,  when  such  a 
doctrine  can  be  successfully  maintained  in  a  Reformed  House  of 
Commons. 

The  Tories,  of  course,  joined  the  Whigs  in  defending  the  Pen- 
sions. This  was  nothing  but  defending  their  own  act.  Bat  tbe 
Whigs  ought  to  have  been  ashamed  to  stand  in  need  of  such  alli- 
ance. They  have  here  omitted  another  opportunity  of  peHbrmiog 
a  gracious  and  popular  act,  into  which  they  will  be  forced  at  no  dis- 
tant day,  or  split  upon  the  same  rock  on  which  the  Welliagton  Ad- 
ministration went  to  pieces. 

Sir  Francis  Burdett,  in  his  palmy  days,  many  years  ago.  declared 
that  this  country  had  been  sacrificed  between  two  thieves — ^Whig 
^d  Tory.  That  was  a  strong,  and  very  emphatic  expresBion.  It 
applies,  we  think,  with  peculiar  force  at  present — For  Whig  and 
Tory  seem  to  be  playing  into  each  other  s  hands.  But  the  Radical 
party,  we  hope,  will  soon  turn  the  tables  on  them,  and  kick  out  both 
Whig  and  Tory — "  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished." 

▲ —  ,^g  looking  attentively  to  some  of  the  other  ricke^  proceed- 
House  of  Commons,  to  which  we  need  not  now  mort^ 
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particularly  advert,  will,  we  think,  be  abundantly  satisfied  that 
there  is  too  much  foundation  for  the  recent  prophecy  of  the  London 
Examiner^  namely,  that  <<  things  cannot  go  on  in  this  way  much 
longer."

MINISTERIAL  SKETCHES.— No.  L 
LORD  AL THORP. 

Piusvious  to  his  coiaiii^  into  office.  Lord  Althorp  went  farther  than  any  of 
his  brethren  on  the  side  of  popular  government.  He  was  never  deemed 
a  man  of  much  ability ;  but  still  in  this  country  his  advocacy  of  democratic 
government  was  of  great  and  essential  service  to  that  cause.  •  Seeing  one 
to  allied,  and  having  such  expectancies,  support  the  cause  of  the  people,  • 
many  who  otherwise  would  have  shrunk  from  any  connexion  with  liberal 
views  and  measures,  were  induced  to  take  that  side  also.  The  same  frank- 
ness of  manner,  too,  which  the  Noble  Lord  now  possesses,  then  equally  dia- 
tinguished  him,  and  added  weight,  and  even  gave  dignity  to  his  opinion. 
In  those  days  Lord  Althorp  advocated  economy,  a  large  extension  of  the 
elective  franchise,  and  also  vote  by  ballot.  Now,  a  man  of  Lord  Althorp's 
age,  and  of  his  sedate  habits,  would  not,  it  may  easily  be  supposed,  have 
lilfhtly  assumed  an  opinion,  or  acted  on  it  without  careful  consideration. 
While  in  opposition  he  steadily  pursued  this  course,  and  never  led  any 
one  to  believe  that  anything  but  the  most  sincere  conviction  influenced  his 
whole  political  life,  in  a  Incky  hour,  as  it  was  thought,  for  the  people, 
this  liberal,  almost  demochitic  nobleman,  was  created  Chancellor  of  toe  Ex- 
chequer. In  other  words,  he  had  now  an  admirable  opportunity  of  putting 
into  practice  the  principles  he  had  spent  his  life  in  supporting.  Let  it 
be  remembered,  tnat  Lord  Althorp  has  a  character  for  great  frankness, 
for  an  absence  of  all  double  dealmg,  for  doing  everything  aboveboard ; 
and,  then,  let  us  also  consider  one  or  two  of  his  acts  since  he  has  come 
into  power.    He  made,  for  example,  a  very  remarkable  declaration  re- 

Secting  his  reason  for  having  voted  for  the  repeal  of  the  assessed  taxes. 
e  stated  that  he  had  so  acted  to  embarrass  the  existing  Ministers ;  that 
his  vote  at  that  time  was  one  of  a  Beries  of  votes  to  shake  the  then  Min- 
istry, and  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  people.  In  other  words,  this 
was  declaring,  that  although  he  thought  the  assessed  taxes  good  taxes, 
yet  to  gain  the  people's  favour,  and  thereby  a  chance  of  coming  into  power, 
he  voted  against  those  taxes— against  his  own  conscience,  in  fact !  Was 
this,  or  was  it  not,  the  proceeding  of  a  man  deeply  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  truth  in  all  our  dealings  ? — was  it  the  b<(haviour  of  a  high- 
minded  political  opponent  ?  We  ask  again.  Is  it  the  behaviour  that  any 
of  the  educated  and  leading  Radicals  of  the  present  day  would  imitate  ? 
We  answer,  fearlessly,  it  is  not  such  a  proceeding  as  they  would  conde- 
scend to  follow :  we  assert,  that  they  would  deem  themselves  degraded 
by  a  conduct  stamped  with  such  duplicity  and  meanness.  It  is  true  that 
these  men  have  not  a  peerage  at  their  back ;  they  have  not  fifty  thousand 
n-year  in  expectancy ;  and  glad  are  we  that  they  have  not  this  support, 
if  it  could  lead  them  to  imitate  such  unworthy  courses. 

But  we  have  not  yet  done  with  the  noble  Lord's  honesty.  Mr.  Hume, 
during  the  last  session,  moved  to  abolish  the  punishment  of  flogging  in  the 
army  and  militia;  declaring  at  the  same  time,  that  he  expected  the  support 
of  certain  of  the  gentlemen  now  sitting  on  the  Treasury  Bench  ;  because, 
when  he  had  made  a  precisely  similar  motion,  those  persons,  then  in  the

OM4iHlod^  ifleiil^  cO-opMrntad  with  Mm,  Hortupoii  tii«  wnbahme  for 
BliddleMX  read  the  namM  of  the  oeraons  who  had  thus  voted  with  him  s 
and  among  them  was  that  of  Lora  Althorp.  What  did  the  noble  Lord  di^ 
on  Ma  oeoasioA?  With  ft|iparent  nawei9  he  declared  he  had  ftMHotteo 
his  TOte  on  that  occasion ;  and  very  oooUv  stated  that  he  should  now  ofH 
pose  the  motion.  The  Noble  Lord  in  uis  case  had  bettter  speak  for 
nimself.    He  said, — 

*<  My  honouiiible  friend,  who  brenghl  forward  thb  motion,  much  to  ot^t 
skrpruet  read  iny  name  as  one  of  those  who,  upon  a  former  oocadoo, 
YOted  with  him  in  the  minority  on  this  question.    I  am  aware  that  while 
I  sat  noon  the  other  side  of  tiie  House,  mOtiona  of  this  kind  were  brooght 
fiwward  annually  i  but  I  certainly  thought,  that  while  I  hadneyer  oppos- 
ed* so  I  had  neyer  voted  in  fiivoor  of  any  one  of  them.    I  alwaya  thouf  hi, 
aadg  I  am  sorry  to  say»  I  stiU  think,  that  the  weight  of  military  Authority 
(fsaponsibility  ?)  is  so  great,  that  it  would  not  be  prudent  in  the  House  ta 
takeaway  the  power  oiinflictiitf  this  punishment  entirely  from  the  officer.*' 
Now  we  ask  the  honest  Lord  Althorp,  how  he  coulu  bring  himself  to 
YOle  for  a  motion  agMASt  which  his  reason  was  in  decided  hostility  ?    He 
owM  that  he  has  (dmm  been  in  favour  of  flogging ;  and  yet,  for  party 
purposes,  it  appears,  he  voted  in  fovour  of  one  of  the  anniml  flBoaons 
against  it  I    And  all  this  notwithstanding,  the  noble  Lord  baa  a  great  foase 
for  finmk  dealing,  for  a  sort  of  burly,  stnughtforward  kind  of  honesty ! 
We  are  very  much  inclined  to  believe,  that  if  it  were  possible  to  fix  nih 
a  cbaige  upon  Mr.  Hume,  we  should  never  cease  to  hear  of  it :  both  Whiga 
and  Tories  would  unite  in  making  an  everlasting  outcry  against  the  osit» 
rageous  ineonsistencrr  of  the  honourable  member  for  Middlseex* 
^We  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  a  passiqg  remark  on  Ae  geneiml 
hadty  exhibited  in  the  morality  of  public  men ;  we  mean,  be  it  observed, 
in  their  public  capacity.    Although,  m  the  very  oaae  before  q%  n  very  ro> 
maricable  deviation  from,  right  principle  was  openly  avowed,  no  apolcoj 
was  deemed  necessary,  no  explanation  was  given  or  demanded,  but  ue 
whole  nfiair  went  off  quite  aa  one  of  couiee.    Another  veiy  oorioos  in* 
ataaoe  of  something  very  similar  was  afforded  by  Sir  John  Hobhooae ;  he 
had  spent  Uie  whole  of  his  political  life  in  very  violent  opnosition  to  dw 
Tory  Mimstry,— one  of  his  favourite  topics  of  abuse  was  tneir  lavish  ez- 
peoaiturej  yet  he  had  not  been  six  weeks  in  office^  before  he  declare^ 
that  he  had  learned,  by  his  official  experience,  how  very  unfounded  and 
usgust  were  charges  of  extravagance,  and  how  very  diffiralt  a  thing  it  was 
to  cut  down  the  expenditure.    Under  such  a  feeung*  it  would  Imve  ap- 
peured  but  common  justice  to  have  openly  and  avowedly  recanted  all  his 
loMrmer  abuse;  to  have  declared  that  he  had  been  guiltv  of  grosa  error  in 
being  opposed  to  the  Tory  Government,  and  also  to  have  aoknowie^gei 
their  greater  fitness  for  the  office  which  he  then  held,  and  hereupon  to 
have  resigned  it    But  it  appears  that  the ,  Whig  diaooveries  in  office  do 
not  reach  this  point    They  succeed  only  in  discovering  that  they  were 
formerly  wrong,  just  so  far  as  it  would  be  inconvenient  in  them  now  to 
hafe  been  right    They  dp  not  advance  beyond  this.    One  would  havs 
snnnoaed  that  Sir  John  Hobhouse,  after  this  his  fomous  discoverv,  could 
\  back  upon  his  former  life  without  a  feeling  of  remorse  ana  ahams. 
lorf  weeks  had  shown  him  that  his  career  had  been  one  long  error, 
>pponents  had  been  all  the  while  in  the  right,  he  egregious^  in 
Qg.    And  yet  this  same  discovery  did  not  convince  him  ftat 
m  was  called  for.    Oh,  no ;  he  stiU  could  claim  praise  from  the 
..nster  electors,  and  descant  on  his  doings  in  the  days  of  oppositioB. 
is  to  say,  those  doings  were  to  be  set  on  one  side,  when  the  racoU 
.iion  of  them  was  annoying,  but  to  be  brought  forward  and  Uaaooed 
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ioHh  wkMlbty  nifbl  h§  ttrrlceAbfe.  fuU  mo  with  ay  lort  AUb«ip. 
fi«  recti  maflh  oo  his  fora^  ooodaol  as  a  lilwml  in  oppotilioii|  he  da- 
sirs^  and  obtaini  great  pnuae  for  his  hmmt  support  of  popular  pnncnplea; 
aod,  in  the  next  breath,  he  will  composedly  sUte^  that  all  the  while  he 
was  in  hu  heart  the  opponent  of  the  vert  measores  by  the  support  irff 
which  he  gained  the  wnole  of  his  popularity. 

The  noMe  Lord's  former  support  •!}  and  present  oppositioii  lOp  the 
Ballot*  is  preeiaely  in  the  same  spirit  The  supppit  was  a  mere  matter  of 
fKKtj  poliey ;  mach  reputatioii  was  gained  by  tbis  liberality,  aad  no  dafr- 
gar  aacanped  of  really  obtaining  the  objeot  for  which  he  Was  a0Mire«|lf 
•triaapgling.  Now*  indeed,  support  by  the  noble  Lord  woula  be  Terj 
lika^to  lead  to  that  result;  and  consequently,  the  support  is  not  giren* 
This  conduct,  we  acknowledge,  does  not  surprise  us.  The  same  ganm 
haa  been  plared  over  and  oyer  aflatn,  by  the  two  parties  of  the  aristocracy, 
with  prectsefr  the  same  objects  in  riew.  Some  seyenty  years  since,  tho 
Tories  were  for  UniTersal  Suffirage  and  Short  Pufiaments  ^— Hstrnply,  bo» 
caoae  tber  hoped  thereby  to  oMain  power,  and  oust  Um  Whigs.  Hm 
Wkiga^  ior  many  years,  aaye  sapported  the  liberal  side;  and  why?  §•> 
oanae  the  Whi^  Ming  out,  were  driyea  to  this  shift  in  order  to  baye  a 
chance  of  regaining  power.  The  Whigs  are  now  in ;  and  if  it  were  not 
that  a  ^ew  and  dangerous  element  has  arisen  to  disturb  party  politioB,  yia» 
the  interference  of  the  People,  we  should  soon  see  the  Tories  becoming 
liberal,  and  fighting  the  Whigs  witii  the  weapons  of  liberality.  The 
People,  however,  begin  now  to  look  about  for  themselyes;  they  will 
soon  come  to  a  proper  estimation  of  thia  sort  of  see-saw,  aad  nut  an  end 
to  tho  long^praotised  iaipositioo.  Bat  while  we  acknowledge  tnat  wemn  • 
not  disappointed  in  aar  eapectations  by  tfais^eondnct  of  the  GhanesUor  al 
tha  Ezoheqaer,  we  must  also  allow,  that  the  coatiniied  eok^  bestowad 
oa  tho  aoble  Lord  for  his  peculiar  honesty  does  surorise  and  pain  usl 
We  by  no  means  desire  to  have  it  thought  that  hb  Loroship's  public  mo» 
rality  is  worse  than  that  of  his  brethren;  all  that  we  insist  on  is,  that  it 
is  no  better.  For  the  truth  of  this  assertion,  the  above  instanoss,  select- 
ed out  of  many  hundreds,  are,  in  our  opinion,  damning  proof.  They  can- 
not be  ezphuned  away,  and  are  in  enct  aco<Nrdance  with  the  proeeedinta 
of  all  his  party.  Why,  then,  shooM  he  be  singled  ont  from  among  tha 
herd  of  aelf4aterested  politidaas,  as  deserving  praise  for  his  atraiglil* 
forward  aad  honest  eoorse  ?  His  course  has  aol  bean  stnigfatforwfffd  i 
it  haa  been  auurked  by  as  fhaing  aad  interested  inconsisteaoy  as  has  di#- 
tiQgaiahed  all  or  any  of  hia  cofleaguea.  Let  us  not,  then,  we  earnestly 
bcMech  of  the  dispensers  of  repntatioB,  whoever  tiiey  be,  let  ua  not,  wo 
■ay,  be  farther  molested  by  these  undeserv^  thongn  oftHrepeated  eul<H 
gies  of  the  konesi  Lord  Althorp. 

PARLIAMENT  Venus  JUDGES. 

The  House  of  Commons  haa  coma  to  one  moat  exceOent  resqlutZoi^ 
this  Session,  which  wa  cannot  extol  too  highlt.    They  may  rail  at 
Daniel  O'Conneli  or  not  aa  they  ple^Mo,  but  there  are  some  capital 
poiaia  about  him— aad  for  talent,  none  can  equal  him  in  the  Hooao 
sfCemmons.    He  brought  forward  a  motion  on  the  19th  curUjr^ 
specting  the  conduct  of  Baron  Smith,  one  of  tbe  Sapreme  Jud«- 
Iieland ;  and  in  tbe  course  of  bis  motion,  which  he  introdnc 
most  powerful  speech,  be  distinctly  accuaed  Baron  Smith  ^ 
a  wav^  ^ndanoe  in  hia  court,  but  of  making  ~ 

tal  h  Jury,  when  he  did  altend,  eoof^ 
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the  proper  business  before  him.  O'Connell  simply  moTed  that  t 
committee  be  appointed,  in  the  6r8t  instance,  to  inquire  into  the  Initb 
of  his  charges  against  Baron  Smith,  with  a  view,  in  the  erent  of  the 
Committee  confirming  them,  of  ultimately  moving  an  address  to  his 
Majesty  to  remove  Baron  Smith  from  the  bench.  The  Tories  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  headed  by  Sir  Robert  Peel,  Sir  James  Scarlet, 
and  others,  resolutely  defended  the  conduct  of  Baron  Smith,  and 
wonld  allow  no  inquiry  about  it  whatever,  declaring  Ibat  he  (being  a 
Tory  after  their  own  heart)  was  a  most  upright,  able,  and  venerable 
Judge,  and  that  the  character  of  a  Judge  was  (of  course)  sacred  and 
'inviolable.  Then  they  set  up  a  lamentation,  that  if  the  Supreme 
Judges  of  the  land  were  to  be  attacked  in  this  manner,  the  constitu- 
tion would  be  destroyed,  and  this  country  would  go  back  to 
the  period  of  the  first  French  Revolution.  Lord  John  Russell 
made  the  following  admirable  reply : — '*  The  hon.  Member  for  Nor- 
wich (Sir  James  Scarlet)  has  alluded  to  the  practice  which  pre- 
vailed in  courts  of  justice  at  the  beginning  of  the  French  war. 
But  that  was  a  period  when  he  (Lord  John  Russell)  conld  not 
help  saying,  the  government  of  this  country  was  conducted  with  an 
extreme  degree  of  remorseless  and  disgusting  persecution. — (Ltnid 
Cheers.)  He  (Lord  John  Russell)  would  not  draw  his  notions  of  the 
constitution  or  of  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Judges,  from  that  detested 
and  dreadful  time,  when,  but  for  the  splendid  eloquence  of  the  illustri- 
ous  Erskine,  some  of  the  most  amiable  and  innocent  men  in  the  coun- 
try would  have  been  sent  to  the  scaffold.  He  felt  that  if  a  Judge  had 
been  allowed  to  go  on  in  the  way  Baron  Smith  was  represented  to 
have  done  for  a  number  of  years,  it  was  high  time  for  that  House,  at 
last,  to  interfere,  and  to  teach  the  Judges  that  there  was  still  a  power 
in  the  country  omnipotent  to  them,  and  to  whom  they  were  responsi- 
ble.— (Loud  Cheers*)  As  to  the  phrase  of  *'  vulgar  members'*  used 
by  Baron  Smith,  he  (Lord  John  Russell)  must  say,  that  he  thought  it 
peculiarly  unhappy,  for  he  had  always  considered,  that  in  the  eyes  of 
a  Judge,  the  humblest  of  the  King's  subjects  was  equal  to  the  highest, 
and  that  it  ill  became  such  an  individual  (Baron  Smith),  seated  on  the 
bench  of  Justice,  to  talk,  as  he  did,  of  the  superior  rank  or  wealth  of 
the  one,  in  invidious  contrast  with  the  poverty,  ignorance,  or  d^rada- 
tion  of  the  other ;  the  only  question  for  the  Judge  being,  guilt  or 
innocence,  right  or  wrong, — and  his  only  task  being  the  one  of  doing 
his  duty  impartially,  and  without  respect  of  persons." — (^Lottd  Cheers.) 
The  government,  to  their  high  honour  be  it  spoken,  supported  this 
motion  of  Daniel  O'Connell.  And  in  a  House  of  241  Memben,  it 
was  carried  by  a  majority  of  93, 
We  hope  this  motion  will  have  the  best  effect  on  some  of  our  Seoidi 
es.  They  stand  greatly  in  need  6f  a  little  wholesome  Parliamen- 
:orrection.  And  if  the  Justiciary  Judges  of  1793  had  been  still 
',  we  should  have  said  that  they  deserved  to  be  impeached  for 
most  disgraceful  and  tyrannical  conduct  to  the  virtuous  Reformers 
ibat  period. 

The  Electors  of  Glasgow  will  please  note  the  fact,  that  Mr.  James 
Ewing  voted  with  the  Tories  on  this  occasion.     He  would  admit  of 
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nd  ioquiiy. .  Not  so  Mr.  Junm  Oswald.    He  Toted  for  it,  and  for  so 
doing  fae  is  entitled  to  the  sincere  thanks  of  every  independent  man. 

^^  Since  the  above  was  written,  we  are  surprised  and  mortified  to 
find,  that  the  House  of  Commons  have,  by  a  subsequent  vote,  smo- 
thered this  motion  for  inquiry,  and  Baron  Smith  escapes  with  impu- 
nity.— Such  inconsistency  and  baseness  have  no  parallel. 


RICHMOND. THE  SPY. 

Wb  announce  to  our  readers,  that  Kichmond  the  Spy  has  actually 
commenced  an  action  of  defamation  and  damages  against  Messrs. 
Simpkin  and  Marshall  of  London,  the  agents  there  of  Mr.  Williain 
Tait»  the  enterprising  Edinburgh  bookseller,  in  consequence  of  the 
able  and  interesting  review  of  the  Spy  System,  which  appeared  in  the' 
14th  No.  of  Tait's  Magaeine,  published  in  May  last.  It  is,  we  believe,' 
pretty  well  known,  that  the  Editor  of  the  I^efarmers  Gazette  wrote 
the  history  of  the  Spy  System,  and  exposed  many  dark  and  unhaUowed 
tfaasactions  of  that  period,  in  a  way  which  no  one  had  ventured  to  do  be- 
fore him.

that  the  reporter  of  the  Oiatgfow  Chronioie  ahould  not  be  perauttod.ta 
aHeadofiy  of  their  meetinga;  in  which  motieatbia  moat  excellent  Baillie 
waeeecoaded  by  a  aafNent  Commierioner  of  the  same  of  Bardoa,«ho 
turaedhiaoeatat  thelaateleotieatafovourof  Jamea  Ewing,  iaaaair 
wo  ahall  deacrihe  more  particttlariy,  if  he  deaiiea  it.  We  aheald  ael^ 
therefofe,  be  the  kaat  aurprirndto  find  that  tfaeae  worthiea  ariU  gat  ap 
a  report  in  their  aeeret  conckve,  that  the  etalementa  in  the  Ictaer  be- 
fore allawied  to  are  ftJae  and  acaniJaleui  fw  they  alwaya  ding  to  ona 
aaotherwith  «  a  deapemte  fidefity  ;*'  hot  the  irtilfc  aemelimna  pl^gaee 
tkeai,  for  all  that:  aad  the  preaa,  too,  oocaaionally  o^^oala  tbiiV^jlMt 
aot  ofteoer  than  they  deaerve.

But  beeides  the  above,  we  point  attention  to  the  following  most 

DISGRACEFUL  CASE. 

Some  childnen  belonging  to  an  academy  in  Portugal-street  were 
playing  themselves  the  other  day  between  school  hours.  A  little  boy  of 
the  name  of  Sloan, — not  yet  seven  years  of  age,  the  son  of  poor  yet  re- 
spectable Irish  parents,  who  were  laudably  giving  bifn  the  best  education 
in  their  power,^— seems  to  have  felt  his  little  heart  swelling  with  pride 
or  indignation  at  being  called  Paddy !  Paddy !  by  some  of  his  youthful 
compeers.  He  lifted  a  stone  to  throw  at  them,  but  instead  of  striking 
any  of  those  for  whom  it  was  probably  directed,  it  struclc  a  little  girl 
who  was  accidentally  coming  in  an  opposite  direction,  and  materially 
injured,  if  it  did  not  actually  destroy,  one  of  her  eyes*  The  poor  little 
fellow,  seeing  what  he  had  done,  ran  home  crying,  not  more,  perhaps, 
for  his  own  situation,  than  for  hers.  Next  morning,  viz.  the  18tb  day 
of  January  last,  two  Police  Officers  came  to  his  father  s  house,  and 
took  him  away  to  the  Police  Office.  His  father  went  with  him.  The 
charge  entered  against  this  little  boy,  not  seven  years  of  age,  was,  that 
he  had  <<  wickedly  arid  maliciously"  thrown  the  stone  at  the  little  girl, 
•«-«  charge  which,  from  the  boy's  mere  appearance,  was  in  itself  per- 
fectly preposterous. — He. was,  in  fact,  a  mere  infantf  incapable,  by 
law,  of  committing,  fax  less  of  being  held  responsible,  for  any  crime, — 
Yet  Bailie  Wm.  Livingstone,  and  the  learned  Assessor  of  the  Gorbals 
Bailies,  in  spite  of  all  his  father's  entreaties,  ordered  this  poor  affright- 
ened  little  infant  to  be  "  remanded  to  prison  ;"  and  he  was  accord* 
ingly  forthwith  locked  up  in  one  of  the  Gorbals  Police  cells !  This 
was  done,  be  it  observed,  on  Saturday  morning,  the  Ibth  of  January. 
The  poor  agitated  father  and  mother,  feeling,  no  doubt,  as  parents 
ought  to  do,  made  every  exertion  to  get  their  little  infant  extricated 
from  such  a  place  that  day ;  but  it  was  all  to  no  purpose.  The  Gor- 
bals Authorities  were  inexorable :  the  law,  forsooth,  must  "  take  its 
course"  with  this  helpless  infant.  Night  came,  and  the  poor  little 
prisoner  cried  himself  to  sleep,  amid  the  din  of  hoary  and  abandoned 
delinquents,  who  were  locked  up  along  with  him,  and  who,  we  are 
assured,  after  eliciting  from  him  his  artless  story,  actually  danced 
around  him  with  a  fiendish  joy,  as  if  to  dispel  his  terror,  and  to  shew 
the  Gorbak  Police  the  feeling  entertained  for  them  even  by  prosti- 
tales  (for  there  were  prostitutes  among  them),  in  consequence  of  their 
barbarous  treatment  of  this  infant.  Sunday  morning  came,  and  the 
poor  little  prisoner  instead  of  lisping  his  wonted  exercise  of  that  day 
to  his  parents,  at  home,  found  himself  confined  in  this,  to  him,  most 
strange  and  unnatural  place,  from  which  he  cried  most  piteously  to  be 
released,  and  to  get  home  to  his  father  and  mother.  The  heart  of

orable :  they  were,  of  course,  acting  in  "  the  stem  path 
nday  night  came,  and  the  poor  little  prisoner  again  laid 
on  the  cold  boards  of  his  cell  in  the  Poltce^ffioe^  mod 
isleep.    Next  morning,  Monday,  20th  Jaanary,  he

GotiTened  before  his  honour  the  sittiDg  Megistmte,  when  the  following 
jadgment  was  pronounced,  as  extracted  by  ub  from  the  Poliee  Booksy 
*<  The  Bailie  considering  the  report  verbally  made  by  Dr.  Stewart, 
adimits  the  defender  to  caution  to  answer  any  action  that  may  be 
brought  against  him  within  one  month,  under  a  penalty  of  £5  sterling.** 

This  was  a  most  grctcious  judgment,  to  be  sure.  But  the  poor 
parents,  after  running  about  the  whole  of  Monday,  could  not  find  cau- 
tion to  satisfy  the  Police :  and  at  a  late  hour  that  evening,  th^  itiother, 
greatly  distressed,  waited  upon  us,  and  we  immediately  proceeded 
with  her  to  the  Police  Office,  and  on  finding  that  the  stkte* 
ment  about  the  age  and  appearance  of  her  boy  was  correct,  we 
at  once  demanded  his  instant  liberation,  undertaking  to  sign,,  on  the 
following  morning,  a  Bail  Bond  for  his  appearance  as  required.  It  is 
bat  fair  to  state  that  Captain  Jeffrey  immediately  liberated  the  hoy  on 
this  interference :  and  we  had  the  gratification  to  see  biin  iwotored  to 
his  parents,  in  a  manner  which  parents  only  can  appreciate.        ' 

But  we  confess,  we  have  not  since  been  able  to  get  thin  case  out  of 
our  head.  And  the  more  we  think  of  it,  the  more  is  our  indignation 
excited  by  it.  It  is  to  the  mercy  of  Providence  alone,  that  the  little 
infiant  has  not  been  bereaved  of  bis  reason,  by  this  cruel  captivity  and 
separation  from  his  parents.  Not  a  stitch  of  his  clothes  were  changed 
from  Saturday  morning  till  Monday  night.  He  lay  with  them  on  the 
bare  floor,  and  his  food  was  a  haubee  scon^  as  he  calls  it,  in  the  mom- 
ingy  and  another  at  night,  and  a  drink  of  water  now  and  then.  Per- 
chance the  imprisonment  he  has  suffered  in  the  Gorbals  Police  Office^ 
and  the  scenes  he  has  there  witnessed,  may  have  a  lasting  effect  of  one 
kind  or  another  on  his  susceptible  mind.  But  we  trust  he  will  grow  up  to 
take  his  station  in  society  as  prominently,  if  not  as  honourably,  as  any 
Gorbals  Bailie.  We  are  by  no  means  excusing  his  conduct  for  throw- 
ing the  stone.  We  rather  lament  the  injury  he  has  done  to  the  inno- 
cent little  girl ;  but  although  he  had  killed  her  on  the  spot,  nay,  though 
be  had  lighted  a  candle,  and  set  fire  to  a  powdef  magazine,  thereby 
destroying  thousands  of  lives,  we  say,  the  law,  infleidble  as  it  is,  would 
not  have  doomed  him  to  any  punishment  whatever,  from  his  tender 
-years.     They  might  as  soon  punish  an  infant  at  its  mother's  breast. 

We  dwell  upon  this  case  for  another  reason.  We  say  that  if  the 
Bailies  of  Gorbals,  aided,  as  thev  are,  by  a  learned  Assessor,  do  not 
understand  the  rules  of  law,  or  the  plainest  dictates  of  humanity,  diey 
ought  to  retire  from  the  Bench,  and  confine  themselves  to  their  own 
proper  sphere,  without  delay.  This  case  is  to  as  another  proof  why 
the  Government  should  sweep  away  the  powers  of  these  upstart  local 
Magbtrates  altogether,  and  appoint  men  of  education  and  sound  legal 
knowledge  to  dispense  justice. 

Should  the  Bailies  of  Gorbals,  however,  in  their  wisdom,  be  of  opi* 
nion  that  we  have  dcaidered  them  in  aay  respect,  by  this  article,  of 
which  we  are  not  conscious,  for  we  deny  that  tmJUi  is  a  libel,  then  wa 
invite  HbKOk  to  put  their  bail-bond  against  us  for  this  little  boy  into 
ezeeation ;  and  we  shall  then  shew  them  up  in  higher  quarters,  than 
they  probably  inu^e.  They  would  .cut  a  pretty  figure  before  the 
Lords  of  Justiciary,  were  they  to  attempt  to  imprison  this  ' 
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in  the  Police  OAce«    We  dare  them  (o  do  ao^— And  oonchide  hf 
•dmomahtnf  chem  to  take  care  of  their  hand  for  the  future.

There  are  Owenites  in  Glaj5gow>  as  well  as  elsewhere^  w])o  haTe, 
of  late,  been  preaching  up  the  most  arrant  nonsense  imaginabley 
merely  to  guU  the  huu^ler  classes,  o?  tQ  lead  then)  mt»  a  field  of 
delasion,  and  eonseqtient  disappointmetiit»  fbr  it  can  end  in  no  other 
result.  Mr.  Owen  himself  is,  we  have  no  'dowbt,  '^'beiiefoleiit,  -well* 
meaning  man ;  but  he  has  had  «  a  bee  in'  kfe  bonnet"  A^r  e'  long 
while,  and  the  fall  of  Bapylon  itself  has  not  b^n  able  to  drire  it 
away.  Such  of  our  readers  as  kuow,  imything  6f  Mr.  Owen's  his- 
tory in  Lanarkshire,  will  understand  what  we  meaQ. 

It  is  pleasing,  however,  to  notice,  thait  there  arerJuany  acute -and 
highly  intelligent  Operatives,  ready  to  eombai  the  absiurd  aos^rumi 
of  Mr.  Owen,  and  his  disciples,  whether  male  or  feoiale*--for  there 
are  females  among  them,  and  teduting  ones,  too.  We  therefore 
publish,  with  pleasure,  the  subjoined  extract  of  an  address  Milt*  to 
Mr.  Owen  by  the  Operatives  of  Sheffield.  It  is  the  production  of 
Ebenezer  Elliot— a  man  who  might  be  termed  ^e.Star  of  the 
Operatives,  since  he  has  been  endowed  by  nature  with  the  loftiest 
genius — and  his  writings  on  the  Corn  Laws  will  transfuit  his  name 
to  posterity  as  one  of  the  greatest  Poets  of  the  age. 

**  We  believe  (says  Ebenezer  EUiot)  there  is  only  one  power  oo  earth 

which  can  put  tbe  Trades'  Unions  down.    That  power  is  «/ti«^icf.    We, 

therefore,  disapprove  your  plan  of  regeneration.     A  bad  imitation  of  a  bad 

model,  it  is  equally  unjust  and  unwise.    Like  the  bread  tax,  it  -attempts 

production  without  reference  to  the  cost    Like  the  breAd  tax,  it  intends 

tofsed  the  dishonest  at  the  expense  of  the  honest,  lithUe  H  preknds  to  advo» 

cote  the  generai  interests.    Had  you  manfuUy  called  upon  us  to  aid  you  ia 

persuading  masters  and  workmen,  that;  instead  of  worrjring  each  other, 

they  ought  to  unite  heart  and  .hand  against  the  common  enemy  for  ths 

common  good,  we  could  have  understood  you.  and  it  would  not  have  been 

"^or  one  of  your  committee  to  say,  as  he  did  a  few  evenings  ago, 

^onid  be  easier  for  Mr.  Owen  to  bore  a  hole  with  ms  nose 

stone  floor,  than  so  work  his  scheme**    But  since  you  have^ 

ith  the  best  intentions,  and,  perhaps,  guided  by  light  which 
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bat  not  yet  rMob«d  iu--i^opt«d,  from  ohotoe,  meainret  which  wo  think 
no  wUe  nun  will  net  Hpon,  except  from  neceetity,  we  tniiit  you  will  not  lie 
offended  if  we  hnmbly  request  you  to  refute  what  we  conceive  to  be 
•tron|[  objectimia  agaiuat  yonr  plan  for  the  regeneration  of  happiness  by 
reatnuning  labour  to  eight  hours  per  day— a  pun  wbichy  in  the  meantime, 
we  believe  to  be  impracticable. 

**  You  tell  tt9,  first,  that  your  great  object  of  Ibrming  a  union  of  masters 
and  workmen  for  the  restriction  of  labour  is  to  compel  idlers  who  con- 
sume wealth,  and  annuitants  who  no  longer  produce  any,  to  pay  a  higher 
price  than  they  now  do  for  our  productions.  Bat  you  do  not  tell  us  how 
wo  can  oompel  mirchasers  to  buy  our  goods  dear  when  Ihey  can  buy  other 
goods  cheap.  Yon  go  on,  it  is  true^  to  tell  us  that  it  is  not  yonr  intention 
to  confine  your  union  to  this  country.  You  prc^se  to  invito  the  co-oper- 
ation of  other  nations.  Well,  let  us  suppose  your  iuTitation  to  be  ac^ 
cepted.  Not  in  the  minaltst  particular  would  that  .circumstance  alter  onr 
unfortunate  position.  You  forget  that  we  are  bread  taxed,  that  our  rivals 
are  not  breau  uxed ;  that  they  would 's^  be  able  to  obtain  as  much  food 
lor  four  hours'  labour  as  we  obtain  for  eight;  and  that  in  the  end  they 
would  drive  us  out  of  every  market.  What  occasion,  then,  could  there  be 
to  restrict  labour,  when  it-  is  asioiaia  as:  fifurea  could  shew  it,  that  we 
abould  soon  have  no  work  to  perform,  except  that  of  eating  each  other  in 
the  agonies  of  fiimine  ?  It  is  ifnpoamhle  to  get  the  tame  wages  for  eight 
houn^  labour  as  for  twelve,  without  robbery  of  some  hmd;  and  we  deny  thai 
the  public  can  gain  by  robbery  of  any  kind,  though  individuafjs  nuxy,  and 
dOi  as  we  know  too  welL  Wealth  is  the  renilt  of  labonr ;  and  you  pronose 
to  labour  eight  hours  instead  of  twelve.  Then  you  ^opese  to  produce 
one4li]rd  wu  wealth  than  jou  now  produce,  mystifying  younelf,  at  the 
same  time,  with  the  supposition  that  dt  making  fower  goods,  but  of  better 
quality,  the  labour  of  eight  hours  will  be  worth  that  or  twelve.  You  for- 
get that  you  cannot  hhoAc  without  materials ;  that  you  can  only  bny  raw 
cotton  by  selling  your  wrought  cottons ;  and,  that  however  excellent  your 
im^red  artide  might  be,  yonr  cheap  food  rivals  conid  always  sell  a  better 
article  cheaper.  Coaseqnently,  you  could  not  sell  your  wrought  cottons; 
oonaequenUy  yon  could  not  buy  raw  cotton;  consequently  you  must 
eease  to  manufacturo ;  and  consequently  your  plan  is  already  a  failure, 
even  in  theory." 


THB  CORN  LAWS. 

Glad  are.  we  to  state  that  two  very  important  Public  Meetings  of  .the 

inhabitants  of  Glasgow  were  held  last  week,  to  give  a  blow  to  thes^ 

villainous  Com  Laws.

Wo  Jiad  a  word  lo  say  at  one  of  theso  Meetmgs.     On  a  motioa  that 

tha  petitaoar  to  tha  Commons  should  bo  aoat  to  Mr,  Oswald,  wo  struck 

10,  and  mavad  that  Mr.  Hume  bo  also  reqineateit  to  fiopport  its  prayer. 

This  was  carried  by  acckimatiofl.     Atid  we'wfll  say^  tBat  nO  nan  in 

the  House  of  Commons  deserves  m  much  applause  fromthe-pobHc  at 

large  aa  honest  Joshpli  Hume,  who  has  remained  true  to  his  prhiriplea 

at  all  times  and  seasons.   Honour,  then,  to  whom  honour  is  due.  •  James

He  wishes,  then,  to  maintain  the  Com  Laws,  does  he  ?  Yet,  to  gife 
him  his  due,  we  are  mistaken  if  he  did  not  vote  on  the  other  side  hst 
Session.  But  great  men  can  change  sides  occasionally.  However,  to 
be  serious,  we  can  state  most  positively,  that  if  mr.  Jame  Ewiag 
does  not  support  this  petition  from  Glasgow  for  a  repeal  of  the  Com 
Laws,  signed,  as  we  trust  it  will  be,  by  30,000  inhabitants^  we  Vmxm 
one  devil  of  a  fellow  who  is  a  Ten-pounder,  that  will  apUate  and  get 
Qp  a  requisition  to  him  to  accept  the  Chiltero  Hundreds  without  deky.

By  the  bye,  it  is  worthy  of  special  notice,  that  not  one  of  the 
Established  Clergy  attended  these  Afeetiags.  They  can  turn  out  and 
work  like  nooles  in  favour  of  bigotry  and  into]eiance»  hot  whea  the 
poor  want  cheap  bread,  what  becomes  of  them  ?

Great  loss  and  misery  have  for  many  months  been  occamooed  ia 
Gla^ow,  as  well  as  other  places,  by  these  unnatural  sirikesm  It  is, 
therefore,  with  great  pleasure  we  leara,  that  the  influential  body  of 
Engineers  have  at  last  come  to  an  amicable  arrangemeatt  whicli  ve 
earneatly  hope  will  be  imitated,  or  rather  speedibr  followed,  by  evevy 
other  Trade  in  Glasgow.^— And  we  say  tab,  whether  as  it  renpects

idea,  which  we  are  sorry  to  say  seems  to  have  been  of  hie 
led,  and  too  long  in  many  quarters,  that  the  Opeiativee  can 
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Jorei  tfacirtaiployefi  into  tti«ir  own  tennsy  whether  reesoMble  or  not, 
appears  lo  ut  to  be  perfectly  eztramgatit*  It  would,  in  faety  be  tum- 
if^  aociely  upside  dows.  >T1ie  Operatives^  we  know,  have  a  giant*! 
strength,  but  this  is  not  tlie  way  to  wield  it.  The  masien  cannot 
Jorce  them  to  work  nnlen  tbev  please :  and  both  parties  sboald  recol- 
lect the  maxim,  ^  Do  unto  others  as  you  would  lilce  them  to  do  unio 
you." — In  short,  the  principles  of  /Wedbm  should  have  fair  play  on 
both  sides. 

Surely  the  poor  Wearers,  for  example  t^^ursly  uafUg  class  of  society^ 
Imve  a  nat&ral  right  to  endeavour  to  adranoe  their  social  or  mora) 
condition,  by  every  means  in  their  power.  Yel  the  poor  weaven 
have  been  peKed,  and  treated  with  violence,  by  some  of  the  other 
classes  of  their  feltow  men,  whose  rights  they  were  supposed  to  in^* 
fringe,  simply  because  they  accepted  of  the  employment  offered  to 
them  by  their  masters.  Are  the  weavers  not  to  be  altowed  to  pro- 
cure  sustenance  for  their  starving  families  wherever  they  can  find  it? 
It  is  impossible  to  maintain  the  opposite  doctrine,  with  the  least  sem* 
bhmce  of  justice.  And  in  this,  or  any  other  free  country,  where  every 
man  is  entitled  to  work,  when,  and  where,  and  on  such  terms  as  he 
pleases,  or  can  procure, — it  is  impossible,  we  say,  for  the  law  to  allow 
siarh  a  man  to  be  makrtaied  by  any  other  class  of  his  fellow  men  for 
so  doing,  otherwise  society  is  at  an  end. 

These,  perhaps,  are  not  very  palatable  truAg  for  some  of  the  Oper- 
atives. They  are  not  palatable,  we  know,  to  the  Owenites  or  the  St. 
Simoneans,  who  of  late  have  been  prapagattng  some  of  the  most  absurd 
dogmas  that  ever  entered  into  the  hnd  of  man.  We  are  afraid  that 
many  of  the  Operatives  will  sooli  reap  the  bitter  fruits  of  their  owti 
cupidity.  It  is  with  sincere  regret  we  learn  that  some  of  them  are  to 
be  tried  in  the  ensuing  week  before  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary  *<  for 
acts  of  lawless  violetace  and  intimidation." 

We  have  great  reason  to  fear  that  not  a  few  of  them,  as  during  the 
days  of  the  Spy  SyHem^  have  already  become  the  victims  of  designing 
men.  There  is  now  lying  before  us  a  pamphlet,  published  some  weeks 
ago,  entitled,  **  The  Dispute  between  the  Mechanics  and  their  Em* 
ployers  placed  in  its  true  light,  by  a  Friend  to  both  parties,"  in  which 
we  find  the  following  paragraph,  which  has  neter  been  eaniradkiedf 
thai  we  are  aware  o^ — And  tkerefore  it  deserves  the  serious  notice  of 
the  Operatives  of  Glasgow.  **  Soon  after  the  present  strike,  three 
JDebgaiei  eame  from  JSnglandy  to  see  how  things  were  going  on  in 
Glasgow;  snd,  at  a  public  meeting  of  the  Operatives  in  the  Lyceum, 
stated,  that  they  had  waited  on  Messrs.  Houldsworth  and  Napier, 
with  the  desire  of  having  the  dispute  adjusted,— that  these  Gentlemen 
treated  them  very  civilly,  but  would  not  yield  on  any  one  poinw— 
Now,  in  the  whole  of  thie  eMemmi  (says  the  autiior  of  the  above 
pamphlet),  there  is  not  one  word  of  truth  ;  it  ie,  from  beginning  to 
end,  a  pure  unmixed  faieehoodf  and  should  teach  the  employera  of 
these  veradotts  individuals  what  reliance  in  future  to  place  upon  thell 
assertions.   Neither  they,  nor  any  other  persons,  called  upon  the  9h0l^ 

SfUtlemen,  with  any  propoaition  whatever.    What  do  the  Operate 
ink  of  such  osorality  ?— Can  they  approve  of  fidsebood  in  thair  I 
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and  masters  ? — If  tbey  have  the  spirit  of  Britons,  and  pit)s9e6B  a  parti- 
cle of  tha^  detestation  of  tyranny  which  they  ought  to  have,  and  which, 
in  spite  of  the  oppression  exercised  over  them  by  their  fellow  mea^  we 
fully,  give  them  credit  for  having,  they  will  instantly  cut  all  connecuon 
wi^  such  a  body,  and  by  acting  a  manly  part,  show  their  aconi  of 
those  who  guide  them  in  such  disgraceful  leading-strings." 

It  is  quite  possible  the  **  leaders  of  the  Unions"  will  he  up  in  amw 
against  us  for  this  article. — W^  care  not. — We  shall  go  on  to  tell  the 
Truth,  no  matter  whom,  it  liiay  affect,  at  all  hazards.  The  Opera- 
tives, we  are  confident,  wHl'soon  have  their  eyes  opened.  But  what- 
ever may  be  the  result,'  we  can  Wash  oui^  hands,  and  truly  say,  that  we 
never  injured  the  Operatives  of  Glasgow,  bttt,  on  the  contrary,  have 
defended,  as  we  are  ever  rectdy  to  do,  tlieir  own  best  and  permanent 
interests.  We  conclude  by  repeating  the  hope,  earnestly  expressed  in 
the  previous  part  of  this  short  article,  namely,  that  the  example  of  the 
Engineers  will  speedily  be  followed  by  all  the  other  Trades. — And 
that  Peace  and  Prosperity  will  still  be  maintained  in  this  eity,  and 
throughout  the  kingdom — these  being,  beyond  all  question,  of  the  moot 
lasting  and  paramount  interest  to  the  whole  coinmnnity. 


BRIDEWELL  FINES— OR  TICKLERS  FOR  THE  GLASGOW 
JUSTICES,  THEIR  CLERK,  AND  FISCAL. 

We  stated  truly,  that  the  majority  of  the  Glasgow  J^tkea  were  rank 
Tories,  and  we  have  often  expressed  our  surprise,  that  the  present 
government  did  not  long  ago  clip  thehr  wing6,  or  put  in  better  aien 
among  them.

g  to  call  their  attention  to  the  act  of  ParlkmeBty  of  the  5th 
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G«^  IV.  C«p.  i49»  Sect.  18,  which  expremiy  eaacta  «<lhat  the 
WHOLE  of  the  Fines,  peiwltiM,  aod  forfeitures,  imposed  hy  the  said 
Cous^jr  Magistrates  (Justices)  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Bridewell  for  Bridewell  purposes." 

M<4reorer,  we  find  from  the  Bridewell  accounts  of  last  vear,  that  a 
eum  of  £15  is  also  dedacted,  as  salary  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Commia- 
aionem  of  Bridew/ell.  But  on  examining  the  same  act  of  Plsrliament,  Sect. 
19th,  we  find  the  following  clause,  to  which  we  likewise  beg  leave  to 
direct  the  special  attention  of  their  Honours.  /'  And  be  it  Airther 
enacted,  that  the  Clerk  of.  the  Peace  for  the  County,  for  the  time,  shaU 
be  bound  U^adas  clerk  to  iht  it^id  Commissioners,  for  executing  the 
eaid  recited  act,  if  required  by  tb#m,  a^d  for  bis  remuneration,  shall 
receive  a  sum  to  he  annually  fixeii  by  the  said  CommlssionerB  not  «r- 
ceeding  fine  shillings  for  each  hours  attendance  at  the  meetings  of 
the  said  Commissioners,  and  doing  the  other  necessary  business  as 
their  Clerk.". 

Now,  there  are  only,  on,  an  averagi^,  four  meetings  of  the  Commissioners 
in  the  year ;  Md.e^h  eC  these  meeti^ss  hardly  lasts  one  hour,  sometimes 
Bot  twenty  miauite^  ;^tbere£9fei  according  to  the  act  of  Parliament,  the 
Clerk  should  not  receive  more  than  twenty  shillings.  Yet  it  is  seen 
they  give  him  fifteen  pounds  a  year,  which  the  act  of  Parliament  ex- 
pressly disallows. 

It  is  really  high  time  that  their  '<  Honours"  should  be  looked  after. 
We  protest  against  their  squandering  the  public  money  in  this  manber 
even  on  triflee :  £or  trifles  put  together,  sometimes  amount  to  large 
aums :  aad  if  their  Honours  can  thus  sport  with  trifles,  the  public  may 
be  apt  to  infer,  that  they  can  also  sport  occasionally  (and  we  believe 
they  do)  with  hundreds  and  with  thousands. 

Tliere  roust  be  a  searching  inquiry  into  the  whole  of  the  municipal 
inatitotions  of  GUsgow.  But  that  is  a  task  only  fit  for  Radicah. 
For  Whigs  are  Whigs,  aod  Tories  are  Tories,  as  they  will  continue  to 
be,  to  tho  end  of  the  chapter.  Let  the  Reformers  of  Glasgow,  there- 
lore,  dmm  out  from  their  ranks,  all  the  mongrel  Whigs  at  the  next 
eUolieo^  and  give  the  word  of  command  to^eniftiie  Rods !

Tbb  sum  collected  from  the  Inhabitants  for  the  support  of  the 
BHdewell  EatabUshment  last  year  amounted  to  £1554 :  16  :  9,  oi.t 
of  wbiohv  we  And  bo  less  than  £260  ;  4 :  1 1  has  been  paid  as  the 
expense  of  euweying  and  ooUectiog.    This  leads  us  to  make  an 
obeervotion  or  two,  which  we  hope  some  of  the  R^brmed  Magis- 
trates and  CounoU  idll  take  in  good  part— There  is  an  establish- 
ment for  ooBeciing  the  PoUoe  Assessneat    There  is  a  second  esta- 
blishment for  collecting  the  City  Cess.    There  is  a  third  estaUW^ 
meat  for  coQseting  the  Statute  Labour  moneiy.    And  the<^ 
fourth  estabKshmenI  for  collecting  the  Bridewell  assessm' 
separate  eiflioers  in  every  one  of  them.    Now,  what  r 
submit  is,  that  the  whole  of  these  four  establishmeo* 
thrown  into  one,  especially  as  it  cannot  seriously  be  ^ 
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wtm%  machiDerf  nemploy^  in  eoUecdog  th«  Police  MiOfMwnenta,  k\ 
msteno^y  could  fit  the  eame  time,  and  at  veiy  little  aidditsoad 
trouble^  eoUeet  the  Bridewell  ones  also;  and,  moreover,  the  inliabi^ 
tantfl  would  not  be  pestered  by  so  many  officers  as  they  now  art 
They  would  have  only  to  look  to  one  establishment^  where  thev 
eould  dear  ofP  all  their  rates  at  once^  a  thing  which  we  believe 
would  also  tend  very  much  to  the  convenience  of  many  of  the  is- 
habitants  of  Glasgow* 

If  the  plan  we  have  now  su^^sted  were  adopted  by  our  Re- 
formed Council,  and  they  could  easily  do  it,  if  they  were  only  wiO- 
ing,  a  saving  would  be  effected  to  the  extent,  we  are  oonvinoed,  oi 
at  least  £10^  sterling  per  annum. 

Here>  then,  is  a  field  for  economy  or  retrenchment.  We  hope 
some  intrepid  Radieai  at  the  CouncU  board  will  take  it  up  without 
delay.  It  is  only  to  the  Radicak  at  that  board  we  have  to  look, 
and,  alas  I  there  are  too  few  of  them  at  it.  For  we  ovm,  we  are 
beginning  to  be  disgusted  at  some  of  the  other  gentlemen  we  had 
**  recommended,"  and  the  Olasgow  Cornier  may  crow  over  them  as 
soon  and  as  loud  as  it  pleases.  Whenever  we  discover  smootix, 
olly-tongued  JohberSf  we  cut  them  for  ever. 


CHURCH  AND  STATE. 

Tab  Inhabitanis  of  Edinburgh  held  a  great  Public  Meeting  the  other

^  The  momorialists  object  to  Church  Establishments,  becaoee  the? 
amply  a  right  in  rulers  to  lensltte  in  matters  of  Religion,  which  they 
will  never  concede  to  any  human  authorities.    Such  institutions  are 
thus  oppressive  to  consoiance,  the  principle  of  religious  loyalty  which 
owns  God  alone  as  its  Lord.    But  they  are  no  less  politically  inexpe- 
dient. The  ielevation  of  the  one  sectnecessarily  produces  the  degradatioB 
of  all  the  rest,  and  as  it  creates  a  powerful  political  body  with  interests

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REPEAL  OF  THE  UNION. 


Wb  are  sorry  to  6nd  that  a  movement  has  been  made  in  Glasgow,  for 
a  Repeal  of  the  Uftion  bettreen  these  Kingdoms  and  Ireland.  This 
movement  has  been  made  principally,  if  not  altogether,  by  a  few  of  the 
natives  of  Ireland,  domiciled  in  Glasgow.  We  tell  them  plainly,  that 
they  are  only  exciting  animosity  and  bad  blood  between  the  people  of 
this  country  and  of  Ireland,  if  they  stir  in  this  business  much  farther. 
For  we  appeal  to  any  trae4iearted  ScMman^  and  ask,  what  would  he 
think,  if  a  meeting  of  Irishmen  should  assemble  in  Dublin  say  next  week, 
and  pass  Resolutions  for  a  repeal  of  our  own  Union,  that  is,  the  Union 
between  Scotland  and  England,  which  has  added  so  much  to  the  con- 
solidation, strength,  and  prosperity  of  the  British  Empire  ?  We  are 
sure  he  would  regard  such  a  meeting  as  a  national  insult,  and  millions 
of  hands  would  be  raised  against  it.  We  therefore  beg  firmly,  but 
respectfully,  to  tell  these  Irishmen  to  beware  of  the  course  they  are 
now  pursuing  in  this  country,  as  we  would  likewise  tell  our  own  coun- 
trymen, to  beware  of  the  arts  that  may  be  used  to  enlist  them  on  the 
side  of  the  Irish  Repealers,  There  may  be  20  or  80,000  Irishmen  in 
Glasgow,  who  will  immediately  sign  a  petition  for  the  Repeal;  but  we 
are  greatly  mistaken,  if  there  are  three  dozen  of  rigbt-thinkiug  Scots- 
men, who  will  countenance  it  by  their  names.  And  this  we  further 
say,  that  if  any  considerable  number  of  Irishmen  have  found  a  home 
and  a  resting  place  in  this  country,  as  we  know  they  have,  they  ougbt 
either  to  be  contented  with  it,  or  retire  peaceably  from  it.  We  protest 
against  their  right  to  raise  internal  divisions  in  this  country.  And  we 
also  tell  them  plainly,  that  if  they  do  provoke  a  struggle  in.  this  «>un- 
try,  they  must,  and  they  shall  be  compelled  to  leave  it,  or  reoaain  true 
to  their  allegiance.  It  is  the  worst  tact  possible,  for  any  of  the  Irish 
leaders  even  to  moot  such  a  question  as  Repeal  on  the  Scottish  soil 
They  ought  rather  to  conciliate  the  Scottish  and  the  English  natioos, 
and  get  them  to  interest  themselves  in  petitioning  the  British  Legisla- 
ture for  a  redress  of  the  wrongs  of  Ireland,  to  which  end,  we  ahiJl  go 
probably  as  far  as  any  true  Irishman  himself  could  desire.  Bat  on  the 
question  of  the  Repeal  we  take  our  stand.  Nor  do  we  hesitate  to  say, 
in  the  words  of  Mr.  Stanley,  (whose  whole  political  creed  we  by  no 
means  espouse,)  that  we  shall  resist  it  *'  to  the  death.*'  If  the  English 
Rose,  the  Irish  Shamrock,  and  the  Scottish  Thistle,  do  not  continue 
entwined  together,  Farewell  to"*  the  happiness  of  Great  Britain.  It  is 
only  demagogues  that  can  breathe  a  contrary  sentiments 

We  shall  offer  no  further  animadversions  in  this  place,  on  the  meet- 
ing which  took  place  the  other  evening  in  the  Lyceum  Roorn^, 
composed,  we  again  Repeat,  chiefly  of  Irishmen.  But  if  nnother 
public  meeting  is  to  be  held  on  this  sul^ect,  we  hope  they  will  be  in- 
clined to  hear  the  fair  argument  that  may  be  addressed  to  their  reason, 
and  not  to  their  passions.  And  lest  it  may  be  supposed,  that  we  have 
either  spoken  or  written  too  strongly  on  this  sul^ct,  we  beg  to  refer 
all  classes  of  our  readers,  (and  we  know  there  are  many  intelligent  Irish- 
men among  them,  whom  we  highly  respect,)  to  the  followifig  abort  ar- 
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tida,  from  the  pen  dl  %  dittiiigiiialiecl  writer  in  iIm  ETtkramrHmurff 
Black  Aw^,— coDMilted  by  u«  on  many  oecasions  :«— 

**  WbiJe  fro  fervently  hope  to  see  the  condition  of  Irekind  improTed 
by  the  cnltiTBtion  of  her  vtiat  resourcet,  by  the  iroproTement  of  her 
Inwe  and  raagistraey,  by  the  annihilation  of  factious  intereeta,  aad  by 
a  proTition  for  her  destitute' poor,  still  we  cannot  help  entering  oar 
protest  against  the  repeal  of  the  Union.  Had  not  the  decree  against 
the  Boroughmongera  gone  forth,  we  might  have  embraced  such  an  al- 
ternative ;  but  as  the  days  of  the  Oligarchy  are  numbered,  we  can  see  no 
good  reason  for  separating  the  destinies  of  Ireland  from  those  of  Engw 
land.  It  is  useles  to  disguise — the  ultimate  object  sought  by  the  Re^ 
peelers  is  the  erection  of  Ireland  into  an  independent  state  wider  the 
presidentship,  kingship,  or  something  else  of  the  *<  Liberator  :'*  bvt 
flMn,  we  trust,  are  too  enlightened  to  be  ridden  orer  rongh«ahod, 
eitber  by  the  wiles  of  priests,  of  mendicant  patriots,  or  military  admen- 
taren.  We  do  not  inquire  what  individuals — but  what  the  people 
would  gain  by  this  revolnUon  ?  From  Britain  it  would  sever  the  right 
arm  of  her  power ;  and  what  advantages  would  Ireland  reap  by  a  separ 
nte  existence?  She  does  not  possess,  within  herself,  the  elements  to 
constitute  an  united,  prosperous,  and  enlightened  commonity.  Sup* 
posing,  for  a  moment,  she  escaped  a  century  of  civil  war,  and  forthwith 
passed  under  the  yoke  of  the  '<  ex-king  of  Kerry,"  with  a  deplorably 
ignorant  population  for  his  lieges — a  fanatical,  but  richly  endowed 
priesthood,  as  they  would  be  with  the  lands  and  tithes  of  the  Protes- 
tant establishment — for  the  se^viIe  instruments  of  his  sovereignty-^ 
what  a  spectacle  would  she  present  I  Under  such  a  regime,  it  is  easy 
to  discern  insuperable  obstacles  to  every  social  improvement.  For 
ages  she  wouM  be  no  better  under  her  iietc^  autocrat,  than  Portugal  un- 
der Don  Miguel,  or  N^les  under  the  sway  ef  a  Bourbon.  Every  sin- 
cere well-wisher  to  the  greatness  and  happiness  of  England  and  Ireland 
must  deplore  the  idea  of  dismemberment :  united,  they  may  be  a  source 
of  mutiml  light  and  power;  dissevered,  they  would  be  the  luminary  of 
chiy  and  lamp  of  night  struck  from  their  orbits.  Such  an  event  holds 
•ut  no  remedy  for  any  specific  evil ;  whatever  measures  for  the  good  eC 
Ireland  could  be  effected  by  the  senate  of  College-green,  may  be  effect- 
ed by  the  reformed  parliament  of  the  united  kingdom ;  and  this  with- 
out the  delay,  clash,  and  conflict  inseparable  from  rival  legislatures.  A 
dissolution,  therefore,  of  the  empire  cannot  be  sought  as  the  mean  of 
pablic  good,  hot  as  a  mere  stalking-horse  to  se]6ah  aggrandisement. 

'*  Under  an  enlightened  general  government,  England  and  Ireland  may 
poll  ti^ether  for  the  mutual  advantage  of  both,  and,  we  trust,  by  speedy 
and  effective  reforms,  so  unfortunate  a  catastrophe  as  a  legislative  sepa* 
ration  will  be  averted.  It  cannot  be  forgotten  how  Ireland  was  gov- 
erned by  her  own  paHiament — the  most  corrupt,  selfish,  and  ignorant 
net  of  legislaton  that  ever  assembled  between  four  walls.  For  what, 
then,  should  it  be  rerived  i^  The  true  policy  for  tranquillizing  the 
country  and  disarming  fiiction  is  obvious ;  remove  grievances  and  con- 
fer benefits.  Instead  ofburtheningthe  yet  struggling  manufa 
agriculture  of  the  Irish  with  addiiional  taxes,  as  was  sought  to ' 
by  the  Wellington  ministry,  a  resource  ought  to  be

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crown-lands  of  Ireland,  and  in  the  wasted  estates  of  the  church,  in  the 
million  of  neglected  acres  posseaeed  by  absentee  bisbopR,  end  in  the  mil- 
lion and  more  wortli  of  land  and  tithe  possessed  by  the  collegiate  bo- 
dies and  non-resident  incumbents.  Here  is  the  panacea  for  cementing 
the  Union,  producing  contentmerit,  and  supplying  the  wants  of  an 
impoverished  Exchequer. 

'*  The  besotted  tyranny  which  has  impeded  the  prosperity  of  Ireland 
will  hardly  be  credited  by  [Posterity.  '  Her  population  is  only  half-crvil- 
ized;  in  religion,  manheb,  ahd  domestic  habits,  no  better  than  the 
rabble  of  the  Peninsula  i  v^e  h^  lands  in  whole  districts  are  as  little 
cultivated  ss  the  wilds  of  Tartary.  '  We  do  not  allude  to  the  bog  and 
mountain  wastes ;  and  these,  in.  great  part,  continue  such  from  an 
obstinate  legislation  which  tolerates,  year  after  year,  the  remains  of 
baronial  tenures ; — but  V^oiAil  U*  b^  hk\'vAftfd  that  there  is,  or  was,  so 
recently  as  IB2U  a  tract.of  aou^t|ry  ip  the  soQtb  of  Irelandroccupying 
800  square  miles  of  terj^itoryr  in.  whiqh  there  is  not  a  single  resident 
gentleman,  nor  clergymaOyQor  a  single  road  fit  for  a  wheeKcarriage  to 
EASs?  This  is  tlie  testimony  of  Mr.  Baron  Fostkr;  andL  hear  it, 
Dorougbmopgei^ !  you,  who  have  expendeid  millions. to  fortify  Ca- 
nada^ as  you  did  the  Netberlandsi»  for  a  rival  ppwer^.and  to  provide 
colonial  sioecui;es  and»  offices  in  sugar  ivlands,'  converted  into  hells  for 
the  infliction  of  torture  on  your  feUow-creatpr^yr^b^Ar^  *^  l<^  ^ 
homey  how  you  have  governed  and  elicited  the  resources  of  our  great 
dependency,  placed  at  the  tbresbbold,  in,  the  very  6osoqi  of  the  em- 
pire! '..'"'.. 

<<  Who  can  revert  to  the  history  ot'the  Oligarchy  without  indignation? 
Rotten  boroughs  and  tithes,  as  much  as  sinecures,  pensions,  and  exor- 
bitant salaries,  have  been  the  great  obstacles  to  sound  national  policy, 
f  be  holders  and  expectants  of  these  have  been  ever  banded  together, 
no  less  by  a  sense  of  common  iniquity  than  common  interest,  to  oppose 
every  salutary  amelioration.  On  every  public  occasion,  on  every  gen- 
eral clectioo,  the  priffst  and  the  placeman  united  to  oppose  the  enemy 
of  imposture  and  peculation :  from  these  no  hope  of  good  could  be  in- 
dnlgsd ;  hot  the  people  have  at  length  risen  in  their  ttiighly  and  the 
days  of  misrule  will  speedily  end." 


DESTRUCTION  OF  LIBERAL  EDUCATION.

In  no  other  country,  have  such  ample  provision  for  the  benefit  of  the 
working  classes  been  made  by  the  benevolence  of  iudi^kKjalo.  In 
every  |>art  Of  England,  there  are  bequests  of  Ibis  kiod|  chiefly  in  land, 
sometimes  in  money. 

l^i>y  of  the  grah^for  this  purpose,  are  of  ancient  date ;  and,  from 
that  circumstance,  and  the  rise  in  the  value  of  land,  they  are '  now  of 
imoMDfte*  imporUince.  Id  . tfie  J  J  ,QQO  {>aHshei  ofr  England  and  Wales, 
there  are  from  40,01)0  to  50,000,  cbaratable  institutions,  of  which  the 
annual  value  is  about  £2,000,000  sterling.  TJbis  is  truly  the  property 
of  ^e  poor,  because  left  by  tiie  .bun^pity  of  t^.eir  forefathe(8y  for  their 
sole  advantage. 

The  objects  of  these  grants  are  various,  bnt  chiefly  to  bestow  edu- 
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cation  on  children,  clothing  and  habitations  on  the  aged,  and  pecuniary 
assistance  on  unfortunate  tradesmen. 

The  aristocracy,  however,  have  insinuated  themselves  into  the  man- 
agement of  these  funds,  in  such  a  mauue^  that  they  have  not  nterely 
prevented  the  poor  from  deriving  benefit  from  them,  but  have  sometimes 
rendered  them  the  means  of  the  most  ei^t^asi ^e  corruption.  The  clergy, 
indeed,  are  chiefly  in  possession, of  tl^em*  for  their  own  peculiar  benefit. 
Thus  are  about  two  millions  of  .ujfeon^y^  plundered  from  the  poor  by 
knaves,  ^ho  spend  their  days  in  fcc^ud^^fd  (Ipbauchery,,  and  preaco 
to  the  people  honesty  and  sobriety  ! ,

Some  of  the  Rev.  Fathers  connected '\^^^  iW^r  '^Establishment'*  lately 
proposed  that  several  additional  CKdrehes'shoilild  be  built  in  Glasgow, 
**  to  stem  the  torrent  of  infidelity  that  is  sulking  tijirough  our  land." 
This  is  always  their  cry,  "to  stem  the  torrent  of  infidelity."  Now^ 
we  have  no  objection  to  their  building  chntclies  in  evei^  street  of  tlie 
city.  We  simply  protest/  that  those  only  who  want  churbhes' should 
pai/  for  them  out  of  their  own  pockets,  and  tfmt  the' inhabitants  at 
large  should  not  be  iiTxed  for  them. 

To  shew,  however,  that  there  is,  in  fact,  no  need  for  any  additional 
churches  in  Glasgow, — to  show,  also,  the  estimation  in  which  the 
Kev.  Fathers  of  the  Establishment  are  held  in  Glasgow,  we  subjoin 
the  following  official  return,  obtained  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Robert 
M'Gavin,  one  of  the  City  Councillors,  from  which  it  ctearly  appears, 
tbat  not  one  of  the  Established  churches  are  let  to  the  full ;  some  (^ 
them,  indeed,  are  not  let  to  the  half;  and  others  of  them  are,  in  fact, 
literally  empty i

Sir  Andrew  might,  with 
equal  propriety,  attompi  to  get  an  Aet  of  Parliament  to  restrain  the 
sun  in  the  firmament  of  hearen  from  shedding  its  benignant  rays  on 
the  Sabbath  day !  The  bigots,  the  hypocritical  saints  in  Glasgow  and 
other  places,  will  probably  contrive  to  get  up  petitions  to  support  Sir 
Andrew,  as  uaual.  If  they  do,  one  loud  and  universal  scowl  ought  to 
be  raised  against  them  by  every  independent  and  right-thinking  man 
in  the  nation ;  and  counter  petitiona  forwarded  to  Parliament,  signed 
by  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands,  playing  Parfiament  not  to  en- 
courage bigots,  but  to  discharge  its  proper  duties.

The  three  king- 
dooM  (as  w«  were  once  accustomed  to  *€aU  them)  must  bear  a  little 
longer;  their  ctuae  is  rapidly  progressing,  and  must  finally  triumph — 
at  least,  befiore  ten  years,  my  country's  deliverance  is  certain."

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PAISLEY  ELECTION— GLASGOW  CLIQUE— MR.  DOUGLAS — 
MR,  CRAWFURD— SIR  D.  K.  8ANDFORD,  &c. 

Foua  Candidates  came  into  the  field  seeking  the  honour  of  being  re- 
turned, as  Representative  for  Paisley,  in  the  room  of  Sir  John  Maxwell, 
viz.  Captain  Gordon,  Mr.  Douglas,  Mr.  Crawfurd,  and  Sir  D.  K.  Sand- 
ford. — The  1st  (Captain  Gordon)  was  out  of  the  question,  because  he 
was  a  high  Tory,  and  actually  voted  against  the  Refora  BiH,  in  the 
House  of  Commons — ^and  we  wonder,  therefore,  that  he  had  the  auda- 
city to  seek  the  suffr^es  of  the  Electors  of  PaiHiey  at  this  time.  The 
2d  (Mi>  Douglas)  hat  aU  aWiiV^  allowed  himself  to  he  ^^an  old  Whig^»'* 
and  there  can  be  no  tlouht,  .th^yt.he  is,  without  exception*  the  ablest 
man  among  that  party  in  the  West  of  Scotland.  We  admire  bis  con- 
duct at  this  Election  yety  much*^we  aball  afterwards  take  occasion 
to  refer  more  particularly  to  it.  But  this  we  may  truly  say,  in  the 
mean  time,  tuat  John  Douglas  has  risen  100  per  c^t*  in  the  estimation 
of  the  public,  by  retiring  from  the  field  in  th^  honourable  way  he  did, 
and  he  stands,  at  this  moment,  in  a  prouder  and  more  elevated  position 
than  hehas  ever  yet  done.  The  third  Candidate  (Mr.  Crawfurd)  professed 
himself  to  be. a  Radical;  and  we  are,  of  course,  bound  to  take  bis  own 
statement,  and  to  believe,  as  we  implicitly  do,  that  he  is  one ;  though 
we  must  add,  that  there  are  some  points  im  hia  potitioal  creeds  which 
it  would  be  difficult  for  nopst.  Radicals  to  digests  auf^fiar  instance,  as 
his  doctrines  on  free  trade,  and  the  immunity  he  seems t to. think  the 
fund-holders  should  enjoy  from  taxation.  But  it  is  needless  ibr-ua  to 
enter  into  an  examinatipn  of  the  political  creed  of  all,  or.  any  of  the 
Candidates — and,  therefore,  we  come,  last,  though  not  least,  to  Sir 
Daniel  Sandford,  who  professes  himself  to  be  neither  a  Whig  nor  a 
Tory,  but  adopts  the  broad  principle,  that  he  has  the  welfare  of  all 
classes  of  the  community  at  heart.     And  we  believe  him. 

From  the  first,  it  was  never  supposed  by  any  body,  (the  Tones  then- 
selves  always  excepted,)  that  Captain  Gordon  had  the  sliglitest  obaoce 
of  success  with  the  Constituency  of  Paisley.  The  strugglet  tberafeK<» 
would  have  lain  between  Mr.  Douglas  and  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  fiorthese  • 
three  were  the  only  Candidates  at  first  in  the  field.  And  thia  leads  aa ' 
to  explain  some  circumstances  connected  with  this  Eleotiou,  which  the 
public  are  not  yet  in  possession  of.    , 

Be  it  known,  then,  that  there  is.  a  vile,  purse-proud,  domineoing 
party  in  Glasgow^  who  go  under  the  appellation,  a«d  juk  axfcellent  eoe 
it  is,  of  the  "  Glasgow  Clique" — This  said  **  CUque\  party  hate  Mr. 
Douglas^ — They  have  a  9pUe  at  him. — And  they  have  a  spite  abo,  as 
well  as  a  hatred,  against  Sir  Daniiel  Sandford,  arising  principally,  we 
believe,  from  this  consideration,  that  Douglas  aned  Sandford  are  both 
men  of  great  talen^,  and  took  the  Mine  out  of  the  *<  Clique  leaders*  at 
every  one  of  our  put)lic  meetings.  It  is  c]«ar,  that  Doeglaa  and  Sand- 
ford had  both  strong  claims  on  the  inhabitants. '^f  Glasgow,  at  the  first 
Election,  not  to  be  compared^  ipv  ft  moment  with  those.of  any  atran- 
ger.  Yet  the  Clique  went  to., work  in,  their  own  private  conclaves^ 
and  they  brought  forn'ard  t^is  same  Mr«  Crawfurd,  who.  was  an  utter 
■tranger  in  Glasgow, — who  had  scarcely  been. ever  before  heard  of  in  it, 
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aod  they  had  the  pretumplion  to  t«H  him  to  the  •kirtt  of  Mr.  Jamet 
Oswald,  who  is  helored  oy  every  toan  in  the  city,  thinking  thereby 
that  they  wonld  at  once  be  able  to  keep  down  all  oppoRition  to  their 
own  views,  and  lord  Crawford  over  both  Dou^^las  and  Sandford.  But  in 
this  they  were  mistaken.  The  intelligent  inhabitants  of  Gla»protv  felt  dis- 
gusted at  the  insolence  and  barefaced  conduct  of  the  Clique  on  that 
occasion ;  hut  for  whom,  there  cannot  be  a  doubt,  that  Oswald  and  Doug' 
kUf  or  Oflwald  and  Sandfordy  would  have  been  the  sitting  Members 
for  Glasgow,  and  not  Mr.  James  Ewing.  It  was  the  Clique  party,  we 
repeat,  and  none  other,  that  divided  the  Reform  interest  on  that  oc- 
casion, by  their  insolent  domineering  conduct.  And  now,  they  have  again 
tried  the  same  experiment  tfi  Paisley ^  but  have  signally  failed.  For  there 
18  no  denying  the  fact,  that  the  leaders  of  the  Glasgow  Clique,  and 
they  alone,  were  instrumental  in  bringing  down  Mr.  Crawford  from 
London,  and  on  the  preknce  of  Radical  principles,  which  every  one  of 
them,  we  believe,  abhors  at  heart,  they  tbooght  they  would  be  able  to 
palm  Mr.  Crawfurd  on  Paisley,  and  thereby  to  defeat  Douglas  and 
Sandford,  which  was  their  sole  aim.  It  is  now  our  solemn  convic- 
tion, that  the  leaders  of  the  Clique  would  have  preferred  Captain 
Gordon  himself,  oi^  the  worst  Tory  in  the  land,  to  either  Donglas  or 
Sandfurd. 

**  By  management,"  as  Mr.  Douglas  himself  now  calls  it,  they  got 
him  to  enter  iBtoa  joint  canvass  with  Mr.  Crawfurd,  as  to  which  of 
them  (Dooglas  or  Crawford)  had  the  majority  of  votes  of  the  House- 
holders (not  Electora)  of  Paisley.  The  result  of  this  canvass  led  to 
the  overthrow  of  Mr.  Douglas,  and  placed  the  Glasgow  Clique  for  a 
short  time  In  ecstacy.  And  although  exceptions,  we  understand, 
might  have  been  taken  by  Mr.  Douglas,  to  the  purity  or  fairness  of  this 
canvass,  he  disdaineil  to  do  so,  and  rdired  from  the  6eld  with  honoar, 
after  2630  Honseholders  of  Paisley  had  expressed  their  wishes  for  him* 
Mr.  Crawfurd  had  45  of  a  majority. 

Immediately  after  Mr.  Douglas  retired,  the  leaders  of  the  Glasgow 
Clique  coold  not  contain  themselves—they  showed  **  the  cloven  foot'* 
much  too  eariy.  For  on  the  following  morning,  every  Glasgow  Clique 
Hailie  went  *<  in  state*'  to  Paisley,  to  kick  Douglas — to  stab  Sandford 
-—and  to  make  a  poppet  of  poor  Crawfurd.  Some  of  them  actually 
oxtered  him  from  the  hustings !  And  seeing  these  things,  we  confess 
we  thought  it  high  time  to  express  our  wish,  that  the  independent 
Electors  of  Paisley  would  tie  the  pan  to  the  tail  of  the  Glasgow  Clique, 
and  turn  them  out  of  Paisley  with  discomfitore  and  disgrace. 

We  now  rejoice  that  the  independent  Electors  of  Paisley  have  done  90. 
We  rejoice  that  they  have  elected  Sir  D.  R.  Sandford  as  their  repre- 
sentative in  Parliament — not  that  he  is  such  a  professed  Radical  as 
Mr.  Crawford,  but  because  we  entertain  the  opinion,  which  we  have  in- 
variably entertained  of  l^ir  Daniel  Sandford,  that  he  is  a  man  of  tran- 
scendent talents,  and  a  thousand  times  more  calculated  than  Mr.  Craw- 
ford to  maintain,  and  to  advance,  the  |>aramount  rights  and  interests» 
not  only  of  the  people  of  this  empire,  but  of  the  whola  habl 

Never  has  a  man  been  so  traduced  and  calumniated  of  ~ 
Sandford.     We  are  told,  forsooth,  tiiat  he  is  a  Tory  vsAi 
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we  htkve  been  revUed  for  supporting  him.     But  tbey  are  ignorant,  groas- 
\y  ignorant,  of  the  political  principles  of  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  diat  make 
such  a  charge.     Undoubtedly  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford  does  not  go  to  some 
of  the  lengths  which,'  as  Radical  Reformers,  we  should  like  to  see  bim 
go:  but  the  same  observation  might  be  applied  with  equal  force  to  Mr. 
Douglas,  and  to  Mr.  Crawfurd,  for  they,  too,  are  not  exactly  to  our 
liking,  in  some  points,  i  But  we  have  before  us  the  printed  declaration 
of  Sir  D.  K;  Sandford  to  the  Electors  of  Paisley,  in  which  he  distinctly 
declares,  that  be  is  "ready  to  promote  measures  of  practical  Refonn, 
calculated  to  remedy  existing  abuses  in  the  administration  of  afiinrK, 
ecclesiastical  and  ciTil."     He  acknowledges  "the  just  claim  of  Chris- 
tian Dissenters  from  our  National  churches  to  be  relieved  ff  om  all  po- 
litical disabilities,  and  from  contributing  to  support  forms  of  doctrine 
or  worslsip,  from  which  tbey  conscientiously  differ.*'     He  is  "  prepared 
to  advocate  a  return  to  the  constitutional  practice  of  holding  Triennial 
Parliaments*^ — He  is  "friendly  toa  revision  of  the  Corn  Laws,  with  a  view 
to  remove  all  restrictions  on  the  importation  of  grain."     He  holds  "a 
rigid  economy  of  the  public  purse, — a  retrenchment  of  all  superftuous 
expenditure, — a  reduction  of  the  military  f^rce  of  the  country,  dovrn 
to  the  lowest  standard  compatable  with  its  safety,--and  an  aboli- 
tion of  Sinecures  and  undeserved  Pensions,  to  be  among  the  fint,  and 
most  important  objects,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  a  Mepreieniittive  of  the 
Ptopki  (these  are  his  words)'-^to  pursue."-^— He  is  "  willing  tofbrtberyie 
Reform  of  our  ci^l  and  criminal  jurisprudence**-— and  to  aid  in  remov- 
ing "  those  obstructions  to  the  disposition  and  transference  of  property, 
that  are  uncongenial  with  the  manners  and  opinions  of  the  age  in  which 
we  live.^'     Above  all,  he  is  willing  to  resign  the  trust  reposed  in  him, 
aa  Representative  of  Paisley,  should  he  ever  deviate  from  the  forego- 
ing sentiments,  or  should  the  majority  of  his  Constituents,  at  any  time, 
require  his  resignation. 

In  all  this,  we  confess,  we  can  discover  nothing  that  approaches  to 
the  character  of  a  Tory  or  a  Trimmer.  On  the  contrary,  taking  bim 
all  in  idl,  admitting,  we  repeat,  that  there  are  some  points,  on  which  be 
does  not  go  so  far  as  we  desire,-*yet  contrasting  him  with  his  opponent, 
whose  doctrines  on  political  economy  are  in  some  instances  most  faulty 
and  exceptionable,  we  feel,  that  we  can  only  congratulate  the  Reformers 
of  Paisley,  from  thelbottom  of  our  hearts,  on  the  choice  they  have  made 
of  such  a  man.  He  will  do  honour  to  them. — He  will  do  honour  to 
bis  country.  For  If  he  only  gets  fair  play,  we  predict,  ^aa  we  did  two 
years  ago,)  that  he  will  soon  become  one  of  tfaetaost  splendid  speakers 
in  the  House  of  Commons:  most  certainly  he  will  eclipse  every  other 
Scotsman  now  in  it.  And  ere  long,  we  are  equally  sanguine,  that  he 
will  becoine  one  of  the  most  distinguished  statesmen  of  the  age. 

Such  is  our  deliberate  opinion  of  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  formed,  we 
think,  on  an  intimate  knowledge  of  his  public  character  and  disposi- 
tion. V9e  have  adhered  to  him  through  good  report,  and  bad  report —

Far  be  it  from  na  to  express  one  word  of  unklndlsr  feeling  towards 
Mr,  Crawford  himself.  We  feel  fer  him  at  this  mement.  We  could 
tell  him  wherMo  be  has  most  egregiously  erred,  both  at  the  outset,  and 
at  the  close  of  this  Election.  **  The  race  (he  now  must  know)  Is  not 
always  to  the  swift,  nor  the  battle  to  the  stronp^.*'  And  while  we  should 
deiire,  after  all,  to  see  him  speedily  attain  the  object  of  his  a&biuon — 
a  seat  In  Parliament,  we  earnestly  advise  him  to  beware  of  ^*  the 
Grkuffow  Clique,"  on  the  next  and  third  occasion !

A  few  years  ago,  when  Parliament  ordered  a  return  to  he  made  by  the  dtifer- 
«nt  Sbevlff  Clerks  in  Sootland,  of  the  emolomenta  of  their  reepeetive  offioes, 
the  public  were  greatly  eurprised  at  the  return  made  by  the  Sberilf  Clerk  of 
Lanarkshire,  via.  that  bis  office  of  Sheriff  Clerk  never  produced  any  emolument 
at  all  to  him.  Now,  however  startling  this  rotnra  might  appear,  nevertheless, 
It  was  strictly  true.     Thus  stood  the- case.

The  present  Sheriff  Clerk  of  Lanarkshire  being  a  younger 
aoa,  his  father  advanced  the  j£dOOO,  upon  condition  of  his  eon  paying  him  in- 
terest theron  at  5  per  cent,  and  insuring  his  (the  son's)  life,  for  the  said  sum  of 
J^SOOO.     Thus  the  present  Sheriff  Clerk  had  to  pay«— 

1st.  A  retiring  annuity  to  tlie  former  Clerk. 

2d.  laUfwton  jeSOOa 

3d.  Insurance  on  his  own  life,  for  j£dOOO. 

4th.  A  Salary  to  a  Substitute. 
So  long,  therefore,  as  all  the  above  encumbrances  fell  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  office,  the  Sheriff  Cleilc  could  derive  no  benefit  from  it— in  fact, 
the  emoluments  were  merely  prospective.  On  the  part  of  the  present  Sheriff 
t>lerk,  the  transaction  might* be  perfectly  fttir  and  honourable:  but  can  we  say, 
that  it  was  either  fair  or  honourable  in  I>ord  Melville,  to  put  this  £5000  into 
bis  own  prioatt  puncy  which  he  did  ?  Lord  Melville  never  denied  that  he  pocketed 
the  said  £  5000.  On  the  contrary,  he  boldly  asserted  his  right  to  it,  as  a  com- 
tnoo  PerfsitMft  of  office— iVs&jPMder,  Lord  MdvUla  .taking  KiTcnair  Fxa!  ! !

enbject.  It  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  6th  cnrt. 
hj  Mr.  James  Oswald,  the  honoured  and  only  Glasgow  Member 
worth  speaking  abont.

SENATE,  RBPAfiaBNTATIVB9»  AM^  PiBESIDENT 

OF  AMERICA. 

The  American  Senate  is  oonytstd  of  tmro  members  from  each  State, 
whatever  may  be  its  population.  They  are  appointed  for  six  years» 
one-third  every  two  years,  by  the  Stato  legidatures,  aud  receive  ia- 
atructiona 

The  House  of  Rgpyasgataliwas  iacaeiposed  of  depatieaof  the  people 
of  the  Uaited  Stases,  divided  iat«  «ie€tieneerinf  distiicte,  each  cob* 
prising  «  pepoktioa  of  forty  thousand  soufs.  Their  (unctlqns  last 
two  years.  In  bpth  chambers  the  votes  are  individual,  llie  can- 
cQrrence  of  both  is  necessary  to  the  passiaj^  of  a  law. 

The  Executive  Power  resides  in  the  President  and  in  thf  Seoal^ 
Hfbicb  mlifias  treatiea,  ««iiseptB  to  and  ^dvmiB  peace  and  war,  and  the 
nomination  to  the  various  government  offices. 

The  President  is  e9eeted  for  four  years,  at  the  ezpimtioB  ef  which 
he  may  be  re-elected  for  another  term  of  four  years ;  but  refimng  to 
trust  the  best  of  men  with  the  power  uf  the  executive  for  a  longer 
{i^iod,  the  praotice  of  the  CoDstitutioa  has  been  to  elect  the  aama 
pamon  oot  oAanar  than  two  auecessive  terns,  or  eight  yeaas. 

The  manner  of  electing  the  President  differs  in  the  different  Staiaa* 
Each  State  sends  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  its  delegation,  to 
Congress.  They  vote  individually ;  but  in  some  States  the  people 
vote  for  all  tbeir  electors  together)  which  is  cslled,  Election  by  Genersl 
Ticket*  In  others  the  people  are  divided  into  districts,  each  of  wbidb 
nominates  an  elaeter;  ibis  is  called  Voting  by  DiatricL  la  olbeta 
she  elaelors  are  noMinated  by  iba  legisiatare.  If  nona  of  the  ciMii* 
dales  for  the  presidency  have  one  more  than  half  ef  the  yetea,  the 
election  devolves  upon  the  House  of  Representatives,  who  are  obliged 
to  choose  out  of  tbe  three  caudidates  who  have  the  most  voices  in 
voting  by  state* 

Th»  Judicial  P«««r  is  con€ded  t»  a  Supfene  Coart,  to  Cimil 
Courts,  and  to  District  Courts. 

Eiery  dtiaen  exerts  an  influence  on  three  peifeetly  distmct  powers, 
and  is  represeiited  three  times,  or  in  three  ways,-— as  a.  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  ia  the  House  of  Repjresentativies,  sm  a  ciiiaen  of  hia 
particular  state,  in  its  awn  Isgislstuie*  sad  as  a  nmnber  of  the  "'"*- 
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Mention  and  part  of  a  eoTereign  auite,  io  the  if  ederal  Senate.  Tbe 
Senate  representa  the  indiridual  taterasts  of  tbe  separate  atatea;  the 
House  of  Representativee  the  interests  of  tbe  people  io  general  *  vr  of 
tbe  citizens  of  the  Union.  '     • 

From  this  order  of  things,  extremely  complicated,  but  entirely  new, 
is  produced  a  system  of  balance  and  C4>unterpoi8e,  in6nitely  superior 
to  any  thing  which  before  existed.  Tbe  strength  of  this  government 
18  incalculable.  It  is  so  constructed  as  to  be  sensible  to  the  least  breath 
of  public  opiaioa,  apd  ia.  p^werlf^  in  oppoaition  to  it.*

Fight  thousand  human  beii^e,  it  Js 
said,  inclading  soldiers,  men,  women,  and  children,  have  perished  in 
Lyons  alone.  At  Paris,  the  barricades,  so  serviceable  to  the  People, 
during  the  three  days  of  Jtily,  were  again  about  to  be  reared,  but 
the  movement  party,  we  suppose,  had  not  made  their  arrangements 
with  sufficient  alacrity  and  precision,  for  the  troops  of  Louis 
Phillipe  soon  vanquished  them  without  much  sUnughter.  It  is 
clear,  however,  that  he  no  longer  ha*  the  slightest  hold  on  the  affec- 
tions of  the  People — He  is,  ini^ct,  dete«ted  by  them.  His  throne  is 
now  guarded,  by  night  and  by  day,  with  glittering  bayonets,  end  huge 
masses  of  artillery.

The  failure  of  Mr.  Hume's  motion  is  much  to  be  regretted,  at,  ooupled 
with  the  late  refusal  of  an  inquiry  iota  the  Pensioa  Lial,  it  plainly  and 
explicitly  intimaua  the  determinatioD  of  tbe  recreant  Whiga  to  retain 
and  [>erpetnale,  at  all  haxards  to  the  peace  of  tbe  country,  tfaoae  very 
abuses,  trhich  Reform  was  wanted  to  put  down;  and  which,  tbog^ 
designed  to  increase  the  influence  of  a  Ministry,  amongst  a  heartlesa 
Pension -loving  Aristocracy,  nnfortnaatety  add  mnch  to  tbe  discontent 
and  the  misery  of  tbe  Penaion-psyiog  people !  and  ia  likely,  ere  long, 
to  produce  disagreeable  coaseqaences. 

It  was  certainly  anticipated,  that  tbe  Member*  of  a  Refbnped  Honaa

more  disaatrous !  Hui^[er,  it  ought  to  be  recollected,  ia  amenable  to 
no  law ;  and  that  the  present  Corn  Law*  enhance  the  price  of  bread, 
and  natnnlly  tend  to  the  increase  of  reckleasneaa  and  crime,  in  ezaci 
proportion  aa  ihey  increaae  tbe  price  and  the  difficulty  of  pncnring 
tooa,  cannot  be  denied.

It  18  true,  no  doubt,  that  the  social  fabric  of  a  people  does  not  fall 
to  pieces  in  a  moment;  and  it  may  be  trne,  that,  in  the  event  of  such 
a  fall,  our  population  are  not  likely  to  imitate  the  monkey  tricks   ac»€l 
tiger  atrocities  of  the  more  mercurial  French  I  but  it  must,  neverthe- 
less, be  recollected,  that,  when  the  social  cement,  which  I  hold  the  c^om- 
fortable  circumstances  of  a  people  to  be,  by  distress  gets  loosened  and 
brittle,  the  building  becomes  weakened  and  unsteady,  and  a  decline  of 
this  kind,  once  began,  will,  like  other  falling  bodies,  descend  with  a 
constantly  increasing  velocity  of  precipitation  !    We  shall  not  pretend 
to  say,  whether  this  social  decline  has  commenced  in  this  country — 
how  far  we  may  yet  be  from  the  level  of  revolutionary  confusion — or 
what  time  it  may  take  to  pass  the  space  which  remains ;  but  this  it 
needs  no  prophet  to  foretel— that  unless  the  Com  Laws,  and  other 
Laws  of  similar  tendency,  are  speedily  abolished,  the  bond  of  allegiance 
between  the  government  and  the  people  will  be  violently  dissevered — 
and  that  at  no  very  distant  period !  The  time  has  gone  past,  for  mere 
changes  of  men  to  satisfy  the  public;  as  each  succeeding  Ministry  has 
•bown  itself  more  eager  for  plunder  than  its  predecessor,  and  equally 
unwilling  to  perform  one  voluntary  act  for  the  permanent  benefit  of 
the  people !  The  only  legitimate  bond  of  allegiance  to  a  government, 
is,  whan  the  subject  feels  himself  enjoying  blessings  under  it,  which  be 
had  better  die  than  part  with;  and  whether  or  not  such  be  the  case 
with  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  the  tide  of  emigration  from  its 
shores,  and  the  flood  of  misery  overspreading  the  land,  emphatically 
tell !  Talk  of  patience  to  an  oppressed  people ! — where,  we  Should  like 
to  know,  is  the  soothing  accents  to  be  heard,  that  will  much  longer 
successfully  preach  patience  to  that  exasperation,  which  distress  and 
bitter  disappointment  has  produced,  and  which  the  proceedings  ofFsr- 
liament  is  rapidly  augmenting  in  the  minds  of  Scotchmen,  Englishmeo, 
and  Irishmen  ?  Is  it  in  the  canting,  shuffling,  procrastinating,  pension- 
continuing  policy  of  the  present  Administration  ?  Is  it  in  the  existence 
of  an  Irish  Coercion  Bill  ?  Is  it  in  truckling  to  the  contemptible  threats, 
and  basiely  pandering  to  the  profligate  selfishness  of  a  degenerate  Aris- 
tocracy ?  Or  is  it  in  cruelly  denying  the  people's  application  for  cheap 
bread  ?  Why,  these  are  the  very  causes  that  are  irritating  discontent 
into  downright  madness ! — and  woe,  woe,  to  each  and  all  of  tbem,  if 
that  madness  which  they  have  so  recklessly  provoked,  commences  its 
insane  career ! 

Such  a  dreadful  alternative,  however,  the  actions  of  the  present  Minis- 
try are  not  likely  to  avert;  the  ten-pounders  must,  therefore,  .be  oo 
^t;  they  have  the  power  in  their  own  hands,  and  they  mustiex- 
selecting  and  sending  able  and  honest  men  to  Parliament — meo 
ed  to  oblige  the  government  to  adopt  the  measures  necessary  to 
I  and  prosperity  of  the  country.  At  last  Election,  not  the  nott 
nonest,  but  the  most  wealthy,  as  if  ability  and  wealth  wereoeee^ 

united,  were  almost  always  the  successful  candidates  1   T' ' 

jas  suffered  sadly  by  this  preference  of  brass  to  brains  ! 
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the  Electors,  next  Election,  which  is  evidently  not  far  distant,  fail  to 
do  their  duty,  then  on  their  heads  will  deservedly  fail  the  odinm  of ^11 
the  mischief,  which  a  continuance  of  the  present  measures  will  infalli- 
bly provoke !  There  is  a  point,  beyond  which,  endurance  of  wrong  is 
arrant  cowardice;  and  when  resistance  becomes  a  duty,  the  only  ques- 
tion then  is,  the  expedients  necessary  to  render  resistance  effectual, 
and  the  proper  moment  when  to  strike  the  blow.     The  men,  who  can 
calmly  and  contentedly  see  his  children  growing  up  around  him  in  raffs, 
ignorance,  and  wretchedness,  occasioned  either  by  the  knavery  or  the 
imbecility  of  the  government  under  which  he  lives,  without  endeavour- 
ing to  obtain,  and  if  necessary  force  redress,  is  an  animal  beneath  con* 
tempt ;  he  may  be  fit  for  a  Tory,  but  should  have  been  bom  a  spaniel ! 
The  Grey  Administration  has  sealed  its  fate,  and  the  sooner  the  mem- 
bers of  the  present  House  of  Commons  are  sent  about  their  business, 
the  better  both  for  themselves  and  the  country.    The  time  has  come, 
when  the  complaints  of  the  people,  despite  the  selfish  bowlings  of  herC' 
diidtry  kgUlators!    must,  not  only  be  respectfully  listened   to,  but 
promptly  redressed  by  the  occupants  of  Si-  Stephens !    The  prayer  of 
millions  for  cheap  bread  cannot  be  much  longer  spurned  by  the  pam- 
pered lords  of  the  soil,  with  safety;  '<  Coming  events  cast  their  shadows 
before,**  and  it  will  soon  require  able  heads  and  steady  hands  at  the 
belm,  to  guide  the  bark  of  State  through  the  storm  of  civil  commotion, 
which  political  profligacy  is  raising  over  the  whole  length  and  breadth 
of  the  land.

Thb  county  of  Dumbarton  is  blessed  with  a  very  hopeful  $aini  for  its 
Member.  We  doubt  whether  the  &mous  Sir  Andrew  Agnew  himself 
can  excel  him.  And  this  saint^  J.  C.  Colquhoun,  to  please  the  other 
saints  hereabouts,  wej  mean  in  Glasgow,  slyly  introduced  a  Bill  some 
months  ago  in  the  House  of  Commons,  where  it  has  passed  without 
the  slightest  opposition,  because  we  presume  the  effect  of  it  was  not 
duly  known,  or  considered,  the  title  of  the  Bill  being,  that  hereafter^ 
when  any  Church  was  built  by  voluntary  subscription,  the  patronage 
of  that  Church  should  be  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  voluntary  sub- 
scribers,— in  other  words,  with  those  who  defrayed  the  expense  of 
building  it.  To  any  Bjll  having  tuch  an  object,  uo  one,  we  think, 
could  reasonably  demur ;  because,  if  a  man  builds  a  house,  he  ought 
surely  to  be  allowed  to  enjoy  it,  without  molestation  from  any  inter- 
loper. But  these  sainis^  when  they  have  their  own  particular  ends  to 
accomplish,  stick  at  nothing  ;  they  resort  to  every  species  of  trickery; 
—nay,  they  become  as  cunning  as  the  very  devil  himself.  And  so, 
after  this  Bill  was  furly  opened  out  and  examined,  it  was  found  to 
contain  clauses  utterly  at  farbttee  with  its  professed  title,  and  utterly

as  well,  we  have  no  ^  i  body  of  the  members  of  **  the

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exclusively  to  such  Churches  as  might  be  erected  "  in  connediom.  -witu 
the  Church  of  Scotland  ;*'  and  not  to  any  in  connection  with  the    Re- 
lief, or  any  other  body  of  Dissenters ;  this  Bill,  we  say,  which  relate'* 
exclusively  to  the  Church  *'  established  by  law^  and  to  no   other, 
provides  that  after  the  new  clmrch  is  once  erected,  the  public  at    lai^e 
shall  be  compelled  to  support  it  for  ever  afterwards.    This,  we  hesitate 
not  to  say,  is  a  most  unjust  and  degrading  provTsion,  because  it  inev-i- 
tably  leads  to  this,  that  a  man  ma^  be  compelled  to  support  a   Church 
or  a  Minister,  which  he,  in  his  conscience,  disapproves  of  or  dislikes ; 
and  what  is  this,  we  ask,  but  a  species  of  tyranny  which  oug^fat  not  to 
be  tolerated  in  any  free  country?     Nor  is  this  all.     By  another  clause 
of  the  Bill,  power  is  given  to  the  Judges  of  th  e ourt  qf  Session  I  to 
erect,  on  a  particular  application,  as  many  <<  Established"  Churches  as 
they  think  proper,  in  any  town  or  parish  in  Scotland,  and  to  assess  the 
public  at  large  for  their  support.     This  is  surely  carrying  the  doctrine 
of  '*  Church  and  State*'  into  play  with  a  vengeance.     But,  in  short, 
the  more  minutely  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  are  examined,  the  more 
obnoxious  do  they  appear.     None  but  the  slaves  of  the  Church,  in  its 
worst  aspect;  none  but  the  canting  hypocrites,  who  constantly  pre- 
tend that  they  have  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  souls  at  heart ; 
none  but  the  ''  established'  bigots,  who  really  wish  to  keep  the  people 
in  thraldom  or  complete  subjection  to  them,  will,  or  can  sanction  aach 
a  Bill,  which,  we  hope,  will  be  kicked  out  of  the  House  of  Lords, 
where  it  now  is,  though  we  confess  we  have  no  great  opinion  of  that 
House,  and  the  less,  because  there  are  so  many  Bishops  in  it. 

The  inhabitants  of  Glasgow,  however,  have,  at  least,  done  their  doty 
in  regard  to  this  Bill.     For,  at  a  crowded  Meeting  in  Dr.  Heugh  s 
Chapel,  early  this  month,  at  which  the  Lord  Provost  presided,  a  strong 
Petition  was  carried  against  it,  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  and 
transmitted  to  Earl  Grey,  who,  we  observe,  has  sipoe  .presented  it  to 
•the  House  of  Lords.     The  Kirk  party — ^^or,  as  their  champion  of  the 
Scottish  Guardian  actually  called  them,  "*tAc  Holy  Men  ^  War^** 
mustered.pretty  strong  at  this  Meeting,  though  we  cai^  vonch,  sinners 
though  we  be,  that  there  were  not  a  few  very  noisy  and  turbulent 
skemps  among  them,  that  is,  the  Kirk  party,  and  no  mistake !  for  we 
are  in  a  condition  to  Gazette  the  names  of  some  of  them,  if  required. 
They  were,  however^  signally,  we  had  almost  said  disgracefully,  de- 
feated, on  this  occasion,  thanks  to  the  majority  of  the  intelligent  men 
of  Glasgow,  who  no  longer  permit  themselves  to  be  led  by  the  noae 
by  a  parcel  of  religious  fanatics,  that  work  like  moles,  and  eternally 
strive  to  domineer  over  the  public  with  their  blasted  illiberal  noetmina.

A  GLARING  CASE— MORALITY  OUTRAGED— 
GLASGOW  POLICE  JUSTICE,  &c. 

Reading  the  report  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Glasgow  Police  Gifice 
of  Monday,  the  7th  day  of  April  curt.,  as  contained  in  the  GUugow 
Chronicle  of  that  date,  we  were  much  atnick  with  the  following  para- 
graph; 

'  ^  Among  the  more  ramarkable  caaes  decided  (this  forenoon,  in  the 
Police  Office,)  was  that  oi  iiwofashianabfy  dressed  jfounffmeUf  chaiged 
with  being  drunk  and  disorderly^  and  singing  on  the  street  yeaterday 
evening  (Sunday).  When  brought  before  the  bar*  i&e^  smUed  ai  the 
Court,  affecting  to  appear  quUe  indifferent  to  the  charge.  Bailie 
Gilmour  said,  the  levity  they  shewed  on  hearing  a  cbai^  ^  sudi  a 
shameful  nature  read  to  them,  was  nothing  in  their  £tvoar,  and  asked 
them  if  they  were  guilty.  They  pleaded  guilty  ta  singing  on  the 
Sabbath  evening,  but  denied  that  they  were  drunk.  The  Magistrate 
then  reminded  them  of  the  lessons  they  must  have  been  tai^giu  by 
their  parents  or  guardians,  and  regretted  that  they  should  have  ao  far 
forgot  them  as  to  be  guilty  of  such  conduct  on  the  evening  of  the  Com- 
munion Sabbath.    Fined  in  one  guinea  each." 

Such  is  the  report  in  the  Glasgow  Chronicle;  and  we  are  sorry  to 
say  that  it  is  winked  at,  or  wholly  tripled  over,  in  othera  of  the  Glas- 
gow Newspapers.  At  Brst,  we  own,  we  could  scarcely  believe  the 
report,  and  we  put  thia  question  to  ourselves :  If  true,  why  are  the  names 
of  these  "  foshionable  young  men"  (blackguards  ?)  not  given»  that  the 
public  may  at  once  have  a  direct  knowledge  of  them.

''Thomas  Hassey,  Greenhead,  and  William  S.  Bently,  No.  70, 
George's-sqaare,  brought  to  the  Office  last  niglit,  charged  with  being 
drunk  and  disortkrfy,  singing t  and  making  a  great  noise  in  the  High- 
streetf  and  annoying  the  whole  neighbourh^jod,  Thomas  Hussey 
pledged  £2  2s.  and  Beutly  a  watch.  Shntence  :  The  Bailie  convicts 
the  Defenders  of  disorderly  conduct^  of  singing  on  the  streets  on 
Sabbath  nighty  and  fines  each  £1  Is." 

Is  not  this  a  most  Disgraceful  affair?  We  see  now  who  the 
'*  fashionable  yoang  men'*  are.  And  every  correct,  well-regulated 
young  man  in  Glasgow  ought  to  thank  us  for  now  printing  and  ex- 
posing these  names,  that  the  general  reproach  attending  this  case  may 
now  be  con6ned  to  the  proper  parties.  For  we  question  if  such  a 
disgraceful  case  (and  we  are  not  yet  done  with  it)  erer  before  occur- 
red in  Glasgow,  or  in  Scothuid.  Every  correct  parent  will,  we  think, 
join  us  in  reprobating  it  in  the  strongest  manner,  since  this  may  prevent 
the  repetition  of  sncn  a  disgraceful  scene  in  future. 

The  BaiUcy  we  strongly  suspect,  knew  these  **  fashionable  young 
mer^*  quite  well.  Hence,  ''  they  smiled  at  the  Court."  In  denying 
that  they  were  drunk,  while  they  pled  guilty  to  the  other  more  seri- 
ous chaise,  we  think  they  only  aggravated  that  charge  in  a  fourfold 
degree ;  because,  aerording  to  their  own  admission,  it  was  when  they 
were  actually  in  their  cooler  momenta  that  they  outraged  the  feelings 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Glasgow,  by  singing  in  one  of  its  most  public 
streets,  '*  on  the  evening  of  a  communion  Sabbath,"  too.  And  even  on 
the  following  morning,  after  they  had  ample  time  to  reflect  on  their  dis- 
graceful conduct,  they  appear  at  ibe  bar  of  the  Police  Office  (ac- 
cording to  the  Chroniek)  **quiie  indifferent  to  the  charge" 

If  Bailie  Gilmour,  who,  by  tbe  bye,  is  an  Elder  of  the  Church,  had 
immediately  committed  both  of  these  **  fashionable  young  men**  to  the 
Bridewell  of  Glasgow,  there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labour  for  tbe  space  of 
SO  days,  we  are  sure  that  nine-tenths  of  the  iDhabitants  of  Glasgow 
would  not  have  expressed  the  slightest  disapprobation  of  his  conduct.

It  is  not  Kirks,  for  we  have  plenty  of  them,  and  to  spare,  for  nil  frbo 
attend,  but  the  affection  of  the  people  that  is  awantiog.     The  people  will  neither 
attend  nor  support  these  new  churches;  and  why?    Because  Uio   Clergy  have 
thrown  off  the  people,  and  the  people  have  now  thrown  off  the  Clergy.     Tbh  ia 
the  root  of  the  evil,  whatever  may  be  said  to  the  eontrary,  and  till  tlilo  be 
movM,  no  scheme,  however  plausible,  will  save  tM  Chvreh  firon  heio^ 
thrown.

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of  the  neeattlty  of  more  churches  ?  It  it  not  churches,  I  again  repeat,  bat  men, 
whose  whole  heart  and  soul  are  in  the  work,  that  ar^  a  wanting. -~S«oh  men  a» 
will  regain  the  affections  of  the  people,  and  show,  that  it  is  not  the  fleece,  bat  the 
flock,  that  they  care  for.  A  few  of  these  at  present,  in  Glasgow,  would  do  moro 
for  the  Church  of  Scotland,  than  20  new  churches.  If  theee  Ylsionary  church 
builders,  therefore,  would  devote  themselves  to  this  object,  they  might  do  some 
geod^— they  might,  at  least,  assist  to  fill  the  churches  already  built;  but  instead  of 
this,  they  can  calmly  see  the  greatest  drone  appointed  to  a  church  without  saying  a 
word,  or  lending  the  people  their  assistance  to  resist  his  induction.  Just  look  to 
the  parish  of  Kilmaronock,  in  the  Presbjrtery  of  Dumbarton. — Not  a  word  about 
it  in  the  Seoitiah  Guardian^  although  it  is  weeks  ago  since  it  was  well  known  ill 
Glasgow.  A  Mr.  Chrichton  was  lately  presented  to  it,  who  had  the  promise  of 
it  for  the  last  ten  years,  from  the  Patron,  the  Duke  of  Montrose ;— >he  is  said  to 
be  a  notorioua  dnmkard.

ceed  in  his  motioo.  He  bas,  indeed,  written  to  his  own  constituenta 
in  Ireland  to  ttial  efi^ot.'  We  tkerefore  hope  Uiat  ve  shall  b«ar'no- 
thing  more  about  this  Repeal  question  in  Scotland.  But  we  hope 
we  ahall  aoon  «ee  eveaj  attention  paid  to  the  manifold  wrongs  of 
Ireland,  which  are  "  grievous  to  be  borne." 

A  great  Processian  oftiie  Wolfing  Clasies  took  place  in  London 
last  Monday,  oh  the  occasion  ofpresenting  a  Petition  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  in  fevour  of  "  the  six  Dorchester  labouren,"  atxiuL  whose 
case,  we  presume,  the  most  of  our  readeis  have  already  heard.  We 
certainlytbink.that  the  sentence  of  transpdrtation  passed  aguinst  these 
poor  men,  and  now  so  &r  carried  into  effect,  as  they  are  alrendy 
<hippe4  avftfi  ^ras  unprecedentedly  severe,  if  not  absolutely  cruel. 
Dut  ve  ere  much  afVaid,  that  when  some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Trades' 
LTniona  began  to  thrtaten  the  Government, — began  to  pass  foolish 
ind  intemperate  resolutions,  that  every  operative  in  the  Country 
ibould  not  worit  any  more  till  the  sentence  was  recalled,  a  thinf;, 
lowever,  which  the  good  sense  of  the  vast  mnjority  of  the  work' 
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classes  would  not  liave  listened  to,-^it  was  in  vain  to  expect  any  merry 
in  such  a  case,  at  the  hands  of  the  Government;  and  although  xh'n 
Procession  may  have  been  got  up  with  the  best  possible  intention^, 
as  we  believe  it  was,  still,  every  reflecting  man  is  already  sensible, 
that  it  has,  in  fact,  done  more  harm  than  good.  When  a  PetitioD, 
in  any  case,  for  mercy  is  presented,  it  is  plain,  that  its  language,  in 
the  flrst  instance,  should  be  that  of  supplication,  not  intimidation, 
otherwise  Ctub  Law  might  soon  become  the  order  of  the  day.  It 
is  right,  at  this  juncture,  and  now  more  than  ever,  that  proper /^ni?- 
cipleSy-^proper  rules  of  action,  should  be  considered,  as  well  by 
the  working  classes,  as  by  every  other  class  of  society.  And  it  is 
not  by  fiery  language;  by  mere  frothy  declamation;  or  by  inflaming 
the  passions  of  one  class  of  men  against  another,  that  these  princi- 
ples can  be  overcome.  Justice  is  best  obtained  by  calm,  but  digni- 
fled  and  commanding  language.  And  Rulers  should  never  be 
t/irefUetied,  until  the  majority  of  the  People,  or  the  united  strength 
of  the  country,  are  seriously  and  solemnly  prepared  to  carry  these 
threats  into  execution,  even  at  the  hazard  of  Revolution  or  Civil 
War.  We  believe  the  "country  was  in  that  state  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Reform  Bill.  How  soon  it  may  be  in  a  similar  state, 
we  know  npt. 

But  we  desire,  with  all  our  liearts  and  souls,  to  go  on  with  the 
true  Radical  party :  and  we  sAall  go  on  with  them,  and  none  pther. 
It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  know,  that  the  principles  here  promulgated 
are  approved  of  by  Mn  Hume,  and  other  most  distinguished  Radi- 
cals, whose  zeal  and  honesty  in  the  cause  of  the  People  cannot  be 
questioned.

6th  Weaver — I  stood  in  suspense  between  Douglas  and  Crawfnni; 
but  now  my  vote  is  settled  for  Sandford.     1  shall  never  forget  the  no- 
mination on  the  Paisley  hustings,  this  day.     It  was  a  stirring  sight  to 
an  old  Reformer  of  1793,  like  me.     It  warmed  my  very  bluid.     Yon- 
der stood  the  three  Candidates,  with  their  respective  movers  and 
seconders ;  the  Sheriff  and  tbe  Baron  Bailie  in  front,  and  a  score  of 
reporters  seated  right  and  left,  writing  down  the  haill  particulars  as 
fast  as  ever  they  were  able.     Below,  on  the  solid  earth',  stood  20,000 
individpals,  less  or  mair,  men,  women,  and  children,  chirruping  and 
iianahing,  and  yelling  sometimes  like  devils  incarnate.

ts  for  precedence ;  but  I  could  make  nothing  of 
le  hinder  end,  when  he  drew  up  his  breeka  wi

<oud  Laughter,)   But  we'll  soon  see  whether  '^ 
Next  came  Captain  Gordon ;  he  might  as  sc 
^  Jtoruiy  ocean.     I  wonder  how  he  could  have  ha 
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to  coDie  to  Paisley  to  seek  oar  suffrage,  when  be  voted  against  the 
Reform  Bill  in  the  Honse  of  Commons,  Bat  the  Editor  of  the 
Gauzetiet  who  has  a  wonderful  knack  at  these  things,  telt  me  the  his- 
tory of  this  Captain  Gordon,  who  is  the  natural  son  of  the  late  Factor 
of  the  late  Duke  of  Gordon,  and  protegee  of  the  Irish  Earl  of  Roden, 
who,  again,  is  the  brother  of  that  infamous  beastly  rascal,  the  ex- Bishop 
of  Clogher :  and  this  Captain  Gordon,  frtto  such  a  nest,  is  brought  to 
Paisley  by  the  conservatist  naints ;  by  the  Sir  Andrew  Agnews,  and 
sic  like,  to  defend,  wi'  their  tale,  **the  glorious  ProteUant  interest  I" 
but  really  to  kick  up  a  rippet  wherever  they  can  with  honest  men  who 
wish  to  stand  aloof  from  them. 

A  Voice  from  the  Weavers — You  need  not  say  any  more  about 
Captain  Gordon.  The  dieFs  come  fiddling  through  the  town,  and  will 
soon  jump  awa'  wi*  him,  and  land. him  safe  in  William  Brown's  oil  and 
colour  shop,  near  the  head  of  the  Stockwell,  Glasgow,  from  whence 
be  came  yesterday  morning.  (Loud  laughter,  and  cries  of  True,  true/) 

6th  Weaver — Now,  Til  resume  the  thread  of  my  discourse  for  twa 
minutes.  Sir  Daniel,  ye  saw,  was  led  forth  by  the  venerable  William 
Maxwell  of  Bfeadiland,  the  oldest  Reformer  among  us,  or  perhaps  in 
the  kingdom,  JFor  he  is  now  fourscore  and  ten  I  And  herein,  my  friends, 
(|oes  my  heart  now  glow.  First,  let  me  remind  you,  that  William 
Maxwell  was  one  of  the  compatriots  of  Thomas  Muir,  in  17d3,  wheu 
our  forefathers,  simply  for  expressing  their  piain  honest  sentiments  in 
favour  of  Reform,  were  persecuted  and  bunted  to  death  by  a  swarm  of 
William  Pitt's  bloddbounds.  Now,  I  confess  I  was  struck  vrith  a  sort . 
of  reverential  awe  at  the  very  appearance  of  this  venerable  patriarch  > 
on  the  hustings.  The  spirit,  as  it  were,  of  ither  years  came  over  me, 
the  moment  I  beheld  him  advancing  uncovered,  to  the  front,  with 
slow  and  solemn  steps,  verging,  as  they  must  now  be,  on  eternity,  as 
his  grey  hairs  amply  signified ;  and  after  Saluting  Sir  Daniel  with  a 
trembling,  but  fatherly  affection,  I  saw  the  tears  starting  in  his  old  pa- 
ternal eye, 'not  yet  dim  with  age,  and  after  bowing  to  the  assembled 
multitude  more  I'everentially,  and  certainly  more  affectionately  than 
Priests,  Emperors,  or  Kings,  (for  they  never  participate  in  such 
tights,)  he  paused  for  a  moment,  as  if  putting  up 'his  prayer  to  Heaven, 
that  the  spirits  of  the  just  men  now  aloft,  who  were  persecuted  by  the 
tyrants  of  the  earth  for  their  undaunted  fidelity  to  the  cause  of  Free- 
dom, might  then  look  down,  and  bless  this,  his  first,  b':t  last  appear- 
ance on  such  a  scene.  And  then,  id  mild,  but  feeble  accents,  which 
could  not  reach  the  ears  of  the  whole  of  the  vast  multitude,  though  it 
touched  the  hearts  of  many  of  them,  he  seemed,  as  it  were,  to  pour 
out  his  wh§|e  soul  in  favour  of  Sir  D.  K.  Sandford,  beseeching  the 
Reformers  of  Pliisley  to  put  their  confidence  in  him.  And  then  the 
venerable  patriarch  made  another  short  and  solemn  pause,  as  if  me- 
ditating on  the  consequences  of  that  days  proceedings — as  if  con- 
sidering the  fearful  responsibility,  or  the  bright  and  glorious  career 
that  would  attend  Sandford,  after  his  aged  nominator  was  laid  in  the 
dust  and  gathered  to  his  fatliers.  Methooght  he  concluded  with  these 
emphatic  words : — **  May  the  choicest  blessings  of  Heaven  rest  on 
this  my  young,  my  honoured,  and  eloquent  friend.

loMORANCBy  prejndioe,  and  passiony  may  indnoe  sonie  men  to  think 
that  we  have  deserted  our  principles,  beaiisei  fbieoolh,  we  do  not  laud 
the  preoeedingB  of  the  Trades'  Unions,  and  cry  np  their  leaders  as  the 
only  enliffhtbned  and  patriotic  men  on  the  fiice  of  the  earth.  And  we 
daresay  the  fbHoweia  of  Joanah  Southcoat,  have  as  mnch  reason  to 
bUune  as  in  this  respect  as  have  the  disciples  of  Robert  Owen  and 
others  of  that  school.  But  we  shall  not  pin  oar  fidth  to  the  chariot 
wbeeb  of  any  sect  or  partyy  anless  the  dictates  of  truth  and  reason 
ttrge  OS  to  do  so;  neither  shall  we  chime  in  with  the  ^bnsy  crowd,** 
«nd  flatter  or  fawn  to  any  assembly,  on  any  occasion,  if  we  conscien*- 
tiously  believe  that  they  ars  wrong,  iar  less  shall  we  attempt  to  tlehtdi 
the  initking  elasses,  for  whom,  we  own,  it  has  been  principally  our 
pride  aad  plsasure  to  write,  by  holding  out  to  them  promises  or  allnre- 
ments,  which,  inthe  nature  of  things,  we  believe  cannot  possibly  be 
realised.  We  may  be  thrown  into  the  shade  just  now  by  numbers  of  our 
M  friends,  the  working  classes,  just  because  we  have  ventured  to  tell 
them  certain  plain  and  homely  TVulAt,  affecting  their  present  condi- 
tion, and  their  future  welfare.  But  we  would  hf  rather  meet,  (how- 
ever undeservedly),  their  utmost  scorn  and  buflMngs,  we  woukl  hr 
fotther  be  trampled  npon  even  to  death,  then  be  the  means  of  goading 
tbom  on  to  parsue  asystem,  as  others  have  too  lon^  been  permitted  to  do, 
srfaich  can  only  end  in  disappointment,  mischief,  and  misery,  not  only 
to  the  deluded  men  themselves,  but  to  their  imiocent  families,  and 
through  them,  to  many  of  the  hotter  p6rtions  of  society.  We  cannot 
envy  the  position  of  any  of  the  leaders  of  many  of  the  Trades*  Unions 
in  England  and  Scotland,  at  this  moment  Tney  have  taken  a  fearful 
responsibility  upon  themselves,  which,  we  are  convinced,  they  cannot 
meet.

Are 
they  lyidg  in  some  "  Joint  Stock  Bank  ?"  Are  they  erecting  some  of 
those  tine  "  Co-operatire  Bazaars,"  or  '<  Regeneration"  markets,  which 
Robert  Owen,  the  father  and  prime  mover,  we  understand,  of  these 
Unions,  and  his  disciples,  or  abettors,  have  been  .so  long  talking  of? 
We  should  like  to  see  these  questions  answered,  truly,  and  without 
ilUnature.  But  whether  they  are  answered  or  not,  (and  many  others 
of  a  more  special  nature  might  be  put,)  we  cannot  but  earnestly  advise 
the  Operatives  of  Glasgow. to  look  seriously  about  them, — to  ponder 
well  on  what  they,  are  directed  to  do  by  some  of  these  ^'leaders,** — 
and  not  to  let  the  dear-bought  experience  of  former  times  be  altogether 
lost  upon  them. 

With  the  kindest  wishes  for  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  every  one 
of  ihem,  individually  and  collectively,  whatever  those,  who  wish  to  poison 
their  ears  may  say  or  insinuate  against  us  to  the  contrary,  we  beg  to 
warn  them,  or  rather,  to  remind  them  of  this  remarkable  fac^,  that  in 
the  year  1812,  the  whole  Weavers  of  Glasgow,  and  surrounding  dis- 
tricts, amounting  to  80,000  combined  men,  struck  work  in  one  day, 
for  an  advance,  or  regulation  of  their  wages.  What  was  the  result? 
Did  the  poor  Weavers  attain  their  object  ?  Did  they  better  their  con- 
dition? No! — The  melancholy,  the  undoubted,  fact,  is,  that  from  that 
date  henceforward,  their  wages  fell :  their  condition  was  only  made  the 
more  and  more  deplorable.  And  then,  when  they  were  in  a  state  of 
exasperation  and  disappointment*,  that  notorious  vagabond,  Rickmomd 
the  Spy,  got  himself  wormed  in  among  th^m*;  got  them  to  take  secret 
and  treasonable  oaths;  and  ultimately  laid  them  under  the  ban  of  the 
bloody  government, 

•  We  defy  any  of  these  fac^  to  be  contradicted.  A^d  judging,  there- 
fore, from  the  experience  of  the  past,  it  being  the  best  guide  in  all 
human  affairs, — Can  the  Operatives  of  Glasgow, — Can  any  honest 
man  among  them,  seriously  blame  us,  simply,  for  putting  them  upon 
their  guard?

1  &c.  &c.*'  Any  chimney-sweep,  if  he  would 
only  wash  his  face  and  purchase  a  little  perfumery,  might  aiuiume  such 
a  title  with  equal,  if  not  greater,  propriety.  But  would  the  public 
believe  that  he  was  the  *'  Universal  **  pill  doctor,  for  *^  every  disease  In- 
cident to  the  human  frame  ?'*  Would  tliey  put  their  lives  under  his 
guidance  or*  directions  ?  This,  then,  is  the  true  point  on  which  to 
view  Quack  Moat.  Every  man  of  sense  must  perceive  that  be  is  an 
impostor f  and  nothing  eUe.  Of  course,  we  continue  to  laugh  to  scorn 
anything  which  such  characters  may  say  against  us  for  exposing  them, 
as  we  have  done,  and,  as  they  feel,  pretty  effectively.

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earnest,  ab^t  it  ? — We  must  be  plain,  and  our  answer  is  obvious.  Bj 
declaring,  a»  it  did,  bj  a  majority  of  242  votes,  that  this  hideous  Aristo- 
cratic scroll  of  pride,  whoredom,  and  beggary,  should  remain  **  inviolate^* 
this  Hou9e^(shaU  we  sjiy  of  Incurables?) — has  dishonoured  and  dis- 
graoed  itself  for  ever  and  ever.  A  vote  more  opposed  to  the  national 
feeling,  never  was  recorded.  The  Tories,  be  it  observed,  joined  the 
Whigs,  and  the  Whigs  joined  the  Tories,  in  defending  the  "sacred  prero- 
gative," as  they  impiously  called  it,  of  the  Pension  List — illustrating  the 
memorable  words  of  Sheridan,  that  when  the  People  of  this  country  are 
to  be  pilfered  or  plundered.  Whig  and  Tory  are  sure  to  coalesce,  and  to 
display  the  most  wonderful  unanimity  in  favour  of  such  pilfering  and 
plundering. 

Secandi^^  Tha  question  of  Triennial  Parliaments  was  brought  forward 
by  Mr.  Tennyson.  Kow,  who  so  cUxmarous  for  Triennial  Parliaments  as 
these  same  Whigs ;  but  that  was  when  they  were  out  of  office  five  years 
ago.  We  beg  pardou  for  using  the  word  clamorous,  as  against  the  haneMt 
Whigs.  We  therefore  say*  that  none  were  so  eloquent,  none  were  so  ar- 
gumentative in  iaYovr  of  Triennial  Parliaments  as  the  said  worthy 
Whigs ; — yet,  now  when  they  are  in  office — now  when  they  are,  or  were 
able,  if  so  inclined,  to  ^arry  their  own  previous  profeysiens  into  effect, 
they  '*  turn  their  baclis  upon  themselves,*'  to  use  another  elegant  and  most 
significant  expression  of  Lord  Castlereagh,  and  they  cooUy  vote  agamU 
the  repeal  of  the  Septennial  Act-^agamit  Trienmal  Parliaments — agamsi 
th^  identical  proposition  they  themselves  had  previously  nidged !  I — After 
this,  any  thing. — They  may  vote  that  black  is  white  any  day  tiiey  please. 

In  the  midst  of  such  backsli^ngs»  however,  we  are  delighted  at  the 
energetic  language  which  Sir  Daniel  Sandford,  who  took  a  prominent, 
part  in  the  debate  on  this  question,  addressed  to  the  Whig  Ministers : — 

**  He  ttiged  the  Home)  and  he  urged  Miniiters,  to  oonaent  to  the  motioii  of  hu  Hon- 
oaftbW  Friend,  for  the  uke  of  their  own  characters.  He  aisured  the  GoFemment  that 
there  was  a  strong  feeling  prevailing  in  the  eoantry  against  them,  in  oonseqaenee  oi  a 
supposed  adhesion  on  their  part  to  Tory  principles,  and  he  feared  that  if  tbff  fiuled  from 
acting  up  in  office  to  their  professions  when  out  of  office,— -if  they  determined  on 
using  their  influence  to  oppose  this  motion,  they  wou]d  destroy  the  last  remaining 
link  of  affisction  that  bound  them  to  the  People  of  thfe  country.** 

MoUon  of  Mr.  Tennyson,  however,  was  rejeoted  by  a  majority  of 
House  of  430  Members. 

Irdly,  There  was  a  Motion  for  the  Repeal  of  the  Taxes  on  Know- 
brought  forward  by  one  of  the  ablest  Members  in  the  Hoose,  vis* 
/.  £.  L.  Bulwer.  The  Whigs  treated  this  motioii  pretty  much  like  the 
previous  Motion  for  the  repeal  of  the  Septennial  Act.  "  Jffonesf*  Lord 
Althorp,  the  mouth-piece  of  the  party  in  the  House  of  Commons,  admitted 
that  the  Taxes  on  Knowledge  were  very  impolitic, — admUlfid  that  when 
out  of  office  he  had  voted  against  them. — But  now- he  waa  tibe  Chanoettor 
of  his  Majesty's  Exchequer,  and  he  conld  not  think  of  removing  the 
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T^at.— O  dear,  no  !*-4he  RoTenna— the  PtaoamtD  and  Ptmionft  eonld 
not  afford  it — therefore  let  these  taxes  be  continued. — And  so  Hiey  are  I 

We  are  sick  of  these  details.*^  We  supported  the  Whigs  for  a  length  of 
time,  notwithstanding  their  Tacillating  conduct,  thinking  that  thej  were 
•nrroonded  with  many  diflEicaltiee,  and  that  great  allowance  ought  to  be 
made  for  them.  But  our  paUence,  we  confess,  is  now  well  aigb  exhausted. 
They  have,  by  one  repeated  act  after  another,  clearly  belied  their  own 
previous  profisasions. — They  have  disappointed  the  just  expectations  of 
the  People;  and  for  so  doing,  they  deserve  the  fate  of  all  '^  renegadoe^^* 

Their  conduct  reminds  us  of  the  words  which,  when  little  boys,  we 
heard  used  by  the  drill-serjeant  to  the  awkward  sqoad.-^**  ^  yoii  were  !**

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ANOTHER  DRUBBING  TO  JUSTICE  MILLS. 

John  Balfour,  wearer,  s  young  man  17  yean  of  age,  enlisted  into 
the  74th  Regiment  of  Foot,  in  I8S6.  In  comeqaeiioe  of  the  severe 
exercise  to  which  he  was  subjected,  the  jofnts  of  his  left  arm  became 
eerioQsly  injured,  and  he  was  sent  to  the  Hospital  at  Chatham,  where 
the  arm  was  ultimately  cut  off.  Being  thus  disabled  for  life,  the  poor 
lad  received  his  discharge  from  the  Regiment,  with  a  pension  of 
nine-pence  per  day.  He  returned  to  Glasgow,  where  hfe  afterwards 
married,  and  has  since  resided  with  bis  wife>  knd  three  or  four  young 
children*  After  he  had  drawn  bis  penMoo  For  a  couple  of  years,  or 
more,  he  was  astoniabed  at  reeeii^tig  alt  official  communication  from 
the  Commissioners  of  Chelsea  Hospital,  that  it  was  to  be  stopped,  and 
that  he  could  draw  it  no  kngsn  -s^  tluM  tipse,  fhe  Government  of 
the  Duke  of  Wellingtoa  had  taken  the  first  fit  «f  economy.  Instead 
of  lopping  off  the  great  staJte  pensioners— *the  lords  and  the  ladies  of  '*  high 
degree,"  they  thought  it  better,  we  presume^  to  try  their  hands  on 
some  of  the  miserable  pensionei^  of  nine^penee  per  day,  who  had  lost 
their  limbs  in  bis  M ajestv*s  service  !  And  so  the  pension  of  this  poor 
lad  was  at  once,  and  witbout  any  fenher  ceremony,  tfd&en  from  nim. 
This  leads  us  to  remark,  en  passant,  that  different- Governments  have 
Barely  strange  modes  of  dealing  with  the  better  and  worst  dass  of  pen* 
sioners.  Witness  the  recent  proceedingn  fn  the  Houso  of  Commons, 
where  it  has  been  laid  down  by  our  present  liberai^Vfbig  government, 
that  a  Lord's  pension,  for  instance,  cannot  he  touched,  of  even  hiquired 
into,  by  a  Committee  of  that  House,  however  improperly  it  may  have 
been  granted,  bcMaanse,  forsooth,  the  doing  so  woold  be  a  violation  of 
the  national  honour,  or  an  encroachment  on  the  sacred  prerogative  of 
the  Crown ;  whereas,  we  have  before  ns  proof  positive,  that  die  well- 
merited  pension  of  ^ poor  soldier  may  be  taken  from  him  by  a  set  of 
CommissioneiB,  by  tne  mere  scratch  of  theTr  pen. 

A  Petition,  however,  to  the  Commissioners  of  Chelsea  Hospital,  on 
the  part  of  Balfour,  representing  the  hardship  and  cruelty  of  stopping 
his  pension,  was  prepared  and  backed,  or  strongly  recommended,  by  the 
then  Magistrate*  of  Glasgow  (let  us  give  even  the  Tories  credit  for 
acts  of  humanity  when  they  deserve  it) ;  and  Mr.  Samuel  Hunter,  and 
other  resjiectable  citizens,  also  strongly  reeommended  the  Petition  y 
which  was  tranamitted  to  Mr.  Campbell  of  Blytbeswood,  the  then 
Member  for  the  Glasgow  district  of  Boigbsy  in  order  that  he  also,  if  so 
inclined,  might  use  his  influence  in  its  behalf,  with  the  Commissioners 
of  Chelsea  Hospital.  The  resoh  was,  that  John  Bdfour  verv  soon 
had  the  happiness  to  learn  that  hie  pension  was  restored  to  nim.— 
But,  strange  to  say,  he  had  only  drawn  it  for  another  year,  when  it 
was  again  abruptly  stopped  at  head-qnmters,  witbovt  any  huh  being 
imputed  to,  hr  less  committed  by  him.  Ite  thit  situation,  and  after 
being  buffetted  about  for  some  time,  from  me  ^^offieial"  to  another, 
the  poor  man  waited  upon  us,  and  we  felt  omnelvee  perfectly  entitled 
to  recommend  him  to  the  fiivoorable  notice  of  Mr.  Jamee  Oswald,  M.  P. 
for  this  dty.  We  knew  that  Mr.  James  Oswald  did  not  disdain  to 
listen  to  the  complaints  of  the  poor  and  lowly:  and  we  felt,  that  any 
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ooe  of  his  constitueDto  had  an  undoubted  riglit  to  bring  under  his 
notice  any  case  of  injvstifie  committed  by  the  Government,  or  iu 
subordinate  age^tS]  tp wards  any  individoflJ  meriting  a  different  line 
of  treatment.  It  i^  we^QonfeeSy  with  much  reluctance  that  we  now 
enter  into  these*  ami  spmd  other  details  iti  this  case,  bearing  any  re- 
ference to  ourselves. .  We.  never  thought  ihat  we  should  have  occaeiQ|i 
to  do  so.  We  only  wished  that  ihei  case  of  the  poor  man  should  .^ . 
considered,  and  that  justice  should  b»  done  Co  him,  by  those  who  h|id 
it  in  their  power  so  to  dov  It  is  indeed  impossible  that  we  could  hay;e 
had  any  other  .obnept  vjl  vieit  ita  aunha  caAe.  But  the  poor  pian^  we 
regret  to  finds  has  ^(^ri^b^ll  rn^t  gmsly  ahd  heartlessly  insuhfd^^  by 
an  official  per^o^ag^  ijQ  ^iftiA.  eftt9^>  Mdtng  hi^  Majesty's  commission* 
and  we  are  |)9.\^.iiQ^r/a^jiie(^^tft;)dc^<liiat  personage  before  the  bar  of 
public  opinipn^  i^  ^f^i^fpi^ his^  cdnduot  lb  thfe  matter.

It  is  now  pleasant  to  us  to  re<«r  to  Mr.  Ostrald's  own  subsequent 
condact  in  this  matter,  affording,  as  it  does,  a  most  striking  contrast 
to  that  of  Justice  Mills.  We  again  transmitted  Balfour's  Petition 
to  Mr.  Oswald,  telling  biro,  that  it  had  been  subscribed  by  the  Pro- 
vost, and  all  the  Magistrates  in  town,  with  the  exception  of  Bailie 
Mills,  and  we  expressed  our  hope,  that  whatever  Bailie  Mills  might 
ba^e  done,  be,  Mr.  Oswald,  would  not  disdain  to  press  this  Petition 
once  more  on  the  attention  of  the  Government.  The  other  day,  in 
direct  course  of  post,  we  bad  a  most  polite  letter  from  Mr.  Oswald, 
acknowledging  tbe  receipt  of  the  Petition  and  other  documents. — <'  I 
shall  (says  he)  take  an  early  opportunity  of  presenting  them  to  the 
Secretary  at  War,  and  I  will  ui^e  the  claim  of  tbe  poor  man  as  strong- 
ly as  I  f»n.  I  should  have  given  them  in  to-day,  but  I  am  g^ing 
copied  of  them  made,  in  order  that  I  may  be  able,  if  it  should  be  neces- 
sary, to  refer  to  them.  As  soon  as  I  get  an  answer  from  tbe  Secre- 
tary at  War,  I  will  transmit  tbe  same  to  you." 

Behold,  now,  citizens  of  Glasgow,  this  pretty  trait,  for  such  surely  we 
may  call  it,  in  the  conduct  of  James  Oswald,  as  compared  with  that  of 
Justice  Mills !  and  towards  a  poor,  humble,  injured  man,' struggling  with 
adversity-^stniggliifg  to  regain  bis  miserable  pittance  of  9d.  per  day ! 

Most  truly  has  tbe  Poet  said,  that  "  man's  inhumanity  to  man, 
makes  countless  thousands  mourn."  For  Janoea  Oswald  ten  thousand 
hearts  will  leap,  when  this  statement  is  read.  But  for  Justice  Mills, 
where  is  the  solitary  hand  that  will  be  raised  up  ? 

We  have  perhaps  punished  him  sufficiently  in  tbe  matter  ahtady; 
for  on  learning  the  other  day,  that  bis  friends.  Messieurs  the  €fig^ 
wished  him  to  preside  at  a  Public  Meeting  of  tbe  inhabitants,  we  sent 
them  special  notice,  that  we  would  move  an  amendment,  fdr  special 
reasons,  which  we  would  state  to  the  Meeting  in  his  own  presence.  They 
very  prudently  thought  proper  io  wiikdraw  him*  But  we  intimate,  that 
Justice  Mills  shall  never  preside  ai  atiy  popular  Public  Meeting  in 
Glasgow,  if  we  cau  help  it,  until  be  exhibits  due  contrMon  for  his  con- 
duct in  ^is  case.  It  is  riffht  that  the  public,  on  all  occasions,  ahouM 
have  tbe  power  of  reviewrog  the  coaduct  tf  tbose  in  nuthority. — Tbe 
lesson  is  sometimes  useful  and  instructive. — And  in  dragging^  Justice 
Mills  once  more  Io  tbe  bar  of  pablic  opinion,  in  tfaa  way  we  have  done, 
we  lieei  that  we  have  not  only  endeavoured  to  dischAfge  our  duty  correctly, 
we  hope,  btit  fearlessly.  His  frieads  may  growl  of  sweat  at  ua  as 
l^ey  please ;  or,  perchance,  they  may  try  to  get  up  another  precious 
string  of  Resolutions  against  us,  to  the  Lord  AdVooBte*  But  we  al- 
ways attach  due  value  to  such  things,  and  tict  accordingly.

Dbath  has  removed  the  Venerahle,  the  Ulastrious  Ls  Fayette  from  thin 
world.  He  breathed  his  hist  at  Paris  on  the  20th  May  curt.  afl»r  b  sboH 
Uloess,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  a^^e.  Few  men  have  aoted  a  mofo  praiiv* 
worthy  and  dtfltinjfaished  piart  in  tbv  gmt  thaatra  of  events  for  the  last 
50  or  60  years  thsai  the  Marqait  La  Fayette.  In  earlv  life  he  left  his^for- 
tune  and  his  friends^  and  went  to  the  United  States  of  America,  where  be 
foii|(ht  side  by  side  with  the  immortal  Wasbinffton,  to  achieve  the  inde- 

Sendenoe  of  that  vast  country.  He  commanded  in  France  during  the^rj^ 
devolution. — He  conoroandea  aUo  in  it  durini;  the  second.  Adored  by 
the  French  Nation  for  his  virtue  and  patriotism,  he  raij^ht  have  beeome^ 
if  he  bad  only  willed  it,  on  the  termination  of  the  tbnw  grlorieus  days,  the 
Chief  Magistrate  or  Head  of  that  fpreaV Nation ;  naA  the  Crown  of  Franee 
never  would  have  descended  oa  the  base  Louis  Philiippe,  whose'  subse- 
queot  conduct  only  grieved  the  Venemble  P^ti;iot.  ix  is  admitted  even 
by  his  enemies— the  malignant  foes  of  Liberty  both  ip  this  country  and  in 
France,  that  La  Fayette  was  an  honest  nuu,  a  brave  soldier,  a  distin- 
n^uisbed  Patnot,  and  au  enthusiast  in  the  cause  of  General  Liberty. 

We  shall  never  forget  thut  we  had  the  honour  tff  bHng  introdnoecl  to 
him  in  Paris  three  years  ago  this  summer.  We  delfvefed  into  hh  own 
hands  the  first  copy  of  the  En«*lish  Reform  Bill,  which  had  been  commit- 
ted to  tts  for  that  purpose  by  Mr.  Htime,  for  <whooi  the  veaerable  Patriot 
entertained  the  highest  regard,  and  with  when,  we  believe^  lie  frequently 
corresponded.  He  received  ua  in  his  own  house  with  the  most  marked 
and  benign  attention,  and  oooveised  with  ns  long  and  earnestly  regarding 
the  fate  of  some  of  the  early  Scotch  Reformers — I'homas  Muir,  in  parti- 
coiar,  the  tvrannical  proceedings  against  whom  seemed  to  be  quite  well 
known  ta-biro.  It  would  probably  be  considered  cgot?sm,  o^  aHogether 
out  of  place,  were  hnmble  individuals  like  us  to  narrate  any  part  of  the 
subsequent  attention  we  received  from  La  Fayette,  veAwrible  to  fioottiaii

[By  the  Law  of  Scotland,  no  tenant  is  bound  to  remove,  unless  he  recci\'v<t 
warning  so  to  do  40  days  at  least  before  the  term  of  Whitsanday^  TbU  U*- 
applies  to  the  tenants  of  dwelling- houses  in  Borough,  or  out  orit,-~to  those  in 
town,  as  well  as  country.  In  town,  it  is  usual  to  employ  the  town  oftoers  to 
give  warning  ;  but  it  is  not  necessary  to  employ  them,  «r  indeed,  any  offieer  ot 
the  law,  for  such  a  purpose,  because  the  Coart  of  Session  have  fre^uantiy  decided 
that  the  warning  may  be  given  verbally,  or  in-  writing,  by  the  landlord  himselt, 
or  his  factor,  or  agent,  in  presence  of  two  witnessei.  See  the  Deeitioiis  in  tbc 
eases  of  Lundie  v.  Hamillon,  19th  December,  1768 ;  Talt»  fSd  Jaly,  ITCti ; 
JolUe,  10th  July,  1781 ;  Earl  of  Kellie,  20th  June,  1795;  all  reported  in  the 
Decisions  of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates,  which  we  have  consulted.

SCANDALOUS  CASE--GROSS  PERVERSION  OF  LAW 

AND  JUSTICE. 

The  Glasarow  Jasticefl  of  lUe  Peacte  are,  to  be  sure,  a  pretty  set 

Our  remlers  may  rememfte^  that  "when  we  fnterferpd  in  December 
last  on  behalf  of  the  innocent  lad,  William  Mackenzie,  whose  case  ex- 
cited 80  much  sympathy)  we  yvere  wptjby  (be  |)tlea  that  the  Justice 
**  never  interfered  in  any  case  after ^hey  l^p^onouneod  seBteace.'*  This 
was,  no  doubt,  a  very  lawyer-lUm  excuse :  and  Juetioe  MiUs,  we  sup- 
pose, leased  his  conscience  for  keeping  an  in«ocen|.lad  for  60  days  «t 
bard  labour  in  Bridewell,  on  the  score  that  '*  the  IfHo  bad  tie<l  tip' his 
bands,  and  left  bim  no  right  to  interfere  after  sentence.*'     This,  indt^ed, 
was  his  main  defence.     We  beg  our  readers  particularly  to  remember, 
that  in  consequence  of  the  severe  strictures,  we  made  upon  that  case, 
the  whok»  Glasgow  Justices  were   in  commotion.     They  instantly 
met ;  and  some  twelve  or  fourteen  of  them  put  tbeir  names  to  a  string' 
of  Resolutions,  in  which  they  solemnly  asserted,'  "that  "aftrr  convic- 
tion, it  would  have  been  illegal  for  Mr.  Mill^,  or  any  other  Justice,  to 
have  liberated  ofi  s^ny  other  score  than  that  of  ill  health." 

These  Resolutions  were  published  by  the  Justices  in  th^  whole  of 
the  Glasgow  newspapers.    Tbey  fiinfair  saiA  a  copy  of  thetti  to  the 
Lord  Advocate  of  Scotland,  for  no  other  pnrpose  than  that  be  natght 
be  induced  to  bring  us  befiMre  the  bar  of  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary 
for  slandering  their  Honours^  and  bringing  tbeir  authority  into  hatred 
and  contempt ! — That  wa^  the  plain  Epglish  of  the  Resolutioas— 
That  was  their  design  aod  object*     It  was  a  rare  thing  for  their  Ho- 
nours to.  have  their  arbitfary,  atroeioos,  'and'^wprindpled  decisiohs  ex- 
posed to  the  public  in  the  way  we  bad  done,  and  as  no  others  till  then 
bad  ventured,  at  least  in  this  city,  to  do.     And  hence  thMr  Hbn6ar9 
were  extremely  anxious  to  get  the  paws  of  the  Lord  Advocate  laid 
upon  us,  we  shall  not  say  very  gently.     Bnt  with  trutl)  and  justice  on 
our  side,  we  defied  them ;  nor  did  we  hesitate  to  address  a  letter  to 
the  Lord  A<lvocate  himself,  telling  bim  that  we  w^^ra  << ready  to  attend 
and  justify  our  whole  conduct  in  the  matter,  at  a  moment's  notice.** 
*'^"  what  did  the  Lord  Advocate  say  to  the  Resolations  of  tbe  Jus- 
-1*1)6  fact  is,  that  their  Honours  did  not  venture  to  publiflb 
oer  which  they  received  from  his  Lordship— -and  a  very  ai^i- 
iswcr  to  some,  of  tltem  we  know  it -was.  So  for»  ibevefore,  we  had 
/  decisive  victory  over  tbem,  at  any  rate.     Nay,  wa  Jiumbted 
most  completely.     For  we  afterwards  proved,  that  tbeir  Retfolu- 
.19  were  falsBy  inasmuch  as  several  of  these  Glasgow  Justices,  from 
personal  or  interested  motives,  best  known  to  themselves^  bad  actually, 
and  ill  repeated  instances,  granted  the  liberation  of  prisoners  from 
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Bride virell,  '*  after"  sentence  was  pronounced^  ai^d  loagliefore  the  period 
of  such  sentence  had  expired.  We  quoted  the  names  and  dates  of 
several  of  such  cases,  som/s  of  whom,  ivere  of  the  most  atrocious  -de- 
scription ;  and  we  defied  the  Glasgow  Justices  to  contradict  the  whole, 
or  any  one  of  them. 

We  have  thought  it  right  to  go  into  these  explanations,  in  order 
that  our  readers,  and  the  public  at  Targe,  may  be  enabled  to  appreciate 
the  following,  n>oet  .scandalous  ease,  on  the  history  and  nature  of  which 
we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  stop  at  pieaent  to  nvy  one  single  word. 
We  simply  lay  before  the  public  t||e.  ^of^s  pf  ihe  Glasgow  Justices 
themselves,  as  contained  in  theif.j^^xi  W|^^oi^  ftodil^  and  sentence,  viz.

But  we  are  not  yet  done  with  this  case,  qf  with  this  fellow,  or  with 
these  "  Justices."  We  must  let  the  public  see  how  the  secret  springs 
of  justice,  so  called,  are  sometimes  used.  Wh^^  then,  is  this  MobeH 
Srown^  towards  whom  these  Glasgow  Justices  have  shewn  such  ex- 
traordinary leniency  ?     We  answer,  by  giving  his  own  proper  designa- 
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tion.     He  is  "the  great  tkief'Caiekery**  who  has  frequently  brought 
grist  to  the  mill  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace ! ! ! 

But  he  is,  or  rather,  once  was,  more  than  a  Mte^catcher.  He  was 
the  coadjutor  of  Richmond  the  Spy,  in  1820 1 !  For  in  that  year, 
we  can  prove  that  he  went  about  hunting  and  persecuting  the  poor 
Radical  Reformers,  being  specially  employed  so  to  do  by  the  then 
^*  local  authorities.*'  Let  no  one  think  we  are  here  making  a  charge  with- 
out foundation.  If  any  one  dbubts  our  statement,  let  them  go  and 
examine  the  Police  books  of  the*eity  of  Glasgow,  for  the  year  1820, 
and  on  Sunday  morning,  the  9th  day  of  April  that  yisar,  they  v^ill 
find  an  entry  to  the  effect  'tba!t  this  fellow,  Robert  Brown,  then  calling 
himself  **  of  the  county  patrol,"  brought  William  Campbell  and  Tarioiis 
other  poor  honest  weavers  to  that  office  (the  Jail  was  then^ti^  of  them  i) 
on  a  charge  of  ^*  High  TreaMm." 

Oh,  God!  Here  we' have  it  how  established  that  this  *' treason" 
hunter  of  1820 — thia  vile  coadjutor  of  Richmond,  has  been  convicted  of 
**  gross  and  wilful  perjury" In  1684 ;  which  shows  the  nature  of  the  man, 
and  leaves  no  doubt  whatever  upon  our  minds,  that  if  be  was  capable  of 
swearing  a  false  oath  in  1834,  he  was  equally  capable  of  swearing  it 
in  1820.  Were  we  wAmg,  therefore,  in  saying,  as  we  did,  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Spy  System,  that  wretches  were  found  in  those  days  in 
this  city  to  entrap  and  aeek  the  blood  of  their  unsaspectiag  fellow- 
creatures?  ,  .  . 

We  hate  no  doubt  that  these  Justices  ( Afoton  and  Gr^)  knew  this 
character,  Robert  Brown,  quite  well;  for  though  they«r6fievJaBtioe8» 
they  are  old-stagers ;  and  one  of  tbem^  ia  particular  (John  Alston),  has 
been  connected  with  the  sislf'-elected,  in  twe  way  or  other,  for  the  last 
twenty  years.  Need  we  add  that  both  of  them  are  thorough-paced 
Tories  i 

Did  they,  we  ask,  take  any  qualm  of  conscience  in  this  case  ?  Did  they 
think  the  punishment  was  too  severe,  **  aftef^'  they  bad  pronoonced  it  ? 
Or  did  they  wish  to  shew  their  affectionate  regard  for  this  <<Tremon'* 
hunter  of  1820,  by  convincing  him  that  they  bad  still  a  grateful  recol- 
lection of  hia  **  valaable  aervioes  at  that  awful  and-  iiaportant  period  ?** 

We  care  not  whether  these  questions  be  answered  or  not.     But  we 

have  put  the  public  in  possession  of  the^acte  of  this  case — ^facta  whieh 

cannot  be  contradicted — and  we  ask  them  to  say,  whether,  if  Brown 

had  been  a  poor  weaver  or  mechanic,  these  Glasgow  Justices  would 

have  interfered  and  liberated  him  from  Bridewell,  q/ler  theythemseWea 

Vd  found  him  guilty  of  such  a  foul  crime  ?  But  now,  when  we  recollect 

proceedings  in  Mackenzie's  case,  as  well  as  in  other  cases  we  could 

ion,  entitling,  as  we  think  they  did,  the  Glasgow  Justices  to  retyiew 

proceedings,  and  to  pass  from  them  with  good  feeling  and  with 

,ar; — when  we  recollect,  we  say,  that  they  doomed  an  innoo^it 

.^,  in  a  case  where  no  personal  violence,  or  injury  of  any  kind,  vraa 

committed,  and  whose  character  was  irreproachable,  and  certified  to 

them  in  the  strongest  terms,  to  an  imprisonment  for  60  days  at  hard 

labour  :  a  sentence  to  which  they  clung  in  spite  of  every  entreaty  and 

persuasion,  with  a  pertinacity  that  would  not  have  disgraced  a  Nero, 

or  a  Caligula ;  and  when  we  see  how  they  have  dealt  with  thia  atont 
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hoary  •beaded  deliuqaent,  giving  him  osty  60  days  to  loll  about  in 
Bridewell  as  be  pleased,  he  being  also  fed  there  at  the  public  expense, 
without  **  hard  labour ;" — when  we  see  that  they  interfered  and  allowed 
him  to  be  set  at  **  liberty"  ere  he  had  spent  twenty  days,  or  the  one- 
third  part  of  his  ume»  in  Bridewell-^ we  cannot  but  feel  the  utmost 
indignation  and  abhorrence  at  such  proceedings — at  such  a  glaring 
mockery  of  justice. 

This  case  ought  to  stamp  the  JcM^tices  of  Glasgow  with  eternal 
diMgrace.^— Nor  shall  we  rest,  humble  though  we  are,  till  we  see  the 
powers  of  that  infernal  Court  swept  away ;  till  we  see  the  day»  not,  we 
hope,  ^r  distant,  when  bis  Majesty's  Gp^ei^mneot  will  take  it  «pon 
them  to  appoint  honourable,  intei]igent>  md  tr^jistworthy  men  to  dis- 
pense Justice  as  it  ought  to  be  dispensed  i^  this  great  city. 

There  can  be  little  doubt,  we  think,  that  their  Honours,  the  Glasgow 
Justices,  will  again  be  in  a. state  of  comnioltiony  when  they  see  that  we 
have  got  a  hold  of  this  case,  and. handled,  it  ia  the  way  we  have  done, 
if  they  pass  re$aluiiotis  again* t  us  &  second  time,  we  hope  they  will 
take  care  to  make  them  true  and  proper  ones.  We  should  like  nothing 
better  than  to  see  tbem  once  more  putting  us  to  our  mettle* 

But  if  there  .was,  that  proper  spirit  in  Glasgow^  as.  we  are  afraid 
there  is  not,  there  would  soon  be  other  meetingSi  and  other  demonstra- 
tions respecting  this  very  case.  For  what^  we  ask,  can  be  more  essential 
to  the  peace,  security,  contentment,  and  welfare  of  any  commuoityi  than 
the  right  and  impartial  administration  of  Justice  ?  It  is  too  much  for 
any  one  to  expect,  that  we  will  injure  ourselves,  or  rather  our  families, 
as  we  have  already  oftener  than  once  done,  by  taking  such  onerous 
burdens  wholly  on  oucseWes.  And  we  shall  only  farther  say,  that  if 
this  be  not  the  cowMton  cauteof  the  public,  we  are  for  ever  done  with  it, 
though  we  confess  we  are  somewhat  anxious  to  see  whether  the  public 
Press  of  this  etfy,  so  much  extolled  and  patronized  by  thepublicy  will 
now  take  U  upf  with  the  one  twentieth  part  of  the  zeal  we  sincerely  think  it 
dfsnands. 


DUPLICITY-.0LA8GaW  WATER  COMPANIES,  &o. 

Mr.  John  Maxwell,  M.  P.  for  Lanarkshire,  was  on  the  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  appointed  to  report  on  the  Bill  for  tb^ 
junction  of  the  Glasgow  and  Cranstonhill  Water-work  Companies, — 
a  Bill  highly  favourable  to  the  interests  of  the  rich  shareholders  in  these 
Companies,  but  decidedly  hostile  to  the  interests  of  the  great  body  of  the 
inhabitants,  for  it  is  neither  more  nor  less  than  ^an  attempt  to  create  a 
icenopoly  by  tlie  force  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  as  such,  our  readers 
may  remember  that  strong  resolutions  were  carried  against  the  pro- 
posed Bill,  at  a  late  Public  Meeting  of  the  inhabitants.  Much  inte- 
rest has  been  used  on  both  sides  of  this  question  in  Parliament.  We 
have  heard  that  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  for  some  reason  or  other  not 
explained,  espoused  the  side  of  the  Monopolists. — His  son-in-law, 
Lord  Lincoln,  was  a  Member  of  the  Committee. — Mr.  John  Maxwell, 
we  are  assured,  had  indicated  a  strong  opinion  against  the  Bill:  in 
other  words,  he  intimated  his  intention  to  coincide  with  the  wish^  of 
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the  inbmbitants  of  Gkuigovr,  in  rejectiDg  it.  But,  ju»t  as  tlie  Hiviaion 
in  the  Committee  of  the  Houfle  of  Cemmons  was  about  to  take 
place,  this  <<  patriotic  gentleman"  very  coolly  pot  his  hat  on  his  head, 
and  walked  out  without  giving  his  vote  at  alL  The  result  was,  that 
the  Monopolists  carried  their  first  point  by  a  majority  of  one;  but  had 
John  Maxwell  remained  and  voted  en  the  other  side,  the  Bill  would 
at  once  have  been  thrown  ont^  because  it  is  understood,  that  Mr. 
Oawald,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee}  -wouki  in  that  caiie  bave 
given  bis  casting  vote  against, the  BilL

chalk  down  this  matter,  witli  sp^  otbeF8,f4io.}Ha  debit* 

Since  the  foregoing  waa  writtenriwe  fix\^  tfiat'tlte  Committee  again 
met,  and  now  not  being  wUling  to  sanction  the  grasping  mid  avaricioon 
claims  of  the  woul4-be  roonopolUtSi  tbesa  last,  in  their  wisdom,  made  a 
virtue  of  necessity,  and  withdrew  the  Bill.  .  StilU  we  should  not  be 
surprised  to  see  them  attempt  to  raise  th^  water  rat^  again  tbisyear. 
But  they  had  better  not  provoke  >300yOOO  inbabit^tfl,  else  the  water 
pipes  may  be  brought  to  play  in  some  otlier  directifinT  <    •

in  the  House  of  Commons  or  out  of  tt.  This,  perhaps,  is  a  very  trivial 
slipt  but  we  wish  to  notice  it.

In  consequence  of  the  death .  of  Lord  Craigie,  tbe  Lord  Advocate, 
Francis  Jeffrey  has  been  elevated  to  the  Bench,  and  is  now  one  of  the 
Lords  of  Session.  His  political  career  is  therefore  terminated* 
And  whether  he  has  given  satisfaction,  as  Lord  Advocate,  or  not,  we 
cannot  doubt  that  he  will  be  one  of  the  most  upright  and  able  Judges 
that  Scotland  ever  possessed.
